ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Meeting with Leaders of Railway 
Trade Unions on 15th April, 1974

*955. SHRI BIBHUTI MISHRA: 

SHRI NARENDRA SINGH: 


Will the Minister of RAILWAYS 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether he met the leaders of 
Railway Trade Unions on the 15th 
April, 1974 about the demands of 
Railwaymen; 

(b) if so, the salient features of 
the discussions held; and 

(c) the outcome thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): (a) to 
(c). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

The leaders connected with Rail¬ 
way labour organisations had a meet¬ 
ing with the Minister for Railways 
on 12th April, 1974 in connection with 
the demands of Railwaymen and in 
that meeting it was decided that 
negotiations would be carried out 
with them with a view to arriving at 
a negotiated settlement. 

The various demands of the Unions 
and the final outcome of the negotia¬ 
tions whicli were carried out at 
various levels betwcpn 15th to 30th 
April, 1974, are enumerated below: — 

One of the main demands was 
revision of wages by about 75 per 
cent and change in the Dearness Al¬ 
lowance formula. The wage bill on 
the Indian Railways for the year 
1972-73 was about Rs. 500 cror f .(s. 
The decision of the Government on 
the Pay Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions gives a benefit of Rs. 110 crores 
to the railwaymen, which means a 
20 per cent increase in the wage bill. 
A further 75 per cent increase in the 
wage bill would have meant at least 
Rs. 400 crores of expenditure. After 
the Pay Commission have gone into 
all aspects of wages and Dearness 
Allowance and the Government had 
taken a decision on it, It was not 
possible now to revise the wages and 
the Dearness Allowance formula. 
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One other demand was that there 
should be a scientific Job Evaluation 
ol all jobs in the Railways, and this 
was accepted within the framework 
oi the Pay Commission s recommen¬ 
dations. Considering the large num- 
. btr of categories involved and the 
complexity of the problem this scien¬ 
tific job evaluation may take at least 
3 years, but when once it is done it 
will definitely be useful and will 
benefit the stall'. 

On the question of giving Bonus 
to the railwaymen, since the bonus 
Review Committee is seized of the 
problem, it will be premature to take 
a decision until the recommendations 
of the Bonus Revitrw Committee are 
received and considered by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

As regards the demand concerning 
working hours and deeasualisation of 
casual labour, the Award of Mia- 
bhey's Tribunal has been accepted m 
toto and this gives a benefit of Rs. 35 
crcres. As regards employment of 
casual labour, while this cannot 
be completely precluded, consi¬ 
dering the type and conditions of 
woiks on the Railways, it has been 
agreed that casual labour will not be 
utilized in certain specified locations 
like Workshops, yards, stations, loco 
sheds, etc. for works of a regular and 
continuous nature. A cadre review 
has also been agreed to as early as 
possibly at each of the above loca¬ 
tions and create additional posts if 
necessary. This will benefit a large 
number of workers. 

As regards the demand for supply 
of subsidised foodgrains in grain- 
shops, it has been agreed that arran¬ 
gements will be made to open as 
many price shops as necessary so that 
all points on the Railways, where 
more than 300 staff -are posted, will 
have fair price shops where grains 
will be made available at the same 
scale and rate that the State Govern¬ 
ment gives. 

These fair price shops will be run 
either by cooperatives or can be 


licensed to and organised by staff 
representatives. Government will 
make available the necessary build¬ 
ings, and the staff to operate the fair 
price shops will be given on deputa¬ 
tion from the Railways if required 
by the Cooperative Societies. If the 
cooperatives run into any financial 
difficulty for purchase of foodgrains, 
assistance by way of loans to the 
extent possible will also be given by 
the Railway Ministry. It has also 
been decided to strengthen the pre¬ 
sent overseeing machinery for co¬ 
operatives and fair price shops so that 
effective liaison can be kept with the 
State Governments and the Food 
Corporation for supply of foodgrains 
to the cooperatives and fair price 
shops. It is not possible for the 
Government to run these'grainsshops 
departmentally or to give any subsi¬ 
dy. The other two demands were 
removal of anomalies arising out of 
the Pay Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions and a cadre review for Class TII 
and Class IV staff to improve their 
avenues of promotion. These two 
demands have been accepted. The 
cadre review will be undertaken and 
completed within a period of four 
months. The removal of anomalies 
and the cadre review is expected to 
benefit the staff to the extent of 
about Rs. 25 crores. 


As regards the demand of withdra- 
al of .victimisation, no railway 
jrker is victimised for trade .union 
tivities, unless it is accompanied by 
3 es of intimidation, violence, obs- 
lctive working or other crimina 
■cnees. In fact, the Railway staff, 
ing Government servants, have go 
protection under the Discipline & 
jpeal Rules as also under Article 
1(2) of the Constitution. Still, « 
s been agreed that if any cases of 
ctimisation are given, the Deputy 
inister for Railways will examine 
em and personally take a. decisio . 
Is not possible to withdraw all 
ses withqut any examination by the 
__mrintater finr Railways. 
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The other demand was that railway 
workers should be treated as indus¬ 
trial workers and not as Government 
employees. Railway employees are 
G6vernment servants but at the same 
they come under the purview of the 
Industrial Disputes Act. In view of 
the great national and strategic im¬ 
portance of the Railways, it has to 
be run as a department of the Gov¬ 
ernment and there is even a separate 
Budget which has to be discussed and 
approved t)y the Parliament. Rail¬ 
ways ’being a public utility concern 
serving the entire population of the 
country is so very vital to the econo¬ 
mic life of the nation that its proper 
development, investment of sufficient 
funds for further expansion to meet 
the needs of traffic and inter-ministe¬ 
rial coordination can best be done if 
it continues as a Government under¬ 
taking and hence it is not possible 
to make a change in this respect. 

The demands which have been ac¬ 
cepted during these negotiations 
would cost the Railway a total sum 
of Rs. 70—80 crores per annum and 
if benefits of pay revision as a result • 
of Third Pay Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations are added to this, the 
burden on the Railways will be in 
the neighbourhood of about Rs. 190 
crores which is about 40 per cent of 
'the wage Bill of 1972-73.

SHR1 INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir, the 
hon. Minister has said that according 
to him, essentially all the demands 
have been conceded except two. I 
do not for a moment accept what he 
said. 

Anyway, he says, on these demands 
which have created a sort of dead¬ 
lock, they are prepared for further 
negotiations. 

I would like to know from him, if 
the Government is serious about 
conducting further negotiations on 
those points which still remain un¬ 
resolved, why they have taken this 
unprecedented step in the course Of 
negotiations of arresting not only 
Mr. George Fernandes but several 
other Members of the Coordination 
Committee. With whom now they 
expect to negotiate? They have been 
locked up in jail. 


SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 

As I have said already, for every 
negotiation, the conductive atmos¬ 
phere is a pre-condition. It is a 
must. If I have requested the labour 
leaders that they should try to re¬ 
move the Damocles’ Gword, that is, 
the notice of the strike, then we can 4 
have discussions with them— (In¬ 
terruptions) . 


MR. SPEAKER: Order, order. All 
of you please sit down. 


He has not yet finished his reply. 


SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
I wish to take the House into confi¬ 
dence. On the first day, when the 
negotiations were started, thfire was 
no agreed agenda before the Com¬ 
mittee. So, I decided that we should 
have an agreed agenda before the 
Committee so that we could start our 
work. The initial objection taken was 
by the Bharatiya Rail Mazdoor Sangh 
representative, Mr. Gokhale, that he 
was not prepared to sit with the 
N.F.I.R. people. I told him that it 
may not be possible to ask the 
N.F.I.R. people to remain away from 
the Committee. So, I left lt t0 the 
Committee members to frame out an 

agenda.

(In- 
uptions) it Is all on record, 
gpted that 1 would take up this 
ortant matter* The second item. 


about victimisation. 
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I said that I would take up these 
two issues because there was no 
agreement on the other items. On 
20th, the meeting had to be adjourn¬ 
ed for 45 minutes because of 
the death of my family. On 21st 
there was a statement in the 
press by Mr. George Fernandes that 
the Government was not sincere in 
accepting the eight-point charter of 
demands of workers when the fact 
remained that we had put only two 
items on the agenda and the rest six 
items were not discussed/ Now. Mr. 
George Fernandes was going from 
plac4 to place to organise a strike and 
the Government could not sit quietly 
and the Government had to take ac¬ 
tion. (Interruptions). 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir, he 
is supposed to have replied to my 
question. 

My question was that in the middle 
of the negotiations, these arrests were 
carried out. He was trying to get 
round the question by saying that 
Damocles’ Sword was hanging over 
their head and Mr. George Fernandes 
and others were organising the strike 
1 want to know whether it is a fact 
or not that even before the negotia¬ 
tions began, already the Railway 
authorities had been directed by them 
all over the country—I have got a 
proof with me—and I have just come 
back ( Interruptions ). 

I want to know who has been hang¬ 
ing the Damocles’ Sword over whom. 
These are the printed forms. The 
House should know this. Long be¬ 
fore the negotiations began, printed 
forms have been issued by the Rail¬ 
ways asking the magistrates and the 
police to help the Railways to evict 
the workers from their quarters. 
(.Interruptions). That was before 
Mr. George Fernandes was arrested. 
Here are .the printed forms for filling 
in for free food supply for those 
people who are going to work as 
blacklegs." tFTere is the form given, to 
ask the stagtstrates. tiq issue . orders 


under section 138 of Act 9/10 of the 
Indian Railways Act of 1890 , to take 
action to evict the workers from their 
quarters. I would like to know who 
has been organising all these anti¬ 
strike activities long before any such 
situation arose. It was not the work¬ 
ers who were doing anything. The 
pressurisation was going on long be¬ 
fore. Why did they sabotage the 
negotiation in this sameless way? 
They must reply to this question. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
The members of the Co-ordination 
Committee who were sitting on the 
negotiating table we|re also making 
preparation for organising strike on 
the 8th. If the Government has taken 
some preventive measures, Govern¬ 
ment is well within its rights to take 
such preventive measures. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: The hon. 
Minister has stated that, out of the 
eight demands put up by the workers' 
side, six have been settled.... 

AN HON MEMBER: No; they 
have not been settled. ( Interrup¬ 
tions) 1 . 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: I was one 
of the negotiators and I know that 
these demands have been settled.... 

MR. SPEAKER: Please ask your 
question. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: My ques¬ 
tion is this. On the seventh demand 
of bonus, he has explained the posi¬ 
tion of the Government, that the 
Government is awaiting the Bonu* 
Review Committee’s recommenda¬ 
tions. On the eighth demand, t.«». 
parity with the public sector under¬ 
takings, may I know from, the. hon. 
Minister whether there was a differ¬ 
ence of opinion and a section of the 
representatives Was opposed to tt. 
saying that by bringing the railway. 
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workers on par with the public sec¬ 
tor undertakings’ workers, the railway 
workers would be losing in many res¬ 
pects and thereupon Mr. George Fer¬ 
nandes changed the demand for an 
increase of 75 per cent in wages? I 
want to know from the Government 
whether thi s is a fact. 

SHRl MOHD. SHAFI QURESHi: 
Thf| factual position is that, on the 
plea of job evaluation, it was said 
that we should go in for job evalua¬ 
tion, whether on point to point basis 
or on analytical or non-analytical 
basis. Then I said that there was no 
question of comparing the pay with 
the other sectors when the pay here 
was higher because the demand was 
simply, “We want higher pay because 
they are getting higher pay”. Then 
Mr. Fernandes said, “No. We are not 
going to compare because this com¬ 
parison is not correct; now our stand 
is that we must get a blank 75 per 
cent increase in wages’’ which Gov¬ 
ernment could not accept. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSHI: I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister whether he considers 
that the problems and grievances of 
the railway employees or at least 
some of the problems are sufficiently 
genuine and they should be dealt 
with in the present situation, and if 
so, what is the method of negotiation; 
is it with the rffcognised unions or 
with the cooperation of other unions 
also which are not recognised? 

My question is: if the Government 
arrested the trade-union leaders at 
the monvlnt, whatever the reason 
behind it, has any fresh effort been 
made by the Government to conduct, 
to contact and to consult the leaders 
of the working class movement not 
only on the Railways but in other 
spheres also, to consider this gr.pat 
danger as a national danger and find 
out a certain solution for it?

No. 2—If the Government is con¬ 
vinced genuinely that there are anti¬ 
national forces, even in the name of 
recognised unions in the Railways, 
what action can the Government take, 
without compromising for even an 
inch, the interests of the people, 
against those forces before the strike 
and after the strike? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
There are two recognised unions on 
the Indian Railways—one is th«| Na¬ 
tional Federation of Indian Railway- 
men and the other is the All India 
Railwaymen’s Federation—which 

have been given the negotiating faci¬ 
lities and which have been recognised 
by the Railways as recognised unions. 
Now, these two unions were invited 
by the Railway Minister for negotia¬ 
tions. The AIRF of which Mr. George 
Fernandes is the President, he invited 
others also on his own and they ac¬ 
tually said and they have formed a 
committee and the Committee was 
formed of category unions. When 
initially I started discussing certain 
matters with the loco-running staff, 
the first objection taken by the AIRF 
leadership was that I should not talk 
with the category unions. But, this 
time the AIRF itself brought all sorts 
of unions.... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Because 
they wanted to solve the problem.

With regard to Job Evaluation Com¬ 
mittee, earlier I have said that tacir 
demand was that there should be a 
Job Evaluation within the Railways 
and, pending the results of the job 
evaluation, there should be 75 P er 
cent increase in the wages of the 
railway workers. We accepted in 
principle to set up a Job Evalua¬ 
tion Committee in which all the 
Members of the Coordination Com¬ 
mittee and the Railway Board can sit 
together and can find out and decide 
as to what type of job evaluation they 
would like to have.

the part of the union to carry on the 
preparations for the strike, and in 
view of this, will he be prepared even 
at this stage—if the negotiations are 
t.o be carried on by the Committee the 
majority of whose members are be¬ 
hind the bars, and if he is really 
serious about the negotiations rather 
than raising these excuses and the 
bogey that he was carrying on a cam¬ 
paign for the strike—to see that all 
the leaders of the Co-ordination 
Committee are released so that they 
alone can meet and decide whether 
to carry on the negotiations or not? 

I want a categorical answer. Shri 
S. A. Kader said that Shrimati 
Parvati Krishnan may be consulted, 
since she is a charming personality. 


But although she is charming, as he- 
said her charms are not sufficient to 
carry on thq negotiations and a fui- 
fledged committee is needed for carry-' 
ing on the negotiations, and therefore, 
will be first release unconditionally 
all the leaders and then start nego¬ 
tiations with them? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI:

Sir, on the negotiating table, one 
party was absent and that party is 
the people of this country. We can¬ 
not let them down.

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: The 
Government does not stand on pres¬ 
tige.

The Government is not 
standing on prestige. Otherwise, we

The agree¬ 
ment secures for M/s. HA.L. techno¬

Freeze on Prices of Petroleum 
Products

Government fix 
the ceiling selling prices of products 
like kerosene, diesel oil, petrol, etc., 
which are called bulk refined or for¬ 
mula products. There, are a variety of 
non-formula products for which prices 
are fixed by the oil companies them¬ 
selves. 

In the wake of the steep increase in 
the prices of crude oil in January 
1974, instructions were sent to the oil 
companies to obtain the approval of 
the Government for increasing the 
prices of non-formula products beyond 
levels prevailing on 20th January, 
1974. Subsequently, the oil companies 
including IOC, represented that imp¬ 
lementation of these instructions of 
Government would create certain 
problems to • the oil companies. In 
response to this, revised instruction 
have been issued, whereby the in¬ 
creases/decreases in the prices, of non 
formula products may generally be re¬ 
lated to the increase / dec rease in the 
F.O.B. price of crude oil which is 
recognised by Government from time 
to time, for purposes of pricing of 
bulk refined products anil such other 
authorised increases as are allowed 
by the Government in the ceiling sell¬ 
ing prices of products used for the 
production (of non-formula iproducts. 
The quantum of statutory levies such 
as basic excise duty will continue to 
be reflected in the determination of 
such price. Prices thus determined 
shall be the maximum for fixation 
within which it would not be neces¬ 
sary to seek the approval of the Gov¬ 
ernment.

According to these guidelines oil com¬ 
panies were meeting since January 
1974 upto 90 per cent of customers 
requirements based on their 1973 off¬ 
takes. Fnom May onwards certain 
specified industries will continue to 
get 90 per cent requirements as above 
but cuts to other industries will be 
increased by a further 10 per cent. 

(d) Government have sinc e issued 
Furnace Oil (Fixation of Ceiling Pri¬ 
ces and Distribution) order, 1974 
which has come into effect from 1st 
April 1974. This Order prohibits sale 
of furnace oil by any person other 
than a dealer and provides with the 
necessary powers to th e State Govern¬ 
ments for taking action against black¬ 
marketing and other malpractices. 

(c) Representation have been receiv¬ 
ed from individual industrial units 
from time to time with regard to the 
system of distribution as also require¬ 
ments of individual units.

Statement 

The M.R.T.P. Act came into force 
on 1st June, 1970 and its effective 
administration started only in 1971. 
It is too early to have a prpper and 
objective assessment of its impact on 
the working of the big business houses 
or on the phenomenon of concentra¬ 
tion of economic power in the hands 
of those houses to public detriment. 
The expression “big business houses* 
or' "'monopoly houses” has not been 
defined either in the MRTF Act or in 
the two reports submitted by the 
Monopolies Inquiry Commission and 
ILPTC respectively. The MRTP Act, 
in Chapter HI, deals with the concept 
of "inter-connected'’ undertakings or 
groups of undertakings- ^However, the 
IndustriarLicensiisg Policy Inquiry 
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Committee gave a list of 20 industrial 
houses which it described as the larger 
industrial houses each of them with 
assets of Rs. 35 crores or above. For 
the present purposes, as a point of 
reference, one may take into account 
these 20 larger industrial houses and 
examine their growth in the last few 
years in terms of turn-over, assets 
and profits. The growth of their 
aggregate assets during the period 
1963-64 to 1970-71 came down from 
30.7 per cent to mere 5.8 per cent. The 
growth of these houses in terms of 
turnover, gross profits and net profits 
during the year 1969-70 and 1970-71 
was also quite normal. Incidentally, 
it should be noted that there is no¬ 
thing unusual in the normal growth 
of undertakings during a period of 
general industrial growth in the coun¬ 
try. The object of the MRTP Act 
inter-alia is to provide the operation 
of economic system does not result 
in the concentration of economic powpr 
to the common detriment and it would 
appear therefore that the growth of 
any undertaking per-se cannot be 
called undesirable though it has to 
be ensured that such growth is, in no 
manner, detrimental to the public 
interest. It has to be observed that 
between 1955-56 and 1971-72 the share 
of the private sector companies in 
the paid-up capital of the total corpo¬ 
rate sector has gone down from 93.6 
per cent to 49.0 per cent while that of 
Government companies has shot up 
from 6.4 per cent to about 51 per cent. 
Again in the letters of intent/indus¬ 
trial licences issued during the. last 
few years, the share of the larger 
Industrial houses and foreign com¬ 
panies which have been assigned 
responsibilities largely in the core and 
the heavy investment sectors, has been 
progressively coming down. From 
1970 to 1973, the share of the 20 large 
industrial houses was only 4.9 per cent 
as against 12.3 per cent of the letters 
of intent issued to them between 1956 
and 1966. Their share in the indus¬ 
trial licences issued between 1979 and 
1973 varied between 5.9 per cent and 
8.5 per cert. 


Under the Industrial Licensing 
Policy as announced in February, 
1973, companies belonging to the largo 
industrial houses as understood i 0 
Chapter III of the MRTP Act are 
eligible to expand only In 19 core in-r 
dustries as outlined in the Appaadix- 
to this Policy or In export-oriented 
industries. They are debarred from 
going into any other field. An inform¬ 
al study group appointed by the 
Ministry of Industrial Development to 
examine the question of breaking up' 
of inter-connections in large houses, 
came to the conclusion that CentraL 
Government in the last few years 
had taken a series of measures calcu¬ 
lated to reduce the concentration of 
economic power in the hands of the 
larger industrial houses e.g., the na¬ 
tionalisation of the major commercial 
banks, the abolition of the system of 
managing agency, the new guidelines 
on the investment policy of public 
financial institutions including conver¬ 
tibility of loans into equity and effec¬ 
tive participation in management, the 
significant growth of public sector, and 
noted that as a result of these mea¬ 
sures and as a result of the coming 
into operation of the present indus¬ 
trial licensing policy and of the 
MRTP Act, the concentration of eco¬ 
nomic power in the hands of these 
large houses had been significantly

Power Projects in West Bengal

Concerted 
efforts are being nfhde to maximise 
availability of power from the exist¬ 
ing power stations and speeding up the 
commissioning of new generating units. 
Following is the position with regard 
to the different power stations in West 
Bengal. 

Bandel Thermal Station 

This station has four units of 82.5 
MW each. It was receiving middlings 
from two-stage Lodna Washery and 
coal from a large number of collieries 
in the Raniganj coal fields. This was 
affecting the performance adversely 
due to inappropriate quality of coal. 
Receipt of middlings from the two- 
stage washery has been stopped and 
the Linkage Committee has been 
requested to link Bandel Thermal 
Power Station with a definite number 
of collieries which can supply coal of 
the right quality. Light diesel oil has 
beerii arranged in sufficient quantity 
for these stations. Spare parts for 
pulverisers has been arranged. As a 
result of these measures, the perfor¬ 
mance is improving. One unit is 
under annual overhaul and mainte¬ 
nance and the remaining three are 
operating. The generation is now i* 
the range of 180-200 MW. 

Durgapur Projects Lid. 

This power station has ' two units of 
30 MW each and three units of 75 
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amount earmarked lor the execution 
of power projects in West Bengal, pro 


MW each. Due to an accident in 
January 1974 the control cables and 
equipment connected with two units 
have been damaged. Necessary re¬ 
placements have been arranged. It 
is expected that one unit will be 
brought back into commission by. the 
end of may and the other unit in June 
1974. The availability from the 75 
MW units has been very much reduced 
due to the wearing out of turbine 
blades and replacements for the same 
have been ordered. The output * of 
these units is also .limited due to. 
trouble in the coal mills. These 
matters are being attended to. The 
generation in this station is now in the 
range of 140-160 MW and will improve 
further when the repairs/renovations 
in hand are completed. 


Santaldih Power Station 

One unit of 120 MW has been com¬ 
missioned and this unit is having 
teething trouble. Assistance of BHEL 
engineers has. been available to the 
project for rectification and adjustment 
works. 


Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation 


The CESC has an installed capacity 
of 485 MW. Due to the plants being 
very old, the derated capacity of this 
station is 337 MW. The generation is 
in the range,of 210-250 MW. It is un¬ 
derstood'that steps to increase power 
generation are under consideration.

Bengal to study beach erosion 


9356. SHRI SAMAR GUHA: WU1 the 
Minister of IRRIGATION AND 
POWER be pleased to. state:

Members of 
the Beach Erosion Board constituted 
by the Government of India inspected 
the erosion site at Digha in Decem¬ 
ber, 1972. On the basis of the inspec¬ 
tion atid available data, _ the Board 
observed that beach nourishment 
would be necessary for effective con¬ 
trol of erosion. Pending procurement 
of sand pumps for such nourishment, 
it was recommended that sea walls 
should be constructed in selected rea¬ 
ches according to the design to be 
finalised in consultation with the 
Central Water & Power Research 
Station, Poona, supplemented by 
nourishment by coarse road transport¬ 
ed by trucks from nearby areas. 

The State Government of West 
Bengal, who are responsible -for the 
protection-of the area, have reported 
that immediate works in the form of 
boulder pitching were carried out in 
a length of 220 metres at a cost of 
Rs. 2 lakhs before the monsoon of 
1973 and that these have given good 
results. A further amotr.it of Rs. 8 
lakhs has been sanctioned for, the 


protection Of an additional 388 metres 
length before the ensuing monsoon. 

A scheme is also being formulated 
by the State Government consisting 
of a sea wall and sand nourishment, 
based on the recommendations of the 
Beach Erosion Board.

The House will recall that the Report 
of the Sixth Finance Commission 
alonff with an Explanatory Memoran¬ 


dum on the action taken by the Gov- 
ernment' thereon was laid on the- 
Table of the House on the 18th De¬ 
cember, 1973. The Finance Commis¬ 
sion was inter alia required to make 
recommendations to the President as 
to the distribution between the Union 
and the States of the net proceeds'of 
taxes which are to be or may be 
divided between them and the alloca¬ 
tion between the States of the res¬ 
pective shares of such proceeds. Union 
duties of excise which are levied and' 
collected by the Governmnt of India 
under Article 272 of the Constitution 
fall in the category of taxes which 
‘may be’ distributed between the Cen¬ 
tre" and the States in accordance with 
the law made by Parliament after 
taking into account the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Finance Commission.

The Bill seeks to give effect to the- 
recommendations of the Sixth Finance' 
Commission in regard to the distribu¬ 
tion of the net proceeds of Union 
Duties of Excise between the Centre 
and the States on the one hand and 
among the different States on the 
other. The Commission has not sug¬ 
gested'any change in regard to shar¬ 
ing of the basic Union Excise Duties 
and the States’ share would therefore 
continue to be 20 per cent of the total 
net proceeds as at present. The Com¬ 
mission has, however, recommended 
that the auxiliary duties of excise 
introduced from 1973-74 which are 
not' shareable with the States at pre¬ 
sent, should also be shared with the 
States as in the case of basic Union 
Excise Duties from 1976-77. the 
Commission has recommended that 
the Stated share should be distributed 
among themselves on the basis of 75 
per cent for population and '25 per 
cent for backwardness, the inter-se 
distribution of this portion being in 
relation to the 'distance' of a State’e 
per capita income from that of thO; 


•Moved with the recommendation of the President 
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State with the highest per capita in¬ 
come multiplied by the population of 
the States concerned according to 1971 
census: The weightage given to 

backwardness by the last Commission 
was 20 per cent and they had also 
adopted a variety of factors for deter¬ 
mining backwardness of the States.

The other recommendations of the 
Commission relating to the sharing of 
Income-tax and payment of grants- 
in-aid etc. have been dealt with in 
the Explanatory Memorandum al¬ 
ready laid on the Table of the House 
and I need not go over these details 
once again. 

• The aggregate transfers to the 
States under the Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations are estimated at Rs. 9609 
crores in 1974—79 at 1973-74 rates of 
taxation. 

The actual transfers during 1974—79 
would be more as these will include 
States’ share in additional taxation 
which the Central Government may 
undertake during these years. 

Honourable Members would be in¬ 
terested to note that the transfers to 
States from the Centre have been 
steadily on the increase under the 
successive Finance Commission’s 
awards. The transfers during the 
First Plan period which amounted to 
Rs. 447 crores went up to Rs. 918 
crores during the Second Plan period, 
Rs. 1590 crores during the Third Plan 
period, Rs. 1782 crores during the 
period of three annual Plans and Rs. 
5316 crores during 1969—74 and the 
estimated transfers durig 1974—79 on 
the basis of the recommendations of 
theSixth Finance Commission as men¬ 
tioned by me earlier, are Rs. 9609 
--crores. 

A noteworthy feature of the re¬ 
commendation of the Sixth Finance 
Commission is that the Commission 
has provided Rs, 838 crores over the 
period of the FifthjPlah for tipgrada- 
tion of the stan&fjtfto of administra¬ 
tion and social sirvi’c^S" in the back¬ 
ward States so as to enable them to 
•come up to the level of average of all 


States during the Fifth Plan period. 
Taking this amount into account the 
Commission has assessed the non¬ 
plan revenue gap of eighteen States 
at Rs. 7745 crores without devolution 
of taxes. 

The States of Haryana, Maharashtra 
and Punjab are, in the assessment of 
the Commission, expected to have 
non-Plan Revenue surplus amounting 
to Rs. 312 crores even without any 
fax devolution. The tax devolution 
to all the States during the Fifth Plan 
period on the basis of the recom¬ 
mendations of the Commission would 
amount to about Rs. 7099 crores. With 
this devolution seven States will have 
a surplus aggregating to Rs. 2176 
crores. The non-Plan deficit arising 
even after the devolution for the re¬ 
maining fourteen States is estimated 
to be Rs. 2510 crores and the Commis¬ 
sion has recommended grant's-in-aid 
of this order under Article 275 of the 
Constitution for the period 1974—79. 

This order of grants-in-aid shows a 
very large step-up over that given to 
the States under the recommendation 
of the Fifth Finance Commission. 

With these words, I move my first 
Bill: 

“That the Bill further to amenfi. 
the Union Duties of Excise (Distri¬ 
bution)) Act, 1962, be taken into 
consideration.” 

I have already moved the second Bill 
which says: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Additional Duties of Excise 
(Goods of Special Importance) Act 
. 1957, be taken into consideration.” 
The Bill seeks to give effect to the 
recommendations of the Sixth Finance 
Commission regarding distribution 
among the States of the proceeds of 
Additional Duties of Excise levied on 
sugar, tobacco and textiles. 

Hon. Members are aware that these 
duties are levied with the agreement 
of the State Governments in 1957 in 
replacement of States' sales tax on‘ 
these' articles. The net proceeds of 
these duties, other than those attribu¬ 
table *to Union Territories, accrue to 
the States. 
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Under the present arrangement, out 
of the net proceeds of Additional Ex¬ 
cise Duties, certain sums not less than 
the revenue realised by each State 
from the levy of sales tax on sugar, 
tobacco and textiles, are guaranteed 
to it and the proceeds over and above 
the total guaranteed amount are also 
distributed to the States in accordance 
with the percentage share recom¬ 
mended for each State by the Fifth 
Finance Commission. The Sixth 
Finance Commission, like earlier 
Finance Commissions, had been asked 
to ensure that in thiS scheme of dis¬ 
tribution recommended by it each 
State received a sum not less than the 
revenue realised by it from the levy 
of sales tax for the financial year 
1956-57 in that States. The Com¬ 
mission has, however, felt that' there 
was no need to set apart any guaran¬ 
teed amounts to the States as in the 
Commission’s opinion which is based 
on factual figures, there is no risk of 
the share of any State in the net pro¬ 
ceeds of Additional Excise Duties fall¬ 
ing short of the revenue realised from 
the levy of the sales tax on the com¬ 
modities subjected to additional duties 
of excise in lieu of sales tax for the 
financial year 1956-57 in that State. 
The Commission has accordingly pro¬ 
posed that the entire net proceeds 
after deducting the portion attribut¬ 
able to the Union Territories be dis¬ 
tributed among the States on the basis 
of population, State Domestic Product 
at State current prices and the pro¬ 
duction of the commodities subjected 
to Additional Excise Duties in the 
ratio of 70:20: 10. The Fifth Finance 
Commission had recommended that 
the distribution of the balance after 
payment of guaranteed amounts shall 
be made 50 per cent on the basis of 
population and 80 per cent on the 
basis of sales tax collection (exclud¬ 
ing Central Sales Tax). . The Sixth 
Finance Commission bad fixed the 
share Of the Union territories at 1.41 
per cent and for the balance of 98 59 
per cent prescribe# percentage shares 
in respect of each State. 


The yield from additional excise 
duties which amounted to only Rs. 
52.68 crores in 1968-69 rose to Rs. 
134.84 crores in 1972-73 and the Budget 
Estimate for 1974-75 places the netf 
revenue from these duties at Rs. 
175.52 crores. Excluding the cost 
collection and the proceds attribut¬ 
able to Union Territories the States* 
share would work out to Rs. 172 
crores. The large increase follows 
the implementation of the decision of 
the National Development Council in 
December, 1970 that the incidence of 
the additional excise duties should be 
stepped upto 10.8 per cent of the value 
of the clearance within a period of 
two to three years. The Finance 
Commission has pointed out that if is 
clear from the Memoranda submitted 
to them by the State Governments 
that the State Governments are by 
and large ."satisfied with the manner 
in which Government of India have 
implemented the recommendations of 
the National Development Council 
and.that most of the State Govern¬ 
ments do not seek any material 
change in the present scheme of levy 
of additional excise duties. 

The Bill being introduced is a 
simple one for giving effect to the 
recommendations of the Sixth Fin¬ 
ance Commission. 

- Now, the third Bill is further to 
amend the Estate Duty (Distribution) 
Act, 1962. 

This Bill relates to the distribution 
of the net proceeds of Estate Duty in 
respect' of property other than agri¬ 
cultural. land among the States, as 
recommended by the Sixth Finance 
Commission. The Commission was^ 
among other .things, required to make 
recommendations in regard to the 
changes, if any, to be made in the 
principles governing the distribution 
amongst the States under article 269 
of the Constitution of the net proceeds 
in any financial year of Estate .Duty 
in respect of property other than 
agricultural land. In the Commit 
sion’s Report, which together with m; 
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Explanatory Memorandum on the ac¬ 
tion taken thereon, was laid before 
the Lok Sabha on the 18th December, 
1973, the Commission has made re¬ 
commendations in this regard. 

Hon. Members would have observed 
from the Report that the Sixth Fin¬ 
ance Commission, after considering 
the various suggestions made by the 
State Governments, came to the con¬ 
clusion that the principles of distribu¬ 
tion, enuncited by the Second Finance 
Commissions and endorsed by all the 
subsequent Finance Commission do not 
call for ay change. The only change 
that the Sixth Finance Commission has 
recommended is reduction in the share 
attributable to Union Territories from 
3 per cent to 2.5 P er cent. This takes 
into account the population of the 
Union Territories as now constituted 
and the gross value of immovable 
property located therein and brought 
into assessment for the five years end¬ 
ing 1971-72. For the balance of the 
net proceeds, the sum apportioned to 
immovable property has been recom¬ 
mended to be distributed in propor¬ 
tion to the gross value of such pro¬ 
perty located in each State and 
brought into assessment in a year and 
the sum apportioned to other property 
in proportion to the population of 
each State according to the 1971 Cen¬ 
sus. The Government have accepted 
the recommendations of the Commis¬ 
sion. 

This Bill seeks to give effect to the 
recommendations made by an expert 
body constituted in terms of the con¬ 
stitutional provisions. Except for re- 
flxing the share of the Union Territo¬ 
ries at a lower level, the Commission 
has not proposed any change in the 
existing principles in regard to the 
distribution of the net proceeds in 
any financial year of estate duty in 
respect of property other than agri¬ 
cultural land. The provisions of the 
8ft# 3' not require any further ela- 
l$jjp&bn. I shall‘ try to cover the 
poinfe that, the Hon. Members may 
raise during the debate, later. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Before 
I call the next speaker I would like 
to clarify one point from the Minis¬ 
ter with regard to the third Bill. Does 
it involve any outgo from the Conso¬ 
lidated Fund of India especially when 
the percentage is fixed by the Fin¬ 
ance Commission and the reduction of 
Union territories per centage. In any 
case you can give the reply later. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Sir, these three Bills 

have been brought presumably to im¬ 
plement the recommendations of the 
Sixth Finance Commission. So far as 
the first Bill is Concerned, that is, the 
Union Duties of Excise (Distribution) 
Amendment Bill, it appears from the 
recommendations of the Finance Com¬ 
mission that the basis of allocation 
has been the strength of population 
and the assessment of Duty. So far 
as the weightsgg of the population 
factor is concerned compared to the 
previous Finance Commission’s "re¬ 
commendations the weightage of the 
population factor has been reduced 
from 80 per cent to 75 per cent and 
so far as the balance is concerned it 
is being recommended for distribution 
on the basis of the per capita income. 

It is seen that the Sixth Finance 
Commission has considered per capita 
income as the sole criterion to decide 
the relative economic position of the 
different States. But, Sir, while the 
per capita income has been treated 
the sole criterion the weightage is 
not being given on that basis but the 
element of population as well as the 
total assessment State-wise is also 
taken into consideration. , 

Now, the concept of a backward 
State has also been introduced in the 
Sixth Finance Commission's report, 
but so far. in relation to the shares 
of some of the backward States, al¬ 
though they need greater allocation, 

I am sorry to say that the pattern is 
not in conformity with 4be relative 
needs as indicated by the, different 
levels of the per capita income of the 
different States. Therefore, there are 
certain anomalous approaches ip. th€ 
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Finance Commission's recommenda¬ 
tions. The Government have accept¬ 
ed these recommendations, but so 
far sis tne backward States are con¬ 
cerned and the backward areas in 
different States are concerned, their 
grievances still remain. 

So far as the additional excise 
duties are concerned, it appears that 
the entire amount has been thrown 
into the divisible pool. In this case, 
for the purpose of allocation, the 
weightage of population factor has 
been fixed at 70 per cent. The balance 
is sought to be decided on the basis 
of the level of consumption. How to 
determine this consumption level is 
not clear, because the sale-tax on 
these products is no longer in vogue. 
Therefore, what is the method of 
determining the consumption level 
area-wise and also the population 
factor? 

The hon. Minister referred to the 
State domestic product. In this case, 

I find that the weightage of the State 
domestic product has been given as 
20 per cent and that of production at 
10 per cent. 

When the population factor is given 
a weightage of 70 per cent, it shows 
the importance which is being attach¬ 
ed to it, but what -1 want to say is 
that the population factor only fur¬ 
nishes a broad measure of the neces¬ 
sity or the need. It cannot be the 
sole basis. If the per capita income 
is treated as an indicator of the need, 
the n a higher weightage should have 
been given to that factor. To meet 
the problem of backward areas, one 
has to find out how one tests the 
nature of the backwardness or the 
degree of backwardness. Is if on the 
basis of population? I s the require¬ 
ment to be tested population-wise or 
per capita-wise? 

AN HON. MEMBER: Per capita- 
wise. 1 ; 

SHRI SOMNAtH CHATTERJEE: 

If it is per capita-wise, theh, what 
is the relationship between the pbpu-

latipn factor and per capita income as 
such, when the population iactgp • is 
given a weightage here? 

Therefore, two things have to be 
seen. If the per capita income is 
treated an an indicator, one has to 
ascertain correctly the per capita in¬ 
come. In so far as the other factors 
are concerned, namely, the factor of 
contribution by the States, on the 
basis of a very well-recognised prin¬ 
ciple, namely, locally originating in¬ 
come, then, some States should have 
been allotted a much larger percent¬ 
age out of this divisible pooL There¬ 
fore, without 1 ascertaining the real 
needs or the relative needs on the 
basis of per capita income, on the 
basis of locally originating income 
in the background of the population 
factor, one cannot arrive really at an 
acceptable basis of the division of the 
amount, which the Constitution re¬ 
quires, to be divided in accordance 
with the law to be made by Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The general system has been 
follow the Finance Commission’s re¬ 
commendations, but so far as the; 
Sixth Finance Commission is concern¬ 
ed, it has made certain important de¬ 
partures from the norms applied by 
the previous Finance Commission^. 
So far *as the larger allocation to the 
States is concerned, we welcome it, 
but there are certain anomalies ih the 
approach to . this matter as I Was try¬ 
ing to point out. 

The other important aspect is the 
correlation between plan expenditure 
and non-plan expenditure. Sir, so 
-far as the non-Plan accounts are con¬ 
cerned, there should be a proper ad¬ 
justment between the Planning Com¬ 
mission’s finding and the Finance 
Commission's recommendations. On 
the total ’’’pllqcafion of the non-Plan 
expenditure, proper norms should be . 
evolved jointly by the Planning Com¬ 
mission and the Finance Commission ' 
in consultation with each other, Then, 
Sir, for. the proper utilisation of the 
resources, both Plan tesoufces -fin W'> 
non-PIah resources, It ft esSehtfeJ mat 
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there should be close cooperation bet¬ 
ween these two Commissions. Now, 
so far as the Plan resources are con¬ 
cerned, you are aware that this is 
being dealt with the Planning Com¬ 
mission and the non-Plan resources 
are primarily dealt with by the Fin¬ 
ance Commission laying down the 
principle of distribution. Therefore, 
unless there is close cooperation bet¬ 
ween them and norms are evolved 
jointly by these two Commissions, 
there is bound to be lack of direction 
in the approach, in proper adjustment 
of these two different types of ex¬ 
penditures. Therefore, Sir, we submit 
that these aspects should be leoked 
into. 

The other two important points 
which I wish to stress are because 
here, we are not dealing with the re¬ 
commendations of the Finance Com¬ 
mission as such recovery and realisa¬ 
tion of these duties. So far as taxes 
and duties are concerned, there are 
charges of evasion, charges of under¬ 
assessment, and there are even char¬ 
ges that most of the duties are being 
written off for lack of seriousness or 
proper approach in regard to this. 
Therefore, lesser and lesser realisa¬ 
tion is bound to affect the States’ re¬ 
sources because unless the total re¬ 
sources are available this is done on 
a percentage basis it will not be possi¬ 
ble to make a proper distribution. 
Therefore, it is essential that there 
has to be a proper realisation, collec¬ 
tion and strict enforcement of the 
machinery for collecting these duties 
and taxes. But', as we know, in this 
country, there are some who - are 
favoured. Those are favoured for re¬ 
asons which are quite obvious. 
They are never made to pay their 
taxes. Large amounts are in arrears, 
but, they are never required to pay. 
The official machinery is not taking 
action against them. 

My other .point is this,, Without 
being intending to be parochial, so 
far as the special needs of West ‘Ben¬ 
gal are concerned, I wish to draw the 
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attention of the hon. Minister to cer¬ 
tain matters. Sir. so far as the State 
of West Bengal is concerned, - there 
are very many peculiar problems, 
particularly, the City of Calcutta, 
the navigability of the river Hooglj- 
ly, the future of Calcutta Port which 
is at stake, the Haldia development 
project which has come to a stand¬ 
still, our metropolitan project' which 
is in doldrums. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; All that 
has to come from the distribution of 
these duties? 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
What I am trying tp say is, it is 
necessary to remind the Government 
of the special problems of our State 
so that they may take note of it. My 
point is, these special problems should 
be kept in mind. So far as West 
Bengal’s contribution t‘o the Central 
pool is Concerned, it is the highest if 
not the second highest. But, what is 
coming back to West Bengal, in the 
form of assistance from the different’ 
Central funds, is not commensurate 
with the contribution which is being 
made by the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment. Therefore, Sir, I would re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister to see that 
Government takes note of these facts 
and comes to appropriate decisions. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
not made any concrete proposal. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATERJEE: We 
want more money. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: In that 
case, you should have come forward 
with some amendments. At this stage, 
what can the Government do? We are 
considering and passing this Bill. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: Be¬ 
cause of the three holdays, we could 
not give notice of amendments. 

Lastly, I would like to know whe¬ 
ther the Minister has obtained the 
Presidential recommendation under 
articles, 117 and 274 of the Constitu¬ 
tion of India. It is pot dear from this 
Bill whether such ft recommendation 
has been received. „ 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The Table 
has brought it to me that the recom¬ 
mendation is there and it was publish¬ 
ed on the 5th 'of March. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE It is 
not shown in this Bill. 

SHRIMAT1 SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
The State Duty (Distribution) Amend¬ 
ment bill, does not involve any out¬ 
go from the Consolidated Fund of 
India. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: But 
I still find that thsre is a recommenda¬ 
tion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There are 
a number of anomalous things about 
this last Bill. I do not know whether 
it requires President s recommenda¬ 
tion. It is stated here that the Central 
Government is only a collecting agent. 

It collects taxes and grves it to the 
States. It is also determining the 
percentage. To me the entire thing 
appears to be rather anomalous. That 
is why I put the question to the hon. 
Minister. . 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Therefore, I submit these are import¬ 
ant aspects which the hon. Minister 
should take note of and reduce the 
anomalies as far as possible. Although 
we have not been able to give amend¬ 
ments to these Bill, we have given our 
suggestions. All these aspects should 
be borne in mind and these anomalies 
•Should not be permitted to continue. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN (Mad¬ 
ias South): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, as 
Shri Chatterjee has rightly pointed 
but, the object of these three Bills is 
to implement the recommendations of 
the Finance Commission on the shar¬ 
ing of excise duties, which is permis¬ 
sive by nature, unlike the sharing of 
income-tax, which is obligatory. As we 
all know, right from the first Finance 
Commission, various commodities have 
fcfen added to the list and the First 
finance Commission fixed that 40 per 
cent of the excise duties pq three 


major commodities should go to the 
States. Right from the third Finance 
Commission, 20 per cent of the excise 
duties on all commodities is divisible. 

The question arises whether-we 
should depend on the Finance Commis¬ 
sion every five years for this division, 
because it is almost 20 per cent of 
the excise duties on all commodities. 
Is it necessary that we should leave 
this to the decision of the five wise 
men of the Finance Commission? This 
question was raised long before by 
Dr." Rajamnnar. When Dr. Raja- 
mannar was the Chairman of the Fin¬ 
ance Commission, he wrote in his 
minutes: 

“There should not be a gamble on 
the personal views of five persons, 
qr a majority of them.” 

We have also the views of Shri Lakad- 
wala, Shri Santhanam and ethers on 
this issue. Could we not say that a 
fixed percentage of these duties would 
be divisible among the States, and 
incorporate it in the Constitution it¬ 
self? I am suggesting this because all 
the Finance Commissions are agreeing 
with the decisions of the earlier Com¬ 
missions on this point. It will also 
avoid uncertainty and speculation. 

Then the question arises as to how 
to apportion the divisible pool among 
the States, how much weightage should 
be given to the contribution consump¬ 
tion and the relative social and econo¬ 
mic backwardness of the States. That 
still remains unsolved. The Sixth 
Finance Commission has suggested that 
the inter se distribution or the appor¬ 
tioning of excise duties should be in 
relation to the distance to the rll-India 
average line. ' f 

I think, Ihis is a remarkable im¬ 
provement. But, as Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee put it, how do we calculate 
the per capita income? Because it is 
not a dependable index, various States 
have objected to the calculation. I do 
remember, our State has pointed out 
to the Government at Delhi, immedi- - 
ately after the last Finance Commit* 
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sion Report arrived, that the data re¬ 
garding per capita income are not at 
all Correct regarding Tamil Nadu. So, 
the question still remains: How do 
they base the calculations? How do 
they get the data? So, my view is 
that per capita income is not a depend¬ 
able index. 


Now, the question of additional ex¬ 
cise duty comes in. In 1956, in the 
National Development Council meeting 
of the Chief Ministers, all States sur¬ 
rendered the constitutional powers -to 
levy sales tax on cotton fabrics, wool¬ 
len fabrics, rayon and artificial silk 
fabrics, sugar and tobacco. Instead, 
the sales tax was replaced by addi¬ 
tional excise duty. Many people have 
commented on it. I am told during 
the National Development Council 
meeting, when Pandit Nehru put that 
question to the Chief Ministers, they 
readily agreed. They did not even 
consult their colleagues in their Cabi¬ 
net nor the Legislature. But those 
days have gone. The states have now 
become a little more sensitive. Then 
the States surrendered their powers of 
sales tax. 


It is written in the Report of the 
Sixth Finance Commision that States, 
like, Andhra Pradesh, Uttar Pradesh 
and West Bengal want the discontinu¬ 
ance of this system and they want 
status quo 'ante before 1956. They 
Want that the States should be given 
back their right of sales tax on these 
commodities. It is an interesting ques¬ 
tion. In every federal country, this 
question comes up. We should ponder 
over this matter. Should a rupee be 
collected from either Kanyakumari or 
$£ashmir or Lucknow, should it travel 
all Over the place from Madras or 
Kashmir 0 r Hyderabad to Delhi, should 
, wait for the recommendation of the 
..'Finance Commission and then should 
^lt travel back to those State capitals? 
N This kind of travel will make the 
weaker. I do not think that the 
ee will be stronger by that. 



That is why my view is that we 
should discontinue this system. The; 
States should be given back those" 
constitutional powers which might 
have been surrendered voluntarily by 
them. The States, like, Andhra Pra¬ 
desh, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal 
have asked for it. I think, this should 
be considered by the Government. 

We know that the Finance Commis¬ 
sion in supposed to be the balancing 
wheel of the finances of the country. 
It is supposed to be an objective um¬ 
pire in financial relations between the 
States and the Centre. But It is not 
doing the duty, unfortunately, in a 
way, judicious and acceptable to all 
the States. Ivor Jennings c-nce said 
about the Commission, that Commis¬ 
sions propose but politicians dispose. 
While explaining the Indian conditions, • 
he said, in India, the Commissions 
may have the mantle of independence 
but the moment they give recommen¬ 
dations, the politicians tamper with 
those recommendations. He was speak¬ 
ing during the ‘50s. The times have 
changed now. The situation is some¬ 
things different now. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Would you 
give up the right of this House to dis¬ 
cuss the recommendations of any Com¬ 
mission? 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: What¬ 
ever the recommendations, I have to 
speak on the Finance Commission* 
Report also. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You are 
objecting to politicians disposing of the 
recommendations of the Commissions. 
Would you forfeit your right of dis¬ 
cussing the recommendations, accept¬ 
ing or not accepting the recommenda¬ 
tions, of any Commission? 

You are very much a politician 
here. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN; But the 
Commission should be Independent. 
We Should not tamper with the Com¬ 
mission if they are independent My 
Point Is something different. ' Ivor 
Jennings is not right now. He mfght

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
different. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: That is 
jny accusation. 

.‘The Sixth Finance Commission has 
com e out with grants to States for up- 
gradatiqn of standards of idministra- 
tion. This is for the first time in our 
federals flnaanc e that grants-in-aid are 
•given for upgradation of standards Qf 
administration. J’or upgradation of 
the general administration of States, a 
.sum of Rs. 102 crores has been allo¬ 
cated, and of these Rs. 102 crores, 
Rs. 73 crores go to U.P. and Bihar. 
Secondly, for upgradation of the ad-

•crores have been allotted, but Rs. 10 
.crores go to U.P, and Bihar.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We are 
going a little too far afield. Here we 
.are concerned with excise duty. 

SHRI MURASODI MARAN; The sum 
allotted to States fojr upgradation of 
standards of administration is Rs. 815 
crores; of these, Rs. $56 crores, more 
than 50 per cent, go to the two States 
of U.P. and Bihar. Unfortunately, the 
recommendations of the Finance Com¬ 
mission came during the U.P. elections. 
That is why, I say that now the com¬ 
missions are committed commissions; 
they are not independent commissions. 
Politicians need not tamper with those 
recommendations because it has alrea¬ 
dy been tampared with. About Rs. 815 
crores have been given to States for 
upgradation. And tn this list Tamil 
Nadu does not find a place. It may 
be a compliment byl it is a back-hand¬

<ant activities of the €Spvemmeat, Now 
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those Goverments which spent more 
on elementary education -and. Other 
things like Tamil Nadu and Kerala, 
which spent more on social services, 
are beitig penalised. But those States 
Which kept quite and which did not 
care for those activities are being 
crowned, are given prizes. More than 
Rs. 800 crores are being given for up- 
gradation. 

Now the question arises whether 
those State Governments will sfend 
the money for those specific purposes. 
You give the money for specific pur¬ 
poses, for upgradation in respect of 
elementary education, in respect of 
jails, in respect of justice and so on. 
This doubt was in the minds of the 
members of the Finance Commission 
themselves. Now after allocating the 
money, more than Rs. 800 crores, the 
Finance Commission says on page 9: 

“With all the emphasis at our 
command we wish to state here that 
effective mechanisms must be evolv¬ 
ed to see that the funds provided by 
us for those services are not diverted 
to other purposes.” 

Here, after allocating more .than 
Rs. 800 crores, they speak for some 
kind /of * effective mechanisms. Now I 
would like to have this clarified from 
the Minister whether they have thought 
of some effective - mechanism So. that 
those mdney may not be .diverted to 
other functions. U.P. had its elections. 
Therefore; it is all the more important 
now. If Government have thought of 
those effective mechanisims, what are 
those mechanisms? This is the ques-/ 

tion which I pose to the hon Minister...

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SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: Not all 
the money. For upgradation of ser¬ 
vices, the Finance Commission has al¬ 
lotted more than Rs. 800 crores and 
more than 50 per cent of it goes to UP 
and Bihar and after allotment of the 
money, the Finance Commission raises 
doubts that these may be diverted for 
other functions. So, once again, after 
five years the same upgradation and 
other things come up.... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You are 
again going too far afield. When you 
are questioning the very basis of the 
distribution of these customs duties 
and other duties and then the percent¬ 
age and all that, then it is relevant. 
But you are going into the very basis 
of the entire functioning of the Fin¬ 
ance Commission and its recommenda¬ 
tions. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: The en¬ 
tire bill comes out of the recommen¬ 
dations of the Finance Commission. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It proceeds 
from that. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: The 
House did not get an opportunity to 
discuss its recommendations.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; That is 
true. That is why I have allowed 
you. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: Again, 
the same point occurs and the Madam 
Minister also referred to some States 
getting more non-Plan money. So, 
with regard to that, I want to say 
something. The Sixth Finance Com¬ 
mission gave some debt relief. But 
was it judicious? Was it done on an 
objective basis? Once again, the ans¬ 
wer is ‘No’, because they themselves 
say that the debt relief was given 
on a discriminatory basis, "'here is 
only one parallel for our Finance Com¬ 
mission. In Australia there is the 
Commonwealth Grants Commission 
which is famous for its objectivity. 
Nobody questions its Judgment after 
it is delivered. But, here it is fipt so. 
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It is all created to favour a few States 
even though the Chairman and the 
Secretary-Member came from Tamil 
Nadu or from the South. . 

AN. HON. MEMBER: He has later 
become a Minister. » 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN; That is 
what I am saying. They have become 
committed. A proper solution would 
be that at the end of the implementa¬ 
tion of the recommendations of the 
Finance Commission, no State should 
have a big surplus and at the same 
time, no State should have a big defi¬ 
cit. But, what is happening now? 
That is not so. Sortie States are having 
a big surplus because of the debt 
relief. 

I want to quote from the Sixth Fin¬ 
ance Commission’s report itself. 

"If in the process some State: 
emerge with surpluses on the non 
Plan capital account, it cannot be 
helped." 

They themselves are helpless but aftei 
giving a relief to all those States. My 
point is that in regard to these excise 
duties, the centre made a diversion. 
Some excise duties are called addition¬ 
al excise duties and some are called 
auxiliary duties. It is nothing but a 
change in the nomenclature because 
if they say it is an excise duty, the 
State will get a share and th e money 
will g 0 to the States. So, by changing 
the name of the tax, by changing the 
nomenclature, I think in the last 
Budget or a year before thai, the Fin¬ 
ance Minister saw to it that no State 
got a single paise, by chainging the 
nomenclature of the excise duty as 
auxiliaty duty. But the Finance Com¬ 
mission did help the States. But even 
then the - help was reluctant. They 
have given the Centre the auxiliary 
duties but from 1976-77 onwards these 
auxiliary excise duties, about 2o per 
cent of it, should go to the States also. 

So, my point is that the “States are 
being starved: ' Loolt at the b#ws- 
papers. In Keralt’^%amataka, th* 
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Reserve Bank has given instructions 
not to honour any cheques of the State 
Government. This is something un- 
precendented because the Kerala Gov¬ 
ernment have to pay for the pensioners. 
The same is the case with. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
May I intervene to submit whether it 
is relevant to the present Bill. Whe- 
thc.: the cheques are honoured or not, 
that is unfortunate. But is it rele¬ 
vant? 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: News¬ 
paper reports have come. It is con¬ 
nected with the Madam’s Ministry. I 
thought you woald throw some light Q n 
it.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I was 
cheking the Rules. I was not follow¬ 
ing what you where saying. 

SHRI MURASOLI * MARAN: By 1 
changing the nomenclature of the ex¬ 
cise duty and calling it auxiliary duty, 
no share will go to the States. So, I 
was telling that the Centre was careful 
enough not to help the States by chang¬ 
ing the nomenclature. The Centre is 
want only starving the States. As an 
example I quoted the recent news 
item.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This is 
Additional Duties of Excise. The Act 
is already there in existence ard this 
is only to amend that. You are going 
too far a field. You are discussing 
certain laws which are not there. You 
are discussing the entire basis of the 
functioning of the Finance Commis¬ 
sion whereas you ’ should have confin¬ 
ed yourself to the basis of the recom¬ 
mendations with reference to these 
particular Bills. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN; This is 
connected with' the Excise duty. Just 
by changing 'the nomenclature as 
auxiliary, duty they starve the state: I 
say. don’t starve the “ States, don’t 
change the nomenclature. ■ Yotr have 
starved it. That is why this thing 
happened in the case of States like 


Kerala and Karnataka; they could not 
keep up their bills, the Finance Minis¬ 
ter of the State had to come to Delhi, 
and all that. That is why I say that 
this should not be the policy. 

With these words I conclude. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY 
(ChittoorJ: Sir, while supporting the 
Bill let me express my disappoint¬ 
ment .... 

SHRI JAGADISH BHATTACHARY- 
YA (Ghatal): Sir, there is no quorum 
in the House. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Please sit 
down.

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, while supporting 
the Bill brought forward by the hon. 
Minister, let me express my disap¬ 
pointment at the way in which the 
Finance Commission itself has proceed¬ 
ed about its task after adumbrating 
good principles and criteria of what 
the federal finance should be and, in 
what, way,' the Interests of the States 
and the Centre should be ideally taken 
care of in the federal set-up. 

Why I say is that while allocating 
the income-tax, the Commission itself 
has gone a step forward and not only 
it has increased the divisible pool by 
5 per cent but it has also strongly sug¬ 
gested that the corporation tax should 
also be brought into the divisible pool 
as if is not being done according to the 
Constitution. In fact, a constitutional 
amendment has also been suggested in 
order touring the corporation tax 
into the divisible pool as far as income- 
tax is concerned, and the Commission 
has gone beyond that and raised the 
divisible pool by about 6 per cent in 
the case of income-tax. Why the same 
logic was not followed,ip 4be case: of 
excise duty distribution,, passes, my. 
understanding. The Commission has 
rightly identified the festering sores, 
the problems that ar e now confronting j

the States and the Centre's relation¬ 
ship as far as the federal finances are 
concerned in the present day context 
of India. The Commission has rightly 
said that the States being directly con¬ 
cerned and being directly in touch 
with the people, are entrusted increas¬ 
ingly with burdensome responsibility in 
the field, of socio-economic spheres and 
proceeding from that premise, the 
Finance Commission should address it¬ 
self to the task of allocting, more 
realistically, more, elastic sources of 
income to the States so that they may 
fulfil this task of solving he basic 
minimum needs and socio-economic 
problems of the people. 

Conforming to that standard and 
following that logic, the divisible pool 
in the case of excise duty should, natu¬ 
rally, have been correspondingly in¬ 
creased. Why that should have been 
done I need not repeat it. But the 
revenue of the States vis-a-vis the 
Revenues of the Centre have not shown 
that corresponding elasticity or buyo- 
ancy with the result, as Shri Maran 
pointed out, that the States are run¬ 
ning into all sorts of difficulties in 
, view of the increasing burdens. In 
fact, some of thd States have been 
brought to the position of financial in¬ 
solvency. In such a context realising 
all these factors, it is surprising why 
the Finance Commission has not been 
liberal enough or been logical enough 
to enhance the divisible pool, as in the 
case of income-tax, for excise and addi¬ 
tional excise duties also. Anyhow, I 
expect that the 'Government is not 
barret! from improving upon the 
finance Commission's recommenda¬ 
tions. I do not agree with Shri Maran 
r in so far as he says, once the Commis¬ 
sion'makes its recommendations, they 
cannot be altered or improved upon or 
; reconsidered at.ahy other level. It is up 
ro the Government and it is the Gov¬ 
ernment's bounden duty to go into the 
" reasonableness of the recommendations 
W>tfce Comirfsajop vis-e-vis actual 
eeaMtie* prevamag in the cojp$^.apd 


improve upon the recommendations as 
such. There was every justification, 
every logic, every need for improving 
the divisible pool, in so far the excise 
duties are concerned. Instead of going 
further into the matter, I am ieaving 
it to the good sense of the Govern¬ 
ment to, come up at least a little later 
to liberalise thiS sort of allocation in 
qrder to help the States out of their in¬ 
creasing predicament in their financial 
difficulties. I would suggest that the 
Finance Commission should, in its re¬ 
commendations,' have broken this tra¬ 
dition to come forward with more l J be- 
ral recommendations. I do not think 
it is a committed Committee in the 
sense assigned to »that word by Mr. 
Maran. This Commission is only to 
serve the interests of the country 
without making unnecessary distinc¬ 
tion between the Centre and the States 
and leaving, them to oppose each other. 
In fact, the Commission has rightly 
said that the administration of the 
programmes and other action thereon 
whichever could be conveniently car¬ 
ried out could be assigned to the 
Centre and whichever could be con¬ 
venient to the States must be done by 
them and resources must be found for 
fulfilling these objectives of the admi¬ 
nistration. Following this laudable 
dictum the Finance Commission gave 
greater weightage to backwardness 
taking only per capita income as the 
feasible indicator for determining the 
backwardness of a State. No ooubt, 
the per capita income is open to mar¬ 
ginal error and is being attacked as 
unrealiable data by certain Stage. But 
among the various States which came 
to the Finance Commission, and which 
had to give their opinion on the ideal 
indicator for determining of backward¬ 
ness gave varied suggestions—almost 
22 indicators for deciding the back¬ 
wardness criterion of the State—and it 
proved to be a very; IStractabJe pro¬ 
blem, Under the circumstances, the 
Fiqgnpe Commission ha* rightly decid¬ 
ed that per capita lacoroe- is eerfcatoiy 
the best possible indicator nf back¬ 
wardness of<a,State. • -- "

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF .FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, at the very out¬ 
set, I would like ,t« state that the re¬ 
mark of the hon. Member of the DMK 
that this* was a committed commission 
and that five wise people have no 
right to dictate to th e rest of the 
country was not called for. On the* 
contrary, I would say that the compo¬ 
sition and personnel of the commission 
was of a very high cahbre and they 
took an impartial view of the problem. 
As a matter of fact, I would like to 
place it on record that this is for the 
first time that no representation has 
been received in the Ministry against 
any one of the recommendations of the 
Finance Commission from any of the 
States. Although it was laid on the 
Table of both Houses cn the 18th 
December 1973, no question has been 
admitted .for answering in either 
House of Parliament on this subject. 
Therefore, I say that this has been 
generally welcomed by all sections of 
the public. The recommendations of 
the Commission have provided sizable 
amounts to the State Governments. 

Then, many. hon. Members have 
tried to inject politics into this. Sir, 
as you have rightly stated in ycur 
wisdom, this is hardly the platform 
or occasion for bringing those points. 

I would like to assure all hon. 
Members that there' was no question 
of disgriminatlpn, or starving any 
particular State Ob giving mote to 
OJWthpq: S$gtf, S^.tfa-^uegtton..of 
giving more to Bihar anil Uttar 
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Pradesh and less to Tamil Nadu does 
not arise at all. On the contrary, if 
the hon. Member had tried to under¬ 
stand the poverty and anguish, of' cer¬ 
tain backward districts in Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar, 1 am sure he would 
not have mentioned this point. I am 
not trying to compare any State with 
other States. Only so far as a parti¬ 
cular charge was mads about the 
Finance Commission having starved 
certain States at the expense of others, 
I would like to refute that categori¬ 
cally. If the population has some 
percentage to decide on this fortu¬ 
nately or unfortunately, whatever the 
merits of the case, * Bihar and U.P. 
happen to be very populous- States 
which is rather to their disadvantage 
in many 1 other matters. 

About the Estate Duty Bill, you, 
Sir, in your wisdom had ^mentioned 
that probably there was some anomaly 
in that. >1 would only like to state that 
the recommendation of the President is 
required under article 274(1) of the 
Constitution and the recommendation 
under article 117(1) was obtained as 
an abundant caution as on earlier 
occasions. I would like to put that on 
record. 

About coordination between the 
Planning Commission and the Finance 
Commisssion I am happy to say that 
one of the Members of the Planning 
Commission, Dr. Minhas, was also a 
Member of th e Finance Commission. 
Therefore, there was a coordination 
between the Planning Commission and 
the Finance Commission. Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee who is himself a very 
eminent jurist mentioned that. I want 
to clear that point also. 

SHR1 SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
But Dr. Minhas. is not an Economist. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
The people can have their opinions, 
That Is a matter of opinion, I will not 
rather go into that controversy. 

About the basic, piirpose of ’ the 
Finaticfc Cbmmisaldh, I do hot think 

anyone r wW’ dlMgrle i$th' thsti The 
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fact remains, 'that it has tried to coo- 
centrate on three particular things. 
It concentrate only on those three 

things Which were mentioned in the 
terms of reference, that is, the de¬ 
volution of taxes and duties grants- 
m-aid and repayments. These were- 
the three things on which the Finance 
Commission had concentrated. 

Some other matters were also raised 
by some hon. Members. One was 
about National Fund for natural 
calamities. I would only like to say 
that the Finance Commission has not 
favoured that there should be a natural 
calamity fund. The Commission has 
pointed out that the entire structure- 
has to be rationalised. It has been 
decided that the long-term or the short¬ 
term process of giving relief, should 
be synchronised along with the entire 
Plan as such. Therefore, the pro¬ 
grammes that can be taken up In the 
Plan as a whole would be integrated 
with the development of th e State 
concerned. 

Then, the hon. Members from 
Rajasthan pointed out about the- 

Rajasthan Canal. I can share Me 

anxiety about the non-completion or 
the delay in the execution of the- 

Rajasthan Canal project which has 

been pending since very long hut it 
does not directly concern with this. As 
a matter of fact, the devolution oft 
taxes and other things that have been- 
mentioned in this go a long way in- 
removing the things he has mentioned. 

About the repayment of Central' 
loans, The Commission has made an 
assessment of the u'bn-Plan capital 
gap of the States on uniform and 
comparable basis for the five years 
ending with 19?8-79. So, there is no 
discrimination! whatsover. As regards 
the methodology adopted by the Com¬ 
mission ».id the State-wise non-Plan 
capital gapil as assessed by the Com¬ 
mission, these-are indicated in Chapter 
XVI. In the light of this‘assessment, 
the Commission have made a general* 
review ■ of the States’ debt position- 
with particular reference to the fSeRK 
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•tral loans advanced to . -them- and 
likely to be outstanding as at the end 
of 1973-74. They have recommended 
these changes In terms of repayment 
of Central loans. 

This is the point that I want to em¬ 
phasize that this is not done o n an 
ad hoc basis but on a uniform pattern 
in a rational manner taking India as 
a whole, not with reference to any 
particular State.

Second point was made about back¬ 
wardness by some hon. Members. 
Special provision has been made for 
that. As one of the Members of the 
Congress Party, I think Mr. Nara- 
simha Reddy, pointed out, new ground 
has been covered by the Commission. 
With regard to backwardness, the 
very criteria that have been fixed 
will show that attempts have been 
made to go a long way in meeting 
the requirements of backwardness. 
■As I have said in my speech earlier, 
the Commission has recommended 
that the States’ share should be dis¬ 
tributed among themselves on the 
basis of 75 per cent for population 
and 25 per cent for backwardness, 
'the inter se distribution of this portion 
being in relation to the “distance” 
of a State’s per capita income from 
that of th e State with the highest per 
■^capita income anticipated by the 
population of the States concerned 
according to 1971 census. The hon. 

! Member from Rayalaseema also men¬ 
tioned this question. About the 
mechanism part of it, that it is a very 
■ correct argument +hat, whatever 
money is given to a State should be 
•utilised fully and properly. But that 
is about the implementing agency. 
*So far as the Finance Commission’s 
recommendations are concerned* they 
.are before the House. 

I think I have met almost all the 
points that have been raised by the 
Jion. Members. '

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I cannot 
understand. If you wouid like now 
that the Minister should consider the 
amendments of the Members_ (in¬ 

terruptions') there is no question of 
objection, but admitting the amend¬ 
ments or not admitting them is the 
sole prerogative of the Speaker and 
nobody else comes in between. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 

I was appealing to him. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 
were appealing to the Minister. That 
is a different question. If you want 
to have a beeline between you and 
the Minister, then the House is not 
the forum but somewhere else. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Through you ally I am appealing. 
Kindly instruct him. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Sir. I beg 
to move:* 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
conservation of coal and develop¬ 
ment of coal mines and for matters 
connected therewith or incidental 
thereto, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

The important features of this Bill 
are: the hon. Members will see that 
the Coal Mines (Conservation, Safety 
and Development) Act of 1952 Will 
be repealed by this Bill. Another 
important feature is that the Coal 
Board which was Set up under Sec.* 
4 of the above Act will be dissolved 
and the assets and liabilities of the 
Coal Board will be taken over by 
the Government which will have the 
discretion and authority to transfer the 
same to a Government company, All 
their pensionary rights Will; be pro¬ 
tected so far as the employees- of Hie 


^fh the recommendation of the President. 
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Goal Board are concerned and the 
services rendered by them to the 
Board will be treated as services 
rendered to the Government company 
or the organisation to which they 
may be transferred. 

Another important feature of the 
Bill, as may be seen by the hun. 
Members, is that the Central Govern¬ 
ment will have the authority to im¬ 
pose a duty of exicse on coal of all 
varieties but not exceeding Hs. 10 
per tonne. Further, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment will make over the net pro¬ 
ceeds of the excise every year to the 
different coal producers according to 
their financial, requirements for 
schemes of conservation and deve¬ 
lopment subject to such conditions as 
may be prescribed. 

The Central Government will have 
powers of inspection as regards con¬ 
servation and safety measures of coal¬ 
mines as are now available under the 
Coalmines (Conservation, Safety and 
Development) Act of 1952. This Act 
of 1952 which is being repealed by 
this legislation whicn is before the 
House was enacted when the coal in¬ 
dustry was in the private sector. 
After the nationalisation of coalmines 
the position was reviewed and it has 
been found necessary to bring these 
changes. It was felt necessary that 
the special arrangements for conser¬ 
vation and development of coalmines 
provided in this Act were no longer 
necessary and the Coalmines Authority 
and the BCCL will necessarily take 
care of those problems that are involv¬ 
ed in the conservation and development 
of the mines. In this changed con¬ 
text the responsibility for conserva¬ 
tion of coal resources so far vested 
in the Coal Board will now be' en¬ 
trusted to the public sector undor- 
takinks which I have just now men¬ 
tioned, that is, CMA and BCCL. In 
fact, as it has been stated fci the 
Memorandum of Association of the 
Qoalmirej Authority one of the main 
objectives of the company would be 
to formulate and to recommend to the 
Central Government a national policy 
for conservation, development and 


scientific utilisation of the coal re¬ 
serves of the country and to advise- 
the Government in all policy matter® 
relating to the coal industry. 


There is another poin: which re¬ 
quires mention here. This is about 
the assets and liabilities of the Coal 
Board. The Financial Memorandum 
appended to the Bill clearly indicates 
the extent and natur c of the assets 
and liabilties of the Coat Board. The 
assets are Rs. 2562 lakhs and the 
liabilities are Rs. 2936.19 lakhs. The 
gap betweai the assets and the liabi¬ 
lities is expected to disappear by the 
time the new Act comes into force 
as a result of part utilisation of 
the budget provision of Rs. 11.2 crores 
included in the Budget for 1974-75 
for payment to the Coal Board against 
not proceeds of excise duty collected 
during the preceding year. It is 
necessary to mention about the future 
of the ropeways which are the pro¬ 
perty of the Coal Board. This asset 
has been mainly in the Bengal—Bihar 
region and these are meant for the 
transportation of sand, for stowing 
purposes etc. The management of 
these ropeways has already been 
transferred to the DCCL and CMA 
because they are now responsible for 
the stdwing of mines. The intention 
is that the ownership would also be 
transferred to these companies on 
payment's; the mode of payment be¬ 
ing either issue of shares or loan. 
Similar procedure will be followed 
in respect of the other fixed assets of 
the Board wherever feasible. As re¬ 
gards liabilities the unpaid amounts 
of the Government of India’s loan for 
the construction of the ropeways wilf 
stand extinguished once this liability 
becomes vested in the Central Gov¬ 
ernment under Clause 12 of the Bill. 
All lather liabilities except the con¬ 
tingent liability pertaining to the con¬ 
struction of the ropeway® which is 
about Rs. 190 lakhs; like seittaneht 
of claipis for subsidy, will al||g,be 
met out of the net proceeds of the 
excise duty collected under the -g tfl jg 
sent Act or from the net 
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[Shri K. D. Malaviya] 
of excise and customs duty on be 
collected under Clauses 6 and 7 of 
the Bill. 

The amounts that may be found 
payable in respect of claims of subsidy 
etc. pertaining to the nationalised 
mines for a period prior to their take¬ 
over will be paid in accordance with 
the provisions of the relevant taking- 
over of management/nationalisation 

Acts to C.M.A./B.C.C.L., the Commis¬ 
sioner of Payments or the erstwhile 
owners themselves. 

It will be observed that the 1952 Act 
will-be repealed by this legislation 
and the Coal Board will be dissolved. 
The task that is assigned to the Coal 
Board with regard to the conservation 
and development of mines will be 
mostly taken over by the public sector 
organisations which have been created 
under the Ministry of Steel and 
Mines. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Motion 
moved:

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTEKJEE 
(Burdwanl: Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 

Sir, it appears that he main object of 
this Bill is to increase the excise duty 
from Rs. 5/- per ton to Rs, 10/-. 
From Rs. 4 or 5, it is now being raised 
to Rs. 10/-. And that seems to be the 
real object of this legislation. 

Although the Title is Coalmines 
^Conservation and Development) Bill, 
1974, it seems that apart from impos- 
ig this higher rate of excise duty, 
really, no attempt is being made to 
obtain the conservation of coal and 
development of coalmines. I shall 
come to it immediately. 

Most significantly, the wofd 'safety* 
even does hot appear in the Title. In 
■fee part of See. 4(1), that is 


the operative provision of this Bill, 
‘safety or maintenance of safety* has 
been omitted which was there in the 
previous Act. Though it is the Coal¬ 
mines (Conservation and Develop¬ 
ment) Bill, by name, the real emphasis 
on the safety aspect or the mainten¬ 
ance of safety in a coalmine seemff to 
have been relegulated to the back¬ 
ground. 

Kindly see Sec.4(l). It says: 

“The Central ,Govern,ment may, 
for the purpose of conservation of 
coal and for the development of 
coal mines, exercise such powers 
and take, or cause to be taken, 3uch 
measures as it may deem necessary 
or proper or as may be prescribed.” 

It is almost a verbatim quotation 
from the relevant provision of 
the previous Act, But, significantly, 
the word *maintenance • of safety* has 
been omitted. 

1 

As the hon. Minister said one of the 
supposed main provisions of the Bill 
is the dissolution of the Coal Board. 
What has prompted this decision, we 
do not know. .It is true that in the 
Bill, it was stated that one of the pri¬ 
mary, objectives of nationalisation 
was the conservation of coal and de¬ 
velopment of coal-mines and that has 
to be done by a public sector organisa¬ 
tion. We are all for it and we support 
it wholeheartedly. The Coal Board is a 
public sector organisation; it is not a 
private organisation. Previously, ' 
when the 1952 Act was promulgated, 
the collieries were under the private 
management. As such, a very impor¬ 
tant work with regard to the safety 
was not being carried out properly 
Conservation of coal was not Being 
done properly. Mines development 
projects were not being undertaken; 
there was no Investment, made proper¬ 
ly in these collieries and, therefore, it 
had become an Imperative n$ce$gtty to 
take over the management aswell.as 
the running of the coalmines, Cer¬ 
tainly we gave our, unanimous support 
to this. Why .was this Coal BoatoJ set 
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up in 1932? It was done to do a parti¬ 
cular job, namely, the conservation of 
coal or development of coal-mines and 
tq supervise the operations in the min¬ 
ing areas. .Why, when tfuS Coal Board 
itself is a public sector organisation, a 
Government Department, it must be 
abolished and why it should be merged 
with and its functions be taken over 
by these two companies—Government 
'Companies? We do not know that. 
To-day there are serious charges of 
mismanagement, made against these 
companies. So far as conservation 
measures that are to be undertaken 
are concerned. 

It is necessary that another organi¬ 
sation looks into this matter. Now. if 
the Coalmines Authority 1 is made res¬ 
ponsible for carrying out, let us say, 
stowing measures, they have also to 
supervise their own work. So far as 
stowing is concerned, C.M.A. will be 
responsible. If he is glso given the 
powers to supervise, then who will be 
responsible for it? 

Therefore, another organisation not 
directly connected with the CMA 
would have been in a better position to 
■ supervise from a really objective point 
of view. No reason has been put for¬ 
ward as to why Coal Board’s continua¬ 
tion did not find favour with the Gov¬ 
ernment and why suddenly, a very 
very important object which prompt¬ 
ed this Government to nationalise the 
coal mines, this principle is being given 
a go by and these Government com¬ 
panies are being given the charge of 
•carrying out mining operations as well 
as safety operations. I would place 
before the House how even the Gov¬ 
ernment companies themselves are 
making grievances. The Inspector 
General of Mines Safety is complain¬ 
ing about the lack of safety operations 
being carried out. The consequence 
are going to come about on the dis¬ 
solution of Coal Board. Firstly, what 
* will happen to its employees? In 
^clause 12 it is said: 

“On the appointed, day, the~Coal 
.Board, established under sec¬ 


tion 4 of the Coal Mines (Con¬ 
servation, Safety and Develop¬ 
ment) Act, 1952. shall stand 
dissolved." 

Its liabilities, assets and properties 
shall vest in tbe Central Government. 
Clause 13 says after such vesting takes 
place under clause 12 then instead of 
continuing the vesting in the Govern¬ 
ment the Government may vest it in 
the Government company. I will read 
out clause 13: 

“Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in section 12 the Cen¬ 
tral Government may, if it is 
satisfied that a ‘Government 
company is willing to comply, 
or has complied, with such 
■ terms and conditions as that 
Government may think fit to 
impose, direct, by an order in 
writing, that the right, title 
and interest of the Coal Board 
in relation to any property 
shall, instead of continuing to 
vest in it, vest in the Govern¬ 
ment company....” 

Now kindly come to clause 15: 

“Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in any other iaw for 
the time being in force or in 

, any contract to the contrary, 
every officer or other emplo¬ 
yee of the Coal Board shall, on 
and from the appointed day, 
become an officer or other em¬ 
ployees, as the case mav be, 
of such Government company 
or organisation as the Central 
Government may ." 

* 

Therefore, what will be the po'sitiqp? 
By operation of clause 12 on the 
appointed day the vesting takes place 
in the Central Government and the 
Central Government may pass an 
order to dis-continue the vesting. Now, 
this clause 15 does not provide, for tbe 
employees becoming employees of, the 
Central Government when the Coal 
Boards functions Will be taken over> 
by tbe Central Government It has 
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to be done under the Act but no provi¬ 
sion has been made for that. There 
is no other procedure left. 

Now, I come to another intriguing 
phrase ‘‘Government company or orga¬ 
nisation*. I can understand that the 
functions of the Coal Board are 
being taken up by the Government 
company and all these employees are 
being made employees of the Govern¬ 
ment company which will do the job 
of the Coal Board. But, what Is this 
organisation? Which organisation has 
Government in ,mind? It is wholly 
unrelated to the work being done by 
the employees in the Coal Board. 
What is this organisation? Can these 
employees be sent to other Govern¬ 
ment departments? What sort of or¬ 
ganisation is contemplated?, We do 
not find any reference in this regard. 
We feel this has to be clarified. One 
of my amendments is for deletion of 
this phrase. 

We would like the hon. Minister to 
state which organisation Government 
have in mind. 

It is also essential that these persons 
who have been working in the Coal 
Board doing a particular type of work 
and who have become experienced in 
that type of work should be gugranted 
continuation of the job or the work 
that was previously being done by 
them which may be transferred to a 
new Government company or the 
J3CCL or the CM A. They should not be 
thrown here and there in different sun¬ 
dry Government, Department or orga¬ 
nisations but they must be assured 
about the continuation of the jp.ye of 
work they had been doing before and 
they should not be asked to do any 
and every type of work. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: That is his 
suggestion? 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Yes. 

I find that after nationalisation is 
taking place a Government company 

i 


is takmgover the management. A- 
Government body like the Coal Board 
is being taken over by a Government- 
company which is not Central Gov¬ 
ernment as such in law. But what- 
is the position of the' employees? 
Merely saying that they are being 
taken in in the new organisation does 
not allay their misgivings. Th® pro¬ 
vision is: 

“Unless and until his employment, 
in the Government or organisa¬ 
tion is terminated or until his 
remunerations are duly altered 
by the Government company 
as the case may be, they will 
continue’. 

What is the protection given to the em¬ 
ployees? Does it become completely 
the option of the Government or the 
Government company to terminate a 
person’s employment by giving him 15 
days’ notice or one month’s notice? 
So long as they have been Govern¬ 
ment servants, they have been entitled 
to certain protection under article 311 
of the Constitution or some other pro¬ 
visions of law, but now they will be 
completely at the mercy of this Gov¬ 
ernment company against which, as 
you know, no writ lies, and the em¬ 
ployees cannot go to any constitutional 
court and ask for a writ against the 
company because it has been held that 
no writ lies against these Government 
companies since they are separate.' 
from Government. 

With regard to the terms and con¬ 
ditions and remuneration etc. they 
can lie altered with the previous ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government. Now 
we do not find even the usual pro¬ 
vision that is being made during these 
days that service terms and conditions 
which are onerous to the organisation- 
or the Government company or the" 
Government may be altered, but here - 
blanket power is being taken by the 
Government company or the Central 
Government to change the terms and* 
conditions of every type of empjpyee- 
who may be transferred t® it, dt 
these employees will be completely afc 
the mercy of the Department or the 
Secretariat or the bureaucracy and 
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they will have no protection whatso¬ 
ever. Therefore, initially, although 
some protection is intended to be 
given to them by the law, the provi- 
.sions of the Bill including the proviso 
to clause 15 take away whatever little 
is be>ng assured to them. 

The other point is about seniority. 
Inter se seniority is very much a term 
and condition of service. It is a sore 
ipoint for every employees and for sec¬ 
tions of employees. But In sub-clause 
2 of clause 15 no mention is about the 
■seniority inter se; although mention is 
being made about fixation of pay or 
emoluments etc., and even penlion is 
mentioned, yet nothing is mentioned 
about seniority. * 

There is one other matter to which 
I would request the hon. Minister to 
cglve very serious thought. It is not 
i'lear what type of officers or emplo¬ 
yees will be taken in by the Govern¬ 
ment company. So far as the Coal 
Board is concerned, there are casual 
/workers -and daily rated and contin¬ 
gent workers. Aparat from them, 
there is a well-run and well managed 
■society called the Coal Board Coopera¬ 
tive Canteen Society, and I would like 
’to know what the fate of the staff 
.and employees of that societies will be. 
They were doing their job very well 
and there has been no grievance 
against them and there has. been no 
complaint against them.‘'What will 
happen to those employees?' We want 
a categorical assurance from the hon. 
"Minister that they will also be taken 
over and absorbed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment or the Government company 
or whichever other company i s assign¬ 
ed this job. This is very important, 
and I would request the hon. Minister 
To give very serious thought to it so* as 
To allay the well-justified misgivings 
in the mind of the employees. 

Although no reference has Seen 
made in the body of the BUI to BCCL 
■or CMA, from the Statement of Ob¬ 
jects and Reasons and also from the 
hon; Minister’s statement. here, it 
' appears that'the functions of the Coal 


Board are being made over to these 
two Government companies namely 
the BCCL and the CMA. 

Now, so far as this Act is concern¬ 
ed, you will find that there is a defini¬ 
tion in clause 3 which says, “agent”, 
“manager” and “owner” have the 
meanings respectively assigned to 
them in the Mines Act. 1952. The 
Mines Act, 1952 defines an owner as 
the immediate proprietor or lessee or 
occuDier of the mine. So far as the 
present set-up is concerned, there can¬ 
not be a lessee or an occupier of the 
mine except the Government company. 
Therefore, the owner wiU always be 
the Government company itself. So, 
the CMA or the BCCL will be the 
owner within the definition of the Act 
So far as the agent is concerned, I do 
not know what sort of agency still the 
Government has in mind after owner¬ 
ship has vested in the Government 
company. I do not know what type 
of agency is contemplated for the pur¬ 
pose of furthering the objective of 
nationalisation. But, in any event the 
agent will be the employee either of 
the Central Government or the Gov¬ 
ernment company. It cannot be a 
private person. Kindly see what sort 
of thought has been given to this, for 1 
the purpose of drafting this Bill. You 
are mechanically copying some of the 
provisions D f the 1952 Act without even 
giving a thought to the fact that the 
entire structure of the coal industry 
in this country has redically changed. 
In the Act, the Central Government 
has been given the power to give 
directions to the owner, agent or 
manager , of a mine to do certain 
things. Therefore, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment will give directions to the 
CMA to do certain things. The ClftA 
is a Governmeht organisation. What 
sort of directions you are thinking of 
giving?, This is not a direction which 
the Chief Inspector of Mine Safety will 
give. It is a different type of,direc¬ 
tion. Then,, no sanction is provided.,. 
Supposing the CMA does not carry out'- 
the directions; no, sanction is provided, 
as to what will be done. They can 
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violate with impunity and direction 
that may be given. What will be the 
method of securing the compliance of 
the directions? Of course, I have given 
notice of amendments, and I would 
like to see what the reaction of the 
hon. Minister is. But kindly see 
clause 5. It says: 

“The owner of a coal mine shall 
take, in relation to each coal 
mine owned by him, such 
steps as may be necessary to 
ensure the conservation of 
coal and development of the 
coal mine.” 

These are the obligations of the 
CMA and the BCCL. This is very im- 
port ant. I appeal to the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to kindly look into this aspect. By 
his clause, through this organisation 
you are imposing this duty upon the 
CMA or the BCCL themselves. Who 
will supervise whether these obliga¬ 
tions are being carried out or not? Is 
it the same organisation, CMA or the 
BCCL? Can you think of an absurd 
state of things like this? If we want 
an independent and separate organisa¬ 
tion to see that the very important 
safety operations, conservation pro¬ 
cesses, and the development scheme 
are being carried out by these Gov¬ 
ernment companies, you put the Gov¬ 
ernment companies themselves* to su¬ 
pervise whether they are doing it or 
not. What is the good of having such 
a statute? 

AN HON. MEMBER: It is provided 
in clause 3(d). 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
What is the good of providing a Bill 
for this? What is the meaning of this 
statutory provision? I think we are 
bringing about. an absurd situation. 
Therefore, I said that the real object 
was not to do anything for safety 
operations or mining operations or 
development processes, but that the 
real object is to give more power to 
the Coal Mines Authority because it 
has entered into somebody’s head 
that the Coal Board cannot be kept 
as a separate organisation without 


any resultant benefit and the other 
overriding object is to increase the 
excise duty. 

So far as the CMA and the BCCL 
are concerned, the time has ' come 
when very serious attention has to 
be paid by the Government with re¬ 
gard to their functioning. We do not 
want that the inglorious record of 
mismanagement which has been wit¬ 
nessed in those two bodies in this- 
short span' of their lives should be re¬ 
peated any longer. We are all for 
nationalisation and we have support¬ 
ed it. We have all along been saying 
that these nationalised • undertakings 
should be properly managed and they 
should not be the playground for 
dacoits and such persons who will be 
indulging in loot and robbery. Sir,, 
I shall give you extracts"from one or' 
two documents. Sir, so far as the 
conservation and development, show¬ 
ing and safety operations are con¬ 
cerned, I may read out some extracts 
from a letter of the General Secre¬ 
tary, Coal Mines Officers’ Association 
of India—they are all officers ■ of the 
CMA. In the ‘ Statesman ’ of 19th 
February 1974, he says this. 1 quote: 

“A large number of mines work 
grossly violating mine safety laws. 
This may end up in mine disasters¬ 
killing large numbers of workers. 
Such mines should stop functioning 
in the national interest. This 
would result in further decline in 
production, but, we trust it y/ill be 
appreciated that this cannot be 
helped as officers cannot expose 
themselves to penal action by the 
Government for violating safety 
laws.” 

This is the position with regard to* 
the safety operations. I may quote 
from another letter from the Admin¬ 
istrative Officer, Ministry of Labour 
and Rehabilitation, Directorate Gene¬ 
ral of Mines Safety, 'Government of 
Indie, Dhanbad. It was published in 
the ‘Statesman’ of 25th April 1974. It 
says: 

"In some coal mines, arrears itt 
stowing hid Increased by as much 
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as 500 times after nationalisation 
and this Directorate had to take 
stringent measures to . put a stop 
to such unhealthy practices by or¬ 
dering stoppage of work in dange¬ 
rous areas having excessive lags in 
stowing.” 

Now, Sir, stowing operations are to 
be done by the colliery management 
after nationalisation. CMA and 
BCCL are responsible for carrying 
out stowing operations. But, the Di¬ 
rectorate General of Mines Safety 
says that they were in arrears 500 
times more than they were before 
nationalisation. Now, the CMA and 
BCCL are being given complete 
charge of supervising and carrying 
out the stowing operations. Kindly 
see, what will be the result of it and 
what will be the effect of it. There¬ 
fore, Sir„ we felt that the functioning 
of the Coal Board should be stream¬ 
lined and perfected. But, you are 
dissolving the Coal Board and you 
are giving its functions .to the per¬ 
sons whose work has to be supervis¬ 
ed. Thi$ is not our statement. This 
is the statement of the Ministry of 
Labour, Government of India, con¬ 
nected with a particular department. 
Therefore, Sir. our view is, this im¬ 
portant work should not be allowed 
to be combined and should be kept 
separate as, far as possible. There¬ 
fore, the alleged object behind the 
proposed dissolution of the Coal 
Board does not appeal to us and im¬ 
press us.

There is one more thing which I 
would like, to mention' in regard to 
the functioning of CMA. I would 
like to quote from a statement of Mr. 
Chari, which was published in the 
Delhi edition of Statesman in the 
13th January 1974. 

“He admitted that under private 
opeijationa railway employees used 
to be paid lump sums . for every 
wagon. Now the Government could 
not pay anything which could be 
called a ‘bribe’. fiu|, to effect this 
payment enabled the coal to be 


lifted speedily and increased the 
tumround of wagon. Why not in¬ 
troduce a system of incentives? It 
would hardly cost Rs. 3 a tonne or 
30 paise a quintal or 12 paise a 
maund.” 

Mr. Chari, who is, I believe, the Sec¬ 
retary now, said in January 1974 +hat 
coal wagons cannot be moved because 
the private colliery owners are not 
there who used to pay ‘bribe’. Now, 
he is advocating openly a system of 
giving incentives to the Railways for 
the purpose of getting wagons for 
movement of coal. This is the state 
of affairs, we find, these two organisa¬ 
tions have come to. Sir, I have noth¬ 
ing against the CMA and BCCL as 
such. I wish that these, companies 
should be properly managed and con¬ 
trolled and they should carry out 
the very important task which has 
been assigned to them, But, whose 
responsibility is it to see that they 
function properly and . not against 
the national interest? Therefore, by 
merely saying ‘When we conceived 
of nationalisation, we thought of giv¬ 
ing more,'and more powers to the 
Government companies, that would 
be set up, and therefore,, we are me¬ 
chanically abolishing the Coal Board; 
we are mechanically abolishing the 
functions of the Chief Inspectorate of 
Mines Safety,’ you do not really 
achieve anything. But. on the other 
hand, these companies, by not recti¬ 
fying themselves are being given a 
pat on their back—for what, t do not 
know—are not justifying the confi¬ 
dence which has been reposed in 
them- There have been, very serious 
charges. Even yesterday or day 
before we found in the papers that 
about 30 to 40 officers of the CMA 
have either been arrested or :.roceed- 
ings takenr'for bribery, corruption etc. 
In the Coalfield Times, which is One 
of the well-known newspapers of the 
Jharla coalfield area, there is’mention 
of a complaint of purchase.of stores 
at inflated rates to the extent of one 
crore of rupees in the Eastern Divi¬ 
sion of the Coal Mining Authority, 
according to the police authorities. 
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Therefore, these are matters which 
require immediately to be looked 
into. Do not tinker with these things, 
because they do not help in any way 
to get a solution of the real problem. 
Instead of solving these problems of 
corruption, mismanagement, accumu¬ 
lation of coal, improper distribution 
of coal and so on, what you are now 
doing is putting the employees to risk 
about their future, the Coal Board is 
being abolished, and you are giving 
more and more powers to the CMA 
and the BCCL, which is not justified, 
in the process. But this has been a 
facade only; the real object In to in¬ 
crease the excise duty, which will 
necessarily mean an immediate in¬ 
crease in the price of coal for the 
consumers. Therefore, the consumers 
are not thought of, the mine safety 
is not thought of, the employees are 
not thought of. All that this Gov¬ 
ernment wants is more and more 
money from the poor people and the 
poor consumers. Therefore, we op¬ 
pose this Bill for these reasons. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Although 
Shri Somnath Chatterjee has given 
his amendments only this morning 
and, according to the rules, they 
’ should be time-barred, some discre¬ 
tion is left to the Chair, and in view 
'Of the arguments he advanced, which 
appear to me to be cogent and reveal 
certain serious lacunae in the Bill, I 
would go out of my way and admit 
these amendments even now. But, 
when I do it in his case, I nave to 
admit the other amendments too; I 
cannot discriminate. I would ask the 
; Table to make a few copies of these 
amendments and give them to the 
Minister. He will study them in the 
meanwhile. I would say this to Shri 
Chatterjee. Whenever he speaks, he 
speaks with a certain knowledge and , 
cogency. But he is always derelict in 
the matter of submitting amendments 
In time. I would like that he does 
not repeat this, and does not put the 
1 Chair in this embarrassing situation, 
in the future.

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): The, 
coal industry has assumed much im¬ 
portance today in. view of the oil crisis 
in our country. Therefore, the im¬ 
portance of coal has to be realised in 
the sense that better coal should be. 
mined, more coal should be mined, 
better coal should be supplied to. 
essential* services and the eoalmines 
should be conserved very carefully. 
There are no two opinions on this 
point. Probably the idea of bringing 
this Bill before the House is to create 
a climate in whiclvthe coal industry 
will get strengthened/ We have some 
examples how previously the mine- 
owners* had neglected conservation of 
coalmines. The question of stowing 
and other things was there. I remem¬ 
ber, a few years back,, a particular 
area of Barakar, where the grand - 
trunk railway line passes between . 
Dhanbad and Asansol, was endanger¬ 
ed because it was feared that there . 
was a coalmine which had been used 
long before but no stowing had been . 
done. The coalmine was . Just beneath . 
the railway line, so much so that the, 
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public got worried when this news 
.came in the newspapers. Ultimately, 
for a few days running of trains bet¬ 
ween Asansol and Dhanbad was 
stopped. This shows how the coal¬ 
mines were used by the owners. 

AN HON. MEMBER: How the Coal 
.Board was functioning. 

DR. RANEN SEN: .....how the 
jCoal Board was functioning, how the 
.Chief Inspectorate of Mines and 
Safety was functioning and by and 
large how the Government was func¬ 
tioning. Therefore, if you raise those 
points, all these points have to be 
covered. I was not saying with a 
view to criticising the Government or 
the Inspectorate. What I said was 
that the position was very bad. Quite 
H few years before the nationalisation 
of coalmine, I have an occasion to 
■visit Dhanbad and I found one coal¬ 
mine burning for years together.... 

SHRI R. N. SHARMA (Dhanbad): 
SO at least. 

DR. RANEN SEN: I saw one; I did 
not see 50. For years together it' was 
burning, and it was nobody’s busi¬ 
ness. Therefore, it could be conclud¬ 
ed and it was rightly concluded by 
late lamented Shri Mohan Kumara- 
mangalam that the whole thing was 
being massacred by the employers in 
order to mint' more profit; it was 
found that the Coal Bqard was ne¬ 
glecting; the Mines Safety Organisa¬ 
tion was neglecting. As a result of 
that, so many disasters took place in 
the coalmines—not 1 only in Raniganj 
and Jharia but even in Madhya Pra¬ 
desh, Parasia and other places. So, it 
was high time that the coal mines 
had to be nationalised and something 
had to be done in regard to conserva¬ 
tion and development bf the coal 
mines. 

There is another point. In this 
Bill, in Chapter II, clause 4(2) (c) 
there is a reference to washing of 
coal with a view to beneficiation and ■ 
reducing the ash content of coal. 


When the coal mines were nationalis¬ 
ed, in that-Bill in all speeches made 
by the hon. Minister those days, a 
special point was made about wash¬ 
ing coal. But, even now and even 
to-day all the thermal plants in 
Bihar and Bengal are complaining—I 
am not speaking of other thermal 
plants and other industries, I am more 
concerned with this Bengal and Bihar 
belt because there is a joint grid for 
producing electricity and distributing 
it—that the coal they get is a very 
bad coal, badly washed, as a result 
of which Chandrapur on one day, 
Patratu the second day, the Maithon 
on the third day and Durgapur on the 
fourth day are going out of commis¬ 
sion. One of their main complaints 
is the supply of bad coal and there 
was no proper washing of the coal. 
Therefore, this mention was made and 
I am not very much enthused beca'use 
long before, more than one and half 
years back these speeches were made 
here and a particular reference was 
made to the washeries supplying good 
quality coal to industries and thermal 
plant's. Therefore, whatever is writ¬ 
ten in the paper is not always im¬ 
plemented. ... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Washed coal 
goes to industries and rejected coal 
goes to thermal plants. 

DR. RANEN SEN: The result of that 
is that Bengal and Bihar have be¬ 
come the worst sufferers in regard to 
power supply. 

Another point I want to make is 
about the officers of the CMA and its 
sister oragnisation, B.C.C.L. and the 
role they play. There, I beg to sub¬ 
mit that it is still time for the Gov¬ 
ernment and the Steel and Mines 
Ministry to wake up and see how the 
production and distribution of coal 
is being sabotaged by a section of the 
officers. It is a known fact that after 
nationalisation, somehow or other 
these officers or at least sothe of them 
—I cannot tar all the officers with the 
same brush—who did not like this 
nationalisation and as a result of that 
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because they had no spirit o£ dedica¬ 
tion, they are opposed to it. Some- 
... how or the other they are tied up 
with these individual mine-owners and 
they saw to it that the production was 
hampered, the s'afety rules are violat¬ 
ed and a series of corruption and ne¬ 
potism took place with regard to 
supply of coal. That i§ why coal 
prices have risen. Less coal is being 
produced. Less coal in the sense that 
less than the expected amount is be¬ 
ing produced. . 

It is reported that these mine offi¬ 
cers whose duty it is to go down the 
mines to inspect and see for them¬ 
selves and to help the workers, in 
most cases, refuse tp do it. I learn 
all the trade unions, irrespective of 
their political affiliations, have com¬ 
plained to the Ministry, but’ nothing 
much has been done in this regard to 
make these officers give up their reti¬ 
cence and obdurate attitude. This 
is the second point I wanted to make 
because this relates to this particular 
Bill. 

Thirdly, I want to make another 
point. This is in regard to these 
safety measures. When this question 
of safety of mines, not only the safety 
of the coal deposits, but the safety of 
the lives of the workers also, arose, 
it has been over and over again 
pointed out to us that the workers’ 
participation will be sought. As far 
as I know, there has been some im¬ 
provement in regard to the workers’ 
participation in many matters. I 
must admit that. In many matters 
there has been substantial improve¬ 
ment but not in respect of this. I 
want to know from the Minister as 
to what actually is being done to see 
that the safety measures are being 
properly enforced. There should be 
cooperation with the workers’ trade 
unions. This cooperation should be 
sought for by the management. 
Otherwise what happens is this. The 
Inspector of; Mines is situated some¬ 
where else. Whenever a disaster 
takes place they reach the place long 
afterwards and by that time, sufficient 
damage would have been done al¬ 
ready*. This, is the position in regard 


to those cases and, therefore, a sug¬ 
gestion was made by the August 
House which was accepted by the 
Minister in those days saying that the 
trade unions’ participation in regard 
to safety measures should also be en¬ 
sured. I request that this point- 
should be brought out clearly. 

My next point is this. This is in re- - 
gard to certain point's raised by Mr, 
Chatterjee. I think he has done it 
quite justifiably and this is in regard 
to Clause 15. Now, in regard to 
Clause 15, I do not know what is the 
purpose of putting in the word ‘orga¬ 
nisation’ there. The words' ‘organi¬ 
sation’ such other things have been 
introduced and I have not been able 
to understand this. I will not be so 
vociferous as Mr. Chatterjee to con¬ 
demn this- word altogether but the 
difficulty is this. In the Bill unless 
these things are clearly specified this 
may create some loopholes which may' 
be used by certain interested quar¬ 
ters later. Therefore, as Mr. Chat¬ 
terjee as asked, what is the purpoe of 
introducing the word ‘Government- 
company or organisation’? This is the 
point to be clarified with regard to - 
Clause 15. Then, the second line 
reads like this: 

....‘and shall continue to do so 
unless and until his employment in 
the Government company or orga¬ 
nisation in terminated or until his 
remuneration or terms and condi¬ 
tions of service are duly altered by 
the Government company or- orga¬ 
nisation as the case may be.’ 

Obviously the CMA and BCCL as 
employers have certain rights in re¬ 
gard to working and service condi j 
tions of the employees. So, why do 
you mention about punishment and 
other things in the Bill? What is the 
object, I would like to know. The 
proviso says: 

"Provided that the tenure, re- 
mueration and other terms and con¬ 
ditions of service of any such offi¬ 
cer or other employee shall not be' 
altered to his disadvantage except 
with the previous approval of 
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Central Government or without 
such approval except as a measure 
of punishment, under the rules of 
the Government company or the 
organisation concerned.” 

Why mention the word ‘punishment’ 
in the Bill? That creates apprehen¬ 
sion in the minds of the workers. 
Therefore I agree with Mr. Catterjee 
when he said that these points have 
■ to be clarified. 

My last point is this. It is a very 
good thing for which I congratulate 
to the Minister that they have taken 
steps to raise the wages and the emo¬ 
luments of the colliery workers 
They have been increased to a certain 
extent and far that I thank the Minis¬ 
ter. 

There was a newspaper report be¬ 
fore the Bill was placed before the 
House that the pric e of coal was go¬ 
ing to be increased. 

This leaves a bad taste in the 
Mouth if the workers are pitted against 
the public. Unfortunately that has 
been the attitude of he 'Government to 
put the workers against the public and 
vice versa . This is very bad. Second¬ 
ly, after the Bill has been introduced, 
there is a real apprehension in the 
minds of the people that wh e en the cess 
rises from Rs. 4/5 per ton to Rs. 10/- 
naturally, they fear that the price 
may still rise. In such a situation, the 
Ministry should see—the Government 
should see—that the prices are not 
•enhanced. Already it was reported 
in the Calcutta newspaper that at the 
price fixed by the C.M.A. and 
D.C.C.L. for the supply of coal to 
Calcutta, namely Rs. 5 and 7.50 per 
maund respectively the coal is not 
available at there prices but it is 
available at Rs. 8. The House should 
be assured by the Ministry that the 
price of coal would not be increased. 

With these words, I say that this Bill 
is to be implemented and it should not 
be kept in cold storage like the other 
-Bill which had not been implemented 


even though the same was passed by 
this House.

SHBl JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): Mr, Chairman, the 
latter part of Shri Bhagat’s speech has 
indeed amused many of us. The Com¬ 
munist have fought Fascists through 
decades and so these therats will never 
make us change our process and our 
methods. We have also seen the fangs 
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of the ruling party in West Bengal, 
how close they are to Fascists in their 
actions. We will face the right reac¬ 
tion with full vigour, and we are not 
at all afraid of that. 

Coming to the real business, namely 
the riots in Delhi, Shri Bhagat took 
us to Faridabad when we were trying 
to travel to Ghaziabad. The riot that 
has taken place on Sunday and after¬ 
wards is the worst ever riot since in¬ 
dependence, and it has taken place 
within a stone’s throw of the Home 
Minister’s residence and the seat of 
the Home Ministry. This shows the 
utter failure to protect the minorities 
by this Government because of which 
the confidence of the minorities in the 
whole sub-continent has been shaken 
altogether. 

Now on earth in the capital of this 
country a riot like this could take place 
and move forward within hours with¬ 
out any effective control. I could have 
understood if the riot had taken place 
in Karimganj. Then I could have un¬ 
derstood that the Government could 
have an alibi to say that it was in a 
remote corner. But Sadar Bazar is 
within a stone’s throw of this 'Govern¬ 
ment, According to hospital sources, 
28 people dies, 300 were injured, many 
buildings'gutted and the loss of pro¬ 
perty is modestly valued at Rs. 1J 
crores. 1 had been to that area three 
times since Sunday and, according to 
my knowledge, in that area 60 shops 
belonging to the minorities have been 
burnt, five mosques have been burnt 
and partially demolished also, and the 
intensity of the fire was so severe that 
even pucca roofs collapsed, thus ren¬ 
dering many homeless. And I regret 
to reveal that ifeost of them belong to 
the minorities. 

I would request the Home Minister 
to take the trouble of going to pre¬ 
mises No. 1088 at Kishanganj. In fact, 
there are many other houses in that 
area which are in the same position. 
In that building petrol-soaked rage 
were thrown from outside with the 
result that the premises, which houses 
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30 to 50 families , was completely 
gutted and the roof, which would be 
at least 15” thick, collapsed because of 
the intensity of the fire. It was not 
petrol-soaked rags alone but even 
petrol cans were hurled at the fire. In 
the same area, twice within a short 
time, riots have taken place. Strengely 
enough, it happened—I do not know, 

I may be wrong; tell me, if I am 
wrong—whenever there was a leftist 
united bandh. We had one bandh on 
the 3rd of May this year and we had 
one last year. 

It is very strange. 

Last year, 11 months ago, a riot 
took place. Is it not a fact that the 
same Deputy Commissioner is still 
there? What action has been taken 
against him? Is it not a fact that 
this gentleman has in the past been 
a sympathiser of a particular political 
out look? We want to put a ques¬ 
tion bluntly to the Home Minister. 
We must know whether this Deputy 
Commissioner had been lenient, had 
been' inefficient and had a design to 
help somebody. We want to knoiv 
whether allegations have come to his 
notice that this person in the past 
had been a sympathiser of a parti¬ 
cular set of people. 

Another interesting thing here is 
that a bye-election to the Metropoli¬ 
tan Council in Paharganj area is also 
pending. Incidentally, I would like 
to quote what Shrimatl Indira 
Gandhi had once said presiding over 
the National Integration Committee 
of the A.I.C.C.: 

“The part played by the politics 
and their encouragement of anti¬ 
social elements must also be con¬ 
sidered. A point to note is that 
such disturbances are more fre¬ 
quent near election time.” 

We would like to be enlightened on 
this from Mrs. Indira Gandhi or Mr. 
Dikshit or from both.' 

The worst thing was the total failure 
of the Administration and the Police. 
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That failure was greatly responsible 
for the losses- If I were Mr. Dikshit, I 
would have resigned because this is 
a glaring instance of the total failure 
on the part of the Home Minister. 
I would like to know from the 
Home Minister as to when' he first 
got the information about the jiot- 
ing on Sunday and what action did 
he take and at what time. 

I am told by very reliable people 
repeatedly, by .many persons, that 
the police did not arrive in time: 
The trouble started at 1.30 P.M. on 
Sunday. Mobs of 500 to 2000 in each 
group were given "a free hand to in¬ 
dulge in arson and rioting. As I 
told you, the hurling of petrol-soak¬ 
ed rag balls was one of the main 
weapons: I. have told you the pre¬ 
mises No. 1088 which has a frantage 
on Bahadurgarh Road. This is one 
example. 

I may tell you that jhagra over 
sugarcane juice drinking is only a 
plea, a pretext. I asked senior police 
officers as to how many arsons took 
place. Because they are accustomed 
to deal with a particular type of 
.Congress Ministers, they can always 
give cock and bull stories. Two or 
three times, immediately in half an 
hour’s time I talked to two or three 
fire-men of the Fire Brigade. I start¬ 
ed by asking them, “You must be very 
tired, working very hard since yester¬ 
day.” And the reply was “Yes Sir. We 
have never had any rest at all. We 
have not been able to remove our 
helmets.” 

Two or three arsons, any nan 
with commonsense will understand, 
will not keep the Fire Brigade peo¬ 
ple occupied for 36 hours. So, it has 
been a continuous progress. The 
Paharganj Police Station arrested 17 
persons for setting fire to properties 
belonging to minorities but housed 
in houses belonging to other com¬ 
munities. Here, I would like to asfe 
Mr. Dikshit about it. My informa¬ 
tion is that they have been treated 
rather leniently. I would like to 
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know what specific action has been 
taken against them. 

Further, I am very distressed to 
hear that some people frantically 
phoned the Prime Minister, the 
Home Minister, the Lt. Governor, 
the Deputy Commissioner. the 
Superintendent of Police and the 
Police Station from 1-30 P.M. and 
one Mr. Kadar told me that he got 
no response, no help, from any of 
these quarters. I am told that the 
Prime Minister spoke to a Member 
of Parliament of this House at 5 P.M. 
that army was being summoned and 
it may be deployed. That .gentleman 
again at 5.3o phoned up to isk if the 
Army had been deployed, and he 

was told if, it could not 

come. It is very difficult to accept 
that bace&ue if they really meant 
business, then they should have come. 

I want to ask why the Police did 
not come during the first 2i hours. 
Why is it that the Border Security 
Force was brought aft«* 2i hours 
only? Why is it that the first set of 
policemen were passive? Why is it 
that the policemen who came later 
connived with the miscreants and 
they fired their teargaa shells and 
bullets towards the houses where 
minorities were living. These are 
very serious matters. If this can 
happen in Delhi, you can well ima¬ 
gine what can happen in Meerut. 
Gen. _ Shahnawaz Khan will recall 
what happened in 1908. You have a 
huge Home Ministry. And what is 
your Budget? It has gone up from 
Rs. 3 crores to Rs. 160 crores for 
Central policing. Is it for this that 
the Delhi Police expenses have 
touched over Rs. 10 crores? It is a 
shame on you that you consume 
people’s hard-earned money like 
this. You have a Home Minister 
who does not know the difference 
between a butt and a barrel. I have 
had lots of talks with him. The 
most regrettable thing is this. When 
some of us ware very anxious to 
fee*? them fa . tfo rituaHon* I got In 
touch with Mr, Pikshit and told him 
thrt m six or awnt from the 
702 LS—18. 
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Opposition, wanted to do some good, 
wanted to help the administration 
and, therefore, we wanted to go 
there. He said, “please get in touch 
with the Lt. Governor; 1 am speak¬ 
ing to him’.’ I spoke to Mr. Bales- 
war Prasad and he said, “I am 
speaking to Paharganj and Sadar 
Bazar Police Stations’’. So, myself 
and my friends went and sat in the 
Paharganj Police Station for 45 
minutes, to be told by a puny inspec¬ 
tor that no instructions had been 
issued and that we could not go. 
Then we went to the Sadar Bazar 
Police Station. There also we met 
with the same fate. And .vhen we 
hear that the Congress MP was. al¬ 
lowed to go, discrimination was 
made, I am compelled to say that 
you want to make politics even in a 
critical situation like this. It is real¬ 
ly a most shameful attitude. Mrs. 
Gandhi should assess whether the 
Home Minister is worth his salt, 
whether he is capable of running the 
affairs of a vast country like ours 
and particularly when the country is 
facing serious trials in various 
spheres, particularly due to the eco¬ 
nomic crisis and failures. She has 
to take a decision. If she is guided 
by other considerations, then it will 
be terrible. 

They have talked about firing. We 
are told that shotguns, pistold and 
revolvers were used. There were 
two types of firing. We have ana¬ 
lysed them clearly. One set of peo¬ 
ple used fire-arms as a mode of ag¬ 
gression; they fired to move forward 
as an expeditionary force. Then 
there was another set of people. I 
must frankly say that Mr. Vajpayee's 
parents’ belonged to the same reli¬ 
gion as my parents belonged to. I, 
profess no religion. It is a fact that 
the minority had to resort to fir¬ 
ing in desperate self-defence, when 
the police did not come, when they 
were being attacked, when they 
found that murders were being com¬ 
mitted, houses were set on fire. 
What would you do in such a situa¬ 
tion when you have fire-arms? You 
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[Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu.] 
do not carry fire-arms for display. 
You fire. I would do the same thing. 
So. they fired. What is rong in that? 
But the question is: Mr. Ved Marwah 
was fired at- He is a triple-striped 
uniformed policeman and I am a little 
confused to understand whether a 
man belonging,to the minority com¬ 
munity will have the .courage and guts 
in this country to Are at the DIG. 
Police with a posse of policemen 
around him. I do not accept it.

The question is: at one place a very 
interesting thing has happened. In one 
place, a Plymouth car was taken out 
of the garage and burnt. I inquired 
why it has been done. The car be¬ 
longs to a man from the minority 
community and the garage belongs to 
a person of the opposite community. 
So, the people who wanted to set fire 
to the car did not want to damage the 
building belonging to the somebodyelse: 
So, these are the happenings. 

What happened? Why were the 
rowdies not taken care of by the 
Police well in advance? I saw the 
Home Minister. I repeatedly said, 'If 
I were you, I would have rounded up 
the rowdies.’ I saw the Prime Minis¬ 
ter and made the same suggestion at 
10 p.m. I am told that many of them 
are very much at large and tension is 
> growing and we never know what is 
going to happen tomorrow or tonight. 
We would like to know what is 
happening. 

Then, about the supply of food and 
relief. Children are starving. No 
curfew passes. Curfew passes to a 
selected few, a chosen and favoured 
few and not to all—curfew passes, 
food, milk, water etc. We have a 
huge Red Cross establishment, well 
subsidised from people’s money. What 
have they done? I have to chase 
them, ‘What are you doing my dear 
General Maitra?’ They were pushed 
to go in and see Mr. Mirdha but so 
far t do not know what they have 
been able to do. 
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What 1 say is, the recruitment to the 
Defence Services and the Police forces, 
is extremely important. There ate 
recommendations which say that due 
weightage should be given. We went 
to Meerut in 1968. The percentage at 
Muslims there was about 38 per cent 
at that time. I asked them, ‘How 
many Sub-Inspectors and Constables 
are there from the minority com¬ 
munity?’ The figures they gave were 
next to nothing. If you want to really 
create confidence, their share in the 
recruitment to Police force and the 
Defence forces must be increased. 

Then, about verification of new 
recruits. Do you verify the antece¬ 
dents? You do it for me. A CPM 
man applying for a job, you cannot 
touch with a barge-pole, but if some¬ 
body who had been an out and out 
communalist all his life, applies, he is 
most welcome to come and work in 
the Home Ministry. I am telling you . 
on my responsibility. The Home 
Ministry is full of such kinds of com¬ 
munal elements. That is why to-day 
these things are happening. I will give 
one or two incidents to show how un¬ 
fair they are. 

Take, for example, the case of one 
little Muslim girl, Miss Rehmani of 
Lucknow whose boy-friend was short 
at and killed. This girl has been 
sanctioned parole but is not being 
released. What is the noting? I am 
told that if she is released, there will 
be communal tension. So, Miss 
Rehmani, aged 25, cannot be released. 

Then, a former Member of Parlia¬ 
ment, Shrl Badrudduzza two years 
under MISA. No trial, no bail and 
after a lot of pressure from here, we 
have succeeded in getting his release 
and now after two years, no charge- 
sheet .... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The bon Member’s 
time is ur. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BQSU: Q$y one ■ 
thing I want to say. My demlnd is 
that full and adequate compensation 
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should be given iu uiose who have 
suffered in these riots, irrespective of 
•caste, creed and community and I 
‘demand .a parliamentary probe, sus- 
ipension of officers who are posted 
•there, t senior officers particularly, and 
;Sbrl Dikshit has no moral right to 
^continue as the Home Minister.

SHRI* SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, it has been report¬ 
ed in the press that communal riot 
that rocked \jxe Sadar area on Sunday 
was the worst riot since partition in 
Delhi. I share the concern of all the 
members who spoke before me, whe¬ 
ther they wejre sitting on this or that 
side, that it is a disgrace to the work¬ 
ing of secular democracy in this coun¬ 
try to have such communal riots. In 
spite of our Constitution, which has 
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got very many noble provisions, in 
spite of the many pious wishes on our 
part, in spite of the National Integra¬ 
tion Council, which is put in libera¬ 
tion, which works now and then, we 
And to our dismay that there tie com¬ 
munal riots. It is a very disgraceful 
thing to any human democracy in this 
world that just because a person’s 
name is Ram or Rahim, he is done to 
death. It is the most inhuman thing 
that can happen in any civilized 
society. 

We celebrated the Buddha Purnima 
on Monday. One day earlier a carnage 
had taken place, a communal holocaust 
had occurred, in the heart of the 
capital of India. If this discussion is 
only going to bring forth some sound 
and fury against communalism, if 
communalism is only going to be casti¬ 
gated in a loud voice, I do not think 
it is going to serve any purpose. 
Previously also, we had many discus¬ 
sions wherein such wishes were ex¬ 
pressed. So far, to our dismay, no 
effective remedy has been found to 
root out communalism and communal 
riots in this country. 

I do not want to go into the entire 
ambit of the working of communal 
forces in this country because our 
discussion is limited to the adjourn¬ 
ment motion moved by Mr. Vajpayee 
regarding failure on the part of the 
'Government in preventing and con¬ 
trolling the riot that took place on 
Sunday in the Sadar Bazar area. 

Yesterday, I had Occasion to visit 
some of the riot-affected areas. I saw 
the roads littered with bricks and 
brocken glasses, many houses razed to 
the ground, sharred and spo’iled vege¬ 
tables scattered everywhere. The sight 
was a very pathetic one. Fear-stricken 
faces were peering out from the broken 
glasses. I do not know to which com¬ 
munity they belonged. They belonged 
to one community or the other. The 
poor innocent people have suffered 
during the communal riot. 
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Before condemning other things, we 
are more concerned with this thing. 
If there have been some communal- 
elements—in a vast society, there are- 
bound to be bad elements—our charge 
is as to why the Government has not 
taken any precaution, what action has. 
been taken by the Government when 
the first news about the communal, 
holocaust came to their notice. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): The Government has taken ail 
the precautions. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I am glad to 
hear Mr. R. S. Pandey assuring me 
about it. But I am guided by what 
the newspaper reports say. I do not. 
know the inner working of the very 
many things that happen inside the 
Government to which he may have 
an access. - 

This is what the Times of India 
says: 

“There appears to have been a. 
total collapse of intelligence ancb 
inadequate appreciation of the situa¬ 
tion by the police. If previous ex¬ 
perience is any guide, the simmer¬ 
ing discontent erupted on Sunday’s 
long hot afternoon with the heating 
providing the spark.' 

The first reports of stoning appear 
to have reached the police around 1 
10 a.m. Large-scale rioting and 
arson started only about 1.30 p.m. 
what were the police officers in¬ 
charge of the area doing in these- 
vital three and a half hours? It is 
incontrovertible that they were much; 
too slow to react.” 

This is what the papers have report¬ 
ed. From 10 a.m., the news has been 
reaching the police station. At 1.30' 
p.m., the large-scale arson and rioting 
started. What were the police officials- 
doing for 3 1 /a hours? This is the- 
question. Then, It also says: 

"A contributory cause of Sunday’s 
rioting was the generally lax police- 
supervision of bid characters who 
generally hold people to ransom. 
Only two days ago, six toughs. 
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roamed about freely with drawn 

knives in the evening...." 

This is what the papers say. 

Our charge on the Government and. 
the administration is that they have 
failed to take precautions and to keep 
these things under control. If a small 
band of people, however bad they 
may be, if they are able to hold to 
ransom the entire society, why there 
should be a civilised Government, a 
police administration worth the name. 
If a handful people could hold the 
entire society to ransom, it is not a 
.civilised administration worth its 
name. 

I need not brinjf to your notice the 
past experiences. The Hom e Ministry 
of all the Departments hold all the 
secrets and the intelligence. In 
December, 1972, an exhaustive note 
was prepared after much discussion 
inside the Home Ministry and it was 
reported to the press also. 5 It has been 
stated in that note that’ the Home 
Minisry, after detailed analysis of 
various communal riots that rocked 
the country at various places found 
that whenever the administration has 
been firm, the riots have either been 
averted or controlled effectively in a 
short time. They also found cut that, 
on the other hand, if the law and order 
machinery failed to anticipate the 
tension or could not act promptly, the 
results were disastrous. It was found 
that in almost all cases the unsocial 
elements exploited the situation and 
innocent people were the worst 
sufferers.” 

Therefore, it was nothing new. The 
Government knew the whole process 
very much. Why did they not act 
here in time, in the Sadar Bazaar 
area, even though the news came 
them that the trouble had started, 
that bad elements were roaming about 
with drawn knives. Why were these 
elements not rounded off? Why was 
no action taken by the police for 2} 
to 3 hours? Loot and arson, had 
started at 1.30. but the police reached 
there much later. Yesterday some¬ 
body told us—it is for him to verify 
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and if it is not correct, to repudiate 
that the police-went there at 4.00 p.m. 
And they say that the situation wor¬ 
sened after the police came. After 
4.00 p.m. when the police came to the • 
area, the situation worsened and loot 
and arson began it spread in larger 
numbers and to other areas. The- 
chief responsibility for this squarely 
lies at the doors of the police adminis¬ 
tration which failed in the duty that. 
they owe to the society, in their duty 
of protection of the minorities. 

In the National Integration council 
it was recommended that the authori¬ 
ties in charge of maintenance of law 
and order should be made personally 
responsible for preventing communal 
incidents. I want to know whether 
the Home Ministry would take action 
against those persons who were found, 
wanting, who were very complacent 
in spite of repeated warnings given, 
to them. Even now nobody is sure 
what was the starting point of the 
communal riots. It has been said in- 
some papers that there was a brawl 
in a sugarcane juice shop. Even that 
does not appear to be the real basis 
or the starting point. Because it is- 
reported in one of the papers that, 
“according to another version, two. 
members of the same community 
quarrelled at a fruit juice shop and 
this waS followed by a brawl during 
which the other communities got 
involved.” Therefore, the base seems 
to be very thin. But a huge, cruel: 
riot has rocked the Sadar Bazaar area, 
for which, I feel, the Government and 
the administration is squarely respon¬ 
sible. They have failed jn their ele¬ 
mentary duty of giving protection to- 
the minorities and keeping in control 
the bad characters. Even when the; 
brawl started and stone-throwing had 
been indulged in, they did not rush to 
the spot immediately to maintain law 
and order. On the other hand, when, 
they went, it seems the intensity of 
the riot increased and • it also spread' 
to other, areas. Therefore, It is the 
Home Ministry and the police adminis¬ 
tration that has miserably failed the- 
people of Delhi.-

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT 
(Kozhikode): Mr. Chairman, Sir, it is 
with a very heavy heart and with 
great pain and anguish that I stand 
up in this august House to take part 
in this debate about the unprecedented 
and pre-planned riots which have- 
rocked this capital city only the other 
day. 

Sir, I must tell this House very 
frankly that the riots that took place 
two days ago in the capital city were 
the biggest riots that this capital city 
has seen after the independence of 
this country. 

I must also tell you that the destruc¬ 
tion the' colossal destruction which has 
been caused by t these riots in the 
capital pity of Delhi has no parallel 
before as far as Delhi is concerned. 
Not only 10 to 20 people were dead,' 
not only property in the shape of 
houses, shopsT godown and factories 
worth crores of rupees has. been des¬ 
troyed, but also. thousands And thou¬ 
sands have been rendered homeless 
and penniless on'“the streets and thi* 
has been the magnitude of the sort of 
riots which rocked the capital city,., 
day before yerterday. Those friendi. 
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those colleagues, who have not visited 
that area, cannot understand the 
magnitude of the destruction which 
has been caused to persons and pro¬ 
perty in the capital city.

Even yesterday, when I had gone 
• over there with other leader of opposi¬ 
tion we saw the smoke coming Out 
from the debris. That me'ans the fire 
was still there. As far as death toll 
. is concerned, I would like to quote 
from the Patriot: 

“The death toll rose to 28 accord¬ 
ing to hostpital sources with the 
number of injured taken for medical 
attention increasing to 300. It was, 
however, learnt that 22 persons died 
in Irwin Hospital and six in the 
Wilhngdon Hospital. The figure for 
police -and other hospitals as also 
those believed dead under the falling 
debris could not be ascertained." 

Further it says: 

‘Till Monday evening, doctors in 
the Irwin Hospital hud attended 
about 200 cases. Ninety of them had 
bullet and pellet wounds and 10 
bore multiple stab injuries. The 
condition of 15 of them was said to 
be serious.” 

I 

. So. this was the magnitude of the riot 
that had taken place. Let me tell you 
very clearly that by this adjournment 
motion we do not intend to apportion 
blame here. We lust want the Gov¬ 
ernment of this country to understand 
and realise their responsibility. They 
must clearly understand that the Gov¬ 
ernment, the Administration and the 
Police had utterly failed to put down 
the riot and .bring the situation under 
control in time. This riot started at 
about 1-30 P.M. and it went on till 
midnight for about 12 hours. Till then 
the Government of this country was 
pot able to put down the riot with 
a firm hand. If arson, loot, fire and 
killing continued here for ' hours to¬ 
gether, what was the police, adminis¬ 
tration and Government doing I can- 
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not understand. It has been stated 
by my friends here that the Police 
came three hours after. That is, they 
came three hours after the riot started. 
They came at 3 or 4 o’clock. They were 
not able to control or handle the situa¬ 
tion. Therefore, the Border Security 
Force was called in. After being 
called, it took two hours for BSF to 
reach that is, they reached there 
6-30 P.M. The situation went on till 
midnight, Thi s was the position in 
that area. The riot spread to other 
areas like Bahadurgarh Road, Kasab- 
pura, Thana Road. 'Sarain Khaleel. 
The situation was under control, of 
course, at Kishanganj. 

What is the Intelligence worth? I ask 
riots cannot take place without pre¬ 
paration. It was on large-scale and 
preplanned. A largescale destruction 
had taken place. The Government 
must take the responsibility for all 
this. 1 just want to quote what the* 
Times of India says. It says: 

“There appears to have been a 
total collapse of intelligence and in¬ 
adequate appreciation of the situa¬ 
tion by the police if previous ex¬ 
perience is any guide, the simmer¬ 
ing discontent erupted on Sunday’s 
long hot afternoon with the heating 
providing the spark.” 

We have tie experience of the riots 
that took place in Ahmedabad; we have 
seen the riots in Bhiwandi; we have 
seen the riots in Jamshedpur. Every¬ 
where there was a colossal failure of 
the Government. The mischievous 
elements are trying to destroy all 
peace in this country. _Why is Gov¬ 
ernment allowing this to happen? Gov¬ 
ernment should realise their responsi¬ 
bility. We have brought forward the 
adjournment motion for this purpose 
only. The Government have got the 
police force; they have got military 
force. They should. act in time by 
usipg these forcPs so that the mis¬ 
chievous elements are put down with 
a heavy hand. If there are;militant 
forces, they must be : j^nashed,£o that 
the people can live in peace in this

country. 5 ’ 
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You all know that we are a weaker 
section of the society. Numerically 
we are weak, economically we are 
weak and whenever riots take place, 
it is we who suffer. You would nave 
.know the article written by Shri Inder 
Milhotra in the Illustrated Weekly o t 
India in which he said that whenever 
.riots take place in this country, out of 
ten people who are killed, nine of them 
belong to Muslim community. 

The tragedy if 10 people are arrested 
V of them belong to minority com¬ 
munity. We appeal for getting protec¬ 
tion and justice. My friend, Shri 
Shashi Bhushan said that minorities 
have complete protection. I differ with 
him. There is no security of honour, 
life and property of the minority com¬ 
munity. The Kishanganj area is com¬ 
pletely a minority community area. 
All the houses set on fire belong to 
minority community and then you say 
there is security for menorities in this 
country. Can anybody believe it? 
Can you throw dust in the eyes of 
the people and befool them? There¬ 
fore, let us act. It is our duly. 

Tl is said arms were found in the 
mosque. It is also said police do not 
enter the mosques. I can quote hun¬ 
dred and one instances where police 
ontered the mosques on fa'se charges 
and found nothing. Mosques are open 
for 24 hours. It is only Motherland 
and Pratap newspapers which choose 
to publish such type of news and no 
•other paper does it. 


Now, after these riots what happens? 
Arrests take place. I do not want to 
go into the details because there is 
tension in Jama Masjid and Billi- 
maran areas. When curfew was re¬ 
laxed this morning for a few hours 
in Sadat Bazar stabbing cases took 
place. One Maulana Abdul Hamid 
Hehman was pulled from the tonga 
and stabbed: So, the situation is . not 
under control,, Therefore, first and 
foremost task ’should be to establish 
perfect 1 cordiality.; ’ ? ' 


Then, what have you done to mis¬ 
chief makers? You do not give them 
examplary punishment. They must be 
metted out examplary punishment— 
whosoever he might be. People who 
kill and loot have no religion. There¬ 
fore, they must be met with examplary 
punishment. Again, the victims of 
riots must be fully compensated. Only 
houses belonging to minority com¬ 
munity were destroyed and set on 
fire Where the building belonged to 
majority community the cars were 
brought out from the garrage and set 
on fire on the road. 


Lastly, during these riots what hap¬ 
pens is women and children shriek and 
cry for protection and help. The wo¬ 
men with their youn babies undergo 
the agony of hunger. There is no 
water in the pipes and there is com¬ 
plete darkness. They have no drop of 
nylk or loaf of bread. If we want to 
go there for relief works no passes are 
issued. Since Sunday morning the 
riots started but till yesterday even¬ 
ing nothing was given to the victims 
particularly women and children. If 
the Government cannot take the res¬ 
ponsibility of feeding women and 
children of the locality where riots 
take place then they must allow social 
workers to, go there and provide help. 
This is what should have happened. 1 
myself along with other Leaders of 
the Opposition wanted to go even in 
the forenoon of yesterday, but we were 
not allowed to go. It was only in the 
afternoon that we were allowed to 8° 
As far as* Government’s giving protec¬ 
tion to the people who are suffering 
is concerned, I myself had aproached 
the Home Minister and told him to 
call the military at 4.30 p.m. I bad 
met also the Wime Minister and told 
her that the military should be called. 

I was told that it wa? coming. But the 
Milithary did not come at all. 1 am 
told that it hid been alerted and it 
was standing by* . But. what I would 
say is that if the police is not able to 
control' the situation, the military 
should be tilled at ftU v costs.' ’ 
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Therefore, we must see that every¬ 
body should have protection In this 
country. There should be complete 
cordiality. We desire that all should 
live happily in a peaceful manner with 
complete amity and cordiality. I would 
only say one word more finally, before 
I conclude:

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MlSHRA 
(Begusarai): Mr. Chairman, Sir, the 
first question to which I would like 
to address myself is whether we were 
wrong in bringing forward this Ad¬ 
journment Motion. My mind is dear 
that we were net. I think we would be 
doing less than our duty if we did not 
invite tile attention of the House to 
the colossal failure of the administra-

tion is saving the lives and property 
of the people. 

It has been said that it is one of the 
blackest scars probably the blackest 
scar on the face of Delhi. As a Mem¬ 
ber of the Opposition. I would say 
that it is the blackest scar on the face 
of the Central Government . but at the 
same ime as an Indian, I have no hesi¬ 
tation in saying that it is the blackest 
scar o the face of all of us. 

When we visited some of the areas 
we found that almost a mini earth¬ 
quake had rocked them. I am parti¬ 
cularly referring to the Kishanganj 
and Sadar Bazar areas. I worked as 
a volunteer during the 1946 riots. 
Though at the time I might not have 
been very well known vet I had the 
great privilege of working in the great 
company of Dr. Rajendra Prasad and 
also Khan Abdul Ghatfar Khan who 
happened to work in the riot-affected 
areas of Bihar. The kind of scenes 
which I saw yesterday reminded me of 
those horrifyin orgies which were per¬ 
petrated during 1946. 

Now,, I am also conscious of the fact, 
Mr. Chairman, that to take part in this 
debate is, in all conscience, like walk¬ 
ing on a sword’s edge, as they say in 
Sanskrit. The situation is not fully 
defused yet. There is still a precari¬ 
ously unstable equilibrium and w* 
have got the disturbing news that the 
virus has a tendency of spreading, i 
hope it is wrong. However, one has to 
say certain things so so that it is nip¬ 
ped in the bud. I know where, plainly, 
my duty lies. If we canot save any 
life it is clear that we should say or do 
nothing which would endanger anylife. 
So, our concern would be, and parti¬ 
cularly, so far as I am concerned, 
my concern would be to sav nothing 
which will exacerabte the feelings or 
further add to the tension although I 
must tell this House that I came to 
form a dear impression, in the midest 
of the wreckaes in which I found my¬ 
self yesterday, what kind of devas¬ 
tations had ben brought about what 
kind of orgies have been perpetrated. 
But, I would not like to go into the 
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arithmetic of the losses suffered by the 
various sections of the community at 
this point of time. That would not 
help matters. But, those of us, who 
have worked for quite some time now, 
in causes like this, feel sometimes 
frustrated that the policy of the coun¬ 
try is irrelevant both from the point of 
view of material development and 
spiritual development of the country. 
What has to be done about it, is the 
basic question to which this House has 
to address itself. But, I would not 
like to go into that matter just now. 
The time does not permit me to do 
that. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, no one in this 
House, I am quite sure, would wield 
even a knife in dealing with a political 
opponent. Yet, this House is to 
answer a question, why is it not able 
to radiate a moral influence which will 
prevent incidents of this kind? All of 
us, I can say without any fear of con¬ 
tradiction, would not do anything of 
that kind. It appears to me, therefore 
that neither this Government is able 
to wield any moral authority nor is 
this House able to radiate the neces¬ 
sary moral influence to prevent hap¬ 
penings of this kind. Otherwise, how 
do you explain that only within a 
walking distance of this great institu¬ 
tion, within a walking distance of the 
headquarters of the Central Govern¬ 
ment, such orgies had been perpetrat¬ 
ed and these institutions have had 
absolutely no deterring influence on 
the incidents which took place day 
before yesterday. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): You 
identify the sections on which we 
should exercise the moral influence, 

SHRI SHYAMNANDANfrMISHRA: 
On the general atmosphere in the 
country. I have told you. 

Now, Sir, a few things are clearly 
established. There was a complete 
failure of the intelligence system of 
the Government, What is this in¬ 
telligence system for? Is it meant for 
spying on the Members of Parliament? 
.Is it only meant for tapping the tele- 
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phone systems? Again, what are these 
policemen for? Are they meant for 
protecting the hoards of the ruling 
party who carry out raid on 7, 
Jantar Man tar? I have seen in the 
past that the Police had behaved as 
shameless domestic servants of the 
establishment. This fact would be 
borne out by many people in this city 
who had seen certain things. 0 

Then, Sir, it is also clear that 
no prompt and adequate measures to 
meet the situation had been taken. 
Who will answer for this? There must 
be some person who owns the oral 
responsibility for this and makes a 
bow. If I beseech the Home Minister 
to da so, I am not motivated by 
malice. We are only trying to do good 
to him; we are not trying to do any¬ 
thing which would harm him. He 
would not be having a big bungalow 
to live in, he would not have many 
facilities which he now enjoys, but he 
would be rising in the eyes of the 
people if he resigns on this issue. Many 
of us do not happen to be in power, 
but we value the glow of moral power 
much more than the artificial shine 
of the crowns 011 the other side. ' 

We would like, every one to realise 
this and have inspiration and.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He should con¬ 
clude now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Sir, I will take' a few more minutes. 
This is a very important subject How 
can I finish my observations within a 
few minutes? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: My problem is 
that we have to finish this by 6-30 p.m. 
because only 2 } hours have been al¬ 
lotted. The Minister has to be called 
and Shri Vajpayee Ear W reply. So, 
would the House like to extend the 
■ time by, say, half an hour? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
The Minister will have to speak imd 
I will have to reply. So, more time Is 
required. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; There are two 
more speakers from the Government 
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side and two from the opposition, 
apart from the Minister and Shri Vaj¬ 
payee. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENT¬ 
ARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): It may be extended by 
one hour. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; All right, it is ex¬ 
tended by one hour: 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Let me make my points clear, even 
though l know what .1 am going to 
say would be just like throwing water 
on a duck’s back so far as the hon. 
Members on the other side are con¬ 
cerned. 

My submission is tliat had sufficient 
force been summoned, including the 
army, in .time the situation would not 
have aggravated that badly. I ain 
really surprised to find that although 
an appeal was made by an hon. Mem¬ 
ber of this House that the situation- 
was grave that the army^had to be 
summoned, it was not done. 

Then, it beats me "completely why 
the Government did not care to send 
any relief till yesterday evening. Not 
a loaf of bread was sent. Did the 
Government think that this House 
would refuse the necessary supplies 
to them if they gave relief to the 
people there? That also was not done. 

Then, what is mbst reprehensible is 
the fact that the Government, the rul¬ 
ing party, has tried to exploit the 
situation for its own political advant¬ 
age. Otherwise how do you explain 
that the hon. Member, Shrimati 
Subhadra Joshi, was allowed to go 
round and we were prevented from 
doing so in the first instance; and it 
was only on second thoughts that 
many of the leaders of the opposition 
were allowed to go into that area? I 
have also seen jeeps laden with breads 
and other food materials brought by 
the ruling party to be distributed, but 
for the supplies that some of the hon. 
Members from this side had carried, 
there was hesitation In the eyes of the 
officers in charge in taking hold of. 
them. 


Why is there so much of violence in 
the country at the moment? -The 
reasons are obvious. The high prices 
are violence; serious unemployment is 
violence, added to that, increasing dis¬ 
parity is violence. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Communal 
violence. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Yes, I am coming to that. You have 
brought about a situation where all 
these things are in existence. 

But, more than all these, the main 
reason is that you have neglected the 
fundamental development of the coun¬ 
try, that is. the development of 
character of the people of the country. 
The movement for independence suc¬ 
ceeded, because it was built on the for¬ 
mation of character of the people 
What is the position now? Whatever 
character formation had taken place 
in the past had been undone during 
the recent years. That is one of the 
reasons that you find the spread of 
violence. 

Shall I draw the attention cf this 
honourable House to a report that has 
appeared in one of the national dai¬ 
lies? Probably, it is the Indian Ex¬ 
press which says that many of these 
incidents can be traced to the influ¬ 
ence of liquor. This is one of the 
great achievements of the ruling parly 
that it hast completely scrapped prohi¬ 
bition. During the course of last few 
years, the consumption of liquor has 
doubled and trebled in the city of 
Delhi. If my hon. friend, Mr. Salve 
wants to know, it is this kind of thing, 
the spread of liquor and the like which 
brings aboyt many unfortunate deve¬ 
lopments. 

My demand is that certain imme¬ 
diate steps must be taken. Firstly, as 
has been rightly stressed by many hon. 
Members, the Appointment of a judi¬ 
cial commission has to be announced 
forthwith. But this judicial commis¬ 
sion, 1 must say, must be a judicial 
commission with a difference. We have 
appointed so many Judicial commis¬ 
sions, but with what result? They 
have yielded little result. So this judi¬ 
cial commission must be told, to And 
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out what recommendations of the pre¬ 
vious Commissions were not acted up¬ 
on and, therefore in consequence, such 
incidents are taking place. That, I 
have no, doubt will clearly forest the 
responsibility on the head of the Gov¬ 
ernment and on the administration. I 
think, I am quite clear that this also 
must be one of th e terms of reference 
of the judicial commission. 

Secondly, we must try to see that 
adequate relief is reached to the peo¬ 
ple. We must enable the students to 
take part in their examination. Many 
students from the minority communi¬ 
ty, we are told, want to be enabled to 
take their examinations. That en¬ 
couraged me very much that in the 
midst of the worst happenings that 
had been enacted there, these boys do 
not forget their real works—their stu¬ 
dies and their examinations. The Gov¬ 
ernment must do something about it. 

I would also like to submit that the 
• Government must take the problem of 
national integration a little more 
seriously than they have been doing 
so far. To the Government, the Na¬ 
tional Integration Council is nothing 
more than a needless encumbrance. If 
they want to completely bum the 
Council, let them do that. For all 
practical purposes, they have already 
done that. 

We are trying to build an economy 
without building the foundation of 
the nation itself. That is the tragedy. 

Here are a few suggestion’s of mine, 
in this connection. A pledge for na¬ 
tional integration must be taken col¬ 
lectively, every day, in every Institu¬ 
tion, including the Parliament of In¬ 
dia. Why should it not be so? You 
might say that in would be only dra¬ 
matising the whole thing. But drama 
and emotions have not certain 
place in life. This will remind us of 
thiB great duty. Before the commence¬ 
ment of work. If in every educational 
institution, the pledge of national in¬ 
tegration is taken by boys and girls 
and also in legislatures by their Mem- 
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bers, I think, it will be conductive to 
an atmosphere of national integra¬ 
tion. 

The daily programme of radio, tele¬ 
vision and cinema should also begin 
with a reminder of the pledge. Why 
should we not, right from the mcning, 
be reminded of this pledge? 

Due recognition should be given for 
services in the course of national in¬ 
tegration. We have not heard yet that 
any person had been conferred the 
highest decoration of the land for his 
excellent work for national- integra¬ 
tion. For certain aspects of national 
development, it has. of course, been 
done. * 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR1 VAJPAYEE: 
They will award it Mrs. Subhadra 
Joshi. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: You spell 
out the meaning of national Integra¬ 
tion to Mr. Vajpayee. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
We must also be assured if the Gov¬ 
ernment means seriously by the 
National Integration Council, that this 
Council will meet regularly at an in¬ 
terval of three months. There must 
not be any let up in that. 

Again, the question of social har- 
money should be discussed in every 
Block meeting. Why have you got 
these institutions at the Block level? 
Do you think that the process of na¬ 
tional integration is that simple that 
you can talk once in a while in this 
House and it will come about? So, 
in every Block Development Com¬ 
mittee and in every city with large 
congregations of people, there must be 
social harmoney committee—indeed, in 
every walk of life. If you are able to do 
that, then I think we would be doing 
something in the direction in which 
we all want the country to go. There¬ 
fore, my humble submission is that, if 
the Government is not able to assure 
us with some concrete and fresh ap¬ 
proach with regard to this matter, we 
would not feel satisfied orhappy and 
we would say that this incident of the 
most shameless kind has been lost 
upon the Government.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): I 
have not given an Adjournment 
Motion, but I thought it would be pro¬ 
per to support it, because it is better 
that we should discuss this ugly inci¬ 
dent freely, frankly and openly, ins¬ 
tead of taking an attitude of hush-hush 
Let the- people of the country know, 
let the world know, let our neighbour^ 
know that we are all united in this 
House, the people of India are united 
in condemning the ugly incident and 
also the motive behind it. I express 
my regret and shame for what hap¬ 
pened to these persons and I request 
that adequate. compensation should be 
given to these sufferers. At the same 
time I am with the others who have 
demanded a probe. I hav©, a sort of 
feglipg—after going through the facts 
ot the case-^whether there is some 
( sort of a conspirational plot behind 
this ) sudden and ugly oonimunal . 
incident, Is there any intriguing hand 
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behind this? The reason is this; the 
ground why i have come to entertain 
this sort of suspicion is this. Let us 
look into the causes which have been 
attributed .to this sort of a communal 
flare-up. It has been stated that there 
was some altercation between two 
young boys before a sugarcane stall. 
Some others said that this was due to 
assault and clashes between two sets 
of gamblers. Some others said that • 
this was due to some contests between 
a shop-keeper and a customer, Others 
said that there was a cinema house 
and there was some trouble over there. 

It appeared to me that such silly 
things cannot flare up into a commu¬ 
nal incident all of a sudden nuless 
there are some people there to start it. 
Immediately it came to my mid—this 
suspicion came to my mind—how and 
from where such an incident could 
take place all of a sudden. There 
must be some other reason behind all 
this. This is one aspect. 

There is another reason for this 
incident. This is a sensitive area. 
There had been a riot a year before- 
There must be a chart—crime chart 
at the police station. Why did they 
not act? I do not want to quote but 
it has been reported in every paper 
hat the police who were there were 
hesitating to take the necessary steps. 
Shri Rajgopal went there. It was 
only then that the police took some 
active steps. What are the reasons for 
this? There Is another mysterious re¬ 
port that appeared in the press. What 
was the report? Some press report—I 
do not know whether it is from the 
National^ Herald Press or some other 
paper—was there that about eight 
people were killed; Patriot sa»d that 
28 people were killed.’ Each and every 
paper reported differently. Is It due 
to police firing that they were killed 
or due tq firing by shipers? There Is 
,a> report - in almost all the papares 
that there were sniper fires and most 
of the injuries and deaths were as a 
result, of the fire of these snipers. 
What did the police do? I do not know 
whether it was a fact but a report has 
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been given to me that moat of the kil¬ 
lings were due to the snipers from the 
house-top. Who was that person res¬ 
ponsible for this? It has been stated 
that he is a retired police officer who 
did this. Is it a fact? This has to be 
probed into. Why did I use the word 
‘Conspiratorial plot’? Because, I have 
developed a suspicion—maybe, there 
is overzealous enthusiasm—because 
there is overzealous enthusiasm tc 
scuttle even the railway strike by 
someone? It is they who have been 
trying to mislead the people. 

I know how the people are going on 
in different parts of the country—I 
mean the railway offices—threatening 
to scuttle the railway strike. It is 
they who create the misunderstanding 
in-the minds of the people. It is these 
people, in their overzealous attitude, 
who try to take steps to create confu¬ 
sion in the minds of the people. Is is 
imaginative? I say that it is the re¬ 
tired police officer who fired from the 
top of a house. Why cannot he he ar¬ 
rested? He should have been arrested? 

I want to disabuse my mind from this 
suspicion. That is the reason I have 
raised certain postulates. I have not 
come to the conclusion. 

I am worried for another reason. 
When we have good relations with 
Bangladesh, Tehran, Afghanistan and 
trying to ease our relations with Pakis¬ 
tan the world should not get any im¬ 
pression of violence on account of com- 
munalism existing in our country. 
This monster of communalism must 
be rooted out. 

There are reports in the Press saying 
that there will not be any Magisterial 
or Judicial probe. Why should such 
reports appear in the Press? It creates 
suspicion in the minds. I do not want 
a Magisterial or a Judicial inquiry. I 
want a committee of the Members of 
Parliament to be set-up 1 Immediately. 
I want it for-two reasons. First, to 
extend relief and to create a sense of 
confidence amongst sufferers. This 
committee should visit the area imme¬ 
diately and create a sense of faith and 
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confidence. Second, this Committee 
with a sense of seriousness and urgen¬ 
cy should probe whether this is a 
plot and conspiracy of certain mischief 
mongers and over-enthusiastic people 
or is it a spontaneous fiare up. It 
not give me an impression of spont¬ 
aneous flare up. There seems to be 
some conspiracy behind it and maybe 
a political conspiracy to divert the 
attention of the people. 

Lastly, I want to address the Prime 
Minister. She is th© President of the 
National Integration Committee. Let 
us look at ourselves. There is still 
that lingering poison in our body- 
politic. It is the political parties 
who are responsible for all 
this. The hearts of the people are 
clean. The peasants sleep together; 
the workers sleep together but we 
shed our crocodile tears before elec¬ 
tions. We beg of the minorities for 
their votes but we have never made 
any positive efforts whatsoever for 
harmonious nationalism. I request 
the Prime Minister—if they really 
mean business—to see to it that the 
community is completely free from the 
virus of communalism and also the 
task before the National Integration 
Committee be taken up seriously and 
sincerely so that the concept of har¬ 
mony be developed in our country.

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
(Callcutta-South): Sir, almost all the 
speakers from the Opposition and from 
our Party have expressed their senti¬ 
ments and condemned the situation 
which happened on the 5th. It would 
have bee n better if Mr. Vajpayee and 
other Members from the Opposition 
had expressed that their main inten¬ 
tion was to draw the attention of the 
Government than to create a situation 
and atmosphere which may further 
precipitate the tense atmosphere. It 
would have been better If all political 
parties In the Parliament-had expres¬ 
sed their dissatisfaction over the 
situation wliich took place on .the 5th 
and condemned aU those forces which 
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were responsible for this incident and 
expressed their united sentiments for 
the people who still love this country 
than to see whether Administration is 
wrong or whether the police force is 
.sufficient or not. But unfortunately, 
the basic intention of some of the poli¬ 
tical parties today in bringing forward 
this adjournment motion is not to ease 
the situation but to malign the Gov¬ 
ernment and to create an impression 
or a situation that Government is not 
at all looking after the interests and 
rights of the minorities in this count¬ 
ry. As you know, and even the ene¬ 
mies of the Congress Party will agree, 
that the record and the history of the 
Congress Party ynll show that the 
basic character of the Congress Party 
has been that it has stood all along for 
secularism. It may be that the Cong¬ 
ress has not had the strength enough 
to fight in the economic struggle; it 
may be that it did not have strength 
enough to create a situation where 
even the poorer people ^an get food. 
But no one can deny the fact that the 
Congress is the only party in India 
which from the freedom movement up 
to this day has stood united at least 
for one cause, and that is the cause 
of secularism. The basic foundation 
of our party is the spirit of secularism 
which we had inherited from the 
leadership of Mahatma Gandhi. 

Unfortunately, I could not follow 
what Prof. Samar 'Guha was wanting 
to explain when he said that he did 
not even believe in secularism, but he 
wanted some synthetic nationalism. 
I do not know what synthetic nation¬ 
alism is. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I wanted it 
to develop into a positive concept, 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI: 
Unfortunately, the great patriot Neta- 
ji Subhas Chandra Bose, for whom 
Prof. Guha has a tremendous regard, 
is not with us today; if he would have 
been with cat, he would have explained 
’ the concept of secularism better and 
he would have said that secularism 
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was the real concept and synthetic 
nationalism had no meaning. 

Charges have been made by the 
Members of the Opposition, almost by 
all the Members of the Opposition, 
against the Congress Party and the 
Government, that we had simply al¬ 
lowed the situation to continue, as a 
result of which some people had un¬ 
fortunately lost their lives. It may 
be a fact that due to various reasons, 
either due to their delayed arrival 
there o r due to various other reasons 
the police arrived there late or they 
arrived in time but could not take 
tion to bring the situation within con¬ 
trol. But is it not a fact that every 
time when we accuse the police forces 
in this country for all the incidents 
which have taken place, at least some 
responsible officers have proved their 
loyalty not to the Congress Party and 
the Government but to the Constitu¬ 
tion and to the people of this country, 
even risking their lives in order to 
control the situation? We have wit¬ 
nessed this on many occasions. I 
would, therefore, say that there are 
patriots in the police forces and there 
are patriots in the administration who 
do feel that if things continue like 
this, their children would also suffer 
in course of time. So, I would sub¬ 
mit that it is not always wise to 
accuse the police forces or to accuse 
the Government and say that they are 
hopeless and helpless as if only the 
Members of Parliament and the poli¬ 
tical parties are the only forces which 
can control the situation and restore 
normalcy. 

Charges have been made against 
our party to the effect that the Cong¬ 
ress MPs went there with political pat¬ 
ronage, having been blessed by Gov¬ 
ernment, whereas the Opposition Mem¬ 
bers could not there. I deny this 
charge. Neither Mr. H. K. l. Bhagat 
nor the other Congress MPs who went 
there even telephoned to Mr. Uma 
Shankar Dikshit or even the police 
officers asking for protection, but they 
went on their own taking all the risk.

[Shri Priya Raj an Das Munsi] 
sition first contacted the Lt. Governor, 
and then they contacted the Home 
Minister not with a view to go there 
and create a situation conducive to the 
restoration of peace, but first to be 
safeguarded with police protection for 
themselves and then to go and witness 
the situation. This is the fact. This 
was what they did. But the Mem¬ 
bers of the Congress Party did not do 
so. ( Interruptions ). They went on 

their own. Mr. Bhagat went on his 
own f Even in the Shahdara incidents 
I know that he did the same thing; 
risking hiS life, he went there on his 
own. (Interruptions) Let not my hon. 
friends interrupt. I know what se¬ 
curity they require. So, why should 
they shout and* interrupt? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He did not name 
any Opposition Member or party. So, 
why should the hon. Member or a 
particular section of hon. Members 
from the Opposition get provoked? 

SHRI PRIYA RAN JAN DAS MUNSI: 
Another charge that has been made is 
that enthusiastic sections of the Gov¬ 
ernment side or of the Congress Party 
were amongst the people who went to 
resist the strike or who went to see 
the failure of the strike and they were 
the partners in the game, as Prof. 
Samar Guha had explained in his 
speech. 

Sir, I would like to put it in another 
way. Perhaps this is one plot that the 
gangsters have understood, namely, 
when the 'Government and its entire 
machinery and the responsible pat¬ 
riotic forces are doing their best to 
avert the threatened railway strike, 
when their entire attention is engaged 
there, then the gangsters have chosen 
the right and opportune moment to 
create a further massacre in the capi¬ 
tal to divert the entire attention of 
the Government, so that there might 
be perhaps another situation created. 

Sir,- we have been witnessing during 
the last three months speeches and 
incidents directing the target, Delhi 
c halo, to create a situation in Delhi as 
was seen in Gujarat and Bihar, and 
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experiments have been made on 
various . occasions but they have all 
failed. Perhaps the incident in Sadair 
Bazar and Azad Market is not an 
accident. But I do feel that it has 
failed, and I feel that it might be a 
planned, organised effort to create a 
situation not only in Delhi but all 
over India to create a situation in the 
economic development of the country. 

Sir, this is a strike call given by a 
particular party or certain political 
parties, I do not know. If those poli¬ 
tical parties are sincerely demanding 
peace at the moment with the co¬ 
operation of the Government and ah 
the political forces, is it proper at the 
moment to call a bandh to excite or 
incite violence, especially those gangs¬ 
ters who have been waiting till now 
for further opportunities to create 
disorder and disaster in this capital? 
Is it fit enough at the moment? Whe¬ 
ther a Hindu dies or a Muslim dies, 
everybody has sympathy for all the 
poor people, and I do feel that the 
compensation that the Government 
would like to give is not sufficient in 
the shape of money 1 . The real com¬ 
pensation for the loss would be the 
guarantee of the political parties that 
united we shall resist all the hooliga¬ 
nism, united we shall oppose it and 
united we shall condemn this sort of 
activities in our country. That will be 
the real compensation for those fami¬ 
lies. 

My last appeal to you is this. Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu said many things and 
charged us with many things. I do 
not wish to repeat them because on 
most of the occasions I ignore his 
argument. They are not practical, 
and nobody cares. But I would like 
to refer to only one point. He 6aid 
that the riot took place under the 
leadership of Mrs. Indira -Gandhi and 
the Congress Party. He said that the 
Government have f$llfcd everywhere 
and that the 'Home " Minister: should 
resign. I would Bke - to remind him 
and his party—at least the‘tSbmmunist 
Party of India will a#tfe with'trie 
that it was his party, at ! the time of 
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tile rule of the United Front Govern¬ 
ment In West Bengal in 1969, when the 
non-Bengali speaking Muslims and the 
Hindustanis stood firmly by the Cong¬ 
ress in a pocket ol the Hooghly dis¬ 
trict, namely, Telenapara, when the 
others indulged in massacre. ( Inter¬ 
ruptions ) 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: Shame, 
shame. 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA (Cachar): It 
is absolutely wrong. ( Interruptions). 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI: 
Please stop. You are just a new en¬ 
trant. You were not a member of the 
party then. ( Interruptions ). At that 
time, we requested and we demanded 
the Home Minister there, Shri Jyoti 
Basu, and all the political parties, to 
restore peace, law and order. If I am 
wrong, it may be verified from the 
records of the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment. It was happening in Kerala. I 
am told. But Shri Vayalar Ravi knows 
it better. So, Sir. it is not wise to say 
that the Government intentionally al¬ 
lowed the situation to grow like that. 
But one thing is very clear. I would 
appeal to the Home Minister and the 
‘Government and to our reverted 
leader, the Prime Minister also, that in 
this situation, at the moment, there is 
a threat to the Government and the 
patriotic forces: either you compro¬ 
mise or we will create trouble. I say 
that it is better to fight and not to 
compromise. Either we fight for pro¬ 
gress and succeed or we do not. There 
is no. midway. There is no question of 
compromise.

By calling 
for direct action, are they deliberately 
creating a situation whereby an inci¬ 
dent as in Sadar Bazar took place with 
the .help of the gangsters? If that is 
so, I would finally appeal to the Gov¬ 
ernment that they should stand firm 
and be bold .enough to deal with the 


situation. If the gangsters are going 
to kill, we are ready to die, but no 
compromise in this hour of crisis. 
This is one thing on which I would 
appeal to you. Sir, my last submis¬ 
sion is this. The licences for arms 
are huge in number in Northern India. 
I am told that the Punjab Police and 
the Delhi Police make some relaxation 
in regard to issue of arms licences. 
When I compare the licensing proce¬ 
dure that is obtaining'in Calcutta with 
that of other places like Delhi,' I find 
that there is a tremendous disparity 
I do not know how they gdf it.' I 
would request the Home Minister to 
clarify the position. There should be 
a uniform pattern all over India in 
regard to the issue of arms licences. 

Telescopic rifles are being found in 
Delhi and other places. What hap¬ 
pened in Sadar Bazar? I am not say¬ 
ing that some people took part and 
took the initiative, but, I believe and 
I apprehend that it was a planned 
game. Every such incident, whether 
it is communal or any other incident, 
is started with professional goondas- 
They are hired and they are paid for 
it. I am sorry to submit before the 
hon. Home Minister that in Delhi, 
during the last one year, activities of 
the anti social elements have been on 
the increase. I think Members of the 
Opposition as well as the ruling party 
would agree with me that in the pic¬ 
ture houses, in night shows, even in 
Connaught Place, responsible family 
people, unless they are accompanied 
by four or five family members, dare 
go and enjoy the films. I have perso¬ 
nal experience about this. Goondas 
completely drunk with dagger, some¬ 
times with gun, use filthy language 
times hold out threats. If a single girtl, 
goes to see a film or goes for shopping, 
there is no*' guarantee that she will 
come back home safe. It is not that 
Government has failed. But, perhaps, 
the anti social dements have gained 
upper hand in Delhi and other places 
because of many reasons, either they 
are planted by political parffes or 
they are being hired by some foreign 
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agents. I am not quite sure. But, it 
is a tact that last year, one girl was 
raped in the Delhi University campus 
and there were several incidents of 
looting. The anti social elements have 
got monopoly right in Delhi streets in 
the nights. Whatever they want, they 
can do. It is a fact. Taxiwalas do 
not want to take passengers to. the 
remote places of Delhi after 9 P.M. 
This is happpening. My submission 
to the Home Minister is, all the anti¬ 
social elements whether they come 
from Punjab or Delhi or any ether 
part of India, and who afre staying at 
Delhi, irrespective of their caste, creed 
and religion, should be detained under 
MISA until the law and order situation 
improves and incidents of the nature 
of Sadar Bazar do not recur. I 
appeal to the Members of the Opposi¬ 
tion, forgetting the adjournment 
motion, forgetting who is right and 
who is wrong, let us unanimously re¬ 
solve that Parliament is against those 
forces which an engaged in communal 
activities. Let Sadar Bazar be the 
last incident and we should be united 
to face the situation if it happens to¬ 
morrow.

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHIT): I propose to take this 
occasion as seriously as is humanly 
possible for me, a Minister responsi¬ 
ble to Parliament and to the people 
of India. I shall deal with some of 
the criticisms at the end, but, before 
that I would like to give a brief 
connected account of the events 

which will give information in reply 
to many of the questions which have 
been raised here. 

I agree with all the Members of 
the House who have expressed their 
anguish over what happened day be¬ 
fore yesterday and I join them in 
expressing my very deep grief over 
what happened despite the best 
efforts that were made. 

On the 5th afternoon, violence and 
arson occurred on a large scale in 
certain parts of Sadar Bazar Police 
Station area resulting in a number 
of casualties, destruction of valuable 
property and widespread panic.* Ac¬ 
cording to information so far avail¬ 
able, it appears that at about 1.30 in 
the afternoon, information was re¬ 
ceived in the Sadar Bazar Police 
Station that rioting was taking place 
in Kishanganj Chowk and the Azad 
Market area within the jurisdiction 
of the Sadar Bazar Police Statical 
and the Sub-Divisional Officer and 
the Station-House Officer of the Sadar 
Bazar Police Station immediately 
reached the scene of trouble within 
i few minutes. 

Finding the situation serious they 
called for reinforcements and also 
iltered the higher officers. Between 
1-45 p>M. and 2 P.M., the Additional 


District Magistrate and the Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, North District,, also 
reached the Kishenganj Chowk-Azad 
Market area. The A.D.M. found it 
necessary to order the police to open 
fire to disperse the mobs indulging 
in arson and violence. The I.G.P., 
the District Magistrate and the D.I.G. 
had all reached the scene of trouble 
soon thereafter. There were nume¬ 
rous instance of violence, including 
resort to use of private fire-arms, 
brick-battings,, throwing of soda- 
water bottles etc. and arson in the 
Kishenganj Chowk—Azad Market 
area until about 3-30 p.m. when 
the situation started coming under 
control. Such incidence, however, 
spread to Bahadurgarh Road area and 
the situation in that locality came 
under control by about 4 P.M. 

These disturbances spread to Sadar 
Thana Road area which came under 
control by about 5 p.m. Stone throw¬ 
ing and arson started occurring in 
the Kasabpura Motia Khan area from 
about 6 p.m. The mobs were dis¬ 
persed and the situation was brought 
under control in this area by about 
7 p.m. The entire disturbances came 
under full control by about 8 p.m. 
when curfew was announced and 
effectively enforced soon thereafter. 
The fires had also been brought 
under control by 8 p.m. though 
fire-fighting operations. continued till 
late at night.. 

During this period, all locally 
available resources were mobilised 
by the Delhi Administration to con¬ 
trol the situation and for preventing 
it from escalation. The I.G.P., Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate and . other senior 
officers were personally directing the 
measures to control the situation- 
About eight companies of CRP and 
Delhi Armed Police were pressed 
into service in this area and were 
subsequently reinforced by another 
eighf companies of the BSIVfor inten¬ 
sive patrolling and vigilance lift the 
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affected areas as well as other sen¬ 
sitive parts of the city. About two 
dozens of fire tenders were pressed 
into operation to put out fires caused 
by person. It is a matter of pro¬ 
found .sorrow to all of us that ten 
valuable lives were lost in the course 
of the disturbances and about 131 
persons were- known to have received 
injuries. Fifteen Policemen includ¬ 
ing the IGP, the DIG and ten Fire¬ 
men also received injuries. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: What is the 
condition of the DIG, Mr. Marwah in 
the hospital? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 

I visited him in the morning. He 
has received five pellets, three at the ' 
back on his head and two when he 
turned right on the sides. The pel¬ 
lets have not been removed and the 
authorities at the Wellin'gdon Hospi¬ 
tal will decide when to .remove the 
pellets. But he is out of danger 
though he would have to remain in 
the hospital for a few days. 

About 60 of the injured persons are 
still receiving treatment. As I said, 
Sir, the doctors have given us their 
assurance that all the cases are out 
of danger. 

Investigations are in progress to 
ascertain the cause of the disturban¬ 
ces. Three criminal cases have been 
registered and 66 persons including 
some apprehended on the scene of 
occurrence have been arrested. More 
arrests are expected in the course of 
the specific investigations. An as¬ 
sessment is being made of the damage 
caused to property. 

Sir, in this connection I wish to 
announce on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment, that we have decided to insti¬ 
tute a fact-finding inquiry of a 
comprehensive character at as high 
a level as possible. We have not 
decided whether ft should be a judi¬ 


cial inquiry but it has to be a high- 
level inquiry, not a magisterial in¬ 
quiry. And the idea is that as soon 
as possible the real facts should be 
unearthed so that the Government 
would be enabled to take effective 
and proper action. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: It should 
be a Committee of Members of Par¬ 
liament. 

. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
It should not be like other commis¬ 
sions which have not yielded any 
results.... 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
Result is another matter....So far as 
the present case is concerned, first, 
the facts have to be ascertained and 
made available to Government fur¬ 
ther action. Thereafter will have to 
be taken. At that time the question 
can be considered. • The malady is 
very deep-rooted and merely by the 
result of the recommendations of one 
Commission you cannot remove it. 

As many hon. Members have point¬ 
ed out, it is a very complicated prob¬ 
lem and it is a deep-rooted malady. 
We have inherited it from olden 
times. It is a kind of a poison which 
entered inta the body-politic of India 
more than fifty or hundred years 
ago. 

During the foreign regime, we had 
been endeavouring consistently not 
only since the Congress came into 
existence but even after Gandhiji 
gave his life, all the time, to estab¬ 
lish secularism in this country. 

The Prime Minister as well as my¬ 
self had been kieping in touch with 
the situation continuously from the 
afternoon of the 5th. We also visited 
the area of these occurrences on the 
5th evening and my colleague, Shri 
R. N. Mirdha, Minister in the Minis¬ 
try of Home Affairs, went round the 
area yesterday. A11 the concerned 
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officers of the Delhi Administration 
are doing all that is possible to 
restore the sense of security and 
renove unnecessary panic. They 
have been given special instructions 
firstly to find out the material facts 
so that the terms of reference can 
be quickly drafted regarding the 
constitution of an inquiry committee 
and a one-man Committee can be 
appointed without delay.

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Will that Committee's Report be pub¬ 
lished at all? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
It will be published. Also I want 
to say one thing. About the origin, 

I cannot really vouchsafe completely 
for the correctness of the information. 

I have received. Upto now, from 
whatever information has come to 
us, I would say that one proprietor of 
a typing institute at Chowk Kishan- 
ganj had quarrelled with three boys 
on the 5th May at about 1 p.m. in 
Mohalla Sheez Mahal. While quar¬ 
relling, they reached near the Chowk 
Kishanganj at about 1-50 p.m. and 
when they were near the Chowk 
Kishanganj, arguments developed and 
three of them assaiulted the typing 
institute proprietor. Some people 
intervened at this stage and three 
boys asked for help at which they 
joined and started pelting stones and 
soda-water bottles and thereafter the 
trouble escalated. I have given the 
the facts. 

Shri Vajpayee refered to the Tan- 
don Inquiry. He wanted to know 
why it was not published and what 
action had been taken on that Re¬ 
port of Shri Tandon? In the first 
place, neither Shri Vajpayee nor any¬ 
body else evef demanded the publi¬ 
cation qf that Report. I am even 
now willing to place a copy of it in / 
the Library of Parliament and! can 
also after a copy of it to any Mem¬ 
ber who wants to have it. Now, this 


is not at-all the time for placing it 
on the table. But, 1 would briefly 
give an account of what has happened* 
in that connection. 

The main finding of Shri N. N. 
Tandon who went into the communal 
riots of June 1972 was that, preced¬ 
ing the riot, the bad character^ in¬ 
volved in it had engaged m several 
quarrels. Shri Tandon felt that had 
due note been taken of their doings 
and that had the police taken ade¬ 
quate preventive action against 
them, riot might perhaps, have been 
averted. Therefore, the main recom¬ 
mendations made by * Shri Tandon 
related to effective preventive action 
against bad characters. He also tou¬ 
ched on various procedural aspects of 
such preventive action, such as up-to- 
date maintenance of history-sheets, 
legal aspects of the relevant provi¬ 
sions of the Cr. P.C. etc. The recom¬ 
mendations of Shri Tandon were 
seriously considered by the Adminis¬ 
tration and a well-coordinated stra¬ 
tegy was evolved for effective and 
sustained action against bad charac¬ 
ters and criminals throughout Delhi. 
In the ten months since then over 
4,000 bad characters have been 
bound down under the preventive 
provisions of the Cr. P.C. and about 
300 extemed from Delhi under the 
provisions of the Bombay Police Act. 
(Interruptions). 

SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN: Shri 
Tandon has not referred to the para¬ 
military organisation. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
Shri Tandon had- also recommended 
certain improvements in the set up 
for the collection of intelligence on 
communal matters. Action on^ those 
recommendations has also been taken. 
Intelligence unite have been set up 
now withip the District RoU?e al?o* 

Befopri I propose* to with 

other points t nwat^xdttdt so far 
as intelligence Is coiw#m«fl j not oriftr 
was the calf toMHa teHtert* 
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entrusted with thi* lob hot able to 
gi^e toy advance information about 
wbafr was going to happen but also 
the other agencies did not give any 
idea about any such plan. The fact 
of the matter is that in that area—I 
mean it in the best possible spirit— 
email incidents can escalate into big 
ones or into unfortunate, deplorable 
events, which continue to happen 
from time to time. I have been assur¬ 
ed on authority by responsible officers 
that a large number of such intima¬ 
tions or complaints are given from 
iime to time and the officers are able 
4 o intervene and prevent escalation. 
Some other time I can place a state¬ 
ment on the Table of the House or 
inform the House that small incidents 
do occur from time to time and they 
do not all escalate into such events. 
In this particular case, a news report 
was published in the Nav Bharat 
Times to the effect that there was 
.some quarrel in connection with a 
girl who was passing. 1 have made 
inquiries and questioned all the four 
or five responsible officers, who have 
assured me that there could be no 
conceivable connection between that 
event and this. Eve teasing does 
occur sometimes and unless the re¬ 
port goes to the police some of these 
persons get away with it. 

Now, I shall very briefly deal with 
the other important points. So far 
ns Shir! Vajpayee is concemejd, I have 
answered part of his question. He 
wanted to know how many people 
were killed by bullets and how many 
by pellets. According to the ascer¬ 
tained information five of those who 
.have died were killed by bulkfts and 
the other five by pellets. He also 
•said there was a particular house 
from which firing, was going on. I 
do not- know which house he refers 
to. There were- some houses—rwhfir 
ther reeidential/or other^frona which 
shots were fired. In one particular 
caste petten ■was? *#' kca^e the 
Shouse and'<pe»t UP #*** or 


second floor and the person there was 
silenced. I have tried to answer his 
main points. 


Our friend, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu, of 
course, used his usual phraseology. 
One cannot quarrel with him. That 
is his way of life. So far as figures 
are concerned he said many things, 
which, I think, as a responsible per¬ 
son he should not have uttered. He 
is not here and, as such, I need not 
dwell much on it. For instance, the 
figures of death and injured quoted 
by him are probably beyond all con¬ 
ceivable reality. 


Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee has said 
that all the injured people did not go 
to hospital. But the fact that his 
statement was equally exaggerated 
has been quite correctly and effec¬ 
tively brought out by Shri H. K. L. 
Bhagat. When he goes on to say 
that from 200 persons pellets were 
removed by one doctor during that 
short time, I submit that it is too 
tall a claim for anybody to believe. 
My main point is that so far as we 
are concerned, we go by the figures 
of th€i number of persons who enter¬ 
ed the hospital. Anyone who went 
to the hospital was treated; all who 
went were treated; where it was not 
necessary and the hurt was not grie¬ 
vous, they were allowed to go away. 
These men and women Would also 
have been allowed to go away. If 
certain people did not go to hospital 
—I want to be excused, but I am 
willing-to attribute a possible motive 
for their not going—they did not, de-, 
liberately, go to the Government hos¬ 
pitals for f$pr that they mjght be 
identified as persons concerned and 
they might bf asked. How did you 
get this? Where were you and what 
were you- doing? and so on. There 
may be mixed motives. But if it is 
said that such a large number was 
injured I have no yeajon and no 
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ascertained information to help me 
believe in a figure of that size. There¬ 
fore, I hope and believe that the 
House will not go by such fantastic 
figures, both about death and about 
injury. As regards the injured per¬ 
sons, the House will have noted that 
I have given a much larger figure.. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jaina- 
ger): Why does he not ask Shri 
Vajpayee to give him the names? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
This is not an occasion for any 
frivolous discussion or repartee or ex¬ 
change of words for no purpose. It 
is a serious and solemn occasion. I 
do feel distressed and deeply angui¬ 
shed over what has happened, and 
my hon. friend should not unneces¬ 
sarily lower the debate to a point of 
controversy. It will not help any¬ 
body, nor will it help the common 
cause, and I think he and I hold thet 
same view so far as this matter is 
concerned. Why do they want to 
spoil the atmosphere? We are wedd¬ 
ed to this policy of secularism, and 
we will do everything that is possible 
to identify the miscreants and to 
deal with them as strongly as 
possible. 

Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu had said that 
this had been done or instigate*! or 
encouraged, indirectly or even overt¬ 
ly by the Government, by the Cong¬ 
ress Party Government because there 
was an election to come I do not 
know to which election he was refer¬ 
ring. He asked ‘Who profits from 
the riots?’. I ask this question of 
this House ‘Who profits from the 
riots?’. Has the Indian National 
Congress ever before or after it 
entered the Government pro¬ 
fited from a riot? You can take 
every instance. I challenge them and 
say this without any fear of contra¬ 
diction that on every such occasion, 
there were other parties like, for 
instance, the party of which my hon. 
friend Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee, is 


the head or Mr. Sulaiman’ Sait’s party 
or the Jamat-e-Islami or the Hindu 
Mahasabha. In case after case it has 
happened, it has always happened 
for giving profit—I would not call it 
profit, but political benefit—to the 

people who want to get advantage 
out of such a situation. It is some¬ 
thing which in my opinion was sp 
callous and so cruel that any party 
which has Gandhiji’s ideology dear to 
it and Jawaharlal Nehru’s ideology 
to follow will not even look at it. 
There may be, as Mr. Shamim said, 
black sheep and white sheep. I do 
not say that we are all milk-white 
and so on. But so far as* secularism 
is concerned, I say without fear of 
contradiction that there is no other 
party which is more secular than the * 
Congress Party and the Congress Gov¬ 
ernment. It may be that We have 
failed in controlling eruptions like 
the one in question. I have said ■ 
that it is a superficial assessment of 
the situation for anybody to think 
that if you arrest some people quickly 
or kill more people in the first ins- 
tanctl then it will all be, as Mr. 
Shamim wanted to put it, peace and 
nobody will ever be hurt hereafter. 
That is not so. It is a poison which 
has entered every part of the body- 
politic. We have to remove that 
poison. A friend like him should not 
take this as a kind of a table-talk. 
Let him seriously ponder and consi¬ 
der what he should do for him¬ 
self.. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: Is he agree¬ 
ing with me or disagreeing with me- 
or is he angry with me? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 

I agree with him but he has also- 
paid a left-handed compliment. Let 
him follow a straight line and he 
will find that he is very much more 
at home in our party than the place 
where he is sitting. (Interruptions). 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: You want 
to eliminate my effectiveness? 
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SHRI UMA SHANKAR D1KSHIT: 
I think I am inclined to agree with 
him in the sense in which he said 
it. 


Then, Shri Ramavatar Shastri said 
that this is Vahshyana Ghatna. It is 
quite correct "that when peopltj go 
about hitting each other and burning 
houses, it is something beastly. But 
if you see the number of persons killed 
from bullets, it is not more than five 
to six persons. 

If it were an open place where one 
strong firing of a few rounds would 
have brought the situation under con¬ 
trol, probably they would have done 
so. But there are several lanes and 
the-crowd came from several areas 
and assembled there. I am afraid 
I do not know if the House is inclined 
to blame me for I am willing to take 
the blame for the constructive res¬ 
ponsibility as Home Minister—the loss 
of life would have been very much 
more if heavy firing had been resort¬ 
ed to too early. 


What did they do? On every occa¬ 
sion. as soon as the officers reached 
there, firing had taken place; apart 
from Kasabpura, Bahadurgarh Road 
Sadar Thana Road etc. It is not that 
they hesitated to do that. May be 
some of the jawan s lower down did 
not feel as strong as they should 
have. What happened? When four 
or five fire brigade engines entered, 
they were not allowed to proceed. 
There was a hail of stones, bottles, 
pellets from shot guns, and J*ot °“® 
of them could go forward. Only one 
head driver of an engine or the head 
of the fire brigade could enter beca¬ 
use they showed courage and finally 
they were able to make a dent. When 
tbe DIG was hurt,—they did not 
know that he Had been hit by pellets 
—many thought that he was possibly 
killed or was on his way to death. 
And this had affected the mind of 
some people to some extent. But offi¬ 


cer after officer came up, _and the 
l'G himself came • in. In a situation- 
like this, some blame must be attach¬ 
ed to all of us, to the Delhi Admi¬ 
nistration and ourselves. But I do.' 
want to say that the IG—I do not 
know whether he is the most fit per¬ 
son on earth and I am not saying, 
anything of the kind—did- show 
courage and went forward and was 
able by his example to show the way. 

Then there was the other point. I 
do not think it was a very fair one. 
An hon. Member mentioned the name, 
of an officer and said that he former¬ 
ly belonged to the Jan Sangh or the 
RSS. We have never Jtnown about 
this. Even if a person formerly be¬ 
longed to the Congress (O) or Jan 
Sangh or the CPM or the CPI, if 
today he carries on the discipline of 
his office and is doing his work 
efficiently, we do not go back to his 
antecedents. But if there is any 
proof or any cause for real suspicion 
that an officer is showing a certain 
tendency repeatedly Which is born 
out of his earlier association, we 
shall certainly consider it. This is 
the first time that I have heard this 
allegation. But before he mentioned 
the name, it would Have been far 
better and morel appropriate if he had 
written to jne.... 


SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chiray- 
inkil): He just wants publicity.

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
I am telling the fact. What is the

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
'We would like to know, why was the 
Home Minister informed so late? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
It is not always that the Prime Minis¬ 
ter and the Home Minister are in¬ 
formed. So long as the officers felt 
that they could deal with the situa¬ 
tion at their own level they did not 
want to.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
This was oonsidered to be a very 
, petty matter to be conveyed to the 
hon. Home Minister of the Govern- 
.ment of India. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
By 2.30 P.M. they felt that the situa¬ 
tion was coming under control. As 
the firing took place and the crowd 
receded from the Azad Market area, 
they want to other areas and then 
elsewhere arson was resorted to. 
Two boys were caught red-handed 
with cloth soaked in kerosene or 
petrol. They were seen throwing it 
•at two buildings and they have been 
caught. Therefore, by that time, the 
officers felt that the situation had 
come under control. When it began 
to spread and when they found that 
the situation might escalate arid be¬ 
come much worse, they did inform 
me. They might have had their 
reasons and I am telling you frankly 
’from what I know Of the situation. 
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[Mr. Speaker in the Chair]' 

SHRI .UMA SHANHaH DIKSHIT: 
I think l 1 have already answered 
thjs point. f Mr. Se^fl|.pi .has said 
that intelligence wa#‘ receivejl 
earlier. J h^yg sard is a jf*ct 

that i* thp matter pf ist^igence the 
adminwl^aticjp rfa% ||d hot get the 
help that they should have got in 
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this case. jHow much difference it 
would have made. it is very difficult 
to say at this stage because as soon 
as the trouble started, eyen with the 
best of efforts thereafter, the situa¬ 
tion did escalate and arson had tra¬ 
velled from place to place. 

It has been said that BSF took two 
or two and a half hours to reach the 
place. I have explained this in my 
main statement. Another question 
was asked, why the army was not 
called? I would reply to both these 
questions very briefly. Neither the 
army nor the B.S.F. was intended 
for the normal duty. The idea was 
that it should come for route mar- 
cbes or flag marches and then assist 
the other police which was there with 
the city administration to help them 
in this matter, not directly to take 
part in it. But, of course, they did 
arrive and it is not that they started 
at 8> O’clock or 8.15 they started 
coming from several places, and it 
took two or more hours. It is almost 
outside the Union Territory of Delhi 
where these forces are kept. Normal¬ 
ly , if they are ready in uniforms 
and in all other respects, it should 
take at least one hour. I do not think 
it took them unduly more . time. Pos¬ 
sibly, another 15 minutes o r half an 
hour would have been saved. But I 
do not think much difference would 
have occurred.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Setting up of a T.V. Centre in West 
Bengal 

*977. DR. RANEN SEN: Will the 
Minister of INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Central Government 
promised all h§Ip t 0 set up T.V. in 
West Bengal; and 

(b) when it is likely to' be set up? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM 
BIR SINHA): (a) Since the responsi¬ 
bility for Setting up of TV Centres is 
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that of the Central Government and 
not of State Governments, the question 
of our rendering assistance to the 
State Government does not arise. 

(b) The permanent TV Centre at 
Calcutta is expected to he ready by 
the end of 1976-77. Pending imple¬ 
mentation of this project, efforts are 
made in consultation with the State 
Government to establish an interim 
set up during the current financial 
year. Two relay centres which would 
extend the coverage of Calcutta TV 
Centre to areas around Midnapur and 
Asansol are expected to be ready 
during 1976-77. 

' DR. RANEN SEN: May I know 
whether it is a fact that this TV 
centre was to be opened in Calcutta 
late in 1973 and, if so, who is respon¬ 
sible for the delay? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: There 
is no question of responsibility for 
delay as such. But it is not a fact 
that thi s was to come up in 1973. In 
fact, the land that was given to us 
was given to us on the 31st March, 
1973. So. to expect th e Calcutta TV 
station to come up in 1973 would be 
wrong. It was not our intention. 

Dr; RANEN SEN: Is it a fact that 
several small and big industries in 
West Bengal have applied long back 
to the Government of Wes* Bengal for 
permission to manufacture television 
sets and if so, is it a fact that the 
Central Government has not consi¬ 
dered these proposals or even the 
. proposal of the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment to 'manufacture television sets 
in West Bengal? Why have not these 
proposals been considered? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINGH: This 
question relates to th e Department of 
Electronics. As far as I am aware the 
West Bengal Government have recom¬ 
mended some cases and certain licen¬ 
ces have been given. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; In 
view' of the fact that in. Calcutta we 
have no electric supply tor any time 
. between 10 to 14 hours a day, is there 
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any proposal to manufacture TV sets 
which might run on batteries? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: Cer¬ 
tain experiments have been done but 
the technology is not complete in 
India. As I said that does not concern 
this Ministry. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
The hon. Minister says that the TV 
centre in Calcutta will be ready by 
1976-77 and that it will cover Midna- 
pore and parts of Orissa. Have the 
Government any scheme to extend the 
facilities to North Bengal and at least 
some parts of Assam? Secondly, will 
the hon. Minister throw some light on 
the newspaper reports which say that 
the Government is asking some 
American agencies for a satellite to 
relay TV programmes to some parts 
of the country? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA; The 
Calcutta T.V. permanent st-up is 
expected to come in 1976-77 and two 
relay transmitters would give cover¬ 
age to Midnapore and Asansol areas. 
So far as site experiment is concerned, 
the Indian Space Research Organisa¬ 
tion has entered into an agreement with 
NASA. This experiment will cover 
certain areas in Orissa, Bihar, Andhra 
Pradesh, Mysore and Rajasthan. The 
experiment is intended to know the 
effect of neutral cognative images for 
development purposes. So far as 
North Bengal is concerned, at the 
moment we do not have any proposal 
because the sanctioned projects include 
two relay transmitters, Midnapore and 
Asansol In Bengal. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: What is the 
norm or basis for setting up a TV 
station? Do jrou take the concentra¬ 
tion of radio sets or do you consider 
the revenue from existing broadcast 
systems or do you consider the abeorb- 
tion capacity of the people or the 
application capacity of the people as 
the basis for establishing TV stations? 

SHRI DHARAM BmS0*HA: Surely 
the basis to the . concentration of 
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population as the Member himself 
suggested because ss he will see the 
Fourth Plan included the projects for 
Bombay, Madras and Calcutta. Bombay 
has come up; Madras is expected to 
come up next year. About Calcutta 
station I explained a little while ago. 
The other stations which have been 
planned, are on the basic of continu¬ 
ing programmes in the areas which 
we cover by the special experiment. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; The concentra¬ 
tion basis is not true, because on the 
basis of concentration of radio sets 
and revenue, Gujarat has a better 
chance than some of th e stations 
which the hon. Minister has referred 
to. 

MR. SPEAKER: You have asked a

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Report of the Task Force on Power, 
Fuel and Heavy Water 


*981. SHRI D. D. DESAI: 

SHRI P. GANGADEB; 

Will the Minister of ATOMIC 
ENERGY be pleased to state; 

(a) whethe r the Task Force on 
power, fuel and heavy water set up 
in 1973 has submitted its report; 

(b) whether the Atomic Energy 
Commission has considered the Task 
Force’s report; and 

, (c) if so, whether the Department 
of Atomic Energy is preparing a 15 
year profile of nuclear powe r based 
on this report? 

THE MINISTER OF "IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
(a) to (c). The Task Force on Power, 
Fuel & Heavy Water has recently 
submitted its preliminary report. This 
report i s under discussion along with 
the .reports of the Task Force on 
Research and Development and Iso¬ 
topes, with a view to compile a 15 
year profile. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: The reply is 
inadequate. The question itself refers 
to the specific issues. Oiie is generat¬ 
ing power with nuclear energy. I 
would request the Minister to give a 
'little more specific reply and say 
whether the Ministry or the Govern¬ 
ment has drawn up any programme 
for power generation, based on fuels 
which' ar e indigenously available, 
particularly coal, oil and nuclear fuel, 
and whether this programme will 
take care of our power needs for the 
next fifteen years and, if so, whether 
breeder reactorg features in this future 
programme. or not. In that caoe, 
would be consider... 

MR. SPEAKER: Is that all a part of 

the game question? 


SHRI D. D. DESAI: Yes,, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER; You cannot blame 
the Minister if he does not give speci¬ 
fic replies when the question has so 
many parts. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Since there has 
been interruption, if the Minister is 
aware of what I have said, I do not 
have to repeat. But if he needs, I can 
repeat it 

SHRI K. C. PANT; Not necessary. 

SHRi D. D. DESAI; I have finished 
upto the point whether breeder reac¬ 
tors feature in this programme and. 
if so, which are the areas which are 
likely to be covered by these reactors? 

SHRI K. C. PANT; The question 
was based on the report of the task 
force and th e answer was given to that 
question. Now the hon. Member has 
asked a number of questions. The 
questions he has asked can be related, 
of • course, to the 15 year profile, 
although they are not strictly related 
to the question that he ha s asked. 

So far as the Government having a 
programme of nuclear power genera¬ 
tion is* concerned, Government have 
such a programme. Already, power is 
generated from nuclear power-stations 
in Tarapore and Rajasthan. Two 200 
mw units are in operation in Tarapore 
and one 235 mw' unit in Rajasthan. 
The second unit is under construction 
in Rajasthan and two more are under 
construction in Madras. Narora is 
going to be constructed Stage 1 and 
Stage 2 in the Fifth and Sixth Plans. 
This is the,broad outline of the power 
programme. 

As for taking care of the power 
needs-, this is only a fringe of the 
power requirements of the country. It 
cannot by itself take care of all the 
power needs of the country; it can only 
help- 
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As tar sa power breeder reactor is 
concerned, it is coming up in Madras. 
It hag not yet come up. After it 
comes up, then only we will be in a 
position to have basic data etc. which 
would *be necessary to go in a big way 
in breeder reactor programme. We 
are interested in it and it is under 
consideration. 

SHRl D. D. DESAI: The collieries 
and oil-fields are the two main sources 
of power, besides hydel power. Would 
the Minister be good enough to state 
whether he would make use of Hydel 
power which is not yet tapped, 
namely, Narmada, and the installation 
of atomic power stations in areas 
which are far away from the collieries 
like Gujarat? 

SHBI K. C. PANT: So far as the 
utilisation of nuclear energy and 
hydel energy in areas which are far 
from the cfoal fields is concerned this 
Is a broad general proposition, but it 
would have to depend on the basic 
economics of the hydel project con¬ 
cerned. So far as Narmada is con¬ 
cerned, the question should be addres¬ 
sed to the Ministry of Irrigation and 
Power. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: In view of 
the projected 15 year profile of nuclear 
power, I would like to ask the hon. 
Minister whether any study has been 
made of the cost of nuclear power 
per unit vis-a-vi$ the cost of thermal 
and hydel power and, if so, what 
measures axe being contemplated to 
solve this huge cost gap in achieving 
the power programme? 

SHRI K C. PANT; I am not aware 
of any huge cost gap. The hydel 
power is the cheapest and the nuclear 
power, at least from Tarapore station, 
speaking from memory, is a little 
costlier, but it is less costlier than 
thermal power. But it all depends on 
the size of the station, size of the unit, 
location of the Unit and so many other 
factor t. One will have to consider all 
these factors to get the cost figures. 


This is the broad picture, as far as I 
can see. 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE: In view 
of the fact that the Planning Commis¬ 
sion have stated a few months ago 
that on account of the oil crisis the 
report from the task force in regard 
to power fuel and heavy water would 
b e awaited, may I know if there has 
been any progress in- this regard of 
our ability to utilize the resources in 
thi s sector of our economic life to 
solve the other problems relating to 
our economic development? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: This is an 
important task force. But the idea 
wa9 to relate it to the findings of the 
other two task forces, so that an 
integrated 15-year plan could be 
formed. The other two are research 
and development and isotopes. The 
tarsk forces have submitted their 
reports and they are being considered 
by the Department. One difficulty 
that ha s arisen is that the cost esti¬ 
mates, on which the findings of the 
task forces were based, have varied 
because of the price increase. This 
has also to be taken into account 
before a final policy decision fe taken 
in the matter. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: In view of 
the fact that India is having no 
graphite and all our reactors have 
to depend absolutely on heavy water— 
heavy water is an absolute must for 
each reactor—and also In view of the 
fact that our reactor production pro¬ 
gramme is expanding, may I know 
whether the Government is going to 
expand the production capacity of 
heavy water also so that we can 
attain self-sufficiency in supply Of 
heavy water for our reactors as also 
for export potential? 

SHRI K. C. PANT; I a m not sure 
about the export potential part. But, 
certainly, our Intention is to expand 
the production in the countrjrto keep 
pace with our own requirements. 

SHRI PROBODH CHANDRA: May 
I know from the hon. Minister If it 
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has come to his notice that in Canada* 
apart from the thermal, hydro and 
atomic energy, the electricity produ¬ 
ced. by these means, there are ex¬ 
periments being done to utilise gales 
ana winds for the creation of elec¬ 
tricity? Specially in India where the 
mountains are too high* there are al¬ 
ways gales and winds available and 
the turbines can be moved to produce 
electricity by these means. 

MR. SPEAKER: You are not asking 
a question but passing on some in¬ 
formation to him. 

SHRI FRABODH' CHANDRA: I 
wanted to know whether they have 
information. 

MR. SPEAKER; You have infor¬ 
mation and you have passed it on to 
him.

(a) A total outlay of Rs. 4843.68 
crores has been approved by the 
Planing Commission' for the Annual 
Plan, 1974-75 on the basis of detailed 
discussions with the Ministry of Fi¬ 
nance, States and Central Ministries. 
There has been no subsequent reduc¬ 
tion in the approved outlay arived at 
on the basis of these discussions. 

(b) to (d). The amounts of Central 
assistance indicated for the approved 
Annual Plans, 1974-75, of Tamil Nadu, 
Gujarat and Assam are shown below:

There is no proposal to reduce the 
quantum of Central assistance for 
Annual Plan for 1974-75 intimated to 
the States. 

SHRI R.» V. SWAMINATHAN: My 
question was whether th e outlay for 
the first year of the Fifth Plan has 
been reduced and, if so, by how much. 
The hon. Minister has conveniently 
avoided to give the answer directly. 
But he has stated in the statement 
that the approved outlay is to the 
tune of Rs. 4843.68 crores. Is it a re¬ 
duced figure or is it an original 
figure? As regards the States’ allo¬ 
cation, so far 6s Tamil Nadu is con¬ 
cerned, the approved Annual 'Plan 
outlay for 1974-75 is 112 crores and 
the Central assistance is Rs. 4145 
crorea I want to know what was 
the demand made-by the Tamil Nadu 
Government against . the approved 
amount of Rs 112 crores and what 
was the Central assistance asked for by 
the State against which you have 
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allocated. Central assistance of Rs. 
41.15 crores. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA; So far as 
the first question is concerned, it 
was after consultations with the State 
Governments, the Central Ministries 
and also with the Ministry of Finance 
that this outlay of Rs. 4843.68 crores 
was decided upon. There is no ques¬ 
tion of any reduction. Regarding 
Tamil Nadu, the proposal made by 
the Tamil Nadu Government was for 
an outlay of Rs. 165 crores for the 
year 1974-75. However, having regard 
to the resources made .available by 
the Tamil Nadu Government and the 
Central assistance, the final figure that 
was reached after consultation with 
the Chief Minister of Tamil Nadu 
was Rs. 112 crores. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN: There 
is a scope of getting assistance from 
other foreign counrties, an<j also from 
unexpected sources. Now, we under¬ 
stand that due to our Prime Minister’s 
visit to Iran, we are going to get a 
substantial assistance from that coun¬ 
try. And further it appears that we 
were going to get foreign assistance 
from many countries due to the 
efforts made by our Prime Minister. 
Therefore, may il know from the hon. 
Minister whether he will Consider a 
proposal to increase the total outlay 
and also increase the assistance to the 
States. 

SHRI MOHAN DHAIRIA; There is 
no question of increasing the outlay 
of States. The whole House is aware 
of the oil crisis and, naturally, in 
order to meet the oil crisis, all other 
endeavours are being made. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: The 
Minister, in reply to part (a) of the 
question, hag not specified as to what 
was the original demand by Gujarat' 
and how much was reduced, and what 
were the reasons for reduction. Will 
the Minister also kindly tell us as 
to when the discussions with the 


Gujarat Chief Minister and other offi¬ 
cials of the Gujarat Government were 
held in Delhi arid whether in those 
discussions and subsequently the Gov¬ 
ernment of India included in the Plan 
expenditure and resources some of 
the non-Plan expenditure and resour¬ 
ces and showed them as plan resour¬ 
ces, thereby trying to increase the 
amount of resources for the first year 
of the Fifth Plan? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA; The pro¬ 
posal of the Gujarat Government for 
the Annual Plan was of the order 
of Rs. 150 crores, and after discus¬ 
sions with the Government of Guja¬ 
rat this was agree to Rs. 143.32 crores. 
So far as non-Plan and Plan expendi¬ 
tures are concrened, some decisions 
are taken whereby th e non-Plan ex¬ 
penditure regarding maintenance, par¬ 
ticularly, is treated to be a Plan ex¬ 
penditure in some respects, but ’that 
has not affected the Gujarat Plan 
much. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALAINKAR; I want 
to know whether this is the policy 
of the Government, because money 
to be spent on construction of, for 
example, police quarters was inclu¬ 
ded in the Plan expenditure. How 
do you come to a decision that a 
particular expenditure is a Plan ex¬ 
penditure or a non-Plan expenditure? 
You increase the non-Plan provision 
and later on revert to the Plan pro¬ 
vision and thereby show that you 
have given more money for Fftani 
expenditure. I want to know whether 
the Government’s policy is to remove 
the distinction between the two. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: In, the 
case of house construction activities, 
if some quarters are to be constructed 
for police and it they are treated to 
be a non-Plan expenditure, there is 
nothing wrong. I am prepared to ex¬ 
plain to the hon. Member in detail, 
but is cannot be argued out here. 

SHRI R. S. PANEDY: I n the state* 
ment they have said that there has 
been no subsequet reduction in the 
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approved outlay arrived at on the 
basis of these discussions.

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MR. SPEAKER: In the main ques¬ 
tion the factual information has been 
asked for. That is split up into three 
States—Gujarat, Tamil Nadu and 
Assam. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: I can only 
submit to this House that we have 
had consultations and discussions. I 
have not said that it is approved 
necessarily by the Chief Ministers. 
Ultimately it is the resources of the 
State Governments and the Central 
assistance which are to be taken into 
consideration. N&turaly we discussed 
with them, we tried to persuade them 
to mobilise resources to the extent 
possible so that to that extent we 
can enhance the Plan outlay. 

SHRI SURENDRA’ MOHANTY: My 
supplementary relates to part (d) of 
the question. I want to know whether 
any criteria have been laid down for 
determining the quantum of assis¬ 
tance to the various States or this is 
decided on an arbitrary and ed hoc 
basis. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: The Cen¬ 
tral assistance is not decided on ad 
hoc basis. I have explained to this 
House on many occasions that we 
have evolved a formula known, as 
Gadgil Formula, of* course, with the 
approval of the National Develop¬ 
ment Council. It is on the basis of 


that Formula and those considera¬ 
tions that we make Central assistance 
available. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
May I know whether the total outlay 
for the 1974-75 annual plan includes 
the special assistance that is to be 
given to backward areas in Andhra 
Pradesh as has been promised under 
the Six-point formula? 

MR. SPEAKER: The question does 
not relate to Andhra Pradesh. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
Does the annual plan outlay indude 
the special assitance proposed to be 
given to the backward areas of 
Andhra Pradesh? 

SHRI VAYALAR RAtVI; W e want 
to know about Kerala also. 

MR. SPEAKER: Three States are 
mentioned in the question. If I allow 
you, I will have to allow similar ques¬ 
tions in regard to other States and 
everybody will get up. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
A special assistance was promised for 
the backward areas of Andhra Pra¬ 
desh under the six-point formula. 
Whether this outlay includes that or 
not that I want to know. 

MR. SPEAKER: W e should not 
prolong this question any more. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA; So far as 
Andhra Pradesh is concerned, what¬ 
ever assistance has been assured by 
the Central Government, that assu¬ 
rance has been kept in mind while 
finalising the Plan outlay for the year 
1974-75. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Is the Minis¬ 
ter aware that in the first year of 
the Fifth Five Year Plan, a very dis¬ 
concerting feature In the State finance 
is .the massive deficit in Tamil Nadu, 
they have a deficit of inter alia over 
Rs. 200 million. It is not only Tamil 
Nadu—I do not want Mr. Sezhiyan to 
be angry with me—his State heads in 
this fiscal indiscipline and my. State 
of Maharashtra comes next. Then 
come Madhya Pradesh and other 
States. 
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It this is correct, may I know from 
the Minister—we expected in the first 
year that the States should go in for 
a massive resources moblisation— 
whether this dificit financing indicates 
an utter lack of such efforts and if- 
so, what is the Ministry's reaction to 
this? 

Secondly, if so, do they expect the 
physical targets they have envisaged 
in the Plan are likely to be adversely 
affected? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA; We have 
advised all the State Governments 
not to have deficit budgets to mobilise 
resources to the extent possible, to 
take into consideration the report of 
the Raj Committee and other com¬ 
mittees and take care that maximum 
resources are mobilised. 

Regarding the physical targets, 
whatever Slave been agreed to with 
the State Governments according to 
these, outlays, to that exrtent, it will 
be our endeavour to see that the phy¬ 
sical targets are achieved. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; I would 
like to know at what price level this 
total outlay of Rs. 4,843.68 crores has 
been estimated. That . is to say, is 
this in terms of the current prices or 
has it taken into account the*very 
read possibility that during the 1974- 
75 there may be a repetition of price 
increase to the- extent of anything 
between 23—26 per cent as it took 
place last year? 

SHRI P1LOO MODY: An optimist. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; In that 
case how would the physical targets 
which are related to this total outlay 
be affected? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA; These out¬ 
lays are based on the price, level of 
1973-74. It is true that the rise in 
prices has certainly and adversely 
affected the physical targets. However, 
our whole endeavour is in completing 
incomplete works and in utilising the 


capacities that are already created, 
whether it is in the agricultural or 
in the industrial sectors and to that 
extent, the rise in prices should not 
come in the way. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; How 
would it not come in the way? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: It wil come in 
the way. 

SHRI FILOO MODY; If they do not 
worry about it, it would come. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; These 
outlay will have no meaning unless • 
they ar e related to the movement of 
prices and physical targets will never 
b e achieved. 

THE MINISTER OF PLANNING 
(SHRI D. P. DHAR): I would like 
to add, with your permission, to* 
what my colleague has said on this 
issue. 

Th e evaluation of the targets and 
the allocation have been based on 
the 1973-74 price level. There is no 
doubt that the price-rise is not show¬ 
ing any abatement and it is not pos¬ 
sible to calculate and recalculate the 
outlay after every month in accordance 
with the rise in prices.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Going so 
far? 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: We shall cer¬ 
tainly take into account after some 
time the impact of the rise in prices 
as they emerge and see to what ex¬ 
tent the plan will be affected. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; The tar¬ 
gets will be cut down. 

MR. SPEAKER. There are so many 
people who want to ask questions.

have been held. The problem was of 
requiring reliable information about 
the applications. 

Now, from the Defence Ministry, 
recently, a list of 15,000 ex-INA Army 
personnel has been received and we 
expect that by the end of June we 
should be able to dispose of the bulk 
of the 17,000 applications. 

So far as the civilian personnel are 
concerned, the question is more com¬ 
plicated and the committee has been 
able to suggest a -convenient or easily 
workable method, and mentioned the 
names of INA brigades, companies or 
base hospitals, members of which 
may be accepted as eligible for pay¬ 
ment of pension if they could produce 
evidence to that effect. The names are 
Subhash Brigade, Subhash Guerilla 
Brigade, Gstndhl Guerilla Brigade, 
Nehru Guerilla Brigade, Bahadur 
Corps. Members of the Rani of 
Jhansi Regiment, base hospitals arid 
the members of the Indian Indepen¬ 
dence League. 
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This suggestion requires further con. 
sideraiion and the issue has been 
referred to the Cabinet recently for a 
decision, it is a matter for considera¬ 
tion whether and in what circumstan¬ 
ces, the fact that an ex-INA civilian 
belonged to a particular INA Brigade 
or Company, should entitle him to a 
pension. This requires a policy deci¬ 
sion at the Cabinet level I expect that 
also should be available before the end 
of this month. 

SHRI VAYALAB RAVI: In Kerala 
1904 applications were, received and 
only 14 are sanctioned. There are 
about 50 per cent from my owh consti¬ 
tuency itself. You can imagine the 
pressure on me. It is very difficult 
for me. I was also there in the INA 
Association of Kerala and I know their 
problems. Even if you write letters 
you don’t get replies. You do not get 
such reply from the Sub-Committee of 
INA. I would like to know from the 
Minister whether there are any pro¬ 
posals with the Government in this 
regard and whether they will take up 
this matter instead of leaving the 
matter, to the INA committee. I would 
like to know whether they will make 
any special effort in this direction, to 
expedite this matter instead of leaving 
it to the sub-committee— 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR D t KSHIT: 

I will take up the matter with 
Mr. Shah Nawaz Khan who is Chair¬ 
man of the Committee. His work will 
be greatly facilitated after the policy 
decisions are taken and that is why 
I have said that by the 30th June, as 
far as; Army personnel are concerned, 

I expect, their cases would be com¬ 
pleted. Maybe, about 2500 or 2600 are 
left over but other cases would be 
settled. I presume that the Kerala 
cases belong to the civilian category. 
The committee is more concerned with 
the civilian personnel and after the 
Clarification sought for la obtained I~ 
am sure that the disposal would he 
< expedited. ' 

* SJ^ VAYALAR HAVI: Thank you. 

, SHBI SEZKPPAN: Erom, tfca * iso¬ 
late figure* given in the statemeni/ it 
is seen that out of 26640 applications 
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received and examined, cases of 6949 
have been sanctioned. That would 
come to more than 25 per cent on. the 
whole. That is not giving a true pic¬ 
ture because if you come to individual 
States, this is the position. In Kerala 
out of 1904 applications received only 
14 have been sanctioned. In Orissa 
out of 522 applications received only 
one has k£en sanctioned. In Tamil 
Nadu 5222 applications have been re¬ 
ceived and only 16 have been sanc¬ 
tioned. Out of 23J in Karnataka only 
6 have been sanctioned. Whereas, in 
respect of Haryana out of 2785, 1794 
have been sanctioned. In Punjab also 
it is a good figure about 3,000 have 
been sanctioned. Does it mean that 
those who are nearabout Delhi 
are able to put the pressure and they 
are able to get the sanction whereas 
those who are far away like Kerala, 
Karnataka, Tamil Nadu, etc. fail to 
get sanctions? Does it mean, they are 
not getting because they are at a dis¬ 
tance? In view of the inordinate delay 
and no sense of urgency being bes¬ 
towed on the matter, I would like to 
know as to what steps are being pro¬ 
posed to be taken to expedite such 
applications to give those Ex-INA 
personnel the relief which is being 
contemplated? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT; 
To the first question, my answer is no. 
As regards the category of employees, 
I have included them in the figure 
which I have given. If they are ex- 
INA army personnel, they are inclu¬ 
ded in the total which I have told the 
House. The particulars are already 
received and being processed. As soon 
as this is done Army personnel cases 
will be disposed of. In the cases of 
incomplete applications verifications 
have to be done. Till that is over they 
cannot be disposed of. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: From the answer We find that 
276 applications have been rejected. I 
want to know what was the reason for 
their rejections, Farther, I alsb want 
to know why, in West Bengal, ■ when 
they have received 171 applications, 
only five‘applications have been Sanc¬ 
tioned? Why is this discrimination in 
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regard to West Bengal £x-I.N.A per¬ 
sonnel? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR D1KSHIT: 
There is no question of discrimina¬ 
tion. The applications have been dealt 
with on the basis of first-come-first- 
served. They have been treated 
chronologically and if the applications 
and the forms are properly filled in 
and all the information is supplied the 
cases would be disposed of fairly. 
Meanwhile the full particular received 
from, the Defence Ministry are being 
computerised. In a few days the 
material would be ready. That is why 
I said that by the end of June, the 
bulk of the ex-army personnel’s cases 
would be decided. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: At present, 
two sets of political sufferers’ cases are 
being considered—one is of the free¬ 
dom fighters and the other is of the 
ex-I.N.A personnel—whether civilian 
or military—and in both the cases, the 
disposal has been very slack. The peti¬ 
tions are not being disposed of quickly. 

May I request the Home Minister 
to call for a meeting of the Provincial 
Committees’ members to go into each 
case and dispose of the cases quickly 
so that the personnel of both these 
categories may not go impatient and 
their cases are settled quickly. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
The question is related to I.N.A. per¬ 
sonnel He is referring to*both cate¬ 
gories. Bihar Government have 
appointed a Committee and they have 
recently informed that complete infor¬ 
mation with *their recommendations 
would be available to us in a period 
of nine months from now. If we were 
to call them* here it is not going to 
expedite the cases very much. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: The 
position with regard to the army per¬ 
sonnel who were in the British Army 
and who later joined the I.N.A the 
problem is not very complicated. .The 
difficulty has arisen only with regard 
to the civilian personnel living in 
Malaysia and other places who joined 
the I.N.A. and who were recruited by 
the I,N.A. directly. Have the Govern¬ 
ment considered the possibility of as- 
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sociating with this Committee that has 
been formed under the chairmanship 
of Shri Shahnawaz Khan some other 
well known INA personnel and the 
personnel of the Government of Provi¬ 
sional Azad Hind Government who 
are still alive and whose services may 
be made available? Maybe, if their 
services are requisitioned, thep these 
things may be expedited by Govern¬ 
ment. Have the Government considered 
this possibility? 


SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
Sir, the present members of the Com¬ 
mittee besides the Chairman. Shri 
Shahnawaz Khan, are Gen, Mohan 
Singh, Shri S. N. Ghose, Shri R. B. 
Tyagi, and Shri R. N. Paradeep, 
Deputy Secretary. If the hon. Member 
can suggest the name of any other 
person who is more conversant and 
can help in getting the required infor¬ 
mations, we shall call for his. assis¬ 
tance. Merely increasing the number 
will not help. 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Sir, the hon. 
Minister has given incorrect informa¬ 
tion. He gave the name of Gen. Mohan 
Singh but he categorically refused to 
be on the Committee. Shri Mirdha, 
last time, said categorically that Gen. 
Mohan Singh resigned and he is not 
going to accept it now. Secondly, 
Shri S. M. Ghose is seriously ill and 
he will not be able to recover from 
the illness as he has a regular paraly¬ 
tic attack. Shri Shahnawaz Khan is 
only a non-offlcial person. I made many 
suggestions to include Shri Anand 
Mohan, Shri Deb Nath Saba and; Smt. 
Sahgal. Their names can be included.. 
Wbat la the difficulty? There is no 
difficulty about the seventeen thousand 
personnel but about the nine thousand 
civilians why should if go to the 
Cabinet Committed Netaji’s slogan 
was: “Sacrifice everything and become 
a fakir.” The third Army of INA 
was mostly composed of civilian* So, 
whether the Government would re¬ 
constitute the Committee by including 
the name suggested by me? 
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SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
General Mohan Singh has been attend¬ 
ing the meetings of the Committee. In 
addition, Mr. M. R. Vyas, who was a 
Member of the Provisional Govern¬ 
ment, has also been attending the 
meetings of the Committee.

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI K. BRAHMAN ANDA 
REDDY): (a) 104 outside selected 
candidates have been trained. Out of 
these, 82 have been appointed and 22 
are awaiting appointments, 

(b) There is no further recruitment 
proposed in 1974. 

(c) and (d). Yes, Sir. 59 depart- 
„ mental candidates were selected for 

promotion in the years 1972 and 1973. 
47 have already been promoted and. 
.. 12 are yet to be promoted. ' Out of' 
these 12 , Eight have been, grained and 
. 4 are yet to be trained. ;

telligence, Investigation and Enforce¬ 
ment agencies under different Min¬ 
istries and Departments of the Govern¬ 
ment, who are charged with the res¬ 
ponsibility to watch closely the anti¬ 
social elements in different spheres of 
crime against society and take neces¬ 
sary action under the relevant laws 
against them. No proposal for setting 
up for this purpose any “Social De¬ 
fence Force” as such, is under conside¬ 
ration of the Government 

(b) Does not arise.

*980. SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD

SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether Madhya Pradesh Gov¬ 
ernment has urged the Centre not to 
issue any letter of intent for develop¬ 
ed areas if the industrial unit con¬ 
cerned eon also be set up in a back¬ 
ward area on the basis of a Techno- 
economic survey; and 

(b) if so, the Governments decision 
thereon? 
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THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY (SHRI C. SUBRA- 
MANIAM): (a) and (b). While speak¬ 
ing at the Industries Ministers’ con¬ 
ference held on the 22nd January, 
1974 the Minister of Industries of 
Madhya Pradesh Government men¬ 
tioned in his speech that wherever 
techno-economic survey of backward 
areas shows the economic possibility 
of locating a particular type of indus¬ 
try in any backward area, no letter of 
intent for advanced areas be issued 
for such industries. 

In the "Guidelines for Industries 
1973-74”, Government has already 
clarified that in taking licensing deci¬ 
sions, Government will bear in mind 
the need for balanced regional deve¬ 
lopment. In considering applications 
for grant of letters of intent, otfrer 
things being equal, it is Government’s 
policy to give preference to proposals 
for locating units in backward areas. 

Register for unemployed Scientists, 
Engineers and Doctors 

*984. SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: 
Will the Minister of SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY be pleased to state: 

(a) the number of unemployed 
Scientists, Engineers and Doctors in 
the country as i n February, 1974; 

(b) whether Government have any 
scheme to absorb them . in gainful 
occupation; and 

(c) whether all unemployed Scien¬ 
tists, Engineers and Doctors get any 
financial assistance from Government 
and if so, the amount drawn by each 
category? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY (SHRI C. SUBRA- 
MANIAM): (a) The Technical Man¬ 
power Division of C.S.I.R. maintains 
a “Live Register’ of Scientists, Engi¬ 
neers and Doctors who are enrolled in 


the National Register and are not 
holding any employment. The num¬ 
ber of unemployed Scientists, Engi¬ 
neers and Doctors on this “Live Regis¬ 
ter” was 3,858 as on 28th February, 
1974. The enrolments is, however, 
voluntary. 

* 

(b) The Government of India have 
been taking steps from time to ^ime 
to improve the employment opportu¬ 
nities for such personnel. Some of 
the measures taken in this regard are 
given in the Statement attached. 

(c) There is at present no scheme 
to offer financial assistance to all un¬ 
employed scientists, engineers, doctors 
etc. 

However, (i) the CSIR operates the 
Scientists’ Pool, which is a scheme of 
temporary placement of well qualified 
scientists etc. not holding a regular 
job. A person selected to the Pool 
is generally offered a salary some¬ 
where between Rs. 400—Rs. 700 ac¬ 
cording to qualification and experience 
plus other usual allowances. 

(ii) Junior Research Fellowships of 
Rs. 300 per month and Senior Research 
Fellowships of Rs. 400 per month and 
Rs. 500 per month (for post-doctoral 
research fellows) are provided to 
qualified scientists, engineers, doctors, 
etc. 

(iii) Financial assistance is render¬ 
ed by nationalised Banks to enterpris¬ 
ing unemployed persons! 

(iv) Some of the schemes under the 
‘Haif-a-Million Jobs’ programme also 
provide financial assistance to emplo¬ 
yers for employing scientists and engi¬ 
neers.

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY (SHRI C. SUBRA- 
MANIAM): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The following steps have been 
taken fo simplify the procedures in 
DGTD:— 

(1) The procedures relating to 
maintenance imports of raw 


materials, , components etc. 
have been streamlined, with 
the applications being cleared 
on a time bound basis of 45 
days. 

(2) The procedures relating to 
advertisement of capital goods 
have been streamlined, to 
give on the one hand a «fillip 
to indigenous manufacturers 
and on the other to do away 
with individual advertise¬ 
ments by prospective entre¬ 
preneurs, to the extent pos¬ 
sible. For the year 1974-75, 
about 400 items have been 
covered. These lists will be 
reviewed each -year. 

(3) The organisation of the 
DGTD has been streamlined 
and reorganised. The regula¬ 
tory functions, in which it 
was more prominent in the 
past, are now given secondary 
importance and developmen¬ 
tal work is to receive first 
priority. The major plank of 
strategy is increased commu¬ 
nications and rapport with in¬ 
dustries, associations of in¬ 
dustry R&D organisations, 

Chambers of Commerce etc. 
on matters relating to increas¬ 
ed export generation, import 
substitution, conservation of 
scarce imported materials, 
technological improvements 
etc. 

Cement Production in Public and 
private Sectors 

*989. SHRI S. A. MURUGANAN-

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY (SHRI C. SUBRA- 
MANIAM): (a) and (b). There are at 
present 51 cement factories in produc¬ 
tion in the country with a total instal¬ 
led capacity of 19.76 million tonnes 
per annum. Out of these 9 factories 
with an installed capacity of 2.11 
million tonnes, representing 11.7 per 
cent of total capacity, are in the Pub¬ 
lic Sector. Their production during 
1973 was' 1.7 million tonnes. The capa¬ 
city in the private . sector is 17.45 
niilion tonnes and their production 
•during 1973 was 13 3 million tonnes. 

In the Fifth Plan document, the 
target for cement production by the 
end of Fifth Plan has been fixed at 
25 million tonnes corresponding to * 
capacity of 29 million tSnnes, on the 
bash of 85 per cent of utilisation of 
capacity. With a view to meeting the 
anticipated demand, additional licences 
and letters of intent have so far been 
issued for a capacity of 17.11 million 
tonnes to various parties. The share 
of the private sector and public sector 
in the additional capacity approved so 
far is 11.23 million tonnes and 5.88 
million tonnes respectively. Out of 
the additional capacity approved by 
the Government, over 34 per cent is 
in the public sector, as against the 
existing share of 11.7 per cent only 
in the total capacity. A capacity of 
3.18 million tonnes is planned to be 
established by the Cement Corpora¬ 
tion of India in the Central Sector in 
the Fifth Plan period. * There is, thus, 
-no partiality towards the private sec¬ 
tor in the matter of setting up addi¬ 
tional capacity for cement production. 
In fact, there is a shift towards public 
sector.

(b) Though the voluntary code of 
distribution adopted by th e industry 
has resulted in some improvement in 
regard to supply and distribution of 
common varieties of paper, the over¬ 
all situation, remains difficult.

In order to 
mciease the production of finished 
leather, the exports of semi-finished 
leather have been restricted and have 
besn brought under quota system. 
Various measures have been taken by 
the Government to provide necessary 
ecouragement for increasing the 
finishing facilities > n the country. 
Liberal import licences are being 
issued against the exports of leather 
for import of machinery. The expor¬ 
ter of semi-finished leathers would 
have to utilise two-third of their 
replenishment licences for the import 
of machinery for balancing, moderni¬ 
sation and authorised expansions. The 
existing licensed units for the pro¬ 
duction of oemi-finished leathers have 
been permitted to convert their capa¬ 
cities for the production of finished 
leather without obtaining prior sanc¬ 
tion from the Government. These units 
can directly apply for import of 
capital .goods as may be require 1 for 
installation of capacity for production 
of finished leather. Government have 
prepared a list of machinery which is 
not indigenously available and which 
may b e required by leather units. 
There is no necessity to get indigen¬ 
ous clearance from D.G.T.D. in respect 
of import of machinery included in 
th’r, list. This list has come into effect 
from 1st April 1974 and will fc e valid 
for a period of ong year. Liberal 
import of machinery is also allowed 
under the scheme for export oriented 
industries. Necessary chemicals, auxi¬ 
liaries and finishing agents are being 


allowed to be imported both as actual 
users and also under the scheme for 
registered exporter. Leather industry 
has been included in the list of pri¬ 
ority industries and liberal imports 
of necessary raw-materials and spares 
are allowed. 

At present, the Small Industries 
Development Organisation with their 
field agencies and Extension Centres 
and the Central Leather Research 
Institute is giving necessary facilities 
to the small tanner s to take up manu¬ 
facture of finished leather. This 
includes technical advice regarding 
manufacture of finished leather, 
demonstration of the processes, pre¬ 
paration of schemes, supply of machi¬ 
nery on hire purchase, arranging 
financial assistance through financial 
institutions, etc.

The Director-General (Vigilance> 
CSIR had on 31st January, 1974 for¬ 
warded to the CSIR his Investigation 
Report cbntaining allegations of 
nepotism and favouritism against Dr. 
A. Lahiri, Director, Central Fuel 
Research Institute, Jealgora, as a 
result of the inquiry conducted by 
him on the basis of complaints 
received by him. The allegations 
referred to favouritism shown by him 
in the matter of appointment/pro¬ 
motion of four of his relatives in the 
CFRI, Jealgora during the period 
1952—69 when Dr. Lahiri was func¬ 
tioning as the Assistant Director/ 
Director in the CFRI Jealgora. Ac¬ 
cording to the DG (Vigilance) the 
facts of the four cases taken together 
would indicate that Dr. Lahiri was 
in the habit of indulging or favourit¬ 
ism and nepotism and in consultation 
with the CVC it was recommended 
that proceedings as for a major 
penalty may be initiated against 
Dr. Lahiri. 

The case was being processed for 
initiating disciplinary proceedings 
against Dr. Lahiri as advised by the 
CVC. In the meantime Dr. Lahiri 
submitted an application dated 26-2- 
1974 • seeking permission for volun¬ 
tary retirement from CSIR service 
on 26-5-1974 giving three months’ 
notice. His normal date of retire¬ 
ment is 24-8-1976. While seeking per¬ 
mission for voluntary retirement, Dr. 
Lahiri also requested for permission 
to accept a UNDP assignment from 
15-3-1974 as an Expert on Fuel and' 
Power for an Iron and Steel Plant 
to the Government of Chile for & 
period of six months. 

The entire matter was considered 
in the larger interests of science and 
reputation of CSIR as an organisation 
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It was proposed that disciplinary 
proceedings against him need not be 
pressed in view of Dr. Lahiri’s notice 
of voluntary retirement and that he 
may be allowed to voluntarily retire 
from CSIR service with effect from 
26-45-1974. It was also proposed 
that he may he permitted to accept 
the UNDP assignment in Chile. The 
CVC was consulted in the matter and 
they agreed to the above proposal. 
The Commission, however, felt that 
Dr Lahiri was trying to extricate 
himself from difficult situation by 
offering to voluntarily retire, without 
having to face departmental action. 
In view of this background, the 
Commission did not find it desirable 
to agree to further concessions like 
granting of terminal leave etc. to 
Dr. Lahiri and was of the opinion 
that any period of leave that can 
run concurrent with the period of 
notice may only be granted to him. 

The above recommendation of the 
CVC was accepted, and accordingly 
Dr. Lahiri was allowed to hand over 
charge at the CSIR Headquarters 
with effect from 30-3-1974 (AN) with 
permission to retire from CSIR 
service with effect from 26-5-1974, 
the intervening period being treated 
as leave due and admissible to him. 
He was also permitted to accept the 
foreign assignment. 

Having sought permission to 
voluntarily retire from CSIR service 
and to accept the UNDP assignment, 
it would appear that just before bis 
departure from India, Dr. Lahiri has 
sought to give an erronous impression 
through Press interviews/statements 
that he is leaving the country on 
account of his differences with the 
Govertiment’s Policies on Fuel and 
also' due to his disappointment over 
the numerous foreign collaboration 
agreements on coal technology which 
India had, signed, although most 
of these technologies had been develop¬ 
ed at CFRI in the last 20 years. 
This Is to be interpreted more as the 
out burst of scientist who has had 
to vacate his post under unsavoury 
circumstances rather tban a coal and 


abjective . assessment of. either past 
trends or of future programmes in, 
this field.

To distribute equitably the avail¬ 
able quantities of cement, quotas 
were fixedT for each state for the 
period July, 1973 to June, 1974. These 
quotas are exclusive of the require¬ 
ments of Central Government De¬ 
partments for works within a parti¬ 
cular state and also the require¬ 
ments of large and medium indus¬ 
tries which are met separately fi"om 
th e Central Quota.

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Based on these estimates there were 
4l districts of U.P. with percapita 
income below the All-India average of 
Rs. 556 in 1968-69. There were II 
districts during that year having' an 
average per capita income below the 
poverty line. 

(c) The plan programmes such as 
setting up of development agencies for 
small farmers, projects for marginal 
farmers and agricultural labourers, 
increased provision of agricultural 
credit, drought prone areas prog¬ 
rammes, sub-plans for hill and tribal 
areas, preference in location of indus¬ 
tries in relatively less developed areas, 
etc. are some of the major steps taken 
to reduce disparities. 

However, the specific action to be 
taken with regard to accelerated deve¬ 
lopment of backward districts of U.P. 
will be worked out in consultation with 
the State Government with whom 
primarily rests the responsibility for 
tackling the problem of intra-State 
disparities.

efficient arrangements for procure¬ 
ment and distribution of essential 
commodities. 

For adequate supply of fuel the 
Draft Fifth Plan envisages a number of 
steps which include substantial in¬ 
crease in the production of coal, in¬ 
tensification of oil exploration pro¬ 
gramme, increase in the supply of elec¬ 
tric power and atomic energy, economy 
in th e use and substitution of liquid 
fuel and limiting its use to specified 
sectors and areas setting up of gobar 
gas" plants; emphasis on social forestry 
for plantation of fuel wood trees and 
setting up of a high level Energy 
Board to evolve, coordinate and sus¬ 
tained action to meet the over-all 

energy needs of the economy.

The scheme of financing the Fifth 
Plan is essentially non-inflationary in 
character. Besides restricting the 
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volume of deficit financing, the. 
measures to mobilize additional re¬ 
sources include higher rate of return 
from public investments, higher rates 
of direct taxes particularly on urban 
property, differentiated system of ex¬ 
cise duties to curb conspicuous 
consumption of the rich, widening the 
tax base particularly by taxation of 
agriculture and streamlining the tax 
administration of prevent tax 
evasion, etc.

(b) It is difficult for us to say. what 
effect stoppage of migration of doctors 
and nurses from countries like India 
would have on the hospital systems of 
the U.S.A. and U.K. 

(e) A Statement giving the steps: 
taken to check brain drain from 
India is attached. Besides, the Edu¬ 
cation Council for foreign Medical 
Graduates (ECFMG) examination 
of U.S A which enabled Indian 
doctors to appear in this country for 
acquiring the qualification necessary 
for employment in th e U.S.A. has been 
banned. 


Statement 

(1) A monthly “Technical Manpower 
Bulletin” is published giving parti¬ 
culars of persons who are available 
for employment. About 3,000 copies 
of th e Bulletin are distributed free to 
the various employing organisations to 
facilitate utilisation of such persons. 

(2) Suitable candidates are recom¬ 
mended in response to requirements 
notified to the CSIR by employers and 
recruiting bodies. 
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(3) The CSIR also scrutinises adver- 
t tLements appearing in important 

newspapers and makes recommenda¬ 
tion of registrants with appropriate 
qualifications for consideration against 
these advertisements. 

(4) Research Felloweships are 
offered by the CSIR, U.G.C., I.C.M.R., 
I.C.A.R., etc. 

(5) Research Schemes in Universi¬ 
ties and other institutions are financed 
by different agencies and thus generate 
employment. 

(6) The Scientists’ Pool Scheme 
operated bv .the C.S.I.R.. provided 
temporary placement to scientists, 
technologists etc. with high academic 
records. 

(7) The Scheme for supernumerary 
appointments is in operation for quick 
absorption of highly qualified scien¬ 
tists and technologists. 

(8) The Planning Commission made 
an allocation of Rs. 45.85 crores for 
employment of educated unemployed 
during the year 1973-74. Besides a 
programme of ‘Half-a-Million Jobs 
Programme for educated unemployed 
was started in 1973-74 with a central 
budget of Rs. 100 crores which has 
brought down to Rs. 70 crores effect 
savings. This programme has gene¬ 
rated employment to about Rs. 2.85 
lakhs. 

(9) An amount of Rs. 23 crore was 
earmarked by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion of allocation to State Govern¬ 
ments and Union Territories for for¬ 
mulating special employment prog¬ 
rammes for which the States will have 
to contribute another Rs. 23 crores. 
This programme has generated em¬ 
ployment for over two lakhs persons 
plus 133.56 lakhs man-day9.

The 
relevant recommendation of the 
Mathur Committee relating to transfer 
of officials in the D.G.T.D., which has 
been accepted by the Government, is 
reproduced below:— 

“To enable technical officers to 
develop a broad outlook and to 
diversify their experience, it would 
be a good policy of if they are 
periodically rotated between various 
directorates to the extent practi¬ 
cable. For this purpose, directo¬ 
rates might be grouped depending 
on th e similarity or inter-connected 
nature of work on which they are 
engaged and officers inter-changed 
within each such group.” 

It may be seen that the Committee 
had not recommended the transfer of 
official in the Directorate General of 
Technical Development after three 
years. 

In pursuance of the abov e mention¬ 
ed recommendation. 27 officers have 
been transferred from one directorate 
to another in th e D.G.T.D. 

Also, consequent to the reorganisa¬ 
tion of D.G.T.D., in which the em¬ 
phasis is placed on technical Develop¬ 
mental activities, a number of officers 


have been transferrd to technology 
Development Division Policy & Plans 
Division etc. after due regards to 
qualifications and expertise. 

Radio Stations in Backward Areas

Prior 
to July, 1973, no specific state-wise 
allocations wer e being made. Release 
orders were ' issued on the basis of 
requests from time to time. When it 
became known in early part of 1973 
that there would be a set back in the 
availability of cement in the country 
due to loss of production for variety 
of reasons it was decided, a s a matter 
of policy to distribute equitably the 
available quantities of cement and fix 
quotas for each State for the period 
July, 1973 to June, >974 at 110 per cent 
of th e average consumption of cement 
by each State during the preceding 
•ve years. These quotas are exclusive 
.f the requirements of Central Gov¬ 
ernment Departments for works within 
a particular State, and also the 
requirements of large and 'medium 
industries which are met separately 
from the Central Quota. Within the 
quota s thus arrived at, allocations are 
made in accordance with the recom¬ 
mendations of th e State Governments 
against the bulk quotas allotted to 
them.

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY: In I960 
and 1948—you may call them black-

Now, we are too small a num¬ 
ber. You have driven us out. 

Another point I want to make is 
that after a strike, the sons of the 
loyal railway men are deliberately 
kept out of the jobs. The jobs are 
given only to the candidates sponsor¬ 
ed by striking Unions. 

SPEAKER: That is not a point 
of order you are raising. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY: I want 
to know. I want to ask my friend, 
Shri Qureshi. Where is the Railway 
Minister? I want to ask the Railway 
Minister.

STATEMENT RE: ALLEGED RAP¬ 
ING OF WOMEN AND GIRLS BY 

BSF PERSONNEL IN MANIPUR 
HILL AREAS 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
AND IN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PERSONNEL (SHRI RAM NIWAS 
MIRDHA): On ibehalf of Shri Uma 
Shankar Dikshit, I lay on the Table a 
statement regarding alleged raping of 
women and girls by BSF personnel in 
Manipur Hill areas. 

Statement 

When BSF personnel were escorting 
a Polling party with ballot boxes on 
l&tlh February, 1974, an ambush was 
laid by hostile elements. In this am-, 
bush, one BSF jawan was killed, three 
wane wounded and the Presiding 
Officer sustained serious head injuries. 
On 20 th February, 1974. there was 


another encounter between a BSF 
Patrol and the hostiles. 

On receipt of information that the 
two wounded hostiles involved in the 
above incidents were being guarded 
for being moved to a safe place, two 
special columns, one under Shri Pun- 
dir, acting Commandant, and the 
other under Shri Dharam Prakash, 
Deputy Commandant, were sent to 
comb the suspected area. 

The special column led by Shri 
Pundir visited village Ngqprum during 
the combing operations. It is alleged 
that a girl named Miss Roce of that 
village wa s raped on 4-3-74 by Shri 
Pundir and Shri Negi. Assistant Com¬ 
mandant and that the girl committed 
suicide on 6-3-74, A case under 
Section 376/201 IPC was registered in 
Phungyar Police Station. The dead 
body of Miss Rose, which had been 
buried on 6-3-74, was exhumed on 
25-3-74 and sent for post mortem 
examination. According to the State 
Government th e report of the exami¬ 
nation is awaited. A requisition for 
the arrest of the above two BSF 
officers was sent to the DIG, BSF. 
Manipur, on 11-4-74. The two officers 
have been arrested. 

The special column commanded by 
Shri Dharam Pi'akash, Deputy Com¬ 
mandant, went to Grihang village for 
carrying out combing operations 
against hostiles and they interrogated 
a number of persons in village Gri¬ 
hang on 4-3-74. 5-3-74 and 6-3-74. It 
is alleged that during the interroga¬ 
tion the£ used criminal force against 
the villagers including women. It is 
also alleged that on 5-3-74 at about 
noon, some members of the party used 
criminal force to outrage the modesty 
of one Smt. Ngasingla, a resident of 
Grihang village. A case under Sec¬ 
tion 354/326/407 IPC have been regis¬ 
tered in P.S. Chassad. The police 
sent a requisition for the arrest of the 
following persons:—

CONSTITUTION (THIRTY-FIFTH 
AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE); I move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Constitution of India, be taken 
into consideration”. 

This Bill seeks to amend articles 101 
and 190, which respectively deal inter 
alia with the right of a member of 
either House of Parliament qr a mem¬ 
ber of a House of the Legislature of 
a State to resign his seat. 

Unde r these articles, a member may 
resign his seat by writing under his 
hand, addressed to the Speaker or 
the Chairman, ae the case may be. 
Experience in th e recent past had 
indicated the necessity for amending 
these articls to obviate certain unin¬ 
tended consequences which have en¬ 
sued in the working of these provi¬ 
sions. Resignation,' it is needless to 
say, is intended to be a voluntary act 
and what is sought to b e covered by 
articles 101 and 190 is a resignation 
which is genuine and voluntary. But, 
in some cases it is found that member 
are made to submit resignations which 
may appear to come within the pur¬ 
view of article 101 or, as the case may 


be, article 190, but which, in fart, 
have been the result of pressures, not 
excluding phyeical violence, exerted 
to coerce a member to resign. In 
other words, acts of coercion, duress, 
undue influence and other kinds of 
blandishments are resorted to, to bring 
about the resignation of a member, 
who under such pressure and com¬ 
pelled by the atmosphere of violence, 
is forced t 0 tender hlg resignation. 
Obviously, it would be a misnomer to 
call such an act on the part of a 
member a resignation. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE (Banka): 
On a point of order under rule 109. 

MR. SPEAKER: You cannot come 
and disturb the business.

It i s with a view to preventing 
situations of this kind that the pre¬ 
sent Bill has been brought, to make 
the position clear that the resignation 
contemplated in articles 101 and 190' 
are resignations which are voluntary 
and genuine and not those which 
have been contrived through the use 
of undesirable means such as coercion 
and undue influence. In *Such cases, 
the proposed provisions Would enable 
the Presiding Officer to satisfy him¬ 
self as to the genuineness or the 
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voluntary nature of the resignation 
before he accepts the same Through 
the proposed amendment, the right 
conferred upon the member by the 
Constitution is being made really 
effective and it cannot be taken 
advantage of by undesirable elements 
to achieve their ulterior purposes. 

With these remarks, I commend the 
Bill for the consideration and accept¬ 
ance of the House.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Firstly, 
this House has to find time for the 
most vital thing of the day, the rail¬ 
way strike. Nothing should stand in 
the way of discussing the matter 
inside arid outside the House, as far as 


the railway strike is concerned. Secon¬ 
dly, in regard to this Bill, We have 
to be given some tim e to study it at 
length because it is a decision which 
is a controversial one. Sir, the ques¬ 
tion is, Government is • very anxious 
to grant protection to the Congress¬ 
men who do not enjoy the confidence 
of the people any longer. This sort 
of artificial protection is unwarranted 
and undesirable. Thirdly, I say that 
the Government is anxious on the 
one hand in robbing the time of the 
House for a purposeless operation and 
on the other hand depriving an oppor¬ 
tunity to the people from expressing 
their wrath over those sitting opposite 
to us who can neither make the cake 
nor can serve the purpose for which 
they were sent here. I oppose discus¬ 
sion on this Bill. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am going to put 
it to the House. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
There is a procedural point I want to 
raise. I want t 0 draw your attention 
to th© fact that some time back when 
the Bill to amend the Criminal Pro¬ 
cedure Code was processed by the 
Select Committee and has come before 
the House, a number of amendments 
wer e admitted, which were moved 'on 
the spur of the moment, by Shri 
Madhu Limaye and Shri S. M. Baner- 
jee. Therefore, that should be taken 
as a precedent. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Sir. I want to speak on this motion. 

MR. SPEAKER; Then I will lhave 
to accommodate members from both, 
sides. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
In my opinion,, this is utterly irrele¬ 
vant to the B dominant 'Situation that 
prevailg in the coqptry. The domin- 
situation is the complete stoppage of 
the lifeline of the nation, namely, the 
railways. Secondly, since it has been 
urged that there are many matters 
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claiming higher priority, my submis¬ 
sion would be that the Business Advi¬ 
sory Committee should meet urgently 
to allocate time to the different items 
on the agenda and the subjects which 
the members want to bring up. 
Thirdly, it may well be that since this 
is a Constitution Amendment Bill, 
which has got many complexities, it 
may be referred to a Select Commit¬ 
tee; the House may demand that it 
should be referred to a Select Com¬ 
mittee. In which case it may not be 
possible for the House to dispose of 
this ' matter. Therefore, it would 
stand to reason that thi s matter is 
made to stand over and it is not taken 
.tip just now. 


So, the precise considerations I am 
urging are that the BAC should be 
asked to meet urgently to allocate 
time; secondly, it may well be that 
this matter will be referred to a 
Select Committee, in which case there 
is no point in beginning a discussion 
at this stage, at the fag end of the 
session; thirdly, the dominant situa¬ 
tion in the country must be discussed 
before this irrelevant matter is. dis¬ 
cussed. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad); While it is true that in 
this House, all th e members have to 
abide by the rules and conventions, as 
laid down from time to time, may I 
submit that the time has come in our 
country when the rules and conven¬ 
tions of parliamentary procedure need 
radical re-orientation. Many of our 
rules and many of our conventions 
are Jar out of tune with the reality 
and the compulsions of the situation. 
We follow many of the conventions of 
the British Parliament. I was read- 
ing very recently how the British 
Parliament have been setting up a 
parliamentary committee from time to 
time specifically with a view to going 
into the question of parliamentary 
procedure and suggest necessary 
changes., j think the time has come 
when you. Sir, should urgently con-. 
=stitute a Committee of Members of 
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Parliament belonging to all sections, 
including Independents, to go into 
this question of parliamentary proce¬ 
dure, to see how far it its in tune with 
the realities of th e situation and how 
far it meets the political, economic 
and social compulsions in this coun¬ 
try. 

The point is, when you said that a 
particular situation was a continuing 
affair and, therefore, it could not be 
discussed, at least some of us felt that 
we must abide by your ruling. So, 
we kept quiet. But the fact remains 
that what we discussed last week was 
specifically the question of arrest of 
Mr. George Fernande s and others. At 
that point of time, the focus of atten¬ 
tion was not the strike. Today, we 
wanted to discuss the strike itself. 
Now, under the rules, if this motion 
had come up tomorrow, you would 
have rightly said that if the matter 
was so urgent, why was it not brought 
up yesterday, that is, today. 

My only point is that we have been 
left very much -behind in terms of 
procedures. The Law Minister has said 
something. The last part of it, several 
paragraphs, none of us could hear. 
What he said was lost in the middle 
of so much, of noise and disturbances. 
None of us could hear anything. He 
has made'reference to Gujarat. I do 
not know what be said. When the 
whole country is agitated on the 
question of railway strike an<f the 
impending strike of other Depart¬ 
ments. like, the P&T and others, 
under these circumstances, if tomor¬ 
row we were told that the House did 
not discuss something urgent and im¬ 
portant but discussed a measure which 
could very well have been brought to 
the Hous e a litjfle later, what are we 
to say? 

There is also before «g the Consti¬ 
tution (Thirty-Second Amendment) 
Bill which has been sent to the Joint 
Select Committee. That relates to 
the question of party defections. If 
the Government wanted that Bill to 
go to the Select Committee. I ask 
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and I demand, why is it that this Bill 
which is equally controversial and 
equally important should not have 
been sent to the Select Committee? 
Moreover, why should the Bill be 
brought at the fag-end of the Budget 
session? 

I charge the Minister of Parliamen¬ 
tary Affairs and the Government—the 
Prime Minister is sitting here—I have 
been finding and watching throughout 
various sessions that not many Con¬ 
gress Members are present in the 
House. Often, there is the question 
of quorum raised. Many of us do not 
raise the question of quorum frequen¬ 
tly or frivolously. But 1 think, it is 
wrong that we ignore this question of 
quorum. Constitutionally, we are 
obliged to 1 see that the quorum is 
there. But the quorum is never there 
on several important occasions. Many 
of the Congress Members do not 
remain present in the House. (Inter¬ 
ruptions) Even if you shout. I will 
not sit down. I will n°t sit down 
until I have completed my arguments. 

My point is that these, people 
belonging to the majority party 
choose to remain absent on days and 
weeks. Now, at the fag-end of the 
session, such an important Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill which involves 
the dignity of your office, Sir, the 
independence of your office, is being 
taken up. Have they consulted you 
in advance? Have they taken you 
into confidence? It is only on the 
basis of their numerical strength, they 
are bringing forward the Bill at the 
fag-end of the session to get it passed. 
If this is how • they use their brute 
majority, it will be very dangerous. 

Therefore, on these grounds, I would 
say that this Bill ought not have come 
at all. If it was to come, however, it 
should have come with a proposal to 
send it to th e Select Committee or it 
should have come up at a more auspi¬ 
cious time, when there was normalcy, 
not certainly at the time of the rail¬ 
way strike. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, you 
ask th© Law Minister to read it out 
once again..... (Interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: He read it out. He 
had almost finished it when you came 
here. It is not his fault.

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul); Rule. 
109 has to be read with rule 341. 
Assuming that they have a right under 
rule 109 to move for an adjournment 
of the debate at this stage, it. hat gbt 
to abide by what is provided in rule 
341. I wish to submit that we are 
not scared of the debate. What we 
protest most vehemently is against 
this sort of intimidation of the Chair 
and of the House. They want the 
affairs of Parliament to be run accord¬ 
ing to their whims and dictates. That 
cannot happen. This is one thing that 
they must understand. We must abide 
by the Rules of Procedure, by a cer¬ 
tain decortrm. Assuming that they 
have a right to move under rule 109 r 
I .submit respectfully that we have to 
abide by the dictates of rule .341 which 
reads: 

“If the Speaker is of opinion that 
a motion for the adjournment of a 
debate.” 

Not only under rule 340 but also- 
under rule 109. Rule 341 covers rule- 
109 also... . 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: It is cotta* 
plete in itself. 
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SHRI N. K., P. SALVE: Rule 341 
reads; 

“If the Speaker is of opinion that 
a motion fo r the adjournment of a 
debate - is an abuse of the rules of 
the House, he may either forthwith 
put the question thereon or decline 
to propose the question." 

I submit that this sort of motion that 
has been brought under rule 109 is 
nothing but a gross abuse of the rules 
of the House and. therefore, Sir, under 
rule 341, either you may forthwith put 
the question or decline to propose the 
question. 

MR. SPEAKER: I agree with you. 
Here, in this, Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu has 
not mentioned anything. He has dfcly 
said that he wishes to move a motion. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Under 
rule 109. 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Vajpayee has 
mentioned that the House be adjourn¬ 
ed. Everything is toeing done in haste. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; Sir, nobody 
has spoken from my party. 

MR. SPEAKER: No. I am not 
allowing. It is all just an obstruction. 
The motion moved by Mr. Madbu 
Limaye is that th e debate be adjourn¬ 
ed. I shall put it to the vote of the 
House. 

Now, I will put the motion of Shri 
Madhu urmaye because all the others 
are identical.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) 
Sir, I rise on a point of order. Yester¬ 
day’s List of Business mentions the 
item ‘Coal Mines (Conservation and 
Development), Bill’. Now instead of 
continuing that, we have been asked 
to take up the Constitution (Thirty- 
fourth ■ Amendment) Bill. In that 
Bill regarding Coal Mines (Conser¬ 
vation and Development), one or two 
Members have already participated. 

I have got certain notes prepared for 
participation in that Bill in the course 
of the day. But without consulting 
the House, without informing us yes¬ 
terday, certain changes have been 
made in the Order Paper. Instead of 
that BiiJ, the Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Bill is taken up now. What 
does it mean? Does it not mean that 
in a conspiratorial manner, a sort of 
attempt is being made to scuttle the 
discussion? Instead of the discussion 
on Coal Mines (Conservation and 
Development) Bill we will have to 
discuss the Constitution Amendment 
Bill for the whole of today. We have 
to devote ourselvs to a study of the 
various implications of the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill, because, vari¬ 
ous Constitutional principles are in¬ 
volved, namely, Referendum, Recall 
and all that. We have to foJlow the 
procedure being followed in other 
countries. When there is resignation 
what is the procedure adopted? What 
is the practice in other countries? All 
that we have got to study. We have 
to follow all these things. 
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What are the provisions in the 
Constitution of the country? We tried 
to get acquainted ourselves with all 
the informations. But, suddenly, 
without informing us and the House, 
in an unholy manne r and in a con¬ 
spiratorial manner, the order has 
been changed and suddenly, the 
Government, with a sheer majority— 
brute majority—wants to thrust this 
Bill on us and t 0 get it passed in an 
unholy manner and I use the word in 
an intriguing manner. 

There has already been a demand 
that is going on for the dissolution of 
the Bihar Assembly. When a situa¬ 
tion is developing i n this country, 
without informing us to get ourselves 
prepared, they put forth all the argu¬ 
ments and they want this bill to be 
passed in an unholy manner and to 
pass it surreptitiously. They are ter¬ 
ribly afraid of the principle, they are 
terribly afraid of the ethics and they 
have lost the morality and they have 
lost the sense of morality and they 
want to use the danda and they have 
arrested thousands of workers. They 
re calling the Territorial Army; they 
are calling the B.S.F., they are call¬ 
ing the Security Forces an£ they are 
going to let lose the santanical rule 
and they are going to use the satani- 
cal principle on the floor of the 
House. 

ME. SPEAKER: Mr. Guha there is 
no point of order. You are making 
a speech. Please sit down. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Sir, I want 
to draw your attention to the change 
in the order paper. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Sir, I rise 
on a point of order. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am dealing with 
his point of order.

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬

mittee the other day specifically that 
these two amendments, one after 
another, will be taken up. In to¬ 
day’s order paper, that has beep fac¬ 
ed. ( Interruptions ). 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: It is a lie. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: It is a lie. 
You go into the records. You deli¬ 
berately told the Business Advisory 
Committee but you did not make a 
request that it will come Up on the 
8th. We cannot permit it that way. 
It must come in its own order. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: After the 
adjournment motion was disposed of, 
you asked my hon. friend from Bihar, 
I forget his name, to speak. He was 
already on his legs. Anyway, since 
you have given your ruling, we ac¬ 
cept it with a pinch of salt. The 
question is this. We now find Con¬ 
stitution (Thirty-fifth Amendment) 
Bill first -and we are disposing this 
Bill first and then Thirtyfourth am¬ 
endment Bill comes up. This is 
something surprising. We want to 
move an amendment. 1 read the 
papers very carefully. 

MR. SPEAKER; It is very clear 
that this will be Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Number Thirtyfive. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I would 
request you to allow the amendment 
to be moved. He was speaking on 
the Thirty-fifth Amendment Bill 
which does not exist in the country. 
What are we discussing? Where Is 
Thirty-fourth Amendment Bill? How 
can Thirtyfifth Amendment Bill 
come? Are we discussing Thirty- 
fourth or Thirtyfifth Amendment 
Bill? 

MR. SPEAKER: That already was 
before the House the other day. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE My point 
of order Is that it is not are the 
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House. We are discussing 35th am¬ 
endment which is going to be num¬ 
bered as 33rd.

SHRI PILOO MODY: This is down¬ 
right dishonesty. 

MR. SPEAKER: So far as this* bul¬ 
letin is concerned, it is before us. We 
normally set the business as is sent 
by them. Since the point was raised 
by you, I have tried to know what is 
the procedure. Actually, j am not 
aware as to what should be the pro¬ 
cedure. But as it is already announc¬ 
ed, the proper stage for you would 
have been on that day. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: On that day w e 
could not have foreseen that no pend¬ 
ing business would b e there. How 
could it be raised then? 

MR, SPEAKER; I quite appreciate 
the point raised by you. So far as 
the office of the Speaker or we are 
Concerned, we set the business a-s the 
Government send it in the order in 
which they send it. We have been 
following it in the past. Under the 
rules: 

“On days allotted for th e trans¬ 
action of Government business, 
such business shall have precedence 
and the Secretary-General shall 
arrange that, business in such order 
as (he Speaker may, after consul¬ 
tation with the Leader of the 
House, may determine: ' 

^Provided that isuth order dfi 
business shall not be varied on the 
day that business is set down for 
disposal unless the Speaker is sat¬ 
isfied that there is sufficient ground 
for such variation". 

Now, no objection was raised to it 
when it came. 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
No, no, Sir. When was the business 
announced? 

MR. SPEAKER; So far as the office 
©f the Speaker is concerned, the 
Secretary-General ‘shall arrange that 
business in such order as the Speaker 
may after consultation with other 
Leader of the House, determine*. 

We had a meeting of the Business 
Advisory Committee. He announced 
this .in the House and no objection 
came. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
No, no Sir; where was the opportunity 
for objection? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: The Business 
Advisory Committee only allots time. 
Last Friday, he made the announce¬ 
ment that on the 8th this Constitution 
(Amendment) Bill would be taken 
up. We are not objecting to that.... 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Let me cor¬ 
rect him about what happened in the 
Business Advisory Committee. 

MR. SPEAKER; I would advise 
you this; ito be on the safe side, we 
will have to consider this. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Deliberately 
dishonest, breach of faith. 

MR. SPEAKER: T 0 be on the safe 
side because of uncertainty in this 
matter, I would say this. Normally, 
we accept the business as it comes 
from the Government. But in view 
of this, I think the Minister can move 
a motion. Let th e procedure be set 
right. He can ask for adjournment 
of the debate under rule 109 on Bills 
between 17 and 19. 

SHRi VIKRAM MAHAJAN: There 
is no need for adjournment. 

MR.’ SPEAKER: After all, some way 
has to be found. It ha$ to be cor¬

SWAM'l: Sir, on a point of order. 
( Interruptions ).

MR. SPEAKER: I may tell you that 
we will have to consider, as a matter 
of procedure, the rectification of 
something. But for the time being,— 
not for the future, because there is 
some difficulty i« respect of the* rule 
—I only advised that he may move 
that on this Bill and the other Bill 
the discussion may be adjourned and 
then we Will take them uP- He can 
move that. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I rise on a point of order. 

MR. SPEAKER: In defence to your 
wishes,—I have agreed to your wishes

not take it as a question of prestige. 
He will be moving. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
On a point of order.

speech- After he made his speec' 
and the House has over-ruled tK 
motion under rule 109 for adjoum- 
riient, how can this be postponed? 
Under rule 109, you have over-ruled 
the motion for adjournment of. the 
debate. After all, how can you have 
another motion under rule 109? Any 
objection to this should have been 
taken before Mr. Gokhale started his 
speech. After he made hfe speech, 
how can a motion under rule 109 come 
again? This House has rejected the 
motion for adjournment. 

MR SPEAKER: The Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs: 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Sir, I am on a point of order. Please 
listen to my point of order before he 
proceeds. 

SHRI A. K. M. jSHAQUE: We beg 
of you to consider ou r point. There is 
now no Bill before the House. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: There i s the 
Coal Mines (Conservation and Deve¬ 
lopment) Bill. (Interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: Because of your 
observations, I suggested that the 
debate on the items which had come 
earlier—Nos. 17 and 19—may be ad¬ 
journed. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
This is completely wrong procedure 
and I am raising a point of order 
arising from the observations of the 
Chair. 

MR. SPEAKER; Then j shall give 
my ruling that the Bills will come in 
the order in which they are there. I 
said so in deference to your wishes, in 
view of certain suggestions made. 
Now, he is going to request that those 
' two Bills about which you say that 
they should have come earlier, be 
postponed. This is what you said 
from this side. I agreed to your 
suggestion so that the House might 
proceed" with further business. If you 
say: no, there is difficulty, the original 
order of business stands. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
That cannot be. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is according to 
your wishes. I have no set procedure 
for this. You expressed a wish and 
I said: let a request for the adjourn¬ 
ment of the debate on items 17 and 
19 be made, if you do not agree to 
that, Mr. Gokhale will- proceed with 
his Bills. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHiiLE; I want ;to 
make one submission. When the 
motion for the adjournment of this 
Bill was made, after aome discussion 


it was actually put to vote and the 
House actually divided on that issue. 
The House decided that the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill would not be 
postponed but would be taken into 
consideration. Therefore it is a deci¬ 
sion of the .House that the Bill should 
be taken into consideration.. (Inter¬ 
ruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: I tell you that it is 
definitely a decision of the House, as 
pointed out by Mr. Gokhale. In de¬ 
ference to the wishes expressed here' 
purely in regard to procedural mat¬ 
ters about the Billg pending from 
last evening, I said that the Minister 
might request for postponement. If 
you do not agree to that, there is no 
other procedure. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: May 
I point out that this is done every 
day. Supposing a motion under rule 
193 is put down at a particular time, 
we do not move for postponement of 
the discussion on a partially discuss¬ 
ed Bill. Invariably this has been the 
practice whether it is a Constitutional 
amendment or a motion under 193 or 
any other motion. When the time set 
down for a particular matter comes 
up, we go on with that matter and 
do not move a formal motion that the 
partially discussed Bill o r amendment 
be postponed. It has been the prac¬ 
tice of the House. There are going 
to be great difficulties if we go on 
making formal motions like that; you 
will be a starting a new procedure. 

Nevertheless, I am in the hands of 
the Qhair and if the Chair askes me 
I shall move a motion. In view of 
the observations of the Chair, I re¬ 
quest that further discussion on the 
partially discussed Bills be postponed 
until such time as that the Constitu¬ 
tional Amendments are adopted, as 
put in the Order Paper today. 

(Interruptions). 

SHRj S. M. BANERJEE: Where is 
the motion? 
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MR. SPEAKER: Does the House 
agree with the request made by Mr. 
Raghu Ramaiah that discussion in 
respect of Item Nos. 17 and 19 may be. 
.postponed? 

HON. MEMBERS: Yes. 

MR. SPEAKER: So it is agreed to. 

There is no procedure or any rule 
on it. This is an uncertain position 
and you have expressed certain 
views. I tried to see whether the 
Minister can make a request. He 
has made a request and this has been 
agreed to by the majority of the 
House. If you go by rule, there is 
HO' rule.

There is 
no rule on it.

SPEAKER: He has made a 
request. 

If you go by rule, there is no rule. 
The discussion on the Constitution 
Amendment Bill will proceed. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Have you been pleased 
to allow a motion under Rule 109 
with regard to the Coal Mines (Con¬ 
servation and Development) Bill? 


Mr. SPEAKER: We are already 
discussing it We are seized of the 
Bill. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Has any ruling being given on the 
motion under Rule 109? 

MR. SPEAKER; No motion under 
Rule 109 on this Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Bill. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
What is the present position with 
regard to what was done by Mr. 
Raghu Ramaiah, either a request or 
a motion? Has it been accepted? 

MR. SPEAKER: When you raised 
this objection, I. saw whether there 
was any procedure, but I did not find 
anything. In deference t© your 
wishes, since we have no procedure, 

I requested him to rectify it. In 
deference to your wishes, he made a 
request. If you go by rule, I do not 
find any rule. I have to accept the 
business of the Government as ar¬ 
ranged. The House has already ac¬ 
cepted it. I cannot g 0 against the 
wishes of the House. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE:

Now, Item 
No. 17 is very interesting; it is ‘fur 
ther consideration of the following 
motion moved by Shri K. D. Mala- 
viya*. 

MR. SPEAKER: Only after the 
Constitution (Amendment) Bill is 
passed. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
What was decided was only that on 
the 8th these two Constitution (Am¬ 
endment) Bills would be coming. 

MR. SPEAKER: They were special¬ 
ly fixed for tod?y. So, Mr, Chatter- 
jee may proceed with his speech.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN M3SHRA: 
Sir, I have been trying to catch your 
eye for quite some time on a point of 
order. We are considering just now 
a point of order raised by the hon’ble 
Member Shri Samar Guha. Every¬ 
one. including the Chair, if I may be 
permitted to say so, as digressing 
from the point of order that has been 
raised by the bon’ble Member. The 
point of order raised by him is a 
basic one, how the order paper of to¬ 
day was settled and whether it was 
settled in accordance with rule 25. 
There must be some rule for the set¬ 
tlement of the order paper. Was the 
order paper settled according to the 
Rules of Procedure? Sir, you have 
, been pleased to read rule 25. Under 
that rule, the business of tho House 
is settled by the Speaker in consul¬ 
tation with the Leader of the House. 
That is the way in which the business 
can be settled. What we would like 
to ask is whether such a consultation 
had taken place between *you and the 
Leader of the House? 

MR. SPEAKER: The Leader of the 
House is represented by the Minister 
of Parliamentary Affairs, x do not 
see the Leader of the House every 
day. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Otherwise, I would suggest that you 
take that rule off.... (Interruptions) I 
would be prepared, if it is your plea¬ 
sure, that this rule should be taken 
out, because it does not work in prac¬ 
tice. It is one point of view. For all 
practical purposes, with all respect to 
the Leader of the House, it seems that 
there is no need for any such rule 
here because no consultation takes 

place_( Interruptions ) I have to say 

what I think proper. If no sttch con¬ 
sultation has taken' place, then should 
not the Chair choose to say to us why 
this irregular procedure was adopted 
in settling the business? Because, it 
is not only a question of consultation 
taking place between you and the 
Leader of the House, for a particular 
thing was already under discussion, 
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and you have jumped from that dis¬ 
cussion to something els. Now a re¬ 
quest has been made by the hon. 
•Minister of Parliamentary Affairs. 
That request has no status under the 
Rules of Procedure. That request has' 
no value.... (Interruptions) Sir, even 
when I am trying to make submission 
under the rules, I am prevented. If 
you are pleased to say that this is a 
matter which ought to be considered, 
then, is it not very fantastically ir¬ 
regular that the matter which is not 
on the order paper today, which is not' 
being discussed, is sought to be post¬ 
poned, because of the request of the 
Minister? 

MR. SPEAKER: Because you all 
expressed such a wish. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
If the request of the hon. Minister has 
some logic, then the speech of the 
hon. Law Minister should be expung¬ 
ed_(Interruptions) Then, it must 

be deemed by the Chair not to have 
taken place at all, not to have been 
made, because we have been dis¬ 
cussing in a sense what has been forc¬ 
ed upon us, namely, the speech of the 
hon. Law Minister. So long as the 
speech of the hon’ble Law Minister 
remains in the proceedings, there 
cannot bd* any jump from that back¬ 
wards, to a certain position and. then, 
say to the House that we postpone 
the discussion on that. How is that 
logical? 

Then, it is utterly incorrect 
and mischievously misleading to say 
that we had decided in the B.A.C. that 
We would take up this Bill on this 
day. We had emphatically told the 
hon. Minister of Parliamentary Affair 
that we will* not be prepared to take 
it up on his day. So, we are not back¬ 
ing out from anything. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: Sir, 

I did not at all refer to any decision 
in the B.A.C. I announced on Friday 
that this business will set down and 
taken up On the 8 th. 
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The request that I made wag out of 
respect for the Chair. Otherwise, I 
aha personally convinced that this 
practice that the House has been fol¬ 
lowing for the last 20 years is the cor¬ 
rect practice that, when a matter is 
set down for a certain hour or for a 
certain day, that matter is taken up 
accordingly. Even about the 193 
Discussion, very ofen, while the mat¬ 
ter is going on, the Speaker announces 
that we take it up at 4 O’ Clock or 
5 O’clock. We have always agreed to 
take it up at 4 O’Clock or 5 O’Clock, 
stopping all other business. This has 
been the practice going on There¬ 
fore, there is nothing new i n this. If 
I have made a request, it is only out 
of respect of the Chair. I am con¬ 
vinced that the procedure that was 
followed was correct. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am very grateful 
and I appreciate what the Minister 
has said. In spite of the fact that I 
was very clear about it, that the busi¬ 
ness as the Parliamentary Affairs De¬ 
partment sends we arrange in the 
order, that practice has been there, 
and certain views were expressed by 
Mr. Sezhiyan, Mr. Vajpayee and 
others, as to under what rule to do— 
1 did not find any prqcedure—I 
thought, if it is only for this that the 
House is not proceeding with the busi¬ 
ness, I could ask the Minister to post¬ 
pone this discussion and then we will 
-set some, procedure for that. In defe¬ 
rence to their wishes—I respected 
their wishes and the Minister respect¬ 
ed my wishes—now that he has done 
it, the same gentlemen who advised 
■me to do that get up and they want 
"to oppose it. I really do not appre¬ 
ciate that. This is already mentioned 
' in the Bulletin. It was mentioned in 
the House. The House had agreed to 
■it that this will go like that. Because 
the House had agreed to that, there is 
no question of any discussion between 
•the Leader of the House and myself. 
The Abuse itself had agreed to that. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; On a point 
of order, Sir. (Interruptions). 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA; On a point 
of order. Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER: No more points of 
order. I am not allowing any more 
obstructions, j am not allowing any 
more pointa of order. These are 
just obstructions; They are dilatory 
Mr. Somnath Chatterjee. 

SHRI S, ME. BANERJEE: What are 
we discussing? (Interruptions). What 
is the amendment? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: That is very 
clear. The Constitution (Thirty-Sec¬ 
ond Amendment) Bill related to the 
defections. I have made it very clear. 
This is always done. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Minister s aid 
in the House that he will move on 
amendment.

DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
made your point. Please sit down. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE: My point 
was only this when the time for the 
First Reading has been definitely 
fixed, it cannot be curtailed by any 
one. Voting cannot take place at 
5.00 p.m. At 5.00 p.m. the debate on 
this should be adjourned to discuss 
the railway strike. (Interruptions), 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Order, 
please. Let me deal with the point of 
order that has been raised. I will hear 
every one of you because if I do not 
hear, it takes more time. Therefore, 
the best thing is to hear and dispose it 
of. 

I would only make one little request. 
Please do nut go on the assumption 
fttat the man .sitting In the Chair is a 
dttnce. Therefore, do not, use more 
Words than necessary. Whe n you 
haVe Made the point, you have made 
the point. 
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Shri Banerjee has made two points. 
His first objection waS ’-that We are 
discussing a non-existent Bill. Is thdt 
your point? That is 'what hfe said. Ail 
far a§ I am concerned, thi s is tlie 
Constitution (Thirty-fifth) Amend¬ 
ment Bill that we are discussing nottf. 
Whatever happens after that, the 
House is at liberty to regularise it. I 
saw an amendment in the name of the 
Law Minister to regularise the num¬ 
ber . . . 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
But before that? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Before 
that we go on with this. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
I 3 it not an absurdity in nomencla¬ 
ture? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; But this 
House is supreme. You can regularise 

anything_ ( Interruptions ). When 

that stage comes, th e House is at 
liberty to refuse to regularise it.... 

( Interruptions ). Please do not raise it 
any more. 

No. 2. I do not know.. (Interrup¬ 
tions). Why do you get excited? I 
am telling you that I am not such a 
dunce. • 

The second point that he has raised 
wa s that there is an announcement. I 
do not know what was announced in 
all this confusion. There might have 
been an announcement that the voting 
will be at 5 O’clock. That is what 
he is objecting to. It is customary 
that the Members Should know by 
what time the Bill should be consider¬ 
ed and passed because it is a Consti¬ 
tution Amendment Bill and it requires 
a specific majority. Without that ft 
cannot be passed. Therefore, the 
Members should b e in the know. But 
I see that four hours have been allot¬ 
ted for this Bill and I also am aware 
that the business of the House cannot 
be varied unless the House so decides. 
Therefore, I think, let us for the mo¬ 
ment go on with the debate. After 
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some time, then the House niay decide. 
I will put it to the House and take the 
sense as to by what time we shall 
take up the consideration, and every 
one of you will b e informed about it. 
Let Us not go into that at this stage, 
because it will only create more con¬ 
fusion. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: My point of 
order is regarding the statement that 
has been made by the Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs which i s not 
only.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Which 
statement? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The first 
statement about the business of the 
day. He ha s made two observations. 
No. 1 —the hon. Minister said that it 
was decided in the Business Advisory 
Committee.... 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH); T did not at all say that. 
I made no reference to any decision 
of the committee. I only referred to 
my statement therein. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will 
hear you also. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The hon. 
Minister is on record as saying that 
it was decided in the Business Ad¬ 
visory Committee that the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill—th e naming I 
do not know. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Please do 
not be long-winded. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; We ar e dis¬ 
cussing an absurdity. There is no 
name.... 

MR .DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What is 
your point? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The point is, 
he says that it should be taken up on 
Wednesday. This is a misleading 
statement for three reasons. No. 1. 


All the other members who were pre¬ 
sent i„ the B.A.C. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MIS HR A: 
Did not agree with him. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; It is on re¬ 
cord that he said that. That i s the 
latest statement. 

0 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am con¬ 
cerned with the order of the House. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The other 
members contested the observation 
that has been made by tlhe hon. Min¬ 
ister who said that it was decided. 
That is number one. Number two is 
this. Even if it is accepted that he 
maa e a suggestion that the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill should be taken 
up on Wednesday, my point is this. 
Two hours were allotted for the Coal 
Mines Bill. Even those two hours &x,e 
available still. After those two hours 
are exhausted, then you can take this 
up. The hon. Minister has not said 
On Friday about this. He- has not 
made a statement that on Wednesday 
the Constitution (Amendment) Bill 
would be taken up before the Coal 
Mines (Conservation and Develop¬ 
ment) Bill. But Sir, Bulletin Part 
II which was circulated on Friday, 
May 3> 1974 says like this. There is 
no mention about this. It first says 
about the sitting of Lok Sabha on 
Saturday, the 4th May, 1974 and what 
are the functions of that sitting. It is 
item No. 1717. The next item says 
about the Government Business for 
the week commencing the 7th May, 
1974. Item No. 1719 says about the 
allocation of time to Government 
Legislative and other business. Ms- 
leading statement is made hy the hon. 
Minister. Nowhere has this been stated 
that this Constitution Amendment Bill 
would be taken up first on Wednesday, 
prior to the Coal Mines (Conservation 
and Development) Bill. Something 
may be in the mind of the hon. Min¬ 
ister. But that was not tfcere in the 
printed Bulletin circulated to us. 
Many undesirable things are being 
done; I don’t know whether he has 
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managed to get overnight another 
bulletin printed. But this is the 
bulletin which has been circulated to 
us. Therefore the statement made by 
the hon. Minister is misleading, 
wrong, and not factual. Therefore, 
this cannot be taken up today. This 
cannot have precedence over the other 
Coal Mines (Conservation and Deve¬ 
lopment) Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have 
understood you. Your first pcint is, 
you dispute what the Minister for 
Parliamentary Affairs has stated. You 
say, it did not happen in the Business 
Advisory Committee. I would like 
to bring to your notice that each and 
every report of the Business Advisory 
Committee is brought before the 
House by the Ministry for Parliamen¬ 
tary Affairs in the form of a Motion 
before the House. The House adopts 
that Motion. Therefore, it is not im¬ 
portant as to what the Business Advi¬ 
sory Committee ha s safd or not said. 
Once the House has adopted a motion, 
then it becomes the decision of the 
House 

Secondly, I find this from the Bul¬ 
letin of the 3 rd May. It says; 

‘The Minister of Parliamentary 
Affairs announced in the House 
today that Government business for 
the week commencing Tuesday, the 
7th May, 1974 would consist of — 1 

There, item No. 7 says: 

“Consideration and passing of the 
following Bills on Wednesday, the 
8 th M$y, 1974:— 

(i) The Constitution (Thirty- 
fifth Amendment) Bill, 1974. 

(ii) The Constitution (Thirty- 
fourth Amendment) Bill, 
1974." 

So, he has made this announcement. 
You know the practice. Whenever he 
makes a statement regarding the busi¬ 
ness for the next week, it is open to 
you at that stage to say this should 
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be there, this should not be there, 
this should be added, that should not 
be added, and so on and so forth. 

15.00 hrs. 

After all the discussion, the House 
gives its consent. Will the hon Min¬ 
ister of Parliamentary Affairs kindly 
listen to me? 

This is the practice. After he has 
made an announcement, he takes the 
consent of the House and, therefore, 
it is assumed that the House has given 
its consent. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MI3HRA: 
No consent is taken. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Normal¬ 
ly, that ig the convention. You are at 
liberty to bring or to suggest other 
things also. That is also discussed in. 
the House. This is the convention. It 
may not be the rule. As X said on 
more than one occasion—today, Shri 
Mavalankar also made this point—in 
an emerging situation, our rules have 
become a little outmoded. Here also- 
I do not accept that because something: 
has happened and therefore it must go¬ 
on. I do not subscribe to that. 

• 

If something that i s adequate at one- 
particular time is no longer adequate 
now, we must have a fresh look into 
it. But, then it will need some other 
consideration. I would request the 
Member that since this was done with 
a responsibility, let us go on with it. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The third 
point that is contingent, to my second 
point is this. Three hours were allot¬ 
ted for the. bill on Conservation of 
Coal and development of Coalmines, 
On Wednesday it was taken up. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I shall 
come to that point. 

In the absence of specific rules.... 
I think that the Ministers of Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs should be the most 
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interested people. It is your baby 
and not the baby of Shri Gokhale at 
the moment. 

Now, in the absence of specific 
rules, this House hag also been con¬ 
ducted on conventions and w e have 
accepted it. I am satisfied myself. I 
would now draw your attention to the 
Order Paper of to-day. Look at item 
No. ID. Why has this happened?’ I 
ca n quote many instances. I cannot 
lay my hands readily now. This has 
been tb e practice; it i s Government’s 
business. If they do not want to 
press a particular Bill and Rive pr : o- 
rity to if, -they can glv e priority to 
some other Bill. It is altogether their 
business. 

In this particular instance, they do 
not want to give so much priority to 
the bill which is under discussion as 
the one to which they want to discuss 
now. 

The question which you raised 
to-day, to me, appears to have a cer¬ 
tain amount of cogency in it—I would 
not say ‘validity’, I would not use that 
word. Here again, it i s an emerging 
situation. It shows how our rules are 
inadequate. Apart from the rules, 
there have been so many occasions, 
so many instances in the past, that 
this sort of thing has been done. I 
cannot give you instances rightaway. 
But, if you want, I can give them 
later. Therefore, for this, we should 
have a fresh look at these rules. Do 
net press thi s at the moment. Now 
let us go on with it. 

We hav e bad enough discussion. The 
Speaker, for three hours was wresti¬ 
ng with you all. J am not ag strong 
as he is—he is a much bigger man 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: We have to 
meet that. We are not going to leave 
it as it is. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 
Gu’na, have a sense of humour. I say 
that the Speaker was wrestling with 
the House for almost two hours. He 


is a much bigger man, bigger in bulk 
the ugh I do not know whether 
stronger. 

Therefore, let u s go on with it. Mr. 
Chatterjee. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I 
want to ask two things. While refer¬ 
ring to Shri Banerjee’s points of 
order, you admitted that the thing was 
non-existent, and that the House 
should regularise it. But when a par¬ 
ti culai matter is raised and the atten¬ 
tion of the Chair is invited to such 
an irregularity that has taken place, 
should we not go in for removing the 
irregularity and the n start with the 
debate? Secondly, the Law Minister 
should, read out his statement again, 
which he had read in the beginning 
for the consideration of this Bill. 

I mak e this request, because we were 
not able to hear it at all. Would you, 
therefore, ask him to read it again so 
that we may be able to advance our 
arguments better and even meet his 
points. Please ask him to repeat. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There 
can be two kinds of irregularities. If 
it is a wilful irregularity the House 
should take serious notice of it. If it 
is an inadvertant irregularity the 
House should regularise it. The other 
submission seems to be legitimate but 
I will leave it to the good sense of 
the Minister himself. Today has been 
a very unusual day. Therefore, let 
us not stand on prestige. If Members 
have not heard you they find it diffi¬ 
cult to reply and contribute in the 
debate. Therefore, if We do not stand 
on prestige and since it is an unusual 
day I leave it to your good' Sense if. 
you could acquaint the Members with 
what you have said. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Sir, the 
Bill has already been moved for con¬ 
sideration. If you so desire I do not 
mind reading the speech again. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You do 
it again. 
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SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I can 
•understand they want to hear only. 
For the sake of formality I am read* 
ing it again. The Bill has already 
been moved. 

This Bill seeks to amend articles 101 
and 190, which respectively deal inter 
alia with the right of a member of 
either House of Parliament or a mem¬ 
ber of a House of the Legislature of 
a State to resign his seat. 

Under these articles, a member may 
resign his seat by writing under his 
hand, addressed to the Speaker or the 
Chairman, as the case may be. Ex¬ 
perience in the recent past ha$ indi¬ 
cated the necessity for amending these 
articles to obviate certain unintended 
consequences which have ensued m 
the working of these provisions. Resig¬ 
nation, it is needless to say, is intend¬ 
ed to be a voluntary act and what is 
sought to be covered by articles 101 
and 190 is a resignation which is 
genuine and voluntary ? But, in seme 
ctses it is found that members are 
made to submit resignations which 
may appear to come within the pur¬ 
view of articles 101, or as the case 
may be, article 190 , but which, in fact, 
have been the result of pressures, not 
excluding physical violence, exerted 
"to coerce a member to resign. In 
other words, acts of coercion, duress, 
undue influence and other kinds of 
blandishments are resorted to, to 
bring about the resignation of a mem¬ 
ber, who under such pressure and 
compelled by the atmosphere of vio¬ 
lence, is forced to tender his resigna¬ 
tion. Obviously,'it would be a misnfr- 
mer to call such an act on the part of 
a member a resignation. 

As the provisons presently stand in 
the Constitution, the Presiding Officer 
has no other alternative but to act on 
the resignation. 

It is with a vi ew to preventing 
situations of this kind that the present 
Bill has been brought to make the 
position clear that the resignation 
contemplated in articles 101 and 19® 
are resignations which are vplfitjtary 
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and genuine and not those which have 
been contrived through the use of 
undesirable means such as coercion 
and undue influence. In such cases, 
the proposed provision would enable 
the Presiding Officer to satisfy him¬ 
self as to the genuineness or the 
voluntary nature of the resignation 
before h e accepts the same. Through 
the proposed amendment, the right 
conferred upon the member by the 
Constitution is being made really 
cflective and it cannot be taken ad¬ 
vantage of by undesirable elements to 
achieve their ulterior purposes. 

With these remarks, I commend the 
Bill for the consideration and accept¬ 
ance of the House. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Sir, 
only two days are left for our Session 
and 1 want to know from the Minister 
for Parliamentary Affairs that under 
provisions of our Rules and Proce¬ 
dures and all that I have given a 
notice of motion urging the Speaker 
that this House should be extended 
by at least one week so that during 
the development of railway strike the 
Memebrs of Parliament will be able 
to exert themselves for the settlement 
of the- strike. I want to know what 
hay happened to that. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: No. No 
Not nofo. It may be taken note of. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: You 
tell him to mak e a statement today. 
At least use your good offices to see 
that at the proper moment he makes 
a statement. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Th e hon. 
Member has made his observation. It 
is on record. The hon. Minister has 
heard him; I have heard him jlttd 
everybody else also has heard him. 

Now, Shri Somnath Chatterjee. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: It 
is very unfortunate that this morning 
the Chair wag not able to accept an 
adjournment motion for the purpose 
of discussing admittedly a matter of 
very great public importance which is ‘ 
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going to affect the very economy of 
this country. But the rules of this 
House were suspended for the pur¬ 
pose of allowing the discussion of a 
Bill like thig which according to us 
is a ridiculous exercise in legislative 
formality. Only three days are left 
for this session to end, and wo have 
completed more than half of the day 
today and only two.days are left for 
the session to end. When so many 
important problems are waiting to be 
tackled and discussed, it is regrettable 
that the time of this House and public 
money are being wasted on discussing 
Bills like this, which I submit if pass¬ 
ed would be a blot on the statute- 
book of any civilised country, which 
has a parliamentary system of Gov¬ 
ernment. 

It seems that the ruling party, 
feeing aware of the fact that during 
the months to come they will face 
great inconvenience and it will not be 
an easy period for them, want to 
provide a constitutional shield to the 
Members of the Parliament or the 
Members of the Legislature belonging 
to the ruling party, and more unfor¬ 
tunately by bringing forward a legis¬ 
lation which brings in the Speakers 
or the presiding officer of the various 
Legislatures into the vertex of contro¬ 
versy' and which is going to result in 
these offices being misutilised for the 
purpose of providing a constitutional 
shield to the erring members of the 
ruling party. Since they cannot now 
face the wrath of the people, they 
have brought forward this measure 
with that object at th e fag end of 
this session, and they want to utilise 
their brute majority to 3 teamroller 
through Parliament this atrocious 
legislative measure. 

Tbi;, Bill is a glaring example of 
how e Government which finds itself 
alienated from the people can seek to 
perpetuate its rule and hegemony by 
taking advantage of its temporary 
mandate from the people. And what 
is the process utilised? It is that of 
fiddling with the Constitution of this 
country w.hipjj is a n organic and a 


basic document for running the ad¬ 
ministration of the country and to 
bring about the welfare of the people. 
Now, the Constitution has become a 
plaything for the ruling party. When 
thi3 Government or the ruling party 
brought forward before Parliament 
proposals for amendment of the Con¬ 
stitution which sought to amend those 
provisions of the Constitution which 
we thought were standing in the way 
of the progress of the people or which 
we re creating a blockade in the path 
of achieving the urges and aspirations 
of the people we suppportcd those 
measures fully. But we find that this 
is a w. ensure which has not been 
brought for the benefit of the people 
but it is being brought forward for the 
benefit of the fuling party, l^et them 
bring forward a Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Bill for doing away with article 
22 which provide for preventive de¬ 
tention law, or let them bring for¬ 
ward a Constitution Amendment Bill 
which does away with private owrer^ 
ship of the means of production, and" 
We shall stand by their side and sup¬ 
port them wholeheartedly. But we 
find that that is not the object for 
which this streamroller majority is 
being utilised. 

So, we are opposed to this measure. 
We charge that this is politically moti¬ 
vated. This is morally suspect. From 
the point of view of democratic norms, 
we say that this is nothing but a dec¬ 
laration of war on the common people, 
of this country and an attempt to try 
to muzzle their voice. 

If you see the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons appended, to this Bill you 
will find that Government have stated’, 
that in the recent past there have 
been certain alleged instances Where 
coercive measures have been resorted 
to for compelling'Members of Assem¬ 
blies etc. to resign, and the hon. Min¬ 
ister also has i n his speech stated that 
pressures are being put on them, and 
in some, cases, even physical pressures,. 

Not in all cases. In some, case®;, 
there may have been physical pressure- 
put for the purpose of tendering re-- 
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signation. But that is the only reason 
put forward in support of this Bill. 
Democracy, we know, is a particular 
system of Government which is of the 
people, for the people and by the peo¬ 
ple. Now, what are the rights of the 
common people of this country? When¬ 
ever they find that the government 
which has come into power by hold¬ 
ing out, doling out, promises, a string 
of promises which they do not carry 
out or which are not even intended to 
b e carried out, continues in that 
fashion, what do they do? Does the 
Constitution make any provision as to 
tine rights of the people of this country 
vis-a-vis their elected representatives? 
There is no provision for recall; there 
is no provision for holding a referen¬ 
dum; there is not even a provision for 
an opinion poll which may have some 
crnsequences. Nothing has been pro¬ 
vided. What is to be done? What 
are the people to do when this Go¬ 
vernment which has failed to keep up 
its promises, which knew at the 
time when the promises were given 
that they were not meant to be carried 
out. and thereby created hopes, thereby 
tried to win over the people's sympathy 
and support and finds itself unable to 
deliver the goods? What are they to 
do when the Government instead of 
looking after the common peo.yle’s in¬ 
terests, the working classes interests 
and the interests o£ the downtrodden 
in this country surrender to the black- 
marketeers, monopolists and vested 
interests?, <1 know the usual answer of 
the Government will be that they will 
have to wait for 'five years because 
after five years they will get a chance 
of changing the Government: therefore, 
let them wait as dumb spectators for 
five years taking a chance of an elec¬ 
tion being held. And in the new 
process, modus operandi of holding 
elections that is found in the country 
that you are .applying in this country 
the people are losing faith also in the 
ordinary democratic process of holding 
elections. But in the atmosphere of 
prevading gloom, organised corruption 
and unsympathetic, administration and 
acute economic crisis and distress In 
the country, does the ruling party 
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will have to be only dumb specta¬ 
tors and will have to suffer in mute 
agony? Will they not rise, are they 
not entitled to make demands and 
assert their rights that this Govern¬ 
ment must create conditions and must 
provide them with basic, normal 
human facilities so that they can live sr 
decent life? 


In the course of the exercise of such 
rights, if the people of this country 
demand the resignation of a particu¬ 
lar member of a particular legisla¬ 
ture because such a member is an in¬ 
efficient member or is part of a cor¬ 
rupt hierachy or corrupt administration 
and therefore should not continue, 
and if that demand is heeded, will it 
be treated as a coercive process? If 
the member or Minister realise that 
he has not been able to discharge his 
duties and functions properly and 
cannot deliver the goods to the peo¬ 
ple of this country, if he feels that 
although he' belongs to the ruling 
party, the ruling party is not looking 
after the interests of tihe people and 
tenders resignation because some¬ 
body has demanded it, will it be " as 
a result of a coercive process Will 
it be as a result of pressure only? 


In the absence of a provision for 
recall or refrendum, in the enhance 
of any provision in the Constitution, 
of the organic law of the country in 
this regard it cannot be expected that 
as against the elected representatives 
of the j>eople, the people will suffer in 
silence and without any demur. Think 
of the days in 1959 when the EM'S 
Ministry was there in Kerala. Under 
the aegis arfti connivance of the ruling 
party and the proddings of the then 
Congress President, a sort of apology 
of a mass movement was started with 
the object of bringing down the 
"Ministry.... 


SHRI PILOO MODY; Who %a s the 
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of securing the dismissal of the po¬ 
pularly elected Government of the 
State. 

Sir, at that time, the justification 
was there was a mass movement, and 
there was a resurgence of the com¬ 
mon people of this country as if the 
mass or the peppi e were demanding 
that the EMS Ministry should igo. 
Now in Gujarat and Bihar, when 
the people were making the demand 
it has become right reaction and it 
has become fascism. When the stu¬ 
dents are demanding, when the corn- 
man people are demanding the basic 
necessities of life, and wherever 
there is a Congress Ministry instal¬ 
led, it will be right reaction and fasci¬ 
sm. This is a double standard 
which is being applied by this Gov¬ 
ernment and by the ruling party. We 
feel—and I am sure the Govenment 
realises that— they cannot save the 
government in Bihar. They have 
lost the Government in Gujarat. They 
will not be able to save the govern¬ 
ment in Bihar either. That is why 
they are making this desperate at¬ 
tempt to provide a shelter to their 
members under this constitutional 
perversity, which it will be if it is 
adopted today. 


We charge this Govrnment that 
this Bill has been brought to legalise 
and eonstitutionalise the ruling party’s 
betrayal of the people of this country. 
Instead of Garibi Hatao, they want 
to remove the common people of 
this country from the mainstream of 
political life. They are trying to 
erect a barrier between the people 
and their elected representatives. They 
want to be put in an ivory tower so 
that they will not be accessible to the 
people and the people cannot go to 
them aijd say, “ you have proved to 
be useless and worthless; you cannot 
deliver the goods. Please get away 
so that we can make a choice for a 
true representative of the people.” 
We call this to be pernicious measurs 
and it should be rejected and we op¬ 
pose it lock stock and barrel,

During the days when we were 
discussing the supersession of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court they 
were quoting the provisions from the 
Constitutions of Australia, Canada, 
United States of America and even 
the United Kingdom, as if they were 
quoting the Scripture. But in all 
these countries—Australia, Canada 
and the United States of America— 
the simple process has been, as in our 
Constitution today, that the resigna¬ 
tion is tendered by letter in writing 
in the Member’s own hand. You 
know in England, where there is no 
written Constitution, the simple pro¬ 
cess of tendering one’s resignation is 
what is known to be the membership 
of Gailtern Hundreds. That is auto¬ 
matically granted . But what goes 
at the back of it, why he tenders his 
resignation, why he seeks to apply 
for resignation, is never gone into. 
Who shall go into that? 


Kindly see the Bill here. I can 
never imagine a more pernicious Bill. 
It says that now every resignation has 
to be accepted by the Chairman or 
the Speaker as the case may be. And 
then you provide that “in the case of 
any resignation referred to in sub¬ 
clause (b) if from information receiv¬ 
ed..” Which source? The source is 
not disclosed. Then it says, “or other¬ 
wise ’ What is the meaning of “other¬ 
wise? “And after making such inquiry 
as he thinks fit the Chairman or the 
Speaker, as the case may be, is satis¬ 
fied that such resignation is not 
voluntary or genuine he shall not ac¬ 
cept such resignation.” 

Let us take the word “genuine.” 
Is it meant that there may be no 
proper signature? If signature is meant, 
then does it mean that it is not his 
resignation letter? Do they have to 
keep specimen signatures? Will 
they keep specimen signature in the 
Secretariats and other offices and 
compare them when the, resignation 
let ers are signed by the 'Members 
themselves? Will thi? matter ‘be in¬ 
vestigated. by the Speaker or the 
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Chairman of the Rajya Sabha or the 
Presiding Officers of the different 
State Legislative Assemblies and 
Councils? 


Then, ,a very shameful and perni¬ 
cious object is to bring the Chair 
or to implicate the Chair into party 
politics. The high office of Spea¬ 
ker is being polluted by making him 
directly a privy to party politics. 
That is what will happen. As Speaker, 
how would you judge whether a re¬ 
signation is voluntary or not volun¬ 
tary? What sort of information you 
will rely upon? Will it be official 
information? What machinery will 
you adopt for “information re¬ 
ceived otherwise"?, It says that if 
for any reason the Speaker or the 
Chairman thinks that this is not sup¬ 
posed to be voluntary, he shall not 
accept it. Obviously some sort of en¬ 
quiry is contemplated. Is it a judi¬ 
cial enquiry or quasi s judicial en¬ 
quiry or administrative enquiry? 
Will you give notice to the member 
or publish notice in the newspapers 
'' inviting people who are supposed to 
have gone there and demanded his 
resignation? Will you put that 
member and other persons on oath 
to find out whether they are speaking 
the truth or not? What is the machi¬ 
nery? Would you proceed on an ob¬ 
jective basis or a subjective basis? 
Will you say: I come to the subjective 
decision in the matter. Kindly see. 
The authority that will be exercised 
by the Speaker will be constitutional 
authority, not in this capacity as 
.Speaker nor in the conduct of the 
affairs or proceedings in the House. 
Article‘122 says that the validity of 
any proceedings in Parliament shall 
not be called in question on the 
grounds of alleged irregularity. Here 
the decision Of the Speaker will have 
nothing to do with proceedings in 
Parliament. Article 122 refers to re¬ 
gulation of the procedure and con¬ 
duct, of business. Only such things 
cannot be questioned te a court of 
law. , But ; 'this has nothing to do 
wtlb T tihe conduct df- bdsteefes In Par¬ 
liament 
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Therefore, we should like to know 
What sqrt of enquiry is to be done? 
Who can reply? Can. the hon. Law 
Minister say what will be the type of 
enquiry? Of is it for the Speaker? 
Will he hold some enquiry? Will he 
isay that he will hold this type of e»r 
quiry? Who can reply to this question? 
Can the Law Minister reply or fay 
down the rules which the Speaker will 
have to follow? The highest officer of 
the highest legislative body of this 
country will be dictated by the guid®'- 
lines laid down by the Law Ministry 
in this country. The real objective 
seems to be inject party politics so 
that they can further their interest 
and stick to power—for any length 
of time at any cost. They are not 
even sparing the hon Speaker of 
Parliament or the Chairman of the 
Rajya Sabha in order to achieve their 
objective. Is it expected by the 
Government that an intelligent service 
will be maintained? Who will finance 
this intelligence service? Will it be 
part of the CBl or will it be provid¬ 
ed for by the Lok Sabha Secretariat? 
How will you gather information? 
Supposing the Speaker feels that it la 
necessary to get additional infor¬ 
mation on something that has been 
brought before him, whom shall he 
depute? Mr. Shakdher or Mr. Pat- 
naik or any body in the Government 
to go out and find out? Therefore, 
the Speaker is being asked to descend 
into the arena.

[Shri Ishaque SaMbhau in the Chair ] 

Thq Speaker is degraded to the po¬ 
sition of a sub-inspector of police who 
is asked to make investigation as .to 
whether a. crime has been committed 
or not. Tomorrow, if this Bill is pas¬ 
sed your position will be no better 
than that of a sub-inspector of police 
or a constable asked to make an inves¬ 
tigation whether a cognizable offence 
has been committed or mot What wijfi 
be tbe resUlt /of it? I would only -like 
to -related 4 his.Hbuse 4hax ;dnlydw« 
years back a joint committee of the 
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Members of Parliament of both 
Houses was constituted for the pur¬ 
pose of suggesting amendments to 
the election law. At that time al¬ 
most a unanimous request was made 
to the hon. Speaker to be the Chair¬ 
man of that Joint Committee because 
a very important legislation was going 
to <be discussed and decided by that 
Joint Committee. Although there was 
a unanimous request to head this 
Committee, the Speaker said that as 
many controversial matters might arise 
it would be embarrassing for him to 
be its Chairman. Therefore, Sir, the 
Speaker declined to head this Com¬ 
mittee, which was going to decide 
about the future of election law in 
this country. But, today, the Speaker 
is being brought into the middle of 
controversies, controversies which are 
bound to crop up if this Bill is pas¬ 
sed. Supposing, Sir, I have almost 
finished—after tendering resignation, 
a Member changes his mind and then 
puts up a false plea ‘I was forced by 
A or B or C or D to tender my resig¬ 
nation’ or his party expresses its dis¬ 
pleasure ‘why did you tender the 
resignation? You withdraw it’, how 
do you find it out? How does the 
Presiding Officer find it out? 
Then, Sir, supposing, a party 
directs its Members to resign—as we 
find from today’s newspapers that so 
many Membeirs belonging to Jan 
Sangh and SSP have resigned in Bihar, 
how will the Speaker decide the 
question whether the resignations are 
voluntary or not? Therefore, Sir, we 
feel and we say that this is a perne- 
cious measure which is nothing but 
a monstrocity and this House should 
reject it, I know, the hon. Minister 
will ask ‘Do you support forced resig¬ 
nations’? Well there may be a <-ast o' 
forced resignation if it is divorced 
from the popular movement. But, the 
question is, if you want to see that 
your Members are not asked to re¬ 
sign by the people, then you have to 
put up a much better performance; 
Mr. Law Minister, your party has to 
have a much better rapport with the 
people. You cannot go on denying 
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the people their necessaries of life. 
You cannot deny the people of their 
very fundamental rights; their basic 
right and then say ‘well, I must sit in 
the ivory tower and should have con- 
situtional protection and I can untilise 
the Offices of the Speakers and 
Chairmen of different legislative 
bodies and councils, and therefore, 
you cannot do any harm! I can now 
undo something that the people of 
this country demand me to do.’ 


SHJRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 

I listened very attentively to the speech 
of Mr. Somnath Chatterjee who des¬ 
cribed this Bill as anti-democratic. 

I am not at all surprised with his 
speech as a person or as a believer of 
philosophy which does not by itself 
believe in parliamentary democracy 
and which also wants to drive in 
.anarchy and chaos. Obviously, he will 
not like lhat certain provisions should 
be brought in this House which can 
create a damper in the effort of a 
few individuals to create a’tmosphere 
of anarchy and chaos. I would not be 
surprised also if this is opposed by 
some other friends, who, by tlhe time,, 
have realised that thei r policies are 
such that the country and the people, 
particularly, the vaulnerable sections 
of this country, are never going to 
support ihem. Sir, Mr. Chatterjee 
has said that democracy is a certain 
process. It is because of maintaining 
this process that the Bill has become 
necessary. It has become necessary 
becaue in the recent past, we have 
seen a new phenomenon in our pub-' 
lie life, a phenomenon which has dan¬ 
gerous implications, a phenomenon 
which has the evil effect of destroy¬ 
ing the democratic functioning of the 
society. This phenomenon is Of pro¬ 
curing letters of resignation from the 
legislators by threats of violence by 
a handful section of the people. If 
democracy is to thrive, the process Is, 
it must thrive in a certain atmosphere, 
in which individuals including legis¬ 
lators are hot subjected to intimida- 
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tion, violence or threat. You can¬ 
not permit issues to be settled, in 
a democratic sociey or where demo-. 
cratic foundations are there, on the 
streets. Obviously, when a tendency 
has grown in this country today to 
-settle issues on the streets, it is neces¬ 
sary for this Parliament to ponder 
seriously and to bring before this 
House legislative measures by which 
we can discourage such an atmosphere 
or such a tendency. Sir, as a legis¬ 
lator, I do feel that the people have 
given me some mandate and I must 
be permitted to carry out this mandate 
without fear of violence. If, at every 
moment, I am under the apprehension 
that persons on the streets can really 
modulate my views, I do not think, 
at any point of time, I will be able 
to serve this country or society at 
large. 

After all, I would request the mem¬ 
bers of the opposition to keep it in 
mind that there have b?en cases in 
this country where there were mass 
upsurges, not on national issues but 
an emotional issues, on regional issues, 
on sentimental issue, and force has 
been used to coerce legislators to sup¬ 
port these emotional issues, senti-: 
mental issues. But in the ultimate 
analysis, it has been found that the 
emotional issues which brought the 
so-called mass upsurge were not for 
the good of the country and people 
themselves have realised it after some 
point of time. Therefore, unless we 
give some protection to the legisla¬ 
tors to exercise their own indepen¬ 
dent opinion in this matter and protect 
them from mob violence on the 
ground of mass upsurge, I do not think 
we will be able to really discharge 
our du'y as legislators, and there¬ 
fore I congratulate the Law Minister 
for bringing the Bill before this 
House. 

Many an objection has been taken 
by Shri Chatterjee. He has asked 
why we have brought in this Bill 
and why certain new things have been 
introduced in this Bill.. He also said 
*01 pa88ejp taaeq seq jospsatig aq) psqj 


that he will become the subject matter 
of controversy, he will be something 
like a sub-inspector and so on and so 
forth. 


I feel that by bringing this Bill 
the hon. Law Minister has regula¬ 
rised certain things. Because of cer¬ 
tain divergent decisions of the High 
Courts, the situation in the entire 
country was such that nobody knew 
where the matter really stood. The 
hon. Law Minister in his speech 
has said once the resignation is given 
by a member, the Speaker has no 
authority to reject the resignation or 
to say that he will not accept it 
Article 101(3) says: 


“If a member of either House 
of Parliament.... 


(b) resigns his seat by writing 
under this hand addressed to the Chair¬ 
man or the Speaker, as th e case may 
be, his seat shall thereupon become 
vacant.’’ 


Therefore, one an interpretation the 
hon. Law^ Minister has said that if 
a perso n designs his seat by writing 
under his hand and addressed p to 
the Chairman or the Speaker, tender¬ 
ing his reignation, tfi e question of its 
acceptance does not arise at all. At 
the same time, i n this country there 
have been decisions of tHe High Courts, 
which have stated or interpreted 
that the Chairma n or the Speaker may 
refuse to accept resignation if there is 
doubt about th^ genuineness or the 
voluntary nature of the resignation. 

At this stage I have to' refer to a 
decision reported in AIR Allahabad 
1965, becaus e there also this question 
cam e up, and in the judgement, the 
High Court while dealing on the 
different kinds of resignation of high 
dignitaries and members of the le¬ 
gislature observed: 
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“The only difference between the 
two cases is that whereas in the 
case of a member of the Legisla¬ 
ture the Speaker is bound to accept 
the resignation, once it is received 
by him, provided of course that he 
is satisfied about its genuine and 
voluntary nature 

Therefore, it is not that the courts 
have interpreted article 101, or the 
corresponding article dealing with the 
Slate Legislatures, in a manner that 
once the resignation is given, no dis¬ 
cretion is left to th e Speaker. We 
(have got the decision of at least the 
Allahabad High Court, which says 
that the Speaker has the right to 
consider the genuineness or voluntari¬ 
ness of the letter. I can also refer 
fo a decision of the Travancore Co¬ 
chin High Court in 1952 where it 
has held tlhat a resignation under 
article 101 implies a voluntary resig¬ 
nation. If the resignation is not 
voluntary, obviously the resignation 
is not going to take effect. 

Therefore, a n atmosphere exists in 
the country where legislators do 
not know where they stand because 
both the views were very much pre¬ 
dominant. There were two decisions 
of the High Courts which, say that 
for a resignation to be a proper or 
valid resignation it must be genuine 
and voluntary. There is another in¬ 
terpretation coming from different 
quarters, including from our Law Min¬ 
ister, that the,moment a resignation 
is given, it is effective and 
the question whether it is voluntary 
or not simply does not arise. In that 
atmosphere of uncertainty, if a legis*- 
lation is brought to remove all such 
uncertainty, I do not know why ob¬ 
jection is take n to that. 

Then, mv hon. friend has said that 
the Speaker lias been dragged i'n. 
You will be pleased to note, that it 
is not for the first time that, the Spea¬ 
ker has been dragged in by this con¬ 
stitutional amendment,; by introduc¬ 
ing certain things which -were never 
before there. Because, there are 


rulings of the different High Poults 
which say directly or indirectly that 
the Speaker has to judge about the- 
genuineness or the voluntariness of 
the resignation. 

Let us take the case of the .big gest 
State of this country, namely, UP. I. 
draw the attention of the Hpuse 
to a rul e framed by the UP Legisla¬ 
ture which says; 

“As soon as may be the Speaker 
on receipt of a letter of resigna¬ 
tion, if he is satisfied about the 
genuineness and the voluntariness 
thereof, inform the House that such 
a member has resigned his seat in 
the House.’’ 

Therefore, even prior to bringing this 
Constitution Amendment Bill before 
the House, there are many legisla¬ 
tures—I am only citing one example— 
wher e under the "rules framed by the 
legislatures, the Speaker was given 1 
the right to judge whether the resig¬ 
nation was voluntary and genuine. 

I feel such situations should not con¬ 
tinue where a ' particular legislature 
may accept or reject a particular re¬ 
signation on the ground that it is not 
voluntary because they have framed 
the rules whereas another legisla¬ 
ture will not frame such rules and 
the Speaker will say, “Under article 
101 , I have no option. I am to accent 
it.” 

I feel, this is discriminatory in na¬ 
ture that th e legislature of a parti¬ 
cular State will be protected because 
of certain rules framed by the House 
whereas the legislature of another 
State will not be protected. There¬ 
fore, if the Law Minister has brought 
before the House a statute by which 
the whole thing is regularised, I think, 

1 Fiere should not be any objection 
from ray learned friends. 

I do not think—at least, I have tried 
to find out—that my belonging ^ Op¬ 
position parties at any point of time 
made a protest, whe® th#rule» were 
framed by Tthe that 

yon ; sppa vm&P 

Speaker and that you are converting 
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the post of Speaker to that of Subj- 
Inspeetor. At no point of time, these 
objections were made. But today, 
these objections are made because the 
Members of the Opposition have reali¬ 
sed that in spite of tlhe grave eco¬ 
nomic crisis that is going on in the 
country, the Congress party has got 
the support of the vulnerable sections 
of the population as it happened in 
U.P. recently and in Andhra Pradesh 
where so much of agitation was there. 


What does it indicate? The tempo¬ 
rary mass upsurge may not be the 
final opinion of the people in the 
ultimate analysis and, therefore, they 
feel that their success lies not in 
'.h e ballot box but in chaos and anar¬ 
chy. That is why they are objecting 
to this Bill. I can only pity them. 
Therefore, I am saying that the ground 
referred to by my learned friends 
that the Speaker has been uncessarily 
dragged in is meaningless e because no¬ 
thing new is sought to be introduced 
by this Bill. 


The next question was about recall 
and referendum, '‘Why don’t you have 
provision of recall and referendum in 
the Constitution?” I do not know 
whether the Members of the Opposi¬ 
tion have really tried to understand 
the implications of these two words re¬ 
call and referendum. They always use 
tVe words because they are catchy 
phrases. What is the provision of re¬ 
ferendum 9 The provision of referendum 
is that a partieu’n r Bill or a particular 
legislative provision may be placed 
before the public for their opinion 
by way of vc ting. We have such a 
provision whcr'\ in respect of impor¬ 
tant Bills, we feel that the public 
opinion shou'd be taken, we send 
the Bill for eliciting public opinion. 

I do remember that only last week 
we ?ent a Private Members Bill, Mr. 
Limaye's Bill for public opinion-. The 
ward “referendum” seems, to be a very 
catqhy phrase. That i$ , why they 

US'-fib... 
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Let us look to some of the countries^ 
as tp how they have used the provi¬ 
sion of referendum. I tried to see the 
Swedish Constitution. Ifa the Swedish 
Constitution, in 1922, the provision 
of referendum was introduced. Up , 
till now, they have utilised it only bn 
three occasions. For what purpose? 
The first was as to whether there 
should be a prohibition of intoxicat¬ 
ing drugs which was rejected by a' 
narrow margin. The second time, in 
1955, the referendum was sought as 
to whether the traffic should go by 
th e right hand or by the left hand. 
On the third occasion, the referendum 
was sought o n some ,pensio n scheme 
where the decision was inconclusive. 

Those countries which have provi¬ 
ded for referendum can afford it be¬ 
cause the population is less and the 
complexities are not like those of our 
country. Therefore, they can afford 
to do so. But in a country like ours, 
for every Bill, for every piece of le¬ 
gislation, if we are to go to the peo¬ 
ple, we will be creating complications. 

About recall, an impression is sought 
to be created “that you can recall 
legislator if h e is not doing service. 
What is the provision? The provision 
of recall, as we find today in some 
of the American Federal Constitutions, 
is that if .a number of persons sign 
a petition saying that a particular 
Member has not been able to dis¬ 
charge his duties properly, after veri¬ 
fication of the petition, the Consti¬ 
tuents are given another opportunity 
to exercise their franchise and if a 
majority of voters say that Member 
should come back, then only he is re¬ 
called. Do you know the dangerous im¬ 
plications if this provision is incor- 
ported in the Constitution? We will 
be fighting elections all the time. 200 
or say, 500 people will sign an appli¬ 
cation saying that he is not discharg¬ 
ing his duties properly and then he 
will have to go,to the polls. If an Oppo¬ 
sition member gets elected, I can easily 
get hold of, say, 500 people' and have 
an application made. Particularly the. 
members of the Opposition, who wese 


> / 
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in lesser margin than ourselves, will 
be in great difficulties. If I am defea¬ 
ted, immediately I am able to get hold 
of 1,000 people. Therefore, in a coun¬ 
try like ours when you say about re¬ 
call you should apply your mind to 
the problem. You.simply say so be¬ 
cause these words seem to be very 
catchy phrases. 

Mr. Hiren Mukherjee, the other day, 
was objecting to the introduction of 
this Bill saying that, by this, we will 
bfe making a publicity throughout 
the world that resignations in this 
country are being taken under threat 
or duress. I think, we should not 
belhave like an ostritch burying our 
head in the sand and being under 
an illusion that the people will not 
see us. As if we do not pass this 
Constitution Amendment Bill, people 
in the world will not know that these 
things are going o n i n the streets of 
our country. People in the world are 
not so foolish; they read newspapers; 
they know what is happening in this 
country. They are less concerned with 
what ’Constitutional Amendments are 
taking plac e than the reported events. 
Therefore, I feel that this argument 
has no sound logic or basis. 

Lastly, a point has been oought to 
be raised whether, if a party asks a 
member to resign and if he resigns, 
this resignation will be voluntary or 
not and my frindes have spoken keep¬ 
ing in view the situation in Bihar. I do 
not think that this is at all a compli¬ 
cated matter, because, if a party asks 
a member to resign and if a member, 
in deference to the decision of the 
party, voluntarily resigns and reite¬ 
rates to the Speaker, ‘I voluntarily 
resign’, then obviously it is voluntary. 
If a member does not want to resign 
and the party coerces him to resign 
and the member after his resignation 
informs Speaker that his resignation 
was not voluntary, then I think that 
the resignation is not voluntary. The 
matter is simple.... 

SHRI MURASOLI MARA/N (Madras 
South): If the Speaker himself is 


made to resign by coercion, then what 
do you suggest? 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO¬ 
SWAMI. About resignation of Speaker, 
there is a particular provision. 

Therefore, I feel that the apprehen¬ 
sion that my learned friends are rais¬ 
ing about this Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Bill has no foundation. This 
Bill, undoubtedly, is to protect the 
process of democracy in this country, 
and I wholeheartedly support this Bill. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
Mr. Chairman, as far as this Bill is 
concerned, because certain things have 
happened in the recent past, the neces¬ 
sity, according to the Government, has 
arisen to take certain measures to 
ward off any forcible or coercive 
resignation. Under the Constitution 
there is no provision wi.h regard to 
the simple fact whether, when a re¬ 
signation reaches the Speaker, it 
should only be signed by a member 
or it should be written in his own 
hand-writing. Of course, two types, 
of things have happened. Some mem¬ 
bers are resigning voluntarily and 
ther e are also cases w r here we find 
that members have resigned under 
coercion, force, duress. Suppose a 
forced resignation letter reaches the 
Speaker,. the n h e should know whether 
that member has actually given his 
resignation voluntarily or under coer¬ 
cion or force. Only to this limited 
extent the matter can be. simplified. 
The matter can be simplified and an 
easy solution can be found out if 
merely one amendment can be made 
to the effect that the resignation letter 
should be in the hand-writing of the 
member concerned. And it must be 
presented by him in person, to the 
Speaker. But, now, because of the 
present amendment brought by the 
hon. Law Minister, the whole thing 
is complicated. So, my point is this 
and i! will request the Miq|ster, Shri 
Gokhale, to go only to this limited 
extent. To-day, the Speaker may be 
in trouble. So, to avoid any contro¬ 
versy, and to give an opportunity to 
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Uh e Speaker, the particular member 
resigning should give it in his own 
hand-writing and present it to the 
Speaker. Suppose, a 'member is under 
treatment in a hospital. Then also 
arrangements can be made to know 
whether h e has given it in his own 
handwriting. To that limited extent, 
I am prepared 'o accept. But, here 
the whole thing has been complicated. 
It has become something farcial and 
most ridiculous to suggest that the 
Speaker shall find out whether it is 
really genuine or otherwise. The 
genuineness or the 0 herwise of a re¬ 
signation,. the Speaker can never be 
in a position to as certain. The entire 
rules of evidence and other procedu¬ 
ral matters will come u p. Possibly, 
we cannot see that the position of the 
Speaker is degraded to the position of 
a Magistrate making an inquiry as 
to the genuineness of the resignation. 
Therefore, I would call upon the hon. 
Minister to come forward with ano¬ 
ther Bill only to that limited extent 
that the resignation must-be in the 
hand-writing of the Member and 
signed by him and handed over by 
him in person to tline Speaker. To 
that limited extent, I would make 
thus suggestion. 


With regard to what has hapj>ened 
in Gujarat and what is going to hap¬ 
pen and the developments that are 
taking place in Bihar, from these at 
least the Government should draw a 
lesson that if to-day the Constitution 
does not provide for a right of recall 
of a member, then that right has to 
be given to the electorate so that the 
electorate can peacefully decide that 
if a particular member has not dis¬ 
charged his responsibility o r that he 
has not carried out his responsibility 
in a particular way for which ho is 
committed, then under such circum¬ 
stances, 51 per cent of the people or 
whatever number you may fix, if the 
majority of the people do not really 
want and if they feel that by their 
vote agiain they can express their 
own views that a particular member 


has failed to carry out his responsi¬ 
bility, they should .be able to do so. 
So, this is the right time for bang¬ 
ing a comprehensive Bill. In many 
socialist countries, why, in almost all 
the socialist countries there is a right 
of recall. Thereby the electorate’s 
right has been strenthened. They are 
guaranteed such rights and, therefore, 
the same thing can be put there also. 
So, instead of bringing such a com¬ 
prehensive Bill, what is the fun of 
bringing such a Bill which is more 
complicated. 


Thirdly, I demand that there should 
be a comprehensive Bill for tliie right 
of recall and secondly let the hon. 
Minister com<^ forward with another 
Bill with the amendment I suggested 
a’nd only to that limited extent. If 
not, this will be giving much trouble 
and making the Speaker himself a 
controversial figure and that should 
not be allowed; we should not attempt 
to do anything whidh. may even re¬ 
motely be degrading actually the 
position of the Speaker to that of a 
magistrate. That should not be al¬ 
lowed. This type of an Amendment 
is not at all warranted. Therefore, 
while suggesting these things, I wish 
to point out one thing more. The rul¬ 
ing party hfis been treading line path: 
of the capitalists. Economic crisis is 
bursting out. The right reactionary 
forces are waiting to tak e the fullest 
advantage of the situation. They want 
to establish their own leadership. This., 
has got to be prevented. Under these 
circumstances, my only .plea is, wis¬ 
dom must down on th e ruling party. 
They must take at least a Constitu¬ 
tional precaution of giving the right 
of Recall. And, for that Purpose, a 
comprehensive Bill should b e broug^tt. 
forward. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha); I rise to support the Bill. I 
wonder why and how, so long and so 
protracted a debate is called for. °h 
a Bill which, on the face of It, has 
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become an absolute necessity under 
the conditions obtaining in the coun¬ 
try today. At the time of the intro¬ 
duction of the Bill and the Motion 
for Consideration, an argument was 
made out from One Opposition benches, 
I remember, that there is not at all 
any urgency about this Bill, that 
more urgent matiers should be atten¬ 
ded to and so on. The picture in the 
country is fairly clear. The attempt 
of some of the opposition parties is 
also clear, whether they belong to '.he 
right or left. In these conditions of 
economic difficulties, certain measure 
of discontent is there, and making use 
of these factors, an attempt is being 
made on‘ a national basis, to create 
certain sort of conditions of anarchy, 
and using those- conditions, it can 
fairly lie anticipated that the condi¬ 
tions which we saw in Bihar and 
Gujarat may be attempted to be 
brought about in other parts of the 
country, This measure is not only 
called for, but it is urgently called 
for, if we do 'not want our democratic 
structure to break down. 

The founding fathers of our Con¬ 
stitution had their own visualisation 
and notions about the status of the 
Members of Parliament and the Mem¬ 
bers of the Legislative Assemblies, 
and the way they will be treated by 
every section of people, etc. Our 
democratic set-up is based on the 
fundamental basis that the persons 
elected by th e people have got an 
ultimate say in the matters concerning 
the affairs of the country. They will 
have freedom from molestation to dis¬ 
charge their fundamental duties and 
their responsibilities. 

But, in the course of the last few 
years a new trend is visible which is 
developing. Certain attempts are 
being made disregarding the basic 
rights of human beings, the funda¬ 
mental rights of human beings,- arid 
they decide things as they choose, just 
■as what happened in the case of the 
Industrial sector, by resorting to what 


is known as gherao. or every pur¬ 
pose such gherao is being attempted 
and it has come on to the stage when 
even the Members of Parliament and 
State Assemblies are geing gheraoed. 
molested, humiliated, heads shaven, 
and compelled to give resignations 
under duress. This was a sort of situa¬ 
tion which was never contemplated,— 
even by t.h? farthest stretch of imagi¬ 
nation—by the founding fathers of our 
Constitution.

When a resignation is written in 
his own hand—the intention of the 
amendment is made very clear in the 
Bill—that resignation would be 
voluntary. ‘Written in his own hand’ 
means it is voluntarily done. That 
was the provision of the Constitution. 
It has got to take place automatically. 

Now, the situation has arisen when 
resignation letters are written--not 
from their hearts, not voluntarily— 
but the hands of the legislators are 
being used as machines by some other 
people who surround them. This is a 
duress that is taking place. Now 
arguments are being advanced that if 
there is a general discontent and the 
people do it, then why cannot we 
accept that. Well, Sir, have we dege¬ 
nerated to that extent that you can 
assume that the vast majority of the 
people in a constituency will resort to 
this sort of a method against a single 
representative of the people? Now that 
is what is being done. Therefore, a 
clarification has become necessary—a 
clarification emphasising voluntary and 
genuinness of the whole process. If it 
is voluntary and genuine, then, of 
course, it will have to be accepted and 
nobody should stand in the way. But, 
my friend, Shri Panda was saying that 
if a provision is made that somebody 
writes it and takes it personally, it 
will be all right. May I put a counter 
question? Suppose you are caught by 
half a dozen people and you are put 
in a jeep and you are forced to write 
your resignation; ..you *are bodily 
taken to the House of the Speaker, to 
the gate and pushed in and then you 
are faced with an. alternative of either 
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submitting the resignation or get 
lynched when you come back. The 
-entire thing is perverse. 

By presenting it personally to the 
Speaker, is genuineness guaranteed? 
Guarantee is the only question. He has 
suggested one procedure. This amend¬ 
ment suggests this procedure. The 
procedure suggested in this that the 
Speaker has got to accept the resigna¬ 
tion. It does not come into effect 
automatically. It must be accepted by 
the Speaker. If he has exercised the 
voluntary act, then how that voluntary 
act has got to be exercised is a question 
which has to be gone into. Nobody else 
can do that. The Speaker alone can 
do that.

IShri Vasant- Sathe in the Choir] 

To say that the Speaker wi'l be 
debased or become debased to a posi¬ 
tion and all that is a fallacious argu¬ 
ment. A controversial question has 
been raised regarding the Speaker's 
deciding it. The Speaker is doing 
that. We have been seeing that things 
are being done in the same way by 
him. This has got to be done by him. 
There is nothing wrong in this. This is 
the only way in which it can be done. 
In order to put a stop to this 
dangerous trend in this country, when 
a few hooligans—a handful of hooli¬ 
gans—can break up the Legislative 
Assembly and do this thing, then 
according to me, this is the only 
method which is proper. If the Gov¬ 
ernment fails to take action that way, 
we will be doing a great disservice to 
this country. 

Now, what has happened in Gujarat? 
We had an occasion to discuss that. I 
•do not want to discuss it further. Any 
self-respecting person should hang his 
head in shame on what has happened 
in Gujarat. 

v The representatives of the people 
were being ^ surrounded; harassed, 
forced and violence being used 
against them. A question was put by no 
less a person than Shri Mayglankar, 
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Is it a respectable thing to do? Can 
any civilised-being accept it? If that 
is the contemplation and if that is 
your assessment of the democratic 
fabrics and your evaluation of the 
representatives of the people, then I 
have got to say that I beg to differ from 
that. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Will 
you permit the people who are cor¬ 
rupt? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: If there are 
cov.-upt people, there are methods by 
which the persons who are charged 
with the corruption can be dealt with. 
If persons are fully drunk can you 
demand from such people the resigna¬ 
tions by coercion and other things? 

* 

SHE I SAMAR GUHA: Your Gov¬ 
ernment has surrendered itself to these 
drunkards. 

SlIRI C. M. STEPHEN: Government 
is not going to yield to these drun¬ 
kards. This Government will not tole¬ 
rate it. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MlSHRA: 
You are here to prohibit that. 

SHRI C. H. STEPHEN: I do not want 
to be taken away to a different sub¬ 
ject altogether. 

SHRI SHYAHNANDAN MlSHRA: 
Why should the hon. Member call 
others drunkards when there are 
many drunkards in his party? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: How is it rele¬ 
vant. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Sir, I rise 
on a phint of order. We have accepted 
certain norms in this House that 
whenever we make reference to any¬ 
body outsjfie we should maintain v 
certain decorum. I want to draw your 
attention to the facts. The fact is that 
there was a big movement in Gujarat. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The point of order- 
under 376 must be formulated to 
show which rule is being contravened. 
Unless you say this rule which regu- 
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lates the procedure of this Hour is 
being contravened, I will not be able 
to give my ruling. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Sir, I was 
saying the recent incidents have shown 
that the Members of the House of 
People or the legislative assembly do 
need a certain measure of protection. 
That mere extraction of a resignation 
will not end up their legislative career. 
This has got national importance 
because it has been stated that the 
Opposition parties have been resorting 
to such sort of methods with a view 
to disrupting the democratic fabric by 
obtaining dissolution of Assemblies. 
Therefore, precautionary measures 
have become absolutely necessary. 

A point was made by my hon. 
friend Shri Panda or somebody else 
that the right of recall must be incor¬ 
porated in our Constitution and that 
such a provision was there in the so- 
* called socialist countries. But I would 
point out that there is no fundamental 
difference. Can he cite one instance 
of a country where a multi-party 
system is prevailing where this right 
of recall has been granted?, In all those 
countries and in all those areas where 
there is not a multi-party system, why 
is that provision there? The provision 
is there to .strengthen the hands of the 
Communist Party. It has po other 
purpose, because that party alone can 
run the administration. If somebody 
does not obey the party, that man will 
have to be recalled. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(Tellicherry): It is there in the United 
States.... 


SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: He may 
have his own opinion. Let me com¬ 
plete my submissions. I am not 
, yielding. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: He 
wanted some information. May I tell 
him that? 


MR. CHAIRMAN: The hon. Member, 

i§ yielding. So, he can give that

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN- L 
would like to tell you, Sir.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He can tell this 
outside.

■him outside. He does not want Ut just 
now. 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I am 
telling you, Sir_ 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I do not need any 
information. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Therefore, 
that parallel does not apply at all. WS 
are proceeding on a different basis 
heie so far as our elections are con¬ 
cerned. W e want that there must be 
som- measure of stability in the 
administration. That is the basis on 
which the entire thing is functioning. 
If the right of recall is to be intro¬ 
duced, I submit that that is absolutely 
irrelevant as far as this Bill is con¬ 
cerned, and that will be another 
dangerous procedure. 

Finally, I want to emphasise one- 
more point, namely that this Bill is 
not sufficient. Of late, we have seen 
Governors being gheraoed and the 
entire procedure being torn to pieces, 
Speakers being challenged and pro¬ 
cedures being completely thrown to» 
pieces on the floor of the Legislative: 
Assemblies or Parliament.... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: On a point of 
order. Now, I may reply to formulate 
my point of order. According to rule 
352, 

“A Member while speaking shall 
not— 

• ■ ■ ■ (v) reflect upon the conduct 
of persons in high authority unless 
the discussion is based op a subs¬ 
tantive motion drawn in pjoper 
terms; 
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....(vii) utter treasonable, sedi¬ 
tious ordef amatory words;”. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Against whorp has 
he done this? Which high authority 
-did he refer to? 

SHR1 SAMAR GUHA: One of the 
greatest Sarvodaya leaders of Gujarat 
-was at the. helm of the movement in 
•Gujarat. There were a number of very 
eminent Congressmen who were at. the 
helm of this movement. Even Shri 
Morarji Desai had undertaken a fast.. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The hon. Member 
is such a learned person. I do not 
have to point out to him the interpre¬ 
tation of the rules. He should use the 
rules within their proper framework, 
and that will assist us. Knowing full 
well that no person in high authority 
was even named, he cannot bring in a 
person and say that it refers to tnat 
person and therefore it will fall 
within the scope of this rule. The term 
‘high authority’ has also been des¬ 
cribed in the rule.... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Under sub¬ 
rule (7), the hon. Member has not 
be uttered. You are not allowing me 
«ven to complete my submissions.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Even under sub¬ 
rule (7), the hon. Member ha s not 
used any .seditious or defamatory 
words against any particular person. 
Defamatory words have to be uttered 
against a particular person. Unless 
that is done, it will not fall within 
the scope of these rules. So, let the 
hon. Member please not take the time 
of the House. There is no point of 
order. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I have not 
completed my submissions. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He cannot conti¬ 
nue indefinitely like this. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I have not 
concluded. , Ypu £re not allowing me. 
I have not formulated the point yet.

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MR. CHAIRMAN: You 1 have not. 
That is not formulation. That is not 
within the rules. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: ‘Seditious or 
defamatory words’. Is not ‘drunkards’ 
defamatory? 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Against whom? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; This is in 
reference to resignation of MLAs. 
Allow me to formulate it. 

This movement has been conducted 
by eminent Sarvodaya leaders, emi¬ 
nent old Congressmen, eminent 
teachers, eminent professors, eminent 
Vice-Chancellors. They were there. If 
the young students have done any¬ 
thing, they have done it under the 
behest and under the inspiration of 
those leaders. If those young men 
had surrounded them, you may call it 
coercive or repressive. But these 
young men have done it since there 
is no right of recall. They have de¬ 
manded the resignation of the elected 
representatives because they have lost 
confidence in them, because in their 
eyes the MLAs have lost all credi¬ 
bility. . Therefore, it was a moral 
pressure they were exerting upon 
them. It was considered a democratic 
method by which they'were per¬ 
suading.?. . 

SHRI M. C. DAGA (Pali): How do 
you allow him to speak now? Under 
what rule? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You must leave 
that to me. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: There must be 
observance of rules of procedure. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He is raising a 
point unde* rule 372. Please dp, not 
disturb. I have to give the ruling. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: They were 
exerting moral pressure through per- 
iuasion, through a democratic method, 
tipdn them. It was on the basis at 
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persuasion that not only opposition 
members but a number of Congress 
members submitted their resignation. 
But the word he has used is ‘drun¬ 
kards'. He- has said that drunkards 
have compelled them to resign. That 
means it is referring to those young 
men, to those youths, to the Vice- 
Chancellors, to all those leaders. The 
old Congressmen and Sarvodaya 
leaders. It ultimately means that it is 
a reference to the people of Gujarat 
as a whole. He has characterised 
them as drunkards. It is defamatory 
and derogatory and therefore, the 
word should b e expunged. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: There is no point 
of order, Shri Stephen can continue. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI; You had just .said that he is 
ignorant. He is a very learned man. 

I hope you should correct it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN:.I stand corrected. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: After coming 
to this Parliament, I have unlearnt 
many things. I have unlearnt a little 
bit of what I have learnt through my 
hon. friend. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Even most learn¬ 
ed men have to do that. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: I was con¬ 
cluding with one point, tl ’was attempt¬ 
ing to make. This Bill is to meet a 
manifestation which is edangerous to 
the democratic set-up. A deliberate 
attempt is now being made to make 
Parliament and the Legislative Assem¬ 
blies completely laughing stock. If 
this goes on, the basis of the demo¬ 
cratic system will be in jeopardly. Now 
the only sanction we have against any 
legislator or MP who defies the Chair, 
violates the rules of procedure, uses 
violence, uses intimidatory language 
and reduces the whole thing to a 
mockery, is a breach of privilege and 
some small advancement even to 
which they do not submit. If some¬ 
body, after having made the entry 
into the House, uses that opportunity 
ior the purpose of wrecking the very 


Structure of the House, then some pro¬ 
vision will have to be promulgated 
whereby those members will stand 
disqualified for a particular period to 
become members of the Legislature 
also. This is also a matter which on 
the next occasion the Government 
must necessarily consider so that the 
sort of demonstrations that we are 
finding here will be put a stop to.

With these observations, I do support 
this Bill completely and whole¬ 
heartedly. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to oppose this 
Constitution (Thirty-fifth Amend¬ 
ment) Bill which I feel, if it is put 
on the statute-book; would make a 
mockery of parliamentary democracy 
in this country and will expose it to 
ridicule the world over. 

The unseemly .haste with which 
this Bill was sought to be introduced 
then again to be considered and 
passed, even giving it priority to an¬ 
other Constitution (Amendment) 
Bill, namely, the Constitution 
(Thirty-fotirth Amendment) Bill— 

they are giving priority or- preceden¬ 
ce over that Bill— is surprising. At 
least the Constitution (Thirty-Fourth 
Amendment) Bill as it stands now 
seeks to give protection to land re¬ 
forms. Now, even’ that is shelved and 
that will probably come in the next 
session. So, there is .unseemly haste - 
to pass this Bill. Why? That is the 
crux of the matter. If they are really 
concerned with giving protection to 
the Members of Parliament and mem¬ 
bers of State Legislatures, if that is the 
idea, we have no objection to it. But 
quoting that ideal, they are bringing 
the role of the office of the Speaker 
to become the laughing-stock in the 
eyes of the world. This is not the 
function of the Speaker. 

What is the function of the Spea¬ 
ker? It is said in the British House 
of Commons that the Speaker is a 
person who has neither eyaa to see 
nor ears to hear nor tongue to speak 
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but is only a servant of the House. 
The very name ‘Speaker* was given 
to him because he was chosen to speak 
for the House when he was asked to 
go and represent to the Crown the 
decisions and conclusions of the 
House. He was then asked to speak 
for the House, and then only he was 
called the Speaker. ' • 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Also he speaks the least. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Inside the House 
he should speak the least and when 
he goes to the Crown he should speak 
for the House. He does not speak for 
himself or he cannot take a decision 
by himself. That is the role assigned 
to the Speaker. But now, under the 
Constitution of India, by the present 
constitutional amendment, we are 
going to assign a role which is not 
meant for the Speaker. 

As rightly pointed out Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee, the Speaker 4s going to be 
reduced to the role of a sub-inspector 
and that too a sub-inspector in the in¬ 
vestigation department, and not even 
to sit in a police station. He has to 
go about’and see who has forged and 
who has done this thing and that. 
This Bill could have been brought 
after due consultation in the Confe¬ 
rence of Presiding Officers, and after 
ascertaining the opinion of the State 
Legislatures, because it is not only 
the Parliament 'and the Members of 
Parliament who are going to be bound 
by this but they seek to implicate the 
legislatures in the States also. They 
may as well say that this will have 
to go to the States later for their 
approval. But before rushing with 
this Bill, why not at least put it be¬ 
fore a Select Committee? Ot, after 
ascertaining the opinion of the Con¬ 
ference of Presiding Officers, this 
could have been done but they have 
taken it in their own stride and 
brought it here. 

I am one with anybody who says 
that there should not be coercion, 
that there should not be duress, that 
there jsbould not be deception or 


fraud in presenting the resignation of' 


members. What does article 

101

They want to avoid that. I can quote 
so many articles in our Constitution 
where the same wordings are being 
used. What are you going to do? 
For example with regard to the Pre¬ 
sident, it has been stated in article 
56 that the President may by writing 
under his own hand addressed to the 
Vice-President resign his office. Are 
you going to put an obligation on the 
Vice-President to find out whether 
the signature of the President has 
been obtained by * fraudulent means? 
.... (Interruptions ) With regard to 
Vice-President again it provides that 
the Vice-president may by writing 
under his hand addressed to the Pre¬ 
sident resign his office. If we take 
these things logically, there should 
be an office of investigation in the 
President’s office whenever resigna¬ 
tion comes from the Vice-President 
whether there was pressure or not. 
Then let us take the case of the 
Supremd Court. It says, that a judge 
of the Supreme Court may by writing 
under his hand addressed to the 
President resign his office. But would 
they investigate whether there was 
pressure put on the Supreme Court 
judge to resign? Then you take 
the High Court judges also. There 
also the wording is the same. Under 
article 217 it says that the judge of 
the High Court may by writing under 
his hand addressed to the President 
resign his office. 

■r 

AN HON. MEMBER: These contin¬ 
gencies had not arisen. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: They may arise. 
I am pointing out the absurdity. In 
every one of the articles in our Cons¬ 
titution, the same wordings hav 2 been 
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used. II you are going to change the 
wording here you should take care to 
see that the wordings in other articles 
are also suitably changed. 

Mr. Goswami was asking a question. 
There are certain cases. In one ins¬ 
tance, resignation of a Member was 
accepted by the Speaker. It was taken 
to the Court. I refer to Thangam 
versus Speaker, 1952. Travancore- 
Cochin case 166. The fact of the case 
is that the resignation sent by that 
Member was accepted. The decision 
of the Speaker in accepting the resig¬ 
nation was questioned, and the court 
held that the letter was not intended 
to be the one resiging his seat and, 
therefore, it was void. If a resigna¬ 
tion letter has been proved to be 
fraudulent or it was forced there art 
courts and they will decide after 
citing the evidence. The affected 
Member should approach the court. 
The courts are meant for that purpose. 
The office of the Speaker is not intend¬ 
ed to do this work, nor is it equipped 
to investigate into this matter and 
come to a decision. It is for the courts 
to decide. In two or three cases the 
courts have taken the decision. In the 
case to which I referred the Speaker 
accepted the resignation letter sent by 
an elected representative and even a 
notification was issued after, accepting 
that resignation. Later on, the 
representative went to the court and 
sought the order of the court to make 
the notification null and void and re¬ 
gained his seat. Therefore, if there is 
an impression that some Members are 
being forced and harassed to submit 
their resignations, the proper course 
is to go to the court or to go to the 
^Speaker. What will happen? The 
Speaker’s Office will be exposed and 
Speaker’s action will be taken to the 
Court. Suppose, about half- a dozen 
resignations ar e ' coming forth, some 
from the ruling party and some from 
the opposition, as has been pointed out, 
.may be due to force or duress or 
harassment, if the Speaker accepts 
certain resignations as, genuine, and 
- certain resignations as not genuine, 
what will happen? Again, the Speaker’s 


decision will be taken to the court and 
I am sure. Sir, it will be struck down. 
Then, some other matters, extraneous 
matters, were brought here about re- 
-ferendum, about recall etc. I am not 
concerned with that. What is the 
procedure you are going to devise, I 
am not here to suggest. As far as the 
Bill is concerned, if you saddle the 
office of the Speaker with functions 
not meant for controlling the House, 
not meant for regulating the procedure 
of the House, not meant to be assigned 
to the role of the Speaker, we are 
degrading the opposition of the 
Speaker and it would amount to cast¬ 
ing a reflection on the working of 
democracy. It is for the people to 
decide. If there is any harassment or 
force or fraud or deception, the proper 
forum to be approached is the court, 
not to bring in the Office of the 
Speaker to the ridiculous level. There¬ 
fore, Sir, I am opposing this Bill as a 
disgrace to democracy, as a blot on 
our statute book and a ridicule to the 
whole world. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: (Bahraich): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, in order to appre¬ 
ciate and understand the relevance of 
the present Constitution Amendment 
Bill, it is necessary to take into ac¬ 
count the events that are happening 
in this country. Let us not go by 
academic and theoretical considera¬ 
tions, what would happen if the 
President submits his resignaiton or 
the Judges of the • Supreme Court 
submit their resignations. Why has 
this Bill been introduced at all? Mr. 
Chatterjee has pointed out that this is 
politically motivated. I would say 
that the Bill has been introduced in' 
order to counter-act the movements 
and agitations which are politically 
motivated. 

Sir, from 1967 till elections in 1971, 
there was a climate of political un¬ 
certainty and instability in the 
country. But, since the year 1971, sta¬ 
bility was brought about in the func¬ 
tioning of Governments in various 
parts of the country. In 1972, most 
of the States in the. country went to 
the polls and the opposition parties did 
not come out in such numbers as to 
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topple down the majority party rule. 
The same was repeated in 1973. There¬ 
fore, the political parties which were 
routed at the three successive polls- 
wanted to subvert the very parliamen¬ 
tary system of democracy, in this 
country. No doubt, we had made many 
commitments to the people in this 
country for the removal of poverty, 
ignorance, disease and to intro¬ 
duce beneficial measures in this 
country. These opposition parties may 
say that we have failed. But, we 
say that we have succeeded to a very 
great extent. But, we are not com¬ 
placent over these achievements. Now, 
extra parliamentary methods are 
sought to be resorted to by these po¬ 
litical parties. The first experiment 
was carried out with success by the 
opposition parties in Gujarat, where 
the faces of the Members of the State 
Legislature were darkened, disfigured 
and they were subjected to all sorts 
of indignities and Physical and moral 
pressures. The result Was, they had 
to submit tiheir resignations. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Congressmen 
do not succumb to moral pressure. 
Kindly correct your speech. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: Eve n if we 
do not, you have no right to adopt 
such measures which are unparliamen¬ 
tary or extra-parliamentary unless of 
course you have lost all hopes of com¬ 
ing to power through parliamentary 
methods. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; We have lost 
all hope that you can govern this 
country. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: It is said 
that there is no such provision in the 
constitutions of other democratic 
countries. I would say that a de¬ 
mocracy functions pot, only because 
of the letter of the law; but because 
of titer conventions.' Whttetiie Consti¬ 
tution for this country wa* being 
framed and adopted nobody thought 
that -Ivin Mettfoers of Par^iment^ dr 
memtoerr of ti» State*- Lftgisltatiee 
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would have to tender their resigna¬ 
tion* involuntarily,! under pressure from 
outside. It was thought that being: 
very important personalities, the re¬ 
presentatives of the people would act 
genuinely and voluntarily. Unfor¬ 
tunately, to the misfortune and shame 1 
of all of us, including the opposition 
parties, we have been driven to such 
situations where we have to introduce 
such a measure. It is not a pleasure 
to us to introduce such measures. 

Supposing a member at the point 
of pistol has been forced to sign a’ 
letter of resignation and that is de¬ 
livered to the Speaker or the Chair¬ 
man. Do the opponents of the Bill 
mean to say that the Speaker, even 
if he has information as a result of 
the enquiry contemplated here that it 
is not genuine, it is the result of com¬ 
pulsion, coercion or duress, he should 
act upon the letter of resignation. Shri 
Clhatterjee, the eminent lawyer that 
he is, knows very well that even the 
most solemn documents, executed 
with all th e formalities, stand vitia¬ 
ted, if force or fraud has been practi¬ 
sed in obtaining the execution there¬ 
of.' Therefore, it stands to reason, 
that certain types of resignations, 
which are on the increase in this 
country, are brought about by force 
or fraud.* 

Then it is said that if the Speaker 
is entrusted with the enquiry he- 
will be reduced to the position of a 
sub-inspector. The provision of the 
Bill says that he will make such en¬ 
quiry as he deems fit. That does not 
mean that he would hold an enquiry 
under* the law of evidence and pro¬ 
cedure. He will satisfy himself in the 
manner he thinks fit. I have given dh 
amendment^that after such a resigna¬ 
tion, if the member does not re-officm 
to the genuineness or voluntary charac- ' 
ter of his resignation, within one 
month Irom the date of such , resigna¬ 
tion, it shall not be accepted. If under 
compuMph of event* he hag be$f( 
forced to resign, 'if he does npt 
tq that, it should- not he binding. 
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SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Therefore, you do not want to leave 
it to the Speaker? 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA; I have said 
i n my amendment that a further con¬ 
dition should be added. 

Look at the conspiracy of events 
in the country. We find in today’s 
morning papers that the Bihar As¬ 
sembly dissolution movement will 
start on the 8th May, 1974. What a 
strange coincidence, what an irony 
of circumstances, that the railway 
strike all over the country is to start 
on the 8th May. This Bill is also be 
ing debated on the 8th of May. Is 
it a mere coincidence or i s it a result 
of some deep-rooted conspiracy? 

Mr. Piloo Mody will be the first 
victim if chaos unfortunately over¬ 
takes this country. Therefore, all 
those who believe in parliamentary 
institutions, who believe in demo¬ 
cracy, should ponder over the matter 
deeply. 

Even then, there is a method of 
doing tihings. Even if you are aggrie¬ 
ved by the functioning of the Gov¬ 
ernment, the method is not that you 
go to the streets, break the bones of 
the legislators and take law and order 
into your own hands. If you take 
this short-sighted view, that would 
cut at the very root of parliamentary 
democracy in this country. 

A reference has been made that 
there should be a system of recall of 
Members. Of course, the question 
of recall is not for consideration be¬ 
fore the House. But we know that in 
Municipal Boards, in District Boards, 
in Corporations, no-confidence motion 
can be passed after one year. What 
is the condition there? The condition 
is that every time, after the lapse of 
one year, you will find that there is 
huge bungling i n the functioning of 
these bodies, there is no stability and 
there is no improvement. Therefore, 
.if we introduce this system of recall 
during the period of the membership, 


then it would lead to instable func¬ 
tioning of the Government and of the 
democratic institutions. Although this 
is not the topic for discussion today— 
only an oblique reference has been 
made to it—I say, the system of re¬ 
call should not be introduced in this 
country. 


I would submit that this Bill should 
be viewed irrespective of party label, 
that it is in the interest of the coun¬ 
try and it should get the support 
from every section of the House.

of the hon. Members eulogised the 
political rights^ political-morality, de- 
moci^Jtic, rights, of the people in the » 
crisis and all these, things. Sir, ques¬ 
tions nave been raised that in view , 
of this crisis in the country, in many 
fronts, the ruling party is not in a 
position to provide all the essential 
things to tlhe people and therefore it 
is a case of the people's upsurge and 
people’s resentment, and they are de¬ 
manding resignations of these elected 
representatives either in the States 
or in the Parliament. Now, Sir, that 
has been taken out as a clue and to 
avoid such incidents this Bill ha 3 been 
rushed through, Was the sort of argu¬ 
ment advanced. I do not know why 
some of t)he Members have come to 
their own imaginative fiction in this 
regard. It is only to be researched 
and studied further.. 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
You speak against your conviction. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: I 
think that you have stated also. The 
Hon. Member is a senior Member 
of the Bar. He has said that by this 
Bill the position of the honourable 
Speaker will be reduced to nothing 
less than* the rank of a sub-inspector 
of Police or even lower than that, 
which was in his mind, for investi¬ 
gating an offence. I will put a simple 
matter in order to enlighten him, 
whether it is a fact or not that in 
some of the cases, when problems are 
put before the honourable Speaker, 
in various forms in the form of Privi¬ 
lege potions or others,—whether the 
Speaker requires some time for veri¬ 
fication whether he has his. own* 
methods of. verification or not. 


Sometimes,, in the case pf privilege* 
motions, he is sending those against 
whom this privilege is dhargea for 
clarification and others. Does it paean, 
therehy that the position of.the. Spea- 
ker*har b*ix reduced t&that f pf,g 
inspector? ( Interruption a) 
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It is true there are differences. I am 
coming to that. He does not decide It 
prima facie. But, the hon. Minister 
has gone into it very clearly and very 
elaborately. It has been stated that 
J the Speaker is satisfied to the extent’. 
I quote; 

“Provided that in the case of any 
resignation referred to in sub-clause 
(b), if from information received 
or otherwise and after making such 
inquiry as he thinks fit, the Chair¬ 
man or the Speaker, as the case 
may be, is satisfied that such resig¬ 
nation is not voluntary or genuine, 
he shall not accept suelh resigna¬ 
tion.” 

Here comes lh e question He must 
satisfy himself. It is true that the 
process of satisfaction and all these 
things have not been spelt out in 
the Bill itself. 

SHRI R. R. SHARMA (Banda): 
^Subjective satisfaction’ has been 
,give n to tlle Magistrate in the Cr.P.C. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: It 
is true that that has not been spelt out 
in so many words. But the question has 
bee n posed or tlhe problem has been 
put to the hon. Speaker to have his 
own methods of satisfaction cither by 
information or by some other means. 
Let these procedural matters and 
these substantive matters be decided 
by the hon. Speaker as we have faith 
in the Chair or the Speaker. What 
is wrong in that? If tlhe hon. Speaker 
desires that the information should be 
so direct, he may call for this particu¬ 
lar Member concerned to com e and ap¬ 
pear before him, may be after a fort¬ 
night or may be after a month. For 
som e reasons or other, he may direct¬ 
ly call for the information or he may, 
on his own information, feel satisfied 
himself about the information. I do 
not think there is anything objection¬ 
able in this. 

; For that matter, it cannot be said 
that the position of the Speaker has 
been denigraded to any extent what¬ 


soever. There are question posed. 
It was raised that it is an attempt 
simply to have this political power 
of the ruling party because they are 
now not in a position to face the mass 
upsurge and all these things. I would 
like to remind without quoting some 
friends that in West Bengal, when the 
Naxalite movement was started, a, 
very handful of Members said i n this 
Hous e that the Government could not 
even give this protection and even 
during the Presidential Rule in West 
Bengal, whe n th e hon. Members of 
this House wanted to have a sort of 
protection from tlhe Chair or from 
the Government or from somewhere 
else, why did they do? Because tuey 
felt that they were not in a position to 
discharge their duties entrusted to 
them/ being* the representatives of 
the people. They wanted to have cer¬ 
tain protection against all those at¬ 
rocities, against any for m of coercion 
and other things. At that time, they 
forgot that it was essentially necess- 
ry to have this sort of protection. 
By this Bill, what is simply intended 
is that i n illegal matters, either to 
dissuade any person or to compel any 
person to resign from this House or 
from the legislatures or as the case 
may be, if it is not voluntary, then, 
thos e resignations are not to be trea¬ 
ted as proper resignations. 

Sir, it has been quoted here—under 
the Constitution, wifat has been said 
is: 

“The Speaker shall act by receiv¬ 
ing a letter written in his own hand 
and addressed to the Speaker.” 

He shall act thereupon in regard to 
the resignations letter. There is no 
other alternative.

What is the condition today in the 
qountry? We had seen, a few days 
ago near Bombay the head an hon. 
Member belonging to Maharashtra 
legislative Assembly having been sha¬ 
ved oft. Also- only a few days bads 
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one hon. Member of this House from 
Bihar was forced to sign a letter of 
resignation which' he -did not. 
What does it mean? Does it 
mean that' it was a free will of the 
hon. Member who was duly elected 
as a representatives of the people or 
was it not a denial of his own de¬ 
mocratic right? The question is if the 
people really do not want a particu¬ 
lar representative to represent them 
in the elected House there are other 
methods to remove his. They can just 
defeat him in the next elections. 
Only when some political parties find 
that they have no dhance even in the 
coming elections and were not in a 
position to defeat the Congress can¬ 
didate-all those defeated parties put 
together—devise ways and means to 
put the entire democratic system to 
ransom. This is out of their total de¬ 
feat and total frustration. It is only 
when they find that they have no 
chance either in the coming elections 
or ven after 10 years tfiey wanted to 
have some sort of extra-Parliamentary 
method so that all democratic institu¬ 
tions may be demolished. 

Th e question is also put why this 
Bill has been hustled through. They 
want this Constitution to be continued 
for some years and in the course of 
these few years they hoped that tlhey 
can coerce the representatives and 
meet their own ends. But they should 
know that it will never happen. They 
must know whatever coercive methods 
they may pdopt ip the Jhearts and 
hearts and minds and minds of the 
people and body-politic of India they 
will have no place in future even by 
using hundreds and thousands of ab¬ 
usive words against the ruling party 
and misguiding the people. The peo¬ 
ple of India have com e to realise that 
democratic from of Government is 
the best from of Government in the 
world. 

I must thank the Law Minister that 
-ha has realised the necessity of put- 
-ting sudh a Bill so as to put a stop all 
such illegal and extra-parliamentary 
methods like coercion, etc. With these 
words I fully support the Bill.

MR. CHAIRMAN: I see no meeting. 
Let him please not disturb the pro¬ 
ceedings 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I was saying that this Bill had a 
name, and the name of the Bill is 
the ‘bankruptcy of th e ruling party’. 
If they want to add more feathers to 
their cap, I would say that it is the 
resounding unpopularity of the ruling 
party’. That is also another caption 
of this Bill. We do not feel insecure, 
why does the main party feel in¬ 
secure? That is the basic question. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: Does he 
really mean this Or is he just cutting 
a joke? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
I realy mean it. So, they must ad¬ 
dress themselves to this basic ques¬ 
tion why are people against them, 
which is the reason why they find 
tbemSelveq in need of bringing for¬ 
ward a fantastic measure of this kind. 
We do sympathise with them, pity 
them, commiserate with them in the 
present circumstances, but we cannot 
admire their wisdom in bringing for¬ 
ward a measure .of this kind. 

But I must say that we are against 
any threat of violence, intimidation 
or coercion in securing the resigna¬ 
tion of any hon. Member. But •in the 
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fShri Shyamnandan Mishra] 
absence of recall. I must state It un¬ 
equivocally that we are in favour of 
moral influence being exercised social 
pressures being organised in meeting 
the challenge of corruption of which 
the ruling party is the embodiment. 
There is no other way, Can any con¬ 
scientious person on the other side of 
the House tell us of any corrective 
to the rampant corruption of the rul¬ 
ing party. Let them put their hands 
o n their hearts and say whether there 
i s any other corrective which can be 
applied to the corruption of the ruling 
party. 

So, we are in favour of peaceful and 
non-violent methods being used for 
making a corrupt legislature and also 
a corrupt party to quit the legisla- - 
ture. Let there be no doubt about 
that. 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA 
(Jammu): Befor e he left the party, 
there was no corruption? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The party was in a much better state 
then. We were not used to it in 
those days. But now there is a vast 
difference. Now, they are a stink¬ 
ing party—also a sinking party. 

MR'. CHAIRMAN: Let him not get 
into th e controversy about, who is 
sinking and who has already suhk. 
Let him continue his speech. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH (Pratapgarh) 
His party is sinking in UP. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
If therfe is any insinuation in the 
Bill that the movement that we 
have seen in Gujarat and are 
now seeing in Bihar is in any way 
meant for weakening democracy, I 
would like to meet that insinuation. 

I would rathier emphasise that this 
is a movement not for weakening de¬ 
mocracy buf for purifying * and -streng¬ 
thening democracy. Can a inf om on 
the other side of the House point out 
a single^ instance of violence, in the 
movement that has been under way 
in Bihar for. the,.last three or four 
weeks* Only on the first day there 


was some violence but even those '.cts 
of violence were engineered the ruling 
party or by their allies and not by- 
other parties. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Let him please 
address the Chair. Let him not ad¬ 
dress the other Members directly. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDA.T MISHRA: 
So far as my basic objections to the 
Bill are concerned, I would like ■ to 
submit that it goes against three fun¬ 
damental concepts, and more particu¬ 
larly, against the provisions cf the 
Constitution. 

In the first place, my submission is 
that it goes against the concept of 
the functions of the office of the pre¬ 
siding Officers. This was nevpr meant, 
and this is not meant in any clause of 
the Constitution—and his is also- 
against th e traditions of th c effc e of 
the Presiding Offices—that many of 
these responsibilities mi" H c be ?.dd°d 
to it. According to the Constitution, 
the functions of the Speaker are- 
defined the jurisdiction of the Pre¬ 
siding Officer is strictly defined, and 
we cannot agree to any modification 
of the functions that are mentioned in 
the provisions of the Constitution or 
the functions which pertain to the 
Presiding Officers i n accordance with 
the traditions that have grown around 
these high offices. 

What is the conception of the func¬ 
tions of the Presiding Officers? The- 
first basic principle of this function is 
that , the authority of the Presiding Offi¬ 
cer would be confined to the precincts 
of the legislature. It will not extend, be¬ 
yond the precincts of the legislature. If 
these functions have to be strictly con¬ 
fined to the legislature, we cannot agree 
to the stretching of those functions be¬ 
yond the legislature. Another basic 
principle accepted so far as the func¬ 
tion of tiie office of the Speaker is that 
the authority of the Speake*mu*t re* 
mahv imrrtufte from any outside inter¬ 
ference. Thtere is no appettate - revi¬ 
sions! or rview authority- ovtr>; tho 
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authority of the Speaker and there¬ 
fore his writ runs supreme within the 
legislature. . So if you are trying to 
•extend the functions of the Speaker, 
you are exposing the Presiding Offi¬ 
cer—I am using the word ‘Speaker’ as 
*a symbol of all the Presiding 
Officers—to the interference of some 
extraneous authorities. 

What woul<j happen is that this ac¬ 
tion of the Presiding Officer could be 
challeneged in any court of law be¬ 
cause it would not originate inside the 
legislature. Therefore, th e Presiding 
Officer would be sued would be liable 
to be sued and prosecuted in a court 
of law. It can only be by a flat of 
an arbitrary authority that sits on the 
other side that no such action could 
lie. May be they have corrupted and 
polluted the judicial authority in such 
a way that many of these complaints 
might not be entertained by the judi¬ 
cial authority. But we also have been 
, brought up in a certain judicial 
tradition and we do think that such 
actions of the Presiding Officers can 
be challenged in a court of law, and 
the Presiding Officers can be sued 
and prosecuted. So this jurisdiction 
should not be extended. 

What happens when the House acts 
as a High Court of Parliament in the 
matter of contempt or privilege. It is 
only in the matter of contempt or pri¬ 
vilege that the House acts as a High 
Court of Justice, but there also the 
Speaker does not act as the Chief 
Justice. It is the entire House which 
so . acts. There the judicial function 
does not pertain to the office of the 
Presiding Officer; it pertains to the 
entire House. Therefore, what y° u 
are seeking to do is against the con¬ 
ception of the office and the functions 
of the Presiding Officers. 

Now it has been emphasised by 
many hcu. members that you are 
trying to give executive functions to 
the Presiding Officers—I had made all 
these poffits at the Introduction'stage 
when opposed this measure. But I 
would again like tosubmit that you 
arfc now making the* Presiding Officers 


multi-purpose officers. They would 
not be single-purpose officers but 
they would become multi-purpose 
officers. They would be the Presiding 
Officrs of the legislature, they would 
be the magistrate and they would be 
judicial authorities also. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Arid the 
nurse-maid of tlhe Congress Members. 

SHRI - SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
And may be, the nurse-maid of the 
Congress Members also! So, they 
would be the multi-purpose officers 
now. Let it be quite clear in the 
mind of the hon. Members. 

Then, they would be actively 
embroiled i».i controversial politics. 
Do the hon. Members on the other 
side realise that in this country the 
Presiding Officers continue their 
umbilical link with the parties from 
which they come. They never severe 
their relations with the party, and that 
has been recorded in so many books 
on the Constitution and the law; they 
continue to be the members of the 
ruling parties generally. Therefore, 
nere, this member of the ruling 
party being further actively involved 
in controversial politics would com¬ 
pletely contaminate and pollute the 
office of the Speaker. 

Here what do you find? The com¬ 
plaint may not be lodged by the 
member concerned. Have you seen 
anywhere in the provisions of this 
■ Bill that the complaint would be 
lodged by the member concerned? 
Who is the Presiding Officer to take 
notice of it? If the member con¬ 
cerned does not come up with the 
complaint, and yet you take note of 
it, you are more catholic than the 
Pope. There must be some com¬ 
plaint by some person. How are you 
going to take cognizance of it unless 
there is a complaint by the person 
concerned?, There is no specific 
mention in the Bill that on the com¬ 
plaints being made by the hon; Mem¬ 
ber concerned. The action would be 
taken. So, what wodld happen is—it 
is indeed a-very preposterous and 
atrocious thing—that the Presiding 
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Officers would be acting at the behest 
of the executive of the day. It is the 
executive of the day who will be 
bringing it up to the notice of the 
Presiding Officers and, not the mem¬ 
ber concerned. This is again a very 
sinister attempt on the part of the 
ruling party to influence and pres¬ 
surise the Presiding Officers ( Inter¬ 
ruptions ). 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, I 
am moving a motion that the House 
should not sit beyond 6 O’clock today, 
as indicated in the List of Business 
and we may continue this debate to¬ 
morrow. I am moving a motion. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
Let this continue o n Monday. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am 
moving a motion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Stiri Raghu 
Ramaiah is moving a motion on the 
subject. I have got his motion earlier. 
He sent it ‘ at 17.15. I had it in writ¬ 
ing. It comes first. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I talk¬ 
ed to you; it was brought to the Table. 
It is very serious matter. This sort 
of engineered activity should be dis¬ 
couraged. The House should adjourn— 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please do not 
disturb, Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu. Let Mr. 
Mishra conclude and we will listen to 
your motion also. Please sit down. 
We will consider that. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Now, the functions that are being 
sought to be added to the office of the 
Speaker, or the Presiding Officers, 
would easily attract criticism that the 
Presiding Officers would be helping 
the ruling party. Sometimes it is 
only by a thin majority that the 
ruling party can hope to exist. Whaf 
would happen in those circumstances? 
Even one day can make a difference. 
Supposing a no-confidence motion— 
and probably it is going to come up 
tomorrow—is tabled* what happens?

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair] 

I was submitting that the way In 
which extraneous functions are 
sought to be added to the office of the 
Presiding Officer would easily attract 
the criticism that they are disposed 
to helping the ruling party, if* the 
majority hangs by a very thin thread. 
.1 submitted earlier that they continue 
their unbilical link with the ruling 
party and they might accept the 
resignations or reject the resignations 
in such a way as might help the 
ruling party. What is the safeguard 
against this? If you do not assure 
us about the safeguard and stream- 
roller it with your majority, the coun¬ 
try would not be convinced of the 
justification of this measure. 

My another objection is this; the 
very status and the right of the hon. 
Member are affected adversely. To 
start with, I am laying stress on the 
status. A member’s status is not 
that of a subordinate in the staff of 
the Presiding Officer. _ This is the 
point which I had made earlier too 
at the introduction stage. The 
resignation of a member of the staff 
of a Presiding Officer may not be 
accepted for good reasons for quite a 
few days and the poor man will have 
to remain in the harness. But do 
you think that anl hon. Member can 
be expected to remain a member, 
if because of a sense of duty he has 
resigned. It therefore goes against 
his status. It is the right of an hon. 
Member of Parliament under article 
101 of our Constitution that his 
resignation should automatically be 
accepted and his seat shall fall vacant. 
You have to realise that the func¬ 
tion of a Presiding Officer in the 
matter of a resignation is only that 
of a receiving agent. The presiding 
officer cannot exercise any judgement 
with regard to the resignation. He 
has only to receive the resignation 
according to the article, 101 of the 
Constitution. The power given to 
him is expanded by this measure. 
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My other submission is this. If the 
Government had a sense of pro¬ 
priety, before bringing forward this 
measure it would have referred it to 
the Conference of Presiding Officers 
and it should have asked them whe¬ 
ther they really thought it right and 
proper that those functions should be 
added to them. Th e Presiding Officers 
are not the beasts of burden of the 
executive. Why should the executive 
presume that all thes e functions which 
in their wisdom, they think that the 
presiding officers must accept, should 
be accepted by them? Why should it 
not be referred to th e Conference of 
Presiding officers. Since it has not 
been done the Qovemment seems to 
be presuming too much in this 
matter. 

It has also been made amply clear 
by many hon. Members, and I- had 
done it at ah earlier stage, that if any 
Member is forced to submit his resig¬ 
nation under threat of violence or 
coercion, he has a remedy in the court 
of law and he can go to the court of 
law. Members have gone previously 
to the court of law. 

Sometimes, we raise in the House 
questions about the constitutionality 
of a measure or about th e legality 
of a measure. 

You are pleased to say ‘I am not 
the person to judge it; you have to 
test it in a Court of Law’. This is 
said invariably. Therefore, my hon. 
friend Mr. Sezhiyan had gone 
to High Court of Tamil Nadu, with 
regard to the Pondicherry matter.' 
You had clearly said. Sir, that this 
could be decided only in the Court of 
Law. Then how can this matter be 
committed to the Court of the Presi¬ 
ding Officer? 

Again, Sir, I am very much afraid 
that jeopardy of life if there is any, is 
being shifted from the hon. Member 
to the Office of th e Presiding Officer. 

-Now,, the Presiding Officer's position 
would be jeopardised. 

What would happen if you, Sir, also 
resign? Who is going to judge? In 
Regard to all these great dignitaries 
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like the Preident, the Vice-President 
and the Speaker who is going to judge? 
What about their resignations? 

If that is going to be the case, do 
you think that you are going to be 
like an island? 

The presumption must always be 
that the resignations are genuine. 
What is the reason for presuming that 
a resignation is not going to be 
genuine and on what basis? As I 
have already submitted to you earlier, 
the Bill doe s not make a provision for 
the complaint being lodged by the 
hon. Member concerned, which is pre¬ 
posterous. Therefore, one will have to« 
think about these matters also in a 
much greater detail. 

Finally, what would happen if a 
party comes to the conclusion that its. 
Members must resign in response to 
the call of duty, the Members 
must resign because they are not able 
to fulfil the mandate given to them 
by the people. How would you 
interpret their resignations? These 
are very complex matters and I think 
the Government is doing a great deal 
of injustice to the institution of 
parliamentary democracy by introduc¬ 
ing a measure of this kind. Even at 
this stage, I would like to submit to 
the Government to withdraw this: 
measure. *We would oppose it by all 
means. 

MR. SPEAKER; The Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs has given me a 
motion. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I made 
a submission earlier and the written 
motion is now before you. 

. SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH; I 

have given notice much earlier*'

Some time was taken by prelimi¬ 
naries. Lest it b e said that the time 
is not over by 6 p.m. by way of abun¬ 
dant caution and to ensure the passage 
of this Bill today, I have moved this 
motion. 

MR. SPEAKER; Now, I will put it 
to the House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, the 
List of Business comes under the 
signature of the Secretary-General, 
under your orders. It is specifically 
stated there that at 5-30 p.m. we are 
'going to take up the Half-an-Hour 
discussion, and in this case it is one 
which was already postponed once. In 
that context, this motion moved by the 
hon. Minister of Parliamentary Affairs 
is uncalled for and it should not be 
put before the House. It should not 
get clearance from your good office. I 
-oppose it. It should not be put before 
the House because it contradicts your 
order, which hao come under the 
signature of the principal executive. 

AN HON. MEMBER: What about 
"the Member who has given notice of 
the Half-an-Hour Discussion? 

MR. SPEAKER: We shall enquire

' SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: There 
-are many meetings. In fact, the** is 
one at 6.15, presided over by the 
■prime Minister. They have earnestly 


requested -me to participate in that 
meeting. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have also to parti¬ 
cipate. in some functions. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: My submission is 
that the motion should he definite. It 
should say that the discussion will 
continue till 6.30 or 8.30 PJM. It 
cannot be indefinite, vague and ambi¬ 
guous like “till the Constitution 
(Amendment) Bill is passed.” 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Sir, I rise on a point of order. Is this 
motion appropriate at this stage?

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; Although- 
•many speeches appeared to be quite 
eloquent, unforfun a tely not many 
points of substance were made. While 
I do not intend to refer by name to 
the individual hon. Members who- 
have made the points, I would say 
that I have tried to analyse the -basic 
issues which were raised particularly 
by those who were opposing this Bill. 

Th e first point which was made was 
that this Bill had hit at the very 
right of a Member to resign and it 
took away his liberty to resign. I 
must say with respect to those who 
made it that this argument shows a 
complete ignorance of the amending 
provisions of the Bill. Instead of tak¬ 
ing away the right to resign in fact, 
this Bill protects th e right to resign 
and protects the right to resign vo¬ 
luntarily and resign genuinely. There¬ 
fore, the right of a Member to resign 
so long as he really and genuinely 
and voluntarily wants to resign is not 
at all affected by the amending Bill 
which is before the House. 

The Second thing which has been 
said is that the proviso which is now 
sought to be added enables the pre¬ 
siding officer, the Speaker or the 
Chairman as the case may be. to de¬ 
termine in a given case whether a 
resignation is voluntary or it is ge¬ 
nuine. This criticism was made on 
the ground that the Speaker had for 
the first time been dragged into a 
controversy which might be taken to 
a court to law. I may submit that 
this also is not correct, because even 
under the existing provision,—to some 
of the decisions, of course, reference 
has been made in the course of the 
obat e by some hon. Members-even 
though there was no specific provision 
for acceptance of a resignation or 
rejection of a resignation, the matter 

refcored their votes for Noes; 

Patil, J. P. Dube, Dr. V. K. R. Vara- 
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have been taken to court. At least I 
know of three instances where there 
are reported judgments where the 
speaker has been dragged in as a 
respondent, and it has been said that 
the Speaker could not have acted on 
the resignation because it' was not a 
genuine or voluntary resignation. At 
least in one case—I am referring to 
the Travancore-Cochin case to which 
Shri Goswami had referred—in spite 
of the fact that the resignation had 
been given and the Speaker has act¬ 
ed on the resignation the court came 
to the conclusion that the resignation 
not having been genuine, it was not 
right for the Speaker to act on such 
a resignation. Therefore, even prior 
to the amendment, the possibility of 
a wrong decision or the possibility of 
a position wher e the Speaker does 
not accept the resignation or accepts 
the resignation without going into the 
■question'whether it is genuine or vo¬ 
luntary or not, being taken + o the 
court was always there. Therefore, 
there is nothing new which has been 
done by this amendment. But this 
Bill seeks to meet the situation which 
has been experienced particularly in 
the recent past where resignations 
have been extracted under coercion 
or under pressure. Instances can be 
quoted in-a large number. I know 
of cases where Members were drag¬ 
ged physically from their constituen¬ 
cies. and taken either by car or by 
train to the Speaker’s house and com¬ 
pelled to sign the letter of resignation. 
There have been instances where 
other kinds of pressures were exer¬ 
cised, for example by talking a 
member on the back of a donkey in 
front’ of the whole city or town and 
bringing him into disgrace so that he 
is compelled to resign. 

This Bill has also been opposed on 
the ground that it is anti-democratic. 

Is it suggested that the measures 
which ar e used for securing a resig¬ 
nation under force or duress or co¬ 
ercion or a resignation which is not 
genuine are democratic methods? Is 
it contemplated that the Derson who 
has been duly elected by a democra¬ 
tic process by the people of a consti¬ 


tuency should be compelled to resign 
by a small number of people by 
using methods of coercion or vio¬ 
lence? Is it being justed on the 
ground that it is a democratic method 
whereas something which, protects a 
resignation not being accepted on the 
ground that it is not genuine or volun¬ 
tary is an undemocratic method? I 
could not follow this argument that 
we must allow a person to resign 
when he had lost the confidence of 
the people. Now, who are the people 
who insist on resignations? We have 
seen cases where only small groups 
of people have sued violence and 
compelled the resignations of Mem¬ 
bers, when the people at large have 
generally had no opportunity to ex¬ 
press their views when the resigna¬ 
tions were given? 

Reference wa s made to what is cal¬ 
led the right of recall in some other 
countries is one of the speaches herd. 
First of all, the right ot recall does 
not exist even, so far as I know, 
in,any country where the two party 
system exist. But assuming that it 
does, what has that got to do with 
a resignation obtained by violence? 
It is suggested that as far as the 
right of recall is not there, obtaining 
resignation by violence is justified? 
In fact, that was the logic of the 
whole argument that since the right 
of recall is not there, you can compel 
a member.to resign by force, you can 
compel a member to resign by vio¬ 
lence or duress. That is the logic, 
or want of it, in -the argument that 
unless you provide for the right of re¬ 
call, you cannot make thus provision 
as you are trying to do by this Cons¬ 
titutional amendment. 

Another argument that may made 
was concerning the language emp- 
ployed in the Bill, that is, that the 
Speaker on such information or 
otherwise which he has received or 
on such inquiry as he thinks fit comes 
to the conclusion that the resignation 
is not genuine or is not volun¬ 
tary may refuse to" accept 
the resignation. I was surprised when 
an argument came from a lawyer who 
is an experienced lawyer asking 
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‘What is this ‘otherwise’? Every law¬ 
yer of some experience knows that 
this is a phrase well known to law. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: Safe¬ 
guard clause. 

SHRI H. R GOKHALE: It is used 
even in the Constitution in art. 356 
apart from other ordinary law where 
it has been used. The connotation 
of this phrase has been very clearly 
interpreted several times by courts of 
law. Somebody said that when you 
say ‘as he thinks fit, the Speaker or 
the Presiding Officer will be caprici¬ 
ous or arbitrary i n his judgment. 
When you say that an inquiry is con¬ 
templated the words usedj are ‘in¬ 
quiry as he thinks fit’—it is inherent 
in the word ‘inquiry’ that it is in con¬ 
sonance with fairplay and justice. 
That has also been imerpratd several 
several times by courts and although 
it might not be a fullfledged judicial 
or quasi-judicial inquiry, it means 
an inquiry not violative oi the ordi¬ 
nary principles of ‘iairlay and jus¬ 
tice. Therefore, it is wrong to sup¬ 
pose that merely because ihe words 
used are ‘as he thinks fit' or 'on in¬ 
formation which he has received or 
otherwise’, the Speaker has oower to 
say that the resignation will not be 
accepted or that the resignation will 
be accepted arbitrarily or capriciously 
is something I want to repudiate be¬ 
cause the amendment in tefms says 
that there is an inquiry contemplated. 
And I cannot think of any authority 
better than the Speaker in whom the 
House of Legislature, whether here 
or in the States, can repose greater 
confidence and greater trust in this 
matter. As one hon. Member said 
the Speaker is the eyes and ears of 
the Souse, quite rightly, and there¬ 
fore in the matter of the right of a 
member to continue, despite pressure, 
despite duress, in regard to coming to 
the conclusion whether he should 
continue or the resignation is under 
pressure and is not genuine which 
other authority is more appropriate 
to decide whether the resignation is 
genuine or not?

We have always proceeded on the 
bads that when the Speaker assume 


his office, he is looked upon as a 
persons who acts impartially, who 
does riot take political sides. That is- 
how the parliamentary system func¬ 
tions here and elsewhere in ihe 
country. If we do not go' by this 
assumption and if you say that if 
you leave it to the Speaker, he will 
act'arbitrarily or capriciously, it will 
really be doing an injustice to the 
office of the Speaker in whom the 
House here and elsewhere in the 
country has reposed complete eonsi- 
dence all throughout, I submit very 
rightly. 

It has been said that this has been 
done for the benefit of the ruling par¬ 
ty to see that its members’ resignations 
are not accepted. 

Actually, if we look at the amend¬ 
ment. it protects every Member of 
the House. Indeed, when there was 
some opposition to the introduction of 
the Bill, one of the hon. Members on 
the other side said that if a member 
is elected he must have the moral st¬ 
rength to resist violence and resist 
pressure and resist duress. It is easy 
to say that. It is all right to say so 
as long as this occasion does not come. 
It is easy to advise the other people. 
But we know how it has happened in 
places where duress, violence and- 
pressure have been exercised, and 
how in spite of this violence and 
pressure, members have continued to 
hold on and not resign until it be¬ 
came impossible for them. There¬ 
fore if really our demorcracy is to 
survive, we must see that this, method 
of securing resignation by force does 
not arise; it really hits at the very 
basis of the democratic structure. If 
we are to function as legislatures, and 
function as members of the legisla¬ 
tures. during the tenure for which 
we are elected by the people at large, 
no group of people or small group of 
people can come inside and say that 
w e cease to represent the people be¬ 
cause they do not like it. The whole 
brunt of the argument was, if I may 
summarise, why is power given to' 
the Speaker; the power is arbitrary 
and capricious; that there IS no en- 
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-quiry, judicial or quasi-judicial, 
provided. It was said that this is in¬ 
tended to protect the ruling party. 
All these arguments. I submit, were 
politically motivated. 

The real method by which we can 
protect all our members of the legis¬ 
latures, whether they belong to this 
party or that, is the one method in 
which we repose full confidence in 
the Speaker or th e Chairman as the 
case may be and leave it to his deci¬ 
sion. on adequate inquiry, such in¬ 
quiry as he deems fit, to decide whe¬ 
ther a resignation has been volun¬ 
tary or not voluntary or has been ge¬ 
nuine or not genuine. 

These are the main points in the 
Bill. ’ I commend to j^he House that 
the Bill be taken into consideration. 

AN HON. MEMBER rose— 

MR. SPEAKEE: Not after the Mini¬ 
ster. The Minister has replied; Kindly 
■sit down. I am not allowing you. 

Now there is an amendment-amend¬ 
ment No. 13—by Shri Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee, for referring the Bill to 
a Joint Committee.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Mr. 
Speaker Sir, when I am rising to 
speak on the third reading of this 
Bill, I must say that I am finding my¬ 
self in a rather unusual situation. I 
find that usually in our House for any ‘ 
kind of discussion the attendance, 
particularly after 6 O’clock is very very 
thin. But I can see today the Gov¬ 
ernment benches full to their capa¬ 
city. Even the Prime Minister is 
present. .The other unsusal aspect 
of the matter is that I hardly see 
anyone on this side of the House. 
That does not of course, bother me 
because I have not come here as a 
member of this or that party. 

When I speak as I am going to 
speak on this Bill, I wish to say in 
all humility but' with all the empha¬ 
sis at my command that I want to 
point out some of the dangerous im¬ 
plications of the Bill which Govern¬ 
ment has brought forward to amend 
the Indian Constitution. During the 
last one and a half years I have been 
more or less privileged to address 
this hon. House with a comparatively 
thin attendance. It is really a privi¬ 
lege therefore, that I have 1 got today 
of addressing almost all. the members 
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of the majority party of this House, 
inducting the Prime Minister. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, this Bill accord¬ 
ing to me..., ( Interruptions ) 

Because I am only one here, I seek 
special protection from you. I need 
special consideration from my esteem¬ 
ed friends of the party in majority. 

I shall not take more time than is 
absolutely necessary 

MR. SPEAKER;' I am sure, you are 
very welcome. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Ap¬ 
parently this Bill is simple. But if 
you look at the implications of this 
Bill, you will find that it is a strange 
Bill because it will create many com¬ 
plicated situations, even if for the 
■sake of argument this Bill were to be 
considered desirable. I am with, the 
House and ask with the majority of 
this House, when they say that no 
MLA or MP should be coerced. 
What I . want to suggest is even if 
this Bill is desirable it Is not going 
to be workable in practice. I shall 
tell you very quickly why it is not 
workable. 

It is said that this Bill is to* stren¬ 
gthen the democratic process. But I 
want to suggest in all seriousness 
that in actual practice, if this Bill 
were to be passed and I do not see 
any prospects otherwise this Bill will 
mean that Government will be res¬ 
ponsible for bringing in an amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution which is 
both anti-democracy and anti-people 
in character. Because, by bringing 
forward this Bill my esteemed friend 
*Shri Gokhale has done only half the 
thing. He has tried to protect, and 
very rightly I say the MPs and MLAs, 
the elected representatives of the 
people from undue and wrong intimi¬ 
dation, coercion and violence by any 
section of the people, whether they 
belong to any party or not. My grie¬ 
vance however, is that the hon. Law 
Minister has brought an Incomplete 
#111 only. By having ' this Bill he 
gives protection to the MPs and 
MLAs. But he leaves the people at 
large completely at the mercy of such 


MLAs and MPs who during their 
five year period of membership of the 
Assembly or Parliament may choose 
to act in a manner or. in a style 
which would be both unresponsive 
and irresponsible. If the MLAs or 
MPs choose to act in an unresponsive 
or irresponsible manner, I. wane to 
ask the hon. Law Minister where is 
the remedy in the hands of the peo¬ 
ple under our Constitution? Should 
our people tolerate the irresponsible 
and unresponsive elected representa¬ 
tives of the people for five long years 
in the name of parliamentary de¬ 
mocracy? 

My hon. friends have been saying 
that extra-plarliamentary methods 
are being adopted to dislodge the 
MLAs and MPs. I am with 'them. But 
I ask a counter-question: Is it not 
true that a number of MLAs and 
MPs—no matter to which party they 
may belong to or they may belong to 
no-party we have seen it in the re- ' 
cent past—deliberately flout the as¬ 
piration, expectation and demands 
of the people in this country? If there¬ 
fore the common people are going to 
be considered as mere spectators and 
helpless witnesses for five long years, 
surely the Constitution, to that ex¬ 
tent is inadequate and incomplete. It 
is from this angle that I wish the 
Law Minister had clubbed with his 
provision the remedy of recall as 
well.. 

MR. SPEAKER: He may try to 
conclude. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: 
Kindly allow me some more time. 

* 

Therefore this is incomplete and 
inadequate. Of course the problem of 
forcible resignations is real and 
genuine. I have myself seen in 
Gujarat and I am very sorry to say, 
and I am ashamed of the fact that 
many MLAs in many State of Guja¬ 
rat were coerced. In' fact, at the very 
start of the Nav Nirman, movement, 
I said it in public it is on record— 
that the movement of the students and 
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the youth must be'carried on a non¬ 
violent and nourpaTty basis. I conti¬ 
nued ,-tWa dialogue with my young 
friends aim students. I have the pri¬ 
vilege of knowing and meeting thous¬ 
ands of my youngfriends in Gujarat. 
1 pleaded with them; I argued with 
them; Iscajole^ them; >1 flattered thefrn; 
I persuaded them; but I failed. But 
that does not mean that my own posi¬ 
tion is compromised. - When I found that, 
1 dissociated myself from the violent 
and partisan movement as early as 
possible on 15th January, this yefcr. 
But everybody knows what the later 
events were.... 

The point is that although the pro¬ 
blem, is genuine the remedy suggest¬ 
ed by the hon.Law Minister is full 
of dangerous implications. I want to 
aak you, Mr.. Speaker, Sir: Did the 
Government-ever show any courtesy 
to your goodself of consulting you 
before./they came to this House with 
this kind of. a Bill because it brings 
in your office and .your own function¬ 
ing as the Speaker of the Lok 
Sabha? I want to ask further: 
Was the Speakers' Conference en¬ 
abled to be seized of the matter so 
that a < considered. opinion of the 
Speakers’ Conference, after discus¬ 
sions, could have, been obtained? . If 
both of these things- had been done 
then the Law Minister could have 
said “We have also the agreement of 
the Speakers or they are in agree¬ 
ment with us. Therefore, we have 
brought forward this Bill.” 

But I am very sorry to say that 
the Government has not shown any 
such country nor have the shown 
any such consideration.' This, shows 
that they have brought forward thiB 
Bill with undue; indecent and un¬ 
seemly haote. The Government have, 
acted more on less,'with a sense of 
panic and have* rushed to thoughtless¬ 
ly where angles of democracy would 
have feared to tread.

You will remember Sir in a joke, 
you said a few Weeks ago, addressing 
me personally “If you Mr. Mava- 
Iankar, resign, I will have no hesita¬ 
tion whatsoever in accepting the re¬ 
signation.” 1 had some 1 difficulty in 
my home town. When the people 
got the news, they asked me, “Why 
was tha Speaker so anxious to have 
your resignation?” 

The Constitution wording is very 
clear. It says: 

- .shall thereupon become 

vacant.” 

Not automatically. It means that the 
Speaker even today without the 
Law Minister’s present Bill, has the 
inherent right of going into the 
question of . whether 1 the resignation 
is genuine or otherwise. 

Now, I would like to quote only 
three - precedents. In 1952, in 
Kerala there was a case of Thankam- 
ma vs. Speaker of the Travancore- 
Cochin Assembly. Then. again in 
Kerala, in 1984; there was; a case of 
Kuji Krishnan vs. Kerala Legisla¬ 
ture. In 1965, in UJ*., there was a 
case of Surat vs. Sudama, in the Al¬ 
lahabad High Court. In fact, in all 
these cases/ the court, ruling was that 
the Speaker should not accept: resig¬ 
nation .blindly and that, the Speaker 
has. the inherent right to enquire 
whether the resignation is genuine 
or voluntary. 

So, I ask the - Law l$nister as to 
wherewas the special urgency^ special 
necessity, to*have..t^xis additional. Ier 
gal and- * Constitutional^., ^soViSioh. of 
farcing, the apogEer togointo the f gp- 
winenesa or ptfcjffwise of the rh»lgn- 

nation. 
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MR. SPEAKER; When the Speaker 
of GajaratMIrt Stoua^teok sortie time 
to accept the reagnation, youexpres- 
eed an, . opinion contrary to .what you 
ar« doing <now. . 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I ne- 
■ver said anything. I never opined on 
that occasion at all. All . that -1 sub- 
-jcaitted on - that occasion was that the 
matte* w«s pending' before the > Gu¬ 
jarat High Court, and when I said 
that, you immediately told me, ‘Give 
me your resignation and I will ac¬ 
cept it’, I did not opine at all. I 
only submitted that the matter of 
Gujarat Speaker’s accepting or not 
accepting the resignation was before 
the Gujarat High Court, the matter 
was subjudice and, therefore. I was 
asking whether this matter could be 
brought before the House, but you 
said nothing on it. I never opined. 

In the British Constitution there is 
no provision for a Member of the 
House of Commons to * resign. The 
Members of the House of Commons 
cease to be members only at the time 
of dissolution of the House. That is 
why, if a Member of the House of 
Commons in England wants to resign 
he applies for what is called the 
‘Chiltem Hundreds’, which is an an¬ 
cient and nominal ‘office of profit’, a 
sine cure job. It is a nominal ‘office 
of profit’ and, therefore, he applied; 
for it and be automatically ceases to 
be a member. I would like the Law 
Minister to reply to this point Whether 
in Australia, Switzerland, Ireland 
Japan, Canada, Sweden and other 
mature democracies of the world, any 
such amendment which he is providing 
for is there in their Constitutions. ■ 1 

Finally, I want to refer to the sit¬ 
uation in Gujarat. My esteemed 
friends. Mr. St eph e n and many other 
friends from the Congress party, have 
repeated again and again to the Gu¬ 
jarat dehate and alsQ to today’s de¬ 
bate that what happened in Gujarat 
was all violent, anti-dezhotfaticv fete. 
I want this House^tobfeno# that In 


Gujarat, during this’revolt, as many 
as five young .people were killed.**. 

AN HON. MEMBER: No. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; What 
is thg use of shouting just too’? This 
is the difficulty with the member^ of 
the Congress party. The point is that 
5 young, people in Gujarat became the 
victims of the violence of the MLAS 
of the ruling Congress. You can go 
and toid out from the administration, 
and if l am proved wrong. I am pre¬ 
pared to withdraw my, words. My 
only point is" this. Let this House not 
be given only one side of the picture 
If coercion 1 was practised on the 
MLAs, some MLAs practised violence 
on the young people of Gujarat; five 
young people; died. But no legislator 
was seriously hurt, and certainly no 
M.L.A. lost his life. 

Mr. Raghavjibhai Leua, the then 
Speaker of the Gujarat Assembly, ac¬ 
cepted this inherent right of the 
Speaker. He was saying to the re¬ 
signing M.L.A.S, . ‘Come after five 
days, come after ten days, come af¬ 
ter 15 days’. In fact, he adopted a 
lengthy procedure But the Speaker 
had exercised the inherent right 
which is there in the Constitution . 

In conclusion I would say that my 
objection to this Bill is this. By hav¬ 
ing this provision, although MPs and 
MLAs are sought to be protected 
though I do not know how. they will 
be protected and even if they are pro¬ 
tected, by having this what will hap¬ 
pen concurrently is that the dignity of 
your exalted office, the office of the 
Speaker of the Lok Sabha .and the dig¬ 
nity of this august House will also he 
jeopardised. 

They wilt be jeopardised because by 
this Bii the hon.. Law Minister hag ex¬ 
posed you, Sir, an3F>ou* office, to the 
ultimate/ authority of the jurisdiction 
of th& Supreme Could. HMt Speaker Is 
the Presiding Officer in the House and 
therefore * bis doings to the Bouse are, 
not challenged in the court of law. * 
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But his accepting or not .accepting 
any resignation is a matter which 
will be challenged by a court of law. 
Therefore, the Speaker’s conduct will 
come under judicial review. If this is 
so, I ask; Is it right? Is it democratic? 
Is it proper? 

My final charge is that the Spea¬ 
ker’s impartiality, the Speaker's dig¬ 
nity, the Speaker’s independence,— 
all these— are sought to be damaged 
by this Bill and if such a damage 
takes place, realy it will be an ir¬ 
reparable damage. 

It is from this angle that I vehe¬ 
mently oppose this Thirty-fifth Cons¬ 
titution Amendment Bill at this third 
reading stage and I do hope before 
long you, Mr. Speaker, will come to 
this House and tell the Law Minister 
that your experience and the ex¬ 
perience of other Speakers, voiced 
through the Speaker’s Conference is 
that this Bill brings the Speaker’s 
office into public controversy, politi¬ 
cal controversy, and therefore. Mr. 
Gokhale, please amend it a second 
time, so that the Speaker is kept out 
of this arena’ 

SHRI MUHAMMED KHUDA BU- 
KISH (Murshidabad); Sir, I wish to 
submit that the hnourable Presiding 
Officers are also Members of the 
Houses. Should a resignation be ex¬ 
tracted from the honourable Presid¬ 
ing Officers by coercion, how the 
proposed Bill will deal with an even¬ 
tuality of that kind? I want clarifi¬ 
cation on that point. 

THE MINISTER OF LAW , JUS¬ 
TICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS 
(SHRI H. R. GOKHALE): Sir, I have 
dealt with most of the points which 
have been raised by Mr. Mavalankar 
in my original reply and no new 
points were raised. 

As far as the point which has been 
raised on this side is concerned, it is 
true that the Speaker is_a Member 
of the Legislature. But the Speaker 
does not tender his resignation to 


himself even under the existing law. 
If he render; his resignation and if 
there is some force somewhere, it is. 
easier to render protection to one au¬ 
thority than to several hundered le¬ 
gislators. 

I have nothing more to add. 

MR. SPEAKER: I will now put' the 
Bill, as amended, to the vote of the 
House, let the lobbies be cleared. 

The question is: 

“That the Bill, as amended, be 
passed.”

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: Has it come to the notice of 
hon. Minister that these reports going 
to round from reliable quarters that 
an insurgency belt is to be created in 
the north-eastern region? If so, what 
steps Government are taking to coun¬ 
ter such a move? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
If it is regarding preparations for 
creating an insurgency area or belt 
inside the country, it relates to the 
sphere of work of the Home Ministry, 
but if something is being done oiitside 
on the borders of our neighbours, 
then my reply is covered by the 
answer given to part (b) of the ques¬ 
tion.

SHRI T. A. PAI: All the State Go¬ 
vernments have been informed of the 
guidelines for making these allotments 
given to them. But may be because 
the number of cars available under 
the State quota is necessarily lower, 
the State Governments might exercise 
their discretion within these guide¬ 
lines. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: It has been 
found that these cars, after use for 
two years, become useless owing to 
their bad quality. So, I want to know 
from the hon. Minister whether they 
will help the consumer by making im¬ 
provement in these cars so that they 
may not becomf useless, and can the 
use be restricted to two years only? 

SHRI«T. A. PAI: I agree that the 
quality of Indian cars still requires 
improvement, but if well maintained 
they should last for four years. We 
do not give the privilege only to cer¬ 
tain classes of people to own these 
cars. We, also propose to extend Ihe 
period of two years to four years so 
that the better maintenance of fhe 
cars is also the responsibility 'of irthe 
owners.

All 
that I can say is that every effort Is 
Igeing made -to improve the quality of 
the cars, but the maintenance of the 
cars also will have to b e taken care 
of.

I also told them that I would 
communicate their views etc to the 
Railway Ministry so that the Railway 
Ministry would be in a position to 
properly cjiscuss this matter with 
them. On the 12th, I happened to 
be present at a meeting which the 
Railway Ministry held. Beyond this, 
I did not attend any meeting in legard

"whether there is not a statutory 
obligation on him, irrespective of 
all other considerations, under the 
Industrial Disputes Act that, if strike 
notices are served in an essential 
service or in a public utility service, 

then the Labour Ministry must_ 

there is no question of “may 5 ’—ini¬ 
tiate conciliation proceedings in xhe 
matter of dispute and* if that is, why, 
after the serving of strike notices, 
the Labour Ministry did not come 
forward to discharge its statutory 
obligation under the Industrial 
Disputes Act, and why he did not 
call any conciliation meeting to see 
whether the dispute could be re¬ 
solved. 

"SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
About 97 unions or so have served 
strike notices. With respect to the 
specific question raised by Shri 
Indrajit Gupta why conciliation pro¬ 
ceedings have not been started under 
•the provisions of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act which are considered to be 
compulsory in respect of any essen¬ 
tial service, we have been advised in 
law that service of a notic e of strike 
under section 22 of the Industiial 
Disputes Act, 1947, is a violation of 
the Central Government’s order under 
rule 118 of the Defence of India 
Rules, 1971, and in view of this, no 
conciliation proceedings can be held 
in disputes arising out of illegal strike 
notices. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Does 
this reply mean that they would like 
strikes to take place without any 
notice being served? If he has been 
advised in law that the notices them¬ 
selves are not in order, then the 
implication is that no notice is re¬ 
quired for going on strike. What 
kind of legal advice has been given 
and by whom, I want to know. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
This legal advice has been given by 
the Law Ministry and the Law 
"Minister. 


SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
We appreciate his frankness. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Notice 
of a strike is given in order to give 
ah opportunity to have conciliation 
proceedings, so that there is time for 
a discussion and a settlement. (Infer- 
tuptions). 

MR. SPEAKER; Whatever he has 
got in his basket, he has laid Before 
you. He is not concealing anything 
from you. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister whether, on the 
previous occasions of railway strikes, 
ten years before and also in the last 
year, the advice or the cooperation of 
the Labour Ministry was sought by 
the Railway Ministry to settle the 
dispute. Secondly, since the strike is 
on at the moment, may 1 know whe¬ 
ther the Labour Ministry finds any 
suggestion to create conditions,, in 
cooperation with the Railway Minis¬ 
try and the trade union leaders, lor 
a fresh move to settle this disputes 
and to call off the strike? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
The position of the Railway Ministry, 
as far as strike is concerned, has been 
stated on the floor of this House after 
a prolonged discussion I am not in a 
position to make any further sugges¬ 
tions in this regard.

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
I had already respectfully submitted 
that though it is the normal proce¬ 
dure that when a strike notice is 
given, the conciliation machinery is 
set into motion for the purpose of 
holding conciliation proceedings bet¬ 
ween the parties, that is the employer 
and the employee, I want to bring,fo 
your attention, that Rule 118 of the 
Defence India Rules has been invoked 
and it .has been already enforced. 
Now, under Rule 119 of the Defence 
of India Rules, strikes are prohibited 
in respect of the Railways. There¬ 
fore, the argument is that in view of 
the fact that there is already a pro- 
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hlbition against the strike, any notice 
of strike is illegal and since it -is 
illegal, the notice is ab initio invalid 
and illegal... (Interruptions). ' 

SOME HON: MEMBERS: No, no. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
How can a notice be illegal? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I said: 
was there a dispute? I am not on 
the point of notice. I was on the 
point of dispute. Was there a dis¬ 
pute within the knowledge of the 
Labour Ministry and what steps did 
they take to see that the machinery 
under the labour law is set in motion? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
That is exactly the question I have 
been answering. Yes, as far as the 
strike notices ar e concerned, they had 
been served. But, under the Indus¬ 
trial Disputes Act, to commence con¬ 
ciliation proceedings, the prerequisi¬ 
tes are these... (Interruptions) But, 
as we are advised, in view of the 
fact that Rule 118 is enforced and as 
a result of that, any strike notice is 
illegal, you cannot go on conciliating 
in respect of a notice which is ab- 
initio invalid and illegal (Inter¬ 
ruptions)- 

SHRI P.M. MEHTA: Why were 
then negotiations started? 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: We 
all understand and realise the help¬ 
less position of the Labour Ministry 
so far as Industrial disputes with 
public sector enterprises are con¬ 
cerned, particularly, the Railways 
and also departmental undertakings. 
These are out of bounds for the 
Labour Ministry. We all know that. 
Even then, may I draw your atten¬ 
tion to a piece of news that was pub¬ 
lished on the 1st of May that ho was 
requested by the Railway Ministry to 
hold himself in the town and cancel 
his engagements in Calcutta and else¬ 
where that he had and then sudden¬ 
ly those arrests and other things 
came. May I know whether there is 
any baste for the news that was pub- 
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lished in all the national presses? 

Secondly, wa s there any' attempt— 
we are all grateful to him that on his 
own and without being requested, he 
took eertain initiatives but they 
were not so much appreciated in 
certain quarters—^but did the "Rail¬ 
way Ministry on its own initiative at 
any point of time, put itself or the 
Railway Minister in touch with him 
in order to get his ndvdee or His ^ood 
offices in the settlement of the 
dispute? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
To the extent I can understand from 
my discussions with the Railway 
Minister, the Railway Minister is 
very sympathetic and is very anxious 
... (Interruptions). 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: No, no. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
As far as the cancellation of my tour 
to Calcutta, I was scheduled to 
attend the State Conference of 
INTUC and at that time, the Railway 
Minister mentioned to me, ‘If you are 
here, your services can be of any use 
or help and if your services are 
necessary for any purpose, perhaps it 
is better you remain in Delhi.’ That 
is why I cancelled it. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: You 
were a party to the arrests.

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
The fact remains that the strike 
notice was illegal, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: All the 
leaders of the Co-ordination Com¬ 
mittee of the Rpilwaymeh's struggle 
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have demanded resumption of- nego¬ 
tiations after ■ release of all arrested 
leaders including .Sari George Fernan¬ 
des. But Sijri George Fernandes, has 
gone a step further and he said that 
in case it is not possible for the Gov¬ 
ernment to release the Headers, let 
them start negotiations in jail. This is 
the latest. I Would like to know the 
reaction of the hon. Minister to that 
and whether he would advise—he had 
advised and he is iikely to advise— 
the Railway Minister and the Prime 
Minister and the mighlly Home Min¬ 
ister, Shri Uma Shankar Dikshit, to 
resume negotiation’s and release the 
Railwaymen’s leaders or start negotia¬ 
tions in the jail. I want to know. 

SHRI RA'GHUNATHA REDDY: I 

had also noted the point mentioned by 
Shri S. M. Banerjee .. (Interruptions) 
What advise I can give to the Railway 
Minister is a matter between one and 
-the Railway Minister. 

SHRI s. M. BANERJEE: Am I to 
understand that the Labour Minister 
is completely out of the picture? 

SHRI . SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Has the Labour Minister gone into 
hibernation? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Has he 
advised the Railway Minister or. the 
Government to start negotiations 'to 
concede the demands of railwaymen? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
Advice from one Minister to Railway 
Minister is a matter between them. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
According to Government negotiations 
were t held up because Mr. George 
Fernandes, the leader of Railwaymen, 
was carrying on a campaign to pro¬ 
voke people for vilolence, destruction 
of property, burning of railways and 
aU that. I am quoting the Minister. 
But I would like to know from the 
Minister whether he is aware of the 
circular issued by the National Co¬ 
ordination Committee of Railwaymen’s 
struggle, issued under Mr. George 
Fernandes’s signature. This is issued 


on 23rd April, 1974. Certain instruc¬ 
tions have been given to RaitipayiJBen. 
Instruction No. 16 stated that passen¬ 
ger trains should not be stopped in 
the block stations and the engine end 
other staff should leave the trains at 
the nearest railway stations so that 
passengers are not put to inconveni¬ 
ence. Instruction No. 17 states that 
no attempt should be made to burn 
or damage the railway stations or 
other railway property and such 
attempts is made by agent provoca- 
tors should be foiled collectively. 
Instruction No. 18 states that abusive 
language and filthy propaganda 
against the individuals, Ministers or 
the officers should not be allowed to 
be made and criticisms should be 
direcled only against the policies of 
the Government. In view of this 
circular is it not clear that the leader 
of the Railwayme-n’si struggle does 
not want burning or destruction of 
railway property? Does not the La¬ 
bour Minister consider that breaking 
up of negotiations on this plea by the 
Railway Minister is not justified? 
Will he take steps to bring about 
settlement between them? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
We have a copy of the circular and 
I have also read it. With regard to 
the other efuestions the Railway Min¬ 
ister has already dealt with them. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
If you have read the circular you will 
be convinced that he did not want 
destruction of railway property at 
all. And therefore I want to have 
ydur opinion whether ‘ intercepting 
negotiations and breaking up of nego¬ 
tiations is wrong or otherwise. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY.: 
This question refers to opinion he 
does not require any information.

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: As 
regards the first part of his question, 
the assurance is that the leaders of 
the trade unions and railwaymen ex¬ 
pressed their views which would be 
communicated to the Railway Min¬ 
ister.

SHRI P. M. MAHTA: Sir, I want 
to know from the hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther his attention has been drawn to 
the reported press news that in sup¬ 
port of the railwaymen’s strike, the 
P&T, Banks, L.I.C. and Defence em¬ 
ployees have expressed their inten¬ 
tion to go on strike. If so, what mea¬ 
sures does the Government propose 
to take to avert this calamity and to 
settle the dispute between the rail¬ 
way employees and the Administra¬ 
tion? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
The Labour Ministry does not have 
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an authoritative information though 
we have also heard about it. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: Sir, I asked a 
specific question—what measures does 
he propose to take to avoid this situa¬ 
tion.

I want to 
know whether, at this moment, he 
considers not only as a Labour Min¬ 
ister but also as a Member of the 
Cabinet to immediately intervene in 
this matter so that at least the 3.S.F. 
and the military personnel may be 
withdrawn from all over the railway 
lines. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
Whether there is railway strike or no 
strike, the Government will have to 
provide the necessary security and, 
whatever steps the Government would 
consider proper in this regard, would 
have to be taken by it.

(a) According to the cost estimates 
prepared in 1968, the Khetri Copper 
Project was estimated to cost about 
Rs. 93 crores. The revised estimates 
of the project cost are Rs. 115 crores. 
The total expenditure incurred at 
Khetri Copper Project upto 31st 
March, 1974, is about Rs. 103 crores. 

(b) The time schedule drawn up 
in 1968 envisaged the project to be 
completed in 1972. As per the latest 
indications, the Project is expected to 
be completed by the 3rd quarter of 
1974. 

(c) After successful completion of 
the trial runs, production of copper 
metal at Khetri Copper Project in 
the initial* stages is estimated to be 
about 20 bonnes per day with purity 
of 99.9 per cent plus. 

d) Two feeder projects are being, 
developed for supplying ore/concen¬ 
trates to the Khetri Copper Project. 
A Project of 500 tonnes of copper ore 
per day capacity is being implement¬ 
ed at Chandmari. A 100 tonnes ore 
per day project with matching con¬ 
centrator facilities was commissioned 
at Dariba in September. 1973 and is 
working to its rated capacity.

DETAILS OF THE TWO CASES OF 
DISPOSAL SCRAP IN ORDINANCE 
FACTORIES 

1. On 13-3-70 an Ordnance Factory 
invited tenders for disposal pf 
72,319.88 Kg. of Copper Scrap. The 
highest offer received in response to 
the above was Rs ,14,177 per M/T. 
The offer was valid upto 27-7-70. The 
authority for acceptance of the offer 
was the Director General, Ordinance 
Factories, Calcutta. Since, there ap¬ 
peared to be some ambiguity in the 
applicability or otherwise Of Excise 
Duty, the DGOF. wanted the.factory 
to get confirmation in this regard from 
the Excise authorities. -Due to time 
taken in the correspondence between 
the DGOF, OF Ratni and reference 
to Excise authorities, the acceptance 
of tile offer could not be intimated to 
the successful tender within the vali¬ 
dity date of the offer. Fresh tenders 
were called for in October 1970 and.’. 
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on the basis ol fresh offer, 62-32 M/T 
were sold at Rs. 11,111.11 per Tonne 
and 10 M.T. were sold out at Rs. 
11,331 per Tonne. The sale proceeds 
were thus Rs. 2.20 lakhs less than 
what would have been realised if the 
highest offer against the original tener 
were accepted, within the validity 
period. The delay in this case was 
due to some ambiguity in the appli¬ 
cability of excise duty. 

2. An Ordnance Factory invited 
tenders for sale of 21.95 tonnes of 
Copper Scrap in November December 
1969. The higher offer received was 
Rs. 16,133.95 per tonne and the offer 
was valid upto 27-3-1970. Director 
General, Ordnance Factories, Calcutta, 
the competent authority for accept¬ 
ance of the offer, communicated the 
acceptance on 13-3-1970 but due to 
delay in receipt of the communication 
in the factory, the same could not be 
communicated to the tenderer with¬ 
in the validity period of the offer. 
The factory retendered the scrap in 
June/July 1970. The highest offer 
received this time was Rs. 14,661 per 
tonne which was valid upto 9-12-1970. 
This offer was accepted by the Direc¬ 
tor General, Ordnance Factories, Cal¬ 
cutta and the same was communicated 
to the tenderer on the last day of the 
validity period. The tenderer, how¬ 
ever, revoked bis offer on the ground 
that the validity period <had expired. 
The material was ultimately sold by 
public auction in February 1972 at Rs. 
9200 per tonne. The sale proceeds 
would have been Rs. 1.50 lakhs more 
than what was actually realised, if 
the highest offer against the first ten¬ 
der were accepted within the validity 
r period. C.B.I. is investigating this 

case to find out whether their was 
any collusion between the factory 
.authorities and the firm.

Promotions from 
lower to officer ranks are, however, 
permissible where possible, subject to 
possession of requisite qualifications 
and other requirements and suitabi¬ 
lity having been assessed for com¬ 
missioned ranks by the duly appoint¬ 
ed Services Selection Boards. 

It is also not practicable to have 
common Messes for officers and men, 
because of the fact that whereas offi¬ 
cers have generally to pay for their 
food, those of lower ranks are entitl¬ 
ed to free food- at Government ex¬ 
pense.

during the commissioning stage of 
such equipment 

Investigations by BHEL indicate- 
that Santaldih power station have to 
install a second boiler feed , pump and 
establish at least four mills for charg¬ 
ing coal. The transformer system 
needs to be brought up to a capacity 
required to transmit 120 MW of power. 
,If these modifications, which are 
within the Electricity Board jurisdic¬ 
tion, are made, Santalidh can deliver 
power up to its noted capacity. 


Mismanagement and Financial crisis 
in M/s Braithwaite, Bum and Jessop, 
Construction Company Limited

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: If I write 
a letter to Mr. X maligning Parlia¬ 
ment, Parliament has no business to 
come into the picture. I can write to 
the Prime Minister saying some very 
nasty things about Parliament and its 
working. But that does not mean that 
it would become a matter of privilege, 
certainly not. But the blackguardly 
operations involved require investiga¬ 
tion. Privilege is a sort of involved 
matter. After all* this is a private 
communication. Let the facts of the 
matter be ascertained and the mis¬ 
creants punished. 


MB. .SPEAKER: So far as inves¬ 
tigation is concerned, it is already 
before the court. It is already a sub 
judice case. But he has brought in 
this letter from somewhere, I do not 
know. Previously also his letter was 
quoted. Now again this letter is 
quoted. I do not know how he is so 
indiscriminate in writing letters, with 
good sensible men all around hint 
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SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
We are after him. 

MR. SPEAKER: Around him. He 
should have been more cautious. 

Now in the letter he has mention¬ 
ed about exploitation by Parliament. 
I have applied my mind to it. ‘Ex¬ 
ploitation’ has many meanings in the 
English language. ‘Exploitation’ in 
the normal, accepted sense of the 
word has a meaning.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: What 
about the cheque and Mrs. Mansaui’s

MR. SPEAKER: Please sit down. 
So far as you are concerned, I consi¬ 
der that your view is also quite 
weighty; I understand. Something 
happens and ultimately we find that 
it is not this Jagjit Singh, but if it 
were an individual on the one side,, 
and I do sometimes believe you when 
you say it. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
But you believe me. 

MR. SPEAKER: After all, what he 
says is that about this letter, we must 
try to find out whether it is authen¬ 
tic or not. And whose function it is 
to find out? Either I send it to the 
Home Minister to find out— 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Not the Home Minister. Home Secre¬ 
tary is involved. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
Or give it to the CBI. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
You appoint a Committee of the 
House to go into them. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: That 
is the most appropriate thing to do. 
Kindly appoint a Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee. Let the truth come out. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I was also having the same doubt as 
was the hon. Member, Shri Mukher- 
jee. The main point for you to con¬ 
sider .is whether it technically con¬ 
forms to the definition of breach of 
privilege. There might be a more 
sinister thing than a breach of pri¬ 
vilege; probably there are some 
conspiratorial things in thfe, because 
the Chairman of the society wants,. 
in collusion with the Lt.-Govemor, 


to do something about the grant of 
land and speaks of green signal and 
so on. It may be much more serious 
than breach of privilege. It is also 
wholly undesirable for the person to 
write like this. About that there can 
be no doubt. But the main point for 
you to consider is whether any com¬ 
munication passing between two per¬ 
sons which was not meant to be a 
public document can constitute The 
basis for a breach cf privilege. That 
is the main point. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is very im¬ 
portant for the future also. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: For exam¬ 
ple, letter between husband and w^fe. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The only point that could be urged 
wag that it is an official communica¬ 
tion. Even so, I repeat even if it is an 
official communication can you make 
it the basis for a breach of privilege? 
That is the second point which we 
have to consider. 

MR. SPEAKER: I quite agree with 
what Prof. H. N. Mukherjee and 
Shri Shyamnandan Mishra have said. 
Previously, in the case of individuals, 
when they were given, they were re¬ 
ferred to the Speaker, and the Spea¬ 
ker would refer them to the proper 
persons to judge the authenticity of 
the letter or any record. In this case, 
since this morning I have been con¬ 
sulting the Secretary-General and 
others, and I have been thinking over 
it.

SUPREME COURT NOTICE TO THE 
SPEAKER IN THE MATTER OF 
SPECIAL REFERENCE RE. PRESI¬ 
DENTIAL ELECTION 

MR. SPEAKER: The House will re¬ 
call that on the 2nd May, 1974 some 
members raised in the House the 
question of Notice issued to me by 
the Supreme Court of India i:i the 
matter of Special Reference under 
Article 143 of the Constitution of 
India regarding the Presidential Elec¬ 
tion. As I had not till then received 
any such Notice, I said that when it 
came, I would consult the General 
Purposes Committee before I lake a 
decision. 

I received the Notice dated the 1st 
May 1974 from the Supreme Court on 
the evening of 2nd May, 1974. The 
Notice states inter alia as fotlows 

• 

“Whereas under Article 143 of 
the Constitution, the President of 
India has been pleased to refer to 
this Court (copy of Reference en¬ 
closed herewith), the following 
questions of law for consideration 
and report,” 

After reproducing the questions re¬ 
ferred by the President to the Sup-; 
reme Court .and stating certain facts, 
the Notice spates further:— 

“Notice is hereby given to you so 
• that you may, if so advised, enter 
appearance in the above matter 
and file 100 copies of the v/ritten 
arguments... .by 12 noon on the 
20th day of May, 1974. 
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Take further notice that the 
above Special Reference will be 
listed for hearing before the Court 
on Monday, the 27th day of May, 
1974_, wh'en you, may appear be¬ 

fore the Court by an Advocate of 
the Court and take such part in the 
proceedings before this Court oa 
you may deem fit.” 

The language is very cautious about 
it 

I placed the matter before the Ge¬ 
neral Purposes Committee on the 7 th 
May, 1974. The General Purposes 
Committee advised that neither the 
Lok Sabha, nor the Speaker, should 
enter appearance in the Supreme 
Court in this matter. 

If the House agrees, the Supreme 
Court may be informed accordingly. 

HON. MEMBERS: Yes Sir. 

SIIRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Bcgusarai): Our humble submission 

is that the Attorney-General should 
have played his legitimate role in 
this matter and he should have ad¬ 
vised the hon. Court that it is not 
done in the case of a Presiding Officer 
of a Legislature. What the Attorney- 
General did on that occasion is also 
a question which we have to consi¬ 
der. The hon. Law Minister had 
undertaken to tell the House what 
exactly the Attorney-General had said 
on that occasion 

SHRI H. N. MUKER.JEE (Cal¬ 
cutta—North-East): It is on record 
that the Law Minister made a pro¬ 
mise. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Committee 
considered only that part of the 
reference which deals with the Spea¬ 
ker giving his views to the Cojjrt. I 
will see the records to find out what 
the Law Minister said at the time. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: He pro¬ 
mised to make a statement. 
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' MR. SPEAKER: When this came 
to the notice of the Attorney-Gene¬ 
ral, even then I was not informed 
about it. I received it direct from 
the Supreme Court. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA 
GOSWAMI (Gauhati): Earlier also, 
notices were issued and, in fact, some 
of the State Legislatures appeared 
in the earlier Supreme Court Refer¬ 
ence. 

MR. SPEAKER: We considered 
this matter in the Committee and we 
thought that we should confine our 
decision only to the Speaker of the 
Lok Sabha and leave it for the State 
Legislatures to follow the procedure 
as they decide. They differed from 
us in the past. I will be sending this 
decision for their information only.

MR. SPEAKER: Shri D. N. Tiwaiy. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY (Gopalganj): 
Sir, before I make the statement, 1 
want to draw your attention to a 
mistake, on this item. 

The impression given is that this 
statement is being made by me on 
my behalf. This statement was pass¬ 
ed by the Committee on Salaries and 
Allowances of Members of Parliament. 
I being the Chairman', I make the 
statement on behalf of the Com¬ 
mittee, not as a Member. 

MR. SPEAKER: You are taken as 
the Chairman. Otherwise, it would 
not have been allowed. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
He is making a statement on Salaries, 
Allowances etc. of Members of Par¬ 
liament of India and certain foreign 
Parliaments. What about salaries of 
railway workers arid others? 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: I am not ask¬ 
ing for any increase in salaries and 
allowances. 

Sir, the item says: Statement by 
Member. It should be: Statement by 
the Chairman’'of the Committee on 
Salaries and Allowances of Members 
of Parliament. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is always in the 
name of the Chairman or the Mem- 
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ber. Don’t worry about it. You bet¬ 
ter read it or lay it on the Table of 
the House, as you like. I advise you 
to lay it on the Table of the House. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: This is a 
small thing.... 

MR. SPEAKER: You may read the " 
covering statement and lay the other 
thing on the Table of the House. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, on many occasions in the past, 
news items have appeared in the Press 
about the emoluments etc., of Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament. The information 
given in such news items has generally 
been exaggerated. You will recall, Sir, 
when the attention of the House was 
drawn to a similarly exaggerated cewS 
on the 3rd December, 1973, you were 
pleased to observe as follows:— 

‘We shall try to collect every 
information, and if the whole in¬ 
formation could come to us during 
this very session, we will lay it 
before the House, I will send it to 
the Leader of the House also.” 

The Joint Committee on Salaries 
and Allowances of Members of Parlia¬ 
ment has since collected information 
from 22 countries about the salaries 
and allowances paid io, and amenities 
enjoyed by, Members of their Parlia¬ 
ments. With your permission, I lay 
it on the Table of the House. 

A Member of our Parliament 
receives a salary of Rs. 500/- per 
month and a daily allowance of Rs. 
51/- diiring sessions and for attending 
the meetings of Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittees during inter-session periods- 
These rates were fixed in "1969, Sfhce 
then the .Cost of living has gone up 
by about 53 per cent, from 173 in 
1969-to 264 In January, 1974 (with 
base 1.960—100). A Member of Par¬ 
liament gets road mileage at the rate 
of 32 paise per kilometre which was 
fixed in 1954. He pays for the various 
services like residential accommoda- 
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tion, furniture, electricity, water 
transport etc. 

Sur, comparisons are odious but, by 
way of illustration, I wish to state 
that a Member of the lower House of 
Malayasian Parliament gets a month¬ 
ly salary of Rs. 2584/- and a daily 
allowance of Rs. 129/- for attending 
the meeting of the House. A Member 
of the -Tanzanian Parliament gets a 
monthly salary of Rs. 1189/- and a 
subsistence daily allowance of Rs 76/- 
for attending the meetings of the 
National Assembly. 

The Members of our Parliament 
come from distant places and they 
have not only to visit their constitu¬ 
encies frequently but also to receive 
people from their constitfuencies in 
Delhi and look after them. They 
have to incur expenditure on the 
board and lodging of thfci: constituents 
in Delhi and also to allow them to use 
their telephones for long distance 
calls. AH this causes heavy financial 
strain on the Members. 

A good number of Members of 
Parliament have to keep three esta¬ 
blishments—one at their home town/ 
villages, second in their constituencies 
and the third in Delhi—and certainly 
all of us have to keep two establish¬ 
ments— one at our home towns/ 
villages and the other in Delhi. These 
cast additional burdens on the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament. 

Moreover, a Member of Parliament 
in India has to incur heavy expendi¬ 
ture on postage and secretarial assis¬ 
tance in the discharge of his Parlia¬ 
mentary duties because he is still not 
given facilities like free postage, secre¬ 
tarial assistance which Members of 
certain other Parliaments are allowed. 
Members of most of the aforesaid 22 
Parliaments receive pension and other 
terminal benefits but not so the Mem¬ 
bers of our Parliament. 

I have placed all this information 
before the House in the hope that it 


will help dispel the misunderstanding 
and wrong impressions which prevail 
in certain quarters in the matter of- 
emoluments and facilities allowed to 
Members of Indian Parliament. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
Mr. Speaker, - Sir, Mr. D. N. Tiwary 
has just now made a statement. I am 
not going into the merits of thi£ But 
I want to invite your attention and 
the attention of the House to the sorry 
state of affairs in respect of function¬ 
ing of Parliamentary Committees, 
especially with regard to the recom¬ 
mendations made by this Committee- 
This is a Parliamentary Committee 
duly constituted by you and it -has 
made several recommendations. As 
per the booklet brought out by the 
Lok Sabha I find that as early as 
April 1973 they had made as many as 
13 unanimous recommendations. They 
sat and deliberated for a long time— 

I do not know for how long because 
I am not a member of this Committee. 
From this booklet I find that they 
have submitted these 'recommendations 
about a year ago. I do not know how 
far these recommendations have been 
considered and implemented by the 
Government. There are two a.pects 
here: one is those items where, 
according to the terms of reference of 
the Committee, they should decide 
and accordingly they have decided on 
as many as eight items. The other 
items are of a recommendatory nature. 
Whatever it may be, I want to know 
what respect was given to the recom¬ 
mendations made by a duly appointed 
Parliamentary Committee. For one 
year, I understand, nothing has been 
decided by the 'Government. They 
may accept or reject, but this House 
should have been taken into confi¬ 
dence. What is the attention and 
respect given to the recommendations 
of this Parliamentary Committee? 
This raises a basic issue, how far these 
Parliamentary Committees are going 
to be effective. If they are not going 
to be respected, w e might as well do 
away with these Committees. I would 
like to know from the Chairman of 
this Committee what was the response 
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he received from the Government to 
the recommendations he made about 
a year ago. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY; The Minister 
at Parliamentary Affairs has told me 
that, the Government is considering 
all these matters. 

the minister of parliamen¬ 
tary AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): May I say something 
Sir, because my office has been brought 
into the picture? The Committee 
made certain recommendations which 
were discussed other day. As has 
been submitted, some are within the 
competence and some are recommen¬ 
dations which they have made 
generally. There is no doubt whatso¬ 
ever that we have thg highest respect 
for the Committee; there can be no 
two opinions about it. But you Will 
appreciate that, in the present econo¬ 
mic situation, one has to go rather 
very carefully into all ^these things. 
We do not want to give any wrong 
impression to the people at large. At 
the same time, there may be genuine 
points also. All these will have t„ be 
considered very carefully. I did 
mention to the Committee that I was 
going into all these things and as soon 
as possible I would sit down with the 
Chairman and discuss these. The 
Committee also agreed to this proce¬ 
dure, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I have got 
a small submission to make. A com¬ 
mittee was also appointed to go 
through the wage structure of the 
Rajya Sabha and Lok Sabha staff. 
What has happened to that committee? 

I want to know when the report will 
be submitted. Long ago the commit¬ 
tee was appointed. .. . (Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER; I cannot stand up 
like Shri Haghu JRamaiah and explain 
to you. You can ask me in my office. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rhjapur): We are considering only 
ourselves. But what about the staff? 


MR. SPEAKER: About the Lok 
Sabha Secretariat, you can talk to me 
in my chamber and not in the House. 
I am not sitting here as a Minister. 
Please do not establish new precedents 
I am not agreeable to that. Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour); As a Member 0 f the 
Committee. I want to make a state¬ 
ment. 

MR. SPEAKER; I know whatever 
is there. I have called item No. 15 
and called your name. 

SHR.T PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
What about item No. 14? 

MR. SPEAKER; It is already over. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I have sent 
you a noticfe. 

MR. SPEAKER. I am sorry. Your 
name is there. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; I managed to 
attend one of these meetings and I 
was horrified to find that a committee 
of this nature was at all in existence 
and I lound out late r on that it was 
created by an Act. If a committee 
like that if at ail it is to be in exist¬ 
ence, it should be armed with all legi¬ 
timate powers. A committee of Par¬ 
liament is # Iike a miniature House, like 
a miniature Parliament itself, and 
whatever decisions it takes and parti¬ 
cularly, the decisions it takes unani¬ 
mously. should not thereafter be the 
subject matter of governmental scru¬ 
tiny. Therefore, I feel, and I feel 
very strongly, that this committee—I 
call it the committee of cringers and 
that is. what it really is—without the 
rights is of no use and should be dis¬ 
solved and a proper committee with 
proper authority to take decisions oh 
behalf of Parliaments should be con¬ 
stituted whose decisions should not be 
subject to the scrutiny of the Govern¬ 
ment at all. 

AN HON. MEMBER: It should be 
headed by Smri Piloo Mody. 
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SHRI P1LOO MODY: It may be 
headed by anybody.

STATEMENT BY MEMBER RE. 
ANSWERS TO S.Q. NO. 631, DATED 
10-4-74 ON BRITANNIA BISCUIT 
CO. 

SIIRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbou'): Mr. Speaker, Sir, Shri 
C. Subramamam while replying to my 
S.Q. No. 631 on 10th of April, 1974 
stated:— 

“It is true that this Company has 
produced far beyo.id the licensed 
capacity in the Madras unit. Their 
licensed capacity is 1,200 tonnes for 
one shift. Even if we take account 
that they are entitled to go in for 
three shifts, they can produce round 
about 3,000 and odd tonnes ” 

This is grossly incorrect. The Indus¬ 
trial license No. L/27(5) (l)/65-Ll(l) 
dated 15th January, 1965 with its 
Registration Certificate authorises the 
factory for a maximum production of 
1,200 tonnes per annum. There is no 
question of single shift iavolved in it. 
It is an authority for a total pioduc- 
tion of 1,200 tonnes per annum. 

In the same question in another 
supplementary, the Minister has given 
another incorrect information which 
will be 'revealed from the foli-'wtng 

*‘Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu - I asked 
when the Govt, came to know that 
they were producing in excess of 
the installed and licensed capacity 
to which there has been no reply. 
What action did they take on the 
day they received this information 


that this company is manufacturing 
in excess of the licensed capacity?” 

“Shri C. Subramaniam: I am 
sorry, I cannot give the exact date. 
It was about a year or two ago that 
this came to our notice when they 
made a n application for the purpose 
of regularising this excess produc¬ 
tion”. * 

The truth in th e matter is as far 
back as November, 1970 a joint repre¬ 
sentation was sent by four Indian 
Biscuit Manufacturers to Smt. Indira 
Gandhi, the Prime Minister pointing 
out this gross over-production by 
Britannia Biscuit Company Ltd., a 
foreign monopoly, giving all facts and 
figures. On the same day similar 
representations were sent by the same 
Lour Indian Manufacturers to the 
Minister of Industrial Development, 
the Minister of Company Affairs, 
Chairman, MRTPC, Secretary, Indus¬ 
tries Ministry and the Senior Indus¬ 
trial Advisor, DGTD. 

Again in September, 1972, a repre¬ 
sentation was sent, by an Indian Bis¬ 
cuit manufacturer to Shri C. Subrama- 
niam, the present Industries Minister 
and also once afterwards in Novem¬ 
ber, 1972 to the Minister giving all 
facts and figures about Britannia's 
illegal expansion. 

This is not a case of making an 

incorrect statement, but a glaring 

instance when the Minister had chosen 

to deliberately mislead the House in a 

planned manner by telling so many 

things most of which were incorrect 
% 

I am holding the document under 
reference and shall produce the same 
before the House when they require. 

I am also told that in the Secretariat 
of Shri Subramaniam there are people 
who are anxious to further the cause 
of the" Britannia Biscuit Co. 

I may further point out that this is 
not the first time that &*e Hon’ble 
Minister Shri Subramaniam is making 
incorrect statements. If you will 
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kindly go through the, 55th Report 
(111 Lok Sabha 1966-67) of P-A.C. you 
will find many instances. 

I request that the Minister should 
stale ths correct position and indicate 
the action taken against the Company. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please adhere to 
your statement. Don't add to those 
things. , . 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Only

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY (SHRI C. SUBRA- 
MANIAM): Sir, the Hon’ble Member 
has referred to answers given by me 
in reply to supplementary questions 
connected with Starred Qt*e$tion No. 
631 regarding the activities of Messrs. 
Britannia Biscuit Company. The two 
points to which the Hon’ble Member 
has referred relate to¬ 
ll) The licensed capacity of 
Messers. Britannia Biscuit 
Company; and 

(2) The point of time at: which the 
unauthorised expansion of 
capacity of the Company came 
to the notice of Government. 

As far as the first point is concern¬ 
ed, I had occasion to say clearly that 
Messers. Britannia Biscuit Company 
had produced far beyond the licensed 
capacity of their Madras unit. The 
emphasis in my reply was clearly 'on 
the fact of excessive production in 
relation to the capacity for which 
Messrs. Britannia Biscuit Company 
was licensed. The application was 
for 100-125 tonnes per month on 
single shift basis. There is no men- 
tion whether it is single shift or not. 
The license does not mention either 
one shift or two shifts or three shifts. 
The license was Issued for 1200 tonnes 


per annum. I had stated that “even 
if we take into account that they 
wer e entitled to go in for three shifts, 
they can produce round about 3000 
and odd tonnes. Their present level 
of production is round about 9000 
tonnes." 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Is it 
true that the company produced far 
in excess of their licensed capacity? 
Their licensed capacity is 1200 tonnes 
for one shift and he had stated that 
■even if we take into account that 
they were entitled to go in for three 
shifts they can produce round about 
3,000 an odd tonnes.’ He said that.. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am not permit¬ 
ting this word to go on record. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I had 
thus emphasised the fact of excessive 
production and added that we were 
examining the action to be taken 
against the Company. 

As far as the second iioinl is con¬ 
cerned, I made it quite clear that I 
did not remember the exact date. I 
spoke from memory when I mention¬ 
ed that the fact that Messrs. Britannia 
Biscuit Company were manufacturing 
biscuits in excess of their licensed 
capacity came to the notice of the 
Ministry abaut a year or two ago. 
The hon. Member himself mentioned 
to me that the petitions were present-, 
ed in September and November, 1972. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: In 
November 1970 a joint representation 
was sent to the Minister of Industrial 
Development. It was sent in Novem¬ 
ber, 1970 and not in 1972. 

MR. SPEAKER: Do not go on com- " 
menting on that when he is speaking. 

I wonder how you seek my protection 
when somebody speaks. And why do 
you do it in your own case? Please 
sit down and remain seated. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: In 
reply to supplementary questions I 
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IShri C. Subramaniam] 
made it clear in the House that the 
application for regularigation of capa¬ 
city made by Messers Britannia 
Biscuit Company had been rejected 
and that Government was examining 
the action to be taken in respect of 
the violation of the Industries (Deve¬ 
lopment & Regulation) Act. 

In the circumstances, I would 
respectfully submit to the House that 
there was no attempt to suppress any 
information available to the Ministry 
or, in any manner to mislead the 
House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, he 
has again misled the House. Firstly, 
the representation was received in 
1970 and not in 1972. I have with me 
the licence, and I will lay it cm the 
Table of the House, which says that 
the licence is for a total of 200 tonnes 
per annum. Here again, the hon. 
Mkiister has misled the House.* " 

MR. SPEAKER: I am not allow¬ 
ing. Please sit down. This will not 
go on record. You are not permitted 
to make such observations. I have not 
permitted you to speak. This will 
not form part of the record. Pleasr 
sit down.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Ali- 
pore): Before the hon. Minister makes 
his observations, I would just like 
to add one point. The point is that 
th e Constitution (Thirty-fourth) 
Amendment Bill.... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: They do 
not have a number for it. So, let him 
rot mention it. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: So. far 
as that Bill is concerned, we are 
anxious that that should not go by 
default. It is a very important Bill 
giving protection to land reform 
measures. Therefore, the business 
has to be arranged in such a way that 
this no-confidence motion which has 
already been admitted must bg, given 
adequade time for a full debate, and 
at the same time the Constitution 
(Thirty-fourth) Amendment Bill must 
also be disposed of. I think only two 
hours have anyhow been allotted for 
it. the official allotment for it is only 
2 hours. Therefore, keeping all this 
in view, it is obviously not possible 
for the House to adjourn on the 10th.

In view of all this, I would request 
that this motion which has been 
moved by Shri Madhu Limaye should 
be considered coolly and calmly in 
view of the buisness we are expecting 
and which must be gone through, and 
it should be accepted.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: As a 
matter ..of principle, when there is a 
no-confidence motion pending, when 
the Government’s fate is very un¬ 
certain, you canriot discuss any matter 
which involves serious policy formula, 
tions. Theoretically even you cannot 
discuss anything which involves policy 
before the motion of no-conftdence is 
disposed of. We'require at least 18-20 
hours to get a clear verdict. 


SHRI PILOQ MODY (Godhra): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir,, in our opinion, it 
would have beeu desirable that Parlia¬ 
ment continues to sit till the time or 
till some lime in view on the railway 
.strike. I do not think the Govern¬ 
ment has still realised how serious 
the consequences that it is going to 
face as a result of the strike. 

• 

The other thing is this. ( Interrup¬ 
tions ) I am talking sense; not petty 
politics. This is what I want him to 
understand for a moment. The second 
reason is this. The extension of 
Parliament now becomes almost in¬ 
evitable because the Government and 
you yesterday had forced us to bring 
forward this vote of no-confidenee 
today, in order to be able to discuss 
it which was our legitimate right to 
discuss yesterday. But being deprived 
of this opportunity, w e have to bring 
it in this form, and therefore, there 
is no point in Mr. Malaviya making 
a big grievance of it and saying why 
do we want to discuss it and so on. 
He should have been here yesterday 
to persuade you and the Government 
to allow us to do it yesterday. That 
would have been a more constructive 
activity on the part of Mr. Malaviya. 

As far as Government business is 
concerned, it is up to them to see as 
to how much additional time is re¬ 
quired by them in order to bring in 
their items of business—(belli. 

Am I not saying something that you 
should listen to, or you are just in¬ 
terested in the bell—Last time you 
said you would give me your bell. 
Why have youi nut ^/smijit . t® miR, as 
yet? Therefore, if the Government 
wants that its business should also be 
finished in this session; then .that time 
should be tagged on in addition, to the 
three days that are required to dis¬ 
cuss the no-conflde».ice motion. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar); 
Ther e are, two sides to the question. 
Firstly, I support Mr. Limaye's motion 
that the session of the House-phould 
be extended. But I do not agree with 
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the reasons that he has given. It is 
not a fact that by extending this 
session, we will be able to solve any 
problem. We have not solved any pro¬ 
blem during the last three motrths and 
we are not going to solve any pro¬ 
blem in the near future. 

Secondly, on the Government side, 
the Government has the same view 
which Mr. Jagjit Singh has about 
Parliament; they want to get rid of 
the nuisance as soon as they can. 
Therefore they will be interested in 
adjourning the Parliament. The best 
thing is for you to decide. If you are 
really convinced that there is some 
business which is worthwhile dis¬ 
cussing, you take the decision, and we 
shall abide by it. 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA: (Contai): Sir, 
my suggestion to you is this. This 
House may adjourn tomorrow but then 
the railway strike will continue. I 
have been making this suggestion, you 
iVill remember, last Friday, and I 
made this suggestion for the extension 
of the House, but unfortunately some 
unkind remark was made from ihe 
all the Opposition parties will convince 
the Government or at least the people 
outside, how serious the Opposition 
parties are, how united they are in 
helping the Government to resolve the 
situation brought about by the railway 
strike. If the Government refuses it, 
we have to take it that the Government 
wants a show-dowh and that the Gov¬ 
ernment does not want any kind cf 
co-operation from the Opposition. We 
are seriously concerned about the 
situation that has developed and is 
developing in the country. Though 
after three and a half months we are 
also equally tired and we want to take 
som e rest and we want to go to our 
constituencies, in view of the serious¬ 
ness of the situation that has developed 
in the country, we are offering some 
kipd of co-operation to the Government 
and we want to help the Government 
to enter into some kind of honourable 
negotiation with the railwayman, so 


ihil the matters should be settled 
honourably. If the Government 
refuses it, we will understand and that 
the Government is determined to stage 
a showdown on the railway strike ana 
there is some other ulterior motive in 
it. They have taken af.i attitude of 
showdown. Let the country and the 
people know that the Opposition is 
sincere and wants an honourable 
settlement of the railway strike. 

SHRi SEZH1YAN (Kumbakonam): 

I do not want you to decide this 
motion by counting of votes. It is a 
foregone conclusion that if they 
oppose, they can scuttle it. I want 
to go into the spirit of the motion. 
The spirit of the motion moved by 
Shri Limaye is that within three or 
four hours we could not decide issues 
of a no-confidence motion or ever 
discuss them. I am quite clear abou! 
the outcome. We want that Members 
should be given all opportunities to 
express their views. You cannot 
decide it and say: Eyes have it or 
Noes have it. If it is so, we can decide 
everything by vote. Therefore I 
should appeal to you and also to them 
that the Business Advisory Committee 
could go through the business that has 
been allocated. If they could con¬ 
vince us that within the time allotted 
everything could be done, we are open 
to conviction by them. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): In deciding whether the 
House should sit and how long, the 
primary consideration naturally will 
be the work before the House. About 
the strike, about what effect it would 
have by the House sitting here, we 
need not go because nothing pre¬ 
vents the ‘Leaders of the Opposition 
meeting the Prime Minister or the 
Railway Minister and talking about 
these things; t%t is a different matter. 
We shall certainly welcome if the 
Land Ceiling Bill, Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Bill could be passed and if the 
Opposition co-operate with us; it is 
most welcome and we can see that the 
Bill is passed. But if .it is their desire 
that the no-confldenc c motion should 
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be taken up today, as it should be, we 
have to forego this and naturally 
it shall have to be postponed to the 
next session. So far as the Govern¬ 
ment is concerned, we feel that there 
is no need for extending the silting 
even by one day. The no-confidence 
motion is ordinarily taken up im¬ 
mediately. In view of the fact that 
we are adjourning tomorrow my sub¬ 
mission is that it should be completed 
today. We are prepared to sit any 
number of Hours. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
What about the other business for 
which time had been allotted by the 
Business Advisory Committee? Some 
of these items are coming from 
the last session. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: I 
have already submitted that if there l 
is no way of finding time for those 
Bills and getting them passed, we 
have to regretfully postpone them to 
the next session. If there is no time, 
that is what will happen. 

MR. SPFAKER: You have had enough 
discussion already. Should I put Mr. 
Madhu Limaye’s motion to vote?

MOTION OF NO-CONFIDENCE IN 
THE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS— 
Contd. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Shri 

Samar Mukherjee to continue his 
speech. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Just 
now a very serious matter has corrie 
to our notice. The Home Ministry 
people are threatening newspapermen 
and journalists that if they give due 
publicity to the railway strike, they 
would be harassed, prosecuted, even 
arrested under DIR. This is- a very 
serious matter. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order, 
nrder. 

SHRI JYOTlftMOY BOSU: If this 
news is not fully covered, what will 
happen? You know about the All 
India Radio. So this is a very seri¬ 
ous matter. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order, 

order. You have had your say. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Gov- 
.e-nment have started an all out war 
against the 2 million r?ilwaymen of 
India. Now they are on strike. Per¬ 
sistent efforts were made by the lea¬ 
ders of their unions to have a satis¬ 
factory negotiated settlement. But if 
is due to the attitude of the Govern¬ 
ment from the very beginning to have 
a showdown and not a negotiated 
Settlement that ultimately the rail- 
‘ waymen have been forced to go on 
strike. 

e 

Now it is clear from the reports 
that never before have such massive 
measures been taken to suppress a 
most just and legitimate struggle of 
the workers. All machinery of Gov¬ 
ernment has been, used including the 
Army, the Territorial Army, the Bor¬ 
der Security Force, CRP, State police 
forces and Home Guards, and all media 


of information/(Radio and advertise¬ 
ments he*re been used to suppress the 
merits have been used to suppress the 
amongst the people and against the 
railwaymen. Persistent efforts have 
been made from the very start to pre¬ 
pare for a big effensive and secret 
circulars have been issued. And all 
those have been placed before this 
House. 

We have got one secret* ' circular 
issued in March; one letter written 
by the General Manager, Eastern 
Railway, addressed to the Chairman 
of the Railway Board. There, he has 
stated that army men and police have 
already been, arranged to counter the 
preparations of the struggle. Then, 
there is another secret circular which 
was placed before the House by Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu, dated 7th April, 
issued by the Joint' Secretary of the 
Home Ministry where in categorical 
instructions have been given to* the 
Chief Secretaries Of various States 
that the leaders should be arrested 
before the strike materialises and not 
too early and not too late. In that 
circular, a reference has been made 
to the fact that the Home Ministry 
had issued another direction dated 
2nd April. 

So, a total preparation was made, 
not for settlement but for a confron¬ 
tation and a showdown. This is not 
an isolated thing, because from' the 
struggle of the employees of” the 
Indian Airlines, the P. C. Lai line has 
been introduced. Now, it is the gene¬ 
ral line of the Government not to 
yield to the demand of the workers 
and the employees but make a com¬ 
plete showdown. This, they tried to 
employ in the case of the LIC strike, 
in the ease of the textile workers in 
Bombay and in the case of the jute 
workers strike throughout India, 
particularly in West Bengal. But the 
workers have won in those struggles 
and the Government policy has fail¬ 
ed. But now, they are determined to 
apply that policy here i* the case of 
the railway workers. The railway- 
men raised their six-point demands 
through a resolution passed in their 
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convention held in Delhi on the 27th 
Februray,. It was a huge gathering 
of representatives of the various rail¬ 
way unions. The resolution was un¬ 
animously passed. An appeal was 
made to the Government to start 
negotiations and a time-limit, was 
given that the negotiations should be 
completed before the 10th of April. 
But it is quite clear that the Govern¬ 
ment does not want a negotiated set¬ 
tlement. That' is why they kept mum. 
Only the Labour Minister took the 
initiative and the conference of cen¬ 
tral trade unions was held on the 11th 
April. Before 10th April, they did 
not' take any initiative. This shows 
the attitude of the Government from 
the very strat. * 

On the 12th April, when the Rail¬ 
way Minister meet the co-ordination 
committee members, in which 1 am also 
a member, he refused to disclose the 
mind of the Government. His main 
point was, “What do you want? You 
just explain.” Then he ®aid subse¬ 
quently that “you negotiate with the 
Railway Board Member, Mr. Warior.” 
We objected at that time for throwing 
the responsibility of negotiations on a 
Member of the Railway Board and said 
that it signified that Government was 
not serious about the negotiations. So, 
what was the result of the negotia¬ 
tions? Within 60 minutes the nego¬ 
tiation was over. The Railway Board 
Member, Mr. Warior, told us catego¬ 
rically on behalf of the Government 
that on all the six demands the Gov¬ 
ernment had nothing to say. On the 
very day after the negotiation was 
over. Mr. George Fernandes wrote a 
letter to the Railway Minister on the 
15th April that “as you must have 
been told by Mr. Warior, our talks 
reached a deadlock within 60 minutes 
of their commencement since the 
Government’s position as communica¬ 
te,* to m bv the Member -f Staff). 
Rajlwav Board, on all the demands is 
W-div negative.” 

This i$ what happened on 15 April. 
This sho^'- the attitude of the Gov-

as previously announced. In fact Mr. 
r einandes wrote; the National Co¬ 
ordination Committee proposes to 
meet at 3 p.m. touay and we would 
appreciate snowing from you wfae- 
tner Mr. Wariors word was the last 
word and if it is not, how and where 
we go from here. The Railway 
Minister took cover tinder his illness. 
He said that he was not physically 
well and he was not going to attend 
the negotiations. 1 think the Rail¬ 
way Ministry, because of their totally 
negative reply on all the demands, 
helped the Railwaymen to unite in 
the coordination committee meeting. 
Unanimously all the delegates took 
the decision on strike from 8th May. 
This is the contribution they made to 
make the strike a certainty. Only 
when the date was announced Lalit 
Babu thought of negotiations. He 
then felt some negotiations were 
necessary and he gave 18 as the suit¬ 
able date. When we met on the 18th 
he said that the negotiations would 
be conducted by the Deputy Minister 
of Railways. This shows that they 
were not interested in any negotiated 
set llement. They only wanted to 
keep the facade before the public 
that they were for negotiations, but' 
total precautions were going on for 
an all out attack on the railwaymen’s 
movement. The negotiations dragged 
on. till late in the night. On several 
issues thege was some slight under¬ 
standing and on other issues there 
was no understanding. In the meet¬ 
ing on 29th April, the Deputy Rail¬ 
way Minister proposed that they 
should finish the negotiations by sit¬ 
ting for the whole night. Because 
them secret circular was in our hands, 
we knew the background and we also 
kn a "’ the reason® whv suddenly th*» 
Deputy Railway Minister was serious 
to finish the negotiations by setting late 
in the night. Tie said that he had ar¬ 
ranged for dinner and he said that If 
necessary the-<- should all ait unto the 
early hours of the morning. By that 
time the list of persons to he arrested 
had been nreoared. Tn fact on I’th 
Anril, we raided the nuestion of arrests 
and victimisation. We said that there 
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(Shri Samar Mukherjee] 
could be. no atmosphere for a negotia¬ 
ted settlement if arrests were going 
on outside' and we were asked to 
have discussions. At the same time 
we told him that he must issue an 
order that all • victimisation cases 
should be withdrawn and those who 
had been arrested should be released. 
He said that he was not in a position 
to give the release orders, but he 
gave the assurance that so long as the 
the negotiations continued there 
would .be no arrest. This was his as¬ 
surance on 12th April. But on 13th, 
14th and subsequent days, there were 
telegrams alleging that arrests were 
going on. While the talks were go¬ 
ing on, to confuse the people and 
create some hope in the minds of the 
railwaymen that the Government 
was prepared to give some con¬ 
cessions, full preparations were going 
on to crush the railwaymen’s legiti¬ 
mate trade union struggle. 

15 hrs 

However, on the 29th night there 
was no sitting during the whol e night, 
Then, on the 30th April, there was a 
sitting. ' At this sitting, the Railway 
Minister himself was present and he 
made a proposal that we should sit 
throughout the whole night and com¬ 
plete the negotiations on that day. 
We understood why he was in such 
a hurry because the direction of the 
Home Department was over his heads 
and they have calculated the time by 
which they will barter a negotiated 
settlement. That is why, we also felt 
that if this is the attitude taken by 
the Government, we should tell the 
truth to the railwaymen and we asked 
them not to hurry and that if talks 
are held in such a hurry, there will 
be no settlement. There was actually 
no understanding on any specific issue 
except some personal understanding 
on decasualisation and some other 
issues. They wanted to complete the 
negotiations by 30th April; we oppos¬ 
ed and resisted it. It was agreed, 
ultimately, that on 2nd May, at 9 AM, 
there will be another sitting for 
negotiations. In the meantimes it was 
decided that the representatives of the 


made by the Railway Board and the 
NFiR will go to the Railway Board 
Office to get the minutes verified and 
we wanted copies of the proposals 
Coordination Committee and the 
Railway Ministry, on which, we could 
subsequently give our opinion and 
judgment so that some settlement 
can be arrived at. In that meeting, 
it was decided that both Mrs. «Far- 
vathi Krishnan and Mr. Gokhale will 
go to the Railway Board on behalf of 
the National Coordination Committee. 
But, before arresting Mr. George 
Fernandes and other leaders, a plea 
was put’ out by the Railway Minister 
I have his letter with me—that AIRF 
has boycotted the meeting on the 1st 
May for negotiations. There was no 
decision for a meeting on 1st May. 
AIRF was not asked to come. They 
have also said in the Press that CPI 
(M) dominated union boycotted the 
meeting. That was not the decision. 
According to the decision, two of our 
representations went to the Railway 
Board and they checked up the minu¬ 
tes and then subsequently, on the 1st 
May afternoon, I was telephonically 
informed that the next day’s meeting 
will be held at’ 10 AM instead of at 
9 AM because Mr. Fernandes had to 
come back from Lucknow after ad¬ 
dressing a May Day Rally and the 
plane was to reach at 9.30 AM the 
next day. So, they said that the 
meeting will start at 10 AM, instead 
of at 9 AM. But, before I got this 
information from the Railway Board 
that the meeting will be held at 10 
AM, instead of at 9 AM, my residence 
was haunted by the Intelligrice De¬ 
partment and the Delhi Police. They 
wanted to arrest one of the Negotiat¬ 
ing Committee Members, Mr. Chakra- 
varti. Fortunately, he was not there. 

( Interruptions) Yes, we understood 
your purpose. At 4 AM, in the dead 
of night, they wanted to arrest him. 
So. we understood that they are not 
serious about a negotiated settlement. 
Now, it is quits clearly understood by 

all the people—not only by the rail¬ 
waymen but by all democratic peo¬ 
ple in India—that Government is not 
serious about a negotiated settlement, 
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but, they want a showdown. That is 
why, they have made these elaborate 
preparations and what will be the 
result it this showdown if it is suc¬ 
cessful. It will mean, not only the 
future of two million of railwaymen, 
whose' demands are perfectly justified 
will be doomed, but the entire 
trade union movement in India 
will also be crushed in this way. 
That is why, most correctly, the 
organised working class including 
the Central Government employees 
have realised that an attack on the 
railwaymen is not only an attack on 
the entire trade union movement in 
India but also an attack on the entire 
democratic movement. So, today we 
have been faced with a serious threat 
to democracy. The performance of 
the Government and the Treasury 
Benches for so many consecutive days 
is quite a clear indication that autho¬ 
ritarianism is raising its head, which 
is a serious danger not only to the 
railwayme n but to the entire demo¬ 
cratic movement in the country. Why 
are they taking this path today? Why 
are they not prepared to take the 
other path of negotiated settlement? 
Because, they have sold themselves to 
the vested interests, they have com¬ 
pletely mortgaged themselves to the 
vested interests. That is why they 
cannot act otherwise than in this way. 
Their total failure to control the 
price rise, their total bankruptcy to 
bring forward economic progress and 
advance is leading them into this 
mess. 

The unfortunate thing is that they 
are not learning lessons. Why is the 
opposition so much united today? It 
is much of their contribution and not 
so much of our contribution. And 
the more they behave in this way, the 
more people will be united against 
them. This is the simple logic which 
they fail to appreciate. 

Now they are imposing some pre¬ 
conditions. They say: you withdraw 
the strike notice and then there will 
be negotiations. I would like to re¬ 
mind Shri L. N. Mishra that this type 


of the pre-condition he imposed dur¬ 
ing the last loco running staff strike,. 
He said on the floor of the House that 
they will have to call off the strike 
witnin 48 hours. When this news 
came in the press, I had a trunk call 
from Madras, from the President of 
the Loco-running Staff, Shri Rath- 
nasabapathi, saying that |f this is the’ 
precondition, then there should be no 
negotiation and that they are not' 
coming to Delhi for talks. I reported 
this to the Railway Minister and re¬ 
quested him to be reasonable and n°t 
to depend on the bureaucrats of the 
Railway Board for his guidance so 
that there will be no blood bath and 
the trains would be running. Ulti¬ 
mately, good sense prevailed, the pre¬ 
condition was withdrawn and the 
negotiations continued till the strike 
was there. 

So. why this pre-condition? Why 
are they standing on false prestige? 
Why are they going by the advice of 
ths bureaucrats who are out to shut 
out all discussions? Let them re¬ 
member that they are fighting against 
their own employees. Then how can 
they improve their industrial rela¬ 
tions, which will help them to deve¬ 
lop the economy and will also help 
them to run the railways properly and 
efficiently? 

There was a report in yesterday’s 
papers that more than 6,000 people 
have been ^arrested. By today it 
would have been much mor e than 
that. In addition, there are lathi 
charges, tear-gassing, beating and 
eviction of employees from railway 
quarters. Further, the military, the 
CRP, the BSF, the territorial army, 
every organ of repression has been 
let loose. Is it democracy? Is not 
the right to strike a fundamental 
right enshrined in our Constitution? 
Has the railwayman no right to en¬ 
joy or exercise his fundamental right 
to strike? In every democratic coun¬ 
try, particularly a parliamentary 
democracy like ours, there is every 
right for an employee to strike. 
There have been railway strikes in 
Great Britain, Japan, Germany and 
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other countries and nowhere has the 
Government behaved in this fashion, 
as the stooge of the big business, sup¬ 
pressing its own workers in a brutal 
way. So, the time has come to think 
over. Who are gaining by this policy 
of the Government? A news had 
been published in the Economic Times 
of 8-5-1974. ‘Big Houses Profits 
Soar’. You allow the hoarders to sell 
rice and wheat at more than double 
the price, but when your workers and 
employees say that their wages 
should be increased because with 
their old scales of pay, old emolu¬ 
ments, they cannot purchase the same 
quantity of wheat, rice, food and 
other essential commodities, no atten¬ 
tion is paid to their demand. The 
workers are demanding need base 
minimum wage at par with th e pub¬ 
lic sector employees. They should be 
considered as the industrial workers. 

This report says that there has 
been a survey. The survey proves 
that 20 per cent of the total number 
of companies surveyed (with capital 
of one crore and above) accounted f° r 
90 per cent profit. There has been 
concentration of wealth in our econo¬ 
my due to the policy of the Congress 
Government. The report, in other 
words, says the larger the company, 
the higher it's profitability and conse¬ 
quently the dividend is higher. It 
would, therefore, follow that the 
amount of dividend declared in the 
large companies went up whih the 
number of smaller companies declar¬ 
ing dividend came down. 

The results of the study of .1,263 
companies indicated that as compared 
to 1969-70, the dividend declared by 
them, in ,1970-71 was higher by 19.4 
per cent in one year. 

The Government of India has now 
got good relations with American busi¬ 
ness magnates. They want an atmos¬ 
phere to be created in India where 
they are prepared to invest more 
money. And that atmosphere is being 
created by you by using Army. Mili¬ 
tary, agiinst all working classes and 
democra lie movements. These are 
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inter-related things. It is not an 
isolated thing, and that we want im¬ 
mediate negotiated settlement is be¬ 
yond doubt. Shri George Fernandes 
had written letters after letters. He 
had written two letters to the Prime 
Minister and some letters to Shri L. N. 
Mishra but there has been no response. 
Even from to-day’s paper it can be 
seen that Shri Fernandes htfiS again 
appealed to you and repeatedly he has 
said that they are interested in a 
negotiated settlement. But the Gov¬ 
ernment is preparing the whole hog for 
a showdown. This shows that the 
policy of the Government is not to 
come to any negotiated settlement. The 
argument advanced by the Railway 
Minister is that six out of eight de¬ 
mands have been accepted. But six 
demands have not been accepted. 
There has been some understanding 
with the NFIR leaders. 

Here is a letter written by . Shri 
Fernandes to the Prime Minister. He 
wrote categorically, that “we are 
fully aware of the implications and 
consequences of the Railway strike, 
but what are we to do when our most 
reasonable and legitimate demands are 
rejected?' 1 

This is the real position. Uptill now 
if you see the reality no demand ha6 
been accepted. All have been reject¬ 
ed. Shri Fernandes said that the 
Railway Minister totally rejected all 
t.e vital issues on which they had 
sought settlement. 

"Consequently, we have been 
pushed to a point where a general 
strike in the Railways has become 
inevitable.” 

In order to serve your purpore you 
are propagating that the strike is en¬ 
gineered by political elements with 
political motivation. What is pol ticql 
motivation? If the railway workers 
raise the demand that they should be 
considered as industrial workers, Is 
it politically motivated? The I.L.O. 
had long before announced that the 
railway workers should**be considered 
as industrial workers. You are a 
member of the I.L.O. but you are not 
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following the I.L.O.’s stand. You have 
totally rejected that demand, that is 
why you are to suppress them by 
b.inging false allegations against them 
a.ul "propagating that the strike is 
politically motivated. 

If the railway workers demand that 
there should be 8-hours duty for all 
and, beyond that, it should be con- 
sideied as over-time, is it politically 
motivated? What is politically motivat¬ 
ed? If they raise the demand that 
there should be de-casualisation of 
casual labour, is it politically motival- 
ei? When they demand that the Rail¬ 
way administration should undertake 
the responsibility of supplying food- 
grains to them at a subsidised rate 
because there is food crisis today 
which is now very serious, which is the 
creation of the Government, and they 
are .setting no food from the fair price 
shops in the areas where they live, 
you call it politically motivated. If 
you are to keep the Railways running, 
you are to meet their demand. 

Now, the Steel and Mines Minister 
also suggested that their Ministry 
should undertake the responsibility of 
supplying foodgrains. If that demand 
is raised by railwaymen, is it politi¬ 
cally motivated? If they raise the 
demand that their wage should be 
In ought in parity with the public 
sector undertakings employees, is it 
a politically-motivated demand? No. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: A fruitful 
discussion was going on with regard 
to availability of foodgrains so far as 
the Railways and the workers are 
concerned. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: I was 
the member of the Negotiating Com¬ 
mittee. i was all along present at 
every stage of the negotiations. If 
they raise the demand for parity with 
the public sector employees pending 
implementation of the need-based 
minimum, wage, is it politically motiv¬ 
ated?, This demaod has been raised 
by other sectors of the Central Gov¬ 


ernment employees, by the State Gov¬ 
ernment employees. The demand for 
need-based minimum wage is being 
ra.sed every time, everywhere. You 
know, your Steel employees have also 
raised (heir demand. They jfoing 
on a campaign. According to them, 
it stands at Rs. 600 per month. If the 
r.ulwaymen want that their pay scales 
should be at least upto the standard 
of public sector undertakings, that 
means Rs 300 or Rs. 350 or it may be 
Rs 280, you have totally rejected that. 
You have told them that it is not 
negotiable. 

What is their fault if they raise the 
demand for bonus. The bonus demand 
w is raised by the N.F.I.R. They gave 
a strike notice; they had a ballot also. 
Will that be called a politically-motiv¬ 
ated demand? 

What is the way out? They demand¬ 
ed for job evaluation. You have told 
them t :at you have accented the de¬ 
mand. No. You have not gone beyo»d 
the Pay Commission’s award which 
they have totally rejected. That is why 
there has been no agreement on any of 
their main basis issues. The railway 
men have no other alternative but to 
go into action. 


That is wliy you are now taking 
revenge. You want to create a system 
in India where there will be no demo¬ 
cracy. You want to create an economy 
where prices will go on continuously 
rising. But the hungry people will 
not be able to demand food for them¬ 
selves. They will not be able to go 
into the streets with their demands. 
You shoot them. That means you are 
the defenders of the hoarders, pro¬ 
fiteers. black-marketeers and •foreign 
monopolists. So, this Government’s 
anti-people character is now day by 
day revealed very clearly. This is help¬ 
ing the whole people to come to an 
understanding that there is no way 
for their existence except unitffie 
themselves and coming for struggle 
and. for that, they will have to pre¬ 
pare for the maximum sacrifice. That 
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is why the railwaymen are now faced 
with this ordeal. You are so importent 
that you cannot go beyond the Railway 
Board’s advice. This impotency is now 
quite completely naked before the 
railwaymen, before the whole country. 
Our demand has repeatedly been dis¬ 
solve this Railway Board and talk with 
the Union leaders. But you depend 
only on the Railway Board. 

My last point is this, tit is not a 
question of Railway Minister alone. 
Every day it is appearing in the papers 
that the Political Affairs Committee 
is having its meeting under the Chair¬ 
manship of the Prime Minister, and 
from there the line is coming; be firm, 
be still, break their neck, break their 
backbone. This is the line that is com¬ 
ing from the Prime Minister. How 
can we have confidence in this Gov¬ 
ernment which is out to suppress their 
own employees by this brutal method? 
We cannot support this Government. 
The earlier this Government goes, the 
better it is for the country. That is 
why we have been forced to bring 
this no-confidence motion. The atti¬ 
tude shown yesterday as regards our 
Adjournment Motion was quite re¬ 
vealing. Government should change 
its course if they want that the situa¬ 
tion should not be allowed to grow 
worse. The strike has been total, com¬ 
plete, though the All India Radio is 
spreading to people absolute false¬ 
hood. The figure given by the Rail¬ 
way Board, the news given to the 
public is that it is only eight per 
cent; there is no strike; the condition 
is normal; in the television we are told 
that there is no strike; the report that 
is circulated by them is that there is 
no strike. I got a trunk call from 
Bombay. In Bombay there is com¬ 
plete deadlock.... 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur); The stations are locked. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: The 
Government is spreading absolute 
falsehood. Degeneration has crept 
Into them. This is bound to happen. 


Under these conditions we urge upon 
you again that you must retrace your 
steps and immediately release all the 
leaders who have been arrested and 
create the atmosphere for negotiations. 
You have Deen giving wrong figures; 
you have been giving contradictory 
figures. The Railway Minister first 
said on the floor of the Hdtise that it 
would require Rs. 400 crores; then he 
said that it would be Rs. 500 crores; 
tnen the figure became Rs. 700 crores; 
then it became Rs. 190 crores plus an 
additional Rs. 700 crores. Is there 
anv truth in your statement? This 
only means that your thinking i», not 
normal now. Abnormal thinking has 
developed in you, and you are giving 
difleient figures to create confusion 
Mr, Fernandes has repeatedly told 
you that, if the demands were accept¬ 
ed it would not involve more than 
Rs. BOO crores; he has swfd that they 
are prepared to discuss at the table 
and tell you how this money can come 
without inflicting taxes on passengers, 
without raising the fares and freights, 
money can be found; there are various 
possibilities; there are religious loop¬ 
holes which can be plugged. But that 
suggestion was not accepted; it was 
rejected. The only proposal that the 
Government made was to raise freights 
and fares. He has given yesterday in 
his statement how the railway fare 
will increase from Delhi to Calcutta, 
from Rs. 47 to Rs. 62. These are the 
tactics they are adopting to put the 
people against the railway workers, 
by telling them that the whole burden 
on account of accepting the railway- 
men's demands will fall on the common 
people. 

You are giving concession after con¬ 
cession to the big business. All the 
big business are getting special con¬ 
cessions in the freights. That is why 
you are showing a loss of Rs. 260 
crores. But you are asking the rail¬ 
waymen to bear the burden for the 
extra profit of the big business. The 
railwaymen contributed more than 
Rs. 2,000 crores to the general reve¬ 
nues for so many years. They are con- 
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tributing to the general revenue lor 
the improvement of the general eco¬ 
nomy of the country, but you are ask¬ 
ing them to suffer for that. Your ex¬ 
pansion programmes are included in 
the budget. There is your contribu¬ 
tion to the general fund. You have 
given concession to the big business. 
Then, by way of compensation due to 
pilferage you are naying nearly 
Rs. 13-14 crores a year. For main¬ 
taining the Railway Protection Force 
you are spending Rs. 21 crores per 
year. 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SIIRI L. N. MISHRA): You want me 
to disband it? 

SfIR'T SAMAR MUKHERJEE; These 
can be discussed. The Railways are 
notorious for corruption from the very 
British days. 

SHRI DINEN B1IATXACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Beginning from the 
Railway Board. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: You 
are still carrying on the colonial 
heritage. 

So, there is scope for providing 
money for accepting the demands of 
the railwaymen. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH 
(Pupri)- Give your suggestions. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: We 
want to give suggestions. That will be 
given at the negotiations tsible. We 
are prepared to do that. But the im¬ 
mediate and the first task will be for 
you to release all the leaders arrested 
and you say that you are prepared to 
negotiate. Then we will start negotia¬ 
tions and on the basis of the negotia¬ 
tions this strike may be called of. Do 
not stand on a false sense of prestige. 
There should be no pre-conditions for 
the negotiations. There should be an 
unconditional release. Do not start 
preparations immediately with the 
• Territorial Army and vour other 
forces of suppression and oppression. 


If you do not do this, from thfe 10th 
the P & T Workers are going on a 
strike. Then, the Central Trade Unions 
have already issued a statement that 
they cannot remain aloof when there 
is so much attack on democratic 
forces. Then, it will not be confined to 
railways alone. It will spread to, all 
other spheres. Then factories will 
also be closed. You are prepared to 
bear the los s for maintaining all these 
paraphernalia for suppressing the 
legitimate strike of the railwaymen. 
Wherefrom have you got the money 
for these big, false advertisements 
which appear daily in the Press? 

Then your efforts to create some 
disruption within the National Co¬ 
ordination Committee have completely 
collapsed and failed. The two posters 
which have been shown by Shri Madhu 
Li maye in the House.... 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: ilt is 
a forgery. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Yes, 
it is forged. It requires money ttfhich 
has been provided by the Railway 
Board. You are spending a lot of 
money for maintaining these black¬ 
legs. 

I have got here a secret circular by 
one of y^iur Divisional Officers. There, 
he has written; 

“You are probably aware that in 
order to encourage the loyal staff 
who stand by the side of the ad¬ 
ministration in difficulties, we have 
been enrolling their sons and wards 
as substitutes for working in the 
place of casualties. These unap¬ 
proved substitutes will definitely be 
eligible for appointment against 
regular posts in the Railways.” 

So, you are spending a huge money. 
You are trying to bribe some of the 
trade union leaders.... 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
Bribing comes very easily to them. 
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SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: In one 
or two cases you may succeed, but 
this time, the mood of the railway- 
men is totally different. It has come 
in the newspapers that the Railway 
Officers’ Federation have openly de¬ 
clared that this tune they refuse to 
act as black-legs. We welcome their 
stand. This is the mood appearing in 
the people. Mr. L. N. Mishra’s state- 
ms it says that in 1960 the struggle 
did not succeed and he hopes that this 
time also it will not succeed, that it 
w>ll fail. You are still living in 1960. 
At least try to be up-to-date. In your 
own States the people's movement is 
going on. ?low that is why you 
hurriedly passed the Constitution 
Amendment Bill to keep you in power 
by this Constitutional means. So, try 
to read the writing on the wall. Try to 
know the depth of the feeling of the 
railwaymen. I think good sense will 
prevail upon you. And if you do not 
change your policy you will be fully 
responsible for whichever situation 
develops in i T .ndia. That is why I 
again express my lack of confidence 
in the Government. And I warn 
that the Government should change its 
policy. If the Government does not 
change its policy, Government must 
change, they must resign. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Motion 
moved:

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Be¬ 
fore you pass on to call the next 
speaker there is an irregularity which 
I must' point out to you. An honour¬ 
able Member of this House Shri Ram- 
avatar Shastri has been arrested. That 
we have come to know from the news 
report near the Library hall and this 
House has not been informed that the 
hon. Member has been arrested. I 
think it is a grave failure on the part 
of the authorities vou should pull 
them up.

I am 
no' in a position to say anything 
about it. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
i nere is no official intimation, Sir....

SHRT A. P. SHARMA (Buxarj: 
When I came to know about the No- 
conAedence Motion moved by all the 
opposition parlies unitedly I thought 
that something serious has happened 
and that all the Members of the oppo- 
r.tion and their parties are very much 
concerned about it. Mr. Mukherjee 
just now pointed out that he took 
exception to the statement that the 
movement has been politically moti¬ 
vated. Definitely in any democratic 
system, in any civilised system, people 
should hang their heads with shame 
instead of coming and pleading that 
it is not a politically motivated move¬ 
ment. 

I could understand that even if it 
is a politically motivated movement— 
the political parties have got their own 
motivations, but I cannot understand 
one thing. What is happening in the 
country today is this. In*the name of

SHR1 A. K. M. ISHAQUE (Basirhat): 
Please keep silence. We also expect 
this from you. Otherwise we won’t 
allow you to proceed. 

8HRI A. P. SHARMA: Sir, unneces¬ 
sarily, they are trying to give a bad 
name to the trade union movement and 
also to the sacred method of strike 
that the workers have. We do expect 
that when all the other methods of 
settlement, negotiations, arbitration 
and other constitutional methods fail, 
the workers h:.ve the right to go on 
strike. But. I am surprised that two 
thousand or three thousand people— 
hooligans, both outsiders and, may be 
railway employees also go to the rail¬ 
way colonies, railway yards and to 
the railway stations and they try to 
ransack everything.

Shri Mukherjee asked, if 
this right to strike is taken away 
what kind of democracy is in the 
country. They are talking of demo-

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Shri Mukher- 
,cc complained about the use of force 
by police, B.S.F. etc. at certain places. 
I want to know from them the method 
of working of those workers who are 
intimidating the loyal workers. They 
are doing all kinds of things. It was 
they who were responsible for the use 
of B.S.F. and police. Do you expect 
this to be a democratic movement? 
What happened yesterday at Mughal- 
sarai Yard? Sir, they hired people 
from outside, in the name of railway 
employees, who are doing all kinds of 
activities aryi are trying to intimidate 
the people. I want to tell Mr. Mukher¬ 
jee if he and some of these friends are 
really interested that the trade union 
movement should be a free trade union 
movement and a democratic trade 
union movement, then they will have 
to give up these tactics. Even in those 
countries whose ideology they pcofess 
and claim, what will happen if such 
a situation will arise? 


We have been working in the trade 
union movement for the last 30 years 
and we have never seen such a situa¬ 
tion. We have seen a situation where 
the two groups of workers or the 
WPrkers amongst themselves, if they 
differed, one had the right to work and 
the other had the right not tu work. 
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1 want to know from him whether 
somebody has the right to work or not 
and if somebody has the right to work 
and he wants to work what right have 
they got to intimidate him and call 
him a black sheep. It is only those 
people who are expert in this kind of 
activity who try to give all kinds of 
name to whatever they do and they 
try to cover the same in the garb of 
trade union movement. 

Mr. Mukherjee has talked about the 
raiiwaymen’s demands and the agree¬ 
ment made by the Railway Ministry 
with the National Federation of Rail- 
wavmen. It i < a fact that mo'3t of 
these demands—excepting the demand 
of parity with the other public sector 
employees—have been sponsored by 
(he National Federation of Railway- 
men, It is also a fact that this ques¬ 
tion of bonus has been sponsored by 
us. But what is the way out? Mr. 
Mukherjee was one of the negotiators 
i r the negotiations with the Railway 
Ministry. I do remember that Mr. 
Mukherjee used to speak at times. 
But the main spokesman was Mr. 
George Pernaudes and he used to 
speak sometimes for hours together. 
And what was he speaking? He was 
simply explaining the Railway Mini¬ 
stry’s report. Just now he v/as saying 
that the Railway Minister has said 
that if all the demands are conceded 
it will require Rs. 700 crores whereas 
they say that it will only require 
Rs. 300 crores. 

Even if we take this point for dis¬ 
cussion, just now Shri Samar Mukher- 
jee has asked why money should be 
paid to general revenues, why there 
should be development fund, why there 
should be reserve fund and 90 on 
Then, he says that money can be found 
out. I do not know from where money 
can be found out. Will the money be 
found out by the Lamp of Aladdin? He 
bad never suggested the source from 
where money can be found out. At the 
same time, he has said that there 
should be no increase in fares and 
freights. The moment the Railway 


Minister talks about increase in lares 
end freights, he accuses the Railway 
Minister and the Government for 
working against the people. They run 
with the hare and hunt with the hound. 
They are at the negotiating table, they 
talk about the abolition of all these 
f inds. Here, in the House, they iaik 
ibout no increase in freights and fare? 
so far as the railways are concerned. 
Any sensible person must suggest from 
where the money will come. But they 
.vre not going to answer that question. 

He has talked about some conces¬ 
sion in some work here or some worn 
(here. I have got no objection to that. 
If Government have been making 
some concession where some private 
business is being carried on, there w* 
can definitely consider and see whether*- 
we can increase the fares and freights 
there. But how can we think of in- 
iv easing the freight on foodgrams or 
on other essential commodities which 
are the requirements of the people? 
This cannot be done. So, I want to ask 
him from where the money will come. 

He has said that they will find out 
the money. I know how they will find 
out the money. They found out the 
money when they were in power in 
Bengal, and we have seen there how 
they have found out money and how 
they have created a deadlock there 
and then said that the Central Govern¬ 
ment should give them money. This 
was how their Government ran there. 
Therefore this suggestion about money 
being available is untenable. 

He himself has said that on the 29 th 
of last month, the Deputy Minister 
of Railways was so very anxious that 
he was even ready to serve dinner. I 
think he has forgotten that he was 
served with dinner, and we were all 
served with dinner; some people were 
served with soup, some had fish and 
some had cutlet and so on, Every¬ 
body had whatever he wanted. Does 
that not show the anxiety of the Gov¬ 
ernment?, I am not here to defend the 
Government, but I am pointing this 
out in order to emphasise that Govern¬ 
ment were anxious and serious enough

to bring about a settlement whatever 
night come before them. They were 
very serious in making a settlement. 
But what happened? On the 30th 
when nil the demands were discussed, 
it was decided that on 1 st May all 
the parties would meet together to 
finalise the minutes of the meeting. 
There started the difficulty. My hon 
friend Shri Samar Mukneriee was not 
there to finalise the minutes. They are 
always represented by somebody else. 
The difficulty is that they are not sure 
of who represents whom. They are all 
contradictory elements gathered to¬ 
gether though they are opposed to 
each other and they do not know who 
is represented by whom. Two of them 
turned up. Shrimati Parvathi Krishnan 
and Mr. Gokhale. What a wonderful 
combination, namely, Mr. Gokhale 
from the Jan Sangh and Shrimati 
Parvathi Krishnan from the CPI. The 
CPM was not there. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: What is bad 
about that combination? How can 
their Gokhale and Krishnan be better 
than our Gokhale and Krishnan? 

SHRI A. P. SIIARMA: I wish he had 
also been there. Only they turned up 
to finalise the minutes of the meeting. 
The question arose why the others 
were absent. It was then stated by 
them that those two people represent¬ 
ed the so-called National Coordina¬ 
tion Committee. It was said that two 
people, namely, Mr. Gokhale and Shri¬ 
mati Parvathi Krishnan represented 
the whole crowd on the other side. 
But all of a sudden what happened? 

I am sure everybody knows what we 
heard over the AIR. The are never 
consistent iu their talk or action; they 
are always contradictory in these. 

What happened? In the night, we 
heard that the AIRF representatives 
did not turn up. In spite of the fact 
that the Ministry made hectic efforts 
to bring them for finalisation of the 
miqutes, they did not turn up. What 
happened the next day? Next day there 


was a meeting to be held with the 
Railway Minister to bring about some 
improvement regarding the question 
of food supply about which my friends 
wee not satisfied, and we were also 
not s itisfied, Therefore, the meeting 
was to be held. But they did not turn 
up. Why? Because Shri George 
Fernandes was arrested. That means 
u Shri Fernandes is not present, all 
the rest of them are zeros, nobody 
can carry on any negotiation. They 
cannot do anything. 

Why was Shri Fernandes arrested? 

I would ask Shri Mukherjee; Is he 
your leader? You will say, ‘No, he is 
Convenor’. What is the meaning of 
convenor > You are a political person. 

He is not your leader, he is your con¬ 
venor. These are the words they use. 

SHRI MOHAMMED ISMAIL: He 

W’.s elected by the Committee. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Should there always be a leader- 
follower business? Should there be no 
comradeship? 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD 
(Bhagalpur). Not a comradeship of 
convenience, but of spirit. 

SHRi T SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

You havfc a feudal outlook. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: You shoult 
have joined that crowd. Today you 
have, in the no-confidence motion. 
Tomorrow you work under his leader¬ 
ship. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 1 
W e have never spoken of a supreme j 
leader, never in th e history of the 
Congress party did we Speak of a 
supreme leaders. Now you are speak¬ 
ing of it. 

SHRI A. P.'SHARMA: What do all • 
these things go to prove? They said j 
they wer e . carrying on negotiations, 
but every time through the press and 
radio, every time they used to condemn 
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the method of negotiation. They al¬ 
ways used to say that the negotiation 
is now in the limping stage. Some¬ 
times they used to say that the nego¬ 
tiations ar e not going to serve any use¬ 
ful purpose. They were saying all 
kinds of things. Is this the way to 
• settle the disputes through negotia¬ 
tions? I think it should not be expect¬ 
ed from these people that they will at 
least have faith in the method of nego¬ 
tiation and settlement. They only be¬ 
lieve in the act of violence which they 
are practising throughout the country 
in the name of railwaymen, giving 
them a bad name. 

About the demands, Shri Mukherjee 
said that these were settled with the 
representatives of the NFIR. That is 
the main crux of the problem. Shri 
Mukherjee goes there with the pro¬ 
blems of the railway workers, whether 
they accept him o; not. He goes there 
and he finds that there is nothing for 
him to do there, the matter had al¬ 
ready been settled by somebody elre, 
the National Federation of Indian 
Railwayme.i. The matter was Leu re 
the tribunal who did not allow them 
to go there. The matter was before 
another Committee, the Bonus Com¬ 
mittee. They were never invited to 
appear there. That is the crux of the 
problem, their grievance is, why the 
railwaymen have settled these pro¬ 
blems with the NFIR and why they 
did not settle with them. I know these 
people. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I am glad you 
do now. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: I am quite 
sure that had the Ministry suggested 
a settlement for less than what it has 
done, these people would be very 
happy because their intention is rot to 
serve railwaymen but to exploit them 
for their own political purposes. 

PROP. MADHU DANDAVATE: May 
I put one question, Mr. Sharma? Were 
you not r\ party to taking a strike bal¬ 
lot on this particular Issue? , 


SHRI A. P. SHARMA; My friend 
Prof. Dandavate is a very seasoned 
man. He must understand the diffe¬ 
rence between a strike bailot and a 
strike notice. Only because we took 
a strike ballot it does not mean that 
there is a strike. He must know that. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: It is 
a straight question; whether you are 
a party to the strike ballot. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Not to yo.r 
strike ballot. There is a difference. 
We have taken a strike ballot on the 
question of bonus. They have ti-ken 
a strike ballot even on those issues 
which they had settled with the Gov¬ 
ernment; that is, Pay Commission 
matters. It will take time to explain 
those things, but I wa ;t to make a 
short reference to them. What kind 
of people are they? After the, Pay 
Commis lion's recommendations weie 

published the Government in their 
wisdom decided that the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Pay Commission weie not 
satisfactory and the Government 
agreed in principle that they would 
bring about some improvement. But. 
the difficulty was that the Government 
could not suo motu do it, because ac¬ 
cording to a clause in the Central con¬ 
sultative machinery, the Government 
cannot interfere with any decision 
taken on the recommendations of a 
Commission or a Committee for the 
'next five years and there will 
not be arbitration. That is a point 
on which the Government was worried 
although they wanted to bring about an 
improvement. Therefore, this question 
was put to tjie labour representatives. 
As a result oi that, these friends—-now 
they are talking of a national co-ordi¬ 
nation committee and all that—had all 
agreed, and there is a record in the 
Government and the country should 
know that if the Government brings 
about such an improvement in the 
recommendations 0 f the Pay Commis¬ 
sion, they will not insist |jh arbitration 
and they will not do anything to force 
the Government that they should go 
again to review the decision. Thev 
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have agreed to all these things. Hav¬ 
ing takei that position, how does it 
lie in their mouth—let Prof. Danda- 
vate listen—to take a strike ballot only 
six months later on those issues? 
Therefore, I want to tell them that we 
never took a strike ballot along with 
them. I would also like to explain to 
them that to take a strike ballot does 
not necessarily mean that one is going 
to strike. For the purpose of a strike, 
a strik notice is necessary. ( Interrup¬ 
tions ) 

Now, serving a strike notice should 
not be an easy job for the trade unions. 
If a trade union is sincerely and gen¬ 
uinely interested in setting the pro¬ 
blem of the workers, that trade uj ion 
will never Jtch for a strike; it will 
always avoid a strike and come to a 
srttlement through negotiation a .d ar¬ 
bitration. But these friends U'-ed to 
bring demands in the course of the 
discussion also. 

Mr. Mukherjee was talking about 
Rs. 300 crores. I want to 3ay a few 
words on it. They brought in a new 
demand in the negotiations that the 
railway workers should have parity 
with the public sector employees. I 
asked this question in the House H e 
other day, when they were confronted. 
If the railway workers are brought nr 
a par with the public sector under¬ 
takings’ employees, they will not only 
be the losers but it will also be an im¬ 
possible proposition. For example, in 
the railways, there is a category cf 
Assistant Station Masters; guards; 
train examiners. I do not know if 
Mr. Mukherjee knows it or lot. that 
there is no Assistant Station Master 
in the Bhilai workshop; there is no 
guard m the HEC at Ranchi or in the 
Bokaro plant. The public sector 
undertakings are different from the 
railway department. Apart from that, 
the railway workers will stand to lose 
heavily. They will lose so many pri¬ 
vileges which the public «ector under¬ 
takings' employees are not enjoying. 

I have explained it to them. Once 


upon a time wisemen like Mr. Ish- 
aque over there pleaded—in 1940 and 
1941— that the railway workers should 
be brought at par with the Central 
Governme it employees. Having 
brought up that demand there Is a 
new set of wisemen now pleading that 
the railway workers should be brought 
at par with the public sector under¬ 
takings. We opposed this in the meet¬ 
ing itself. It is a question of under¬ 
standing the problems. I do not say 
krowledge, because that might offend 
so re cf them. It is a question of under¬ 
standing the problem. Because they 
do not understand the problem, they 
are demanding all kinds of things. 
When this issue of parity was oDposed 
immediately they raised a new demand. 
They said that pending the examina¬ 
tion of this issue the general wage of 
the railwayman should be increased 
to the extent of 75 per ten*. Mr. 
Mukherjee should know simple arith¬ 
metic calculations The railwayitten’s 
wage bill is 500 crores of rupees. If 
you take 75 per cent of Rs. 500 crores. 
is it oily Rs. ,?00 crores? I rnt nol 
saying that they have no right to de¬ 
mend this. I am only sayirg how 
illogical and inconsistent their demand 
is.

Who makes this kind of impossible 
and illogical demands? Only those 
who a-e not interested in the w^ll 
being of the people for whom they saV 
they demand these things. They are, 
in fact, interested in something else. 
They tried to make this kind of de¬ 
mands only because of that Mr. 
Mukherjee has said something about 
this Government. He has not given 
any new reasons as to why they have 
b-ought in this no-confidence motion. 
He has talked about the price rise. 

I do ag-ee thgj the price rise - bould 
be checked. But how is the price rise 
going to be checked? By this kind of 
activities? By stopping movement of 
foodgrains or steel or coal? Price 
rise cannot be checked by this kind of 
activities. This plea of price rise is 
brought in to confuse people. Their 
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[Shri A. P. SharmaJ 
real motive is political and therefore 
this strike is a politically motivated 
strike. Nobody can deny this and 
Mr. Mukherjee himself has proved it 
by his arguments. 

They talked about this Government 
and said something. They have been 
talking like this for the last 25 or 26 
years.. (Interruptions) My next shal- 
lenge is to Mr. Banerjee. 1 want to 
tell all of them that th e tim e will come 
and then they will see that under the 
leadership of the Congress and Shri- 
mati Indira Gandhi this country will 
survive, not otherwise. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore). 
Mr. A. P. Sharma despite all his sound 
and fury has failed to shed and light. 
He was speaking like a Minister and 
I was eagerly waiting to see whether 
he was shedding any light on the cent¬ 
ral question which has led to the 
precipitation of this crisis. Despite 
all his sound and fury, he cleverly 
avoided that single point as to why in 
the middle of negotiations, Mr. Fer¬ 
nandes and others were arrested. He 
explained that they are very unreason¬ 
able negotiators, inexpert negotiators 
and ignorant negotiators; they do not 
know the conditions of railwaymen 
and they do not understand the de¬ 
mands of railwaymen. I understood 
all that. He is the only expert be¬ 
cause he conducts his National Fede¬ 
ration from a room in the Rail Bha- 
van, which is allotted to him, and 
across the corridor is another room 
which is allotted to the Chairman of 
the All India Railwaymen’s Federa¬ 
tion, of which the union I am the 
President is an • affiliate I can under¬ 
stand Mr. A. P. Sharma’s great 
jubilation and agitation today because 
he is hoping that a result of the 
strike, thct Federation, his rival, 
which occupies another room in the 
Rail Bhavan can be pushed out and 
in solitary splendour, Mr. Sharma, as 
the sole recognised representative of 
Indian railwaymen will sit in the Rail 
Bhavan basking in the shadow or what, 

I do not know, of whoever happens to 


be the Railway Minister at that time. 
I do not know how long the present in¬ 
cumbent is going to decorate that office. 
Whoever comes. Mr. Sharma will g° 
on for ever. He is quite sure of that. 
I was waiting to hear from him— 
because he was intimately connected 
with the negotiations and he was a 
participant in all the negotiations and 
he told us so many interesting stories 
—why in the middle of negotiations, 
the main spokesman, the authorised 
spokesman of all these group of ig¬ 
norant, inexpert, dunderheads was 
suddenly arrested and locked up in 
orison. T got no reply. Of course, he 
has left that inconvenient question to 
his friend the Railway Minister. The 
Railway Minister has darkly hinted 
thp other day that the day will come 
when he will reveal the real reason. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA; Did you not 
read my Rajya Sabha speech? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: 1 am not 
a Member of the Rajya Sabha. I do 
not follow you from House to House, 
listening to your speeches. I have got 
other work to do. 

Now, Sir, the hands of Ihe clock 
stand at practically ten minute? past 
4 O’clock. At 4 O’clock, according to 
the edict issued by the Railway Mi¬ 
nister, every one of the striker? has 
been put under suspension. Don’t try 
to look so innocent. You have said this. 
It is prominently published in all the 
newspapers that anybody who does 
not return to work by 40’ clock, will 
automatically be suspended from work, 
and in his place, new people, new re¬ 
cruits will be taken in. Now we have 
passed that deadline of 40’ clock. I 
take it that all the retired railway per¬ 
sonnel, to whom an appeal has been 
issued to come forward, through huge 
advertisements in the newspapers, and 
other people who will be recruited 
from outside, will work on a purely 
temporary basis, poor fellows. I have 
seen that printed form which has been 
prepared for them at the bottom of 
which is written: ‘hereb^ give an as¬ 
surance that I understand that my 
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employment will be purely temporary 
and only for the duration of the strike’- 
But. in this country, unfortunately, 
where there is mass unemployment, 
you can get a few people like this who 
can work for two or five or ten days. 
Mr. A. P. Sharma, of course, has also 
volunteered his services. I do not 
know to which category to belonged 
when he was an employee. The reason 
today you find us here on this side 
joined together in a no-confidence 
motion will of course, be utilized by 
speakers coming from that side, I 
know. At least, think over it. Here 
we are, widely differing on so many 
political questions, let me be quite 
clear. Shri Vajpayee, Shri Mishra and 
myself, we do not agree on so many 
political questions, in fact, we will 
never agree. But this is a great 
achievement of the Government that 
today they have brought about a situa¬ 
tion where we were left with no other 
alternative, as far as this issue goes, 
but to bring forward a motion of no- 
confidence. 


SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: Yet, 
this is not the first time that a no- 
confidence motion has been brought, 
which was supported by all the oppo¬ 
sition parties. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA• 
Last time there wa s difference of opi¬ 
nion. v 


specifically refers to the responsibility 
of the Council of Ministers for preci¬ 
pitating a national crisis in the form 
of a national stoppage of railways- 
This is the specific point on which we 
have joined together; no other point 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattupu- 
zha) That is not the wording of the 
motion. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: That is 
th e wording of m y motion. There are 
a few things I wish to refer to, be¬ 
cause so many things are spoken about 
during the last two or three days. 

My first point is—some other collea¬ 
gues have already referred to it—what 
are your norms in dealing with a strike, 
or preparation for a strike, by govern¬ 
ment employees or railway employees? 
You must tell us, you must tell not 
only us but the world, you must inform 
the world what the great sove-eign 
democratic republic of India and its 
government believe in as norms of 
dealing with a strike situation, or pre¬ 
paration for strike. Because, railway 
strikes are not something wonderful 
which suddenly take place only in 
India. Railway strikes are taking 
place in so many countries. In UK, 
West Germany, Japan, France, Italy, 
in all these countries, if you go through 
the records of a couple of years, you 
wiW see that railway strikes have 
taken place. 


SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI- 
Once they might hav e differed; but 
normally they support. 


AN HON. MEMBER: What about 
Russia? 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I had cre¬ 
dited you with a better memory. 
Madam. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: They have 
supported you a hundred times. Why 
complain when they support us ( nee? 
After all, how long will you leave 
these people on this side of th e House? 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: In Russia 
they do not use measures like the 
Defence of India Rules only against 
the workers and not against black- 
marketeers, profiteers and tax evaders. 
Ther e a food adulterator is shot dead. 
Here such people go scot-free and the 
sword is wielded'^>nly against workers. 
That is the difference. You may not 
like that type of society but that is a 
fact of life.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Never in 
any of these countries have you heard 
of a Government going in for this kind 
of arrest in the middle of negotiations 
or even arrests after the strikes have 
come in, of large scale suspensions, 
dismissals of employees, evictions from 
quarters of people who have gone on 
strike. I will show you the xorm 
which the South Eastern Railway hav? 
printed. They apply to the Magistrate 
to evict them from the quarters on a 
mass scale. Have you heard in ary 
other country about the break in ser¬ 
vice, recruitment of blacklegs from 
outside, including retired personnel, 
deployment of Army and para-military 
forces? Tax-payer’s money is being 
used on a huge scale to carry on this 
kind of vicious propaganda through 
press, through All-India Radio, through 
fabricated posters which were display¬ 
ed this morning. In which country do 
you find this? In Britain one of the 
bitterest winters which they had no 
record last year, the coal miners went 
on strike for six weeks. Everything 
had closed down. There was no gas. 
no heating, no electricity. The indus¬ 
tries in Britain were reduced to three- 
days working week. Did you ever 
hear of the coal miners having be°n 
shot dead, arrested, suspended, put 
behind the bars and so on? 

In today’s Times oj India there i? 
a small news about L7.K. Engineering 
Workers on strike. It sayu: ‘The strike 
will have a d'sastrous effect on the 
Engineering Industry which accounts 
for 40 per cent of Britain’s exports. 
It will render nearly 3 million workers 
job.ess. Train and airline services 
face a complete shut-down.’ Nobody 
talks about this kind of a measure that 
is being adopted here by the largest 
democracy in Asia. So. I want to 
know, have you -rot any other line of 
thinking except to crush the strike by 
force? That is the only question for 
which I wish to have the reply. 

So far as George Fernandes is con¬ 
cerned, he has said “if you are not 
willing 1o release me. I will remain in 
jail.’’ Mou can have negotiations with 


us in jail. But I find that the word 
negotiations is now absolutely an ana. 
therna to the Government. The only 
line tney understand is brute force. I 
want to know if you go on crusifying 
the workers by repression, you may 
succeed in breaking the strike. I do 
not deny. How can the workers fight 
if the entire State machinery is mobi¬ 
lised agaiust them? They are fighting 
for economic demands. They have 
not declared war against the Govern¬ 
ment but Government has declared 
war against them. I want to know, if 
you succeed in suppressing the strike 
by force, after the strike is over, jou 
have to run these Railways. With 
whom? With the same workers or 
with only the blacklegs? 

Of course, Mr. Berry says only 8 per 
cent or 9 per cent on strike, the other 
92 per cent are all working. The 
newspapers have told you what has 
happened to-day throughout the count¬ 
ry. Do you think that having sup¬ 
pressed the strike, having created this 
huge mass of thoroughly discontented, 
disgruntled, angry, indignant workers, 
you are going to run the Railways in 
an efficient way hereafter? Is it possi¬ 
ble? I do not know. I want to know. 
Or is it, as I suspect that they are 
t ying to show to somebody or other— 

I do not know to whom—that they are 
trying to prove to somebody or other 
that we know how to get tough with 
labour, how to break their backs?. To 
whom are they giving their bona 
Tides? To whom are they giving the e 
credentials? 

I know that after the recent meet¬ 
ing of the, Chambers of Commerce, Mr. 
G D. Birin said in his speech advised 
his colleagues do not worry, the line 
of the Government is changing; better 
days are coming. We know what Mr. 
Tata has been lobbying about in Gov¬ 
ernment circles. I know, Mr. Daniel 
Moynihan is actually lobbying for more 
and more collaboration with business¬ 
men of his country 4e enter in our 
economy. They are also very active 
all round. Whom are you trying to 
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convince, whom are you trying to 
assure. “Don’t worry, your capital 
will be safely invested. Here, if the 
organised labour indulges in anything, 
we know how to beat them up.” Is 
this your line of thinking? Please tell 
us. 

About the demands, by information 
is that it would not be correct to say 
that during the ,short tim e that the 
negotiations were allowed to continue 
no progress had been made. Some 
progress was being made, very slowly, 
on some of the issues, not all of them, 
and i nc h by inch something was hap¬ 
pening. I do not know what would 
have happened ultimately if the nego¬ 
tiations had been allowed to be com¬ 
pleted. But they were never allowed 
to be completed. It is not as though 
the negotiations had broken down and 
theH the Government said, “There is 
no further scope for negotiations. 
Therefore, we have decided to wield 
the big strick.” Such a stage had 
never been reached. 

On some of the issues, on some 
points advances were being registered. 
Therefore, they must reply, they must 
tell this House, they must tell the 
country, why in this cold-blooded, cal¬ 
culated, deliberate, way they smashed 
up the whole negotiations by carrying 
out these provocative arrests. 

Was it the arrest of only Mr. George 
Fernandes? <1 was on my own Railway, 
the South-Eastern Railway, on the 
morning of 2nd when the arrest of 
Mr. George Fernandes took place. 
There was no George Fernandes at 
Waltair, there was no ’George Fer¬ 
nandes at Khurda Road where I was 
the previous day or at Kharagpur or 
at Rourkela or at Chakradharpur or 
at Tata Nagar. I have reported that 
I was making speeches there as a re¬ 
sult of which immediately within two 
or three hours of every nubile meet¬ 
ing that I addressed, all the leading 
local workers, Brandi Secretaries, 
Presidents,, Vice-Presidents, of the 
unions and the local convenors of the 
726 LS—11. 


local Coordination Committees'were 
all rounded up that very day. What 
has it got to do with some mysterious 
thing which he has got in his mind 
that Mr. George Fernandes was plan¬ 
ning? These were all railwayman, 
working men. 

Sir, at a wayside station called BObil- 
li, in Orissa, a small place, the train 
stops for three or four minutes. 15 or 
20 workers came on the platform to 
meet me—I was going by that train— 
openly with union festoons and every¬ 
thing. I got down oh the platform. A 
man standing in front of me, a very 
bright-looking young man, came for¬ 
ward and put a garland on me and 
was standing there saying nothing. 
Another man standing next to him 
said, “Sir, the Sub-Inspector has come 
to arrest him.” I asked, what, where? 
He said, "He is waiting on the plat¬ 
form in the jeep.” Then, I said to the 
young man, “What is this?”. I noticed 
he was wearing his uniform; he was 
probably a Ticket Checker; he was on 
duty; he could not leave the station. I 
was.feeling embarrased; he was gar¬ 
landing me. I said, “What are you 
going to do?”. He said, “I just came 
to greet you. Then, I will go with 
him.” 

SHRl SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
So, the police knew that he was going 
to commit the crime of garlanding 
you! 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; This is a 
big operation planned out very long 
before. Instructions were sent very 
long before saying, “Round up all 
active workers everywhere.” 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): It is the temptation 0 1 garland¬ 
ing. That Is why you are preaching 
strike. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: About 
the demands, I Will only say this. 
Having disrupted • the whole negotia¬ 
tions, they came forward the other 
day, day before yesterday, on the 7th 
with this statement which was mode 
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here about claiming that they had 
virtually conceded six out of eight 
demands and that only two demands 
were left. I have no time to go h*t° 
details of this. I tried to understand 
or appreciate what Mr. A. P. Sharma 
was trying to say about the demands. 

May I just point, out one or two 
things? Anybody who does not know 
the facts will imagine that the accept¬ 
ance of the Miabhoy Tribunal recom¬ 
mendations amount to acceptance 
of the demand that for all cate¬ 
gories of irailwaymen, the normal 
working duty hours should be eight 
hours. It is written in such a way 
as though this demand is settled be¬ 
cause they have decided to accept the 
Miabhoy Tribunal recommendaions. 
Anybody may write it, but somebody 
must read it also. I am sure Mr. A. 

P. Sharma has read it, but I am not 
susre whether the Minister has read it, 
it is a butty thing; so, I am sure he 
has no time to read it. You will find 
that the Miabhoy Tribunal covers only 
a very few categories. It is applicable 
only to a few specific categories 'doing 
certain specfic types of work like trol- 
Jymen, electric pumpmen, etc. Mr. A. 

P. Sharma knows it very well. And 
this is passed off here saying that 
“the 8-hour duty demand has been set¬ 
tled because we have -accepted the 
Miabhoy Tribunal's recommendations’. 
This is how the facts are being falsi¬ 
fied. 

Then it is said here; 

"The railway staff being govern¬ 
ment servants have got all 
protection_” 

This is about victimisation. 

"... .have got all protection under 
the Discipline and Appeal 
Rules as also under article 
311(2) of the Constitution”. 

This is the biggest joke. I have been 
meddling about in the Railways for a 
good many years, but I can never think 
of a bigger joke than this. This article 
311(2) of the Constitution which is 
being paraded ben as a protection en¬ 
joyed by the railwayman is the very 
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article under which scores and hund¬ 
reds of leading railway trade unionists 
have been, removed from service. 
Article 311(2) says: 

"No such person as aforesaid shall 
be dismissed or removed or 
reduced in rank except after 
an inquiry in whffch he has 
been informed of the charges 
against him and given a 
reasonable opportunity df 
being heard-’’ etc., etc. 

It sounds very nice. But then there 
is a proviso which says: 

“Provided that this clause shall 
not apply— 

“where the authority empow¬ 
ered to dismiss or remove 
a person or to reduce him 
in rank is satisfied that for 
some reason to be recorded 
by that authority in writing, 
it is not reasonably practic¬ 
able to hold such inquiry? 

The Railway Ministry knows that- we 
have been giving the full list of all 
those Union Committee membera, Se¬ 
cretaries and Assistant Secretaries 
who, over the last 15 years, have been 
removed from service under this very 
article 311(2) proviso, without any 
chargesheet, any inquiry, any oppor¬ 
tunity, to defend themselves. And 
this thing is put forward here as a 
big achievement! 

Regardng bonus, 

“On the question of gfvfng bonus 
to the railwaymen... 

sayb this statement, 

. .since the Bonus Review Com¬ 
mittee is seized of the problem, ft 
will be premature to take a deci¬ 
sion’’. 

Alright. Very good. But the pre¬ 
mature decision has v already been 
taken. Why then do yOu say. such 
things herb? Before she left for Iran, 
the Prime Minister addressed a lettef 
to the State Chief Ministers; it has 
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peared in the press; please read it 
again; in that letter she has categori¬ 
cally stated that bonus is a demand 
'which cannot be conceded and will not 
be' conceded. She has prejudged the 
Sonus Review Committee’s recom¬ 
mendation. What is the use of 
telling us, “Wait for the Bonus Re¬ 
view Committee’s recommendation”? 
It has been made clear by the Head 
of the Government that the demand 
of bonus will not be accepted, 
whatever the Bonus Review Com¬ 
mittee may or may not recommend. 
It is a fact that Rs. 500 crores are the 
annual wage bill. In that case, this 
.11.33 per cent bonus, minimum bonus— 
which is one month’s wages—means 
that y&u will have an expenditure, if 
you give bonus, of only Rs. 40 crores 
a year. An extra Rs. 40 crores per 
year would meet their demand flor 
bonus. Is it something that is beyond 
the realms of possibility? But it has 
been ruled out. Whether the money 
is there or not, that is a different 
argument. I am coming to that also. 
But it has already been ruled out, and 
yet Parliament is told that it is pre¬ 
mature to think of a decision until the 
Bonus Review Committee comes out 
with its report. I do not wish to go 
any more into this question. The 
whole thing is a big concoction, a falsi¬ 
fication of facts. Mr. Sharma, who had 
taken a strike ballot on this issue of 
bonus said that h® did not serve strike 
notice, but I want to know when the 
members of his Union voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favour of strike in that 
strike ballot on the issue of bonus— 
the figure that he has given is that 
something like 98 per cent of hiB mem- 
'bers were in favour of a strike—then 
have these 98 per cent cent been con¬ 
sulted again as to what you should do 
if you do not get the bonus?. 

SHRI A, P. SHARMA; If the bonus 
demand Was not met, then they will go 
on a strike. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Please 
put it down in the record properly- 
Because all over the Railways there 
Are posters put up hy your Federation 
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which say. ’Bonus is our demand 
Bonus is our birthright Bonus is all 
things. If bonus is not conceded, we 
will go in for direct action’. The word 
strike”, of- course, has been cautious¬ 
ly avoided and ‘direct action’ may 
mean that Mr. A. P. Sharma will sit 
down on a hunger strike. It may 
mean anything. 

So, all I wish to say is that the 
strike ballot which his organization 
organised on the single issue of bonus 
and in which 98 per cent of the 
members, according to him, voted in 
favour of strike.. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Only 98 
per cent. 

SHRI . INDRAJIT GUPTA; I say, 
those people have not authorised him 
to go back on it. But this is the kind 
of organization which he runs. 

Sir, I do not wish to take much 
time of the House. About this ques¬ 
tion of disparity with the public sec¬ 
tor employees, everybody said, ’How 
can it be? It will oost Rs. 400-500 
crores’. All right. You can discuss it 
and to what extent it can be met and 
or may not be met. I ask you, at least 
the people, who have some knowledge 
of these problems and have some 
desire to see how the anomalies can 
be removed, please try to understand 
the problem of the worker. Mr. Mala- 
viya is here, for whom I have great 
personal respect even though I do not 
like the way he is behaving for the 
last 2-3 days. He knows and every¬ 
one of us also knows that the steel 
plants have huge railway marshalling 
yards attached* to them through which 
the wagons move up and down carry¬ 
ing the raw materials and bringing 
out the steel billets. Now, what hap¬ 
pens in these marshalling yards? For 
example, take the Bhilai marshalling 
yard. There, inside the marshalling 
yprd where thousands of wagons have 
been handled every day, the men of 
the railways are working side by side 

* i 
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with the men of the Bhilai steel plant. 
They have to work together in certain 
operations and both are employees of 
the Government. One is a depart¬ 
mental fellow and the other chap be¬ 
longs to a corporation. They are 
working there together. It is not a 
question as Shri Sharma said, ‘How 
can you equate an Assistant Station 
Master with somebody in the steel 
plant?’ I am talking nere about the 
lowest paid man—you may call him 
a Khalasi, or a cooly, any name you 
like, a fellow who is unloading from 
the wagons and loading the wagons. 
Both the me n ar e working together— 
your steel man as well as my railway 
man, and the disparity in their total 
emoluments is anything from Rs. 80 
to Rs. 100 per month. Now. you may 
say, ‘It is a very sad state of alfairs. 
We do not know how to find the money 
and so on* But do you at least re¬ 
cognise the problem? You do not re¬ 
cognise the problem. That is my 
trouble. In these days of high prices 
.and this terrible economic crisis which 
you are aiways talking about, do you 
think as to how the man will react? 
The same thing is happening in Rour- 
kela where this great marshalling yard 
of-Banda Munda is situated, i do not 
know how many Members have even 
heard of that name. In that yard, the 
sam e .thing is going on.- One fellow 
is earning Rs. 236 per month, all told, 
basic pay and dearness allowance and 
next to him and working with him is 
a man coming from Mr. Malaviya’s 
Hindustan Steel who is getting Rs. 100 
more, and both are the lowest paid 
workers in their establishments get¬ 
ting the minimum. If such a gap is 
allowed to continue, do you think that 
it makes for good labour relations? 
Can it? Now, the question is how to 
fill that fcap?.... 

SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD MANDAL 
(Samastipur); What about agricultural 
labour? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Agricul¬ 
tural labour? All right. Mr. Mala- 
viya ]s concerned primarily with steel 
and coal and | am not responsible tor 
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the wages paid at Hindustan Steel. He 
is or his predecessors are. I am not 
responsible for the wages that are 
being negotiated now in the nationa¬ 
lised coal mines. They are carrying 
on the negotiations. Then, what is the 
sin committed by these wretched rail- 
waymen who have to carry the steel, 
who have to carry the coafr and yet, 
the lowest paid man in the coal mines 
and the lowest paid man in the steel 
plant is getting Rs. 100 more than 
what he gets? Why should he be 
made a scapegoat and blamed for 
that? Have you any sympathetic 
appreciation of the problem at all?

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; This ie 
a point which is not unknown to 'the 
Railway Minister, which ie not un¬ 
known to anybody connected with the 
Railways. ( Interruptions > It is a well- 
known fact; this is available in the 
Railway Board’s and Ministry Minis¬ 
try’s own publications which they pre¬ 
sent to you. Instead of selling them 
by the weight, please try to read some 
of them. And there you will find this. 
Every year the Railways are incur¬ 
ring a loss t 0 the exteut of between' 
Rs: 150. to Rs. 225 crores. Cfc what 
account? On account of the fact of' 
what they call social overheads They 
are due to certain congmodities which 
are not vital commodities consumed 
by the ordinary people at alL My 
friend Mr, Shanpa may please 
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note. These commodities are basical¬ 
ly the raw materials tor the capitalists 
lor their factories. This freight struc¬ 
ture was' evolved in the days of the 
British, in order to exploit the Bail- 
way% in order to give concession to 
capitalists so that their profits can 
increase. You will find commodities 
in which the freight is so low that it 
does not pay the cost of transporta¬ 
tion. You get items like iron ore, coal, 
bamboo, charcoal, beedi leaves, sugar- 
case, oilcake, molasses, manganese 
ore, safety matches, groundnut oil etc. 
T>o you think that if we increase 
freight people will have to pay more 
for groundnut oil? It nas nothing to 
do with the consumer price. This 
groundnut oil business brought about 
•the downfall of your Ministry in Guja¬ 
rat. Don’t forget that. These rates 
ar e enjoyed by the wholesalers, by the 
big traders and manufacturers; they 
are the people who enjoy these freight 
rates. You know the freight rate is 
so low that even the cost of transpor¬ 
tation is not met. There are Hems like 
bonemeal, ground-nut with shells etc. 
There are about 35 or 40 items. It 
stands to commonsens e that if these 
freight rates on these commodities are 
. made economic this Rs. 259 crores 
loss could be avoided, without causing 
any hardship to the ordinary people 
in this country. They are not getting 
any benefit out of it. You should know 
that as far as coal is concerned, low 
freight rates were there so long as 
coal had not been nationalised. The 
moment coal was nationalised, we find 
the freight rate on coal is put up. 
Whose hand is behind this I want to 
know. So long as coal was in the 
Bands of private sellers freight was 
kept deliberately low. As soon as 
this is nationalised you put up the 
rate. There are many other things 
-about which I would like to ask you 
to supply figures. 

There are unrealised arrears. How 
many crores of unrealised arrears Mr. 
Mishra has left in the hands of those 
P«opIe who use hit wagons? How 
*nuch siding charges are remaining 


outstanding over the year# Hbw 
much demurrage charge have' accu¬ 
mulated? How much of compensation 
you are paying every year to mer¬ 
chants and traders for pilferage in 
transit? 

I agree that if you just save, where 
is the money to come from? Nobody 
can say like this. You have to—sit 
dow n and study the Railway Fin¬ 
ance. Some change in the system of 
railway finance will also have to be 
made. 

1 do not say .that it can be done 
in one day. You have to sit down', 
grapple with the problem and dis¬ 
cuss it. It is not a question of Alla¬ 
ddin's Lamp that money can be 
found. It may not be enough to co¬ 
ver hundred per cent of their de¬ 
mands. So, what? In any strike or 
in any agitation, labour is- not such 
a fool to think that hundred per cent 
of their demands will always be 
realised. We know it very well and 
there is nothing to hide about it. 

The real truth of the matter now 
is that there is no point in prolong¬ 
ing this; the strike has now taken 
place; it was made inevitable—whe¬ 
ther you like it or not and whatever 
Shri Inder Gujaral of All India Ra¬ 
dio may or may not say or whatever 
the Railway Ministry may or may 
not say or whatever, in the press 
conference. Shri Berry may or may 
not say, the facts are quite clear. 
Whether you like it or not or whe¬ 
ther you argue about the percentages 
or not. there is total dislocation 
throughout the country, and it is no 
use saying that the railways have 
run' to 75 per cent of their revised 
schedule. The revised schedule was 
that instead of Jumdred traiAs, one 
train will run—now seventyflve per 
cent of that one train is run? That 
is the great achievement. This is the 
kind of stuff that is put out every¬ 
day. The fact of the matter is that 
these bureaucrats of the Railway 
Board have led you up the garden 
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path; they have briefed you; they 
have prepared their assessment re¬ 
ports to convince you and you are 
only too eager to be convinced that 
no strike of any dimension has taken 
place. An overwhelming majority 
of the railway workers are totally 
against the strike. Therefore, do not 
bother. Nothing will happen, sit 
tight and be at ease. This is the 
real trouble. I am afraid if you go 
on relying on these Railway Board's 
bureaucrats, they will land you and 
the country in several more messes 
because, these are the gentlemen— 
not all of them, I am not talking of 
every single individual. I am talking 
as a tribe—these bureaucrats), we 
know from experience, are the peo¬ 
ple who, while they are in service, 
find out ways and means of giving 
concessions and facilities to the big 
business and big capitalists and, 
after their retirement from the Board 
or from railway service, they get 
nice jobs as contact men. That is the 
whole trouble. I may mention just 
for the information of the House.... 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
You are talking about bureaucrats. 
What about the Ministers? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Minis- 
ters are Ministers. About their rela¬ 
tives, I do not know because, that 
is a matter for research. It is a mat¬ 
ter of current interest that Dr. Jag- 
jit Singh’s name is mentioned fre¬ 
quently nowadays—he is the Chair¬ 
man of the Cooperative Society 
which is indulging in all sorts of 
unsavoury deals. This Dr. Singh is a 
very versatile man. He was in I.D.P.L. 
But, before he went to I.D.P.L., he 
was a General Manager of the South 
Eastern Railway where I had the du¬ 
bious privilege of having dealings 
with him„for a pretty long time. Now 
I find that he is accused of being a 
dubious character altogether. He is 
also a renowned, strangely enough. 
Mathematician, trained in U.S.A. he 
is supposed to be a very good mathe¬ 
matician. Some’ of his books have 
been published abroad on Mathema- 
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tics, and from there he came to the- 
South-Eastern Railway as ‘ General 
Manager and from the General Man¬ 
ager, he went to the I.D.B.L. And: 
from there, now he Is the Chairman, 
of this wonderful Cooperative Society 
which is indulging in this sort Of 
land-grabbing. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: But r 
the letter, this morning, was written, 
in good English. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I do 
not fully agree with you. In fact, I 
was pointing out to my hon. friend, 
Shri Vajpayee this morning, two or 
three sentences of this letter of Dr. 
Jagjit Singh—the English. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is; 
quite good. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Not ton 
bad. But, while he was General Man¬ 
ager of the South-Eastern Railway 
a few years ago, I had occasion in 
this House to read out—a circular 
issued by him as General Manager of 
the S.E. Railway in which he refer¬ 
red to us—mind you, mine is a re¬ 
cognised union of railways—as "pro¬ 
fessional malcontents”. That was'the 
phrase used by him. I read it out 
here and I asked the then Railway 
Minister—I forget who he was— 
whether he approved of this General 
Manager’s using this kind of phrase¬ 
ology about their recognised unions. 
This is an example—I am giving you. 
the case history—of the type of men¬ 
tality of these bureaucrats in rail¬ 
ways, who. comes from- the General 
Managership to this kind of role that 
they are playing to-day. They have- 
led you up the garden path. I think 
I have dealt enough with Govern¬ 
ment. Now, let us not argue, for thf 
rest of the evening, about the strike 
whether it is i0 p<sr cent, 20 per cent; 
80 pef cent, riV .45 pey cent." 
Nothing will be solVed by you and t 
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saying this. What is happening is 
happening outside. The point is, 
there is sufficient dislocation. There 
is no doubt about that Otherwise, 
these arrests would not be carried 
out. Smt. Roza Deshpande returned 
from Bombay this morning and she 
was describing to me what happened 
in that meeting about which news 
has appeared in the Press today. 
Truck-loads of police were standing 
around the gfoiind. There was no 
Section 144. About ten thousand 
people did not come in to the Maldan 
at all. They were standing all around 
seeing the police. In the ground in 
front of the dais there were about 
200 people and those 200 people were 
just surrounded, rounded up and ar¬ 
rested. I do not know what has hap¬ 
pened. Somebody has gone mad 
somewhere. 


Now we should devote ourselves to 
arguing, if there is any scope for ar¬ 
gument. I do hot know. Thtt is why 
I asked you the question, what is 
your line of thinking? Even at this 
stage are you to go on insisting to 
firat withdraw your strike notice. 
That is out of date now. Therefore, 
I want to know, what is your line?. 
Is it that since there is no way out 
we shall Suppress, crush and fissle 
out this strike? The Ministers may 
be transferred to other portfolios. 
They would-not have this trouble on 
their hands any more. Some other 
poor chap will be found to come and 
shoulder this burden. Therefore, I 
want to know even at this stage, 
without bothering up so much about 
prestige and loss of face—let us not 
forget we are old hands at this 
game, it does not help—-are you pre¬ 
pared to have some kind of negotia¬ 
tions, find out some channel of nego¬ 
tiations with’ the representatives of 
this Coordination Committee so that 
this crisis can be terminated as soon 
as possible. Nobody wants it. Do you 
.think we want the railway strike 
should go on?: What is the fun’ In it? 
Thousands of my workers are being 


arrested, suspended and dismissed. 
But the point is, some way must be 
found out. 

Now, Mr. George Fernandes has 
gone to the length of saying that I 
am prepared even while I am in jail 
—don't let me out; keep me behind 
the bars—to have some talks, I am 
really surprised, all these years when 
we used to be told here by the Rail¬ 
way Minister that there are so many 
unions—sio many categorical unions 
and so many mushroom unions—we 
cannot recognise them. We Have only 
these two federations that we be¬ 
lieve in. Everybody wanted this 
multiplicity of unions should be re¬ 
duced. When the first step was taken 
towards that—and it was only after 
a lot of difficulty—to bring at least 
some leading categorical unions and 
unions belonging to other central 
trade union organisations and the All 
India Railwaymens Federation on 
to a common platform from which in 
future the vast number of separate 
unions could be reduced and greater 
unification of the movement could be 
brought about, I thought, the Gov¬ 
ernment and the Railway Ministry 
would have welcomed it. Instead of 
that, their whole move now is that 
these other people must be crushed 
and beaten to pulp. 


Therefore, I will end by appealing 
to the Government—I do not know 
whether this appeal will fall on deaf 
ears—but in a way if you prefer to 
just go in for eparchy and havoc and 
after that see what happens, well we 
will be left with no alternative. We 
are goitig to fight until you ere ready 
to have sort of a negotiated settle¬ 
ment. A negotiated settlement means 
a negotiated settlement. It does not 
mean anything more and anything ’ 
less. There is no use showing us a 
danda and saying we will arrest you. 

We do not mind being arrested. Sltri 
Ramavatar Shastri has been arreted 
yesterday. So many more people will 
be arrested. I know. So what? That 
does not solve any problem at all We 
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are not afraid of going to the jail. 
We have been compelled to bring 
this No-Confidence Motion because 
nothing less than that could meet the 
needs of the situation. Yesterday, if 
you had allowed the Adjournment 
Motion, the whole matter Would have 
been over yesterday, but in youi 
cussedness you said, nothing doing. 
So, for this notional crisis which you 
have precipitated and the kind of 
attitude you have adopted, we have 
been compelled to bring this No- 
Confidence Motion. Of course, we 
shall press this motion from our side, 
tut I would appeal to Government 
even at this stage not to invite fur¬ 
ther trouble and disaster which will 
cause irreparable damage for a long 
time to come, and let us think of 
some way by which with honour and 
dignity to both sides a negotiated 
settlement can be found out. 

THE MINISTER OP STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, a motion of no- 
confidence has bean brought forward 
by the Opposition Members, and for¬ 
tunately or unfortunately since J am 
also a Member of the Cabinet. I stand 
in the dock today in this august 
House, and in that capacity, I pro¬ 
pose to examine some of the basic 
questions that have been brought 
forward in a sincere desire to con¬ 
vince the Members of the' Opposi¬ 
tion that they have very wrongly 
made this motion of no-confidence. 
If they had not brought forward this 
motion of *no-confldence, perhaps, in 
my opinion the situation in favour 
of the railway workers could have 
improved.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: If the 
adjournment motion would have been 
admitted yesterday, it would have 
been better. 


SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Accord¬ 
ing to me there is not much 
difference between an adjournment 
motion and a motion of no-confidence. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
So, no discussion at alii No nego¬ 
tiation and no discussion?

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: How¬ 
ever, I would like to state very 
frankly that as I have a great respect 
for my hon. friend who has just 
spoken and I have regard also for 
his scholarship and some of his poli¬ 
tical views.... 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Which ones 
does he disagree with? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I have 
risen to make my submissions to 
convey that it is guite possible that 
he may have fallaciously indulged 
in arguments which have not helped 
the railway workers. 

But before going into those de¬ 
tails, I would first like to submit 
that the hon. Members who are dis¬ 
cussing the details of the railway 
strike and saying that it was in¬ 
advisable on the part of the Railway 
Minister or on thq part of some of 
us not to accept this or that or to 
havp prematurely arrested M& 
George Fernandes or done some¬ 
thing else like that, are merely 
treating the symptom of a disease 
which is lying vfgy deep in the func¬ 
tioning of pur' society today. I 
would like to deal with that question 
for a few minutes. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Theoretician! 


SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: It is not 
a question of theoretician. Some of 
the hon. Members oH*the other side 
and our party have a common econo- 
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mic goal before ourselves whose base 
is the development of the public 
sector and economic progress through 
perspective planning. There are 
certain basic involvements.... 

1, 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Both of which they have thoroughly 
destroyed. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: He has 
himself destroyed it by going from 
that place to another place. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I will 
withdraw from these family quarrels. 

Tears are coming down too fast. 

SHRI K. D. MALAV1YA: So far 
as Shri Piloo Mody is concerned, he 
is a forgotten phenomenon and it is 
better he goes out of the House. 1 
am not dealing with him because he 
is totally irrelevant. 

There are certain common objecti¬ 
ves and some political parties sitting 
in front of us have accepted the 
manner in which the economic prog¬ 
ramme has to be implemented. 
What does that imply? It is that 
a very large number of workers are 
today engaged in developing public 
sector enterprises, leaving, aside 
another large group of people in the 
private sector. So far as the public 
sector workers are concerned, there 
is a definite commitment of Govern¬ 
ment' towards them and their wel¬ 
fare. The moment we start building 
up a public sector units, we keep 
certain objective before us, that is, 
to arrange for all those welfare 
measures quickly for them as it was 
feasible within the economic possi¬ 
bilities of the project. Even if it 
proved costly we did it. But the 
manner in wlgch the trade union 
movement was distorted for politi¬ 
calisation of the entire functioning 
or the foundation of those* public 


sector units needs the considera¬ 
tion of the House. Now for that, 

I would like to draw the attention 
of the House to the manner in 
which political parties, for instance, 
the one led by my hon. friend, Shri 
Vajpayee, tried to get into the trade 
union movement. I have a bittqr 
experience of this while I was a 
few years back functioning as Chair- ’ 
man of the Heavy Engineering Cor¬ 
poration. There were healthy trade 
union units there sincerely trying to 
work for their demands before the 
management and we were earnestly 
trying to meet those demands. But 
then certain communal problems got 
infiltrated into those demands and on 
the basis of communal flare-up the 
situation became so tense that tht| 
real issues were diverted and it 
became impossible for me to deal on 
merits with those questions which 
aimed at the welfare of the workers. 
Time after time, I implored even 
those workers inspired by the Jan 
Sangh ideology not to disturb the 
normal situation in the HEC. It was 
a most vital industrial unit for the 
nation, but nobody heard me. I was 
gheraoed our officers were gherao* 
ed. Ultimately there were only two 
alternatives left before me. I had 
either to leave the chairmanship of 
the Corporation recognising that this 
evil could qpt have been removed by 
me or to enforce such strict discipline 
which could have been called un¬ 
democratic, irrational or cruel. I 
chose the former. I admit I suffered 
from certain limiations at that point 
of time. 

Now what is happening today to 
the public sector units. I would like 
you to know. Everywhere a.worker 
functioning under the public sector 
enterprise units has much greater 
facilities than the private sector 
units. In Durgapur, for instance, the 
best hospital of the country is situat¬ 
ed. It is almost free for the workers. 
There is a colony of which you and 
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1 could be proud. The average emo¬ 
luments, if yeu include medical care, 
housing facilities school fees and the 
additional income that accrues over 
and above the wage will certainly 
not be X<|B3 than Rs. 600, it may be 
above it. # 

I would submit that government 
policy is to do . its best to move 
towards a welfare society or prog¬ 
ramme for workers who are actually 
engaged in the advancement of the 
cause of public sector. 

SHRI INDRAJIT • GUPTA: Ex¬ 
cept the departmental employees. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Now 
we have to realise whether all those 
improvements brought about in the 
public sector units have to be recipro¬ 
cated by increase in production or 
not. 

17 fairs. 

If production does not increase, 
then what is the consequence? And 
how is it that production does not 
increase there? There is an im¬ 
balance or the irrational disconnec¬ 
tion between the production obliga¬ 
tions and the welfare of the workers. 
This has brought about a situation 
in our public sector units which 
both sides of the House must deplore. 
We have to see why it has been 
brought about The basic reason Is 
that cruel tendency has set in today 
to politicalise the trade union move¬ 
ment i.e. to use it for politics. If 
this tendency of politicalisation con¬ 
tinues, then I do not know what 
is going to be the future of those 
progressive political parties which 
are now pledged to improve the lot 
of thet workers. They awe hand in 
glove with political parties created 
for mysterious objectives before the 
nation. Whether democratic goals 
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have been accepted in the same man¬ 
ner as has been done by certain 
othctr parties of the Opposition, 1 am 
very doubtful. We have, therefore,, 
once and for all to decide whether 
the political motivation behind the 
functioning of the trade union move¬ 
ment has the upper hand or it is 
really the welfare of the worker. 

My submission is that the political 
motivation has,come on the uppei’ 
hand and this political motivation has 
blinded many of the political parties 
which claim to be progressive on the 
opposite side. They are hand in 
glove with such reactionary forces 
which do not care for the consoli¬ 
dation of democracy in this country 
and which function through myste¬ 
rious sources ( Interruptions ). What 
those mysterious sources are, which 
sometimes make us workers is a 
phenomenon which has got* to be 
recognised by all of us. We have to 
go into it and search wherefrom this 
political motivation has come and 
how is it that in the critical situation 
that faces us today, those forces are 
coming up in various forms. It is not. 
only the trade union. It is a strike 
almost every where the white-col¬ 
lared man ganging up and creating 
problems for the Government; the 
industrial workers creating unreason¬ 
able problems for the industrial 
units. Wherever you gd, it is the 
political motivation of certain reac¬ 
tionary forces which has come up. I 
want the political forces that claim 
to be progressive to take note of it. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: We 
would like you particularly to take 
note of Shiv Sena. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: We have 
taken note of it, I say that we in 
the. Congress party today stand bet¬ 
ween thej ultimate goal of socialism* 
and the anarchy fchich is being 
created by certain forces. The pro- 
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gressive parties sitting opposite have 
got to reckon with the fact that it 
is the Congress party which alone is 
going to deliver the goods evqn 
though today we are hamstrung by 
a situation which is not of our own 
creation.' We are obstructed by such 
a situation 'which is not of our own 
creation. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Whose crea¬ 
tion? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The 
creation of those sitting there; their 
o#n creation. The duration to which 
those reactionary forces ape allowed 
to stay in our body politic will be 
marked by anxieties for the people 
and danger for our democratic 
system. The danger that we will 
have to face will be immense. 

We have, therefore, arrived at the 
crossroads of our social functioning. 
I am not referring to Shy Piloo 
Mody. There are other forces, tra¬ 
gically for this country, whose roots 
are still here because of the foudal 
nature of oiif society. 

It is for us to fight out theise forces. 
1 - should say that the sooner the 
political insanity vanishes and people 
understand the real nature of things, 
the quicker they will be able to 
understand the inevitability of the 
gradualness of tile process Iri Which 
we are involved today unfortunately. 
The Congress party will have to go 
slow because of the forces of reac¬ 
tion which. have surrounded our so¬ 
ciety and the country. In a demo¬ 
cracy where we have fo put up with 
the weaknesses of- the people, we 
cannot but go slow. 

So far as the railway strike is con¬ 
cerned let us see what happffrred. 
Mif. Fernandes, $hp leader of. the 
Communist Party of India, Commu¬ 
nist Party (Marxists)' and alb -fib? 
trade unipns,. _ were negotiating 
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through a coordination committee. 
Long before the negotiations stated, 
he started using a language i n the 
Press which was a threat to the 
State. He never hesitated to say, not. 
for a single day, that the strike would 
come and they were getting ready 
fot the strike. If he had agreed to 
discuss with the Government leaders 
for a negotiated settlement, it was 
his moral duty to keep, quiet at 
least when the discussions were going 
on. What he did? Had. he not 
spoiled the case of the railwaymen so 
far as their demands were concerned 
and it certainly did not serve any 
purpose. When Mr. Fernandes day 
in and day out used to go to the 
Press and used threats and talked 
nonsense, if I may use the term, what 
was then the duty of the Govern-, 
ment? If he had not 1 lost balance it 
would have been possible for the 
Government to come nearer each 
other, to understand each other’s. 
But because he, as the leader of the 
negotiating commiteee used to threat¬ 
en people in the Governmeint not 
only with the strike but with the 
dire consequences that were to come • 
if the Government did not accept his 
dictates, them for any Government 
that is to stay hOre, in the interests 
of the people, it was impossible to 
keep quiet. I, should therefore like 
the leaders of the parties sitting 
opposite who really mean business 
to pause and think and not to press 
for the unconditional release of the 
leaders of the negotiating committee. 
That is my personal view. 

SHRI' PILOO MODY: Which 
party? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The 
parties that are by misleading the 
trade union movement, are -destroy¬ 
ing the entire future of socials trade 
union iriovement. I am referring, to 
those parties. I think that the best 
way to deal with the situation fo to 
create a proper atmosphere in this 
country so that the so-called repres- - 
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[Shri K. D. Malaviya] 
entatives of the 17 lakhs of workers 
have also the interests of the millions 
and millions of our people. The Gov¬ 
ernment has to function Dot only for 
17 lakhs of Railway workers but also 
for the 560 millions of people. If 
the interests of these 560 millions 
of people axe ignored and if there 
is complete derailment of the traffic 
system in the country, obviously, 
Government cannot sit idle and func¬ 
tion only for the interests of the 
seventeen lakh workers. I, therefore, 
personally think that the) saner ele¬ 
ments in the negotiating committee 
will think hundred times. The inte¬ 
rests of the workers are common to 
all of us, to the Congress Party and 
'to the progressive parties that claim 
to negotiate on behalf of the 

workers. We want to be fair to 
them. We want to reach a stttig- 
ment. So far as the Congress Party 
is concerned, it is very anxious to 
reach a settlement. But, settlement 
is possible only when the interests of 
public sector industries are not ig¬ 
nored and the interest of production 
is served when the interest of 
a just policy is assured and when the 
interests of 500 million people of the 
country are served. We should not be 
angry. We cannot do anything in an 
angry mood. That is why, I said that 
this No Confidence Motion should not 
have been moved. If, however, it has 
been moved it should be defeated, 
defeated inhasitatingly. It should 
also be ignored completely. After 
'this it will be easier for us to try to 
find out what are the alternative 
methods before us to reach a settle¬ 
ment. . 

So far as my friend Mr. Atal 
Bihari Vajpayee is concerned, I 
have nothing to say except that they 
are not -very much interested in the 
trade union movement. In fact, their 
objective is political disruption and 
to create a de-genera ting type of 
transformation in thd democratic 
process of the country. I hope he 
will give very serious thought to what 
Itis political party is doing in this 


country. So long as those basic 
concepts which guide that party re¬ 
main as they are, prosper or live 
under his umbrella, I do not think 
there is anything common between 
the Congress and his party, nor can 
hf| do anything for the betterment 
of the workers. He should, therefore* 
disconnect himself. 

s» 

Now, remain the Socialist Party 
and the other progressive parties. I 
have already made a suggestion to 
the Socialist Party leader, Mr. George 
Fernandes, to withdraw the notice of 
strike. Why should he, not do that 
becauses he has the interest of the 
workers at heart and he wants that 
all the demands of the workers 
should be accepted? Why should he 
not do that? I ask this question, in 
all sense of fairness. If the interest 
of the seventeen lakh workers is at 
his heart, why should he not with¬ 
draw the strike notice? After the 
strike is called off, we can sit down 
for a negotiated settlement. Why 
should he not do that? Not only 
therefore, we have to reject the No 
Confidence Motion, but aftqr the re¬ 
jection of the No Confidence Motion, 
we have to sit down and find out a 
solution, and the best solution is, in 
my opinion, Mr. George Fernandes 
should be persuaded to withdraw the 
strike.

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
Mr. Speaker, I am really touched by 
the appeal made by the previous 
speaker, Shri Chandrajit Yadav, that 
we should not press this motion uf 
no-confidence 1 , that he is .prepared 
to sit with us and discuss lor 10, 14 
or 15 hours to arrive at the desired 
solution. I am really touched by it. 
But in turn, I would appeal to him 
and say that we are prepared not 
to press it provided he also shows 
some sympathy to the negotiating 
leaders representing the trade unions 
and have them released and sit with 
them and negotiate. It is not we 
with whom we want them to nego¬ 
tiate!let them negotiate with the 
leaders and representatives of the 
railway workers. If that had been 
done, the strike would have" been 
averted and the no-confidence motion 
moved here would have been avoided.

It is poor consolation for speakers 
in the other side, for example, Shri 
L D .Malaviya, to speak about poli- 
ical insanity of some of the parties 
ere in associating themselves with 
inch a no-confidence motion. I 
now whom he had in mind. He 
iad in mind the CPI and perhaps 
ilso the Marxists, because he was 
ignalling this way and that, just like 
he railwayman signalling. Shri 
fadav spoke about the hotch-potch 
f different parties, moving a ^Or 
onfidence motion. The Prime Minis- 
er also‘said that this is not the 
rst time they are facing a no-confl- 
ence motion and previously she had 
een so many no-confidence motions 
ince have been here. I have seen 
o-confidence motions moved here, 
ot supported by all parties, I 
emember in 1965-66 there was one 
ich motion. At that time, the Prime 
Minister was Shri Lai Bahadur 
hastri. It was moved*by one of the 
ipposition parties. The Swatantm 
•arty did not associate themselve* 
irith the no-confidence motion. » 
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1969, there; was a no-confidence 
motion moved with which the DMK 
Party did not associate. There wei e 
a no-confidence motions where <u 
the Communist Party of India did not 
associate. But what does it prove? 
Now, all the parties here have come 
together for the no-confidence motion. 
What is wrong there? Do you mean 
to say that the Communist Party of 
India and the Congress (O) Party and 
the Swatantra Party should not all 
all join together? Do you mean to 
say that because of this no-confidence 
motion they have lost their identity, 
that they have lost their ideology and 
lost their programmes? 

I would remind the House of one 
thing.- 1 can quote; instances where 
the Congress ruling party have asso¬ 
ciated themselves with the Swatantra 
Party and the Communist Party oi 
India with the Muslim League and 
others in moving a no-congdence 
motion in some State Assemblies, 
if’or example, in the Tamil Nadu 
Assembly, it has betji done umpteen 
times. I am not blaming anyone. 
But do not take cover under that 
aspect. Because a' no-confidence 
motion is not a motion on the policy 
and programme oi the communist 
Party of India; it is not a motion 
discussing the programme of the 
Swatantra Party or the Jan Sangh 
Party. It is a motion criticising the 
behaviour and the conduct of the 
Government. If you want to defend 
it, defend it. But it is poor consola¬ 
tion to point out the difference of 
opinion among the parties. By the 
same stretch of imagination, we can 
also point out very many differences, 
basic and ideological, on the other 
side also. Therefore, let us not go 
too much on it. 

There was another point which was. 
again and again referred to by many 
Members there. Mr. Malaviya has 
referred to that, and Shri Chandrajit 
Yadav has referred to that. He said, 
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if you talk politics we shall also talk 
politics. Mr. Malaviya said, “political 
iisation of trade unionism," I for 
one do not understand why you are 
degrading politics. 1 am proud to be 
in politics. I am proud to be a politi¬ 
cian. Why do you fear politics? 

- After all, man is a political animal. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: ' What 
I really meant was they are taking 
an undesirable political advantage of 
a situation where one should not play 
too much politics. They have to be 
in different spheres. That is all I 
meant. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Well, I have 
to go beyond the spoken word and 
look into what he meant. It has 
become universal to say that when¬ 
ever anything goes bad there is 
politics in it and it is bad. Well, as 
I said, I am proud to be in politics 
and to be a politician. Politics 
mean an art of making adjustments 
in society between individual and 
individual, between individual, and 
society between individual freedom 
and the authority of thq. State so 
that each individual has the maxi¬ 
mum good possible in life. What is 
the harm there? Why art; you de¬ 
grading politics in which you yourself 
are there? So, to say this does not 

give much help to you. 

• 

After all, there are reasons to- 
bring this motion. Mr. A. P. Sharma, 
when he started his speech, pre¬ 
faced his speech by saying that when 
he knew that a no-confidence motion 
was being moved, he felt that it 
would be a very serious thing, but 
that when he came to understand 
that it is going to be a railway affair, 
he said that it was nothing serious. 

It has been contended that only 
eight per cent of the railwaymen 
have been on strike. I think those 
who have been hearing the radio 
news, sitting, on ivory towers, may 
come to the conclusion that there- 
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has been no strike. Those who 
have been watching the TV will 
come to' the conclusion that all the 
trtains are running. Probably they 
have bt*en able to run the trains 
over the TV and the radio, but in 
reality the reverse is the position. 

Shri K. D. Malaviya, when he 
spoke, made pointed reference to -the 
role of the public sector and the eco¬ 
nomic condition in the country. He 
also spoke very proudly about certain 
things. He spoke in proud terms 
.about the fine hospitals, medical faci¬ 
lities, and the b«ist colleges that they 
have given them. He said incidental¬ 
ly that a worker on an average may 
be getting Rs. 600 pt|r mensem. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I was 
referring to Durgapur. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: The same point 
has been raised by the railwaymen. 
They say that when you are paying 
a worker at the rate! of Rs. 600 per 
mensem in the public sector under¬ 
taking, why don’t you treat them on 
a par with the public sector under¬ 
takings employees. * 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: You 
-cannot do it in a day. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Why don’t you 
tell them? I 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: We want 
your co-operation to reach that stage; 
and we are pledged to do it. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: We are ready 
to cooperate with you, but coopera¬ 
tion cannot come through the jail. 
When you were negotiating with the 
people you could have easily ex¬ 
plained that it could not be done in 
a day; it could he done in a phased 
programme. You could have devis¬ 
ed a phased programme and placed 
before them and exposed them to 
the! public and the ^orld saying: we 


gave them a reasonably phased 
programme and they did not abide 
by that He talked of productivity. 
He said that the public sector- under¬ 
takings and the railways also inci¬ 
dentally should contribute to the eco¬ 
nomic development of the country. 
The productivity should be more to 
justify an increase in w§ges. I am 
one with him on that point. I think 
as a good parliamentarian hfj goes 
through the literature that is. given 
by the Railway Board. If he goes 
through the review of the perfor¬ 
mance of the Indian Railways given 
in February this year, he will find 
glowing tributes having not been 
paid to the productivity of labour in 
the past tt;n years. It has been said 
that labour productivity in 1972-73 
has increased by 64 per cent com¬ 
pared to 1950-51. The productivity 
of the workers in the Railway work¬ 
shop has during the same pefiod gone 
up by 54 per cent, while the; number 
of workers has gone down by 9 per 
cent. It goes on to say that the man 
power ratio in respect of repairs to 
locomotives and carriage wagons has 
steadily gone down during all these 
years. In the same rejport it jhaa 
been stated that the workshop repair 
output increased from 335 thousand 
equated broadgauge wagon units- in 
1957-58 to 469 thousand equated 
broadgauge units in 1972-73 while the 
staff strength came down from. 116 
thousand to 111 thousand during the 
same period. Productivity has gone; 
up and this publication attests to It. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): It is a whitewash by the Rail¬ 
way Board. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: When the 

review was published, at that time 
you did not say so, but when they 
go on strike demanding more wages 
you say this. It says here. 

“It is gratifying to note that with 

the cooperation oft the organised 

labour the' expectations in this re¬ 
gard have been largely realised.” 
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I* is in blade and white. This is 
what Mr. Qureshr and Mr. Mlahztt 
told this House. I am not here 
talking about the reasonableness at' 
the demand. I have been associated 
with labour unions myself and as 
Vice President of- the All India In¬ 
surance Association, I have conduct¬ 
ed negotiations. The Minister and the 
representatives of the management sit 
with us and they used to say: our 
capacity is only to pay Rs. 2 or 
three crores. Try to fit in your re¬ 
quirements and demands within that 
amount. Wt; have this come to nego¬ 
tiated settlements. But in this case 
they are not giving any positive reply 
to the reasonable demands made by 
them As I said, I am not referring 
to the reasonableness or unreason¬ 
ableness of the demands. Thejr de¬ 
mands may be high or may be low. 
They may deserve it or may not de¬ 
serve it. As pointed out by the pre¬ 
vious speaker a large; chunk of the 
population of our country numbering 
58 crores do not get even one square 
meal a day. About 40 or 50 per cent 
of our population live below the 
poverty line. I agree with you on 
that matteir 


I am not here disputing, how much 
an Indian railway worker should be 
paid, whether the minimum wage 
should be Rs. 236 or Rs. 300 and odd 
etc. I am not going into that here. 
This No-Confidence Motion is not 
even a discussion on the entire 
gamut of the demands of the railway- 
men. But, we are only questioning 
the questionable methods adopted by 
the Government while negotiating. 
While carrying on the negotiations, 
why did you arrest the leaders who 
were expected to negotiate with you? 
The previous evening, you said that 
the negotiations would start at 10 
a m., the next day. But at 3 O’Clock, 
early in the morning, on that day, 
you arrest them and clamp them 
down in the jaiL We are question¬ 
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mg this method, this attituift Of the 
Government. We have not got any 
satisfactory reply from any one of 
them, it is not as if we are- malting 
through this No-Confidence Motion. 
It is no pleasure for us. It is' no 
pleasure for you also. We did ’MM 
want to move this. Even on the 7tb 
May, on the last day, spiking fbi 
myself—for one hour, one question 
was discussed and I also participated 
in that discussion—I made a humble 
submission to the House under Rule 
377, that even at that late hour, the 
Prime Minister should intervene^. I 
said that we* would appeal to the 
union leaders to postpone the strike 
and we asked the Government to 
releasf; the leaders and that within a 
week, we; should try to solve the 
problem. I am quite aware and I am 
quite clear in my mind, whatever 
may be the arduous nature of the 
labour, whatever may be the trade 
union movement that has been built 
all these years, when a strike comes, 
when a confrontation is started, it is 
very difficult to fight a Government 
I would not like to have a Govern¬ 
ment which is weak. A . strong 
Government is required. But, does 
that mean that the strength that you 
have gathered, the powers that have 
been gathered by you, should go to 
break the unions, to suppress the 
workers and to clamp down in jail 
the leaders* who come before the 
negotiating table? Therefore, we are 
perturbed over the attitude of the 
Government. They say that the 
strike notice has been given, they 
have been preparing for the strike, 
and that is why, they have been forc¬ 
ed to arrest the leaders. But, .this 
strike notice has not been given 
recently. It was given in October, 
1973. If you go through the proceed¬ 
ings of the convention of the All India 
Railwaymen’s Federation, you will 
find that, at that time, thev prepared 
a charter of demands. Those who have 
been in the trade union movement 
know, what a charter of demands 
means. They first start with the 
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charter of demands. If the charter 
of demands, is, not fulfilled, then, 
strike becomes inevitable. That is 
what they say. With the charter oi 
demands, you start negotiations. 
Strike is also expected when the 
charter of demands is given. Even at 
that time, in October 1973 itself, Mr. 
George Fernandas made it very clear 
that these are the charter of demands 
and that they were ready for nego¬ 
tiations. But, once the negotiations.., 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Mr. 

Sezhiyan, would you kindly say, if 
ever, in the trade union movement, 
during negotiations, a strike notice is 
given? After strike notice, negotia¬ 
tions start. During negotiations, a 
strike notice is always illegal. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I would like to 
make; it amply clear that in this case, 
strike notice was given and even 
then negotiations continued. On 18th 
October, 1973. they gave the charter 
of demands and in that charter of 
demands, they made it clear that they 
were going to negotiate. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: That 
shows the bona fides of the Govern¬ 
ment that they continued the negotia¬ 
tions even after the strike notice was 
given, during negotiations. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: We appreciate 
the stand taken by them till the date 
of arrest of Mr. George Fernandes. 
But, when they continued negotia¬ 
tions, even after strike notice, what 
made them to run amuck on the 2nd 
morning 1 , at'3 O’Clock in the morning 
and arrest Mr. Fernandes? 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The use 
of BSF for this purpose is misuse of 
the powers of the Home Ministry. 


Then, when there is,shortage of petrol 
in the country, sending a plane to 
bring him back is another instance of 
misuse of Government money. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: What hurts me 
more is this. When thf) Government 
have got all the powers, why should 
they adopt these dubious and ques¬ 
tionable methods in trying to settle 
the negotiations started by them? 
Instead of being the ideal employer, 
setting an fixample to the private 
entrepreneurs, why are they adopting 
these questionable methods? What 
harm has been done by these people 
and what was the provocation? That 
is not made clear. 


SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 
He said he will reveal at the proper 
time—the Hitchcock mystery! 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Shri K. D. 

Malaviya was saying that this strike 
must be mercilessly beaten. He was 
using words like “mercilessly” “ruth¬ 
lessly’ “be firm” and so on. I want 
the Government to be very firm. 1 
want Shri K. D. Malaviya to be firm 
as also the Finance Minister. I wish 
the Finance Minister uses 10 per cent 
of this firmness against the tax- 
dodgers, blackmarketeers, saboteurs, 
peoplt; who make profit at the expense 
of the people. Our whole complaint 
is that you are not firm ^gainst them, 
whatever laws you enact are not 
used against them, but they are used 
against the workers. 


Coming back to this vicious prob¬ 
lem, I am quite clear that two or three 
weeks later the Government may come 
out with a successful glee thkt they 
have beaten the strike, the strike has 
been suppressed, all the workers have 
been sent either to jail or to their 
homes and that they have eminently 
succeeded. How can an individual 
worker, or a group of workers, fight 
against Rs. 1,000 crore defence budget 
of the Government? It cannot be and 
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it should not be. 1 do not want them 
1 o succeed. 

But, after the success of the Govern¬ 
ment' in the strike, what is the benefit 
to the community? It may be that 
Shri Mishra may say that he has tackl¬ 
ed the workers and Shri Qureshi may 
be satisfied that he ha s successfully 
ended the strike. He may very well 
claim that. The Chairman of the 
Railway Board may think that he has 
broken the strike-beating record of 
Shri Lai of the Indian Airlines and he 
has won laurels. But what abbut the 
society and what about the poor peo¬ 
ple? Are you setting a good example 
in maintaining labour relations?. 

I have no doubt in my mind that the 
railway strike would also be used as 
a scapegoat for the failure of the Gov¬ 
ernment, for the rising prices, for the 
non-production of steel, in fact, for all 
the failures of the Government. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE? Shri K. D. 
Malaviya was made a scapegoat pnce. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: If it is true, 
how do you say it is a scapegoat? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: It will be used as 
0 scapegoat. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: It will be a 
n ility, and not a scapegoat. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: It is very clear 
that even when they started the nego¬ 
tiations, they wanted to precipitate 
the strike. Otherwise, how could they 
explain all the secret memorandum, 
all these appeals to the forces etc.? 
The railways might have failed to orga¬ 
nise themselves as a profitable con¬ 
cern, but for the first time they have 
organised themselves in. a very effi¬ 
cient way to break the strike, to muz¬ 
zle the rights of the workers, and they 
may eminently succeed also, il would 
end by saying that I am amazed by 
the attitude of the Government in 
tackling this strike and the anti- 
Tabour policy that they have pursued. 


SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattupu- 
7 .ha); Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to oppose 
the resolution. 

I cannot say what really happened 
01 did not happen since I was not one 
of those who were at the table. Never¬ 
theless, I had the benefit of listening 
With close attention to what Mr. Mu- 
kherjee. Mr. Indrajit Gupta and Mr. 
A. P. Sharma submitted to this House. 
I have also before me the speeches 
made by the Railway Minister in the 
Lok Sabha on 2nd of May and the 
statement laid on the Table by him 
on 2nd May. On going through the 
speeches and observations made par¬ 
ticularly by Mr. Samar Mukherjee 
and by Mr. Indrajit Gupta, certain 
facts do emerge. The vital question 
involved in the entire issue is not the 
justifiability or othrwise of the 
demand. The strike is not in 
support of any particular demand, 
but this strike is because of the 
arrest of the leaders of the co-ordi¬ 
nation Committee. Secondly Mr. In¬ 
drajit Gupta said the strike will con¬ 
tinue till we get negdtiated settlement 
and he puts in a rider, negotiated set¬ 
tlement does not mean either less or 
more than what’ has been agreed to. 
Therefore, what he is talking of is 
just a negotiated settlement, not neces¬ 
sarily anything more than what has 
been agreed to. It has also been sub¬ 
mitted by Mr. Mukherjee and Mr. In¬ 
drajit Gupta before the House th*at 
during negotiations quite a lot of 
ground was covered, quite a lot of pro¬ 
gress had been made and that certain 
concessions were made by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Two million people have been called 
on strike. Not that two million people 
have Joined strike but a section of 
people has been" hustled in the strike 
not for the purpose of pressing In any 
demand of the workers but as a re¬ 
action to a particular action, viz., the 
arrest of Mr. Fernandes and other 
friends in the Co-ordination Commit¬ 
tee. Now, Sir, if that is the question, 
one of the most important thing that 
this House' has to address itself to is- 
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whether the motivation alleged Is to 
justify the action on the part of any¬ 
body whether he be a citizen or it be 
a trade union to take the entire nation 
at the precipice of economic calamity. 
It is not a small thing. It is a very 
serious calamity. It is not for the 
specific demands of the workers or 
rights of the workers. Had it been 
for the specific demands or rights of 
the workers, one could understand 
that But admittedly it is not for that 
purpose, 

The speeches made by the Railway 
Minister have been before the coun¬ 
try from 3rd May, 1974 and nobody 
has repudiated the statements made 
by him. He has categorised the de¬ 
mands. 

Demand No. 1: No victimisation—It 
has been conceded. 

Demand No. 2; Working hours should 
be eight. This has been admitted. 

Demand No. 3; Decasualisation. We 
accepted the Railway’s recommenda¬ 
tion 

< 

Demand No. 6; Subsidised food- 
grains. With regard to this demand, 
the decision is fair price shops will be 
opened for the Railway workers in 
any colony where the number is more 
than 300. 

Demand No. 4: related to revision of 
pay—this would have meant about 
Rs. 350 crores, we could not accept. 

Demand No. 4 (c) related to revision 
of Dearness Allowance—it could not be 
accepted since the Pay Commission 
has given its recommendations. 

c 

Demand No. 5 related to bonus—As 
you know, the Bonus Review Commit¬ 
tee is going through it and it will be 
premature for us to give any decision. 

Therefore* the picture here is with 
respect to so many demands* the Rail¬ 
way Minister submitted before this 


House and in the Rajya Sabha, cate¬ 
gorising the demands,/they have 
accepted these demands. Nobody has 
repudiated the statement either on the 
floor of the House or; subsequently, by 
any statement in any newspaper. -In 
the course of the speeches made here, 
even today, no categoricaf denial of 
these responsible statements tyas come. 

The Minister made a statement; 

“I stand by these recommenda¬ 
tions. Only these are the two 
demands which could not be 
agre'ed to. Only these de¬ 
mands remain and they can 
be examined in future.’ 

Therefore, with respect to these de¬ 
mands, with respect to parity of pay, 
with respect to new structure for D.A.. 
with respect to bonus, minimum bonus 
of 8.33 per cent, the Government have 
m: de clear that they cannot accept it 
and that is not negotiable for the time 
being; it can be considered at the 
appropriate time; it is a matter of 
situation and time; it cannot be con¬ 
sidered now. 

Now, the Minister has further sub¬ 
mitted, and it has been almost con¬ 
ceded even by my hon. friend, Mr. 
Samar Mukherjee, that he has given 
certain dates and the dates are, the 
negotiations started, according to him, 
from 13 th April, 1974, Mr. George 
Fernandes wrote a letter, not giving 
the strike notice, on 15th April, 1974, 
and the strike notice was given on 
the 22nd aud 23rd April, 1974. The 
negotiations started on 11th April, 
1974 and at the time of negotiations, 
beginning of negotiations, there, was 
a common ground that the Minister 
undertook that there would be no 
arrests and, on the other side, it was 
givm that there would be no strike, 
no precipitation of strike. 

■ <* 

These are the statements made on 
the floor of the House. But no serious 
repudiation has copie. I am emphas¬ 
ising bh that. 
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After that, The question whether the 
Government was justified in taking 
action about which so much noise is 
made, again, on the 23rd, the strike 
notice was given. What happened 
after that? After that, successively 
from the 22nd onwards, on the 27th 
on the 29th .... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: From 
where are you reading? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: I am read¬ 
ing from the statement made on the 
floor of- the House. If you want to 
repudiate, you can repudiate. I am 
stating the facts. 

On the 22nd and 23rd, the strike 
notice is given that the strike will 
take place on the 8th May. In a big 
undertaking, like the Indian 'Rail¬ 
ways, where complicated questions 
were being negotiated, what serious 
repercussions in evitably will "follow 
if certain things were considered or 
not considered, when those serious 
negotiations were taking place, on the 
23rd the strike notice is given that 
the strike will take place on the 8th 
May—hardly 15 days notice is given. 

The negotiations go on and the Gov¬ 
ernment proceeds with the negotia¬ 
tions. They hold negotiations on the 
27th,, 29th and 30th. Who would find 
the' Government or the management 
backing out of the position? They 
pressed for the negotiations. Mr. 
Samar Mukherjee said that on the 
29th, the Railway Miniser said, “For 
Heavens’ sake, don’t go. Let us sit 
day and night and finish it off.” These 
are the words used by Mr. Samar Mu- 
kherejee before the House. On the 
30th, the Railway Minister said, “Let 
us sit even right through the night.” 
Mr. Mukherjee’s interpretation is that 
this insistence on the part of the Gov¬ 
ernment to hav<e the negotiations 
through on the 27th, 29th and 30th, 
and on the last two days, ' the insis¬ 
tence that It must be discussed even 
by sitting right through the night, 
He says 'that it was with a malicious 


plan. He can have his own interpre¬ 
tation. Then what happened? That 
is a strange thing. Let us not forget 
the fact that on the 8th the strike was 
going to take place, and Mr, Feranan- 
des has been declaring that the strike 
will take place. By the 30th April 
these demands were conceded and 
these arrangements had been finalised. 
The workers’ representatives were to 
come on the 1st May and sign on 
agreement. Here we find the funiest 
position. This is what the Minister 
has said; 


“I wanted Shri Fernandes to- 
finish the negotiations the 
same night. I told him that 
if we sat for s°nie more time, 
it would be possible for us to 
come to some conclusion. 1 
asked him to have it on the 
next day. He said that the 
next day was the May Day. 
First of May is a very impor¬ 
tant day. Therefore, I told 
him, “All right. I would not 
next day was the May Day. 
you can participate in the 
celebrations, etc.”, il suggested 
that in the evening we could 
sit and finish the negotiations 
I requested him a number of 
limes, but he (fid not agree. 
He ^aid that he would be in 
Lucknow, and asked, “Hong 
can I come in the evening?” 

I said, “I will arrange a plane 
for you in Lucknow through 
the help of the Chief Minister 
and you can come at 8 O’Clock 
And we will sit at 9 O’ Clock 
and finish this thing and sort 
it out’. But he was not 
agreeable, because he had 
some other designs.” - 

Now the picture is this. Strike is 
to take place on the 8th. Strike notice 
is given during the pendency of the 
negotiation. Disregarding the impro¬ 
priety of giving strike notice during 
the pendency of th$ negotiation, they 
carried on the negotiation. They sat- 
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on the 27th. they sat on the 29th, they 
sat on the 30th. They requested him 
to sit through for some more time in 
the night and hammer out certain set¬ 
tlement. Then the request was, 
‘Please come tomorrow; let us finalise 
it’. When two million workers’ fate 
is in the balance, when the settlement 
is to be finalised and signed, a trade 
union leader worth his salt should 
have stayed on in Delhi, day aiT8 night, 
and seen that an agreement was arriv¬ 
ed at. But for him something else 
was more important. The Minister 
offered to arrange a plane for him to 
return, but he did not agree. He 
stayed out. And here comes the most 
interesting thing. The next day—I am 
.pointing an accusing finger—incoher¬ 
ence, mutual contradiction, mutual 
rivelry, the conspiratorial attitude one 
against the other in the Coordination 
Committee, is emerging. In the morn¬ 
ing Mrs Parvathi Krishnan and Mr. 
Clokiale arrived in the Rail Bhawan, 
but Mr. Fernandes disappeared. He 
was nowhere in the picture. Why? 
Any trade unionist can understand 
this. When you go on a negotiation, 
when you had a frart of it, then the 
question will arise whether you should 
finalise and get the settlement or not. 
Mr Samar Mukheriee said, “When 
this insistence was forthcoming, I felt 
that there was something fishy; there¬ 
fore, l wanted to get a settlement for 
our case”- That is what he submit¬ 
ted befoic this House during the de¬ 
bate. Tnercfore, he wanted a settle¬ 
ment. Everybody wanted a settlement 
But Don Quixote, the oolitical adven¬ 
turist, di 1 not want a settlement. He 
wan ed a calamity. He wanted to 
avoid that. This is what the Minister 
"has said in Parliament: 

“May I refer to the ■Statesman* 
of 1st May and what he said at the 
Hail Bhavan? On 30th April even¬ 
ing Shri George Fernandes, Presi¬ 
dent of the All India Railwaymen's 
Federation and Convenor of the 
National Coordination Committee 
.of the Railwaymen’s Unions told 


the reporters, and I quote ‘As of 
now, the decision for a strike from 
the 8th stands.” 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The entire 
speech cannot be a quotation. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: When the 
sand is going out of yomf feet, do not 
get jittery. Mr. Indrajit Gupta asked 
a question why Mr. Fernandes was 
arrested. I, as an observer, am trying 
to answer the question. Please have 
patience. The context will have to 
be considered. On the 30th these 
demands were settled. Admitted. 
Then, the Railway Minister tcld the 
Press, ‘Everything is settled’. Mr. 
Geroge Fernandes replied back—I 
quote: 

“As of now the position is for the 
strike on the 8th stands.” 

* 

He further states: 

“This is an exercise in futility.” 
This is what he said. After that, he 
went about saying, ‘The strike position 
stands’ and when the two Co-ordina¬ 
tion Committee Members, Shrimati 
Parvati Krishnan and Shri Gokhale 
come to the Rail Bhavan, he becomes 
non-available at all. He wants to 
make out that without him, a settle¬ 
ment cannot be made. That is what 
it really comes to. He stays out till 
the 2nd of May. 1st of May is gone- 
2nd of May also he stays out. He 
does not come. H e does not sign the 
agreement. He does not start negotia¬ 
tions. Under these conditions, what 
should a responsible government do? 
Herg * s a person who wanted to scuttle 
the negotiations. Here is a person 
whose outlook was not for settlement 
*but for political gamble. Here is a 
person who wanted to take the coun¬ 
try to the precipice. A lot of quota¬ 
tions are before us of the speeches he 
has been making and th e Co-ordina¬ 
tion Committee was not obviously 
unanimous about the whole position. 
Under the circumstances, when it was 
found that there were only six days 
left and here is a.man who was not 
prepared to gome and agree to the 
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points which wore already agreed to—' 
with respect to th© remaining two, the 
position is absolutely clear—what is 
the alternative to the Government? 

NOW, with respect to parity, it is not 
Mr. George Fernandes alone who is 
in the Railways. There is the NFIR 
also which is opposing af-id the Gov¬ 
ernment has its own position. They 
have taken up a position with regard 
to bonus. May I ask Shri Indrajit 
Gupta aud his party as to what has 
been happening with respect to the 
Bbnus Commission? When the Bonus 
Commission met they presented their 
memorandum.... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Mr. Satish 
Loomba was killed in the plane. You, 
the murderers of Mr. Satish Loomba. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; This man is 
mad. What else can I say? When 
the Bonus Commission was constitut¬ 
ed, AITUC submitted their memoran¬ 
dum. They urged that the* railway- 
men should be given bonus. Mr. 
Satish Loomba died and they were 
asked to put in their nominee. Months 
went by. They boycotted the Commis¬ 
sion. They did not put in their 
nominee. Mr. Desai of HMS did not 
attend the Bonus Commission meet¬ 
ings. NFIR attended and we gave 
evidence and it is now coming to a 
sort of a conclusion. Merely because 
these people did not co-operate, mere¬ 
ly'because they did not send in .their 
representative and merely because 
they had boycotted, the Bonus Com¬ 
mission "must” not give its award in 
time? As such, in a national question 
like this, could anybody take a unila- - 
teral decision? It is understandable 
therefore that the bonus question can¬ 
not be settled this way. What has 
been settled, has been settled and what 
cannot be settled remains unsettled 
and, here is a man who refuses to 
subscribe to what has been agreed to 
and he, like a coward, walks away and 
remains apart. 

If Don-quixotism in politics, if 
political adventurism and trade- 
726 LS—13 
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unionism is attempted, it has got to be 
met. Shri Samar Mukherjee was say* 
ing that now the strike is going on, on 
the 10th the P & T workers will join, 
and then the Central Government 
employees also will join and then the 

railways will come to a close. 

( Interruptions ) Mr. Banerjee, you 
must have the courtesy of permitting 
me to carry on. We are not in a 
dialogue. I am making a speech. . . 
(Interruptions) I am reminded of that 
anarchist—syndicalist who spoke in 
terms of a general strike for the pur¬ 
pose of bringing about a revolution. 
It is this anarchist-syndicalism that I 
am finding in Mr. George Fernandes 
and his gang of people. I must con¬ 
gratulate Mr. George Fernandes be¬ 
cause he has played his cards very 
well. A person who is nobody in this 
country has now got all this bunch of 
people in his hand and made them 
dance to his tune and put the workers 
to strike, not for the purpose of bonus, 
not for the purpose of parity, net for 
the purpose of a particular demand, 
but for the purpose of protesting 
against the arrest pf this very great 
man of the twentieth centry, no less 
than Mr. Geroge^ Fernandes of India. 
To protest against his arrest these 
great Parties, the Communist 
(Marxist), the Communist Party o* 
India, the Jana Sangh, the Swatantra, 
the whole lot of them are ganging up. 
The strategy of that man deserves to 
be appreciated indeed! This is what I 
have got to say about it. Therefore, 
under these circumstances, it is very 
clear, Sir, that it was a political game 
that was indulged in. And, as Mr. 
Chandra jit Yadav has rightly said, it 
has got to be met politically. If it is 
a purely trade union matter, then, 
surely trade unions come into the 
picture. Here the question 1 is, can you 
carry on the strike without sabotage. 
You said, black-leg and strike-breakers. 

If the country were to collapse, if the 
economy Were to collapse, I as a trade ' 
unionist would try to break that strike 
rather than allow this kind of a situa¬ 
tion to develop. It is a question of 
survival of the nation. If India aurviv- 
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es everybody survives. It India does 
not survive nobody survives. This is 
what has been threatened today. It is 
a political game which they are indul¬ 
ging in and this should be met politi¬ 
cally and the country has got no alter¬ 
native. Therefore I oppose this ill- 
advised Motion of No-confidence 
against the Government. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar): 
It is most unfortunate that this Gov¬ 
ernment has violated all the princi¬ 
ples and norms of industrial demo¬ 
cracy. I hold this Government res¬ 
ponsible for the economic chaos and 
the condition prevailing in the country 
today. I hold this Government res¬ 
ponsible for the railway strike. The 
workers resorted to constitutional 
means to get their demands redressed. 
This ‘Government, while the negotia¬ 
tions were going on, arrested the 
leaders of the workers and imprisoned 
them. In my home town of Bhavnagar 
the workers were arrested while they 
were on duty. They had not gone on 
strike. They were on duty but they 
were arrested. They are in jail to¬ 
day. It is not a question confined to 
Mr. George Fernandes alone. The 
policy of the Government has com- 
palled the workers to go on strike 
and the Government cannot escape 
from this basic responsibility. This is 
m y first submission.

DShri /Vas ant Sathe in the Chair ] 

The letter communicated to the 
Prime Minister and the Railway Minis¬ 
ter by Mr. George Fernandes clearly 
reflects the spirit, the intentions, and 
the views of the workers. They are 
ready to negotiate today. They from 
the jail, have asked you to re-start the 
negotiations, they ar e for it. What 
prevents the Government to re-start 
the negotiations? 

Why has Government made this as 
the prestige issue? These are indus¬ 
trial relations why do you make it a 
prestige issue? You should come for¬ 


ward and re-start the negotiations. 
After all, what are they demanding? 
They are not demanding anything 
which you cannot justify. One of their 
principal demands is bonus. 

This house has passed the Bonus Act. 
That Act provides that the workers of 
the smallest undertaking in the private 
sector will get the bonus at the rate of 
8.33 per cent whether it earns a profit 
or loss. How can you deny the bonus 
lo workers of this largest commercial 
public undertaking? You have no right 
to say that I was surprised to hear 
the speech of my friend, Shri Chand- 
-rajit Yadav who said that the bonus 
should be linked with the productivity 
or something like that. I do not know 
from where does. this post-facto 
wisdom come. Was he not in this 
Hous© when it passed the Bonus Act 
according to which the workers in the 
private sector undertakings will be 
given the bonus irrespective of whe¬ 
ther the concern earns a profit or not? 
The workers will be given bonus at 
the rate of 8.33 per cent. There is no 
justification in rejecting their demand. 
At least I do not find any justification. 
What is the justification for the Gov¬ 
ernment to arrest these' workers and 
their leaders? They had come before 
you to negotiate their demands. 

But, I charge you that you broke the 
negotiations; you are responsible for 
breaking the negotiations. In an indus¬ 
trial democracy, how would you resolve 
the differences? Will you do it by 
putting the workers behind the bar? 
Is this the labour policy? Is this an 
integrated approach? There is no 
justification at all In arresting these 
leaders and workers and denying the 
bonus. You can say I quite appreciate 
that—that the economic condition of 
the country is such that you won't be 
able to pay the bonus. But, I do not 
understand how you- can deny them 
the bonus When you yourselves have 
accepted the concept of the bonus as 
the deferred wage. Tfcrn have passed 
the Act which provides 8.33 per cent 
bonus to all workers of the smallest 
undertaking in the private sector, 
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Their other demand is ibb evalua¬ 
tion in a scientific way. In any modern 
management, what they ask is that 
their job should be evaluated. Evalua¬ 
tion to-day is a scientific method for 
fixing the wages and other relevant 
things. Now, how can you deny that 
demand? I fail to understand the 
attitude of the Government and their 
labour policy. 


Now, they say that their financial 
condition is so poor that they won’t be 
able to pay the bonus. What are the 
reasons? The reasons are the higher 
wage bill of the railway employees. 
But, Sir, as much as forty million 
tonnes of unutilised capacity exist to¬ 
day in the railways. And this is the 
major factor for the losses incurred 
by the railways. This forty million 
tonnes of unutilised capacity amounts 
to one-fifth of the available capacity. 
It is this idle capacity which is causing 
heavy losses. The Government is 
inefficient, their Administration is 
inefficient and they try to avoid this 
responsibility. Sir, the traffic in recent 
years has increased by leaps and 
bounds and, as such, I fail to under¬ 
stand why the Railways should lose. 

Therefore, without making it a point 
of prestige the Government should 
come forward to negotiate with the 
employees' representatives. They 
should at once release the arrested 
workers and the leaders and try to 
com e to some amicable settlement. 
When the workers put their demands 
they never expect that their demands 
will be accepted in toto. There Is 
always some give and take. It is only 
through this policy of give and take 
that the Government will be able to 
amicably settle all the differences 
which arose in the Railways. 

The Railway Minister, Shri L. N. 
Mishra, has said that he will reveal 
fee reasons as to why Mr. Fernandes 
was arrested. He has not revealed the 
reasons so far. I hope he will reveal 


the reasons to-day in this. House. But 
1 ask why the workers who were per¬ 
forming their duty were arrested? 
What are the reasons lor their arrest? 
This is an anti-labour Government. 
They claim to be progressive, dynamic, 
pro-labour and pro-peasant but their 
each and every action is worse than 
the worst type of capitalist employer. 
Their behaviour is absolutely reac¬ 
tionary and reflects the capitalist ten¬ 
dency and this is the policy which has 
led this country into disaster. 

I would appeal to the ’Government 
that they should re-start negotiations 
and release the workers and the leaders 
and they should And out some solution 
by give and take policy.

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Before the hon. Member Shri Frank 
Anthony begins his speech, I want to 
bring to your kind notice a series 
episode so that the House may take 
notice of it. 15 detenus in the Bihar 
jail including Mr. George Fernandes 
are on a hunger strike from this 
morning and they are taking only 
water. They are denied lawyer’s 
assistance. They are not allowed to 
meet their family members. These 
are the legitimate grievances of the 
detenus and I hope that the House 
will take note of this. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY (Nomi¬ 
nated-Anglo Indians): I propose to be 
brief. I mentioned yetterday in one 
sentence and I propose to mention it 
at a greater length today. On' the 
11th of last month I had issued a 
•statement appealing to the Anglo 
Indian railwaymen not to ‘join the 
strike. I want to make it very clear 
•what I said. I pointed out that the 
country today was not only facing a 
grave crisis but virtually we were on 
the verge of economic collapse find 
that if the Anglo Indian railwaymen, 
who were not in the same number as 
they used to be, joined the strike lite¬ 
rally the wheels of administration 
would be paralysed and the miseries 
of the nation would be compounded 
including that of railwaymen. That 
part of my statement was put out. 
But, the accompanying part. I regret 
to say, was not put out. It was black¬ 
ed out—I would not say it was black¬ 
ed out, but, it was not put out. I 
want to refer to it because the Min¬ 


ister who is rather an elusive person 
happens to be in the House today. 
The accompanying part of my Press 
release was to this effect. For more 
than 30 years, I have been a cham¬ 
pion of the interests of railwaymen, 
perhaps more than or as much as 
most people. And I am aware of 
their lbng-standing, chronic, Un- 
redressed grievances. And I regret 
to say that at one time, the Railway 
Minister used to deal with these 
grievances, but, today, he does not 
choose to deal with these grievances. 
If you write to him about people not 
getting pension for years, if you write 
to him about people not getting gra¬ 
tuity for years, he just does not care 
and I am saying this to the Minister. 
I do not want to draw odious com¬ 
parisons. But, it is true. I am won¬ 
dering why. Apparently, he.is busy 
elsewhere fishing, as I say. in the cess 
pool of Bihar politics. Comparisons 
are odious. But, I am going to make 
them. We had pai-Pai is not a perso¬ 
nal friend of mine, I know Mr. Mishra 
a little more—it was like a breath of 
fresh air. The moral appears to be 
that if you want to have a competent 
Minister, he should not be politicker. 
When I wrote Pai, in a few days, I 
got a reply. But, today, from my 
friend Mr. L. N. Mishra, whom I know 
a little more personally, you just 
cannot get any reply to any .griev¬ 
ance, however long-standing it hap¬ 
pens to be. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Why don't 
you write to Mr. Qureshi? 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY: I will 
come to my friend, the Deputy Min¬ 
ister, a little later. 

Don’t you think that it is rather 
effrontery to appeal to the loyalty of 
railwaymen because, what kind of 
loyalty do you deserve when you deal 
with your railwaymen and their grie¬ 
vances in this cynical, indifferent 
way. 1 speak for a boHy of people 
who have a proud record of service 
to the Railways. They are much 
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smaller in number today. They have 
loyalty and devotion to their work. 
Now, my friend, keeps on putting 
minatory statements, not military but 
minatory statements, may I say with 
great respect, that are utterly obtuse. 
According to his statement, If a per¬ 
son does not go to work, he will be 
sacked or suspended. In spite of all 
your loud protestations, you are not 
giving your people, who want to 
work, any protection. You are not 
able to give them protection. Their 
wives and daughters are threatened 
with dire consequences. According 
to the Minister, sitting in an ivory 
tower, will probably not, but certain¬ 
ly in an air-conditioned office, if any¬ 
body does not go to work, he will 
cither be sacked or his services will 
be deemed to have been broken. 


I had hoped that there would be 
some approach to this critical ques¬ 
tion, some approach characteristic of 
statesmenship, even sanity. I ’have 
no time for George Fernandes. I 
have seen him function in this House. 
I do not want to say anything that 
may be denigratory of him. But, to 
break off negotiations, to break them 
off, to break off negotiations when 
you were talking to people and put 
them behind bars, if that is not the 
highest water-mark of mala tides* 
what else is. It is worse than that. 
It is not only mala fide, but it is much 
worse than that. It is crass idiocy. 
If I may say, it was an act of moro¬ 
nic madness, unless there was some 
method in the madness. And the 
Press seems to suggest that there was 
-a method that some wooden-headed 
people, block-heads—and there are 
plenty of them, I presume, in the 
Government and among the railway 
•officials—persuaded Government to 
believe *We will precipitate it; we 
will break it with every instrument 
of oppression and terror; we will 
break the backs of the railwaymen; 
we will teach them a lesson that they 
won’t forget and through them, we 
will teach organised labour in India 
a lesson and rub their nose in the 
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mud for ever. Let Government not 
take this adventurist course, which in 
an insandy dangerous course. As¬ 
suming for a second that with all 
your instruments of terror and op¬ 
pression you break the railway strike, 
what do you leave behind? A trail 
of bitterness; more than that, a trail 
of utter hatred. How many of them 
are you going to sack? How many 
of them are you going to arrest under 
this utterly immoral Defence of India 
Act and Rules which were never 
meant to break strikes. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Or to pro¬ 
tect the Government. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY: Apart 
from the psychological scars, the phy¬ 
sical scars of the strike will take 
years to heal. Your railway admin¬ 
istration will not get back to normal¬ 
cy even if you break the back of the 
railwaymen. As I said, it will take 
you three or four years. What in the 
mean time, is going to happen to the 
economy? 

Then, I just don’t understand this. 

I made an analysis and I wrote a let¬ 
ter to almost 70 of my branches. My 
analysis was that probably George 
Fernandez might be politically moti¬ 
vated and he would precipitate the 
strike. But I did not expect any 
other union to join, including the CPI. 
By arresting these people in the midst 1 
of negotiations you consolidated all 
other unions against the Government. 

I just don’t understand this. The 
climate is utterly different today. In 
1948, yes you could keep the Indian 
railwaymen. the wheels of adminis¬ 
tration moving; in 1960 again you 
could keep them moving. But the 
climate today is utterly different. 
Everybody is fed up* to the teeth'with 
the man-made scarcities and ram¬ 
pant corruption. They do not care 
whether you put them in jail; let 
them rot, they do not care; whether 
you shoot them, they do not just care. 
My fear is this. By this misconceiv¬ 
ed show of force, which was pre- 
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mature too, you are going to precipi¬ 
tate; you have already consolidated 
all the unions behind George Fer¬ 
nandez. If you had been able to iso¬ 
late him, if you had been able to 
negotiate till the end then the posi¬ 
tion might have been very different. 

My fear is this. If you continue 
to show this misconceived idea of 
firmness by using these instruments, 
you are going to precipitate waves 
of strikes in this country. Not only 
other blocks of railwaymen, but or¬ 
ganised labour and every other sec¬ 
tion will join it. Because, nobody in 
India today, whatever you may think, 
is going to accept these conditions, 
the conditions where life has become 
impossible; they are not going to ac¬ 
cept their nose being rubbed in the 
dirt. They would prefer to die rather 
than have their nose rubbed in the 
mud and the dirt. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Except Con¬ 
gressmen, of course. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY:.I want 
to say this too. It is not too late. 
Show some statesmanship. Let there 
be some signs of* attempted concilia¬ 
tion, understanding. Even now, do 
not pass the buck; Mr. Mishra, please* 
do not send your deputy. I have got 
nothing against him, but it is an 
affront to the railway men that on a 
* critical issue like this you send the 
Deputy Minister to negotiate on be¬ 
half of the Government of India. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: The Rail¬ 
way Minister was there. He parti¬ 
cipated in the discussion. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY: He was 
not there. He was dodging the co¬ 
lumns most of the time. You should 
not send a Deputy Minister to settle 
critical issues like the fate of the rail¬ 
way employees. 

# 

Then, as my friend said, there .is 
so much that can be done. I know 
a little about the railways. There is 


so much that ' can be done. Your 
disciplinary machinery does !not 
function. You have a long tradition 
of cynical, arrogant callousness to 
the grievances of the railwayman. 
Every railwayman today is fed up. 
As I said, they are loyal. But they 
are fed up because they know their 
grievances after loyal service they. 
are put at the scrap heap. They can¬ 
not get their pension, they cannot get 
their gratuity; they get nothing. You 
just do not bother. And there is this 
too. You have not only a long tradi¬ 
tion of not dealing with their grie¬ 
vances but you have got a long tradi¬ 
tion, and today it has been intensi¬ 
fied, of corruption, of inefficiency and 
of waste. I have no doubt that if you 
show any semblance of wanting to 
conciliate, any semblance of wanting 
to try to understand the railwaymen, 
if you get together, they would be 
able to show you how these different 
aspects of waste and corruption can 
be eliminated. You may then be 
able to meet some, if not all, of their 
needs. 


Then, somebody spoke about indis¬ 
cipline. Who has been responsible 
for injecting indiscipline , into the 
body-politics? Probably, all politi¬ 
cians. I wrote an article the other 
day, indiscipline is a national cancer; 
the politician has sown the wind and 
the country is reaping the whirld- 
wind. Who has specialised in politi¬ 
cal education and cross-education 
more than the ruling party? Was it 
not an invitation to l . indiscipline? 
Somebody else talked about politick¬ 
ing. Who is politicking more, than 
the ruling party? 

This is the sole consideration'. You 
view everything on an ad hoc .basis. 
There are no coherent policies at all. 
These people are demanding bonus, 
parity vis-a-vis public seetor under¬ 
takings and a minimum wage. How 
do you deny it to thefh? You say, 
you are bankrupt. Were you not in 
bankruptcy when you gave it to the 
public sector undertakings employees 
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although the public sector undertak¬ 
ings were losing? 

Again, my friend reminded you 
about the new theory of politicking. 
You thought you would get a few 
more votes from the private sector. 
So, you said, bonus is not a quid pro 
quo for work, bonus is a deferred 
wage. So, even the private sector, 
even if they are a losing concern, 
have to pay bonus. Now, you say, 
you vfill not pay bonus, you will not 
pay a minimum wage , to railwaymen. 

All these problems are of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s creation. The least you 
can do is to show an element of 
statesmanship. Let the railwaymen 
feel that you are not out to break 
their backs, that you are not out to 
rub their noses in the dirt, and you 
will get not only the well-meaning but 
basically sound railwaymen respond¬ 
ing to a gesture on your part. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 

I feel, on the admission of the Mem¬ 
bers of the Opposition themselves, 
this No-Confidence Motion has lost 
all its relevance. 


Mr. Indr a jit Gupta, in his speech, 
said, “We have brought this No- 
Confidence Motion today and we have 
joined with all the conglomeration of 
other forces because you did not per¬ 
mit a discussion yesterday.” May I 
remind him that it is not that the 
Government did not permit a discus-* 
sion yesterday but that the discussion 
was not permitted because the Rules 
of this House did not permit discus¬ 
sion on an adjournment motion on the 
same subject which had already been 
discussed in the House. Therefore, 
because under the Rules a discussion 
was hot pesrmitted, if you bring a 
No-Confidence in this House it is not 
really bringing a No-Confidence 
motion against the Government but it 
is bringing a No-Coniid6nce motion 
against the Rules of this House and 
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against the House itself. This Is 
something which I deprecate. (In¬ 

terruptions) I am not yielding. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: If he is not 
yielding, I rise on a point of order, 
he knows enought about the rules of 
this House to sit' down at the moment. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I am sure, you 
will not misuse the point of order. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I also know 
that there are no penalties for mis¬ 
use. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please formulate 
your point of poder. Under what 
rule? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I do not know 
the rules; I have never read them, 
what I do know is that—he has refer¬ 
red to the Rples of the House saying 
that the rules of the House did not 
permit a discussion—if the rules of the 
House are idiot enough not to per¬ 
mit a discussion on a subject like this, 
when the whole country is agitated 
about it the only thing to do now is to 
change the rules. As my friend said 
the rules are meant for us, not that 
we should live a life according - to 
rules. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA QOS - 
WAMI; Therefore, Mr. Piloo Mody 
also admits that because there is a 
certain defect in the rules, they are 
bringing a No-Confidence 'Motion 
against the Government. God save 
this country if the Noh-Confidence 
motion is brought because the rules 
do not permit a certain discussion ac¬ 
cording to the convenience of the 
Members of the Opposition. 

I have seen a certain change in the 
minds of the Members of the Oppo¬ 
sition. Mr. Limaye brought forward 
a motion that the sitting of this House 
should continue for a week more. 
Other Members were also vociferous 
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saying that the sitting oi the House 
should be extended f°r a lew days 
more because the crisis is there. If 
this Parliament in the last few days 
have not been able to solve the crisis 
I do not think we can solve it by sit¬ 
ting here for a few days more. 

Why is it that there is such a de¬ 
mand for prolonging the discussion? 
The only answer is that the Members 
of the Opposition have raised the as¬ 
pirations of the workers saying, “You 
make a demand because the Govern¬ 
ment in the past has certainly con¬ 
ceded to some of the demands. Let 
us make it and we are going to get 
it.” Having raised their aspirations, 
when they found that Government 
was not onceding they tried to 
paralyse the economy, paralyse the 
movement, and when they find that 
they have not been able to paralyse 
the movement, they cannot go back 
to the workers and, therefore, they 
want to remain in Parliament and 
that is why they are saying that the 
Session should be extended. My 
friends are saying that the strike has 
been a success. I can tell you, if this 
strike had been a success, Mr. Vaj¬ 
payee would not have been here to- 
day_but would have been roaming in 
the railway stations with garlands.... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Let* us go together and see. ( Interrup¬ 
tions ) 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS¬ 
WAMI: Mr. Indr a jit Gupta said that 
he was in a particular place where 
Jhe police made indiscriminate arrests; 
he said that 10,000 people were be¬ 
yond the street; only 200 were there 
in that meeting and those people were 
arrested.. When arrests take place, 
the number becomes 200. If the ar¬ 
rests had not taken place, he would 
have said 10,000/ people had come to 
the rally to listen to him. 

It is not that Government is not 
conceding the demands of the wor¬ 
kers. If any accusation can be bro¬ 


ught against the Government today, 
it is that the Government has been 
lenient in conceding with the de¬ 
mands of the workers only if pres¬ 
sure is applied upon them. Probab¬ 
ly a feeling has now grown in the 
country that you mae make any 
demand, and though unreasonable 
it may be, continue to put pressure 
and the Government is going to accept 
it. In the moment of crisis of an in¬ 
dividual, the time comes when he is 
called upon to take a hard decision. In 
the moment of crisis of a nation also, 
I feel that Government is called upon 
to take a decision which may not be 
palatable but which is necessary, and 
the decision was this: in the present 
moment of crisis when there has 
been so much of industrial unrest 
throughout' the country and when the 
industrial unrest has been almost a 
worldwide’ phenomenon, whether this 
country can afford this type of at¬ 
mosphere to continue; in a moment’s 
notice you paralyse the whole econo¬ 
my .... ( Interruptions ) The constant 
interruptions only mean that they 
are shaky. Do not be shaky. You 
w’ill have your opportunity. 

Therefore, the time has come when 
the Government has to take a firm 
decision because the economic situa¬ 
tion has become such that, unless 
Government takes a firm decision, the 
inflationary spiral, which is already 
too high, may go to such a propor¬ 
tion that the interests of the very 
workers for whom you are fighting 
may be almost in the wrong end of 
the rope. 

About bonus, my friends argue that 
the bonus will be only Rs 40 crores.- 
But remember that, yhen you con¬ 
cede the demand of bonus to the 
railway workers, obviously you can¬ 
not refuse to concede the same de¬ 
mand to the other branches of the 
Government similar to the Railways. 
Obviously the Government, in the 
present situation of the country, can¬ 
not tolerate a burden of Rs. 500 crores. 
A burden of Rs. 500 crores in the 
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name of bonus will ultimately lead 
to such an inflationary spiral that if 
will not be helpftfl at all to the 
workers, because experience has 
shoym that merely increasing the 
dearness allowance has not ultimate¬ 
ly helped the working class. With 
the increase in the dearness allowance 
and other allowances, there has been 
an increase in the price structure. 
Therefore, Government’s first duty 
should be to maintain the price struc¬ 
ture within a reasonable limit. And 
from that point of view I fully en¬ 
dorse the decision of the Government, 
that at this stage at least we cannot 
consider the question of bonus. And 
this question is being considered by 
an expert committee and when the 
experts’ committee’s report comes, 
obviously the Government will have 
all the facts and figures before it' and 
at that point of time, the Government 
will tak a decision. I do not see 
what is wrong there. 

To sum up the whole thing, I will 
say my friends are moving this no- 
confidence motion—and no confidence 
for what? No confidence, because the 
Government has not allowed the life¬ 
line of this country to be paralysed? 
Because the Government with all its 
firmness has decided that the life-line 
of this country which is essential for 
the movement of thousands of people 
and also essential for maintaining the 
price structure should not be paralys¬ 
ed at any cost? To-day none of the 
opposition memebrs talked about the 
tremendous hardship that the mil¬ 
lions of passengers who are travell¬ 
ing in the railways • are suffering 

everywhere-( Interruptions ) You 

admit, but have you tried anything t'o 
obviate these difficulties? 

The workers have a corresponding 
duty also to the millions of this coun¬ 
try and the time has come that the 
trade-unions must consider this as¬ 
pect, that a trade-union must not 
consider only about the rights but 
duties also because the worker has a 
right of his own, but he has also a 
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corresponding duty to the nation and 
the people at large. I feel that these 
union leaders whose hold over the 
people is very limited are only rais¬ 
ing the expectations of the workers 
and they never try to make the 
working class duty conscious. The 
time has come I feel that the trade- 
union leaders should approach the 
whole thing from that angle. 

No confidence. Is it because the 
Government decided that it will net 
permit the country to be held to 
ransom by a handful of politically 
motivated people who exploit the 
working class for their interests and 
against the interests of the working 
class? 

Has the no confidence motion been 
brought because the Government has 
refused to accede to the demands 
which are in the ultimate analysis 
anti-labour in the sense that if ac- , 
ceded to, it will lead to a further in¬ 
flationary spiral and it will affect not 
only the working classes but the 
vulnerable sections of the population? 

I ask the Opposition. 

Have you bro*ught this no-confi¬ 
dence motion because the Govern¬ 
ment has decided that if we are to 
achieve an egalitarian society, we 
cannot' permit such an atmosphere to 
continue In the public undertakings 
and also Government branches tflat 
you make it a play-ground for poli¬ 
tics in all spheres? 

I feel the decisions taken by the 
Government are completely right and 
correct' and this no-confidence motion 
has no relevance and I firmly oppose 
this motion and have no doubt that 
the House and thfe country will over¬ 
rule it. ” 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Shri H. M. Patel. 
SHRI PILOO MODY rose. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Are you speak¬ 
ing for Shri Patel? 
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SHRI PILOO MODY: Why do I 
have to speak for somebody? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Are you speak¬ 
ing on behalf of Shri H. M. Patel? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: No,. Sir. Are 
you speaking for Sardar Dhillon at' 
this moment? I am trying to just 
catch your eye, nothing more. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Ar e you then 
speaking for Shri Patel? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: No, no. There 
is nothing in the Rules about that. I 
am just trying to catch your eye. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Then, you will 
have to take your turn. Shri Samar 
Guha—he is not here. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; I would like 
to know whether the proceedings of 
the House do go by your list. The 
Speaker’s eye has to be caught. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: If 
Shri Piloo Mody cannot catch your 
eye, who-else can? Why do you not 
allow him? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I have to go by 
this list. Last time when I went out 
of it, there was an objection. You 
know what a furore Mr. '"Jyotirmoy 
Bosu raised. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
They belong to the same Party. 

SHM PILOO MODY: Party, no 
party, I do not know. I just am try¬ 
ing to catch your eye. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Piloo Mody, 
please sit down. Your turn will come. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: No, Sir. It is 
my right to catch your eye. If you 
do not take that way, you can call 
anybody you like. You can call 
:Shrimati Indira Gandhi, if you like. 
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PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: If 
Mr. Patel is not going to speak why 
not allow him? 

MR. CHAIRMAN; I have a letter 
here which says that Shri H. M. Patel 
will speak on behalf of the Swatantra 
Party on this motion. • 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
You may treat that letter as one 
from Shri Patel recommending “Shri 
Piloo Mody. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Later on, objec¬ 
tion should not 1 be taken. 


SHRI PILOO MODY: Let Shri 
Patel speak. I was just trying to 
catch your eye. If you do not want 
to see me, I do not mind. 

SHRI K. MAYA THEVAR (Din- 
digul): We are discussing the No- 
confidence Motion against' the Gov¬ 
ernment with special reference to the 
railway strike. We have been told 
that the railwaymen and leaders have 
lost their confidence in this Govern¬ 
ment very early. Now, when we are 
discussing this No-confidence Motion 
what I wish to submit is this. This 
problem should not be dealt with on 
the basis of any political motive and 
so on; this is not a matter which, is 
to be brought out as a party matter. 
I request all the political parties 
(especially the ruling party) to treat 
this problem as a national problem 
and act' accordingly to solve the pro- 
belm. 

I accuse the Government' with re¬ 
ference to the Railway strike. The 
Government led by Mrs. Indira Gan¬ 
dhi is neither going forward nor go¬ 
ing backward but only going awk¬ 
ward- with special reference to the 
railway strike. Most of the Mem¬ 
bers of the ruling party who spoke 
of this' problem, spoke as if this is 
their family problem or their party's 
problem, the problem of the Com- 
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munist Party of India, the Marxist 
Party of India, the DMK party, the 
Jan Sangh party, the Swatantra party 
or Anna DMK party, etc. As respon¬ 
sible Lumbers of this House, I appeal 
to them, they should not turn it into 
Panchayat Boards in the villages. I 
am very happy that' the Prime Minis¬ 
ter and senior Cabinet Ministers are 
present here. I hope it is a very good 
indication that they will' solve the 
problem in the shortest possible time, 
within a day or two. I request the 
Government to do the needful and 
solve it very shortly. 


Sir^I had a bitter experience. Only 
yesterday I was coming from Madras 
to Delhi. I could not get water to 
drink; I could not get milk; I could 
not' get coca-cola. This was the con¬ 
dition. I request the Prime Minister 
to bestow her attention and solve this 
problem. I do not know whether the 
railwaymen have lost their confidence 
in the Railway Minister or not. But 
I still hope that the Railwaymen will 
be having hope in the Prime Minister 
of India to solve the problem. 


Sir, the newspapers have indicated 
that 15 lakhs have struck work from 
the Railway Department'. I ask the 
Government: A^e you going to re¬ 
move all these 15 lakhs of persons 
from* the Railways? Are you going 
to prosecute them and proceed against 
these 15 lakhs of people? Even if 
you are going to convict all these 15 
lakhs under MISA or DIR or Indian 
Penal Code, are you going to dismiss 
all of them? Who will run Govern¬ 
ment so far as the Railway Depart¬ 
ment is concerned? 


Can you absorb 15 lakhs of the 
military personnel against these rail¬ 
way workers? Can you substitute 
. these fifteen lakhs people having tech¬ 
nical qualification by the military 
personnel? How can you do that when 
these workers are not fully familiar 
with the working of the railways? 
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Therefore, I say that mere bullets, 
bayonets, lathi-charges, use of tqar- 
gas shells and filing charge-sheets 
and launching prosecutions against 
these workers will not solve the 
problem at all. Will Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi, I appeal in the name of the 
Father of the Nation Gandhiji, follow 
the non-violent policy? Please don't 
be violent against the workers. May 
I ask a pertinent question from the 
Opposition side? All of you are re¬ 
presenting in one way or other the 
workers in the railway unions. May 
I ask one pertinent question? Where¬ 
from is the money to come to pay 
for these workers? 


I may ask you: what did you do 
with the Report of the Wanchoo Com¬ 
mittee? That Committee submitted 
its report. Even the Sarkar Com¬ 
mittee submitted their report in the 
year 1956 or 1957 at the time when 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru was alive. 
.That was not implemented at all. 
Afterwards, . Wanchoo Committee 
was appointed. That Committee too 
submitted its report. It contained 
suggestions on how*to unearth black- 
money. I have gone through the 
document—Fifth Five Year Plan page 
by page and word by word. There 
is not a single sentence in that docu¬ 
ment about the unearthing of the 
black-moncy. The officers in the* 
Customs Department and the police 
are not at all doing anything to book 
the black-marketeers, smugglers and 
the profiteers. You are only showing 
your pistols to the railwaymen and 
their leaders and you detain them 
under the M.I.S.A. and D.I.R. They 
are innocent people who are only 
following a non-violent agitation. You 
are not solving the problem of the 
railwaymen. But, you are arresting 
them for their 'agitation. Thesct ar¬ 
rested persons are inside the jail. 
They are not given the protection. 
They are not enjoying the civil liber¬ 
ties which are guaranteed to the 
citizens under Art. 21 or 22 of the 
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Constitution. Wei know the bitter 
experience of our friend, Shri Gopa- 
lan when he was put in jail as a 
detenu in the year 1952. We have 
guaranteed, under the Constitution of 
India, the civil liberties to all citi¬ 
zens. We now find that the Govern¬ 
ment alone is violating all the princi¬ 
ples of national justice. 


Therefore, I charge this Govern¬ 
ment for its having failf|d to protect 
the interests of the detenus in jails. 
The Government should not treat it 
as a prestige issue. I appeal to all 
members that this should be treated 
as a national problem because the 
strike at this stage will affect the 
national econmy in these days when 
prices are going up and up. 


We are not able to get petrol; we 
are not able to get kerosene and if' 
we do not make available the essen¬ 
tial commodities at fair prices to 
these people, you will only starve 
them. I expect from this Government 
—I appeal to you on behalf of the 
Anna DMK—that they will evince 
Interest to solve the problem of these 
railwaymen as early as possible.

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): I 
think there is no question about it 
that this no-confidence motion was 
brought about in the background of 
what happened in Parliament yester¬ 
day. I would like t’o have an opportu¬ 
nity on some- occasion to discuss more 
thoroughly the manner in which the 
Parliament of India, particularly the 
Lok Sabha, has functioned over yes¬ 
terday and part of today. 

But listening to this debate, which 
I felt was extremely necessary in 
the context of the situation in our 
country, I find that almost all the 
speeches that I have heard so far 
have been of a highly partisan nature. 
The speeches we heard from almost 
all on that side of the House and 
man*y even from this side, were try¬ 
ing to win a sort of game of one- 
upmanship, and I find that although 
the debate was excellent, the leven 
of the speeches was somewhat re¬ 
grettable. Because I think as a result 
of what has happened, whether it is 
L. N. Mishra’s fault; whether it is 
George Fernandes’s fault, whether it 
is the fault of organised labour, whe- 
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ther it is the fault of an overbearing 
and undemocratic government, the 
fact of the matter is that the strike 
has now taken place and has done, 
whether you like it or not, immense 
and immeasurable damage to our 
country, and will continue to aggra¬ 
vate the situation unless something 
is done on an emergency basis to 
bring the strike to an end. Every 
hour of the strike is costing crores 
and crores of rupees not only produc¬ 
tion crores and crores of rupees worth 
of happiness, crores and crores of 
rupees of whatever unit you want to 
use to measure human well-being, to 
our country which already, as a result 
of our normal economic difficulties, 
was suffering tremendously. 

It is in this atmosphere that this 
no-cortfidence motion -should have 
taken on a certain sense of urgency, 
a sense of seriousness, which I find 
has been lacking. Party after party 
has been hammering at each other’s 
head. From the very beginning, the 
two most pathetic speeches that I 
heard wcire those of my friend, Mr. 
K. D. Malaviya, who is frantically 
waving to me from the other end and 
of Mr. Indrajit Gupta who probably 
is having his dihner upstairs. They 
were lamenting and crying on each 
other’s shoulders: Et tu Brute\ you 
have also deserted me. It was a sort 
of love affair abruptly brought to an 
end by the situation which has over¬ 
come any by-passed both of them. 

AN HON. MEMBER: You are lam¬ 
enting over itl 
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SHRI PILOO MODY: But it waa 
that sort of atmosphere in which 
this debate has been going on. Then 
we find the General Secretary of the 
Congress, Shri Chandrajit Yadav— 
where is he now—who turned this 
into an argument as if, political par¬ 
ties were involved and how; because 
of the vast majority that is enjoyed 
by the Congress Party, largely 
through a series of elective manoeu¬ 
vres but to a very large extent due 
to the stupidity of people on our side 
of the House also, this situation 
should never have arisen in this 
country. 


But there are certain vital issues 
that are really connected here. That 
is the duration of the strike. I think 
that the Prime Minister should be 
told, and those of us who can at least 
say something to her, should tell her 
that the time has come when she 
must intervene. There is no question 
of who is right, who is wrong, what 
has happened and whose fault it is. 
But it must be brought to an end. 
Don’t you see that in the context of 
what is happening in India it must 
be brought to an*end. Therefore, the 
conditions under which it can be 
orought to an end are quite simply, 
to start with, you must first release 
these leaders, so that you can talk 
with somebody. Secondly, start talk¬ 
ing to them, without any pre-concfi- 
tion. Instead of us sitting round the 
the clock here and debating the issue, 
you should have been sitting night 
after night negotiating with them.

SHRI PILOO MODY: I have always 
lamented over the break-up of a love 
affair; whether it is Romeo and Juliet 
or Malaviya and Indrajit Gupta, it 
makes no difference. 

AN HON. MEMBER: That is your 
lot. 


As I said on a previous occasion, 
it was a great tragedy thgt the 
Deputy Minister who was negotiating 
on behalf of the Government should 
have had a family bereavement which 
should keep him absent from the 
negotiations for a whole week or so, 
to an extent that the entire Govern¬ 
ment of India got paralysed on that 
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account and they had nobody to 
substitute for, him on behalf of the 
Government for the negotiation! You 
call this seriousness of purpose? For 
a whole week before the impending 
strike, a strike of this magnitude, of 
this nature, whose consequences on 
our economy are unthinkable and too 
horrible to contemplate, one man, 
one Deputy Minister had a bereave¬ 
ment in. his family and had to go 
away, and the negotiations remained 
in a state of lull for over a whole 
week! And this happens and this can 
only happen in India; it can only 
happen in this city, and it can only 
happen with this Government. 

And yet, this sort of lazy, prome¬ 
nade-like pace at which this thing 
has been going on is surprising and 
we are now in the second day of 
the strike. The first day was wasted 
in deciding whether there was a 
strike or .whether there was no strike. 
300 to 400 of them—how many defec¬ 
tions have you recently engineered— 
or almost 400 people 'are on the one 
side maintaining that there was no 
strike and the other 100 on this side 
arc! maintaining that there was a 
strike. Even the issue whether the 
trains in this country werfc running 
or 'not was sought to be decided by 
a majority vote in Parliament! This 
is the sort of ridiculous, ludicrous 
lengths or depths to which we have 
brought our democracy here, which 
really makes my heart palpitate. 


I heard Members over here talk 
glibbly about fundamental rights and 
democracy. After all, of them, on 
both sides of the House, have conniv¬ 
ed to butcher the constitution, take 
away our fundamental rights make 
them subject to the rabble that is in 
this House and then we talk sancti¬ 
moniously about fundamental rights! 
Either democracy breathes in your. 
Veins or it does not. My judgment 


and your behaviour have proved that 
it does not. The right to strike is 
a fundamental right. 1 can see some 
copy book member of the Congress 
going through the Constitution and 
not being able to find it in the chapter 
on Fundamental Eights, scratch his 
head and talk to the Law Minister 
and ask him:' “kahan likha hai, 
batao. How can it be? Where is it 
said that the ’right to strike is a 
fundamental right?” This is their 
understanding of democracy. Unfor¬ 
tunately the right to strike is funda¬ 
mental. Collective bargaining is the 
essence of democracy and if you want 
to deprive people of their right to 
strike you have to compensate tl\ em 
and thereafter come to contractual 
obligations with them. This is' the 
system that I had suggested to Par¬ 
liament four or five years ago. But 
who listens in Parliament? If you 
want to declare a particular thing as 
an essential service—there are many 
such services which may be declared 
as essential where you may deprive 
the employees of their right to strike 
—then you must compensate them 
with a special machinery to deal with 
their grievances and in addition give 
them compensatory allowances for 
taking away from them the right to 
strike. This can only be a contractual 
obligation. No Government, no matter 
how mighty, may deny the citizen the 
right that is his, basically; inherently 
and fundamentally. It has to be a 
contractual obligation entered into by 
the members of the service on the 
one side and the Government on the 
other. 


But none of these is discussed here 
—none of these fundamental pro*- 
blems. Suppose the, strike fizzles out 
as it is hound to, the - Government 
may take no pleasure oftt of it at all. 
Government can squeeze out or starve 
out any strike. There is nothin* 
great in doing somethin* like that.

This is 
not very difficult to visualise. It has 
been going on in every nook and 
corner of this country for the last 
so many years. But, Sir, you can do 
that today. Do you mean to say 
that they cannot go on strike to¬ 
morrow next, month, six months later, 
next year? Who is to stop this? You 
think that by taking a firm attitude 
today you are going to kill the right 
to strike for all times to come in this 
country? Because if you are thinking 
along those lines—I rather suspect 
that you are thinking along those 
lines—then there are certain questions 
of great fundamental importance in¬ 
volved in this. 


Why is this strike which is going 
to cripple this country being allowed 
to take place? I s there a sinister 
motive behind it? I am beginning to 
think there is. For the first time I 
heard ‘congressmen talk about the 
danger that democracy is facing in 
this country as a result of what the 
■opposition is doing. This concern for 
democracy among those who have 
massive majorities, in every nook and 
corner of this country is rather pecu¬ 
liar and strange. Would you not 
tfdhk that there is some other sinister 


tions of democracy, so totally enfeebl¬ 
ed, when the very survival of demo¬ 
cracy is at stake wou put the economy 
into this sort of a mess, where one 
would have to finally say ‘Well, this 
democractic system, we cannot make 
this function any more’ Sir,* I wish 
and I sincerely pray that this is not 
the intention and I hope the Prime 
Minister, when she gives a reply to¬ 
day or tomorrow morning, will make 
a specific reference to this and at 
least assure us even if it only means 
that we will have one good night’s 
sleep, that this is not what she has in 
mind. 

This is because, wherever I look, I 
find, the norms and yardstiks of 
democracy have withered away. To¬ 
day, we have everything being decid¬ 
ed by a majority, whether it is a 
trumped up majority or a fabricated 
majority or a purchased majority, 
whatever sort'of majority it is, every¬ 
thing is being decided by a majority. 
As X said earlier on, whether there 
is a strike or not is also decided by 
majority. Whether we should extend 
the SesSion or not is also decided 
by majority. What we should* dis¬ 
cuss and what we should not discuss 
is also decided by majority. Whether 
a matter should be referred to the 
Business Advisory Committee is also 
decided by majority. Everything is 
sought to be decided by majority. In 
a situation like that, I think they need 
tp learn their lesson of democracy all ' 
over again because democracy is not 
rule by majority.... 

SHRI VIKBAM MAHAJAN: It is 
rule by minority. , 
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SHRI PILOO MODY; We have the 
legal luminary of the Congress Party, 
who not only abuse this House, but 
who exhibits, in public, in such a full 
House, that also with sheer ideocy 
what he imagines to be democracy. 
It is not rule by majority. 

SHRI VIKRAM MAHAJAN: It is 
rule by minority. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Why don’t 
we have a vote on it again and you 
justify yourself and your remark. 

It is a Government by consent of 
the governed. It is a Government 
by participation of all. That is the 
essence of democracy and I hope 
when we think of this debate in the 
context of the strike today. 

The very fact that we are sitting 
here discussing the issue instead of 
doing something to bring the strike 
just a little closer to its end, is, 
I think, high treason on Indian de¬ 
mocracy, a high treason perpetuated 
on the Indian people. Therefore, I 
would appeal to the Railway Minis¬ 
ter that this is not, the time for 
polemics or for words but deeds; get 
down to the business of cutting short 
this strike, compromise with them, 
pay whatever you have to, but, bring 
an end to this strike as soon as pos¬ 
sible. It is not a test of strength bet¬ 
ween Mr. L. N. Mishra and Mr. 
George Femandea This is a test 
of strength of the mortality of the 
people of India. Therefroe, I would 
plead both of ypu to bring an end 
to this as soon as possible.

• SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): I 
have heard with rept attention and 
due respect the speech made by one 
who had his role in our Freedom 
l;struggle also. I was really surprised 
when he made a unilatral advice or 
appeal to the Opposition to exert 
their good offices to stop this strike 
and enter into negotiations with the 
Government. But, I am at the same 
time gained to hear in the voice of 
many, wild criticisms made in this 
House by agitated Congressmen 
attributing motives, political motives 
behind this strike and even Babuji 
could not be completely free from 
that Babuji said that the Govern¬ 
ment did not consider it as a politK 


cal issue but at th e same time unfor¬ 
tunately he has accused them so 
bluntly, not so bitterly, and he has 
said that the opposition is trying to 
take political advantage of this rail¬ 
way strike. I was hearing the 
speeches of the Members belonging to 
the ruling party. This is entirely 
an issue of trade union dispute, an 
issue of working class agitation, for 
fulfilment of their demands, which is 
exclusively their birthright, ns has 
been stated by Babuji, for fulfilment 
of their just and legitimate demands. 
But Sir, I found, some of the Mem¬ 
bers of the ruling party wanted to 
make it as an issue of political con¬ 
frontation between the ruling party 
and the opposition. 

Babuji or anybody else unfor¬ 
tunately did not try to put their in¬ 
fluence on them, just to isolate the 
issue from the political issue, and 
look at it only from the trade union 
point of view, to look at it from the 
point of view that it is a legitimate 
right of the workers to ask for the 
fulfilment of their demands. Babuji 
asked a question, whether it is a right 
time for exerting the right. I will 
come to that question afterwards. 
They are accusing wildly. I do not 
know whether Mr. L. N. Mishra has 
been planted by ’somebody else in¬ 
side your Government. Mr. A. P. 
Sharma is there in collusion with him. 
Ate they there to scuttle the basis of 
Indian democracy and to denigrate 
your Government? He said so many 
words against Mr. George Fernandes 
as if he was trying to bring about a 
rebellion against the Government. 
Do you consider the opposition par¬ 
ties a pack of fools?. Is it not a fact 
that the opposition parties have con¬ 
trol over trade union movement in 
public sectors, in Iron and Steel, coal. 
Fertiliser, LIC, Banking, P&T and 
Central and State Government sectors. 
Nearly 90 per cent of the industrial 
workers, employees of the Govern¬ 
ment etc. are belonging to one trade 
union organisation or another. They 
are controlled by th9 opposition par¬ 
ties. Can you cite an example where 
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they wanted to combine the railway 
strike with the strike of the others? 
If they wanted to make a political 
issue, would they not have brought 
about coordination of all the trade 
unions, be it Central Government or 
State Government bodies or industrial 
organisations, public sectors etc? 

Is it not a fact that nvost of the 
trade union organisations and organi¬ 
sations of agricultural workers are 
controlled by the Opposition? Why 
could they not be invited to the coor¬ 
dinating Committee’s meeting? If 
they had wanted to take advantage 
of the present political or economic 
crisis, they would have done it and 
they would have revolted against the 
Government. Did they do it? Did 
they give a call for the strike? If 
they wanted, they could have given 
a call for strike as in Railways. 
Have these agricultural workers can 
jointly by joining together, given a 
call for strike? If they really»wanted 
to hit the Government, they would 
have done it. For a political purpose, 
for a political object, they would have 
created an atmosphere of revolt in 
the country if they had really wanted 
to. They have not done that by join¬ 
ing under the banner of the united 
leftist party. 

I would now draw your attention- 
not the attention of these gamblers- 
to one thing. Babuji please do not 
make it a political issiie. There was 
a bandh in Bengal on the 7th; on the 
3rd there was a bandh in Delhi and 
in several parts of the country. 
There had been several bandhs. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Your time is 
up. 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA: No. my 
party and my Chairman have been 
maligned. I must get more time. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Ten hours are 
allotted. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: In¬ 
itially. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: What do you 
mean by it? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: My chair¬ 
man has been maligned. ' 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The time is- 
being distributed to various Groups. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: You are 
maligning my party and my Chair¬ 
man. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Your party can utilise the full time. 

Whatever time remains, let that be 
utilised by us. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Your party is 
allotted five minutes. And you have 
already spoken. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: My party 
is a major party in the whole House; 
my Chairman has* been maligned left 
and right. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I do not know 
about this. 

• 

Let me know how much time you 
want. 


PROOF. MADHU DANDAVATE: It 
is true that my party was assigned 
only five minutes. But, I would re- 
friest you .to give him some time. 
Te n hours have been allotted for the 
discussion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What should I 
do? 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Several parties have already taken: 
more than what is allowed. There¬ 
fore let him develop his points. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: How much tim » 
■will he take? .Let him take 15 
minutes. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Let me 
develop. I am not able to say how 
much time I will'take. 

-PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: He 
may even take less than that. Let 
him continue. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: All right. Let 
him continue. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: You are 
imputing motives. I ask you: has any 
<?f these bandhs been linked with the 
Railway Strike? Is it a political 
issue? In the national struggle, in 
1921, 1930 and 1942, there was a poli¬ 
tical struggle in which Bapuji took 
part. If we really wanted, we could 
have revolted taking advantage of 
the present situation in which the 
price is sky-rocketting and people’s 
.anger is lik e a blazing lava from a 
volcano. Have we done that? We 
have not risen in revolt even though 
we know the art of insurrection as to 
how to organise a revolution. We 
could coordinated all the forces by 
giving a clarioA call to fight against 
the Government. We have not done 
that. We have kept ourselves com¬ 
pletely isolated from all political 
issues. Sir, there was no necessity 
whatsoever for bringing this No-Con¬ 
fidence Motion if our suggestion for 
Adjournment Motion yesterday had 
been accepted. Although it is our 
feeling that your Government has 
turned completely bankrupt and the 
people have lost credibility and faith 
in your capacity and integrity yet 
We have confined to only one issue, 
that is, the issue of the railway strike. 

Sir, we understand the consequen¬ 
ces of the strike. It will, no doubt, 
lead to undersirable results. We have 
not forgotten the lessons of French 
•and Russian revolutions. To quote 
LLenin: 
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“The time is ripe for a rebellion 
but the subjective factor is absent.” 
Therefore, we have kept our speeches 
confined to only one issue so as to 
convince you that there is still time 
and you may retract from your path 
and bring both the parties, in an 
honourable way, on the table of nego¬ 
tiation. 

That gentleman, Shri L. ,N. Mishra, 

I call him a planted man in your 
Cabinet. He has tried to malign 
George Fernandes. Mr. Fernandes 
has appealed and written to him from 
inside the jail thrice jest to request 
him pot to bring in the issue of pres¬ 
tige and try to get to the negotiation 
table. He has also written to the 
Prime Minister. He is ready for 
negotiation from inside the jail. He 
does not want his release. So, these 
things justify the bonafides of our 
intention that this is nothing but a 
trade union and a working class 
movement. I do not want that you 
should turn blind. I have a reason 
to believe that you have ulterior, poli¬ 
tical objective. You want a show¬ 
down. It may be after that you may 
like to crush the whole working 
class movement and establish Police 
Raj all over the country because you 
know your edifice is crumbling and 
out of that fear you are trembling 
and making mistakes and mistakes. 

I am still awaiting the reply of the 
Prime Minister. I have to see if our 
Prime Minister imputes motives be¬ 
hind the railway strike. If she does 
so then I have no hesitation in say¬ 
ing that she is also hatching some 
kind of dangerous plot to undermine 
the whole baisis of Indian Parlia¬ 
mentary Democracy. 

21 hrs. 

Shri Mishra has accused Shri 
George Fernandes and millions of 
copies of this booklet have been pub¬ 
lished and circulated by this gentle¬ 
man. 

This is what he has aaid: i 
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“On March 28, speaking in Cal¬ 
cutta at a public meeting of rail- 
waymen, Shri Fernandes threatened 
‘a clash with territorial army per¬ 
sonnel’ if they interfere with the 
strike”. 

“On 24th and 25th April. Shri 
Femanades declared that the strike 
was meant to ‘cripple the entire 
country' and lead to rebellion on the 
part of the people”. 

“The same day, he advised that 
active party leaders ‘should stop 
movement of trains even by setting 
fire to railway property’ and by 
terrorising loyal workers to prevent 
them from joining work.” 

And he has attributed many other 
things to Shri George Fernanades. 
But then he did not have the guts or 
the courage to quote the source?* Is 
it the newspaper source? Or has he 
got taperecording of the speeches? 
Or—he does not . have the guts to 
say—is it based on the intelligence 
reports that he has got? 


Shri Jagjivan Babu has advised us, 
but I would like to draw his atten¬ 
tion to the joint circular issued on 
9th April by AITUC and AIRF joint¬ 
ly. They have given instructions in 
their circular to all in the following 
way: 

“1. We should resist attempts to 
set fire to railway stations, 
wagons and coaches. 

2. We should not permit sabotage 

of machinery or looting of 
goods, etc. 

3. We should not allow tamper¬ 

ing with the track, as it may 
lead to less of lives, if a 
train happens to go by it. 

4. We should not leave passenger 

trains half way but reach 


them to the nearest station, 
so that passengers, particu¬ 
larly women and children,, 
are not left stranded or forc¬ 
ed to walk long distances. 

5. All categories should act to¬ 
gether and support each ■ 
other and not leave each one- 
to itself.”. 

Then, there is the circular letter 
issued by Mr. George Fernanades on 
the 3rd May, wherein he says: 

“Para 7: The Government will 
make full efforts to 
run mail trains and 
also some goods trains 
with the help of the 
Territorial Army and 
strike-breakers. This 
should not perturb us. 

Para 16: Passenger trains should 
not be stopped in the 
block sections and the 
engine and other staff 
should leave the trains 
at the nearest railway 
stations so that. passen¬ 
gers are not put to in¬ 
convenience.”. 


Para 17: No attempt be made to • 
burn or damage rail¬ 
way stations or other 
railway property and 
such attempts if made 
by agent provocateurs 
should be foiled collec¬ 
tively. 

Para 18: Abusive language, and' 
filthy propaganda aga¬ 
inst the individuals, 
Ministers or the officers- 
should not be allowed 
to be made. 

Para 19: Criticism be directed 
against the policy of’ 
the Government and 
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[Shri Samar Guha] 

their action and atti¬ 
tude. aimed to break 
the morale of the strik¬ 
ing railway em¬ 
ployees.”. 

In the face of all this whom am I 
to believe, this printed circular or 
the millions of the package of lies 
that have been printed by this Mr. 
.Lalit Narayan Sharma?.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Mr. Lalit 
Narain Mishra. 

SHRi SAMAR GUHA: Yes, Mr. 
Lalit Narain Sharma; Sharma is also 
a Panditji. I have said ‘Sharma’ 
purposely, because he is a researcher. 
As to what he has done, I shall say 
it afterwards. 

Although Mr. Sharma and Mr. 
Mishra are at loggerheads in Bihar, 
now I think they have entered into 
certain collusion. I ask Mr. Sharma 
whether it is a fact or not that six 
months before, his • national trade 
union joined hands' with the AIRF 
and had a massive rally from all over 
dndia at the Boat Club where there 
was about a lakh of railwaymen. I 
want to know whether this is a fact 
or not... , 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, he should 
conclude. Js' j 'J 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I shall take 
time, Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, from prin¬ 
ciples he has come down to persona¬ 
lities. . That shows that perhaps his 
arguments seem to be over. Now, 
will he conclude? He has taken al¬ 
ready 25 minutes. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I shall take 
*ome more time, i ask Mr. Sharma 
■whether he attended that meeting or 
not. I had also attended that meeting. 


/* MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, the hon. 
Member should conclude. After all, 
there must be some time-limit. Now, 
.let him please cooperate. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I shall co¬ 
operate. Please allow me to continue. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: How loflg does 
he want to take? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I shall take 
ten minutes more. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What does he 
mean? We cannot permit this. I 
am not going to allow this. Let him 
take five minutes more and conclude. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I shall take 
ten minutes more. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Kindly let him 
cooperate. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: This gentle¬ 
man was' talking about bonus against 
bonus. I had also addressed that 
rally with him. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: With 
whom? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: With Mr. 
Sharma. There, not only did he make 
a vigorous speech but a ferocious 
speech, in support of wage parity and 
in support of all the six demands 
which have been incorporated in con¬ 
nection with the railway strike. Now 
this gentleman has the check to say 
that bonus is wrong, he has the cheek 
to say that wage parity is wrong. 
Not only that. If this gentleman has 
got the guts, let him go from Kharag¬ 
pur to Bongaigaou and Gauhati. For 
a year and a half, he did not dare to 
visit any of these areas. He is the 
spokesman of a railway union. These 
are the people who have been advis¬ 
ing Government. 

Now I will tell you what this 
gentleman, Shri Lalit Narain Mishra, 
is trying to do. He thought he would 
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be able to drive a wedge between the 
railway unions; In ati ugly, con¬ 
spiratorial manner, he has printed not 
thousands but millions of leaflets by 
which he wanted to create a division 
between one section of railwaymen 
and another by all kinds of malicious, 
fabricated statements. Shri Dange 
has givtti a fitting reply to that. He 
has said, 'We sink or swim together'. 
Your intrigue, your plot, has recoiled 
on yomself, Mr. Lalit Narain Mishra. 

Now -nbout Babuji. Babuji said he 
did not disagree with the demands. 
He said it is a legitimate demand, may 
be a birthright. But the timing has 
not been right. I ask Babuji one 
question: Was the timing for giving 
bonus to other industrial workers 
right? When you yourselves brought 
forward the Bonus Bill here and got 
it passed, was the timing right. 

As for as the railwaymen aj:e con¬ 
cerned, there also Shri Mishra tried to 
mislead the people and said Rs. 27 
lakhs; it is not Rs. 27 lakhs, but 
Rs. 20 lakhs. Seventeen times 
revenue has increased. Since the 
Second Pay Commission, there had 
not bee.a a revised structure of pay, 
there hf,d not been any wage revision. 
Have th<By not a right to demand that? 
This gentleman said it would cost 
Rs. 500 crores. That is also a mis¬ 
calculation. 

I want to draw your attention to the 
fact that a little bit of economy was 
suggested by the Kripalani Committee. 

I can quote from their report. They 
said that there is enough room for 
economy, for getting more than Rs. 300 
crores. 

Again i ask Babuji. You said the 
timing is not right. Is the timing 
right few giving LIC employees a wage 
lift? Is the timing right for giving the 
Reserve Bank officers, other nationalis¬ 
ed banks officers, employees of the 
State Bank and public undertakings, 
HMT, HSL and others a lift in their 
wages? They have got a lift in wage. 

It is according to your own principle. 


If the timing for that was suitables 
how is it not in the case of railway* 
men? 

You could say that you are already 
committed to it, that though the timing 
may be right, unfortunately it may not 
be possible for you to pay now. That 
you could say. Even there, the Prime 
Minister prejudged and prejudiced the 
issue by issuing a statement that it is 
impossible to give bonus. Not only so. 
I ask you, why not you consider the 
issue of bonus and say that “we will 
consider the issue of implementing the 
bonus policy not svo motu but at the 
negotating table,” and why don’t you 
say that there will be a uniform policy 
in regard to payment of bonus? 

About the wage policy also, you 
could say that the nationalisation of 
wages should be on the principle of 
equity and that you are structuring 
the national wage on the principle of 
equity. But you did not say that. 


MR. CHAIRMAN; The hon. Mem¬ 
ber's time is up. , 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; Sir, the 
sands of time are running out. (In¬ 
terruption s) Look at today’s Hindustan 
Times. Whgt does it say about the 
trike? ( Interruptions ). 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please conclude. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am con¬ 
cluding. The authorities are living in 
an ivory tower and in air-conditioned 
rooms. Mr. Mishra has not got the 
guts or the courage even to travel by 
the railways or go anywhere near a 
railway station. But he has taken 
advantage of the organisation con¬ 
trolled by Shri Gujral which every day 
concocts lies and.every newspaper in 
the country has said that the Govern¬ 
ment, by their own tactics, have pre¬ 
cipitated this crisis, precipitated the 
strike by taking up a certain chosen 
line. They have used the All India 
Radio to mislead the people. But they 
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[Shri Samar Guha] 

should not forget the fact that the 
railwaymen are bom in India, that 
they had taken part in the civil dis¬ 
obedience movement, that they know 
how to keep co-ordination and hovy to 
keep their morale. They know it. 

Therefore, I will again say that if 
this railway strike leads to chaos, 
anarchy, disorder, catastrophe and 
other political consequences, the res¬ 
ponsibility will be that of the Govern¬ 
ment. You have taken measures 
purely to suppress the working class, 
the trade union movement and the 
industrial worker. Nothing else. Do 
you think that they are men of clay, 
to come to you with bended knees and 
folded hands and say, “please just 
negotiate”? ( Interruption ) Do you 
think that any man with a sense, an 
. iota of sense of dignity will do it? 
If you mean justice, you must release 
the arrested persons and simultaneous¬ 
ly invite them to sit across the table 
and negotiate with you. 

Even at this last moment, I appeal 
to you to release them and start nego¬ 
tiations and come to a settlement, an 
honourable settlement, without mak¬ 
ing it an issue of prestige on either 
side. 

SHRI VIKRAM MAHAJAN (Kan- 
gra): Mr. Chairman, Sir, it has become 
customary to bring the same matter 
again and again in one form or the 
other like an Adjournment Motion, a 
debate under rule 193, a no-confidence 
motion, and so on and so forth. 

Sir, the futility of this routine 
operation is evident from the type of 
debate we are having in this House. 
This no-confidence motion is a futile 
operatidn, or I would call it as a 
routine ritual which we are going 
through. Not only is it a waste of 
time of the House -but, at the same 
time, it is a precious time that we are 
wasting. 

I must say that the people of India 
not only feel that the Opposition is 


indulging in such things but at least 
some of the Opposition parties are 
keen on bringing such frivolous and 
flimsy type of debate which they are 
trying to push through in this House. 


This reminds me of an article which 
was published about four years ago in 
the Times of India I would like to 
read it tor the benefit of some of my 
friends on the opposite side. It is a 
very interesting short note, and I re¬ 
quest Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu to listen 
to it carefully. The Times of India 
in 1969 said: 


“Some Opposition parties have 
their work cut out for them. No 
sooner does the session of Lok Sabha 
open, than they get busy trying to 
be in the limelight....” 


“And the first thing they think of 
as if by rote is a no-confidence 
motion. They know that nothing will 
come out of it. They also know 
that having little new to say they 
will have to repeat what they have 
said a score of times before. But 
then it gives them the opportunity to 
get rid of the bile which has accu¬ 
mulated in their system during the 
weeks (the Lok Sabha has been in 
recess). By getting rid of it in the 
House they can at least make sure 
that some of it finds its way on to 
the front pages of newspapers. This 
is no small comfort to parties whose 
only hope of making their presence 
felt lies in their being in the news. 
The only way they can be in the 
news is to make as much noise in 
Parliament as they can. They may 
have only a few seats in the two 
Houses. But if they can only find 
some pretext to snipg at the party 
in power every day they can get 
more than their share of the space 
in the newspaper.” 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This is 
one of the Reports who is a friend 
of Mr. L. N. Mishra; he has a big flock. 

SHRI VIKRAM MAHAJAN: This is 
.the sum and substance of the whole 
operation which has been going on for 
.so many days. There can be no dis¬ 
pute that the labour must be paid a 
fair share of national productivity. 
They must have the essentials of life 
at reasonable prices. Prices have 
risen. Their cases-must be considered 
.sympathetically. There cannot be a 
jgreater champion of the working class 
than Prime Minister herself but at the 
present juncture when the country is 
. going through an economic crisis to 
advocate or support a strike raises the 
suspicion that the motive is not to help 
the working classes but to. create 
chaos in the country. Nobody can 
doubt the railwayman’s loyalty to the 
country. But some political parties 
' are trying to misguide them and derive 
political benefit by creating * chaos. 
"That is why Babuji made an appeal 
that as loyal citizens they should re¬ 
trace their steps and withdraw their 
strike. The hands of the Government 
are always extended to them in order 
to arrive at a compromise. But the 
Opposition Parties want not a com¬ 
promise; they do not want the workers 
to benefit from the strike or from the 
talks with the Government. They 
wagt to increase their political power 
by misguiding the workers and at the 
same time harm the country by engi¬ 
neering a strike at a time when the 
. country is passing through an econo¬ 
mic crisis. The Railway workers or 
any worker must be given their share 
of national wealth; it should not be 
at the cost of the other sections of the 
society. Assuming at this stage bonus 
is given to the railway worker, the 
burden on the railway exchequer will 
be so much; somebody else will have 
to suffer. If the Government were to 
print notes, there would be all round 
inflation which will cause greater 
‘hardships to the other sections x>t the 
working class, for example, rural 
workers. I am not saying that the 
irailway workers ite very will paid 
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or the best paid, but, certainly 
they are better paid than many 
other sections of workers that 
we have. For example, they are paid 
better than the rural workers. What 
1 am submitting is, rise in wages 
should be there, a fair share should 
be given to them and essentials should 
be subsidised to them. But, it does 
not mean that a particular section 
should be paid at the cost of Other 
sections of the working class. This is 
the whole point. The point is, the 
economy should not be jeopardised for 
the benefit of a particular class. Should 
the millions and millions of passengers 
be asked to pay higher fare than what 
they are paying now? Millions and 
millions of people who utilise the ser¬ 
vices of the Railways, will be the suffe¬ 
rers if the Government were to foise 
the fares for the benefit of the railway 
workers., The other sections of the 
working class will have to be taxed 
indirectly to pay the wages or bonus 
or to meet the other demands of the 
railway workers. Therefore, at this 
present juncture, the demands are not 
justified in view of the economic crisis 
which the country is passing through. 

Then, there was another question. A 
massive show of effort was made by 
one of the hon. Members from the 
Opposition that Mr. George Fernandes 
was always extending his hand of 
friendship and it was asked *why 
don’t you grasp it?’. Sir, as we have 
read in the newspapers, and as the 
Prime Minister has already put it, the 
effort by Mr. George Fernandes was 
to bully and pressurise the Govern¬ 
ment and he was always showing a 
threat of force ‘if you do not accept my 
demands in toto, there will be a strike* 
Never an effort to negotiate is made by 
threat of force or a threat of bullying. 
When an effort is made by any section 
of the negotiating team, to have the 
demands accepted, by bullying or coerc¬ 
ion, I submit. Government was right 
in not buckling under the pressure 
and In not submitting to the'bullying 
tactics. Therefore, Sir, at the cost of 
the national economy, at the cost of 
the burden On the weaker sect tons of 
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the society, Government had to take, 
what we term as a step which tijey 
did not want to take, but, which they 
were forced to take and this cannot be 
termed either, a wrong step or a step 
against the working class. When the 
railway workers are misguided b.V the 
Opposition, Government had no option 
but to face the strike and 1 am glad 
that Government has not buckled down 
to the bullying tactics of some of the 
Opposition parties. Sir, I am confident 
that under the leadership of the Prime 
Minister, an honourable settlement' 
will be arrived at, but, not under 
threat or coercion or the bullying 
tactics of the Opposition, an honour¬ 
able settlement,' in which the Railway 
worker- will benefit. Not only that. I 
•hope that they will realise their mis¬ 
take of being misguided by the Op¬ 
position and that they will retrace 
their steps, withdraw the strike and 
come to the negotiating table.

[Mb. Speaker in the Chair} 
THE MINISTER OP RAILWAYS 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA): Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in the course of the last one week 
we had two debates on the same sub¬ 
ject; on the 2nd we had a debate for 
about 5i hours and again on the 4th 
we had a debate in the Rajya Sabha 
also. Therefore, it is just possible 
that there may be some repetition in 
my reply and I hope that the House 
will not mind it. 

First I take up the points 'raised by 
Shri Samar Mukherjee., The charge 
against my Ministry was that prepara¬ 
tion for crushing the labour movement 
was made and not for settlement of 
the strike. I deny it. As a matter of 
fact, in respect of even the settlement 
that was arrived at, you will find what 
efforts were made to come to the 
settlement. But this is also a fact that 
we knew that preparation for strike 
was going on all over the country and 
naturally we had to alert our officers 
and the organisation also. 1 do not 
deny it. About the secret circular, I 
have not seen; I cannof, therefore, 
deny or accept. But I would not run 
away from the responsibility that I 
had alterted myself and my organisa¬ 
tion to meet the situation that might 
come. When they say that We tried 
to crush the labour movement, I would 
point out that this is far from being 
correct. I have been one of those who 
believe that democracy and trade 
union jgo hand in hand; if we have 
faith in democracy, we • must have the 
trade union movement; wherever 
democracy has gone or democracy has 
been finished, the trade union has been 
the ffre casualty; I will be the- last ’ 
nma to do anything which will, go 
Msinst the trade union movement or 
file right of the trade onion/ My ap- 
bWS&eft to the workers, not Only in this 


Ministry but also in other Ministries, 
has been to support them in their right 
As you know, we are passing through 
difficult times, especially on the econo¬ 
mic front. We are passing through a 
grave economic crisis, and the Indian 
Railways, at the moment, are not in a 
position to take any risk. We have 
had to make some preparation, if some 
crisis comes or some difficulty comes, 
to meet it. 

It has been said that Government 
did not want a negotiated settlement 
That is not correct. We want a nego¬ 
tiated settlement. I have been talking 
to Mr. George Fernandes since 4th or 
5 th January. I had a number of meet¬ 
ings with Mr. George Fernandes and 
with other friends also. And when 
this Committee was set up, of which 
Mr. Qureshi was the Chairman, this 
was done after I took the meeting. The 
first demand, i.e., supply of foodgrains 
to the railway workers, was the de¬ 
mand put by Mr. Dange in the meet¬ 
ing. Mr. A. P. Sharma was there on 
behalf of NFIR, and Mr. George 
Fernandes, Mr. Dange and others were 
there on behalf of AFIR; Mr. 'George 
Fernandes was the leader of the Dele¬ 
gation and they were all there. I was 
there. It was, I think, on the 18th. 
The first demand, i.e., about supply of 
foodgrains to the railwaymen, was 
agreed to by us. We agreed to this 
that, wherever there was a railway 
population upto 300 or more,, we 
would be opening fair price shops; 
for that we would provide accommoda¬ 
tion and two railwaymen to serve 
them; for that no payment would be 
charged; and the workers would get 
foodgrains at comparatively cheaper 
rate; we were to supply main food- 
grains like rice, wheat, jowar, etc. 
This was agreed to. 

Then a point was raised, I think by 
Mr. Piloo Mody, why Mr. Qureshi was 
put. Mr. Qureshi had been doing 
the negotiation with locomen. 
Problems were inter-connected and we 
wanted tp maintain thg, continuity,- It 
was also done at the suggestion of the 
labour sldfe. They wanted to have the 
continuity and I was . always there

available and it there was^any prob¬ 
lem, either Shri Qureshi could have 
come to me or 1 would have gone to 
him and we could settle it. There was 
nothing like a line drawn that Shri 
Qureshi could not go or Shri L. N. 
Mishra could not go there. That was 
not so. It was only to maintain the 
continuity and that too at the instance 
of the labour, we agree. Therefore, 
Shri Shall Qureshi has done a wonder¬ 
ful job and I must say the way he has 
handled the situation, we should really 
appreciate. 

Again it is said that no meeting was 
organised by the Railways. I took the 
initiative and a meetng was organized 
by me. On the 4th February meeting 
was held and a most unorthodox course 
- was adopted. Never in the railways 
trade unions were invited but I had 
invited all the four Central Trade 
Unions organisations and we had a 
meeting. Their Federations were also 
there and we discussed the problems 
and it was decided that a sub-com¬ 
mittee should be formed add that 
should go into the matter. That sub¬ 
committee was working with Shri 
Mohd. Shafl Qureshi as its Chairman. 

About Shri George Fernandes’s letter 
to me after, his meeting with Shri 
Warrier the Member (Staff), it Is a 
fact that Shri George wrote to m« in 
the morning that his meeting with 
the Member (Staff) had not beeen suc¬ 
cessful and he thought that was the 
end of it. I said, ‘No, it is not the 
end of the matter. You can all come 
and see me? And time was fixed 
and we had a meeting. We had again 
a second meeting when Shri Qureshi 
was also there. We discussed the 
problems. ' He asked me, ‘Was that 
the last word?’ I said, ‘No. This was 
not the last word. We are interested 
in a negotiated settlement, of course 
within the means of the Indian Rail¬ 
ways which have been incurring a 
great loss in the course of the last two 
years.’ 

' The first thing was victimisation. 
Here also, a settlement has been 


% 

reached. Then the grain supplies. 
These were the two main points at the 
first and the second meetings and there 
was a ‘ settlement and agreement on 
these two points. 

1 will first say about the settlement 
of the demands. The first demand was 
the withdrawal of the victimisation 
cases. It was accepted that all the 
alleged victimisation cases will be 
examined by the Deputy Minister him¬ 
self and genuine grievances redress¬ 
ed. If there was any victimisation in 
genuine trade union cases, that will be 
redressed and authority wa s given to 
the Deputy Minister. 


The second demand was working 
hours not to exceed 8 hours. This 
question was examined by the Mia 
Bhoy Tribunal as the House knows 
and it was accepted.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Which 
category? How many categories? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: Several cate¬ 
gories, I believe. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What 
about others? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: It wag con¬ 
fined only to the Mia Bhoy tribunal 
recommendations. 


Tberefofe, I say that the first two 
demands were accepted. 

The third demand was job evalua¬ 
tion. This was accepted within the 
frame-work of the Third Pay Com¬ 
mission. This was also agreed to. 

The fourth demand Is decdsualisa- 
tion. This point was accepted as re¬ 
commended by the Mia Bhoy Tribu¬ 
nal. 

The fifth was the supply of food- 
grains. Arrangement of supplies of 
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foodgrains through lair-price shops was 
agreed to. 

The sixth was the anomaly commit¬ 
tee. It was also accepted and that an' 
anomal committee will be appointed. 

Only two demands were not accept¬ 
ed till the 30th evening which was not 
of course, the last meeting, but it was 
the last but one meeting. That was (1) 
that the railwaymen must be treat¬ 
ed as industrial workers and parity 
with the public sector and revision of 
dearness allowance and bonus. These 
were the two demands which were 
not agreed to. These two points were 
under discussion. Therefore, to say 
that we wanted to sabotage the nego¬ 
tiations and that we were not interes¬ 
ted in negotiations is not fair. Out 
of the eight demands, six demands are 
accepted.... 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: No, no. 

SHRI L. N .MISHRA: About bonus 
and parity of pay.... (Interruptions) 
It may not satisfy you but I am just 
stating the position. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: In case 
it is proved that these six demands 
were the same as put forward by the 
Co-ordination Committee, I am sure, 
will you be able to sack Mr. Bery? 

f 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: It is not fair 
to blame Mr. Bery or any other officer 
I myself took all the efforts and I 
have not been misled by anybody. I 
have myself gone into the matter and 
Mr. Qureshi and myself sat together 
and considered all the points at issue. 
One thing which I would like to point 
out is this. We thought that the strike 
was to. be averted and we thought 
that if w« had one or two more sitt¬ 
ings we would have been able to reach 
negotiations. But I will tell you what 
happened and why these negotia¬ 
tions failed. We are always prepared 
to ‘negotiate. On the question of bonus, 


I cannot negotiate and on the ques¬ 
tion of parity also, because for bonus 
alone that would come to Rs. 40 cro¬ 
res or so and this cannot be done. Rs. 
110 crores have been given due to 
the Pay Commission’s recommen¬ 
dations. Now if we allow for 
these demands besides what we have 
accepted amounting to Rs. 80 crores 
what would happen is that there would 
be liability of Rs. 600 crores. And in¬ 
crease of 40 per cent in wage bill 
in one year alon e has been already 
given. I would like hon. Members 
to ponder over this question and con¬ 
sider whether in any country in any 
industry the workers get 40 per cent 
wage rise in one year. Nowhere it has 
happened. We should consider the 
current situation of the Indian Rail¬ 
ways. As things stand we will be 
worse off not better oft in any way. 
And in such a difficult situation it is 
just not possible. 

Shri Indrajit Gupta wanted to know 
about removal of workers from the 
quarters. I tried to find out the posi¬ 
tion. The position is that once they 
cease to be railway workers they will 
have no right to stay in the quarters. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: When he is 
no longer a Minister, He lives in a 
Minister's house; why should the poor 
worker be deprived? 

SHRTE. N. MISHRA: I will come to 
the question of the arrest of Mr, 
George Fernandes. In the Rajya 
Sabha I said this. Believe me; I would 
like you to believe me I do not go with 
a closed mind. Mr. George Fernan¬ 
des was not working for a strike, he 
was working lor something else than 
the strike. I am telling you this. He 
wanted to cripple thd* national eco¬ 
nomy. He wanted to hold the coun¬ 
try to ransom. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): I rise on a point of 
order. He is making a serious alle- 
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nation against a person who is not 
here to defend himself. It is a very 
serious matter. Would you kindly ask 
him to produce evidence before the 
House? 

MR. SPEAKER: Order please. This 
is not a point of order. 

SHRI L. N MISHRA: We were ne¬ 
gotiating with Mr. George Fernandes 
who was leading the AIRF I negotia¬ 
ted with him for the last two months. 

I requested him on the 30th to finish 
with the settlement. If we had want¬ 
ed to arrest him. we could have done 
it on 30th night when he was here. 
He was here till 2 O’ clock on 1st. 
Afterwards, he went to Lucknow. Do 
you think that we have arrested him 
for sabotaging the negotiations or 
something else? 

We had got sufficient evidence to 
show that he had enough of prepara¬ 
tions. ( Interruptions). 

I shall prove what happened. Yes¬ 
terday, at Mughalsarai, you know how 
they have behaved. I shall read out 
to you what appeared in the Hindi 
Weekly Awaz of Dhanbad dated 28th 
April. It is as follows: — 

“George Fernandes in the course 
iof his stormy tour between Gomo 
and Andel asked you to paralyse 
train movement and teach a lesson 
to Railway Minister who was not 
prepared to pay you the wages of a 
bakery employee but what would be 
its consequences. Your own leader 
has said that if the Railway did not 
move for a week 75 per cent of 
power plants would close down and 
their closure would bring to a halt 
small and medium industries. If 
there was railway strike for 12 days 
all the steel plants would come to a 
halt and reheating would take month 
involving crores of rupees. If the 
Railways did not move for 15 days 
halt, half the country's population 
will die of hunger.” 

{Interruptions) 


MR. SPEAKER: Please sit down. 
Do not interrupt him. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I have many 
more points to say. I may tell you 
that Shri George Fernandes is not for 
the strike. He is working for paralys¬ 
ing the economy of the country. (In¬ 
terruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: Please keep quiet 
Do not interrupt him. When you were 
speaking nobody interrupted. You 
must listen to him. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I may tell 
you what happened in Mughulsarai. 
At Mughulsarai, two trains were stop¬ 
ped by violent mobs; outside the sig¬ 
nal, six trains were held up. And in 
the sun, for hours together, the mob 
pulled out all the railway staff who 
were sticking up to their posts of duty. 
They were assaulted; they were parad¬ 
ed through the street they held up the- 
trains and the travelling public were 
in the hot sun for several hours. 

This is the way they have been con¬ 
ducting the strike. This is the beginn¬ 
ing of the strike which had started 
just now. • 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: May 
I seek a clarification from you now? 

SHRI L. l5. MISHRA: Not now 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: If 
you will permit me, after your speech, 

I would like to seek some clarifications 
from you. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: For the in¬ 
formation of the House and of the 
hon. Members, I would like to sajr 
what is the latest* position ot the 
strike. 

The overall position in the Indian 
Railways that is, upto 8-30 p.m. in

been much better than was anticipated 
earlier. 

Despite the strike, and the intimida¬ 
tion by a section of employees a very 
large number of workers in the Indian 
Railways have stuck to their posts of 
duty. From the floor of this august 
House, I would like to say a word of 
cheer to them. The country will not 
forget their sense of dedication at this 
critical hour. 

We have also received hundreds of 
offers from retired railwaymeu to 
serve on the Railways. I am not for 
a minute claiming that all is well on 
the Indian Railways. But what I do 
say is that'the situation is fast return¬ 
ing to near~hSfmalcy and today the 
position is turning better even in those 
centres where it was pretty grim yes¬ 
terday. For example suburban train 
services in Bombay have been restored 
though not to the fullgxtent. Similarly, 
Mughalsarai which was very badly af¬ 
fected yesterday is returning to nor¬ 
malcy. 

I have every confidence that the sec¬ 
tion of misguided railwaymen shall not 
persist in pursuing the wrong path. 
Reports received ffbm a large num¬ 
ber of centres show that more of our 
men are returning to their posts of 
duty. 

I might give the percentage of trains 
operated on various Railways on 9th 
May. Percentage of passenger trains 
was 60 per cent and goods trains 55 
per cent. Several long distance trains 
were run from Delhi, Calcutta, Mad¬ 
ras and Bombay; Grand Trunk Ex¬ 
press, Frontier Mail, Kalka Mail, 
Assam Mail, Srinagar Express, Cochin 
Mail, Vrindavan Express, Howrah- 
Madras Mail and many other long 
distance trains were run. Some of 
these trains suffered delays en route 
because of congestion in certain areas. 
Suburban service in Bombay area 
could not run on 8th; , but some 
Shelton service have started today 
and the position in Bombay area i9 
improving. Suburban services were 


run in Madras and Calcutta on the 
8th and 9tb, though at reduced 
frequency. Movement between East¬ 
ern Zone and Northern Zone was 
proceeding quite well till the morning: 
of 8th May, when a large mob of 1,000 
outsiders came into the yard and* 
assaulted and drove away the workers. 
Coal movement from Eastern and 
South Eastern Railway tq Steel- 
Plants was a record on the 8th May, 
in sipte of the strike. Movement <n 30 
Divisions out of 50 Divisions on the 
Railway was normal on 9th May. 
Movement of foodgrains and Petroleum 
products was maintained. I will now 
say a word about coal. Coal supplies 
to steel plants on 8th May were a re¬ 
cord 33,613 tonnes, nearly 1$ times 
more than the supplies made over on 
May 7. As a result, the ground stock 
of coal at the steel plants has gone 
up. We need have no anxiety on this 
score about the continued production- 
in steel plants. Similarly, the coal jstock 
position with major power houses is 
also on the whole satisfactory.

You must 
clarify. Do you mean to say George 
Fernandes wanted half -of the popula¬ 
tion to be killed?

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka): 
As I listened to the last speaker, I 
wondered if he fully realised the serio- 
ouness of the situation. Everybody 
ought, to realise that if there is a 
strike—there is a strike already, it has 
begun—that if the strike goes on for 
any length of time, the consequences 
will be very serious for this country, 
for the economy of the country and 
for the people. 

What is the object of this no-confi¬ 
dence motion? The object is to empha¬ 
size this fact that the strike occurred 
only because there was a precipitate 
action on the part of Ahe Government. 
They arested the leaders of t the nego¬ 
tiating party even while the negotia¬ 
tions were going on. This is some¬ 
thing which reminus one of Hitler at¬ 
tacking Russia, even while Ribbontrop 
was carrying on negotiations with 
Moscow. 


What is the excuse or the explana¬ 
tion given for these arrests? The 
only explanation that the Minister has 
now given is that Shri George Fernan¬ 
des was determined to bring this coun¬ 
try down economically, to destroy the 
economy, of the country. That was the 
object with which he was working. 
But consider how he was going to 
achieve that object. Only through this 
strike the occurrence of the strike. 
And that has been hastened by the 
arrests. Were the negotiations not 
going on, not undertaken for the pur¬ 
pose of preventing the strike? The 
Minister says that on six demands 
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agreements were reached. Of course 
that is a point which is disputed on 
the side of the Railway Workers’ negor 
tiators. Nevertheless the Minister be¬ 
lieves that on' points such agreement 
was reached. That means there was 
progress. Why then should he break 
up the negotiations? Why should he 
then proceed to arrest Mr. 'George 
Fernandes and force the issue? When 
w© on this side of the House emphasis¬ 
ed that the leaders who have been 
arrested should be released so that the 
negotiations can be resumed, the only 
reply was, yes, they could be released, 
but only if they withdrawn the 
strike notice. It was suggested be¬ 
cause nobody, it was assumed, would 
be anxious to see 'that the strike oc¬ 
curs that some middle way should be 
found. The arrested leaders could be 
released and negotiations resume! on 
the understanding that the date on 
which the strike was to begin accord¬ 
ing to the strike notice, could be post¬ 
poned. But your insistence was 
that notice should be withdrawn. But 
if the date of the commencement of 
the strike is postponed, there would be 
time for negotiations. After all, what 
is it that one wanted? That negotia¬ 
tions should be continued without the 
sword of a definite date for the strike 
hanging on your head. Once this date 
for beginning the strike is put off you 
would have time to continue the nego¬ 
tiations and bring them to some fruit¬ 
ful conclusion. Why then did you not 
accept the suggestion’ It seems that 
Government had made up its mind to 
bring the strikers to heel. Why was 
such a decision taken? Is it because, 
according to you Mr. George Fernan¬ 
des had the sinister motive of destroy¬ 
ing the economy of the country! Do 
you think now that the strike has be¬ 
gun the economy is not being damag¬ 
ed? Do you not think the economy is 
going to suffer seriously? What would 
happen if the strike goes on for one 
month? TBe cost to the country would 
run into hundreds of crores of rupees. 
It is not a small matter,' apart from 
whatever incredible suffering is caused 
to the people of the country. Why 
then was this strike precipitated?' 
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22.48 hrs. 

[SHRI Ishaque Sambhali in the Chair] 

Is it not our duty to consider hqw 
the strike could be postponed and in 
the jneantime we continue the nego¬ 
tiations? So much was made of two 
issues, bonus and parity. It was very 
refreshing to find ~Mr. Malaviya and 
Mr. Azad and others asking Members 
whether a mistake was not made when 
the decision regarding the bonus was 
taken originally, whether it would not 
lead to serious difficulties. It is good 
that they think so, but will they be 
able to persuade Government to re¬ 
trace the step, so that a definite deci¬ 
sion could be taken and the realisa¬ 
tion that a mistake- was made remains 
merely the expression of vane re¬ 
gret. 

Wherein lay the mistake? You 
decided that bonus will be given whe¬ 
ther a unit makes money or not or 
whether it loses or gains. «.And once 
the bonus is given on that criterion 
then certain consequences invarnbly 
follow. 

Firstly, it is no longer a question 
whether an industrial unit is run on 
commercial basis or on departmental 
basis or any other basis. If that is 
the case, what is the reason for deny¬ 
ing the railwaymen their bonus? What 
is the reason for discriminating against 
tHem? 

Shri Jagivan Ram rightly said that 
this entire question should be viewed 
from the point of view of the country 
and the harm that a railwaly strike is 
capable of doing to the economy. If 
that is so, then should not all their 
demands be considered on their me¬ 
rits? If financially it is not possible 
to meet some of their demands straight¬ 
way, is it not possible for us to 
suggest that because the acceptance 
of their demands in their entirety would 
mean financial bankruptcy of the 
railways which would have a very se¬ 
rious inflationary impact -and that 
being so, let us consider in what way 
we can minimise it. Having accepted 
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that there is justification for the de¬ 
mands, they could be met over a pe¬ 
riod of time. Is it. not possible to 
consider this? Would the burden so 
spread out be so heavy that it would 
ruin the economy of the country or of 
the railway? Not at all. To-day, aa 
it is if the strike lasts no more than a 
week, the damage that would be caus¬ 
ed would be tremendous. (Interrup¬ 
tions)—I do not know why my friend 
here- tells us that the strike has peter¬ 
ed out. I wish he were right. But 
it is just wishful thinking the strike is 
not going to end as easily as he thtnks 
it will. It may not last long as some 
people say. Nevertheless, what I say 
is that even if it lasts for one week 
and, let us say, the strike is success¬ 
ful to the-extent of no more than 50 
per cent, the damage that would be 
done to the economy would be extra 
ordinarily grave. I do not think that 
the people have sat down to calculate 
the cost. Shri Malaviya in his oroad- 
east speech a couple of days ago re¬ 
ferred to what the cost would be to 
the country’s economy in one section 
namely, steel and coal. In that one 
section, he himself said that it would 
put back the country’s economy to 
such an extent tljat it would take seve¬ 
ral years to resume the development 
of in that ‘section of the country’s eco¬ 
nomy. When the effect is calculated 
over the country’s entire economy, and 
that is what is going to be affected 
then the cost would be uxtraordinafily 
heavy. It means in effect that we ate 
prepared to face a loss that would run. 
into hundreds of crores of rupees if' it 
strike lasts no more than eight days. 
But, if it lasts longer, then the conse¬ 
quences, would be disastrous Shri 
Malaviya, in his broadcast speech, gave 
the figures of the enormous quantity of 
coal that was lying stcoked at pit- 
heads. What has happened .to those 
stocks? How are these stocks to be 
moved? He said that the coal was 
to be moved. But, if the railways do 
not run, how is it going to be moved? 

In this matter, taking a realistic 
view, I for one would consider that 
there was nothing wrong in govern- 
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ment's having taken all the precaution¬ 
ary measures that they took. I do not 
think there was any sinister moiive 
behid them. Government must neces¬ 
sarily take those steps; government 
has a duty to the public. I do not think 
equally there is anything wrong in the 
leaders of the railway unions’ prepar¬ 
ing for the strike, should negotiations 
fail. Both sides have to make preli¬ 
minary preparations. There is noth¬ 
ing wrong in it. Negotiations should, 
however, proceed on the basis that 
while boih sides may be preparing 
themselves before the strike, both sides 
do desire that the negotiations should 
be brought to a fruitful conclusion. 
As I said in regard to the two iss les 
which were considered to be imprac¬ 
ticable, one was bonus about which, 
as I said there was a ca-se for retracing 
your steps a case for changing the 
policy in regard to bonus. Then cer¬ 
tainly you would be able to give a 
mor e satisfactory answer to *he rail¬ 
way employees. If not, there is no 
alternative to giving serious considera¬ 
tion to their demand. As regards their 
demand for parity, Mr. A. P. Shaima 
said that railway workers derive so 
many. other benefits* as Government 
servants. Those benefits can be con¬ 
verted in terms of money and then find 
out' what their total emoluments as 
railwaymen are and what the emolu¬ 
ments of corresponding workmen in a 
public enterprise are. Is there any dif¬ 
ference between a fitter or a welder 
working on Chittaranjan Locomo¬ 
tive Works and those working in 
Heavy Electricals, Ranchi? Why 
should one get more and the othfir 
less there in both cases the em¬ 
ployer is Government of India? 
Therefore, in principle it is an inde¬ 
fensible, stand to take that you cannot 
accept their claim for parity. But you 
can say that to accept that claim 
would involve tremendous financial 
burden. It will have serious inflation¬ 
ary impact and other consequences. So. 
spread the change-over to parity. What 
Is there to prevent you from that? 

I was surprised to find some Mem¬ 


bers from the Congress side pultng 
.onward the points about the agricul¬ 
tural workers? How much less 00 
they get as compared to the railway 
workers? On the contrary it is 
a shame that the rural workers 
are so badly paid and got such 
a fraction of what thc< lowest 
paid industrial worker get«, that, 
in fact, should be the case. That, 
is a separate issue. Today we are con¬ 
sidering a question of better orgatnsed 
labour. Railwaymen are 5n a better 
bargaining position and as such they 
are putting their claim in this effective- 
manner. I would once again repeat 
that Government has made grave error 
in precipitating the strike by arresting 
the leaders. I feel that Government 
should without hestitetion retrace their 
steps, release the leaders and resume 
negotiations. I would appestT.- exactly 
as Shri Jagjivan Ram has appealed, 
that the question should be viewed en¬ 
tirely from the point of view of tre¬ 
mendous price that the country is pay¬ 
ing today because of the strike. Bear¬ 
ing that in mind, I hope, the Govern¬ 
ment will re-consider and retrace their 
steps.

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
(Calcutta-South): I would like 10 

express my sympathy to those who ?rc 
genuinely patriotic and who do feel 
strongly that in spite of all the short¬ 
comings, they ought to carry on their 
tasks in the mainstream of oilr day-to- 
day life especially in the railways. But 
that does not mean that our parfy Is 
or I am, opposed to the struggle of the 
working classes of our country. 

When I consider the problems t»f 
the Class IV employees of the rail¬ 
ways, especially the problems of the 
railway employees Who are working 
in the workshop, which I have 
seen with my own eyes, and the 
problems of the railway work¬ 
men working in the Integral 
Coach Factory, sometimes I also 
wonder why there should be disparity 
between their right to work and the 
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facilities that they enjoy as compared 
to those available to persons working 
in a similar capacity in other public 
sector undertakings. But certainly 
Government and the responsible poli¬ 
tical parties in this country on some 
of the occasions do hide their counsel 
and even their best intentions to imp¬ 
lement their ideas because of certain 
shortcomings and lack of certain faci¬ 
lities and arrangements. I do feel 
that our party and Government are 
facing actually the same thing. 

Before I go on to the other points, 
I would like to put a question straight¬ 
way to the Mover of the no-confi¬ 
dence motion, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu and 
all the political parties which have 
Joined today m this motion, not in a 
spirit of accusing or abusing them 
but spirit of asking' some very 

fundamental questions. I think unless 
as those fundamental questions are 
answered by all the Members of the 
Opposition, the whole subject of this 
debate would have no meaning. 

The main point is that in a parlia¬ 
mentary democracy when some politi¬ 
cal parties take or any individual poli¬ 
tical party takes, the responsibility to 
launch a no-confidence motion against 
the Government for its great failure 
over the economic policy or any other 
oficy, especially in a matter like the 
l^ilways, which is creating a 

national problem, the genuinely 
take on a direct responsibility 
to the people of the country in the 
sense that if the Government comple¬ 
tely fails and ultimately loses the con¬ 
fidence of the House they ought to 
rake the responsibility of administer¬ 
ing the nation in the manner the na¬ 
tion desires. When I saw the jubilance 
and enthusiasm in the morning among 
the Members of the Opposition and 
witnessed their tremendous unity in 
bringing forward this no-confldence 
motion, I was one of those who really 
felt happy. I remembered those days 
when Pandit ^awaharlal Nehru was 
Prime Minister of this country, and I 
was just going through the debates of 
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this trenendous unity could be there 
this tremendous unity could be there 
before 1974. If this tremendous unity 
would have been there in those days 
when the country wa s planning 
to prepare in a big way, when 
the march of the country was 
just in motion, I felt that the 
peculiar character of this demo¬ 
cratic concept of this country could 
not come to this pass. . I do feel t£at 
if there are shortcomings in the Cong¬ 
ress Party, they are no less important 
to the people in meeting their just 
cause and their just demands. Today 
when they are united in this great 
cause to get admiration from the work¬ 
ing classes and the commoners and 
the people in the name of the working 
class movement, my first question not 
only to Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu but Shri 
Indrajit Gupta who is also a spokes¬ 
man of the working class movement 
and for whom I have my tremendous 
respect, is this. A country decides its 
national policy basing it on its own 
econoic objectives. When a party and 
other Members or other parties join in 
a motion which also considers a basic 
national economic question, is it not 
an important matter to be discussed in 
the House, namely whether, when 
Government being responsible to the 
people bring forward certain measures 
for solving certain economic issues to 
improve the conditions of the people 
in the name of progressive socialism 
which really created conditions ® for 
building up a better and prosperous 
future, if certain political forces which 
not only oppose but disrupt things 
conducive to economic advancement 
combine with those friends who not 
only want to oppose Government but 
who want to malign Government, such 
a thing can be called patriotism. Is it ^ 
sensible history of the working class 
movement? I .am not less a supporter 
of theirs in the history of the working 
class movement. So, my first question 
to my hon. friend Shri Indrajit Gupta 
is this. Of course, I can understand 
the stand of Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee. 
He does net want to bring about a ny 

Economic iftfuggle, but he is always "< 
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ready to take advantage of the econo¬ 
mic struggle every time. So far as 
the basic economic struggle is concern¬ 
ed we do admit that we could not 
succeed much and we could not suc¬ 
ceed in bringing to a collapse the en¬ 
tire capitalist character of the mono¬ 
poly houses in this country. But we 
have tried to take two or three impor- 
ant steps. Have we got enough sup¬ 
port from those quarters who proved 
their tremendous enthusiasm, their 
unity with the working class move- 
met under the great leadership of 
George Fernandes, the champion of 
the Indian working class movement? 

I put this to Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
and other members of the Opposition; 
the moment you bring in a no-confi¬ 
dence motion, you indirectly get en¬ 
trusted with a responsibility to submit 
a comprehensive plan or blueprint 
before the people of this country say¬ 
ing ‘if Indira Gandhi and her Govern¬ 
ment fail to do justice to the major 
working class of this country, here is 
our programme and plan as an alter¬ 
native before you’. This applies not 
only to Shri Indira jit Gupta and Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu but to all the political 
parties who today have joined in the 
no-confidence motion with a tremen¬ 
dous jubilation of their unity. If they 
fail to do. I am sorry for them. 

>SHRI PILOO MODY; I will re¬ 
commend to him that he reads my 
speech. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI; 

If they submit such a programme it 
will be a gesture to the nation, a 
socialist, progressive gesture. I am 
sure the unity I am seeing today 
would not be there tomorrow if my 
proposal is accepted. 

We have sympathy apd support for 
the working class struggle. Ther e are 
charges against us levelled by the 
Communist Party that the Congress 
Party sometimes compromises with 
forces which do not like the progress 
of the country. I do admit that on some 
occasions we- have had to,, do it, but it 
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is because of the tremendous partici¬ 
pation of our supporters and members 
in the last few years. But at this 
-tage we are trying to work on the 
situation when we require co-operation 

om other forces, specially progressive 
forces. 

In a country like ours the dominat¬ 
ing factor is the peasantry, the poor 
peasantry, who do not have the faci¬ 
lity of educational arrangement for 
their children who do not have regu¬ 
lar wages, who do not have the right 
to get' food everyday. If any major 
working class movement is identified a 
requiring top priority ignoring the 
poor peasantry, if they support the 
working class movement or petit 
bourgeois movement ignoring the poor 
peasantry, this is a matter for Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu, the movty: of the 
Resolution a Marxist, to ^ consider. 
If they do so, they are spoiling tl\e 
potentiality and possibility of the pro-* 
gressive revolutionary people, the 
youth, our future generation, the par¬ 
ticipants of our democracy in future. 
This ig my question to them. 

To be popular among the middle 
class among the petit bourgeois move¬ 
ment, the tendency of the ^progressive 
movement has been to militate against 
the genuine possibilities of the work¬ 
ing class movement in this country in 
the next 10—15 years. As a result, 
Government is investing in the organis¬ 
ed sector and not in those sectors where 
the workers have not got their orga¬ 
nisation in sufficient strength to put 
pressure on them. 

If Government wishes to give more 
to the 20 lakh railway employees, I 
have no objection. But my question to 
the Mover of the Motion is that we 
must keep in view the generation 
which will be coming up in our demo¬ 
cratic set-up in 10—15 years. What 
reserve are you keeping for them so 
that these youth in our democracy are 
employed and do not remain unemp¬ 
loyed youth? What provision have you 
kept for the peasantry*in the next 15 
years so that they are not exploited 
everytime by the landlords? 
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On these issues, are the Opposition 
parties united? If they are not, they 
are not patriotic. This is not a strug¬ 
gle between democracy and democra¬ 
cy but between democracy and hypo¬ 
crisy, I say it and I believe it. This 
hypocrisy must be put an end to by 
government and progressive forces. 

I know this unity is no unity. I 
know it will fail. But if it remains 
permanent, the future of democracy is 
at stake. Shri Vajpayee and other 
members of the Opposition, specially 
the members of George Fernande's 
party were jubilant for the working 
class movement. I know their jubila¬ 
tion would not last for more than two 
or three months. I am waiting for 
the day to see this chapter in history. 

My other suggestion to the Railway 
Minister is this. We should not take 
any attitude, neither from our side nor 
from their side, that this movement is 
suppressed, that this movement is 
resisted by force. We never meant 
that. But we keep the police, keep 
the military or we keep the BSF not 
to give them salary and make them 
sit idle, but they are to perform some 
(task. Agd the task is not against the 
working class movement but against 
those who remove fish-plates, who take 
away the electric wires and copper 
wires, who burn the railway carriages 

and the compartments....

SHRI NOORUL HUDA (Cacbar): It 
is all wrong. ( Interruptions) 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI: 
Please sit down. Do not provoke me. 
You know better who. are there. You 
have trained them for the last 15 
years, and now you are saying this. 

Sir, the Government should take the 
responsibility and show a gesture by 
coming forward • to protect law and 
order and to protect the national pro¬ 
perty and keep it intact. I do feel that 
in certain cases the police misbehaved; 
usually In some, cases the police mis¬ 
behave; there is no doubt about it. 


Sometimes the misbehaviour goes not 
against the offenders but against some 
innocent people. There is no doubt 
about. I do believe that in certain 
cases some innocent people among the 
working class movement can also be 
entangled. But 1 cannot help it We 
must have sympathy to see that such 
things do not happen and develop. 

Sir. my last submission is this. The 
charges made against the Government 
today are that the Government have ' 
Jailed to solve the railway dispute and 
to end the strike. I do not, however, 
feel that we have failed to settle the 
problem. I do feel that this Govern¬ 
ment still enjoys the good faith, the 
command and the respect of the peo¬ 
ple of this nation. We shall prove that 
we are not suppressing this strike 
by force. We are appealing to the 
people to choose whether the priority 
in this country- at the moment should 
only be given to those who are getting 
something or the priority should be 
given to those who are not getting 
anything. There is no third question. 
Those who have, should they continue 
to get more? Or, those who have 
nothing, should they not get some¬ 
thing? Those who have nothing should 
get at least something. That is the 
decision of the Government, I do be¬ 
lieve that in spite of their difficulties, 
genuine grievances of the railway em¬ 
ployees, the question can be discussed 
again. But my appeal to the Opposi¬ 
tion and to the Government. I -hope 
they will not misunderstand me —is 
this.. No further risk to our Govern¬ 
ment budget should be taken to look 
after those who are temporarily being 
looked after somehow or other in their 
capacity. I do agree that they havs 
their problems and that they, are 
suffering. But what about those who 
have nothing at the moment, who are- 
just street-beggars, who are unem¬ 
ployed youth who have no opportuni¬ 
ties to study? 

I have seen that one of the demands 
that has been conceded in respect of 
the railway strike, is to open ' grain 
shops at subsidised rates. I have no 
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objection to that, if the Railway 
Minister is kind enough to open such 
shops. While the Railway Minister is 
proposing to do it, my appeal to the 
Government is to consider the pro¬ 
posal that the sons of the railway 
employees and other employees, those 
who are studying in the schools and 
colleges, who are not having food in 
the hostel—they are leaving the hostel 
—should get the first priority, and not 
the Station Masters and the Ticket 
Collectors who have got something at 
the moment. It is the choice of the 
Government between this end that. 

So, Sir, I do feel that the no-cpnftd- 
ence motion is untimely; it is to com¬ 
pel the Government or force the Gov¬ 
ernment into difficulties; there is no 
other interest behind this. The only 
interest that they have is to create 
trouble; they must speak with res¬ 
ponsibility in Parliament and see that 
their commitments are much more res¬ 
ponsible, because they are not in a 
position at the moment in the country 
to wreck the responsibility of the peo¬ 
ple or to submit a plan and programme 
to the people with the unity which 
they have shown in. the morning. $o, 
I say that they are not sufficiently 
patriotic; they may speak as if they 
are patriotic, outside, but it is not so 
inside thi s House.

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SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Mr. Speaker, Sir, this 
motion of no-confidence against Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi’s Government is a very 
serious matter because it is concerned 
with some grave criticisms and charges 
against the way in which the Govern¬ 
ment is functioning or, rather, is not 
functioning. 

I have been listening, like many 
others in this House, to the speeches 
of several hon. members from the 
ruling Party. I am sorry to say that 
a good number of them have not given 
any convincing arguments as to why 
the railway union leaders were put in 
jail, as to why the Government are 
insisting on certain inflexible and rigid 
attitudes, namely, that the strike 
should be withdrawn and then only 
they would start' negotiations, that 
they must all agree to negotiation on 
their conditions. The hon. members 
from the ruling Party have not given 
any sensible and convincing argu¬ 
ments. Surprisingly, in this°highest 
body, in the Lok Sabha, I am sorry to 
find that most of the speeches from 
the Congress members were delivered 
as if they were to be delivered in a 
market place or on an election plat¬ 
form. This is the House where we are 
not catching votes or wining votes; 
we are trying to persuade each other; 
instead of trying to persuade the op¬ 
position, instead of trying to persuade 
the* country through their speeches, 
all that they are doing is that either 
they aie making election speeches or, 
still worse, they are making speeches 
eulogising their only leader on whom 
they depend for everything. They need 
not go on unnecessarily and endlessly 
involving themselves into flattery and 
eulogy of the Prime Minister. Let 
them give some sensible arguments. 

• Hon. Minister, Shri Jagjivan Ram, 
came out with an appeal. He was 
making an appeal to everybody in the 
House and through the House to the 
country. He was making an appeal in 
the name of patriotism. But -I wonder 
whether these people have any right 
to talk of patriotism, with all their 


doings for the last 2J years which have 
been nothing but totally unpatriotic, 
anti-national and anti-democratic. 
Since their coming to power what 
they have done is to satisfy and ad¬ 
vance. not even their party interests, 
but their self-interest which has been 
predominant in them. People who are 
so deeply engrossed in personal inter¬ 
ests and personal corruptions come 
out with an appeal to the opposition 
and other people to cooperate.' I do 
not want cooperation to be given to 
people who do not deserve such co¬ 
operation. 


I want to say one thing more about 
their speeches. One after another they 
were making allegations against the 
railway union leaders and in parti¬ 
cular against Mr. George Fernandes. 
As my friend, Prof. Madhu “Dandavate 
rightly. pointed out, that Mr. George 
Fernandes was saying was Mr. Mishra 
quoted a passage out of context and 
he deliberately chose to give a mis¬ 
chievous representation—this: if tbe 
strike takes place and if it continues 
for a long time, 1, 2, 3, 4. 5 results 
will follow and if these results follow, 
then inevitably, there will be starva¬ 
tion and if starvation takes place, it 
will be a very bad thing. Therefore, 
on the contrary, he (Mr. Fernandes)' 
was very eager that this is averted. 
But* unfortunately, Mr. Mishra, the 
Railway Mirrister, did not tell this 
House as to what happened betweeh 
say April 30 or May 1 and May 2 early 
morning when Mr. Fernandes was 
arrested in Lucknow. 

He was saying that they could have 
arrested Mr. Fernandes on the 30th 
April. But, how is it that suddenly 
between the midnight of April 30 and 
early morning of 2nd May, within 
these few hours, Mr. Mishra got such 
a voluminous evidence against Mr, 
Fernandes? if it was so, why was he 
waiting? If he was really convinced, 
why did he not arrest Mr. Fernandes 
on the 30th itself? Or even before 
resuming negotiations, he could have 
said, ‘Mr. Fernandes, before we re- 
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sume further hegotiations, these are 
the charges against you on the basis 
of the Central Intelligence Bureau’s 
reports.’ But this Government did 
not act in good faith and they acted 
in bad faith and in terms of deception. 
If you act in terms of deception, you 
can deceive yourself—as I am addres¬ 
sing you, Mr. Speaker, therefore, I say 
—they can deceive themselves but they 
cannot deceive and fool the people 
and the workers of this country. 

Having said this, I want to suggest 
that the immediate provocation of this 
no-confidence motion is also a matter 
which needs to be examined. When 
we on this side yesterday, without 
success, tried to argue with you and 
through you also tried to argue with 
the Leader of the House and the 
majority party, that here is a situation 
of the railway strike which is so grave 
which is so important that all the 
other matters are secondary in im¬ 
portance and this matter must be 
taken up immediately because what 
we discussed a couple of days back 
was not the railway strike but the 
arrest of Mr. George Fernandes ana 
other railway leaders, but after the 
strike began we wanted to discuss 
this. But', unfortunately, the brute 
majority canje in the way. The 
whole difficulty is that this Gov¬ 
ernment—and I charge them—is suffer 
,mg increasingly from 'its arrogance 
and insensitivity about all matters 
which are decent and democratic in 
this country. 

Mr. Speaker. Sir, you can also see 
that in the last couple of days in the 
Parliament, what is happening is not 
at all healthy for our democracy. Day 
in and day out the arrogant behaviour 
of the ruling party is stien, and it is 
this 'that is responsible for many of 
tl\e ills and diseases that we see; and 
then the Speaker is obliged again and, 
again to say that this is Parliament 
and this is not a market place. ‘Please 
behave’. I am asking you to find out 
as to how is it that in spite of their 
huge majority—and when they know 
thiat not only they can pass any ordin¬ 


ary law, they can very well pass any 
constitutional law which they did 
shamelessly yesterday and they can 
, pass any amendment to the constitu¬ 
tion which means that their majority 
is so terrible and so vast that not only 
they can make amendments in the 
ordinary law, not only they can make 
new laws, but they can even trample 
the constitution of the country, the 
fundamental law of the country and 
but even with their huge majority, 
their impatience and their intolerance 
is increasing day by day, to such an 
extent that it speaks ill for the de¬ 
velopment of our young democracy. 

I want to ask: if they are going to 
remain proud of their numerical 
strength in this House at this moment 
of time, let them not forget that their 
numerical strength today has no rela¬ 
tion or relevance whatsoever with the 
mood of the people outside the House. 
Outside the House the mood of the 
people is completely different. Let 
there be elections as early as possible 
and you will all be utterly defeated., 

( Interruptions) 

This railway strike was a kind of 
a hanging sword, but yesterday it was 
started about which we are naturally 
very apprehensive, nervous, anxious, 
concerned and we felt very much con¬ 
cerned about it because we knew and 
we still know and I am sure the whole 
House knows about it, that it is going 
to create a tremendous hardship to the 
nation’s economy and the nation’s 
various problems. But I want to ask 
this Government and particularly, 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi—since there 
is no use asking Mr. Mishra because 
1 will get no answer—whether the 
Government has gone into the ques¬ 
tion of this railway strike fully realis¬ 
ing all its implications. Now, in spite 
of the fact that the strike was started 
yesterday, what has happened? This 
Government which professes to adhere 
to the idea or matter of Satyameva 
Jayate, is putting out all kinds of 
wrong and false statements and dis¬ 
torted versions, in various media, 
whether it be press advertisements. 
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through radio or television. All kinds 
of bogus posters are put out as Mr. 
Madhu Limaye bag pointed out. Mr. 
Gujral is here. I heard the news put 
out by the All India Radio. Yesterday 
morning the first item was, strike is 
not there, trains are moving? This is 
totally incorrect, because the fact has 
been that the trains have not been 
moving. Last week end, I was in 
Gujarat and I will tell you about this. 
Let them not practice this art of telling 
and repeating lies a hundred times so 
that one day this may be exported as 
truth! Mr. Gujral has even exceeded 
Goebbels in this respect. Last week 
I had been to Gujarat. In the Pra- 
deshik samachar, regional news, the 
Ahmedabad Radio Station put out the 
news that all trains have come. But it 
was not correct.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I want 
to ask him whether this is the way 
the All India Radio is to function. If 
you go on repeating s uch things in due 
course the people will not believe you 
in what you say. I want the creditl- 
bility of Radio to be kept intact, I 
wish to point out that the Govern¬ 
ment’s dealing with the trade-union 
leaders has been utterly high-handed 
and they are using all sorts of fascist 
techniques. They use all available in¬ 
struments of Government machinery 
for putting pressure against the rail¬ 
way leaders and workers. This is 
dangerous for any democracy, especi¬ 
ally a developing democracy like ours. 

Government is depending on the 
territorial army, border security force 
and the armed forces. God forbid, 
but supposing at some point of time 
they refused to obey the government 
orders then what will happen?. There 
will be total chaos. What happened in 
Gujarat? The mighty power of the 
leviation of the State was used against 
the political agitation of the entire 
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people of Gujarat. What ultimately 
happened was that the State had to 1 
bow down to the demands of the peo¬ 
ple. The right aspirations of the peo¬ 
ple and their legitimate demands as¬ 
serted themselves. Let not the Prime 
Minister or the Railway Minister go- 
about using State machinery against 
people agitations because that is not 
the way to run- a democracy. 

There have been various arguments 
which have been advanced about the 
railway strike. I will not go into the 
details at this stage because of lack, 
of time. 

These arguments have already been 
made very ably by my friends, Shri 
Indrajit Gupta, Shri Vajpayee, Shri 
Banerjee and many others. It was 
said on the question of bonus and res¬ 
toration of normalcy that these two 
are impossible questions to resolve. 
Only this morning in reply to a ques¬ 
tion the hon. Labour Minister said 
that the strike was illegal.

How 
will the people tell their employer 
that they want to go on strike?

The 
Railway Minister says ‘Normalcy first, 
then negotiations’. The Government 
has got the' habit of sitting tight on 
the prestige issue. He says, ‘normalcy 
first and then everything else’. That' 
was their favourite slogan in Gujarat 
—‘normalcy first and then dissolution’. 
But. dissolution came when violence 
and deaths due to police firings were- 
at one of their higher pitches. They 
had to dissolve the Assembly. Simi¬ 
larly, this particular crisis will also 
have to be solved urgently and under 
pressure. I am sorry to say tbi»- 
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bluntly and frankly about our Rail¬ 
way Minister, Shri L. N. Mishra. I 
have nothing personal about or against 
him. But, on hearing his speech, I find 
that the Railway Minister is not really 
capable of finding a solution to this 
crisis. I .suspect, his days are num¬ 
bered in Rail Bhavan; ultimately the 
.'Railway Minister will have to go. If 
the strike fails, it fails. In Britain, 
for example, there was a general strike 
call in 1926. That also failed. But 
after some years. Labour Party came 
to power. Though the strike had 
failed, the obje. t.’-e of the strike was 
successful. 

In a battle sometimes you win and 
Bometimes you lose. Tbe fate of this 
no-confidence motion is foregone con¬ 
clusion because of the vast majority. 
But. most of them sitting on the ruling 
party levels, are pseudo-socialists, 
pseudi radicals and pseudo-progressive 
The ruling party itself is indulging in 
all sorts of money-collections for elec¬ 
tion. Therefore, even if we lose on 
the floor of the House. 1 am sure we 
will win in the country at large. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am really very 
sorry, the bell is ineffective. Mr. Dixit.

for this no-confidence motion was lfr 
hours. 9i hours have already bee» 
taken. All the parties have not only- 
finished the time allotted to them but 
have gone much beyond their cfuota, 
except the Congress. The time taken 
by Prof. Madhu Dandavate’s groups 
was four or five times more than what 
was allotted to it.... 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Onljr 
if you permit me, I shall speak. 

MR. SPEAKER: Before I call him. 
I am calling Shri Tridib Chaudhuri, 
and I shall give him five minutes and 
then I shall call two from the Con¬ 
gress side. There is a long list from' 
their side also. * 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: I surrender 
my time and give it to the Prime- 
Minister, and I would not make use; 
of it. 

MR. SPEAKER: tit is so very gener¬ 
ous of him. He is always a venr 
unique person. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: Thank you^ 
Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Prime Minister 
will be called at 0020 or 0025. 

SHRI TRIDIB. CHAUDHURI (Ber- 
hampore): Speaking almost at the fag- 
end of the discussion, I wish member* 
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on the government benches who have 
taken part in the discussion had the 
constructive imagination and apprecia¬ 
tion of the significance of the discus¬ 
sion that is taking place. This no-con¬ 
fidence motion has really turned into 
a plea on behalf of the Opposition for 
a negotiated settlement of the national 
impasse that we have come to. I wish 
also that the government benches had 
some appreciation of the mood in 
which the labouring population of this 
country is in today. 

The Government have made a plea 
against the railway strike which is 
sure to affect our national economy 
very badly. At the same time, they 
have not been able even .to convince 
their own ranks about putting a mora¬ 
torium on strikes. 

We have been talking of railways 
and railway finances. Only the other 
day in my State, i.e., the Stale of West 
Bengal, whose finances are perhaps in 
a worse state than that of the Rail¬ 
ways, in a meeting presided over by 
the All India President of the INTUC, 
a resolution has been adopted—this 
was a mass meeting of the Bengal 
National Trade Union Congress in 
calcutt®—to serve an ultimatum on 
the West Bengal Government for cer¬ 
tain demands on non-fulfilment of 
which they have threatened to go on 
strike. Nobody, however, from the side 
of Congress leadership disciplines 
therd. Nobody accuses them of being 
politically motivated, and nobody 
accuses, them of lack of patriotism. 

You must understand that so far as 
the real income of labour is concerned, 
only the other day, one of the disting¬ 
uished economists of this country who 
does not belong to this side of the 
House but to the Congress Benches—I 
refer to the article recently written by 
Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao—said that in the 
course of the last two and a half de¬ 
cades. the increase in the real income 
of the workers has been less than two 
per cent in spite of all tall talks about 
the increase in productivity and other 
things. So we cah hardly blame the 
railway workers if at this juncture 
they hate put forward certain de¬ 


mands and have even gone on strike 
for the fulfilment of those demands. 

I do not want to repeat the argu¬ 
ments that have been advanced eloqu¬ 
ently from this side of the House as 
to why this strike was precipitated. I 
hope that Shri L. N. Mishra, our good 
friend, would give some justification 
why Shri George Fernandes was 
arrested. He has charged that Shri 
George Fernandes was working not for 
the strike but for the total destruction 
of the national economy. I wish Shri 
George Fernandes had that power. 
But what is the evidence that the 
Minister has produced? He has 
referred to a little known local Hindi 
weekly published in Dhanbad and in 
that weekly there were some reports 
of the alleged speeches of Shri George 
Fernendes. But do you want to arrest 
• a person simply in that flimsy ground. 
What other evidence do you have to 
show ihat he was working to paralyse 
the national economy or to sabotage 
the entire railway system itself? The 
first provocation for the strike was 
the pecipitate way in which the trains 
began to be cancelled nearly two 
weeks before the strike and the 
massive campaign* that was laun¬ 
ched against the proposed strike, 
and a feeling was naturally 
created amongst the workmen that 
a massive onslaught was coming 
on them. • In spite of all the 
reports that the Government had at 
their disposal, in spite of the fact that 
a strike notice was served, negotia¬ 
tions were under way, and negotia¬ 
tions had not broken down and in the 
midst of negotiations, you arrested not 
only Shri George Fernandes but mas¬ 
sive arrests all over India took place. 
Massive arrests took place of all pro¬ 
minent railway union workers and 
activists all ove'r the country. By now 
the figure has exceeded 6,000. I do 
not want to repeat the charges already 
levelled against the Government. The 
only atiestion before the nation' and 
before Parliament and before the Gov- 
vernment also and even before the 
Opposition today is this: Can we in 
our wisdom sit together and And a way 
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out even now? Babu Jagjivan Ram 
made an eloquent plea for withdrawal 
of the strike. I on behalf of the Op¬ 
position make an equally eloquent 
plea: find out some way from your 
side so that the impasse could be 
broken. 

The first question that should be 
tackled is arrest of the leaders of the 
Coordination Committee, and the rail¬ 
way workers all over the country. If 
you release them immediately things 
will begin to move. Then we can sit 
together and find a way out. If we 
do not do that and if you think as 
Mr. L. N. Mishra says that everything 
is normal, I would only quote to him 
what one well-known paper support¬ 
ing the Congress had written in its 
editorial today.... ( Interruptions). 
the Hindustan Standard says: 

“The wheels of trains have come 
almost to a dead stop and the few 
trains that are still running mock 
at the Railway Minister’s vain pre¬ 
tence. Large scale cancellation of 
tarins was an indirect admission that 
the Government expected an over¬ 
whelming majority of railwaymen to 
respond to the strike call given by . 
the National Coordination Com¬ 
mittee of Railwaymen struggle. Mr. 
Mishra’s calculation is that the 
strike would be shortlived and the 
resultant disruption of tansport 
would be minimal so that it will not 
cause any serious damage to the 
economy. Apparently his aim is 
to teach a lesson to th e union leaders 
in the Railways which they will 
never forget.” 


If that is the spirit, if that is the mood 
of the Government then we will never 
find a way out to the impasse in which 
we find ourselves. Only two days 
have passed. It is not yet very late. 
I should again appeal to the Govern¬ 
ment to sit with the Opposition and 
union leaders and other central trade 
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union leaders and see if we could find 
a way of this blind alley that confronts 
us. If we can do that perhaps we will 
be able again to look forward to things 
becoming normal. Otherwise it is 
going to be a massive confrontation. 
*The Central Trade Union organisations 
have already taken a decision. 

The Central Trade Union organisa¬ 
tions have already taken a decision 
for a general strike on the 15th next 
and don’t tall yourselves Vith this idea 
that the Congress trade union men are 
sitting quiet. As I said, they also are 
thinking of going on the war path, may 
not be in the Railways but elsewhere, 
in other spheres Labour is seething 
with unrest. So, I would appeal 
again to the Government that there is 
time yet and I would request the 
Government, with all the seriousnes s 
that I can command, let us sit to¬ 
gether and find a way out.

MR. SPEAKER: Prof. Madhu 
Dandavate. a few minutes. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, we 
had only one speaker so far.

Kind¬ 
ly don’t tell things which are not cor¬ 
rect.

SPEAKER: There is no question 
of other parties having exceeded their 
time by multiples. I am sorry. Mr. 
Samar Mukherjee has already taken 
the time. You are also going to speak 
after the' Prime Minister. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Mr. 
Mohammad Ismail has to speak 
because it is our entitlement. Sir, is a 
request. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Mr. Speaker, Sir. I care¬ 
fully listened to thq^entire debate, and 
I must say, as far as one aspect of the 
debate is concerned, it filled me more 
with anguish and pain tfian with 
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anger. Sir, from the speeches of some 
oi the Members on that side, it looked 
as if it was a debate and a dialogue 
between those who stand for the pre¬ 
servation of national interest and 
those who stand for the destruction of 
national interest. Sir, there may be.. 
interruptions )- 

I have not ipterrupted you, i 
expect the same from all of you. 

1 was just referring io this point and 
I want to point out to the House that 
there may be difference between both 
vi ties of the House on political pers¬ 
pectives and economic ideas, but, I feel 
jnd 1 say this without modesty that 
the division into two parts of this 
House is not on the basis of patrotism 
; nd loyalty to the country. But, for¬ 
tunately. in this House, on both sides 
;i' the House, there are many who 
shared the trials and tribulations of 
the freedom struggle, whether it was 
the freedom struggle against the Bri- 
l.sh imperialists or against the Portu¬ 
gese. But, in spite of that, today, 
certain perspectives are being posed. 
Sir. it is conceded that the right to 
stake is acceptable; it is a democratic 
right in a free and democratic society. 
But. Sir, my contention is, theoretical¬ 
ly, you are accepting the right to strike 
m free and democratic society. The 
test of the pudding is in the eating. 
Theoretically, you accept the right of 
the workers to strike, but when it 
comes to the. implementation of this 
particular right, you say ‘On paper we 
accept this particular right, but, you 
must not implement that right to 
strike’. That seems to be their con¬ 
tention and there comes the differ¬ 
ence. 

Many Members on the other side 
raised the issue that many Members 
of the Opposition are trying to pro¬ 
voke the organised labour to make 
more and more demands to the neglect 
of unorganised’ sector like the kisans. 

I would like to remind this House 
that the socialists and the communists, 
only a few years back, launched the 
liberation struggle, ’ liberation of land 


struggle, and among those people who 
went to jail, we did not find any Cong- 
gressmen joining hands with the socia¬ 
lists in the land liberation struggle 
and we were told by these very people 
that we are land grabbers. We told 
them that it is only the proprietors 
and the land owners who grabbed the 
land and it is the socialists and the 
communists who liberated the land 
and said that land must be distribut¬ 
ed to the lahdless Harijails and pea¬ 
sants. So, when we speak for the 
kisans, the landless and the peasants, 
when we fight for the minimum wage 
of the rural population, we do not find 
these men coming and joining our 
struggle. When we fight for the mini¬ 
mum wage of the rural population, 
they say that we are unnecessarily 
fomenting trouble among the rural 
population of India, they are Igno¬ 
rant masses, we are driving the 
ignorant masses to the path of anar¬ 
chy. When we fight for the kfsans, 
they turn their attention to the cities. 
When we fight for the organised peo¬ 
ple, they turn their attention to the 
kisans. That is the paradox and 
that is the dialectics of their politics, 
and that is what wa want to fight. 

As far as the demands are concern¬ 
ed, some people have tried to pat 
forward a point of view, and the some 
extent I agr4e with that, that in a p 
developing country like India, in, a 
planned economy like India, if we 
have to build up the country where 
42 per cent of the population accord¬ 
ing to their statistics, and more than 
55 per cent according to the statis¬ 
tics available, are below the proverty 
line, I do concede that there is the 
problem of inadequate resourse mobi¬ 
lisation. I do. concede that point. 
Therefore, on one Occasion, a number 
of constructive proposals were put 
forward in this House that because of 
■inadequacy of finances available, if 
there is any difficulty in conceding 
the demands of the workers, it should 
be possible for the Government to sit 
with the trade unions, tell them that 
as far as. the principle of bonus is 
concerned, we do not accept bonus as 
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an ex gratia payment, we do not ac¬ 
cept bonus as some sort of charity, so 
long as in the present society there 
is a gap between the existing wage 
and the living wage, we accept bonus 
as. a deferred wage which will par¬ 
tially fill up the gap between the ex¬ 
isting wage and the living wage. If 
that principle is accepted, and if the 
Khadilkar formula is accepted—to¬ 
day he seems to have become help¬ 
less—if this is accepted It would be 
possible for the Government to sit 
with the trade union and say that we 
accept this sound principle, we‘accept 
the priciple of bonus, we accept the 
priciple of parity in public sector, 
but there are no adequate resources, 
let us sit together and let us try to 
find out how the trade unions- in the 
country, the railways, the govern¬ 
ment and the people can mobilise 
more resources, and when resources 
get developed In a phased manner, 
the implementation of the priciple of 
bonus and also the principle of parity 
in the public sector can be establish¬ 
ed. 

Such a constructive proposal ought 
to have been brought forward rather 
than always saying fhat George 
Fernandes has indulged in anti¬ 
national act. If George Fernandes 
alone is coming in the way, I would 
say that take him tQ the nearest 
* poll and hang him by the shortest 
rope. But, for the sake of the so- 
called sins of George Fernandes do not 
punish the entire organised working 
class in the country. Though George 
Fernandes is the president of my 
party, I am prepared to say that if 
he is coming in your way, take him 
to the nearest poll and hang him by 
the shortest rope. Nobody will shed 
teats if you will be able to do it, But 
the working class will not allow you 
to take Fernandes to the nearest poll 
to hang him by the shortest rope. 

Therefore, in conclusion I want to 
say this. {5hri Sharma said that six 
demands were already put forward 
and accepted. If the six .demands, on 
the basis of which Shri L. N. Misbra 


has been speaking eloquently, are in 
favour of the working class, then 
Shri Sharma's Federation would have 
signed the agreement on these six 
demands and would have appealed to 
the working class to accept them. 
Then the working class would have 
thrown them away, because these six 
demands do not fulfil the # aspirations 
of the people. So, I concude by say¬ 
ing this on this occasion. Because 
you have a majority in this House, 
we know that you will defeat this 
vote of no-confidence motion. But I 
tell this House and assure this House 
that though you may defeat our no- 
confidence motion in this House by 
your brute majority, lakhs and lakhs 
of workers who have gone on strike 
have voiced their no-confidence, and 
they do not care whether this House 
passes it or not. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER 
OF ELECTRONICS AND MINISTER 
OF SPACE (SHRIMATI INDIRA 
GANDHI); Mr. Speaker, Sir, we have 
listened, I do not know for how many 
hours, whether 10 hours are o ver or 
not.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; ‘J.j hours. 

' SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
But the time you have finished, it 
will be well over 10 hours. , 

We have heard, more or less, the 
same arguments which had been made 
day before yesterday, the day before 
that and, perhaps even the day be¬ 
fore that—I do -not know; I have not 
been in the House during several of 
those occasions. I really did not 
understand the purpose of this no- 
con flderice motion except perhaps that 
there was a need for the Opposition 
to show that they are united. Rather 
than blaming us for creating this unity, 
if they want to say anything about it, 
they should have applauded it. It is 
a laudable thing 4f they are united. 
If they had been united for a positive 
purpose, 1 would be the first to wel¬ 
come it. I do not know what positive 
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.results they expected from the no-con- 
.fidence motion. 

To say that our policy is anti-labour 
is the most preposterous statement that 
.anybody could make. I would like to 
know—all these .people have formed 
Ihe Government at one time or the 
other—which of them.have done any¬ 
thing more for labour than we have 
done during our time. The last spea- 
Jker spoke just now about the way in 
-which they had fought for the rights 
of the landless, about land-grabbing 
and all that, but when they formed the 
Government, how many of them pass- 
•ed any laws about land ceilings? We 
•have passed them. In the last year 
we have not done anything to stop' 
strikes. There have been far more 
strikes than ever before. 


We have always negotiated; we have 
always spoken and,, in many cases, we 
have conceded what was aqjced for. 


Did that create'*n atmosphere of co¬ 
operation? Did that create an atmos¬ 
phere of greater production? Did that 
create an atmosphere of the Opposition 
leaders saying, “You have made con¬ 
cessions; you have done something 
good and, on this, at least we can 
applaud you.”? On the contrary, the 
concessions we have made have led to 
farther demands almost immediately. 


Today, we are not considering mere¬ 
ly what is to be given to JRailwaymen. 
We are considering whether we can go 
along this road of giving more and 
more at a time when we have less and 
less. This is the question. It 
Is not a question of only the Railways. 
If we have made a mistake previous¬ 
ly, that is no reason to continue to 
make such mistakes. We have always 
acknowledged our mistakes. We have 
tried to correct them. If we have 
made mistakes, we shall, certain¬ 
ly, not only try but I hojpe succeed in 
^correcting them. 


Enough has been said about the Rail-- 
ways all these days. 1 do not think 
any new idea can be thought of. Many 
persons from our side, my colleagues, 
have expressed our deep appreciation 
of the sense of patriotism and dedica¬ 
tion of railway workers. They have 
run, our trains in times of danger, 
in times of war, in the midst of bullets 
and bombs. I personally shared the 
excitement in 1965 when 1 was going 
by train to'see the effect of bombing 
in Punjab and our train was also 
shelled. 

I agree with what Hon’ble Member 
Mr. Frank Anthony has said about the 
devoted work of railway engine drivers 
and others. I myself have seen the 
special feeling almost personal attach¬ 
ment they have to the engines of which 
they were in charge. All this we ap¬ 
preciate. I do not say that Railways 
should be denied a higher wage that 
some other sections are getting. As 
many of our speakers have mentioned, 
our society is not divided into only 
two sections; bank workers and Rail¬ 
way workers. There are many crores 
or millions in between or rather, be¬ 
low them all. 

I am not expressing my inner feel¬ 
ings now, because I do not wish un¬ 
necessarily to irritate you all. I am 
not attributing any motives. But what 
is the result? A few days ago, and 
even today, some people came to me 
and appealed to me to intervene. 
Many members, Shri H. M. Patel and 
others, have lectured to us; they have 
given us the lectures which they 
should have aimed at the other side. 
Have Government threatened the 
strike? Have Government provoked 
the strike? ( Interruptions ) I am afraid 
that it does not matter how much you 
shout; it does not change facts. ( Inter - 
mptions). 

AN HON. MEMBER: Tell us the 
facts. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
That, is exactly what I am doing; I am 
telling you the truth. There was no 
indication at any time of any desire 
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on the other side to withdrew the 
strike. Even though negotiations were 
going on, nobody there gave the im¬ 
pression that the strike would not take 
place. We were doing our utmost to 
try, and prevent it until the very last 
moment. 

AN HON. MEMBER; By arresting. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
No. Arrests came at a very late stage. 
When it was obvious—Some people 
have tried to make fun of what Shri 
Lalit Narayan quoted. But that was 
not the only newspaper that has pub¬ 
lished such speeches. I have not heard 
about the Dhanbad paper. But I know 
that the news has appeared in English 
and language newspapers in other 
parts of the country also. I do not 
have the newspapers here; even if I 
had them, I have no intention of quot¬ 
ing them. But that does not change 
the fact of those reports, those 
speeches appearing and giving an 
indication of exactly what the labour 
leaders had in mind. 

We are genuinely concerned about 
the interests of railway 'workers, but 
we have lo be more concerned about 
the larger interests of the country. 
And if. at any moment, a strike is 
going to affect, the larger interests, 
then action has to be taken. • I am 
not talking about this strike or any 
particular strike. But when the larger 
welfare our our people is in stake, 
when sabotage is threatened—even to¬ 
day we have the news of a train being 
derailed:—, we have to take action. 
Had we not taken the action which we 
considered appropriate, then the nation 
as a whole would have blamed us.‘ 
( Interruptions ) It was our assessment 
that this was one way in which the 
situation could be helped, and we 
acted. I personally feel that it had 
the right result—not in the sense that 
the strike has taken place because the 
strike was coming anyhow. Had we 
felt that there was even a one per 
cent chance of the strike being avert- 
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ed, believe me, the arrests would not 
have taken place and a lot of other 
things would not have taken place... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
You are wrong. 

« 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
How do you know the feelings that. 
I had? I am telling you my infortna- 
tion and my feelings. How can you. 
say that I am wrong? You can talk 
about your feelings. 

There was one point on which we 
are agreed on all sides, and that is- 
that the country is passing through 
an extremely difficult economic situa¬ 
tion_ 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Quite true. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Of your making. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
Ycu have been saying so since the- 
split. You have said it here almost 
every week, Shri Mishra. I have no- 
doubt you will continue to say it, but 
it will have no effect on the people - 


SHRI PILOO MODY; Yo u mean 
you have given up the hope of getting 
him back? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
The second point was that the strike 
is bound to bring about a deteriora¬ 
tion in the situation and worsen it. 
These were the two points on which 
everybody agreed. Now, knowing.that, 
the strike notice was given. Knowing 
that all preparations, open and covert 
....(Interruptions). Yes, overt and 
covert, whatever it is, I am not a.’

SHRI PILOO MODY; Nor am I. 

AN HON, MEMBER: Otherwise, it 
would have been worse. 
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Sometimes it could. I agree with you I 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I use lang¬ 
uage only for communication and no 
other purpose. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
The strike is affecting the poorest and 
the weakest sections of the country. 
Now, you look to us to stop the strike. 
How can we stop the strike? We did 
not give notice of the strike. The strike 
was not called by the Government, 
not caused by the Government, not 
precipitated by the Government. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; Re¬ 
lease and resume negotiations.... 

( Interruptions ) 

SHRl PILOO MODY; Obviously, 
<ivy do not think you can look after 
vourself. What a liability to carry! 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 

What should we do?.... 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: In 
your speech you asked a question and 
y°u got the answer.. (Interruptions) 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
In the early hours of the morning. 
Perhaps people are more chivalrous! 

( Interruptions ) Did I give the 
notice of the strike? This was the 
question we asked. Is it said that 
we gave it? What happened was.... 


SHRI S. M. BANBRJEE: Your Shri 
A P. Sharma started the strike. 


SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
I am not concerned with the number 
°f strikers. I do not' want to debate 
how many trains are running or are 
not running. At least we heard one 
Member who had a ride by train and 
obviously he could not have arrived 
bad the trains not been running. It 
w as an Opposition Member....

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; One„ 
only. All your Paviwalas are on 
strike. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE- He 
started on the 7th. 

. SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
Even among those who have refrained 
from coming to work there are several 
if not many—because it depends on 
what ‘several’ means and what ‘many’ 
means—who would not have refrained, 
had they not been intimidated. Only 
yesterday we hoard an Hon, Member 
of the Opposition who is not favourab¬ 
ly disposed to us, telling this Housb of 
the large number of telegrams he was 
receiving from railway workers in 
different parts of the country inform¬ 
ing him of threats, intimidation and 
so on. 

SIIRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Why 
talk about Anglo-Indians? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 

It does not matter whom he talked 
about. What he stated was that these 
People—whether they are Anglo- 
Indians or Christians ,or Muslims or 
Hindus or anybody else, the fact is 
that they were-intimidated, that they 
sent him telegrams asking that they 
be given protection. That is th e point. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Intimida¬ 
tion? Was not your Railway Minister 
everyday threatening to sack them? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
That came at a much later stage when 
there was the questfqp of sabotage, 
when there was....I do not want to 
go int 0 the details because there has 
been sabotage already and we know 
that it was planned.;.. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Agent provo¬ 
cateurs. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 

It is very easy to say, but it' is not 
true. 
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SHEI S. A. SHAMIM: That is the 
use of English language. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
The strike is an unfortunate one. 
Again I repeat that we on this side 
are not against strikes. In fact, we 
are for strikes if they are legitimate 
strikes.* But there comes a time in 
the life of a nation when other things 
are more important and urgent and 
it is such a time today. This is a time 
when each must see how the present 
situation cannot be improved. There is 
no doubt that the strike will not really 
help railwaymen. It is going to ad¬ 
versely affect the poorer people. It is 
going to cause inconvenience to the 
general public. And it Will equally 
touch the future of the railwaymen 
.and their children. 

gjHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Why not 
try to settle it? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
We have tried our best to settle it. We 
think it will worsen the situation and 
if the situation worsens, so does the 
inconvenience to the poor people of 
the country. As Babuji said, lakhs 
and lakhs of people will not get food, 
will not get coal knd all their other 
necessities. I am aware, of the diffi¬ 
culties of railwaymen. These difficul¬ 
ties are not only theirs, they are 
shared by practically all sections. But 
the burden is far greater on those 
who are not organised today, those 
whose voice cannot be heard so loudly, 
and as Shri Priya Ranjan said, on the 
unemployed youth of the country. The 
more that is given to any organised 
section, the less is available for the 
unemployed and for all other sectors. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

In one year alone educated unemploy¬ 
ed has increased by seventy-five per 
cent, in West Bengal. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
That strengthens my argument. The 
problem can be solved if everybody 
sits down together-to see how it can 
be solved. Our problem is not that 
of the railway strike isolated from the 


rest of the country. The problem is 
a much larger one. On our part we 
are ready to talk and to reach agree¬ 
ment on all that is reasonable and in 
the interest of the country. That is 
why even after the strike notice was 
given in the midst of negotiations, wo 
continued the talks. We were always 
• ready for talks. 

• 

But we have to consider who is 
threatening whom. The strike was a 
threat to us. It was hitting at the 
very foundation of our economy. The 
whole talk was one of threatening us. 
We were not threatening anybody. We 
were threatened that certain conse¬ 
quences would take place. ( Interrup¬ 
tions.) 

It was only the Unions Bitting there 
which were in a position to threaten 
and act. All we could do was to be 
on the defensive which we did. We 
took the actions which we consider 
necessary. We do not wish to use the 
B.S.F. or the police or the army 
against strikers as some hon. Members 
have alleged. We use them only to 
safeguard the interests of the railways, 
which are closely linked with the in- 
tersts of the people at large.

MR. SPEAKER: May I request you 
all not to interrupt her all the time? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 

My colleague, the Railway Minister, 
has explained the extra burden which 
we have’ agreed to bear. That in¬ 
crease is over and above that which 
was due to the pay revision and the 
grant of D.A. to neutralise the rise in 
prices. But, hon. Members know that 
the demands now made are far more 
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sweeping. In fact, I think, some Mem¬ 
bers have said in private that they 
know that these demands would be 
extremely difficult for Government to 
agree to. (Interruptions) 


It is my information. Again, yours 
may be quite different. I must tfell 
you that one particular group at one 
time or another has mentioned this. 

We know that the wage structure in 
the country is not what it should be. 
We know that there is a great deal 
of injustice in it and that it is riddled 
with anomalies and contradictions. In 
the olden days, there was a bias 
against labourers and workers. We 
have done a great deal to correct this. 
This does not mean that we have 
got rid of the contradictions or that 
we have reached a satisfactory stage, 
I do realise that it is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to bring about some rationality 
in the wage structure. But* this is a 
tremendous task which cannot be 
achieved overnight. It has to be done 
without causing too much dislocation. 
The matter is under the earnest con¬ 
sideration of the Government and I 
shall certainly welcome any construc¬ 
tive suggestions which the hon. Mem¬ 
bers or others would like to give. I 
do think that this is one of the most 
urgent problems which we face. But 
it cannot be settled unless we stop 
adding to the wage bill at least for a 
short time. There are real difficul¬ 
ties and we must do our utmost to 
solve them. We have to keep in view 
the repercussions of each‘action. We 
have agreed to other demands. Whe¬ 
ther those demands were just or not, 
merely , because we have agreed to 
some, this has led to other demands. 
Each section says that since we have 
given increases to a particular section, 
why should we not also give to them? 
This is a contimiing process. We have 
come to a stage when we do not have 
the wherewithal. Even^if we had it, 

I do not think that it would be a 
right thing to do at this stage of our 
development, which is extremely criti¬ 
cal and delicate. 


SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
You have given a go-by to the deve¬ 
lopment. 

[Shrimati Indira Gandhi] 

Well, for my hon’ble friend opposite, 
probably the whole purpose of his 
participating in this debate was not so 
much to talk about the railway strike 
but to get in some words about the 
Plan. 

If it had not been so late I could 
have entered into a discussion on that 
matter also. 

SHRI SHAMNANDAN MISHKA: 
You have killed it stone dead and, 
therefore, you say this is a calamity 
on the country, 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
This is the time when our undivided 
energies should be devoted to over¬ 
come the economic crisis. I per¬ 
sonally do not think that the Plan is 
dead. We do have to make certain 
adjustments, because the increase in 
the price of fuel end various other 
items is bound .to change the picture, 
but programmes have been taken in 
hand to increase our own power re¬ 
sources, fuel resources. Other pro¬ 
grammes which are just as much part 
of th e Plan are continuing. We are 
going ahead in spite of these obsta¬ 
cles and we are going to overcome 
them. The way to lighten the hard¬ 
ship is not by causing new hardships, 
not by preventing food movements, 
and coal movements, not by damag¬ 
ing production and exports and the 
country’s * economic wherewithal. It 
is a time when our undivided ener¬ 
gies should be devoted to overcome 
this crisis, to increase production and 
to ensure fairer distribution. I do 
realise that distribution at this point 
is not at all fair, but this cannot be 
done, immediately, especially at a 
time of economic difficulty. When it 
is a time to unite—although the 
Opposition seem to be united amongst 
thetfiselves on this issue—on the 
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whole, they have chosen this moment 
to divide the country, to set group 
against group, and to sow distrust and 
cynicism. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: You had 
your party elections today. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
But our party elections have not sown 
cynicism or distrust of any kind. 
They have been peaceful and friend¬ 
ly, and we congratulate all those who 
have won, a».id even those who have 
not won. This is how democracy 
functions. 

Opposition leaders have not hesi¬ 
tated to proclaim that their aim is to 
weaken the Government and it is not 
just one person’s speech. You have 
only to see the newspapers of any 
single day, and you will see a num¬ 
ber of such statements in magazines 
and newspapers. It does not matter 
if' it is only the Government or the 
Congress Party which is weakened or 
which suffers, but it does matter if 
the country is weakened. 

From the day that the Congress 
took office immediately after Inde¬ 
pendence, it has devoted itself to the 
promotion of the workers’ right and 
the workers’ welfare. i n the last few 
years, our policies have been even 
more, pro-labour than earlier. I 
would even say that more has been 
done for the workers in the last five 
years than ever before in the history 
of our country. But to be pro-labour 
does not mean that one accepts all 
demands that are made—whether they 
are reasonable or not. We are pro¬ 
labour, but we are even more for the 
country. The country’s interests 
come first,aud they are above the in¬ 
terests of any one section. Today we 
cannot afford the exorbitant demands 
that have been made, or the others 
that are being hinted on behalf of 
other sections.

these demands, it would be satisfying 
a few lakh people at the expense of 
many crores ( Interruptions ).

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA;

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAP- 
PAN: 

Will the Minister of FINANCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether World Bank was ap¬ 
proached by India for industrial im¬ 
ports loan; 

<b) if so, the outcome thereof; 

• (c) whether World Bank has re¬ 
cently extended a credit of 150 million 
Dollars to India through IDA for in¬ 
dustrial imports; and 

<d) if so, the main features thereof? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
(a) to (c). Negotiations have been 
concluded with the International De¬ 
velopment Association for an Indus¬ 
trial Imports Credit for meeting the 
raw material components and spares 
requirements of industrial units in 
certain priority sectors. Subject^ to the 
approval of the Board of Directors of 
the International Development Asso¬ 
ciation, a credit of not less than $ 150 
million (Rs. 112.50 Crores) would be

available during the Bank’s current 
fiscal year. 

(d) The Credit would carry a ser¬ 
vice charge of 3/4th of 1 per cent and 
would be repayable over a period of 50 
yearg including a grace period of 10 
years. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD¬ 
KAR: May I know from the hon. Min¬ 
ister whether a meeting of +he work¬ 
ing parties, of the 13 donor nations of 
Aid India Consortium is scheduled to 
be held in Paris in Mid-June to exa¬ 
mine some of the recommendations 
made by th e World Bank and, if so, 
what are the recommendations, whe¬ 
ther we were consulted or the recom¬ 
mendations were prepared in consul¬ 
tation with us, and whether they in¬ 
clude or they make any reference to 
future industrial import credit?

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

I think, these two things are quite 
different. The discussions that are 
held in the Aid India Consortium is 
one different proposition and the in¬ 
dustrial import loan credit which is 
with the World Bank is out. of the 
IDA credit facilities. These two are 
different propositions. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD¬ 
KAR; I want to know whether these 
150 million dollars are only a tempo¬ 
rary credit or they have anything to - 
do with the credit for Five-Year 
Plan. What is the total amount for 
the Five-Year Plan estimated or pro¬ 
posed or expected by us and also wliat 
is the amount for the first year? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Regarding the credit given to us, the 
term of credit has been made for 50 
years, including the grace period of 
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ten years. Naturally we have to make 
use of that according to our Plan re¬ 
quirements. That is a different mat¬ 
ter. So far as the World Bank or the 
IDA. etc., are concerned, they give 
on credit basis like first credit, second 
credit, third credit and so on. So far 
they have given eight credits. This 
should be the ninth credit if we get 
it. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
hon. Minister has stated that the World 
Bank has agreed to give us 150 million 
dollars as credit for the purposes of 
importing industrial raw materials. I 
would like to know from him whether 
there is any stipulation, apart from 
the interest rate which you have men¬ 
tioned in the answer, stating that we 
should choose any particular country 
for the export of industrial raw mate¬ 
rials while we utilise the 150 million 
dollars. 

'SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Not any particular country.

The rejection claims intimated so 
far relate to the consignments of 
Rs. 274 lakhs examined so far by the 
Food and Drug Administration of 
U.S.A. The value of the consignments 
which are still to be examined is 
Rs 224 lakhs. 

SHRI RAMACHANDRAN KADAN- 
NAPPA LL! : I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister when the re¬ 
jection cover was given, whether it is 
a fact that it was given after fully 
knowing that it would be rejected i n 
the USA and also whether it is not a 
fact that earlier the USA had already 
‘rejected before the shipments had 
been made. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
About the first part of the question, I 
can eay that the rejection cover was 
given in late 1973 and early 1974. 
About the third part of the question, 
there has never been any rejection 
before this. I could not follow his 
second question, which I would like 
him to repeat. 

SHRI RAMACHANDRAN KADAN- 
NAPPALLI: Whether it is a fact that 
seme other Indian Companies have 
requested for the rejection cover but 
that was rejected. Which are the 
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companies that had asked for cover 
which have been rejected already. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
As no Indian company had applied for 
such a cover, the. question of rejection 
does not arise. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: From the 
statement it will be seen that the 
Rallis, Indian Tobacco and Britannia 
are the foreign companies who were 
allowed rejection cover worth Rs. 14.8 
mi'ujon. The basic and fundamental 
question is that there is a market 
where these Indian companies had 
approached. Th e hon. Minister just 
now said that none of the companies 
had approached for the rejection 
cover and so th e question did not 
arise 

The Commerce Ministry answered 
that in the last year 1973, there was a 
question about an American company 
for processing. They started reject¬ 
ing our frog legs. This had led to our 
export worth Rs. 274 lakhs being exa¬ 
mined again. I want to knew whe¬ 
ther one consignment was shipped to 
other countries. If so, why were they 
allowed to process this though it had 
rejected the cover. 

" SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
A number of consignments started 
coming from 1973—earlier to 1874. 
Out of them, as the hon. Member 
Pointed out, only a part of the con¬ 
signments worth Rs. 274 lakhs had 
been examined. They are still to be 
examined. I would like to reiterate 
that no other company had applied for 
the rejection cover. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: It 
appears from the statement that out of 
the total quantity sold, rejection * 
amounts to about Rs. 228 .lakhs. If 
nearly 60 per cent of these claims are 
allowed, then that money will only 
go out of this country to the foreign 
concerns. May I know whether it is 
dependent only on the Food and Drug 
Administration of U.S.A. to process 
this? Is there any check on the part 
of the Government, so far as claims are 
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concerned, to find out whether they 
are genuine claim* because targe sums 
of money are going out of this country 
in the process. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Out of this amount of Rs. 498 lakhs 
mentioned by me, fis 274 lakhs have 
been examined; out of that total 
amount of Rs. 408 lakhs, 274 lakhs 
worth of claims have been rejected 
because of want of rejection cover. 
So far, from 1966 onwards, the sam¬ 
ple was tested and the entire pro¬ 
cess has been tested unilaterally 
by the American Company. Their 
pattern of sampling was to be chang¬ 
ed but they did not take Indian 
Government into consideration as 
they did it unilaterally. After that, 
we have tak4n certain steps and have 
not left it to the representative of 
Food & Drug Administration of USA. 
As a matter of fact, there was a feel¬ 
ing after the discussions that the 
entire thing should be re-processed. 
This re-processing has been started in 
America. Naturally, they are satisfied 
with the process. And automatically, 
the rejections would also go down. 
Apart from that, some senior officers 
were sent to see whether the sampling 
process was all right. At the same time, 
the Commerce Ministry was also sup¬ 
posed to have sent some of their senior 
officer yesterday to go into this. Above 
all, the entire process of rejection 
cover, has been stopped immediately. 
Still export is going on. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, there was a question on the floor 
of this House regarding the export of 
shrimps and their processing which get 
into the American market. There is 
some charge that as a part of their 
game, they are taking retaliatory mea¬ 
sures towards Indian trade and they 
are demoralising our commerce thereby. 

A huge amount of money in foreign 
exchange is being lost by us. When 
they are taking retaliatory measures, 

I want to know whether the Govern¬ 
ment of India would make a thorough 
inquiry into the whole a f fa i r. What are 
the reasons biehirid this arid whether 


they would subject this to an inquiry 
committee. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: L 
agree with the earlier part of the hon. 
Member's query that there is a racket 
going on. As regards the other part of 
his question, we are going into it in 
details. The matter is being investi¬ 
gated into.

SHR AMRIT NAHATA: Certain 
foreign companies in India are allow¬ 
ed to export the frogs. U.S.A. imports 
these but in their market they have 
rejected these frogs. Our General 
Insurance Companies have two claims 
on those foreign importers. But the 
whole thing is cooked up and so I 
want to know whether the Government 
of India will, in future, take care to 
see that such deals are not allowed 
thereby defrauding our Government. 
There is loss in foreign exchange 
earning. Such things should stop. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI:

In so far as handloom silk goods are 
concerned., an agreement was concluded 
with the U.fc. last year under which 
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a duty-free annual quota of one lakh 
sq. yds. was established. Duty free 
entry was, however, permitted by the 
U.K. Government to excess of this 
quota level also ih 1073.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir, negotiations were started from 
1972. Before that there was no prob¬ 
lem of restrictions at all. In the year 
1971 it was duty free. Thereafter some 
restriction was imposed—15 per cent 
restriction on fabrics and 17 per cent 
on made-up cotton goods. Now, we 
have approached the U.K. Govern¬ 
ment. They raised the quota, Propo¬ 
sal stands at 8 million square yards. 
The only thing is that they do not 
allow this quota limit. Of the hahd- 
loom cotton goods, for bed-sheet and 
towel also to come in. Because of 
the quality of handloom goods, they 
take it as good quality goods and 
thley are at par with the mill products.

SAVANT; Will the Minister of FIN¬ 
ANCE be pleased to state: 

(a) whether th e Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India has earmarked some 
funds for investment in backward 
areas; 

(b) if so, the amounts it has invest¬ 
ed in the backward areas of Maha¬ 
rashtra during 1971-72, 1972-73 and 
1973-74; and 

(c) what amount does it propose 
to invest in these areas during 1974- 
75 and on which specific projects? 

the deputy minister in the 

MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHATGI); (a) and (b). 
The bulk of LIC’s investment in the 
States, including Maharashtra, are 
made through the medi u m of various 
state and district level agencies, which 
alone can decide as to how much of 
the funds made available to them by 
LIC should be spept in backward areas. 
The information in quantitative terms 
about the amount utilised by the 
various state level agencies in the 
backward areas of Maharashtra State 
during the financial ( years 1971-72, 

. 1972-73 and 1973-74 is not available. 


(c) It is also not possible to indicate 
the amount out of the funds made 
available by L.I.C. which is likely to 
be spent in the backward areas during 
1974-75. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT; I 
can understand if the Finance Ministry 
or LIC do not have the amounts in 
respect of particular projects. But the 
LIC must know how much amount 
was given in any particular year and 
how much they want to give in the 
coming year. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
It is given through State agencies. It 


is also done through municipal agen¬ 
cies. Hon. Member wants to know how 
much of that has gone to backward 
areas. That is a little difficult we can 
only give the total of LIC invest¬ 
ments. In Maharashtra for the year 

1971- 72 it was Rs. 2974.64 lakhs; for 

1972- 73 it was Rs. 3423.03 lakhs and 
in the 1973-74* it was 2945.78 lakhs. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
When the amount was given, was any 
condition laid down that the amount 
should be spent in backward areas? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
There was no such condition. It is 
given to the State agencies. It is up 
to them to use it in backward areas. 
In the case of municipalities and zila 
pariahads, it is for drinking water and 
it is easier to find out whether it is a 
backward area or not. 


PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Whenever there was discussion on the 
role of the public sector institutions 
like the LIC, we are told that such 
public sector institutions are always 
beneficial to the development of back¬ 
ward areas. Therefore, when the hon. 
Member asked a specific question 
from the perspective of the develop¬ 
ment of the backward areas, we should 
be told about the quantum of LIC 
funds made available to backward 
areas. In Konkan and Marathwada an 
agitation is going on. I am surprised to 
find how even in co-operation with the 
Maharashtra Government you are not 
able to tell us what funds were made 
available for backward areas. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
As regards the latter part of the ques¬ 
tion, I should like to say that 138 
municipal committees including those 
situated in the backward districts of 
Maharashtra availed of loans amount¬ 
ing to Rs. 1458 lakhs upto March 1973 
for water supply and sewage schemes- 

THE MINISTER' OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
This is an unfair question. You can- 
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not expect the L1C or any other 
financial institution to have informa¬ 
tion about how the money is being 
used in the State concerned. For 
example, the LIC takes the deben¬ 
tures of the State land mortgage 
banks. It also gives loan to State 
industrial finance corporations. The 
money is used by them and the LIC 
is not a party to say whether money 
should be given to this party or that 
party. It is the function of some 
other bodies The main point for the 
LIC is to see that they do not go and 
invest in the private sector. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: Inspite of the fact that we are 
talking about regional imbalances 
there ha3 been a common complaint 
voiced from different sections here 
that in respect of public financial 
institutions, particularly banks and 
the LIC, the deposit and credit ratio 
in the backward areas compares very 
unfavourably with advanced«areas. It 
leads to further regional imbalances. 
What steps are the Government taking 
to see that the investments of the pub¬ 
lic financial institutions ar e more m 
the backward regions than in the 
advanced regions? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Sir, as for the question, what are the 
■acceptable tenets of the LIC for 
bringing about equitable distribution 
arfd for bringing about development, 
especially, of the backward areas as 
the hon. Finance Minister said, the 
initiative here will largely depend on 
the initiative of the State Govern¬ 
ments and the presence of these finan¬ 
cial institutions to absorb the finance 
■from the LIC. The initiative is not 
with the LIC, but, with the other 
agencies and the State Governments 
concerned. 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA: Sir, Assam, 
my own State, is well known for its 
industrial backwardness. I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther the Life Insurance Corporation 
has earmarked money for the indus¬ 
trial development of this backward 
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State of Assam. If so, how much has 
been earmarked for our State? 

MR. SPEAKER: I am afraid, no 
state-wise details have been asked for, 
except for Maharashtra. 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA; This is 
covered by (a). 

MR. SPEAKER: But, it is not.... 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA: Sir, I would 
like to know, whether the Minister 
can enlighten us on this. 

MR. SPEAKER: I do not come in. 
If she has got the information, I have 
no objection. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 

I have the information. Though Assam 
is a backward State, it is a picturesque 
State. But, at the same time, LIC 
has been going there. We have the 
figures for the last three years.

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The 
number of tourists coming into our 
country is increasing year by year. 
The number of tourists coming to 

India this year has gone up to 4,60 000.

As a result, the number of rooms re¬ 
quired by way of accommodation of 
also greater. The estimate is that 
tourist influx by 1978 may go up to 
10 lakhs. As a result, the number of 
additional rooms required may go up 
to 20,000. From this point of view, 
til© Department of Tourism thought 
that it has to build the additional ac¬ 
commodation necessary in the private 
sector as well as in the public sector. 
As a result, the Department of Tou¬ 
rism started giving loans in the pri¬ 
vate sector for fife construction of 
hotels. There are regular terms, re¬ 
gular conditions, that have been laid 
down for giving loans. 75 per cent 
of the loan of the fixed assets to a 
person who comes with an approved 
scheme can be given or 66 per cent 
of the total cost and, therefore, the 
person who wants to construct a hotel 
has also got to invest to the tune of 
33 per cent of the overall cost. The 
people who cannot invest in that and 
who have not got the capital or who 
do not come through these regular 
procedures cannot be given the loans. 

There were not less fliSn 79 appli¬ 
cations which were there in'the ear¬ 
lier period of tfie Fourth Plah. But 
all of them could n5t be given any 
consideration or grant of loan on ac¬ 
count of the fact that they could not 
invest and the procedure that they 

had followed was also not correct.

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry, this is 
much beyond the point here. You 
are just harassing the lady! 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; From the 
tourist point of view, Kashmir is the 
most important tourist place. May I 
know from the hon. Minister, firstly, 
as to how many persons applied from 
Jammu and Kashmir for this loan 
and how many persons were given 
this loan and, secondly, whether it 
is not a fact that in Bombay the 
maximum number of persons who 
have applied for loans and who have 
got these loans are the famous smug¬ 
glers who, after having got the loans, 
are converting their black money 
into white money because they have 
taken loans to the tune of Rs. 2 crores 
and more. 

How is it that before loans were 
granted, no scrutiny was made as to 
who is applying for the loan and who 
is not? The Hotels, like, Hotel Hori¬ 
zon and Hotel Sun N’ Sand, belong 
to smugglers. 

MR. SPEAKER: Better consult him 
before granting loan. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISH1: Jammu 
and Kashmir is a very beautiful and 
picturesque State for tourists. The 
State Government has invested quite 
a lot on the promotion of tourism in 
the State. In the public sector, we 
have bult quite a lot of accommoda¬ 
tion in Jammu, Srinagar and Gulmarg. 
The hon. Member may be knowing it. 

As far as the private sector is con¬ 
cerned, we have given loan to the 
Broadway Enterprises Ltd., Srinagar, 
to the tune of Rs. 36 lakhs. Of course, 
he has asked for more. This is the 
amount that has been given. As re¬ 
gards the second part of his ques= 
tion. 


SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: It belongs to 
an M.P. Only one influential person 
who has some high connections has 
been able to get it. What about other 
people? How many applications 
were received? You were able to 
give only to one man? 

MR. SPEAKER: This Quetsion was 
of a very general nature. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: I replied 
earlier that the Department had re¬ 
ceived in all 79 applications out of 
which only 37 were accepted because 
in the case of other applications, the 
procedure was not completed. Out of 
37 applications, 7 applications were 
rejected because they could not invest 
money, as they were required to do.' 
From amongst 30 applications also, 
all were not selected. Only 14 were 
selected. Out of 14, this is the one 
which was given. One or two others 
muust have been received.* Probably, 
they did not follow the complete pro¬ 
cedure. 

As regards the second part of his 
question, the information received by 
the hon. Member is not authentic and 
is not correct. All these documents 
have been scrutinised once, twice and, 
after a lot of scrutiny, the decision 
has been taken. 

SHRI AMARNATH VIDYALAN- 
KAR; It has been stated that the 
scheme has been successful, and these 
hotels are meant to promote tourism. 
Has the Government examined that 
the foreign exchange earned through 
ihese hotels is commensurate with the 
money invested in them? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Yes. 
That is always kept in mind. Now 
it is compulsory; that the foreign 
tourists are required to make thei’ 
payments to the hotels Tor their board 
and lodging only in foreign exchange.

DR. RANEN SEN; From the list of 
hotels in the statement it is quite evi¬ 
dent that most of the hotels are either 
5-star or 4-star hotels. There are tou¬ 
rists in India and also foreign tourists 
who cannot afford to pay for 5-star 
and 4-star hotels. May I know whe¬ 
ther, in this hotel development loan 
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fund scheme, there is any scheme for 
provision of hotels for the poorer sec¬ 
tions of foreign as well as Indian 
tourists and if so. what is the actual 
amount paid from’ that? 

DR. SAROJINT MAHISHI; There 
is provision for loan for construction 
of hotels under the Hotel Develop¬ 
ment Loan Scheme. Out of 19 hotels 
which have received aid from the 
Hotel Development Fund, seven are 
in the 3-star category, nine are in the 

4- star category and three are in the 

5- star category. The seven hotels 
that are in the 3-star category are

PROF. U P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
The difficulties referred to by the hon. 
Member have already been touched 
upon. I have said that some of the 
reasons of the decline of our mica 
export are: discovery and use of 
substitute, release of huge quantity by 
the United 'States.

Special probe of rags consignment at 
Bombay Port 

*1024. SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN- 
SHRI ARVIND M. PATEL;

(a) whether Government lhad 
ordered a special probe about the rags 
consignment detained at Bombay port 
to find out if garments have again 
come in as rags;

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA) : 
(a) to (c). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). Some consignments 
containing rags have been detained 
by Customs in th e Bombay port be¬ 
cause on random inspection it was 
found that some of the bales did not 
contain 100 per cent mutilated rags. 
According to the import licence con¬ 
dition and the terms of the contract 
entered into by S.T.C. with the foreign 
suppliers, cent per cent mutilation 
shall be effected and a certificate to 
this effect obtained from M/s. General 
Superintendence who are an interna¬ 
tional inspection agency. The condi¬ 
tion about 100 per cent mutilation, as 
well as'definition of the term “rags” 
introduced in order to prevent mal¬ 
practices of the type which had oc- 
cured in the past. According to this 
definition, the waste woollen cloth 
should not exceed 24 sq. inches (154. 
84 sq. centimeters) in area,' if it is 
“new” rags (f.e„ tailor cuttings) and 


if it is old rags, then these should be 
mutilated in such a way as to render 
them unserviceable. 

Since inspection at Bombay port 
has revealed that these standards have 
not been fully met, it is proposed to 
have them fully mutilated and ren¬ 
dered unserviceable before release of 
the consignments to the consignees, 
who are manufacturers of shoddy 
woollen products. 

While no special probe as such has 
been ordered, instructions have been 
issued to verify the extent to which 
garments remained unmutilated and 
to ask the inspection agency to ex¬ 
plain why there has been default in 
carrying out 100 per cent mutilation. 
It is understood as a result of the 
test check that has been carried out 
by STC and the inspecting agency 
that some of the bales were not fully 
mutilated and that in other bales the 
wool content is found to be less than 
th e prescribed limit of 80 per cent. 

It is understood that one of the rea¬ 
sons for cent per cent mutilation not 
having affected, is that mutilation as 
carried out abroad does not go to the 
extent of the mutilation prescribed 
by us. Even a mutilated garment may 
not. therefore, fully satisfy the 
requirements laid down to the definition 
of “rags” that is in force. However, 
in order not to give any scope what¬ 
soever for malpractices, it has been 
proposed that the consignments should 
be released only after effecting 100 
per cent mutilation according to our 
standards under the supervision of 
officers of textile Commissioner and 
Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports and subject to overall Customs 
surveillance. 

(c) STC has already blacklisted 24 
firms in connection with previous 
consignments. The question of black¬ 
listing any other firms in connection 
with the consignments referred to in 
answer to parts (a) and (b) of this 
question, will Be considered if they 
are found to have contravened the 
terms of the licence and contract.

been further sub-divided among (the 
Member States of the enlarged Com¬ 
munity. 

Despite 50.per cent tariff concession 
under the Generalised Preference 
Scheme, the tariff in TJ.K. on the Indian 
FCV tobacco has gone up following the 
gradual alignment" of U.K.’s customs 
tariff with the common customs tariff 
of the Community commencing from 
1st January, 1974. 

The specific nature of duties in U.K. 
as well, as in other Member States of 
the Community also operates against 
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the cheaper Indian tobacco vis-a-vis 
the costlier tobacco imported from 
other sources.

Undertakings poration; and 


9859. SHRI G. P. YADAV: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state:

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): (a) Within the framework 
of accountability, the financial (powers 
in Government are delegated to the 
to enabling them to discharge their 
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responsibilities properly. Presently, 
the administrative Ministries are em¬ 
powered to incur expenditure from 
out of the budgetary allocations, as 
voted by Parliament, i n respect of 
creation of posts, appropriation and 
re-appropriation, contingent expendi¬ 
ture (subject to limits), to write 
off losses sanction grants and 
loans to subordinate bodies, etc. as 
laid down in the Delegation of Finan¬ 
cial Power Rules, 1958. Those powers, 
which hav e not been delegated to the 
administrative Ministries under these 
Rules, vest with th e Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance. The question of enhancement 
of the delegated Financial powers is 
being examined by Government. 

In tine case of Public Enterprises, the 
annual capital budgets of the enter¬ 
prises have to be approved by the 
Finance Ministry and the funds re¬ 
quired from Government voted by 
Parliament. The administrative Min¬ 
istries, can, thereafter, release funds 
on the basis of these approved budget 
provisions, except that, in the last 
quarter of the year, the release has to 
b e with the approval of tine Ministry 
of Finance. In the case of Public 
Enterprises, that have incurred cash 
losses, which have to be re-imbursed, 
by Government, the revenue budgets 
have also to be approved by Govern¬ 
ment. 

(b) All financial powers of the Cor¬ 
porations vest with the Boards of Di¬ 
rectors. The Boards of Directors have 
complete powers except the power to 
take major investment decisions, which 
is reserved by Government. In the 
exercise of these powers, the Board 
is advised by the Company’s Chief 
Executive and its Financial Adviser. 
The Boards of Directors, in turn, 
delegate financial powers to appro¬ 
priate subordinate authorities within 
the company. The delegation is gene¬ 
rally done by. 

(i) reserving matters which require 
the concurrence of the Financial Ad¬ 
viser; 


(ii) matters where consultation with 
Financial Adviser is necessary; and 

(iii) those on which he need not be 
consulted. 

Control is also exercised through the 
Internal audit, statutory audit and 
audit by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General. 

The India Tourism Development 
Corporation an,} Indian Airlines follow 
the general pattern of delegation of 
financial powers and financial control. 
Both the Corporations have fulfledged 
Finance Divisions whose chiefs assist 
the Boards of Directors in the exercise 
of the Corporation’s Financial Powers. 
The Indian Airlines, which is governed 
by the Air Corporations Act, is also 
required to obtain Government’s prior 
approval in certain other respects. 

(c) As stated, all powers, including 
financial and administrative powers, 
vest with the Boards of Directors and 
not with any single person. The Boards 
of Directors may devise suitable dele¬ 
gation of powers for the proper func¬ 
tioning of its activities. As such, the 
question of vesting financial or admi¬ 
nistrative powers with any singl e in¬ 
dividual or divorcing it from adminis¬ 
trative control does not arise.

Undertakings

GANESH): (a) and (b). Th e Public 
Enterprises come under the purview 
of the Central Vigilance Commission 
in all vigilance matters involving offi¬ 
cers drawing a basic pay of Rs. 1000|- 
p.m. and above. The Central Vigilance 
Commission hav e also initiated steps 
to. further tighten the Vigilance Ad¬ 
ministration in the public enterprises. 
These include:— 

(i) review of the Conduct and 
Discipline Rules to prevent abuse of 
official position, to rekulate accept¬ 
ance of gifts and hospitality, iden¬ 
tify punishable offences, deal witih 
possession of assets disproportionate 
to income, procurement of Insurance 
and other business Agencies, private 
investment, lending* and borrowing, 
submission of returns of moveable 
and immoveable property, etc. 
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(ii) determine action to deal with 
delinquent officers even after retire¬ 
ment; verification of antecedents be¬ 
fore appointment; 

(iii) preparation of Vigilance 
Manual, 

(iv) constitution of properly staff¬ 
ed Vigilance Units in each under¬ 
taking. 

Public Sector Service Commission 

9864 . SHR 1 KARTIK ORAON: Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether Government propose to 
set up a Public Sector Service Com¬ 
mission for the proper selection of 
personnel of the Public Sector Under¬ 
takings and to ensure a uniform

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K.R. 
GANESH): (a) and (b). The public 
sector industrial and commercial en¬ 
terprises have a very wide range of 
activities. There is therefore a vast 
variety in jobs and job requirements. 
Their activities being commercial in 
nature, it has been the policy to vest 
in them operational autonomy, under 
a framework of accountability for per¬ 
formance. Thus they have been given 
full authority to make appointments 
below the Board level, except in the 
case of General Managers of consti¬ 
tuent units of a multiunit enterprise. 
There is therefore no proposal to con¬ 
stitute an agency like the Union Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission for the public 
enterprises. However, Government 
have taken steps to ensure proper sel¬ 
ection procedures and well considered 
compensation policy for enterprises in 
each industry or region. 

The enterprises have been required 
to frame suitable recruitment pro¬ 
cedures to achieve objectivity in selec- 
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tions. In the matter of compensation, 
it is recognised that a uniform policy 
is not possible; however, they are re¬ 
quired to rationalise the salary struc¬ 
ture to the extent possible. 

Fop Top Posts where Government 
are tlhe appointing authority, it has 
been decided to set up a High Levei 
Body consisting of eminent persons 
from public and private sectors fami¬ 
liar with to management selections.

According to quick es¬ 
timates made by the R.B.I. the net 
inflow of folreign .investment (ex¬ 
cluding Suppliers’ Credit and loans 
from official sources) in the private 
sector in India amounted to Rs. 42.2 
crores ip 1970-71; and Rs. 38.7 crores 
for the year 1971-72. No comparable 
data for the subsequent period is 
available. 

Balance of Payments data publi¬ 
shed in the Economic Survey—1973- 
74 show some of the components of 
foreign investment in India. It shows 
that the gross inflow of long term 
private capital into India amounted 
to Rs. 14.5 crores in 1970-71, Rs. 12.6 
crores in 1971-72 and Rs. 0.9 crores 
in April-June 1972-73. These figures, 
however, do not include the receipts 
of loans by private sector in India 
received directly from official sources 
abroad; and also do not take into ac¬ 
count that part of private foreign in¬ 
vestment represented by surplus 
earnings retained in India for in¬ 
vestment purposes. Similarly, invest¬ 
ment in kind by foreigners in India 
are also not included in the Balance 
of Payments Statistics. 

(d) Government’s approach to 
foreign investment in Indian w highly 
selective. Foreign capital is not per¬ 
mitted in the fields of banking, com¬ 
merce, finance, plantations and trad¬ 
ing. It is also not permitted in con¬ 
sumer and high profit yielding in¬ 
dustries. Government would like 
foreign capital to function as a vehi¬ 
cle for the transfer of such techno¬ 
logy as cannot be secured on an out¬ 
right purchase or limited duration 
royalty agreement. Foreign invest¬ 
ment is akso permitted in export 
oriented industries.

The Japanese Government have 
recently agreed tp finance the foreign 
exchange costs upto the amount of 
Yen 32.9 billion (Rs. 96.7 erores at the 
current rate of exchange) of three 
fertilizer projects. These projects 
would be sot up in the public seqtor 
in the 5th Plan period. A firm com¬ 
mitment for the financial year 1973-74 
has since been made by the Japanese 
Government in respect of the Bhalin- 
da Fertilizer Project upto the limit of 
Yen 11 billion (Rs. 33.00 erores at the 
current exchange rate). Similar firm 
commitments for the remaining two 
projects will be made by them on the 
basis of one project each during the 
years 1974-75 and 1975-76. The ques¬ 
tion of selecting any particular Japa¬ 
nese Engineering Company for assist¬ 
ance in setting up these Projects is 
still unde r consideration of the,,Gov¬ 
ernment.

Simultaneously with the 
reduction in cash reserve, the mini¬ 
mum of assets that constitute the 
liquidity requirements under section 
24 of the Banking regulation Act will 
be raised from 32 per cent 33 per 
cent of the total demand and the 
liabilities. 


Reduction in sales tax on aviation fuel 
by State Governments

Concessions in customs duty on import 
of Chemicals Iron and Steel 
Products

During 
the period from the 1st April, 1973 
to 31st March 1974, partial exemption 
from customs duty was granted in 
respect of D.D.T. (Technical) imported 
for supply exclusively to the National 
Malaria Eradication Programme for 
public health purposes after proces¬ 
sing into formulation. This exemption 
was granted to bring the price of im¬ 
ported D.D.T. (Technical) to the level 
of the cost of indigenous D.D.T. which 
was not adequate to meet the total 
requirements. Partial exemption 
was also granted in respect of certain 
other chemicals like Aidring Chlor- 
dane, Di-Ammonium Phosphate and 
Ammonium Nitro-Phosphate to boost 
up agricultural production. 
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Additional duty, equivalent to the 
auxiliary duty of Central Excise, levi¬ 
able under section 2A of the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1934 on the imported iron 
and steel products was also exempt¬ 
ed to narrow the difference between 
domestic and import prices. 


Uniform sales tax ratn

Therefore, 
there was need for maintaining parity 
in rates of sales-tax and list of 
exempted items.

At a meeting of Finance Secretaries 
of States held on the previous day the

No such 
complaint has been received by the 
Central Government. However, it is 
understood from the Commissioner of 
Income-Tax, Patiala, that a complaint 
has been filed 'against one coloniser 
by the Haryana Government under 
the Haryana Colonisation Act. 

The Income Tax Department has 
made enquiries On its own in respect 
of four colonisers in Gurgaon, Har¬ 
yana. Of the four cases investigated 
by the Income Tax Department, it 
has been found that two persons were 
original owners of land. Of the four 
persons, one was found not liable to 
Income-tax. In the case of another 
person, who was found assessable.

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRI D. K. 
BOROOAH): Mr. Speaker, Sir, i n the 
course of discussions on a Notice under 
Rules 222 and 224 of the Rules of Pro¬ 
cedure and Conduct of Business in 
Lok Sabha by Hon’ble Member, Shri 
Madhu Limaye, the question of 'Tie 
-appointment of Shri C. R. Das Gupta 
as Chairman of the Indian Oil Cor¬ 
poration was raised. 

MR. SPEAKER; This is a long 
-statement containing seven Pages. 
Please lay it on the Table of the 
House . 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Sir, I lay 
“the statement on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

In the course of discussions on a 
Notice under Rules 222 and 224 of the 
Rules of Procedure and .Conduct of 
Business in Lok Sabha by Hon’ble 
Member, Shri Madhu Limaye, the 
question of the appointment of Shri 
C. R. Das Gupta as Chairman of the 
Indian Oil Corporation was raised. 
The Notice itself pertained to an alleg¬ 
ed breach of privilege and contempt 


of the Committee on Public Undertak¬ 
ings and of this august House by Shri 
C. R. Das Gupta in the course of a 
statement and affidavit filed before the 
Pipelines Inquiry Commission on 8th 
February, 1971. In the matter of 
privilege, this august House has 
sovereign powers and the question wiU 
be decided under directions of the 
Hon’ble Speaker in due course. I shall 
submit to the Hon’ble Speaker all the 
relevant facts and material on this 
subject available to me in this State¬ 
ment, I shall confine myself to the 
matter of Shri'C. R Das Gupta’s ap¬ 
pointment as Chairman of the Indian 
Oil Corporation. 

2. •! had requested a Committee 
presided over by Shri P. N. Haksar to 
assist me in finding suitable Chairman 
for the Oil & Natural Gas Commission 
and for the Indian Oil Corporation. 
However, while a recommendation was 
made for the ONGC, this Committee 
was unable to recommend a name for 
the IOC. As the Indian Oil Corpora¬ 
tion which is one of the major public 
sector organisations, was without a 
Chairman for several months, and a 
the management of the oil economy, 
of which the Corporation commands a 
major share, wa? assuming growing 
importance, I decided that the . best 
man available inside that organisation 
should be appointed to the post. In the 
totality of the Corporation’s operations, 
the refinery* sector which has Tpajor 
programmes of expansion, requires 
the greater direction and control, and 
hence it was decided that the Chairman 
should be a person with considerable 
experience of constructing and manag¬ 
ing refineries. After taking all factors 
into account, and in view of his long 
experience and excellent record, I 
chose Shri C. R. Das Gupta, the senior 
most officer in the Refineries & Pipe¬ 
lines Division, and my recommenda¬ 
tion was approved by Government. 

3. An allegation has been made in 
the Hon’ble Member’s Notice that Shri 
Das Gupta did not Implement the 
recommendations of the Commission of 
Inquiry on the Pollution of. Ganges 
Waters. At the outset I would like t# 
point out that Shri Das Gupta was 
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[Shri D. K. Boroabj. 
not the Managing Director when the 
river pollution incident occurred, nor 
was he connected with the Barauni 
Refinery in any way. The Commission 
gave its report on 21st July, 196'J and, 
alter examining all the recommenda¬ 
tions, the Ministry of Petroleum and 
Chemicals wrote to the Indian Oil Cor¬ 
poration on 31st January 1970 to 
take necessary action on all the 
recommendations subject to their 
techno-economic suitability and prac¬ 
ticability. The Corporation has 
been submitting implementation re¬ 
ports from time to time and by March, 
1972, out of a total of 20 recommenda¬ 
tions, all except two had been imple¬ 
mented. The two recommendations 
not implemented were the following: 
The first referred to the construction 
of a' road along the effluent pipeline 
to ensure regular and quick inspec¬ 
tion. The view of the Corporation’s 
Board of Directors, based on a recom¬ 
mendation made by the then Mana¬ 
ging Director, Lt. Gen. Sards Nand 
Singh, was that construction of a pucca 
road along the route of the pipeline 
was not necessary because the pipeline 
wos mostly underground and because 
it was easy to inspect the outfall from 
the Rajendra Bridge* The second reco¬ 
mmendation relates to the arrange¬ 
ments to be made to ensure that the 
final effluent falls into the main stream 
of the river and gets properly dispers¬ 
ed yi the river stream. The Commi¬ 
ssion had recommended that the Refi¬ 
nery may consider techno-economic 
feasibility of the four alternatives that 
were offered or any other suitable al¬ 
ternatives and adopt a safe system. 
The Corporation examined all the al¬ 
ternatives in great detail and came to 
the conclusion that not only would 
they involve very considerable expen¬ 
diture, but’ also that they would not 
be technically or otherwise feasible 
and may not achieve the purpose for 
which the recommendation had been 
made. As, , in the mean while, the 

river had changed its course and come 
towards the refinery bank, and the 
plpiline wap already discharging the 
affluent in the main stream, the pro?

felt that if, in future, the river changed 
its course again, by appropriate action 
it could be ensured that the effluent 
was actually dispersed in the main 
stream of the river. A report to'this 
effect was submitted to Government. 

4. However, as Government attea- 
ched great importance to these two re¬ 
commendations, the Corporation was 
directed to examine the matter again 
in detail in consultation with expert 
opinion and to take all measures nece¬ 
ssary to prevent recurrence of pollu¬ 
tion of the river. After consulting the 
Central Water & Power Commission, 
the Corporation has again reported to 
the Ministry in March 1974 that owing 
to technical problems, none of the 
four alternatives suggested by the 
Commission could be implemented, 
and that all other steps were being 
taken to ensure that the oil content in 
the effluent is reduced to the minimum. 
This matter is presently under exa¬ 
mination in the Ministry. 

5. It is relevant to point out that 
as a result of the corrective action 
taken by the Corporation, the phenol 
and oil content of the effluent has al¬ 
ready been brought down within the 
limits permissible under the standards 
of the Indian Standards Institution. 
Work on additional installations to 
reduce the phenol and oil content 
further is in hand and is expected to 
be completed soon. It may be added' 
here that anti-pollution measures have 
been accepted as a policy by my 
Ministry at the instance of the Prime 
Minister. 

6. The Commission had also reco¬ 
mmended departmental action against 
certain officers of the Barauni Refi¬ 
nery. Out of these, one was the Gene¬ 
ral Manager, an IAS officer on depu¬ 
tation, against whom an enquiry was - 
conducted by the Commissioner for 
Departmental Enquiries. The Enquiry 
Officer exonerated the officer and in 
consultation, with the Central Vigi¬ 
lante Commission this recommenda¬ 
tion was accepted by Government. The 
two other senior officers of the IOC 
were the thaii Deputy General Mana- 
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ger and the Chief Electrical Engineer. 
Charges were framed against them -for 
negligence and carelessness in the per¬ 
formance of their duties but it was 
noticed thereafter that this particular 
offence was not covered under the pro¬ 
visions of the IOC’s Conduct, Discipline 
and Appeal' Rules. While this lacuna 
in the Rules was corrected by means 
of an amendment, it was decided, on 
the advice of the Law Ministry arid 
after consulting the Central Vigilance 
Commission, that the management 
could not give retrospective effect to 
the amendment. Further action 
against these officers is under conside¬ 
ration, in consultation with the Central 
Vigilance Commission. 

Disciplinary proceedings were also 
initiated by the IOC against four 
other officers of the Barauni Refinery 
and on the basis of the report of the 
Enquiry Officer, the officers were exo¬ 
nerated.. Advice of the Central Vigi¬ 
lance Commission was also obtained. 
Another officer who wa? named in the 
Report ha<f resigned from the IOC be¬ 
fore the submission of the Report of 
the-Commission. Therefore, the ques¬ 
tion of initiating departmental procee¬ 
dings against ttys officer did not arise. 

7. It will be observed from what I 
have stated that the Corporation has 
attended diligently and with due prom¬ 
ptitude to the implementation of the 
recommendations of the Commission. 
All the recommendations on the out¬ 
standing issues were made after care¬ 
ful consideration by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors and not by the Managing Direc¬ 
tor alone. 

8. In the Notice of the Hon’ble Mein- 
ber, there is also an allegation that 
Shri Das Gupta obstructed the pro¬ 
gress Of the Pipelines Inquiry Commis¬ 
sion by failing to produce the docu 
ments and records which he was order¬ 
ed to do. This is a matter that has 
been raised'ih the House earlier and I 
can do no better than to quote from 
a statement made by my Hon’ble pre¬ 
decessor, Shri H. R, Gokhale in ttys. 
House on 5th May 1872. Shri Gokhale 
stated as follows:— 
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“••••I was referring to the pro¬ 
duction of files. Some 4000 files had. 
been produced or submitted before 
the Commission by the IOC and 300 
files by the Ministry—This is a 
transaction ranging over a course of 
years, not over a few years, where 
matters have been dealt with on 
different occasions. I do not want to 
defend this officer or that officer, or 
this Ministry or that. I am only 
pointing out the practical and prag¬ 
matic aspects of an inquiry like 
this. When you have to go into files 
ranging over 12-14 years and when 
the Commission says, ‘Produce the 
relevant files it is not unreasonable 
to say that there can be a difference 
of opinion on relevance; there can 
be a difference of opinion between 
judges also on relevance, much more 
so in the case of ordinary mortals. 
4,000 files are produced. If the Com¬ 
mission say that there is one file 
which has bean brought to our no¬ 
tice which is relevant for the in¬ 
quiry, the Ministry has not said and 
will not say *we will not produce it.’ 

.The very fact that 4,000 files- 

have been produced by the IOC and 
300 by the Ministry disproves that.” 

I would like tp add that to the best 
of my knowledge, the IOC has offered 
utmost co-operation to the Commission 
of Inquiry and the work of that Com¬ 
mission has been proceeding smoothly 
for the past several months. It is now 
coming to an end and we hope t <f have 
the report of the Commission within 
the next few months. 

9. In conclusion, I would like to sub¬ 
mit that the appointment of Shri C. H. 
Das Gupta as Chairman has been made 
in the ordinary course and in accor¬ 
dance with the procedure laid down, 
for this purpose.

STATEMENT RE. INDIAN INSTI¬ 
TUTE OF TECHNOLOGY KHARAG¬ 
PUR 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): On 18th 
April, 1974, the hon. Shri Samar Guha 
made a statement in the House under 
Rule 377, when he made some allega¬ 
tions hgainst the Chairman, Board of 
Governors. HT-Kharasnur. The noints 
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yajged by him were more or less the 
same which had been dealt with by 
me on 11 April 1974 and in reply to 
Unstarred Question No. 7602 on 22nd 
April 1974. On the same day i.e. 18-4- 
1974 he addresed a- letter to the 
Deputy Speaker, copy of which has 
been sent to me, listing the allegations 
that he had made earlier as also some 
new allegations. Yesterday, i.e. 9th May 
1974, I received a copy of letter of the 
same date addressed by him to you, 
Sir, in which he sought clarification 
from me on some of the points raised 
by him, I will attempt to deal with the 
main points raised by the Hon. Mem¬ 
ber. 

The appointment of the Chairman of 
the Board of Governors of IIT-Kharag 
pu r has been Questioned on the .ground 
that he heads on Inductrial concern 
and does not posses any technical 
knowledge. There is neither a legal 
requirment nor has it been the prac¬ 
tice that only persons possessing tech¬ 
nical Qualifications should 8e appoint¬ 
ed as Chairmen of the Boards of Gov¬ 
ernors of IITs. The practice so far has 
been that a person of eminence con¬ 
nected with industry or education or 
scirr.ee/technology, is appointed in this 
capacity by the Visitor. Among the in¬ 
dustrialists, mention may be made of 
Shri Kastur Bhai Lai Bhai who was 
Chairman of the Board of Governors 
of IIT, Bombay from 1953 to 1965, his 
suceessor, the late Shri G. L. Mehta, 
who was Chairman from 1965 to 1971; 
Shri Padampat Singhania, who was 
Chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the IIT, Kanpur from 1965 to 1971. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
We have removed him. This man, 
Mr. Haksar, is a tobacco dealer. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is also a very 
long statement, about 8 pages as. I 
see it. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I beg to 
lay- it on the Table. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): No, 
Sir. There are serious, allegations and 
charges. He is not prepared to meet 
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any of these charges. I have so many 
documents with me and I want to 
hear it. 

SHRI JYOTISMOY BOSU (Dimand 
Harbour): He is a tobacconist to use 
a civilised ward. He need not become- 
chief of the IIT. 

MR. SPEAKER; You are all speaking' 
simultaneously. Do not speak simul- 
tanously. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The statute 
has been violated. A serious situation 
tion has been created. A crisis has- 
been created. 

MR. SPEAKER: In deference to 
your wishes, because you were not 
satisfied with the statement as shown 
to me, I asked him to make a more 
comprehensive statement so that the 
matter could be cleared. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: May I 
have your guidance.... 

MR. SPEAKER: No question of 
guidance. Let me finish my observa¬ 
tion. I am not allowing you. This ia 
a very bed habit. 

He has come in deference to your 
wishes as conveyed through me be-- 
cause you were not sitisfied with th* 
statement. Yow wrote to me. He has. 
got a very long statement. It is much 
better he lays it on the Table. You 
read it at leisure and later on you 
can rise this point. I will not object 
to it. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE. 
(Gwalior): He should have come' 
earlier. There is no time for a discu¬ 
ssion now. , 

MR SPEAKER: That was why I had 
to give this introduction, because the- . 
Minister brought the statement as hia: 
main speach in the debate. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipur) 
Why has he brought a statement on a 
controversial mater on the last day?." 
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MR. SPEAKER: It went to him 

only-yesterday. Prof Samar Guha 

wrote to me that he was not satisfied. 
I conveyed that to him yesterday. 
That is the reason why he has come 
today with the statement, 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I have ex¬ 
plained everything. 

MR. SPEAKER: I would advise you 
this. Let it be laid on the Table. Other¬ 
wise it is your pleasure; I can ask him 
to read it. 

SHRI' INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will it 
be made available? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I have so 
many documents with to substantiate 
the serious charges. In the appoint¬ 
ment of the personal adviser, the sta¬ 
tute has been violated. The Visitor has 
refused to accept the appointment of 
the personal adviser. 

Recently another thing happened. 
As Chairman he asked the present 
Director to give up his job. He appoin¬ 
ted another temporary incumbent 
there. So many irregularities are be¬ 
ing committed by that gentleman.

You know I took up the matter of 
Delhi IIT. I succeeded in doing a little 
bit to that institution. Here I have so 
many charges. What am I to do? This 
is the last day. • 

MR. 'SPEAKER: Instead of his read¬ 
ing this long statement and your listen¬ 
ing to it, I advise that he lays it on the 
Table. You read it. After that, we 
can proceed further. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Today. 

MR. SPEAKER: Not today. Today is 
non-official day. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: We 

only want an assurance from the hon. 
Minister, if it is not in the statement, 
that this gentleman who is only a 
commercial -executive working for a 
British monopoly concern would be 
removed and a proper academician 
installed. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The 
question was raised by Shri Samar 
Guha and supported by others on that 
particular day. In an institution like 
the IIT, we should have a luminary 
in education as Chairman. Mr. Haksar 
has no knowledge in this respect, he 
is not an academician or technical 
expert. He was merely concerned 
with the Indian Tobacco Company .. 

MR. SPEAKER: I thought that you 
were On the question of same proce¬ 
dure. The point now is whether it 
should be laid on the Table of the 
House or whether it should be read. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: This man 
has been appointed as' a Personnel 
Adviser. It is an illegal appointment 
and it will continue. He is creating 
all kinds of troubles. The Chairman 
without the sanction of the President 
who is the visitor as enjoined upon 
him by the statute has appointed a 
senior professor ! .. 

( Interruptions ) 

MR. SPEAKER; I do not allow a 
debate On this. The hon. Minister can 
lay it on the Table of the House. I 
am sorry I touched the subject, and 
the Members started speaking on it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: On a 
point of order. The direction came 
from the Chair, if I remember, abotot 
20 or 25 days ago to get information 
from Kharagpur. The Hon. Educa¬ 
tion Minister should not, under any 
circumstances, have taken more than 
seven days. I want to ask the hon. 
Education Minister, for whom I have 
great regard; why is it that he has 
chosen to come before the House on 
the last day.

Statement 

On 18th April, 1974, the hon. Shri 
'Samar Guha made a statement in the

Kharagpur. The points raised by him 
Were more or less the same which had 
been dealt with by me on 11 April 
1974 and in reply to Unstarred 
Question No. 7602 on 22 April, 1974. 
On the same day i.e. 18-4-1974 he 
addressed a letter to the Deputy 
speaker, copy of which has been sent 
to me, listing the allegations that he 
had made earlier as also some new 
allegations. Yesterday, i.e. 9 May 1974, 
I received a copy of a letter of the 
same date addressed by him to you, 
(Sir, in which he sought clarification 
from me on some of the points raised 
by him. I will attempt to deal with 
the main points raised by the hon. 
Member. 


The appointment of the Chairman 
of the Board of Governors of IIT- 
Kharagpur hag been questioned on 
the ground that he heads an Industrial 
concern and does not possess any 
technical knowledge. There is neither 
a legal requirement nor has it been 
the practice that only persons posses¬ 
sing technical qualifications should be 
appointed as Chairmen of the Board 
of Governors of IITs. The practice 
so far has been that a person of emi¬ 
nence connected with industry or edu¬ 
cation or • science/technology, is 
appointed in this capacity by* the 
Visitor. Among the industrialists, 
mentioned may be made of Shri Kas- 
tur Bhai Lai Bhai who was Chairman 
of the'Board of Governors of the IIT, 
Bombay from 1958 to 1965, his succes¬ 
sor, the late Shri G. L. Mehta, who 
was Chairman from 1965 to 1971; 
Shri Padampat Singhania, who was 
Chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the IIT, Kanpur from 1965 to 1971, 
Even the predecessor of the present 
Chairman of the Board of Governors 
of IIT, Kharagpur was a eminent in¬ 
dustrialist, Shri Bi-en Mukherjee. 
There is thus no impropriety in ap¬ 
pointing the present incumbent to 
the office of the Chairman, Board of 
Governors. 
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An allegation has been made that 
the Chairman is planning to drive 
out present Director. This is entirely 
untrue. In fact, the Chairman had 
asked me whether. I could recommend 
to the Visitor that the term of ap¬ 
pointment of the present Director, 
which ends in June, 1974, be extend- 
, ed by about one year until the Dire¬ 
ctor attained the age of 55 years, the 
maximum age limit permissible under 
the rules. The Government were 
unable to accept this view because it 
was felt that as in the case of the 
Vice-Chancellors of Central Univer¬ 
sities, the term of appointment of the 
Director should be for a period of 
five years. The present Director had 
already served for ten years (from 
1959 to 1969) as the Director of IIT, 
Bombay and completes his five-year 
term as Director, IIT-Kharagpur in 
•June, l 974 : The Directors of the IITs 
of Delhi, Madras and Bombay have 
all been appointed on a five-year 
contract, as is the case with the pre¬ 
sent Director of IIT, Kharagpur; In 
fact, the Visitor has been pleased to 
approve of the appointment of the 
successor of the present Director also 

for a term of five years. 

< 

The present Director had applied 
for terminal leavel till the expiry of 
his period of contract. .The leave was 
granted by the- Board of Governors 
and <lhe Visitor had approved the ap¬ 
pointment of one of the senior most 
Professors as acting Director. Subse¬ 
quently the present Director decided 
not to avail of the leave. He can, 
therefore continue until the expiry of 
the period of his contract. 

It has been suggested that the 
present Chairman wanted to oust the 
Registrar, Shri D. C. Bhattacharya. 
This again is far from the truth. 
According to the information suppli¬ 
ed to me by the Director, the 
Registrar applied for the post of Chief 
Administrative Officer, in the Indian 
Institute of Management, Calcutta 
and was selected for the same Al¬ 
though the Director said that it 
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could not be in the interest of the 
Institute that Shri D. C. Bhattacharya 
be permitted to. leave, the Chairman, 
stated that he was not against mobi¬ 
lity in principle but that he would 
not agree. to Shri D. C. Bhattacharya 
leaving his post without the 
concurrence of the Director and that 
it was essential to ensure proper suc¬ 
cession at HT-Kharagpur. The flnaL 
view taken by the Director was that 
he would not like to stand in the 
way of Shri D. C. Bhattacharya join¬ 
ing the Indian Institute of Manage¬ 
ment, if appointed. Shri Bhatta¬ 
charya wanted to move to the Indian. 
Institute of Management in his own 
interest and there was no attempt on 
the part of the Chairman of tfie 
Board of Governors to oust him from. 
IIT Kharagpur. 


Exception has been taken to the 
part played by Shri D. P. Barua a 
Senior executive in the I.T.C. He was 
asked to assist the Director in locat¬ 
ing a suitable Registrar. The Director 
has forwarded to me excerpts from a 
letter written by the Chairman to him 
dated 18th August, 1973, which is as 
follows:— 


“I believe that administration is 
one of the areas which should 
be really strong. To this end, 
apart, from advertising, I 
would be obliged if you. 
would also correspond with my 
colleagues, Shri A. Basu and 
and D. P. Barua c|o I.T.C. Cal¬ 
cutta, to assist you in deve¬ 
loping the profile, locating in¬ 
dividuals and then selecting 
somebody really suitable for 
the job. I think the pereon 
concerned should preferably 
have an Accounting background 
with previous experience in an. 
educational institution and a 
personality that will be accep¬ 
table to all in the organisa- 
: tion."

Tike need for this procedure had id- 
sen because the Director in his letter 
of 27 June 1973 to the Chairman of 
the Board of Governors had express¬ 
ed serious doubts about the suitabi¬ 
lity of the Deputy Registrar (Finance 
and Administration) to succeed to 
the post of Registrar because his ex¬ 
perience has been by and large in 
Finance and accounts. This view was 
accepted by the Chairman who stat¬ 
ed in his letter to the Director dated 
7 December 1973 that it was necessary 
to find someone with wider experi¬ 
ence to take up the post of Registrar 
on a substantive basis. Earlier the 
Chairman had felt that the Dy. Regis¬ 
trar might be competent to take up 
the post of the Registrar. It seems 
that a change in his views was large¬ 
ly because of the opinion expressed 
by the Director as also his own 
experience, of the functioning of the 
Institute. 

Another matter which has been 
raised concerns the appointment of a 
Personnel Adviser. Although I had 
dealt with this matter on two earlier 
occasions, I find that the Hon’ble 
Member wishes to seek further clari¬ 
fication from me. I shall therefore 
take the liberty of explaining the 
position at some length. 

In. many IITs matters connected 
with ‘karamacharis’ have led to seri¬ 
ous difficulties. There is the question 
of the temporary employees and their 
demand for absorption on a perma¬ 
nent basis, question of the determina¬ 
tion of Seniority, categorisation of 
posts, rules of promotion, the question 
of mess employees, etc. Delay in tak¬ 
ing decisions on these matters accen¬ 
tuates unrest among the ‘karamacha¬ 
ris'. Someone, therefore, has to de¬ 
vote a great deal of time to the 
solution of these problems. If the 
Director or any of the senior academics 
is entrusted with this responsibility, 
then they would have little time left 
for providing academic guidance or 
far discharging their academic res¬ 
ponsibilities. The Registrar too has 


responsibilities which are partly 
Statutory and partly administrative. 
He cannot possibly be expected to 
devote his exclusive attention to. the 
sorting out of the problems of the 
karamcharis’. It was, therefore, felt 
that someone who- possessed suitable 
academic qualifications and who had 
extensive experience of dealing with 
personnel matters should be appoint¬ 
ed as Personnel Adviser to sort out 
urgently the problems relating to 
the ‘karamcharies’. The Board of 
Governors selected Dr. A. M. sharma 
for appointment as Personnel Adviser 
on a contract for 5 years subject to 
the approved of the Visitor. Dr. 
Sharma is an M.A. in Economics from 
Delhi University and a Ph. D. in So¬ 
ciology from Bombay University. He 
served for about 25 years under the 
Government as well as business firms 
dealing with problems of labour and 
personnel. He has not yet attained 
the age of 60 years. In view of the 
urgency of dealing with the labour 
problems Dr. Sharma was asked to 
start work and he has already 
succeeded in negotiating agreements 
with the Unions of ‘Karamacharis'. 
However, as I have stated earlier in 
the House, the'appointment will hold 
good only if the approval of the visitor 
in forthcoming. 

Regarding the allegation of the 
Chairman serving “hot drinks” to 
students, I had said in the House on 
11 April 1974 that I got in touch with 
the Chairman of the Board of Gover¬ 
nors and I took the liberty of reading 
what he had written to me in this 
connection. I quoted the following 
portion from the letter of the Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Governors:— 

• 

“In -so far as the question of 
entertaining students is con¬ 
cerned, this is absolutely incor- 
ect and there is no grain of 
truth in it whatsoever. The 
students do certainly come and 
see me but never have they 
been offered any drinks other 
than soft cold drinks".

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It appears that this statement of 
mines escaped Shri Guha’s attention 
and he repeated the allegation on 18 
April 1974. 

Shri Guha has referred to a letter 
from the Director to me. The letter 
mainly demonstrates the difference of 
opinion between him and the Chair¬ 
man and on these matters it would be 
more proper for the new Director to 
take suitable measures. I would how¬ 
ever like to mention a few points 
raised in that letter. 

Regarding the prevention of ragg¬ 
ing, the Chairman has expressed the 
view that the punishment for exces¬ 
sive ragging should not be such as to 
ruin the career of the students. One 
may not agree with this view but it 
would be incorrect to say that Chair¬ 
man hag thereby encouraged ragging 
of an undesirable nature. The Direc¬ 
tor has also objected to the Heads of 
the Departments and other Faculty 
Members directly meeting the Chair¬ 
man, without proceeding through the 
Director. I am of the view that this 
cannot be accepted in an academic 
institution. Faculty ^lembers should 
be free to approach the Chairman or 
any other person and there should be 
no restriction on their academic free¬ 
dom. The Director has also made a 
mention of financial irregularities 
allegedly to have been noticed in the 
accounts of the Students Gymkhana. 
The Board of Governnors examined 
this question and took a decision 
However, on this matter a further 
report has been called for from the 
Institute. If it is felt that there 
should be a more detailed investiga¬ 
tion into the allegations of financial 
irregularities, I would be willing to 
take appropriate action. Earlier, 
allegations of irregularity have been 
made against the present Director 
himself. These will also be looked 
into. 

Shri Guha has also drawn attention 
to a confidential letter dated 19 
April 1974 sent to the Members of the 


Senate by the Director. As certain 
allegations have been made in this 
letters, I do not think it proper to 
make any comments until the views 
of the Senate are before me 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The whole 
matter can be enquired into. Let 
there be an enquiry committee. You 
should give a direction that there 
should be an enquiry committtee 
with competent technologists from 
anywhere in India to go into the 
whole affairs of this I.I.T. Dr. Sathna 
can do it, I have no objection.

STATEMENT RE. REPORTED SALT? 

CRISIS IN WEST BENGAL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVE¬ 
LOPMENT (SHRI M. B. RANA): 1 
lay a statement regarding the repor¬ 
ted salt crisis in West Bengal, on the 
Table of the House. 

Statement 

During the discussions Shri Samar 
Guha has stated that the price of salt 
has g° ne U P In West Bengal by 10 to 
15 times and that it is being sold at 
the rate Rs. 2 to Rs. 3 per kg. in ru¬ 
ral areas. 

The retail price of salt in West Ben¬ 
gal was between 23 to 37 paise per, 
kg. In November, 1973 whereas 1“ 
February, 1974 it wa s 25 to 42 paise 
per kg., The whole sale price for a 
bag of salt (one quintal) in West 
Bengal in November, 1973 was between 
Rs. 16.75 to Rs. 24.38 per quintal, while 
in February, 1974 it was between R»< 
20.17 to Rs. 33.50 per quintal. There 
has thus been a n increase in price 
which is largely due to the fact that 
the State nominees have not lifted the 
full quota of 22,000 tonnes per month. 
Against the requirement of 77,000 
tonnes from January, 1974 to 15th 
February, 1974, the actual lifting of 
salt has been abouf 62,000 tonnes only. 
Some increase in price is also due to 
the fact that the bunker surcharge has 
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been increased by the Coastal Confe¬ 
rence from its. 6.30 prior to December. 
1973 to the existing level of Rs. 27.15 
per twine. 

In March, 1974, on the request of the 
West Bengal Government 5.000 tonnes 
of salt have been released from the 
reserve stock of 25,000 tonnes in 
Salkia Salt 'Golhas to maintain the 
price level. Again in April—May, 
1974, 5,000 tonnes more have been 
released exclusively for West Bengal. 

We have also taken up with the 
Ministry of Transport and Shipping, 
the question of reducing the bunker 
surcharge to the original level.. We 
have requested the State Governments 
to direct their nominees to lift their 
quotas in full.' The Railways have 
also been requested to move 4 rakes 
of salt on a priority basis from Kandla 
to Calcutta. Under the existing Zonal 
Scheme, the requirements of West 
Bengal are met by set from West 
coast and Tulicorina parts. A com¬ 
mittee has been appointed to review 
the Zonal Scheme in order to im¬ 
prove the distribution and price of 
salt in all the North Eastern States 
including West Bengal. 

The member has also referred to the 
difficulty in unloading of salt from 
the ships that are waiting at the 
Calcutta port. This is, a matter which 
is the concern of Ministry of Trans¬ 
port and Shipping who are being re¬ 
quested to attend to this on an urgent 
basis. It is however reported that 
out of the four ships that were to be 
unloaded in the middle of April 1974, 
three ships have been unloaded and 
the unloading of the fourth ships was 
delayed as it caught Are. In any case 
we have not allowed problems con¬ 
nected with unloading to obstruct the 
availability of salt. The release of 
5,000 tonnes of salt in April—May 3974 
was aimed at greater availability. 


The reserves will be replenished when 
salt is unloaded. 

» 

As regards the possibility of deve¬ 
lopment of salt in Contai coastal belt 
area, the West Bengal ‘Government 
have Tepogted that the total available 
salt land fully developed for salt pro¬ 
duction is hardly adequate to meet 
the requirements of the proposed soda 
ash and caustic soda plant at Haldia. 
The clenatic condition in Orissa is 
not very favourable for production of 
salt. In case the State Governments 
come up with proposals fo- setting up 
salt works, such proposal will receive

“That the leave be granted to 
introduce a Bill to consolidate 
and amend the law relating to 
customs duties.” 

The motion was adopted. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I introduce* 
the Bill.

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE 

Detention of Shri Gadadhar Saha 
at Nalhati Police Station 

SOME HON. MEMBERS Rose— 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
may call Shri Ggdadhar Saha. 


'■‘Introduced with the recommendation of the President 
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MR. SPEAKER: Have some pati¬ 
ence. Why can’t you wait for your 
turn? He can explain it himself; he 
does not need supporters. He is very 
much there. I am allowing him to 
raise it, under 377. 

SHRI GADADHAR SAHA (Bir- 
bhum): Sir, under rule 222|223 I had 
given notice for seeking your consent 
to raise a vital question involving a 
breach of privilege of a member as well 
as of the House against the Officer in¬ 
charge of Nalhati Police Station (West 
Bengal) for illegal detention of a 
Member of Parliament for hourg to¬ 
gether in the police lock-up despite the 
disclosure of my identity as the 
Member of Parliament. In spite of the 
fact that I showed my Identity Card, I 
was illegally detained. But, Sir, you 
did not admit it under rule 222/223. 
Now, you have allowed me to raise 
it under Rule 377. So, I* raise it under 
Rule 377. I do not &now the reason 
why you have not allowed it under 
rule 222|223. 


MR. SPEAKER: When the infor¬ 
mation comes, I will examine it. If 
it is a breach of privilege, I will 
allow it. 

SHRI GADADHAR SAHA: Sir, the 
• the facts of the case are as folows:— 

On 4-5-74, you read out the follow¬ 
ing wireless message dated 3-5-74 from 
the Superintendent of Police, Birbhum 
(West Bengal):— 

“In the early hours (at about 
*03.00 hours) of 3rd May, 1974, the 
Officer incharge, Nalhati Police Sta¬ 
tion went to a place in Nalhati 
Police Station area for arresting 
some persons under Section 151 
Cr. P. C. Seven persons were found 
at that place. A few of those, persons 
did not disclose their identity at that 
time. Therefore, all of them were 
brought to Nalhati Police Station for 
interrogation and for establishing 


their identity. At Nalhati Police 
Station, “It was discovered, that (me 
of the persons was Shri Gadadhar 
Saha, Member, Lok Sabha. Shri 
Saha was released on personal 
recognition at 07.00 hours on 3rd 
May, 1974.” 

This is the message from the Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, Birbhum, to you. 

Rule 229 makes it absolutely man¬ 
datory for the following:— 

Intimation to Speaker by Magistrate 
of arrest, detention, etc. of a Member. 
Rule 229 reads: 

“When a member ig arrested or a 
criminal charge or for a criminal 
offence or is sentenced to imprison¬ 
ment by a court or is detained 
under an executive order, the com¬ 
mitting judge, magistrate or execu¬ 
tive authority as the case may be, 
shall immediately intimate such fact 
to the Speaker indicating the reasons 
for the arrest, detention or convic¬ 
tion, as the mase may be, as also 
the place of detention or imprison¬ 
ment of tlje member in the 
appropriate form set out in the 
Third Schedule.” 

You will see that he had not at all 
complied * with the requirements of 
rules. 

Further more, what is even more 
serious is that I was arrested in the 
early morning at 0.30 hour s on 3rd 
May, 1974, by the Officer-in-charge of 
Nalhati Police Station, while I was 
proceeding to Delhi to attend the Lok 
Sabha. I was taken to the Nalhati 
Police Station in a police van along 
with several persons for interrogation. 
In spite of the fact that I had 
showed my identity card then and 
there they did not take any notice of 
it. On the contrary, they seized my 
identity card, Lok Sabha diary, the 
ether important Parliamentary docu¬ 
ments and my other belongings like 
watch, pen, etc. They detained me in 
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[Shri Gadhadar Saha] 

the police lock-up for hour s together. 
After keeping me in illegal detention 
they released me at 12.30 hrs. on 3rd 
May, 1974." I should say that there 
was no warrant against me, no 
injunction under section 144. I appeal 
to you and through you to all the hon. 
members of this House to consider 
whether it was reasonable on their 
part to have detained a member like 
this seizing his identity card and other 
belongings I appeal to you, Sir. to 
send the matter to the Privileges 
Committee. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Habour): If you read the mes¬ 
sage, if you read the proforma given 
under Schedule III, you will find that 
it is a gross violation of the privilege. 
It is obvious that they wanted to hide 
certain things. They had deliberately 
done something wrong which they 
wanted to conceal from hon. Speaker. 
That is why they have sent you a gar¬ 
bled version, a concoction. What also 
you want, Sir, for breach of privilege 
than this? It is a fit case of breach 
of privilege. It should.be sent to the 
Privileges Committee and suitable 
punishment should be, awarded to 
those officials. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
The person sending the intimation has 
said that the member was released on 
personal recognition at 12.30 hrs. or 
so. I want to know why it could not 
be done earlier, at 3 o’clock in the 
morning. What were the causes for 
the delay in personal recognition?

MR. SPEAKER: I have already said 
that it has come under 377.. It will 
be given the treatment due to the pri¬ 
vilege At the beginning itself I made 
it clear as to how it came under 377. 
Two points are very important. 

I shall have to see the points raised 
by Shri Bosu to see what is the scope 
and content of the information that 
is required to be sent to the Speaker. 
When a magistrate or and officer for¬ 
wards this intimation to me, he does ' 
it within a reasonable time. This 
point was raised earlier also in this 
House and we had some procedures 
set down. Normally what happens is 
that in many cases, the officer sends 
immediately the telegram but the de¬ 
tails come by letter. Under the law. 
they always mention under what sec¬ 
tion and under what breach of law etc. 
a Member is arrested. In this case 
after ascertaining the facts I shall 
have to examine it and shall come 
before the House again. 

* 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: He was 
coming to Delhi to attend the session. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have made the ob¬ 
servation already. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; This 
should be sent to the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee because it can examine in evi¬ 
dence many things. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please sit down. I 
have to satisfy myself first. The other 
thing Is that tills is not connected with 
Parliament. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): May I submit my point? 
A report has to he called for from the 
State Government; that fs something 
different. When a Viember categori¬ 
cally makes a statement from the 
other side, that must be referred to 
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the Privileges Committee because the 
House is bound to go by the statement 
which the hon. Member has made. 

MR. SPEAKER: I think we bad 
some procedure set for it. I shall 
look inta it if tliat is the procedure. 
Then, I shall straightway send it to 
the Privilege Committee. There is 
no question of any controversy over 
it. 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE (Cal¬ 
cutta-North East); This being ihe last 
day of tjie session and the fact being 
very clear that the Member himself 
had made a statement which, you and 
I, have heard, at least in the course of 
the day, you would look into the 
matter and tell something in the 
House. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have to get infor¬ 
mation from the other side. I shall 
send it along with that information. 
We have been following this proce¬ 
dure. We will have to get the com¬ 
ments from the other side. I want to 
tell you that this is a matter which 
has been raised by Shri Bosu. I am 
examining it independently of the 
first one. This is much more impor¬ 
tant for me. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): According to information 
that has been received by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, without any charge- 
sheet, a Member of Parliament was 
kept in detention, according to the 
police for four hours. Then, he was 
released not on personal grounds but 
they were satisfied with his identity. 
To find out his identity of a person, 
it took them about four hours. 

13 hrs. 

Now the hon. member says that he 
was detained for 12 hours. Therefore, 
the discrepancy is whether it is 4 or 
12 hours. But so far as the question 
of breach of privilege is concerned, 
there is no dispute. Whether it is 4 
hours or. 12 hours, it does not matter. 
The question is whether he was kept 
in detention^ although they were aware 
of his identity, Is it believable that for 


4 hours they could not find out a per¬ 
son’s identity when in this case he was 
having his Parliament identity card. 
Could it be believed that it was not 
produced till after 4 hours? On their 
own statement, he wag detained for 4 
hours. Therefore, it should go to- the 
Privileges Committee. 

MR. SPEAKER: I will act according 
to the procedure. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: There is 
a gross contradiction in the observa¬ 
tion you have made. 

MR. SPEAKER: I will see what we 
did in the past and act according to 
that procedure. The procedure fol¬ 
lowed in the past will automatically 
be followed in this case. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: O n 22 
December, a similar case came before 
the House. The hon. Deputy-Speaker 
was in the Chair. He made the 
observation that the House should not 
go to th e extent of examining evi¬ 
dence. 

MR. SPEAKER: I will see what ob¬ 
servation he had made. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Without 
going into the merits and demerits 
which the House is not competent to 
do, it should be sent to the Privileges 
Committee which should be asked to 
look into it. 

MR. SPEAKER: We will art 

according to the procedure. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
The facts of the case show that it is a 
cleat case of breach of privilege, under 
rule 222. He had been detained in 
spite of the fact that he had an iden- „ 
tity card. He said be was a member 
of the Lok Sabha. So there was no 
question of not identifying nim. 
Secondly, he had been treated a 3 ' a 
ordinary 1 criminal indulging in an anti¬ 
social activity. His watch was taken 
away from him. I expect this Gov¬ 
ernment to treat Opposition members 
at least better than ordinary crimi¬ 
nals. 
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[Shri S. M. Banerjee] 

Hig identity card was also taken 
away by the police before sending him 
to the lock-up. I would beg of you 
uphold the banner of parliamentary 
dignity of which you are the custo¬ 
dian, and send this matter to the Pri¬ 
vileges Committee without waiting for 
a concocted report from the State 
Government.

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD 
(Bhagalpur): The matter is very 
simple. When the member himself 
makes the statement that his pass was 
taken away and he was illegally 
detained for four hours when he was 
coming to attend Parliament session, 
it is a clear case of privilege. What 
will the procedure you are suggesting 
amount to? The letter will go to the 
State Government which will send it 
to the Chief Minister, who will send 
it to the IG who vlill pass it on to the 
SP, that is to the same police station. 
He will give his version. Which 
version do you take? Is it suggested 
that his version will be judged against 
the version of the hon. "member? 

I would request you, this being a 
clear case of breach of privilege, to 
refer it to the Committee of Privileges. 
Let the facts be ascertained. Let the 
other side give its version. It is a 
very serious case. It is very strange 
that the police officer should, in spite 
of the identity being disclosed to him. 
have* taken him into custody without 
no warrant, with nothing against him. 
Why wag he taken away in that fas¬ 
hion? Therefore, it is a straight case 
of privilege. 


Let it go to the Committee. After 
that, let them give their version and 
say that the member was wrong. 


SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How- 
rah): I fully support what has been 
said just now. 

MR. SPEAKER: I also quite appre¬ 
ciate your observation. In this case 
what I said was that I would treat it 
as a privilege motioij, I make it clear 
that it is by mistake that it has come 
under Rule 377. In the very first ob¬ 
servation I made before Mr. Saha got 
up, I made my observations. So far 
as the identity or other matters are 
concerned, I think we have lafid down 
this procedure that we shall send it 
straightaway to the Privilege's Com¬ 
mittee. So far as the point raised by 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu is concerned about 
the reasonableness of the time, about 
the contents of the intimation, about 
other things, I am going to examine 
it myself and I am not leaving it to 
the Privileges Committee. 


( Interruptions ) 

I believe what the hon. Member says. 
I want to make it clear again that I 
am not going into the rights or wrongs 
of the matter. I am directly sending 
it to the Committee of Privileges. As 
to the point about the reasonable time 
within which intimations should be 
sent to the Speaker, what should be 
the contents, what are the precedents. 
I am going to examine these points 
myself. The earlier part raised hy 
Mr. Saha will go to the Privileges 
Committee. 

( Interruptions ) 

Some Members are all the time on 
their legs They should have some 
courtesy for others also. They do not 
allow others to speak; they‘do not 
allow even the Speaker to make the 
observations that he wants to make.

(Rajapur): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 

Sir .... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior); I had given an adjourn¬ 
ment motion on this which was rejec¬ 
ted. You kindly include my name. 

MR. DEFUTY-SPEAKERr I don't 
-know. I am going by the order. 


PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Sir, 
the detailed reports have now come 
that 20 detenus who are all railway- 
men’s leaders, including Mr. George 
Fernandes, have undertaken a hunger- 
strike since yesterday. They have 
undertaken this hunger-strike to pro¬ 
test against the ill-treatment that is 
meted out to them By the Jail autho¬ 
rities. They have not been permitted 
to meet their family members. They 
want certain legal assistance. There¬ 
fore, they sought an interview with 
the lawyers. That has also been 
refused. Mr. George Fernandes has 
been kept in a separate barrack and 
he has been completely separated from 
the rest of the detenus who are his 
colleagues on the Action Committee. 

On the top of it, you will be shock¬ 
ed and surprised to know that when 
the detenus undertake hunger-strike, 
they went to inform the Jail autho¬ 
rities that they were undertaking 
hunger-strike. You would be surpris¬ 
ed to know that the jail authorities 
told Mr. George Ferandes and others 
that they would not take an official 
cognizance of their hunge strike, that 
they must inform them about hunger 
strike through lawyers. It is a strange 
thing. " How is it that political 
detenus, trade unionist-detenus, are 
required to inform about hunger strike 
through lawyers? Even if they are to 
inform about the hunger stipke 
through lawyers, the lawyers are not 
permitted to interview them. This is 
a very serious matter and, therefore, 
you must take note of thpt. 

Incidentally I must bring to your 
notice that you had suggested two 
weeks back that if there are atrocities 
on Harijans and Adivasis, ths Home 
Minister.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is a 
separate subject. 

PROF.' MADHU DANDAVATE: Al¬ 
right, Sir; I frill not refer to that. 

I demand that the Home Minister 
must make a statement on the situs- 
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tion arising out of the fast undertaken 
by Shri George Fernandes and his col¬ 
leagues. A notice was given about 
tbi s and I was informed by the Lobby 
Assistant that I had been permitted. 
Therefore, the Home Minister should 
be aware of-the fact that the Speaker 
had admitted this to be raised under 
rule 377. Therefore, Sir, we expect a 
statement from the Home Minister.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): Sir, the posi¬ 
tion was checked up to-day on tele¬ 
phone with D.C., Delhi and the infor¬ 
mation furnished by him is as follows: 

In accordance with the provisions 
of section 5 of MISA the conditions as 
to maintenance, e tc. of detenus will 
be as the appropriate Government 
•may by general order or special order 
specify, in accordance with the rele¬ 
vant order earlier in force in the 
Union Territory of Delhi, detenus 
were to be treated as under-trial pri¬ 
soners. Provisions, of Jail Manual for 
Delhi accordingly were thus applicable 
to them which permitted two inter¬ 
views a. week for an under-trial pri¬ 
soner with friends and relatives. In 
pursuance of these pr&visions Mrs. 
Fernandes met Shri Fernandes in 
Jail soon after his detention and his 
lawyers also met him on more than 
one occasion. On the 8th May, last, 
an order was passed by Delhi Admi¬ 
nistration under the provisions of 
section 5 of MISA that the detaining 
authority would henceforth regulate 
interviews of the detenus, D.C., Delhi, 
in pursuance of this order directed 
that no detenue shall have an inter¬ 
view. Except with his prior permission. 
It was clarified by D.C., Delhi that the 
interviews were not prohibited but only 
prior permission was to be taken. He 
stated that Shri George Fernandes and 
others gave a notice of hunger strike 
yesterday. However, when the posi¬ 
tion was explained to them, they gave 
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it up and they W jMod, last night. 
D.C., Delhi received a letter this 
morning from Shri George Fernanda 
conveying his request for interviews 
with friends and lawyers. D.C., Delhi 
has already communicated in Superin¬ 
tendent, Tihar Jail that Shri George 
Fernandes would be allowed to meet 
Mrs. Fernandes and "four lawyers, ac 
desired by him, this evening at 4-30 
P.M.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I speak 
with a little more knowledge than you 
with regard to the proceeding of this 
House.

RAMAIAH): I am anxious to help 
you. Thirty minutes may be allotted. 
Afterwards; Government business 
may be taken up. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will go 
by the order. But Shri Banerjee is 
very very impatient. *'He is hungry, 
I think. So 1 will take* his first. I 
think it is No. 11 about thin, Indefinite 
strike by Central Government em¬ 
ployees from today in sympathy with 
the Railway workers and to high-light 
their own demands, arrest of some of 
the leaders of the All* India Defence 
Employees Federation loader DIR in 
Bombay. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Yes. You are awar e that yesterday 
w© announced in this House that if 
there is not going to be a negotiated 
settlement after releasing the leaders 
of railway employees, there is bound 
to be a strike throughout the country 
with all the trade unions already 
having' decided to observe a Bharat 
Bandh on 15th. I also say, on behalf 
of the Defence Employees’ Federation, 
being their President, that defence 
employees throughout the country will 
observe a tools down strike on 15th 
may as a protest against the ruthless 
repression of railway employees and 
also detention of thousands of ^%ilway 
workers including their leaders. 

I would like to mention here that 
even when the strike has not started 
at all, in Bombay Yashwant Kohli,

one of the active all-India defence 
employees’ Federation workers was 
arrested under DIR. My information, 
that active workeiu of this Federation 
are going to detained”under DlR indis¬ 
criminately. 1 do not mind detention 
because we are used to it. I would 
request the Home Minister and 
Defence Minister through you not to 
precipitate matters by arresting the 
leaders of the Defence Employees’ 
Federation and other Central Govern¬ 
ment employees who will also start a 
strike, because that will aggravate 
matters and a negotiated settlement 
will be difficult. 

Another suggestion is this. The 
Finance Minister had promised to 
make a statement conveying the deci¬ 
sion on certain recommendations of 
the Pay Commission about house rent 
and CCA before the Parliament session 
ended. But unfortunately, nothing 
has been decided. Even the unanimous 
recommendation of the Pay Commis¬ 
sion has not been implemented. 

I make an appeal to the Prime 
Minister. Let the Prime Minister find 
out a way by releasing the leaders 
and having a negotiated settlement. 
Otherwise, the Defence employees and 
the Central Government employees are 
going to have a complete.Bharat Band 
which w e do not want. We want a 
negotiated settlement. The leaders 
should be* released. The DIR* should 
not be used. All those workers who 
hav e been arrested are being treated 
as criminals. 

Another point. A Harijan worker, 
Mr. Puri, an ordinary class IV railway 
employee of Kanpur has been arrested, 
handcuffed and taken round the 
railway colony. Kiohorilal Puri was 
treated in this manner to terrorise 
Harijan porkers in particular and 
others in general. But hats off to the 
Harijan boy who shouted ‘Railway 
mazdoor zindabad’. But he was para¬ 
ded like that fo r two hours. Is that 
the way to treat Harijan s? I can tell 
you on behalf of the workers of Kan¬ 
pur that they are bitter about the 
whole thing. If they go on preclpating 
matters like this, no amount of

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Sir, I would like to draw 
the attention of the Government to 
the very serious power crisis in West 
Bengal, in Calcutta and the neighbour¬ 
ing areas affecting both industrial 
production as well aa agricultural 
production. Even hospitals, schools, 
colleges and Courts of Law are hot 
properly functioning because of mas¬ 
sive power cuts. People are suffering 
untold miseries due to a whimsical 
system of load shedding which has 
been resorted to by the State Electri¬ 
city Board and the Calcutta Electric 
Supply Corporation. In s°me areas, 
for 14-18 hours in a day, there is no 
power supply affecting even the func¬ 
tioning of the telephone system. 
Nothing is working. 

Sir, so far as the power generation 
at Santaldih i s concerned, it is negli¬ 
gible if not completely nil. The DVC 
power system ao well as power gene¬ 
ration by the State Electricity Board 
have been seriously affected. The 
loss of production has amounted to 
crores of rupees. Even in regard to 
. diversion, what is happening? From 
rural area, power has been diverted 
to the city and th e neighbouring areas. 
But, that is a mere pittance and it 
does not s °l v e the problem. So, it is 
essential that Government should take 
up this matter very very seriously. I 
would request the Government ‘Do 
not allow these things to go on like 
this’. The whole eastern region of 
the country is in tremendous trouble. 
Ther e are bound to be lay offs and 
lock outs. There is bound to be 
legitimate industrial unrest because 
you cannot think that the workers 
will go on suffering after lock outs 
and layoffs for no fault on their part. 

My second point is about the second 
Hooghly bridge. Like other promises, 


this is one of the promises made by 
the Prime Minister during the electf 011 
and after the election. Amazingly, 
from time to time, we find some 
foreign experts coming, some Minister 
from Calcutta coming to Delhi, but, 
nothing is being done. The founda¬ 
tion stone was laid in 1972. Now, we 
are in the middle of 1974, but, nothing 
has been done; not a brick has been 
laid. The foundation work has not 
started. It has become a farce and a 
hoax so far as the people of West 
Bengal are concerned. Sir, when the 
transport problem in Calcutta has be¬ 
come so acute—unless they want that 
Calcutta should die and life in Cal¬ 
cutta should com« to a complete halt 
—it is essential that such an import¬ 
ant project should be taken up imme¬ 
diately. I would request the Govern¬ 
ment that they should take this up 
earnestly instead of playing hoax on 
the people. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, press reports have .been indicating 
that the question of Narmada waters 
is now being sought to be referred 
back to the Tribunal. Sir, as you know 
this particular cfispute has been before 
the Prime Minister for her award, for 
the last nearly two years, but, noth¬ 
ing has happened. Th e Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s award has not yet come. Repea¬ 
tedly, in this House, and outsi&e, we 
have been requesting the Prime 
Minister to give her award, but, so 
far, the award has not come. Now, 
we get the news that the Minister of 
Irrigation and Power io holding dis¬ 
cussions with th6 representatives of 
the Governments of Gujarat and 
Madhya Pradesh. He has had discus¬ 
sions with Mr. Sarin, Adviser to the 
Governor of Gujarat and" h e *has also 
had discussions with Mr. SSthi, the 
Chief Minister of Madhya Pradesh. 1 
would like to know, where exactly the 
matter stands and whether this dis¬ 
pute is now going to be referred back 
to the Tribunal. The point is, we are 
interested in having an immediate 
solution to the problem, this national 
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[Shri P. G. Mavalanker] 
problem. I hope Government will 
expedite it. 

Sir, with your permission, I would 
like to refer to two more points aibout 
Gujarat. Because there is no Assem¬ 
bly and Government... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: No 

Government? There is a Government. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: There 
is no popular Government, I mean. 
The point is, 120o junior engineers or 
supervisors in th e Gujarat PWD have 
been on strike since 15th April. That 
strike has been joined by 357 over¬ 
seers since 3rd May. They have been 
making certain demands. Because of 
the strike various important works in 
drought-affected areas have come to 
a standstill. I hope it will be solved 
soon. 

Finally, there have been continuous 
reports about failure in Tarapore, 
resulting in power cuts. Only yester¬ 
day we had news of a further 15 per 
cent cut in Ahmedabad. These fre¬ 
quent cuts in power supply make it 
impossible for industries to run regu¬ 
larly and efficiently. I hope, these 
points will b e considered. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgrhm): Under rule 377 I 
want to raise a matter, which does 
not dial with law and order but with 
steel production. I find that the 
Minister of Steel and Mines is present 
her e and he should take note of this. 
I have received a telegram which 
reads : 

“Ruling Party plans killing 
leaders of CITU Union, Durgapur 
stop Attempts 'made to murder S. 
Nag of Alloy Steels Works Com¬ 
mittee on 6 th May and Ajit Dey 
staying with Nag Murdered stop 
your immediate intervention 
required." 

This was sent by Jibon Roy. This is 
a very serious matter which requires 
Government’s immediate intervention. 
If this kind of sinister attacks on 
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trade union leaders is not stopped 
forthwith, this will create terrible 
repercussions among the thousands of 
worker of steel plant and affect pro¬ 
duction. Moreover, if this kind of 
gangsterim is allowed, it will destroy 
the trade union rights and the basic 
democratic rights of the people. That 
is why I am raising it under rule 377.

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'MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Urgency 
-lo pass the Constitution (Thirty- 
Fourth Amendment) Bill and victimi¬ 
sation of Bokaro Steel Workers. 

Shri Bhogendra Jha. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): First I would like to mention 
about the Bokaro Steel problem. About 
1500 construction engineers have been 
almost on a strike there for the last 
li months. Fortunately, the "Minister 
of Steel Mines is present here. He 
has been repeatedly been told about 
'the problem of Bokaro Steel Plant 
engineers... 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): 
That hac ibeei\ settled now. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; If you 
have any information, you can give 
.afterwards. Let him raise it. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The 
trouble has spread and other workers 
•engaged in construction work under 
the Hindustan Construction Company 
Ltd. have also gone on some sort of a 
.strike, tool-down strike. That has 
affected the work of construction itself. 

The problem there is that the 
Hindustan Construction Company 
Ltd. takes contracts for construction 
fmt does not do the job itself. It 
appoints another contractor, super¬ 
contractor. That contractor appoints 
another contractor and that contractor 
appoints another contractor who takes 
the work from the workers. There is 
the four-layer contractor system 
there. Apart from the looting of 
public-money, that has affected the 
construction work also. I think, 
something should be done about it. 
When we have got a full-fledged Com¬ 
pany finance by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, what is th e necessity of having 
the four-layer contractor system there. 
Why not the Company itself under the 
job directly? 

Secondly, I would like to mention the 
'Problem with regard to HINDALCO 


about which the hon. Minister had 
written to me that it was going to be 
settled. There, th e Birlas, the man¬ 
agement had declared a lock-out. The 
Chief Minister himself was very 
serious about it. hope, the Minister 
of Steel and Mines is also very serious 
about it. But still I got a letter three 
days ago that the trouble is persisting 
and the trouble has simply engulfed 
the whole industrial area. I think, 
now, the way out is either the man¬ 
agement abided by the wishes of the 
Government or the Governments will 
have the courage to take it over. 

The third thing that I want to raise 
is this. . I think, this should not be 
taken as under Rule 377. Yesterday 
also I raised this question. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: If it is not 
under Rule 377, I cannot allow you. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: With 
regard to the Order Paper, yesterday 
I had raised this matter about the 
Constitution (Thirty-FoUrth Amend¬ 
ment) Bill. The hon. Speaker em¬ 
phasized this point and that was one 
of the reasons that we were ready to 
sit for the whole night so that that is 
not scuttled. I think, even now the 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs will 
agree ip it.^ That should not be left 
out because ’several State land reforms 
measure^ have been invalidated by 
various courts. The Constitution 
(Thirty-Fourth Amendment) Bill was 
on the Order Paper yesterday. So, I 
request that it should be taken up 
today. We forego our right to speak 
on it. 2 hours were allotted for it. 
It can be adopted.in 15 to 20 minutes. 
I think, the Government should do it. 
On t Ine pretext of lack of time, it 
should not be postponed. 

I know that the Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture and others have got a soft cornet 
for the big landlords. Here, it is * 
question of national policy. This is 
not Gnly for just mentioning it I 
should get a reply to it. It should bo 
taken up and adopted today. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; When the 
hon. Member was raising certain mat¬ 
ter about Bokaro Steel Plant, you 
offered to give some information. You, 
might do it now. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): 
So far ag my information goes, the 
disputes that were there from the side 
of the construction engineers were 
amicably settled. X also had an oppor¬ 
tunity of meeting them. The manage¬ 
ment was advised to contact them. As 
a result of series of meetings, the 
problems ther e were settled. 

So far as the point of four-layer 
contractor (system is concerned, I 
entirely agree with the hon. Member 
that the practice of appointing con¬ 
tractors and sub-contractors is not a 
healthy practice. There has to be 
one or two-layer contractor system 
because of inevitability of certain 
technological imbalances and problems. 
We are looking into this problem and 
I hope that it will be possible for us 
to reduce all these layers. The fourth 
layer should, necessarily, be discour¬ 
aged.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: His 

next question was directed to the 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs: 
what is he going to do with the Con¬ 
stitution (Thirty-fourth) Amendment 
Bill which was put in the order paper 
peoterday? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN- 
rARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
EtAMAIAH) : Both th e Constitution 
Amendment Bills wer e put on the 
igenda for 8 th and 9th. In fact, I am 
>bliged to my Party members. Since 
hese Bills require a specific majority, 
;hey were here on the 8 th and 9th. 


As you know, the whole of 9th, till 
the early hours of 10 th, was taken up» 
by the no-confidence motion. Naturally 
I cannot mobilise that majority in a 
short time. So, it is not being taken 
up i n this Session; it is being post¬ 
poned to the next Session. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 
Sir, on a point of order. At the time 
when we were discussing how much, 
time should be allotted to the no- 
confidenc e motion, about 15 hours, 
then it was argued on behalf of the 
Government by the Minister of Par¬ 
liamentary Affairs that the Session 
was not going to be extended, and 
all those motions for extension of the 
Session were negatived with their 
brute majority. They insisted that 
the no-confidence motion should be’ 
completed the sam e d a y. That is why, 
we, against our wishes and in defer¬ 
ence to the wishes of the hon. Minis¬ 
ter and the Prime Minister, sat in the 
night upto 1.30 to finish the no- 
confidence motion. And that was done 
on the clear understanding that the 
Constitutional (Thirty-fourth) Amend¬ 
ment Bill, which deals with land 
reforms, would be taken up and finish¬ 
ed today... But now the Minister says- 
that he cannot mobilise that majority. 
Nobody has gone. The members must 
be sleeping in their houses. I request 
you, Sir, to ascertain how many mem¬ 
bers have gone away. They cannot go 
because trains are not going. Also, 
Sir, they have to draw allowances for * 
three more days. No Congress mem¬ 
ber would leave his three days’ allow¬ 
ances like this. I am sure they are 
here, sleeping in their houses. They 
can be called. W e are prepared to 
sit for two or three hours more, 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 

I shall refer to th e proceedings of the 
8 th May. These two Bills were slated 
for that day. On that day I raised the 
point that there was a Bill pending 
before the House and thin is what the 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs 
said: 

* 

"Nevertheless. I am in the hands 
of the Chair and if the Chair asks 
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me I shall move a million. In view 
of the observations of the C air, 1 
request that further discussion on 
the partially discussed Bills be 
me I shall move a motion. In view 
of the observations of the Chair, I 
postponed until such time that the 
Constitutional Amendments are 
adopted, as put in the Order Paper 
today.” 

On that day’s order paper, these two 
Constitutional Amendment Bills, 
Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth, had 
been put. Then the Speaker said: 

“Does the House agree with the 
request made by Mr. Raghu Ramaiah 
that discussion in respect of items 
Nos. 17 and 19 may be postponed?" 

“Hon. Members: Yes.” 

“Mr. Speaker; So, it is agreed to.” 
Therefore, a request was made to 
the House. It has been accepted that 
further discussion on these two Bills 
will be postponed till the a Constitution 
(Amendment) Bills are passed. Finst 
TShirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth Bills 
should be passed before other business 
i s taken up. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You 
have made that point. 

SHKI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Sir, the 
Parliamentary Affairs Minister has 
committed a serious contempt of the 
House. It is number one. Number 
two is that in Government, we know, 
there are people who are anxious to 
protect the landlords—kulak lobby is 
here—and he is very active. I move 
this motion condemning th e action of 
the Minister for Parliamentary Affairs. 
He has committed a gross contempt of 
th e House and the House should take 
cognisance of it. ( Interruptions ). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Mr. 
Ishaque, you are not helping Shri 
Raghu Ramaiah and you are not also 
helping your own party. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: (Basir- 
hat): Sir, I rise on a point of order. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I shall 
listen to your point of order. If you 
have a point of order, 1 shall hear you 


afterwards—not now. I shall hear you 
later. Why do you want me to shout? 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Yesterday, in the List of Business item 
No. 16 of th e Legislative Business was 
the Bill Constitution (Thirty-Fourth 
Amendment). Bill followed by item 
No. 17, that is, further consideration of 
the Coal mines Bill. Now, 'Sir, this 
was done pursuant to a decision of the 
Business Advisory Committee that 
was approved here, namely, those two 
Bills would be taken up in this 
session. 

But, surprisingly, in the List of 
Business, which jjyas there even yes¬ 
terday, this does not find a place—a 
very important item of legislative 
business namely Constitution (Thirty- 
Fourth Amendment) Bill. In to-day’s 
order paper, it is not there. My point 
is how. after the decision of this House 
and after the time has been allotted 
for the purpose of this Constitution 
Bill by the B.A.C. and approved by 
this House accordingly, the important 
legislative business which appeared in 
the revised list of business' yesterday 
is omitted suddenly from to-day’s 
Order paper without any decision of 
the House and without any Direction 
from the House. This House has not 
taken any decision to delete that from 
that. How can it be ^ done? It is 
deliberate fiddling with'the order of 
business that had been decided by the 
House. Apart from that, as Shri 
Sezhlyan rightly pointed out, this is a 
very specific decision taken by this 
House only on 8th May—day . before 
yesterday. Therefore, this Tampering 
with" the business which has been 
decided by the House is nbl valid. I 
submit that it is not proper. ^ This 
should not be allowed to be done. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; We will 
not allow- any other business. 

MR; DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What is

SHRI SEZHIYAN: We are not 
concerned with the point why he is 
not able to bring forth today the Con¬ 
stitution (Amendment) Bill. j am 
only concerned with the procedure. 
Earlier, in the House a motion has 
been moved by Shri Raghu Ramaiah 
himself.

It can come only after pas¬ 
sing the Constitution (Amendment) 
Bill. That was the decision taken by 
the House, it is not a mere obser¬ 
vation. It ie a motion moved before

Second thing is this. This happen¬ 
ed on the 9th If you take the original 
List of Business circulated on the 9th 
it is stated: 

• ’’Consideration of any item of

The Constitution (Amendment) 
Bills is there. This is a commitment 
made to the House. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We have 
had enough discussion. The point is 
clear. If the House has adopted a 
motion, nobody has the right to go 
behind it or to do otherwise. The 
House itself cannot do it except by a 
motion rescinding its earlier decision. 
But I do not find from these proceed¬ 
ings that anywhere that motion had 
been moved.

SPEAKER: Does the House 
agree with the request made by Mr. 
Raghu Ramaiah that ^discussion in 
respect of Items Nos. 17 and 19 may 
be postponed?

“There is no procedure or any 
rule jbn iL This is an uncertain 
position and you have expressed 
certain views. I tried to see whether

Now, the Speaker himself has said 
‘There is no rule’, no rule relating to 
this particular thing that happened 
in the House on that day. You know 
very well that no motion can be 
moved unless it is under some specific 
rule. I will come to Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Bosu’s motion. Now, therefore, there 
has been no motion formally moved 
because the Speaker himself has said 
clearly ‘There is no rule’ and no, 
motion has been moved under any 
rule. Therefore, I maintain what I 
said that there has been no formal 
motion before the House. But, there 
has been a certain request made by 
the Minister—that is very clear—and 
the request was conveyed to the House 
by the Speaker and it was agreed to 
by the House. I will go to that ex¬ 
tent. I would make a fine distinction 
between a motion, a request and a 
commitment made by the Minister. 

It is the commitment by the Minis¬ 
ter and the House agreed with that. 

SHRf SOMNATJJK CHATTERJEE: 
The House has acted on that request. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, we 
have to distinguish between a motion 
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and a request. Many of U3, under 
certain circumstances, with all since¬ 
rity, with all honesty, do make cer¬ 
tain promises and certain commit¬ 
ments. That is true. We do that. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The 
House has decided. 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It has 
only agreed to. 

I would like to draw your attention 
to Rule 25. I hope you all go along 
with me that it is a request dr a 
cammitment made by the Minister, 
conveyed to the House by the Spea¬ 
ker and agreed to by the House, but’ 
not a motion. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
It is deemed to be a motion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There is 
no rule. I go by the rules. 

(Interruptions) 

I am concerned with the Rules of 
Procedure of the House. I would draw 
the attention of the House to Rule 25 
relating to the arrangement of Busi¬ 
ness and List of Business. Rule 25 
says: 

“On, days allotted for the trans¬ 
action of Government business, such 
business shall have precedence and 
the Secretary-General shall arrange 
that business in such order as the 
Speaker may, after consultation 
with the Leader of the House, deter¬ 
mine”. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: This has 
not been done. 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Under 
this rule, from day to day the busi¬ 
ness of the House is arranged by the 
Secretary-General, under the direc¬ 
tion of the Speaker, who does it after 
consultation with the Leader of the 
House. This is what the rule says. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Before you give your final ruling, 
may I point out that this is with re¬ 
gard to the precedence of Government 


business and not about the order of 
Government business? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: W e are 
talking of Government business. It is 
well known that the business of the 
Government is, from day to day, 
made by the Secretary-General, un¬ 
der the direction of the Speaker, in 
consultation with the Leader of the 
House, who is represented in all these 
deliberations by the Minister of Par¬ 
liamentary Affairs. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Where is the delegation of powers? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
concerned with the procedure. Now, 
even when the Minister has made a 
commitment, even when the Minister 
has made a request to the House and 
made a commitment, if for someother 
reason—and he has given his reason; 
you are free to accept those reasons; 

I am talking of the procedure—if for 
some other reason he finds that it is 
not possible for him to keep up to 
that commitment which he has made, 
—all that he has made clear here— 
then he finds it necessary to go to the 
Speaker and say that “in view of the 
circumstances, we would like the 
order of business for this 'particulaj 
day to be changed”. Now, you may 
take him to task; you may say that 
h c has done it with this motive or 
that motive. You may say that they 
are friends* of the kulaks. You can 
say all that and whatever you say is 
on record. But i am concerned with 
the point of order and the procedure. 
Procedurally I find there is nothing 
irregular in this and there is no vio¬ 
lation of the decision of the House, 
because there was no motion put to 
the House.

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER: j have 
.studied law in my life. All of you 
have made me a good advocate now. 
I advocate for you also, when it is 
necessary. You have all felt some¬ 
how necessary, or you thought it was 
a good thing to elect me to this office. 
As long as I remain in this Chair, 
I have only one client, and that client 
is this House, its Members and all of 
you. When I feel I should advocate 
for this, I shall advocate. When 1 
feel I should not advocate, I shall not 
advocate that. I have only one loyal¬ 
ty, and that is to the House, to the 
rights of this House, to the duties of 
this House, 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
"Firstly, how could the business speci¬ 
fically mentioned in yesterday’s Older 
Paper vanish from today's Order 
Paper? Secondly, I want to know 
whether the wishes of the House ex¬ 
pressed through the means of a request 
or at the instance of a motion have 
got any value or not 1 .' You have to 
-decide that. If the decision of the 
House is taken, it is not an informal 
decision. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: May I 
make a submission? You have come 
-to the conclusion that there was no 
motion. I am inclined to agree with 
you.... 

MR DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am 
happy that you agree with me. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: There are 
two options. Either you adjourn the 
"House for two hours and give the 
"Minister < of Parliamentary Affairs 
time to collect his men—I can assure 
you that they are all here in Delhi— 
and pass the Bill or let the Leader of 
the House, Shrimati Indira Gandhi, 
come here and assure this House that 
even if thit Bill is not passed, there 
will be an Ordinance issued and that 
the wrong done by the courts will be 
rectified. 


MR DEPUTY SPEAKER: That may 
be taken note of. I have given my 
ruling. No more on this. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; Just a clarifica¬ 
tion. He is going to set a very bad 
precedent. This is what the Speaker 
said the other day: 

9 

“Mr. Speaker: There is no rule on 
it. You have expressed a desire. I 
put it before the House and it has 
agreed to it. If you go by the rule, 
there is no rule. I have already 
allowed discussion on the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill. The House 
has given its decision.” 

That means, whatever may be the 
force you attach to a request, unless* 
it is undone, how can he go against 
the decision of the House? 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I must 
say that that day was a very unusual 
day and, without meaning anything, 

I think, we committed a mistake in 
even putting the question to the 
House. I think, it was a genuine mis¬ 
take. According to the rules, a ques¬ 
tion can be put to the House only 
when a motion is moved. I do not 
know how it happened. Anybody who 
sits here is a human being and, under 
the pressure of certain circumstances, 
we say certain things. I do not think 
that we did a correct thing in putting 
it to the House. Also, because there # 
was no motion, there could net be any 
decision taken. 

I have given my ruling; I am not 
changing it. But I would say that the 
ruling I have given i s technically re¬ 
lating only to the procedure. The 
Government is technically right; I am 
also technically right in my interpre¬ 
tation and you all have agreed that my 
interpretation is correct. (Interrup¬ 
tions). Mr. Banerjee has agreed to it; 
he has gone on record. 

Now, I would say this again that all 
of us should treat* this House, because 
it represents the country, with utmost 
respect. Any commitment that we 
make to the House we should try to 
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keep. That is the main thing Apart 
from that, I can say nothing more. It 
is for the Minister and the Govern¬ 
ment to take note of it in view of 
the fears expressed by the Members 
because all these laws are already 
before the courts and they may be 
upset. I think, these fears are very 
genuine. Mr. Banerjee suggested that 
the Government might consider issu¬ 
ing an Ordinance. AH these things 
have gone on record. ( Interruptions ). 
You have made that request. It has 
gone on record, and the Minister and 
the Government will take note of it. 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Some 
landlords from Punjab, Bihar and 
some other States have approached 
him. That is why he is postponing 
it. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, I am gftteful to you 
for having clarified the situation. As 
a matter of fact, we were very anxious 
to have that passed yesterday. In 
fact, I had mobilised the majority for 
that. I had been issuing so many 
whips. That shows our anxiety. Just 
because they brought the no-confi¬ 
dence motion, this Bill could not come 
up. Do not blame me. I am not blam¬ 
ing you either. It is no use blaming 
e§tch other. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Yesterday we 
were prepared to allow the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill to be be passed 
before the no-confidence motion was 
taken up. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Yesterday I had suggested that the 
no-confidence motion be taken up at 
3.00 p.m. and the Constitution (Thirty- 
Fourth) Amendment Bill be passed 
before-that. But it was the Prime 
Minister who said, “No; the no-con¬ 
fidence motion must be taken up just 
now’, ‘immediately’.” 

.SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: He 
is referring to yesterday’s proceedings.

I shall read it out. This was what I 
said: 

“We should certainly welcome if 
the land ceiling Bill, Constitution 
Amendment Bill, could be passed 
and the Opposition cooperate with 
us; it is most welcome and we could 
see that the Bill is passed. If it is 
their desire that the no-confldence 
motion should be taken up today, as 
it should be, we are prepared to 
forego this and naturally it shall 
have to be postponed to the next, 
session.” 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: That was 
a threat. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: There 
was no threat at all. As I said, the* 
primary intention was to pass the 
Bill* But you broug t the no-confl¬ 
dence motion and ten hours had been 
allotted for it. It was a question of 
time. As I said, we were anxious to 
have that Bill passed. The other 
parties also might have mobilised' 
their strength, but not as much as I 
would have done; I was issuing whips 
and I kept on > telephoning every 
member all over* India to get them 
here. Please do not blame us. I do 
not doubt your bona fides. Please do 
not doubt our bona fides also. We are 
anxious to pass this measure, and I 
can assure you—these is no doubt 
whatsoever—that it is our firm inten¬ 
tion to bring it at the next Session. I 
repudiate the charge that there has 
been any kulak influence on us. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Sir, T 
rise on a point of order. There is no- 
quorum in the House. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Please 
sit down. I shall check up.... I have 
checked up. There is quorum in the 
House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: On the 
representation of Mr. Raghu Ramaiah 
the House acted, and now if he does 
not go by that, does it not mean con¬ 
tempt of the House? If you submit & 
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[Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu] 

plaint before a court of law and if it 
is accepted and then if you do not go 
by it, it amounts to contempt. This 
is what I wanted to keep on the 
record. In the next session of course 
we will take charge of thi$ matter; 
it cannot be decided just now. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 

wanted to raise certain matters under 
Rule 377. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): I am glad that Mr. 
Malaviya is here at present. He knows 
about this. This relates to the Indian 
Aluminium Corporation owned by 
Jakey in Asansol. Thi s company was 
given a letter of intent for which 
money was released. Foreign ex¬ 
change wa s released. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
(Calcutta-South): They are thieves. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Dacoits. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: They 
have plundered, misappropriated the 
entire money. Thfe point is this. 
Aluminium is such a scarce material 
that it is very much in short supply 
in the country. This company was 
given a letter of intent for expansion 
of their plant t$ produce aluminium 
5.000 tonnes or something lise that. 
They have not done that. They did 
something under the pretext that they 
are going to establish a plant in 
Orissa. We would have been happy 
if they had done at least that; but 
they have not done that. They have 
taken away some machinery from 
Asansol to their own establishment in 
Calcutta. They have taken recourse 
to serious blackmarketing, extensive 
blackmarketing and very many irre¬ 
gularities have been found. They 
"have been caught red-handed. In 
Midnapore distict two lorry loads of 
ingots were caught Lot of Govern¬ 
ment money is involved in these in¬ 
dustries. They are a bunch of thieves 
as my friend said. On 25th April 
Mr. Pai gave an assurance on the. floor 
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of the House that taking over of the 
aluminium plant at Asansol is being 
seriously considered by the Govern¬ 
ment. Mr. Malaviya has don e some¬ 
thing in the past which has benefited 
the country. So, I would like to 
appeal to him in this regard. Here 
it is a question of survival of 2500 
workers. The country's economic 
growth and production of scarce mate¬ 
rial is there on the other side. I want 
that the House may be assured in the 
matter that this will be taken up im¬ 
mediately and they will try to solve 
the problem without delay. This is 
my point number one. 

Point number two is this. The 
Prime Minister had made a visit to 
Tehran. She had talks there, she 
had met groups of people and also, 
I am told, number of American stal¬ 
warts including Mr. .Kissinger. I 
would like to know about this. I 
have given a notice earlier. No state¬ 
ment has come forward. I shall be 
grateful if you would kindly request 
them to make a statement as to whom 
she met there, what were the talks 
held, things that have been discussed 
and the conclusions arrived at Mr* 
Richard Helmes the CIA Director and 
Ambassador of US Government in 
Tehran had met her before her de¬ 
parture to Iran. This is a very serious 
matter because they are going in a 
big way in allowing the American 
monopolists to come and plunder this 
country. History will repeat itself 
Siraj-ud-Daula to Mossadique, Mossa- 
dique to Allende and Allende to Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi and we don’t know 
how many millions of heads will be 
relied. 

I would like the hon. Prime Minister 
to come before the House and tell us 
what actually she did in Tehran and 
how she is wanting to benefit the 
country. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): I 
am here in this House. I have heard 
what my hon. friend said about JK 
aluminium. The fact is that we are 
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very much concerned. JK Aluminium 
is closed—it i s also a fact. They have 
not stuck to the schedule of expan¬ 
sion. There may be some genuine 
reasons or may not be. The power 
shortage was there. It was a matter 
between West Bengal Government 
an<i J.K. Aluminium to see whether 
they would get adequate power or 
not I am not aware as to why they 
could not get the power. It is a fact 
that the rate of power that was offer¬ 
ed to them was higher tha n what they 
would expect it. In the meantime, 
rapidly, prices of aluminium have in¬ 
creased. Then cam e the question of 
increasing the price of aluminium. I 
am not sure as to what has it to be 
done. The intentio n of the Govern¬ 
ment 13 to see that aluminium pro¬ 
duction starts as quickly as possible. 
There are various proposals before 
Government including the contem¬ 
plated aluminium work belonging to 
JK. In this we have to -sonsult West 
Bengal Government with regard to 
availability of power. If the avail¬ 
ability of power is higher—unfortu¬ 
nately it is inadequate—then the 
matters become comparatively easy 
for us to sort out. So far as avail¬ 
ability of power is concerned. I am 
able to formulate a picture as to 
whether, when we take it over, we 
shall get adequate power. Besides, a 
lot of money is taken as loan from 
the. public institutions. How we 
should take over all the responsibili¬ 
ties. These matters are being sorted 
out. In the meantime there are cer¬ 
tain suggestions made. I discussed 
the matter with my friend Shri Bosu 
and others belonging to his party. I 
am prepared to consider suggestions 
from other parties also as also from 
the other associations—private or pub¬ 
lic—and cooperatives. I am quite pre¬ 
pared to consider the proposal that is 
offered by them.

the Coal Mines (Conservation and 
Development) Bill. I congratulate the 
Minister of Steel and Mines for bring¬ 
ing this Bill before Parliament, which 
is of a progressive nature. 

The idea of abolition of Uhe Coal 
Board and setting up a public sector 
undertaking for performing the duties 
of the Coal Board in a better way is 
quite appreciable. At the same time, 
I would like to warn the Government 
that mostly, whatever has gone into 
the hands of public sector undertakings 
so far have gone into loss because 
the Officers responsible did not dis¬ 
charge their duties in the right manner 
•and have unnecessarily indulged in 
dirty politics and become victims of 
bossi^n. . *

Regarding cess, I would like to say 
that it is o n the higher side. It has 
been increased from Rs. 4 to Rs. 10 
per tonne and it is even more them 
the raising cost of coal. At the most, 
it should have been doubled, by in¬ 
creasing it to Rs. 8 because it would 
not only affect all concerned, but 
would also further raise the living 
cost of ordinary men. Sir, prices 
have already touched their peak. 
As the main aim of the Bill is 
for conservation and development 
of mines and proper working of 
public sector mines, Government 
should also be vigilant and see that 
the liabilities of the Board gone un¬ 
paid amount of Rs. 13.67 crores todav.

Sir, I come to my amendments, Nos ' 
1 , 2 and 3. These amendments are 
for adding and inserting a few words, 
which are proper. These amendments 
should be accepted, as these would 
help in conservation and development 
of coal mines in future as and when 
the necessity arises. 

Sir, before I conclude, I would ear¬ 
nestly request the hon. Minister of 
Steel and Mines, Shri K. D. Malaviya, 
to kindly look towards the welfare of 
the poor miners who TYork under¬ 
ground by risking their lives. Ade¬ 
quate arangements should be made for 
supplying ration to them, by opening 
fair price dhops at the mines. In 
these hard days which we are passing 
through, we should provide them with 
housing, drinking water and hospital 
facilities, so that they can work in a 
better way. 

With these words, I support this 
Bill.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We are

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D.. MALAVIYA): 
Sir, I have gone through very care¬ 
fully the amendments which have 
moved by hon. Members and if I may 
be allowed to say, all these amend¬ 
ments have been taken care of ade¬ 
quately by the* Bill, and therefore, 

I would request the hon. Members not 
to press for their amendments because 

i+ in nnt nwpsflflrv. 
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Sir, only two questions have been 
raised. Both these questions were 
raised by Mr. Somnath Chatterjee. 
He appears to be opposed to the idea 
of abolition of the Coal Board. He 
does not want the Coal Board to be 
abolished. I would earnestly request 
him to reconsider this because we 
cannot accept this proposal. 

Atfter the nationalisation of the coal 
mines, we are quite sure that a sepa¬ 
rate independent Coal. Board is not 
necessary, either for safety measures 
or for the conservation programmes, 
for which the nationalised coalmines 
will have their own organisations. 
All the work, whether of safety in 
coal mines or the problems involved 
in conservation, are being taken care 
of, and will be taken care of by the 
Coal Mining Authority and the BCCL 
and the other proliferated organisa¬ 
tions that we are contemplating in the 
public sector organisation. Therefore, 
it is not needed and I will not say 
more about it. * 

The n he has objected to the word 
“organisation” and wanted that word 
to be deleted. Because, he thinks 
that tine employees of the Coal Board 
might be shunted out here and there, 
according to the whims of the Govern¬ 
ment or the organisations that are 
being contemplated in the public sec¬ 
tor organisation. I would suggest to 
him to look at clause 15, which clearly 
refers to the word “organisation”. If 
you look at the context in which it is 
mentioned, it reads: 

“Notwithstanding anything contai¬ 
ned in any other law for the time 
being i n force or in any contract to 
the contrary, every officer or other 
employee of the Coal Board shall, 
on and from the appointed day, be¬ 
come an officer or other employee, 
as the case may be, of such Govern¬ 
ment company or organisation as 
the Central Government may, in 
writing, specify and shall hold his 
office or service in such Government 
company or organisation, as the case 


conditions and with the same rights 
to pension, gratuity and other 
matters as would have been admis¬ 
sible to him if the Coal Board had 
not been abolished....” 

Hon. Members must be knowing that 
there are about 1,800 people employed 
in the Coal Board. We have made 
provision for a majority of them. Now 
there are only 6.55 who still remain 
and who have to be aranged for. We 
have given them the assurance that 
they will not be. thrown out of Cal¬ 
cutta. We are contemplating some pro¬ 
grammes with regard to conservation 
and safety in coalmines. Some small 
organisations might have to be crea¬ 
ted. We cannot specify them now be¬ 
cause the matter is still under consi¬ 
deration as to luow we shall divide 
the activities of conservation and safe¬ 
ty under the umbrella of the public 
sector organisation. Therefore, it is 
quite possible that some more small 
organisations would be created where 
these 655 people could be absorbed in 
Calcutta. 

Now I have to refer to some points 
raised by Shri Damodar Pandey. He 
wants the excise duty to be increased. 
Government feel that the present rate 
of Rs. 10 adequate because any increa¬ 
se in excise would be added to the 
cost of coal. We know that the pro¬ 
grammes are becoming more and more 
difficult and costly, as we go into-dee¬ 
per mines. 9and^ are also not easy to 
find; it would be more costly to find 
sand from the riverbeds to the coal¬ 
mines with a view to stowing. So far 
as safety in coalmines is concerned, 
various experiments are being tried. 
We have got to make provision within 
this limit of Rs. 10 of course, this Rs. 
10 is not going to be uniform. It all 
depends upon the quality of coal. We 
have made a specific provision for 
levying this excise duty linked up 
with the quality. 

With regard to ration, water and 
amenities to the railway workers, the 
Government stand pledged to them. I 
admit that these arrangements at pre¬ 
sent are not as much satisfactory as 
the hon. Members would like them to 
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It is my intention to devote very 
great attention to this aspect because 
we know that unless we can give ade¬ 
quate water, good food, good living 
conditions, it will not be easy for us 
to produce or increase the produc¬ 
tion of coal. 

There is nothing more that I have to 
say in this connection except all those 
points which have not been covered 
because we are rushing for time. I 
will give due consideration on to all 
the points that have been raised that 
I have not been able to deal with.... 

SHRI DAMODAR PANDEY: What 
about the lease granted by the Bihar 
Government. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: There arc 
some mines still left which are not 
being worked and which are still be¬ 
cause of its remoteness or (because of 
uneconomical nature, are not being 
cared for. I will see to it that the 
State Governments do not give any 
lease or any concession for working 
any such coal mines as are not being 
worked today. There is no other 
point.... 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); I read out to you the re¬ 
ports of the Inspectorate of Mines 
Safety where they have said that the 
Coal* Mines authority are not carry¬ 
ing out their job of stowing properly 
and the arrears are 500 times more 
tha n what was previously. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The safety 
aspect is very much before lihe new 
organisation that has ben created. It 
is also a fact that the stowing expendi¬ 
ture has gone very high because the 
near-about sands has been, explored 
and it is going farther and farther 
away. The price of diesel oil has 
also increased. Therefore, th e stow¬ 
ing expenditure is increasing. It will 
be (me of the foremost duty of the 
newly created organisation to look 
after the safety measures. If we do* 
not do it, the coal mines will collapse.

Sir, I would request the hon. mini¬ 
ster to knidly look at the amendments. 
I do not know whether his attention 
has been drawn to them by this time. 

As the Minister himself admitted, 
the primary purpose of the Bill is to 
see that the safety, conservation and 
development work is dome properly. 
Now, previously—I am not at all par¬ 
ticular about the title of the Bill—the 
wprd “Safety” was in the title of the 
Bill also. But in the pew title, the 
word “Safety” has been dropped. Not 
only from the title, but from the main 
clause the words “the maintenance of 
safety in coal mines” have been drop¬ 
ped. I do not know why. It is just to 
give an impression that the original 
thought is being applied in drafting 
the present legislation that these 
words have been dropped. 

* • My amendment are only to incor¬ 
porate what was there in the previ¬ 
ous Act, to show that one of the main 
functions of this legslation is to achie¬ 
ve safety measures and maintenance 
of safety in coal mines. If you have a 
copy of the old Act in front of you, 
you will see that my amendment Nos. 
4, 5, 6 and 7 are nothing but really 
copied from the old Act. I am only 
saying that what you have unnecessa¬ 
rily omitted may be incorporated, so 
that the real object of the Statute may 
be clear. 

Similarly, $f you see Amendment 
No. ?, you will find that it says that 
the words “and improving its quali¬ 
ties” be added at the end of line 4, 
page. 3. One of the objects or duties 


will be, ‘washing of coal with a view 
to beneflciating and reducing the ash- 
contents of coal’. The previous Act 
also says, “.'.and improving its quali¬ 
ties”. I do not know why the words 
“and improving its qualities” have 
been dropped from the new Bill. One 
of the simple methods of construction 
that are known in law and which 
everybody knows is that if, in a simi¬ 
lar legislation, a change is deliberately 
made, then it will be thought, it will 
be construed, that the Legislature or 
Parliament deliberately wanted a 
changed situation to come about. Is 
it the intention of the hon. Minister or 
of the House that this Act will have 
nothing to do with “the maintenance 
of safety in coalmines”, that this Act 
will have nothing to do with improv¬ 
ing the quality of coal? Therefore, it 
is nothing revolutionary that I am 
suggesting. I am only suggesting to 
you to accept inclusion of these words 
so that the real intention of this Bill 
is achieved, the unnecessary ommis- 
sions made from the previous Act may 
not be introduced in the new Bill. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: There are 
not required. I have read these. The 
1952 Act provides fully for all these 
provisions and safety is one of the 
main objects. We have gone through 
it very carefully. Washing means im¬ 
proving the quality also. What more 
can I say? We have already given 
consideration to all these things. 

SHRI S0MNAT9 CHATTERJEE: 
The old Act says that the Government 
may, for the purposes of maintenance 
of safety in coalmines or conservation 
01 coal or development of coalmines, 
exercise such powers. It is a verbatim 
reproduction of the section of the 
previous Act; after making a verbatim 
reproduction, the only words omitted 
are “maintenance of safety in coal 
mines”. Then what is the object? /Is 
there any rational explanation for 
this? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: If you see 
Clause 11, you will find that it has 
been very elaborately said as to what 
we propose to do with regard to safety. 
Therefore, this is not considered ne¬ 
cessary. 
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ME. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now 1 
shall put the amendments moved by 
Shri Stmmath Chatterjee to the vote 
of the House.

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Kindly sit 
down. I hope you have understood 
what I said. I had said just a little 
while ago, and I am sorry to say this, 
that even the motion that the House 
should go on sitting, as was done yes¬ 
terday, was not correct under these 
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rules, what else do you want? I am 
sorry to say this. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
You have been good enough to refor 
rules 13 and 15. Rule 13 says; 

“The House shall sit on such days 
as the Speaker having regard to the 
state of business of the House, may 
from time to time direct". 

It does not give him absolute power 
Kindly tak e the case where after pro¬ 
rogation the House sits. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Proroga¬ 
tion is different. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The question is after prorogation.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
House has not been prorogued. You 
are arguing from the wrong end. The 
House has not been prorogued yet. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
know. The question is: what is the 
ambit of rule 13? Does it give abso¬ 
lute power to the hon. Speaker to fix 
the days of the ‘sitting of the House 
any day? He cannot choose. He cannot 
because it has to be read with art. 85 
of the Constitution. So far as the first 
sitting t>f the session is concerned, it 
has to be done * aft^ r Parliameht is 
summoned by the President of India 
Therefore, to that extent rule 13 is not 
a supreme rule. It has to be read, 
first, in accordance with the Consti¬ 
tution of India, and second, any deci¬ 
sion of the House itself, which will 
have its own effect. There is nothing 
in the rules which gives the power to 
the hon. Speaker to override the 
decision of the House. Therefore, rule 
13 cannot be given such a wide inter¬ 
pretation which will rob the members 
even of the right to move for exten¬ 
sion of the House. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: There is one 
point. I am quoting from yesterday's 
proceedings. When the matter came 
before the House, Prof. Dandavate 
raised this question: N 
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“Before the Minister of Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs makes his submis¬ 
sion, I Want to raise a procedural* 
point. In terms of rule 13, I want 
to know whether you are entitled to 
permit us to extend the session of‘> 
you are requested to do so”. , 

Mr. Speaker said: 

“1 do not count anywhere; it is 
the House that counts. Ek> not give 
me such vast powers”. 

A formal resolution should be there 
to extend the session. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: My hands 
are not tied. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE; That is the 
interpretation given by the Speaker.. 
(Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am very 
sorry again. The Rule says: that the 
man who sits in this Chair, he is the 
Speaker for all purposes. Whatever 
the Speaker might have said yester¬

KAILAS (Bombay South): The 
Speaker had not accepted it. What 
was the reason for not accepting it? I 
think the same reason which you have 
indicated.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Dr. Kaila s 
please sit down. The Shaker has got 
certain powers; you have got certain 
powers, but, those powers cannot' be 
exercised arbitrarily.

There are rules and standing orders 
regulating the procedure in Parlia¬ 
ment What are these? These are the 
Rules and Directions—standing orders 
will be equivalent to Directions— 
which are under this provision of the 
Constitution. 

Now, I come to your interpretation 
about the second thing which says: 

“In other respects, the powers, 
privileges and immunities of each 
House of Parliament, “and of the 
members and the committees of each 
House of Parliament, and of the 
time to time be defined by Parlia¬ 
ment by law....” 

Your objection is that the Parliament 
has not passed any law. That is what 
you say. Because the Parliament has 
not passed any law ; these Rules and 
Directions stand until the Parliament 
by sqme law changes them. There¬ 
fore, don’t* go into it any mor^. I will 
not hear any mor«? on this.

RE. SUPPLEMENTARY DEMANDS 
FOR GRANTS, PONDICHERRY, 
1973-74 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Shall we 
take up the Private Members’ business 
now? » 

Before we take up the Private Mem¬ 
bers’ business, I have a request from. 
Mr. Sezhiyan. We can do that if the 
House agrees. The pjint is that the 
next itfcm, after the Bill of Mr. Mala- 
viya, is the Gujarat Budget. That we 
are not taking up because there is no 
time. The next Bill is that of Mr. 
Ganesh. That also we are not taking 
up. Mr. Sezhiyan’s item comes later, 
item No 36. He wants to raise some 
points regarding the statement made 
by the Finance Minister on 2nd May, 
1974 o n the cohstitutional position re¬ 
garding the Supplementary Demands 
for Grants for 1973-74 in respect of 
the Union territory of Pondicherry. 

Now, I cannot jump over to this 
item unless the House agrees. 

The point is this. Today is the 
last day and we have been very gene¬ 
rous in allowing many members to 
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raise their points. If the House does 
not have too much of an objection, I 
will give him two or three minutes to 
raise and the matter will be over. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): I s it the hon. Member’s 
intention that it should be taken up 
in the next Session? 

# 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
Yes. Meanwhile, there are seme 
basic points on which I would like to 
have th e decision of the Chair. 

On 23rd April, 1974, I invited the 
attention of the House to the fact that 
the Supplementary Demands L r 
Grants for 1973-74 of th e Union Terri¬ 
tory of Pondicherry, though presented 
to the concerned Legislature on the* 
26th March, 1974, were not passed as 
scheduled the next day; by the time 
item 4 i n which this had been put 
could be taken u.j by the Pondicherry 
Assembly, the Pondicherry Govern¬ 
ment fell. Then I raised this point 
because the Supplementary Demands 
provided for additional funds for the 
schemes for which grants had already 
been made in the annual budget and 
funds for new schemes not contem¬ 
plated in the annual budget. These 
two procedures should have been fina¬ 
lised. The expenditure incurred under 
the Supplementary Demands—those 

expenditure which have already been 
incurred before 31st March—should . 
have been regularised. Otherwise, 
they become null and void, so much 
so they become illegal and unconstitu¬ 
tional. I do not want to go into the 
entire ambit; I want to confine myself 
only to two or three points.... 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: Is 
he? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: No. I just want 
to appeal to him. A similar question 
has been decided earlier by a Com¬ 
mittee of this House and an opinion 
has also been given by the Attorney- 
General—regarding a new scheme 
undertaken by tile Government of 
UP. which was referred to the Public 
Accounts Committee of Parliament itt 
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1958; then agai n in 1964 the question 
was taken up. The Public Accounts 
Committee in their Thirty-Ninth Re¬ 
port have stated: 

“The Attorney General expressed 
his opinion to the effect that there 
was no provision in the Constitu¬ 
tion for the sanctioning or validat¬ 
ing the payment of such items.. • 
The Constitution expressly provides 
by art. 114(3) that ‘no money shall 
be withdrawn from the Consolidated 
Fund except under an appropriation 
made by law’ and that prohibition 
applies equally to articles 115 and 
116." 

Article 115 relates to Supplementary 
Demands. Therefore, his contention 
was that, without an Appropriation 
Bill being passed by the concerned 
Legislature, no amount could be with ¬ 
drawn. He has further said: 

“If, therefore, such items are paid 
out without a previous grant duly 
approved by law, suclf payments are 
illegal and no resolution of the 
House can render it val’d or con¬ 
done the illegality.” 

If any expenditure has been made ■ • 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; What do 
you want me to do? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Certain expendi¬ 
tures which have not been legalised 
hither by the Legislature of Pondi¬ 
cherry or by this Parliament which 
has assumed the powers of the Legis¬ 
lature of Pondicherry, remain illegal 
and unconstitutional. As I have 
pointed out, there are many new 
schemes which have been started, and 
•those new schemes are being continu¬ 
ed without proper sanction. If the 
■basis is illegal, all the expenditures 
that have been incurred on. the new 
schemes become illegal. Therefore, 
illegality continues. I want the ruling 
rof the Chair on the illegality of those 
'expenditures. Today is the last 
available day for any action..... 

. SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: The 
Finance Minister made a statemgpt. 
He is not here now. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: In any 
case, I am concerned with tbe proce¬ 
dures of the House. I am not here to 
rule on legality or illegality. You 
have an opinion. The Finance Minis¬ 
ter has another opinion. There should 
be some other forum to decide whe¬ 
ther it is legal or not. I cannot go 
into this. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Who can go 
into it? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
know. It is upto you.

I was reading this news item, Mr. 
Ahmed saw some justification in-the 
system. It says: 

“While not being oblivious of the 
difficulty, we are thinking whether 
through the public distribution sys¬ 
tem wp shoud coniine the distribution 
say, to industrial areas and Certain 
•number of toWns having a certain 
population and leave the rest to be 
looked after by the normal flow of 
trade.” 

Now, Sir, the Government praises the 
farmers and the agricultural labourers. 
51 per cent of our national income is 
from agriculture. 80 per cent of the 
population live on agriculture. While 
taking care of the urban population he 
has not taken responsibility to give 
food to agricultural labourers and 
small farmers. How can we develop 
village industries and agricultural 
industries in this manner without 
giving sufficient money *for the pur¬ 
pose? Mr. Madhu Limaye was not 
there the other day; he walked out. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: I was lis¬ 
tening to your speech. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: He 
enlightened the House and other public 
outside the House—Policy regarding 
Price and Agricultural production. I 
say there is no policy to fix up the 
price of agricultural produce. There is 
no policy even to manufacture the 
radio, pin or something like that. Evep 
for face powder there is no policy. 
Of course these are not essential to 
the community. There is no policy on- 
agricultural products; there is no gua¬ 
rantee of fertilisers; there is no gua¬ 
rantee for power; there is no guaran¬ 
tee to give the inputs. What are you 
giving to the small farmers? I come 
from a delta area. Ford Foundation 
has given help to us in the area in 
West Gbdavary District. There is an 
intensive agricultural programme from 
1985 to 1990 or 1994. When we come 
to manure we are not getting suffi¬ 
cient quantity of it. We are not even- 
getting sufficient quantity of fertilisers 
leave along th^ commodities to them 
at the subedited psfese. Fafmtefs Want 

fertiliser at a fixed price. That irsnt 
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available. They are not beggars. In 
Delhi many industrialists have got 
their own agents to cater to the needs 
of farmers. Farmers are labourers 
and there is no association. I request 
the Government to start an associa¬ 
tion in the interest of the country. 
That is the backbone of farmers. In 
our country, 68.6 of. the population 
Working force earn their livelihood 
from agriculture. In 1971 agriculture 
accounted for 50 per cent of the na¬ 
tional income. In 1971 the total num¬ 
ber of cultivators was 78.7 million. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
May I raise a point of order? An im¬ 
portant bill is going on. There is only 
Deputy Minister for Parliamentary 
Affairs. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Banerjee, the 
Planning Minister was here. Probably 
he has got work. He would come here. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Where is 
he? 

MR. CHAIRMAN; He»was here.'he 
has come. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: I 
was saying that in 1971 the total num¬ 
ber of cultivators was 78.7 million. 
What is the Government doing? For 
rural population there is no electricity. 
Even though I have got the pump sets 
and capacity to purchase, there is no 
power. I take small loan from land 
mortgage bank or any other commer¬ 
cial bank for purchasing this. When 
we come to power, no power is given. 
Several industries are getting loans 
from IDBLr and other commercial 
banks. When it comes to poor culti¬ 
vators, they are not given loan. It may 
be the responsibility of the state for 
purchasing sugarcane, jute, foodgrains 
and several items. They have promised 
in this House that they are constitut¬ 
ing a tobacco board in the interests of 
tobacco growers. In my State, in the 
past four years, they are postponing 
this. When we approached the Minis¬ 
try of Foreign Trade, they are trying 
to shift it to some; Secretary who does 
not .know anything. I do not know 
now whether Mr. George has ..sent it 
to anyone. This Bill has been for¬ 
warded to the Cabinet. What has hap- 
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pened to it I do not know. These mer¬ 
chants have got their guest houses. 
From the commissions that they get 
they are maintaining the guest houses. 
The producers are not even having 
. dwelling houses.* You will repent. 
There is a railway strike in the coun¬ 
try but I am teilrng you one day or the 
other you will have to give reply to 
the agriculture labour. If tVy go on 
strike then only the Government will 
know. There is no protection to them. 
The agricultural labourers have no 
association and they are not begging 
of the Government for any favours. 
They only want their food and wages 
at reasonable rates. It would be best 
if we can implement what M" Limaye 
lias been kind enough to bring for¬ 
ward in the form of a non-official re¬ 
solution. 

There is a restriction by the Elec¬ 
tricity Board. If we use more power 
than the allowed target there is sur¬ 
charge and even if we consume less 
than the allowed target there is a 
surcharge. A few days back some 
small farmers came to me and com¬ 
plained about it. 

Everywhere wc are saying land re¬ 
forms. Nobody has objected to it. In. 
my State there is Ordinance. Nobody 
could sell and purchase land. People 
are interested to handover the surplus 
land to the Government but the Gov¬ 
ernment have, unfortunately, post¬ 
poned this Constitution Amendment 
Bill. In my village there nre some 
land which are submerged. One 
landlord had sold away to the Gov¬ 
ernment under the pretext that he 
wants to surrender his surplus land 
and he surrendered 60 acres and 
taken Rs. 50,0001- from the Govern¬ 
ment with the connivance of the local 
officers. That land is not at present 
cultivated either by Government 1 'or 
anyone else. Its cost is only Rs. 100 
to Rs. 200 per acre at the present 
rate. It should be enquired into. 
In my State during the last four years 
three Governments have changed 
but what is the amount of Govern¬ 
ment land distributed to the landless 
poor. I beg through the Parliament to 
implement immediately land reforms* 
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If necessary convene a Parliament 
Session only for this purpose other¬ 
wise the farmers and the farming 
labour are not happy. The Govern¬ 
ment should take all steps to imple¬ 
ment what Mtl Madhu Limaye has 
brought in the form of non-official re¬ 
solution. Then only the people will be 
satisfied to some extent. 

There are so many problems that 
we are facing today, ,&uch as the pro¬ 
blem of monopolist, the bureaucracy, 
communal riots, blackmarketing, high 
prices, corruption, tax exasion, adul¬ 
teration, dharanas, demonstrations, 
strikes, hoarding, starvation, red- 
tapism,. the State Governments’ in¬ 
effectiveness in implementing the 
many Acts passed by the legislatures, 
and so on. Nobody seems to be inte¬ 
rested in implementing the Acts pass¬ 
ed in the State legislatures. There is 
also red-tapism and as I have pointed 
out already, on account of this and 011 
account of the inefficiency of the 
State Government or lack of interest 
on their part, nothing is being imple¬ 
mented. They are not taking interest 
in these vital matters. Some State 
Governments are at the same time 
increasing the salaries, as I found 
from the reports yesterday, from 
Rs. 350 to about Rs. 900 which 
means a jump of about Rs. 600 or so, 
and this at a time when they do not 
have money with them,for meeting the 
expenditure. This means that there is 
no proper policy, no directive is being 
issued to the State Governments to 
implement the land reforms. They 
are not dictating to the State Govern¬ 
ments also in other respects where 
they should with the result they are 
going on accumulating their over¬ 
drafts. Recently, the Kerala Govern¬ 
ment also ha s not been given any cre¬ 
dit facilities. The same thing may hap¬ 
pened to ther other State Govern¬ 
ments also. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, the hon. 
Member must conclude. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: In 
conclusion. I must thank you and also 
my hon. friend Shri Madhu Limaye. 
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SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA (Balagore): I must congratulate 
Mr. Limaye on having brought for¬ 
ward this resolution which focusses 
our attention on certain inherent di¬ 
fficulties through which the country is 
passing today. There are no two opi¬ 
nions on this subject that the whole 
country today is reeling under the im¬ 
pact of price rise, and at every step 
we are confronted with gigantic pro¬ 
blems of an insurmountable nature. 
Call it wneat, call it rice, call it steel, 
call it jute or call it cotton or call it 
any other item of production, the 
price hike has shocked everyone of us 
today. But I wonder whether it is 
possible to bring about a total change 
in everything in the present economic 
and political set-up of the country. 
Is It possible to translate everything 
that Mr. Limaye has said into action 
in a democratic set-up? 

Theoritically or philosophically or 
metaphysically, I personally feel that 
unless the entire superstructure is 
changed, economic, political and so¬ 
cial, it is impossible to usher in an 
egalitarian society. What is the agency 
throgh which we are going to control 
all these developments? How can we 
control the price rise? How can we 
attack corruption, intimidation, black 
money, racketeering, smuggling, adul¬ 
teration etc.? What is the agency 
through which we are going to attack 
it? The only agency left to us is the 
bureaucracy, But the bureaucracy is* 
the most corrupt ever found at any 
time inforce India. 

But I only have faith in the admi¬ 
nistration of Shriimati Indira Gandhi 
today. With the intensity with which 
she is striving, I think probably a time 
may come when the bureaucracy will 
be brought to its senses, and either 
they have to deliver the goods or they 
have to walk out; either they have to 
serve the people or their heads will 
roll on the street. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): Who has made the bureau¬ 
cracy more corrupt? 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA; We have to depend o n the burer 
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aucracy, because they are the most 
seasoned and trained people, but we 
have to control them. We cannot com¬ 
pletely eradicate them and eliminate 
them, but we have to control them 
and control them with iron hands. 
They have to be brought to their sen- 
res that they have to serve the people 
and they are the servants of the 
people and not servants of the Gov¬ 
ernment alone. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Who 
will do it, and how will it be done? 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA: Mr. Limaye has said that there 
should not be more than 15 per cent 
price rise in foodgrains The Dantwala 
Committee report had once said .that 
n was speculation on agricultural 
commodities that was responsible for 
price rise in agricultural commo¬ 
dities. Mr. Limaye will agree that 
there are eight centres in India 
today where forward market trade is 
ailowed. The AICC in its Bombay re¬ 
solution made a pious resolve that 
speculation or satta should be comp¬ 
letely abolished. I must urge Govern¬ 
ment to stick to that resolution and 
completely eradicate speculation or 
. the prospect of speculation as far as 
agricultural commodities are concern¬ 
ed, and then I may say there will be 
some check on the price rise. If eight 
centres have been allowed in India 
# for forward market trading, why not 
allow Delhi and some other centres 
also? If you allow satta or speculation 
at one centre but do not allow it in 
another centre, it is that disparity 
which brings hi toto confusion. 

Itc is possible to translate every¬ 
thing which Shri Limaye has said in 
a society which believes in regimen¬ 
tation. But is it possible to trans¬ 
late everything In this democracy? I 
have my own shocking experience 
about many developments, I find 
that these things are not possible to 
b$ translated. Now the railway 
strike is on us. There is strike in 
steel plants, students’ agitation, pea¬ 
sants’ agitation. All these are hol¬ 
ding the country to ransom. If you 
allow industrial worker? to have a 
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wage hike, what about the agricul¬ 
tural producers, what about agricul¬ 
turists, the tiUer s of the soil? I have 
been in remote villages. There wages 
■ do not exceed more than even Rs. 2. 
What about the adivasis. Harijans 
and th e toiling masses who are groa¬ 
ning under discontent in a country 
like ours where wheat cells at Rs. 3— 
4 a kilo? 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: On 
a point of order. The hon. Minister 
of Planning is not here. You also 
mentioned about it I do not see the 
Deputy Minister either. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: I 
appreciate your point. He told me 
just now before going.... 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: We 
want either Shri Dhar or Shri Dharia. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
The Minister of Parliamentary 
Affairs is the eyes and ears of Min¬ 
isters. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Raghu Ramaiah may not be as hand¬ 
some as either Dhar or Dharia, but 
he.definitely can represent them both. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: 1 have asked him 
to. bring the Planning Minister. 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATR'A; I .believe our views will be 
conveyed to the planning Minister 
through the Minister of Parliamen¬ 
tary Affairs. 

I think forward trading in agricul¬ 
tural commodities should be stopped. 
We should not continue it in some 
centres while prohibiting it in 
others. 

What about the price of cjoal? It 
is increasing. It is conditioned by 
the bottleneck of wagons. What 
about the' price of rice and wheat? It 
is again subject to short supply. I 
have a feeling myself that the coun¬ 
try is not insufficient in food sup¬ 
plies. The question is of maldistri¬ 
bution. I have not seen any marriage 
party, any function, where things 
have, not been available or have not

been served, if you can pay for it. It 
is a question' of maldistribution, 
hoarding and keeping things under¬ 
ground, not bringing it to the people. 
There must be an agency, strong 
enough to see that things are brought 
to the market so that people can get 
it. 

Shri Limaye has said that parity 
should prevail between the prices of 
industrial goods and agricultural pro¬ 
duce. Probably it is not practicable 
because labour has started almost 
campaigning for need-based wage,— 
Now, the Planning Minister has arriv¬ 
ed, much to the satisfaction of every¬ 
body—We are insisting on a need- 
based wage. The country is almost 
proceeding in that direction but per¬ 
haps only to serve organised indus¬ 
trial workers. But what about the 
agricultural workers today, the dumb, 
downtrodden millions in remote vil¬ 
lages who are almost unseen, who 
are almost half-clad and unfed in 
many places in the tribal areas. Their 
case is not taken into consideration 
because they are not organised at 
all. 

So, I, say it is not‘perhaps possible 
to bring about parity between agri¬ 
cultural produce and industrial goods, 
between the agricultural and indus¬ 
trial sectors. - <. ' 

He has said that fertilisers should 
be made available to kisans with hol¬ 
dings of less than 10 acres at subsidi¬ 
sed rates. Very good. But we have 
now been given to understand that 
we have to depend on gobar gas. 

Gandhiji thought so many years ago; 
We have probably to go in for gobar 
gas. I jrtiall urge upon the Planning 
Minister to have re-thinking on this 
subject. I s it possible to take the 
country to economic salvation 
through a centralised economy? - Is it 
possible by planning which comes 
from the top to the bottom? Every 
district should be taken as the unit., 
Gandhiji thought of village as a unit. 
Are we not feeling today that there 


is something wrong in our Planning 
apparatus? Now-a-days We are feel¬ 
ing the disturbance in every sector. 
It is impossible to meet the demands 
of the people. If we can have a total 
rethinking almost upside down on the 
centralised economic and if we can 
have a decentralised, Gandhian eco¬ 
nomy. 1 think we can salve our prob¬ 
lems to a very large extent. 

If we have a centralised ecaiomy 
regional imbalances are inherent. I 
visited Czechoslovakia last year and 
I talked to many economists there 
and they also felt that if there was 
centralised economy regional im¬ 
balances were bound to be there. 
Yugoslavia is almost in the same, 
condition as we are today. There are 
areas wherj people are not properly 
clothed. They do not get proper 
wage. They have a different type of 
Constitution by which areas which 
are developed have to contribute for 
the development of the undeveloped 
areas. That is why I urge upQn the 
Plannig Minister to have some think¬ 
ing, probably by going for decentra¬ 
lised, village economy. We will be 
in a position to solve the problem. 

I urge upon Shri Limaye to think 
over this matter. All the welfare 
measures that he visualises are pro- 
paibly possible in a State where 
everybody is conscious of his duty,* 
right from the Prime Minister down 
to the ordinary labourer, but not in 
the situation which the country is 
facing today. He will do well to un¬ 
derstand trade unions, political sec¬ 
tors and agitations have taken the 
country to rensojm. Everything is 
bound to raise the price of essential 
commodities. All of us should con¬ 
sider how our problems could be sol¬ 
ved and how things could be put in 
proper order. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; I find that a 
large number of members want to 
participate., The hon. Minister is 
still to reply aril • Shri Limaye also 
has the rfgfrt pf reply. I should like 
to know whether fire House wants 
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to extend the time and, it so. 'by 
how much.

I am told that Mr- Idmaye 
will take about 20 minutes and the 
hon. Minister will take about 20 
•minutes. I shall call upon the hon. 
Minister at 5.40 to reply and ask Mr. 
Limaye to reply at about 6 p.m. We 
shall take up the next resolution at 
6..20 and ehall have half an hour for 
the next resolution. I take it that 
the House agrees with this proposi¬ 
tion.

•SHRI E. E. KRISHNAN (Salem): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to express, 
my views on behalf of my party, the 
l>ravida Munnetre Kazhagam, on the 
Resolution of Shri Madhu Limaye de¬ 
manding" that the Government of 
India should re-cast its policy with* 
regard to prices and agricultural pro¬ 
duction. This policy should have as 
its basis the following criteria: 

(i) electricity rate per unit for 
agricultural purposes shall 
not be more than ten paise; 

(ii) fertilisers shall be made 
available to the farmers with 
landholdings of less than ten 
acres at subsidised rates; 

(iii) the Government shall take 
the responsibility of purcha¬ 
sing cotton, sugar-cane, raw 
jute, foodgrains and other 
produce at support prices 
which may take into account 
the Cost of production plus 
a reasonable mergin for the 
farmers; 

(iv) there shall prevail parity 
between the prices of indus¬ 
trial goods and agricultural 
produce; 

(v) fluctuations in foodgrains 
prices of more than 15 per 
cent shall not be permitted; 

(vi) the irrigation shall be redu¬ 
ced by 25 per cent in the case 
of land-holdings of less than.

"The original Speech was delivered in Tamil. 
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I do, not think that anyone in this 
House will have any hesitation in 
accepting the above laudable criteria 
as tile basis for the agricultural po¬ 
licy of the Government. 

Sir, the Resolution of Shri Madhu 
Limay e is of great importance* in the 
tight of the inatt'tctive policies 0 f the 
Government. Since the Government 
of India could not effectively imple¬ 
ment the policy of whole-sale wheat 
trade take-over, without any sense of 
remorse the wholesale trade in 
wheat has been given back to the 
private sector. This is a standing 
monument tor the inefleciency of the 
Government. Here, I would like to 
say that there are two fundamental 
reasons for the Government’s failure 
in wiiole‘-sal e wheat trade. The land- 
owners and land-lordg belonging to 
the ruling party have not been ex¬ 
tending their wining cooperation to 
their Government in implementing 
his policy. Our Planning Minister, 
Shri Dhar, must be mgeh more con¬ 
versant with the socialist policy of 
Russia and how it is being implemen¬ 
ted by the Government in Russia 
than any of his colleagues in the 
Government of India. The ruling 
party members and the Government 
there are working in close coopera¬ 
tion- and co-ordination. Here in India, 
the ruling party Members are more 
interested in the slogans of socialism 
than in implementing the socialist 
policies. By the Government’s ac¬ 
tion in handing over back to the 
private sector the whole-sale wheat 
trade, it has b^»n proved beyond 
doubt that th« ruling party mem¬ 
bers have not cooperated with the 
Government in implementing suc¬ 
cessfully this policy. The Central 
Government usually blames that the 
State Governments have not been 
enthusiastic in the procurement of 
wheat. Except in Tamil Nadu, the 
Governments of the States are in the 
hamfo of the. Congress Party. I would 
Ijlie to .kiiow what action has been 
taken by thp Central, Government 
against "the State Governments in 
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th e hands of the Congress Party, 
which haV£ failed to achieve the tar¬ 
get of procurement. Similarly, the 
Food Corporation of India, entrusted 
with this duty, is also Central Gov¬ 
ernment undertaking, it will be in- 
the interest of the country, to wind 
up this organisation. Besides func¬ 
tioning ineffectively and inefficiently, 
malpractices, nepotism and corruption 
find the breeding ground in the Pood 
Corporation of India, r should a&y 
that the Food Corporation of India 
is nothing but the traditional octopus, 
I would like to know what action has 
been taken by the Government to 
make this organisation work effi¬ 
ciently. 


Sir, we' are confronted With serious 
scarcity of foodgrains, drought arid 
famine all over the country. It is 
known to you, Sir. that 70 per' cent 
of our cultivable area is dependeht 
upon rains. In many States, the 
land-ceiling laws stipulate the ceiling 
of 54 feres for this land. The culti¬ 
vator are not tilling this land be¬ 
cause they are not getting remunera¬ 
tive price for their produce. This 
has led to a fall in agricultural pro¬ 
duction. I would also like to refer 
here to the Government’s unimagina¬ 
tive agricultural policy. Punjab has 
all along been a surplus State in 
agricultural production. Buf, now 
the Central Government have ordered 
that all the land falling within 8 kilo¬ 
metres of an urban centre with 10000 
population will be treated as urban 
area. It is common knowledge that 
the urban land fetches exorbitnat 
prices and the taxes on the urban 
land*- are also considerable. Conse¬ 
quently, the farmer.*? have stogped 
cultivaing such lands. Thits has Re¬ 
sulted in a steep fall in agricultural 
production! There may not h? anv 
surprise if Punjab, becomes a deficit 
State. in the coming years. If stupi- 
fies one to think about the future 
agricultural production hi such cir¬ 
cumstance?. 
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Recently, eight World Bank experts 
under the leadership of Dr. C. D. 
Ingold visited India. After having 
witnessed the agricultural progress 
made by Tamil Nadu and the interest 
being taketi by the State Government 
in achieving such stupendous pro* 
gress, they have complimented the 
State Government. It will be perti¬ 
nent to point out how toe Central 
Government lhave been assisting the 
State Government in the matter of 
meeting the agricultural inputs so 
that th 0 present production is sus¬ 
tained. During the last agricultural 
season, the requirement of chemical 
fertilisers for Tamil Nadu was 1.75 
lakh tonnes and the Central Gov¬ 
ernment assured the supply of 1.60 
lakh tonnes. But, actually only 
37,000 of fertilisers were given. How 
can you expect the State Govern¬ 
ment to maintain the agricultural 
production in these adverse circum¬ 
stances? For this season, our re¬ 
quirement is 1-90 iakh tonnes and 
the Central Government (have as¬ 
sured to supply 1.18 lakh tonnes. 

I appeal to the Planning Minister that 
he should exert his gpod offices to 
get the actual requirement of Tamil 
Nadu so that the Tamil Nadu con¬ 
tinues to be a surplus state in food- 
grains production and to be a spurce 
of supply to the deficit Stages in the 
country. Only recently the State 
Government of Tamil Nadu supplied 
foodgrains to 9 deficit States in the 
country. 

I n Tamil Nadu there prevails an 
atmosphere of peace and amity. There 
is no scarcity of foodgrains. It seems 
tlhat the Central Government are 
showing qigns of intolerance towards 
Tamil Nadu. Probably they want 
to make it hoi for the D.M.K. Gov¬ 
ernment to continue in power. There 
is a rumour that there will be a single 
rice zone for the Southern States. 
This will naturally deplete the sur¬ 
plus Of Tamil Nadu so much that It 
will become a deficit State. By 
lifting the ban on the movement of 
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coars grains, the Centre has created 
an uneasy atmosphere in the State. 
The price of coarse grains has gone 
up so much and > n consequence the 
price of rise has also gone up. The 
State Government has proposed to 
the Centre that it may be permitted 
to impose 50 per cent levy on coarse 
grains to curb the abnormal rise in 
the price of coarse grains.' The Cen¬ 
tral Government should expedite its 
accord to this proposal. It is not 
merely a questio n of creating diffi¬ 
culties for the D.M.K. Government in 
Tamil Nadu. It is a question of keep¬ 
ing Tamil Nadu as a surplus State 
in the interest of entire nation. In 
Tamil Nadu, nearly 6.5 lakhs of 
pump-sets have got power connection, 
which helps a great deal in boosting 
agricultural production. But, on 
account of coal shortage, the power 
generation in the State has come 
down. Secondly, on account the 
freight increase in 1974-75 ‘ Central 
Budget, the coal price is likely to go 
up, which in turn will increase the 
cost of power generation in the 
State. I would like to point out that 
coal supply to Thermal Stations in 
Tamil Nadu should be the first-pri¬ 
ority of the Central Government. 

Dr. Normal Borlauk, the world- 
renowned agricultural scientist, who 
has own Nobel Prize, has pointed out 
that, if the Governments of the coun¬ 
tries do not pay adequate attention to . * 
agricultural produtcion, there will be 
chaos throughout the world and the 
Governments will not be able to over¬ 
come such a serious situation. I 
should say that Gujarat riots and the 
present riots are a precursor. He has 
also stated in unequivocal terms that 
the politicians and the bureaucrats 
sitting in air-conditioned rooms will 
not be in a position to realise the 
pangs of hunger. He has also con¬ 
demned that such people should be 
entrusted with the responsibility of 
formulating worthwhile agricultural 
programmes, fn 1980, the popula¬ 
tion of our country is expected to be 
06.8 crores. While ^the population is 
steadily going up, the agricultural 
production is declining. It seem* 
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that neither the family planning pro¬ 
grammes of the Government nor the 
-agricultural programmes have been 
successfully implemented. I would 
like to know how the Planning Mi¬ 
nister is going to meet this grave 
situation. 

In a recent Press Conference, the 
Irrigation and Power Minister has 
warned that the electric power situa¬ 
tion next year would be grave. He 
has also stated that Tamil Nadu will 
be the worst hit in this power shor¬ 
tage. It looks as though that the Cen¬ 
tral Government run by the Congress 
Party are intent upon creating food 
scarcity i n the State. I say this be¬ 
cause the coal supply to Thermal 
iplants is quite unsatisfactory. The 
.supply of chemical fertilisers to the 
S.ate is inadequate. 

The Central Finance Minister, Shri 
'Chavan, has recently -suggested that 
the States Bhould increpe the power 
rates, the irrigation rates, the land 
-revenue rates etc. in order to aug- 
raent their resources. I would like to 
refer here to what happened when 
th e State Government when the power 
rate was raised by one paise. When 
the State Government raised the rate 
from 9 paise to 30 paise, there was a 
-violent agitation in which the ruling 
‘Congress Party members, the C.P.I. 

. "Members and the Old Congress Party 
members took active part. They 
were keen to discredit the D.M.K. 
Government. The ruling Party mem¬ 
bers talk one thing here and when 
they ar s in opposition, they just do 
'the opposite. 

There is a proverb in Tamil Nadu 
-that the pangs of hunger are perni¬ 
cious. The present agricultural policy 
•of the Central Government portends 
a bleak future for the country. When 
~the Government at th e Centre cannot 
formulate meaningful programmes 
and implement them successfully, I 
-wonder whether they will be able to 
Implement the suggestions that have 
been made by Shri Madhu Limaye 
In his Resolution. I hope that better 
sense will dawn upon the Central 
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Government and they will take a fresh 
look at agriculture and foodgrains 
production. I would like to warn the 
Central Government that they would 
wake up before the situation over¬ 
takes them completely. Before I con¬ 
clude, I would appeal to the Planning 
Minister that he should assist the 
State Government of Tamil Nadu in 
its magnificent efforts to sustain agri¬ 
cultural production in the face of all 
odds. I would also request him to 
incorporate in his agricultural policy 
planning the suggestions that have 
been made by Shri Madhu Limaye 
in his Resolution. 

THE MINISTER OF PLANNING 
(SHRI D. P. DHAR); Mr. Chairman, 
after a long debate my turn has come. 
At the outset, I should like to place 
on record my deep appreciation of the 
spirit that underlies this Resolution. 

I had the pleasure of listening to a 
very constructive speech from the 
Mover of the Resolution. Shri Madhu 
Limaye and also from a large number 
of hon. Members of this House. The 
debate on the whole reflected the 
mood of the country, the mood of 
questioning and anxiety of seeing the 
inter-connections and of finding a 
way out of our social and economic 
crisis. If the* Resolution had been 
somewhat differently formulated, if 
the Resolution had been concretised 
in a manner that one would look upon 
it as h mepsur e of consistent policy, I 
would have no* hesitation in afcepting 
it. But, unfortunately, the Resolution 
has been split and enunciated into 
categories in a manner which makes 
it difficult to accept it in its present 
form. Nevertheless, we welocme the 
underlying spirit of this Resolution 
which displays a justifiable anxiety 
about the price situation in this coun¬ 
try, a justifiable anxiety to find ap¬ 
propriate remedies for this difficult 
situation. ** 

Broadly, I would submit, the Reso¬ 
lution could be divided into three 
analytical categories. In the first 
instance, and this was also the 
desire of many other hon. Mem¬ 
bers who have spoken on the Re¬ 
solution it is that socially useful 
production should be encouraged 
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by a fair pricing policy which is 
remunerative, by providing the pro¬ 
ducer, the agricultural producer parti¬ 
cularly, with basic facilities including 
subsidisation of inputs etc in irriga¬ 
tion, fertiliser, power supply and other 
related matters. The second category 
would be that the system of distribu¬ 
tion be such that essential commodi¬ 
ties are made available at reasonable 
prices to the common people, and the 
third category, in my opinion, would 
relate to the need for the State to 
play an important and vital and, if I 
may say so, a dominant role in a secu- 
ing the surplus for proper distribution 
at proper prices, and again, more 
particularly^ to the vulnerable sec¬ 
tions of our people. These are prin¬ 
ciples which are unexceptionable and 
if I may, without hurting the feelings 
of any hon. Member, submit with all 
humility, these are the very princip¬ 
les on whiefi we hav e endeavoured to 
formulate the Fifth Plan. It is ano¬ 
ther question that the Fifth Plan has 
been formulated in times of dis ress, 
in times of Stress and strain and that 
it has been affected both by inte ml 
and external forces which we have 
not been able to control. But, what 
I plead with you is, kindly pay some 
attention, if it is possible, to some of 
the underlying policies which we .have 
tried to portray in the Plan* as far as 
these matters are w concerned. Mr. 
Indrajit Gupta gave a new dimen¬ 
sion, which also fundamental, to 
the question of prices He was con¬ 
cerned. as- were many of my eollea-, 
gues on this side of the House, about 
the rising prices. The prices show 
no abatement, show no signs of ac¬ 
quiring some stability. The question 
of prices is one of the most essentia) 
aspects o'f the Plan policy that -we 
have enunciated. We have said that 
unless and until there is stability in 
prices over the five year period for 
which the Plan is made, it would be 
extremely difReult to sustain the pro¬ 
jection and: the formulations which 
have been, envisaged in the Plan. I- 
make no secret of it that unless an 
endeavour, a collective endeavour, a 


national effort, is made in this 
tion, the very objectives of the Plaxa 
may be in danger. Therefore. wiuEBe- 
I plead with my own colleagues,, T. 
would also, in all sincerity, plessfct 
with my friends in the opposition 
find ways and mean s of making, theSr 
contribution to giving some stability 
to the price situation. • 

SHRI NOORUL HUD A ' (Cachar>- 
Sir, on a point of clarifiaction. Would! 
he not change the economic system® 
itself? 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: I know tfeer 
philosophy that informs Shri Huda's- 
mind and, if I may say so withoatt. 
hurting his feelings, I am not illiterai«v 
as far as that philosophy is concerned-. 

SHRI NOORUL HUD A: I did aPi t 
suggest that. 

SHRI D;. P. DHAR; I think that wa»; 
involved in.his question. But may 
I say that fundamenal changes are; 
necessary? Unless we fund amen-ally 
make, changes in the structure of so¬ 
ciety, change the structure of the so¬ 
cial relations both- in the agricultural 
and other sectors, it is not possible?? 
to bring about the desired results^ 
The only question where perhaps 
and you differ is how to bring abaufc 
those changes, and that would, take uo 
into a controversy which, I think, ip.* 
not germane to the consideration oE,.' 
the present Resolution*. 

If I may, in order to pay my res-*- 
pect to the sentiments which the born. 
Member, the mover of this RfesoMfimn. 
has categorised in this Resolution, I 
would move quickly to some of those? 
items and place my views for the- 
consideration of this House and fer¬ 
tile consideration of the hon! Mover; 
for whatever they are worth.

The first part, of the. !EU5SQlu$Wir 
suggests, that essential artistes ot ; Cffigp;

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. A* far as this particular sugges¬ 
tion advocates a certain balance or 
jplOads for a abridgement of the dis¬ 
tance between the prices of the agri- 
-cultural products and the cost of arti- 
'des of consumption, the selling price 
uand the cost price of the articles of 
.mass consumption, we are in agree¬ 
ment with that. But, it is not possi¬ 
ble, as a matter of fact it is impossi¬ 
ble, io think in terms of bringing 
•about an arbitrary parity, an arbi¬ 
trary formula of determining this 
;f»rice at the level of one and a half 
.times. You will see, for example, 
that the prices differ from commodity 
to commodity. The component of cost 
-also varies from commodity to com¬ 
modity. As long as the intention is 
'Ahat essential commodities should be 
made available at fair prices, the prin¬ 
ciple is accepted. If I may say so, 
it has been discussed at great length 
in the Plan document itself. But, as 
1 submitted, it would not be possible 
to accept this principle in the man¬ 
ner in which it has been spelt out in 
Abe first part of the Resolution. 

I>et us take a number of examples 
4>r illustrations. Let us take the case 
oaf coal; let us take the case of kero¬ 
sene. If we apply uniformly the for¬ 
mula of 1£ times the price, then, 1 
am afraid, this will act not in favour 
»©f the consumer but will go against 
bis interest. ~ ~ 

The second part of the Resolution 
rotates that there shall prevail parity 
between prices of industrial goods and 
^agricultural produce. Here again, it 
would be difficult to conform to a 
^strict formulation as the one made by 
the hon. mover, namely, to have ab¬ 
solute parity, to apply it as a cons¬ 
traint. I do agree that there should 
be reasonable parity between agricul¬ 
tural and industrial commodities be¬ 
cause this is a principle which was 
-Accepted as a policy matter for the 
'Hftti Plan and this element of rea¬ 
sonableness in the cas e of bringing 
about a certain amount of curing of 
the invidious imbalance in the pri- 
Ases of agricultural and industrial 
-Commodities is, I think, a very sound 
principle. It is an objective towards 
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which we should work. It is an ob¬ 
jective which, if it is ignored, we can 
do go only at our peril, .because it. is 
connected in a large measure with 
the question of stability of prices. 

Here, a fundamental question arises 
to which I would like to draw the 
kind, attention of the House and, parti¬ 
cularly, of Shrl Limaye. As has been 
said, the contribution of agriculture 
to the gross national product is of the 
order of 49 10 50 per cent. If we 
look at the investments which have 
been made in agriculture, we find that 
ther e has been a uni-directional of 
flow of resources into a agriculture 
without our making any savings from 
the agricultural sector for investment 
purposes. And the essence of growth 
is the capacity to save. The agricul¬ 
tural sector—I do not want to go into 
statistics and figures and bore my 
hon. friends here—has been the reci¬ 
pient of a very large investment in 
the last four Plans. Now the ques¬ 
tion that arises is what has been the 
pattern and the form of investment 
in agriculture and what has it led 
us to. There is undoubtedly a great 
increase in production, there is un¬ 
doubtedly a great improvement in 
agricultural practices. But is it not 
time when we should consider the 
question of taking such measures 
which would make resources and 
savipgs available for investment from 
the agricbltur,al sector? Now I would 
draw the attest'on of Shri Limaye 
and other friends to the very exhaus¬ 
tive and very able studies made 
by the Raj Committee on this ques¬ 
tion. Here we have also to ask 
ourselves perhaps the inconvenient 
question as to whether the new 
investment structure in the agricul¬ 
tural sector should not benefit those 
segments of our community in, the 
rural areas who have not been the 
recipients of the benefits of these large 
investments. My reference is. to the 
marginal farmed, to the^ small farmer, 
to the middle farmer, to the landless 
labour. Unless and until we are .able 
to move these large, deprived sections 
of th e ^al community into the roain- 
streain of the production apparatus, it 
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will not be possible for us either to 
make a dent in rural poverty or to 
be able to gather the necessary sur¬ 
pluses in agricultural products for our 
distribution system. The Fifth Plan 
may be condemned by my respected 
friend, Shyamnandan Babu. who, I 
know, with a sense of anguish, has 
already written the obituary of the 
Fifth Plan. But I am, rather an obsti¬ 
nate optimist; I ha^pg not developed 
yet the capacity to ibe as pathetic in 
my attitudes towards development as 
Shyamnandan Babu, with his vast 
experience of planning has. There¬ 
fore, we have to see that these im¬ 
balances which have occurred in the 
past in the entire investment struc¬ 
ture are rectified, are corrected, in the 
policies that we pursue with regard 
to agricultural production in the Fifth. 
Plan period. This is exactly the stsa- 
tegy that the Fifth Plan is working.

Now I would warn my friends on 
both sides of the House that it is like¬ 
ly that, in the absence of awareness of 
those who really want to serve these 
interests, if that awareness is lacking, 
then these investmuts will again go 
and find division into the areas of "the 
affluent and make them more affluent. 
Therefore, the problem of agricultural 
development is basically, essentially, 
a problem of re-structuring the entire 
social base of agriculture/ Look at 
the most promising‘areas of our coun¬ 
try. Look at West Bengal; look at 
Ihe Indo-Gangetic Plant took at Bihar, 
Eastern UP, etc. They are literally 
sitting on top of a lake with so many 
rivers flowing through them. But 
look at the land system that obtains 
:here. Look at the tenurial inequities 
which are so utterly and widely pre¬ 
valent in these areas. How can you 
,hink of increasing production? How 
ran you do it if these social barriers 
o production, structural barriers to 
>roduction are not demolished?. And 
iow can they be demolished if you 
:an shout at each other but not And 
ireas where we can combine, join to- 
;ether for purposes which, as fat as I 
►n/vnr oil a# n« Kava ■ declared to be 
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common to all of us, in this House 
and outside the House. Ther e may be 
doubting Thomases' in our Society, as 
there have always been and Mr. 
Noorul Huda, when you see a little 
more of life as I have and grey, with- 
out becoming bald, you might see 
some sense in what I have said. 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA; May I put 
a question to you? 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: A little later. 
Youth is impatient; but' you might 
exercise a little patience. 

So, these are the directions which 
our policies should tak e in the field 
of restructuring the productive base 
of our rural economy. 

Now, Jthj third quetsion which has- ' 
been raTsed'by Mr. Madhu Limaye is. 
this; 

‘Fluctuations in foodgrains prices 
of more than 15 per cent, shall not 
be permitted.’ 

It is easy to say this but I am afraid* 

I have not been able to achieve this Is 
spite of the fact that some sort of 
ceiling, some sort of upper limit has 
got to be evolved so that the prices 
do not run away. But this depends 
on quite a number of things. It de¬ 
pends on the fluctuations in produc¬ 
tion, either due to weather or other 
causes or other calamities. But in a 
more fundamental sense what we- . 
have to think of is that we have to* 
build a viable and an honest system. 
of distribution and unless we have a 
distribution system which is avail¬ 
able to protect the interests of the* 
vulnerable sections of our people I 
do not think that we can achieve 
what we have set out to achieve. 

I think the whole thing will floun¬ 
der if the concept of distribution sys¬ 
tem is allowed to flounder, But* 
how do we feed this distribution eys- - 
tem ? This system, as I said, was at¬ 
tempted. 

Shyam Babu, I Made a complemen¬ 
tary reference to you and, in your 
absence, but Prof. Dandavate had thfr 
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/skill of taking advantage of your 
absence. 

The fourth part of the Resolution 
relates to the Government taking the 
. responsibility of purchasing cotton, 
sugarcane, raw Jute, foodgrains etc. 
at the support price which may taken 
into account the cost of production 
plus a reasonable margin for the 
farmers. 

This, if I may say so, has been at¬ 
tempted—I do not sa y that we have 
succeeded. My hon, friend, from the 
D.MK. Party has severely criticised 
the Food Corporation of India. Well, 
it may have its own faults. But, the 
Food Corporation of India has its 
origin in this context. In addition 
to what is contained in this part of 
the Resolution, we have, similarly, 
got the Cotton Corporation of India 
and the Jute Corporation of India. 

I do admit that it has been mentioned 
by a large number of Iriends that the 
operation of the Jute Corporation or 
the working of it has not come up to 
our expectation. Some fundamental 
changes in the structure and its func¬ 
tioning have been recently made. We 
hope that, with these improvements, 
the functioning of the organisation 
will also improve. The purpose that 
lies behind this part of the Resolu¬ 
tion of Shri Limaye is sound. It is a 
’very valuable objective and, if I may 
say so, the Government is working 
on it—towards the achievement of 
this objective. I do not claim that 
it is free from faults, from defects 
and from inadequacies. But, the in¬ 
tentions are clear and, I think, that 
wherever we find such defects or 
shortcomings, we shall do our best to 
remove them.

[Mr, Speaker in the Chair] 

The fifth part of the Resolution 
talks about electricity rate per unit 
tor the agricultural purposes which 
shall not be more than ten paise. 


Now, I am rather, if I may say so, 
somewhat surprised that person of 
the ability of Shri Limaye should 
have made a suggestion in such a 
capsule form, I think we have got 
to take into account one thing. It is 
not vague; it is very categorical but, 
what I am objecting to is its lack of 
vagueness and it is utterly categori¬ 
cal; there is a smugness of relief be¬ 
hind this particular proposition. If I 
may submit, in all humility, the facts 
that go into determining the price of 
power show that most of the State 
Electricity Boards become conscious 
of this fact—the Finance Minister, I 
am happy to say, is present here to 
support me—that they are now in the 
red and they are running in huge 
losses and so, the cost of production 
of electricity has got to be met at 
least in certain cases. I do not suggest' 
that we should have any extra pro¬ 
fits from agriculture. But, the cost 
of production has got to be met. 
And the tremendous investments 
which have been made in the agri¬ 
cultural sector through rural electri¬ 
fication programme for energisation 
of wells and other lift irrigation sys¬ 
tems are almost all running at a 
loss. If you look even at the irriga¬ 
tion system where you have talked 
of reducing the rate you will kindly 
consider that the irrigation rates in 
most» parts of the country—perhaps 
Maharashtra is* the solitary example— 
the irrigation rates' are so fantastically 
low that even today we are paying 
a total sum of about Rs. 170 crores a 
year as a loss only on the mainten¬ 
ance of the irrigation systems. And 
if we were to accept the suggestions 
contained in the Resolution of Shri 
Limaye, I am afraid, the losses would 
reach staggering proportions. 

* *■- 

I am talking in the overall sense 
that the agricultural sector is a high¬ 
ly subsidised sector and this fact has 
to be taken into account and the 
agricultural sector or some segments 
of the agricultural population of our 
country have received enormous 
benefits from the enormous invest- 
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meats which have been made in this 
sector and the comihunity as a whole 
would ask them to part with a part 
of the debt so that we could invest 
it for Plan developmental purposes. 

The last one is about the fertilizers 
to be made available to the Kisans 
with landholdings of less than ten 
acres at subsidised rates. Ten acres 
is not a small holding in our coun¬ 
try and I am afraid. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon); Actually half of the money 
goes in the establishment. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: But I must say 
that the surpluses which have been 
generated in the agricultural sector 
for the purpose of investment for 
development is a fact and to that 
extent our economy is limping. You 
must not forget the class which has 
benefited. We are afraid of touch¬ 
ing that class and we must touch 
that class. I cannot understand the 
logic of leaving 3 per cent of our 
agricultural population alcue to 
wallow in opulence at the cost of the 
community. 

«- 

I would assure the hon. Member 
from the D.M.K. that we have had 
discussions with the Government of 
Tamilnadu and we have settled the 
Plan outlays to their» entire satisfac¬ 
tion. It is unfortdnate that the ferti¬ 
lizer position in the country as a 
whole is very unsatisfactory because 
we have not been able to import 
fertilizer because fertilizer production 
has fallen all over the world and, 
therefore, if Tamil Nadu like any 
other State ha s to bear certain cut on 
this account we should not in any way 
entertain to the slightest extent the 
feeling that this is some sOrt of a dis¬ 
criminatory treatment which is being 
meted out to this Government. We 
are perfectly prepared to, sit with 
him and if w6 can in any way be 
helpful irt this respect, we shall be 
at hfs disposal. I would assure him 
that the relations bdIWeen the Centre 
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and the Government of Tamil Nadu 
are excellent in the matter of all 
development activities, and whatever 
development activities have been 
undertaken in Tamil Nadu have been 
with the consent of the Tamil Nadu 
Government, and I must ady that in 
the field of agriculture, Tamil Nadu 
has done extremely well. 

• 

He also referred to the question of 
the new wheat policy which I may 
quickly dispose of. Government have 
been accused of surrendering to vest¬ 
ed interests. This, if I may submit, 
is a wrong interpretation of the 
policy. We have not surrendered to 
anyone. The simple point is that the 
take-over of the wholesale trade was 
not an end in itself. We believe 
that it would be a good instrument 
for supporting the public distribution 
system and for building adequate re¬ 
serves. That was why the policy of 
take-over was accepted. ’ But the 
question of take-over has to be look 
ed at in relation to the objectives of 
food policy and to the prevailing 
economic situation. After careful 
consideration we feel that in the exis¬ 
ting situation brought about by inter¬ 
nal as well as external factor.:, it 
would be more helpful to rely on 
the traditional market mechanism 
for acquiring the needed quantities 
of foodgrains for the distribution 
system and also for improving the, 
availability in the open market'. 
Therefore, we have returned to the 
kind of policy that prevailed in 1971- 
72 but with additional safeguards and 
with more stringent conditions fpr 
the operation of the trade. However, 
in any kind of policy that may be 
followed, three elements are common, 
Firstly, public awareness of the eco¬ 
nomic and social compulsions of the 
public distribution system has to be 
made specific and concrete; the task 
of political education of the producer 
and the consumer has to be given the 
highest priority. Secondly, the admi¬ 
nistrative machiqpry has to be im¬ 
proved and made more evident. It 
has to be freed completely of all 
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corrupt elements and influences. 
Thirdly, erring and anti-social ele¬ 
ments in trading community have - to 
be dealt with severity. This, in 
short, Is my explanation for the some¬ 
what, if I may say, very strong 
charge of surrender and departure 
which was levelled against the policy 
of the Government. 

PROF. MADU DANDAVATh 
-(Rajapur): They have not surren¬ 

dered, but the wholesalers have takan 
over. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): There had been one 
hundred per cent adherence to the 
policy, if that satisfies his soul! 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: Shri Syam 
Babu’s soul was tortured last year by 
the other policy 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
It was tortured becausei»of his hypo¬ 
crisy. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: We thought 
that in order to bring back.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
It was not take-over at all. It was 
only procurement of a limited quan¬ 
tity. It is semantic perversion to call 
it take-over. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: The fourth 
reason, if I may add, was to bring 
back, peace and tranquillity to the 
soul of Shri Shyam Babu. 

With these words, I would once 
again submit with all humility that 
I and my colleagues on this side of 
the House have benefited greatly by 
the debate which was initiated on 
some of the most fundamental and 
some of the most important questions 
relating to our economy, by Shri 
Madhu Limaye. 

I had submitted to him for his 
consideration that had this Resolu¬ 
tion been formulated somewhat 


differently, Government and | would 
have had no hesitation in accepting 
it, but the way it has been formu¬ 
lated. I am afraid I cannot do so. 1 
hope the spirit which informed the 
whole tenor and content of his speech 
and the spirit in which I welcomed 
his suggestions would perhaps per¬ 
suade him, in opite of earlier blatant 
poses on other issues, to withdraw 
this Resolution.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Some banter¬ 
ing remarks have been made before I 
started my speech. Even if six months 
before, nuch a resolutidn wasbrought 
before this HcnJae, I would have 
myself considered it not °My a* 
unrealistic but even as ri#euTbtis: 
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SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Utterly mad... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: i would have 
myself criticised such a resolution as 
a resolution born out of cynicism, out 
of a frustrated mind, a resolution, if 
-talking about politically, which is 
directed to create a condition for 
denigration of our Parliamentary 
democracy as also for creating the 
conditions for th« growth of the right 
reactionary forces in our country. Sir, 
I have weighed seriously on these 
issues and I understand some of the 
reaction of my friends... 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: He is making 
a most lovely and beautiful speech. 
We should be given the privilege to 
listen to it in the next session. 

MR. SPEAKER: You are also mak¬ 
ing a beautiful comment. Mr. G-uha, 
the time fixed wag upto 6. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Sir, the 
Minister for Parliamentary* Affairs 
announced in the House that this 
would be taken up at 4. He approach¬ 
ed me several times and he gave me 
15 to 20 minutes for today’s introduc¬ 
tory speech. If you do not allow me, 
what can I do? Let me at least have 
10 minutes. 

I do not know—I may be wrong and 
I wish I am wrong—what will be the 
fate, of this country a few months 
after when we see the crisis that is 
developing in this country and the 
unpredictable situation which we face 
now and which i s becoming serious 
and serious day by day? 

The situation to-day, it appears to 
me, was like the one which we 
witnessed in the year 1942 prior to 
our Independence. There was a meta- 
morphic change in the attitude of the 
people and the mood of the people. 
And suddenly, after five years or so, 
the country had lost faith irt British 
Rule and the peopl e were in defiant 
mood. And to-day, 1 know that our 
friends are enjoying power for the 
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last 26 years and I may tell them that 
they should not forget the reality of 
the situation. I do not accuse you 
but this is a logic that you continue 
to enjoy power for year* and years. 
They have lost their objectivity in 
regard to reactions of the events 
happening currently. The power 
which you enjoyed for over two 
decades, as 1 said earlier, is losing 
ground. Simila r conditions as obtain¬ 
ed in 1940 exist to-day in our country 
and there is a metamorphic change in 
the atmosphere, in th e mood of the 
people. They are now in the mood of 
defiance against the authority. 

Everywhere there ig mass upsurge. 
People are revolting against the 
authority. What does this indicate? 
It indicates that there is a serious 
crisis—crisis of confidence in the 
country. The people have lost their 
faith in the credibility of the Govern¬ 
ment. Not only that. They have also 
lost faith in the capacity of the admi¬ 
nistration and in the integrity as well.

I want to remind you that the 
situation Is so ripe for revolution that 
if there were leadership organisations 
in the country there would be a 
revolution today, but that subjective 
factor of a revolution is lacking. How¬ 
ever, the ebjective factor of a revolu¬ 
tion which Gandhiji brought aljout 
under his leadership is not lacking— 
which have faith in the consciousness 
of the people, they may soon bring 
about a rebellion in the country hun¬ 
dred times -more powerful and more 
explosive that the one we witnecsed 
in 1942. I know some of my friends 
must have read the classic book by 
Troytsky “Russian Revolution”, espe¬ 
cially, the Chapter on the ‘Art of 
Resurrection’ and the character of the 
leadership. He said that “9/10th of 
the success of a leadership denends on 
its capacity to understand the mood 
of the people.” I am sorry to say that 
the Administration to-day is living in 
an ivory tower and they have miser- 
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ably failed to understand the mood 
and temper, of the people. They have 
miserably failed tg understand what 
is happening m the mind of the people. 
They have miserably failed to under¬ 
stand the expulsive situation that is 
developing in the country. The whole 
country today is sitting on the top of 
a volcano. This volcano may erupt 
any time. I have said the condition 
is ripe for a revolution but only the 
subjective condition is lacking. There 
are certain signs in Gujarat and Bihar 
and these signs may develop all over 
the country. As the subjective factor 
is not there, organised leadership is 
not there and the organisation is not 
there for that reason it may lead to 
chaos and anarchy. Either they lack 
the ntide.standing or mood of the 
pcop -> or there is some kind of an 
attitude that they are trying to deve¬ 
lop as if they do not understand what 
happened i.i 'Jujarat and what is hap¬ 
pening in Bihar and what may happen 
in other ua ts. We can guess what 
are the reasons? Sir, they employed 
all kinds of coercive forces—they 
employed police, they employed B.S.F., 
they employed CRP and even Army— 
but even then it has not been possi¬ 
ble to change the mood of the people. 

It has not bean possible to make them 
surrender to the behest of the Govern¬ 
ment. They had to succumb and yield 
to the mood of that rebellion, the 
mood of defiance and revolt of the 
people in Gujarat. What is the national 
crisis that is developing. This crisis 
may develop into an unprecedented 
manner. I wi 1 ! give the reason. Only 
day before yesterday in reply to my 
Question the Finance Minister said 
due to price rise and due to the fall 
of fotlue of the rupee the percentage 
of people living below poverty level 
is 42 per cent. According to National 
Survey, in tho year 1968-69 the num¬ 
ber of people living below the, poverty 
level was 250 million or 28,6 per cent 
cf the total population. Now, the 
latest price riso and the fall of the 
value of the purchasing power of the 
rupee—in reply to one of my ques¬ 


tions they had said 30 paise—has gone 
down so sharp that according to one 
calculation it is 15 paise; according to 
another calculation 4 is 20 paise and 
yet according to another calculation it 
is 24 paise. Let me take it as 24 paise. 
What l a the re-calculation? The re¬ 
calculation will be about 65 to 69 per 
cent of the pepple of oijr country are 
living below poverty level. This 
means that out of 55 crores, 39 crores 
of the people are living below the 
poverty level. Can you understand 
the meaning of it? That is why I 
used the word “volcano’ and say that 
the whole country is sitting on the 
top of a volcano. If this is not a 
volcano, if this hunger, 11 this starva¬ 
tion and if 39 crores of people living 
below the poverty level is not some¬ 
thing of an unprecedented situation, I 
do not know what else could be. 

I would say that the present crisis 
is not due to economic' crisis only. 
Our people have suffered for centuries 
from poverty. To quote the words of 
Swami Vivekananda, the Indian 
people have suffered for years and 
years, centuries after centuries, from 
poverty, starvation and hunger, but 
the Indian people—these are not my 
words but these are the words of 
Swamiji—have developed a wonder¬ 
ful capacity of tolerance. The main 
crisis, though that may be one of the 
arisen as a result of the economic 
crisis, though that may b e one of'the 
compulsions for it. But the main 
reason for the national crisis is the 
moral crisis. Between principle and 
practice, between socialism and its 
implementation, between the socialist 
principle and the socialist way of our 
living, there is a big hiatus. The 
people have found us out and as a 
result today the people have lost faith 
not only in the ruling party, but they 
have lost faith in Us also in the 
Opposition parties. Today, the political 
community of this country is the most 
hated community with the people. 
Today the most hated party is the 
ruling rrartv an$ as a conscience of 
that that hatred ha* its effect on the 
Opposition parties also 
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By the slogans of leftism, rightlsm, 
socialism, democracy and all this 
hypocrisy and this kind of commiting 
fraud on the people and this big hiatus 
between principle and practice, a 
crisis of confidence has been cieated 
by them in the Indian people. This 
is the basic reason for the present 
national crisis, and this may lead to 
imponderable and unpredictable crisis 
after crisis, surges after surges of 
crisis in the coming months. 


I shall resume my speech on the 
next occasion.
